apothecaries, and others, whofe profefion it is to be acquainted 
‘herewith ; that they who are regularly educated in pharmacy, 
may not any longer have the diferace of borrowing affiftances 
from empirics.. If any foould charge us with laying open hereby 
the myfteries of their profefion'too much , they may reflect, that 
nothing of this nature has yet been fuffered to remain in a lan- 
guage unknown to the common peoples and likewife be affured, 
that the true and only fecret in phyfic is, How to give a medi- 
cine, and not how to:make it: and that it always will re- 
main fo, even to thofe who are acquainted with many neceffary 
Precognita im the works of nature. 
. Our materials are colle&ed from all the authors of the bet 
note in either of the pharmacies, of every country and language 
and tho’ many of them have. been tranflated, and are to be met 
with in Englith, yet we bave not trufted to any fuch leaders. 
Many of the extemporaneous prefcriptions have been taken from 
Dr. Fuller; as be took them from others before ; but with the 
liberty of varying, where any thing is an ingredient which ts 
unfit for the form it is preferibed in; or not fuitabie to the main 
intention of the whole. Inthe former of thefe cafes, that au- 
thor very often errs particularly in ordering effential oils in 
Jjuleps, draughts, and fuch hke liquid forms :. for allowing 
them to fuit the intention of cure, yet they agree not with fuch 
a form, and render it both unpalatable and, unfightly ; and may 
much more conveniently be given in another. manner. \ And in 


every refpett we have had particular regard to the elegance and: 
conveniency of making, as well as to. the medicinal efficacy of 


every prefcription. ei ” 

- Some difficulties, it is. very probable, may appear in the for- 
mer. part; concerning the theory of pharmacy. To fuch who 
bave not been previoufly converfant with fludies of the like kind, 
we have therefore contratied it into as {mall a compafs-as pof- 
Sible , tho’ it is highly to be wifbed, that all who make phar- 
macy their profofion, would put a better value upon fuch know- 
ledge than heretofore they have done, and not fet out. only with 
an implicit faith in the precepts of an apprenticefhip: for thé 
underfianding is more to be employed in that profeffion, than 
many: feem to have thought it, and a good infight inka the na-

. Inthis part, indeed, we have been affified by Dr. Friend, 
whofe Prelectiones Chemice ave been fo much to our pur- 
pole, that they have been almoft wholly tranflated intoit 5 and 
with the addition of fome explanations peculiar to ibe Galeni- 
cal pharmacy, they make up our firft part.* : 
The defcriptions of the Officinal Simples are now enlarged, 
not only with the fynonyma’s given in the Catalogue to the laft 
amendment of the College Difpenfatory, but likewife with all 
bhofe ufed by authors of note. In this likewife it bath been 
thought fit to take notice of all in that Catalogue, altho’ fome 
of them are now difufed. In their preparations by the chemi- 
tal pharmacy, many that are mentioned by fome authors are 
omitted. The extenfive and extravagant pretenfions from gold, 
‘and Jome other fuch fubjtances, are intirely left out , and only 
fuch preferved as are of real fervice, and worth keeping in the 
foops.. And tothe preparations of Mercurials, Chalybeates, 
&Sc. are prefixed foort explanations of the manner of their ope- 
ration. And.the feveral vegetable fimples are diftributed into 
-claffes, anfwering: to fome general denomination of ‘Cephalics, 
“Alexipharmics, Diuretics, audithe like; to-each of which 
divifions is alfo prefixed an.accountiof their operations, and fuch 
direétions as are proper to their peculiar management. aft 
The officinal medicines are now intirely according to the fian-, 
dard of the College; becaufe a due conformity thereunto in 
the foops, is abfolutely.neceffary': tho’ liberty is taken in the 
annexed remarks, of obferving, with fubmiffion to future revi- 
fals, wherein fome farther alterations may be made for the bet- 
ter. To thefe are added fuch as are worth recommending from 
other Difpenfatories ; which are diftributed ito divifions by 
athemfelves, and marked from whence taken. Under the feveral 
forms are direttions for what is peculiar to that form, and

Th PREFACE: ix 
znfpettion of the College of Jate,»and the accidental difcoveries 
Since, of many notorious cheats this way, ‘bath been the occafion 
of a much fritter fearch into thefe matters: fo that in this edi- 
tion are annexed all the ways .of fopbiftication, both of -the 
Simples and Compounds, and the marks to know them from 
jonevanothers\as far as we can'get information concerning thofe 
wicked prattices. In which, affiftance hath been given us by 
the moft knowing in their refpettive profeffions, either of apo- 
ihecaries, chemifts, or druggifis, who have had honefty enough 
to detect fuch pernicious frauds, wherever they meet with them: 
but it is yet to be feared, that all the’ helps this way will not 
be fufficient to root out the evil, unlefs fome greater power 
than now fubjifts, be given to-punifh the offenders, and whith 
one would think it not unreafonable now to expect from the care 
which is taken for the public health: for a pefttlence is not more 
tobe dreaded than the mifchiefs bere complained of , and a per- 
fou who makes and deals in medicines, as moft of our chemifts 
and wholefale men do, forthe profits of their fale only, without 
any care of the patient who ufes thems, is as juftly to be guarded 
againft by the public, as foips from infetied countries. Be 
.. Thefe inconveniencies are indeed, as much as poffible, reme- 
died in the chemical way, by the care of the Apothecaries 
Company ; who with a joint flock have thofe medicines made 
at their ball, under fuch careful management and infpettion, 
as cannot give any poffible opportunities for impofitions of this 
kind ; fo that thofe foops who any otherwife fupply themfelves 
in this branch, :are juftly to be fufpected, unle/s they make them, 
or'buy them where they can have equal certainty of their good-

T would be néedlefs to attempt to fhow here the utility | 

of Quincy’s Di/penfatory, or to fet forth its particu- © 

~~ Jar merit; the great demand for, and univerfal ufe of 
it by the practitioners in every branch of medicine, having 
~ ‘done that much more effectually than lies within the power 
of words. But whatever value the whole might have, there 

_ ‘were neverthelefs particular parts of the book which were 
liable to exception: there were feveral things omitted which 
‘ought to have been inferted ; feveral inferted which had been 
much better omitted ; and many others, which, tho’ in their 
proper place, were, through the authority of the reigning 
doctrines of the time, or want of lights more Jately obtain- 
ed, erroneous and delufive. The theory of Pharmacy was 
the moft defective and faulty: the greater part of what ‘was 
fo called, was by no means pertinent or relative to the fub- 
jet: not only a proper general view of that was wanting, but 
alfo a far greater part of the neceflary rules and direétions for 
conducting well the operations ; and the few of thofe which 
were given, as likewife the furvey of the Materia Medica, 
though both proper parts of the theory, were disjointed 
from it. Inftead ‘of what properly related to the preparing 
and compounding medicines, abftrufe hypothefes and per- 
plexed reafonings, founded on an application of the me- 
chanic and hydroftatic laws, and other remote principles, 
were introduced to explain the qualities and effects of the fim- 
ples, and the operations praétifed on them: and this not on- 
ly in that part called the theory, but very frequently, Ikewife, 
in the furvey’ of the Materia Medica, and the notes on the

fecipes; while, to make the matter ftill worfe, this was ge- 
' nerally done inconclufively, and fometimes falfely.- 3 

The prefcriptive part was indeed much more perfect ; 
but, through the crude and-unrefined tate in-which Phar- 
macy then was, many recipes had obtruded themfelves into — 
it, which, being infignificant or abfurd, have been totally 
neglected in practice ; and rendering more ufeful articles 
lefs eafy to be found, by idly enlarging the volume, re- 
- guired much that retrenchment, the author himfelf, in one 
part of his work, ‘had threatened to perform on them + and, 
indéed there were fome of thefe, which, fince theexploding 
incantations and other anile practices, and the introduction 
of common fenfe to judge in matters of medicine, were even 
an opprobrium to the work. | : = 
_ Befides thefe original defects of the book, it had con- 
tracted others more momentous, which were the produce 
of time. The regard which the improved Pharmacopeeia 
of Edinburgh met with from our practitioners, of courfe, 
gave its prefcriptions a greater title to a place in this.col- 
leGtion, than the more obfolete ones of the Auguftan, 
Zwelfer’s, and others, of which it was in part compofed.: 
and the gréat change, lately made in the Difpenfatory of our 
own College, rendered the new forms of it confequently 
wanting here, to fupport, even in any degree, the profeffed 
intention of the work : which was to exhibit, in the firft 
place, the orthodox practice, as ordained by the College; 
and then to fubjoin fuch other recipes as were already in 
fome efteem, or merited to be fo; but thefe laft in a fup- 
plemental view to the former, which the author declares in 
his preface ought to be facredly obferved by apothecaries. . 

It was therefore abfolutely neceffary, in order to. continue 
- the utility of this Dz/penfatory, and to preferve that efteem 
in which it has hitherto been held, that it fhould. under- 
go a reformation; and receive confiderable additions ; that 
what was originally trivial, or through the revolutions in 
practice grown obfolete, fhould be difcarded and expung- 
ed; and its place fupplied, by what modern improve- 
ments, or prefent authority,’ has more lately, introduced 
into practice. This I here prefume to have effected, and not 
only fo as to have reftored the work to its priftine value; but 
+ 2 \ tg. 
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to have rendered it yet more extenfively ufeful, by enlarging 
the plan as well as amending the method. But as T have, 
however, taken the liberty of doing this very freely, and 
by making large alterations, I think it expedient to give a 
fhort view of each. particular of them, and to offer fome 
reafons in their juflification. On a 
What Dr. Quincy called, The Theory of Pharmacy, toge- 
ther with the fubfequent fections‘on particular operations, I 
have totally rejected ; the firft containing very little to the 
purpofe ; and the latter being alfo loaded with impertinent 
matter, and in other refpects very deficient. ‘In their 
lace F have fubftituted a methodical inveftigation of the 
conftituents, general intentions, media, inftruments, and 
operations of the art; with a fummary explication of the 
principles whereon they depend ; which, together with the 
hiftory of the Materia Medica, form a proper and perfect 
theory of Pharmacy ; as comprizing every thing previoufly 
neceffary to be known, for the execution of any particular 
prefeription. The dependence which modern Pharmacy has, 
in part, on Chemiftry, gives me here occafion to introduce 
fuch of the principles of that art, as with the rules for the 
operations, and the collections of all the material proceffes 
thereof in the prefcriptive part, make this book comprehend, 
A complete Syftem of Pharmaceutic Chemiftry. A performance 
much demanded,, and not hitherto executed; the volumi- 
nous work of Boerhaave, tho’ the greateft attempt towards 
it, falling far fhort of perfection. The other part of what I 
have now made the theory confift of, wiz. the furvey of 
the Materia Medica, is fuffered to remain with lefs alte- 
ration. In refpect to, the matter, I have only taken away 
fome of the mechanical explications, and other immaterial 
paffages, and added’ a fuller, and (as I hope) in feveral in* 
ftances, a more juft account of the nature and medicinal 
powers of the capital fimples; as Mercury, the Bark, 
Opium, 8c. in doing which I have neither confided ‘in 
plaufible hypothefes, nor the authority of common opinion ; 
but delivered only what was clearly deducible from the de- 
monftrable nature of the fubject, or what I can immediately 
verify from the teftimony of facts. But, in the difpofition 
of the contents of this part of the book, I have made a con- 
ite ee fiderable 
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fiderable change. . For, Dr. Quincy, contrary to the obvious 
Jaws of method, having, therein confounded the practical 
matter with the theoretic ;. by mixing the, proceffes requi- 
fite for the preparations of fimples previoufly to their be- 
ing adminiftred or entering into officinal compofitions 
with, the defcriptions, natural. and medicinal hiftory, .€?c. 
of them :. (tho’ even many which he ranked in this clafs 
were, very, compound medicines, as fome of the Leudanums, 
Matihew’s and. Starkey’s pills, tincture of Terra Faponica, 
&c.) to amend this, I have made. a feparation of the dif- - 
cordant mixture ; and collecting the recipes, formed from 
them ,the. three firft, books of the practice : they 
being therein, diftributed into their proper claffes, under 
the titles of Preparations of Simples, Preparations of Salts, 
and. Preparations. of Minerals... ey 

rin the part teaching the. oficinal compofitions, I have 
removed. the defect, caufed by the late alteration of the 
Londou Pharmacopeia, by {uperadding all the procefies of 
the, prefent, London: and, Edinburgh. Difpenfatories, placed 
according to difpofition, Quincy had. obferved. for thofe 
of the former London, Difpenfatory : and, I have: made 
room. for this addition,. partly by taking away fome of the 
old proceffes,, which might well be fpared; but moftly, by 
ftriking out thofe paffages of the notes which contained 
hiftories of the medicines in. regard. to their inventors and 
the changes they have undergone.in different Parmacopaias, 
with other fuch frivolous, matter ;. and by rejecting fuch of 
the extemporaneous prefcriptions as deferyed that treatment 5 
which was, inavery high degree, the cafe of many of them. 
Notwithftanding this addition of all the proceffes of the 
new London Pharmacopeia, I have retained the far greater . 
part of thofe of the. former, tho’ it may, perhaps, appear 
proper they fhould have been omitted; as their ufe feems 
‘to be fuperfeded, by. the other, But this, on, examina- 
tion, will be found otherwife. Whatever time may bring 
about, a. very {mall progrefs is yet made towards a total 
hange of the practice in this point; and very great, -per- 
-haps infurmountable, . obftructions lie in the way of it: for 
‘where apothecaries themfelves adminifter remedies, either 
~ by:the prefcription of phyficians, or on their own judgment,

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they may, without inconvenience, conform in the prepa- 
ration of them to the decrees of the College :) but where 
medicines are to be fold, they have by no means the fame 
liberty: the buyer muft be then fatished 5 and he judges 
by the appearance of the excellence of what he buys, which 
if different from the ufual one, ’tis in vain to endeavour to 
remove the prejudice he thence receives, by telling him the- 
reafon of the difference is founded on the authority of ‘the 
College, of which he takes no cognizance, nor frequently un- 
derftands what is meant by the name. From hence, and the 
- inconvenience ‘of preparing each article by two different 
methods, with the objections that lie againft the new ones 
in regard to fome particulars ; there are no fhops in which — 
all the medicines are found according to the new formis, 
and. many in which fcarce any are fo prepared.) Tho’ fuch 
an uniformity’ of practice were much to be wifhed, great 
jnconveniencies and mifchiefs refulting from the want of it, 
yet fam much afraid'the prefent Difpenfatory of the-Col- 
lege will contribute little to it; as; in moft of the devi- 
ations from the eftablifhed. practice, the ‘alteration is more 
apparent than the émendation, and the’ prefcription of — 
their authority alone, without the concurrent aid of obvious 
reafons for their dictates, is not of force fufficient to prevail 
over the power of cuftom, fupported alfo by prefent: ‘con- 
venience; and I am confirmed in this opinion, which F firt 
entertained from my own’ judgment of the performance, 
by the information I have’ fince had, of the reception it ‘has’ 
met, with from ‘the generality of the apothecaries: If 
therefore, from the abovementioned reafon,  perfons-who

‘ HE SupjectT or Puar- 
f MACY, in a general view, 
< is every thing that can be employed 
“in, or made conducive to, the cure 
« of difeafes. Butas this would com- 
* prehend almoft all the various fub- 
« ftances in nature, there being few 
«which have not-already been ap- 
“ plied to fome purpofe in medicine ; 
“and fewer yet, that, either from 
“an original application of them, 
© or as fubftitutes for others, might 
“ not be fo, it is proper to reduce the

“limits. As there are many con- 
“ veniences and advantages, in re- 
* fpect to the juft ends of practice, 
* in comprizing it in as few fimples

But as there are no peculiar me-

‘Cuance of Form or Tex-

forming of compounds, that the 
inapt texture, in which the fub- 
* ftlances to be employed are found,

* ces in which this is pra¢tifed, are, 
‘ for the reduction of cohering folid 
‘ bodies to powder ; and of thofe which 
‘ partake both of a fluid and folid 
‘ nature, to pulp; for the converting 


‘ falts, and other foluble bodies, to flu- 
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‘ idity ; and ina other cafes, the reffo- 


‘ ring them when fluid, to their folid 
‘ fate. The particular operations 
‘ by which thefe feveral changes 
‘ are produced, are trituration, cal- 
‘ cination, folution, exficcation, and 
‘ chryftallization: 
‘ EXTRACTION or SEPARATION 
* (which is here to be underftood in 
‘ a general fenfe of the words, and 
‘ not confined to the making extracts 
‘ of the gums and refins of vegeta- 
‘ bles) is the third fecondary intention 
‘ of Pharmacy ; and though little 
‘ purfued by the ancients, from their 
* ignorance of Chemiftry, makes a 
* principal part of modern practice ; 
and with great reafon, as it is the 
means of greatly improving many 
valuable remedies, and originally 
* producing others not to be elfe- 
* ways procured : ‘The different ele- 
‘ ments of many compound. bodies 
ft Bs * having 
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* having qualities and powers, when 
* feparate and pure, which they are 
incapable of exerting, when their 
force is fuppreft by the quantity, 
“or counter-atted by the repugnant 
qualities of other fpecies with 
which they are conjoined; as in 
the inftances of acid /pirits,— 
teflaceous earths, — calces of met- 
als,— gums or refins of wvege- 
tables,—and many others. In the 
effefting extractions; (in the gene- 
ral fenfe we here ufe the word) 
almoft every operation and medi- 
um of Pharmacy are called in 
aid. 

«Jn this part of Pharmacy lies 
principally the great ftrefs of the 
{kill and knowledge of the pra¢ti- 
fer; as well likewife as ‘the great 
{cope for improvements, with a 
view to honeit advantage, there 
being many natural compound bo- 
dies, which, when properly anali- 
zed by art, afford, with little ex- 
pence and trouble, fuch elements 
or dimple fpecies as are in every 
refpect the fame with other fub- 
ftances not to be procured by the 
common methods, without great 
difficulty and charge. Of this, 
Glauber’s method of making the 
fpirits of nitre and fea falt, — 
Mr. Ward’s new manner of obtain- 
ing oil of vitriol, — and that of 
another perfon for procuring vola- 
tile falts, might be given as in- 
ftances. But it is not for the inte- 
reft of the public, that perfons 
fhould be forward in engaging in 
fuch attempts; fince, in order either 
to make fuccefsfully fuch analizati- 
ons, or to determine with certainty, 
inregard to the nature of the bodies 
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thofe fought for, demands a much

sy HE Means of effeCting the 
cx f{everal operations of Phar- 
* macy are of two kinds, CHEMICAL

Of Menfrual Powers, and Menftrua. 


S not only the improvement 

of Pharmacy,-but the accu- 

rate preparations of many medi- 
cines by the methods already in 
ufe, as well as-a right conception 
of their effects and action, depend 


on the knowledge of the mmen- 


frual powers, and» menfirua, I 
fhall endeavour, firft, to give a 
juft notion of-their general nature, 
and then proceed to fhew the prin- 
cipal kinds thereof. 

‘ There are in all bodies, befides 
that univerfal attraction from 
whence gravitation refults, certain 
fpecific attractions peculiar and 
-confined to’ each ‘kind, by which 
they tend to combine with fome 


other particular kinds, and with - 


them only ; and being conjoined, 


form new fpecies, in which the — 


t . . *. 
{pecific attractions peculiar to 
their conftituents are frequently 


loft, and new ones generated, by 


which they mutually a& with fome 


of thofe bodies, in refpeét where- | 
-of they weré before incapable of. 


any effeét. Thus tartar vitriolate, 
which. is. formed of oil of vitriol 
and fix’d, alcaline falt, ceafes to 


- combine with many of the coloured 
gum-refins, contrary, to the nature 
of both its elements ; and water, . 


fix’d alkali, and the fpirituous part 
of lime, make- the menftruum, 
called the Capital Lye, which will 


_combine perfectly with oils, though | 


all its ingredients refufe, while {e- 
parate, to unite with them. 

‘ Bodies, in refpect of others with 
which they are thus capable of 
combining, are called MenstTrua ; 
and in refpeét. of thofe with which 
they refufe to combine, Neurrat:

But as there is no term in prefent 
ufe to exprefs the action of men- 
ftrua, I fhall, when I have occafi- 
on to fpeak of it, call it Commen: ' 
STRUATION, meaning the mutual - 
effect of bodies in forming new. 
combinations. t 
“'Commenftruation is fubjeé& to 
various laws in the combinations 
of different kinds of bodies. In’ 
fome inftances, the elements being 


“conjoined in a certain proportion’ 
of each, the new body becomes 


neutral, in regard to additional’ 
quantities of any of thofe ele-° 
ments ; as when the due proportion 

of volatile falt-and ‘fpirit- of fale 
are combined, they form /a/ am. 
moniacum, to which, if any further’ 
quantity of either of its conftituents 


are added, they remain unchanged, 


and only as if mixed with any in- 
different body. Water likewife, 
which combines with all fpecies of 
falts, will, after a certain proportion 
of any kind are conjoined with it, - 
become neutral to \any additional 
quantity of the fame, which, if 


added, remains entirely unaltered. 


This limitation of the quantity, . 
in which certain elementary fpecies 

are capable of combining, is called , 
SATURATION. 

‘ In other inftances, as acid fpi- 

rits, fpirits of wine, and fome: 
kinds of gums, with water,—all, 
the metals which will combine. 
with each other,—and many more 

fpecies of bodies, the commen-. 
firuating proportion i: indefinite ; 

and they are capable of combining 

in any unlimited quantities wzth- 

out faturation, ; 
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* In fome inftances, fluid bodies 


combining with folids, deftroy their 
continuity, and render them like- 
wife fluid ; as in the cafe of wa- 
ter with falts and gums,— of fpi- 
rit of wine with refins, — and of 
others. ‘This kind of commen- 
ftruation is called SoLuTion ; and 
the folid bodies, fo changed, are 
faid to be Disso.vep. : 
‘ In other inftances, the fluids 
commenitruating with folids coa- 
lefce with them in a folid form; as 
in the cafe of agua regia with 
filver,---vinegar ‘with lead,---and 
all acids with iron,—where their 
proportion is not too great. ‘This 
kind of combination is called 
Corrosion. . 

‘ The commenftruating powers of 


bodies are in moft {ubjects greatly 


increafed by heat, not only in re- 
gard to the acceleration of the ef- 
fect, but in refpeét of the quan- 
tity in which bodies can be diffolv’d 
in the menftrua capable of fatu- 
ration; for in fome of them, a 
quantity of difflolved matter three 
times as great as they can retain 
when reduced to the coldnefs of 
the atmofphere, can be kept fluid 
while they are of a boiling heat ; 
and in fome inftances, an extra- 
ordinary degree of heat is abfo- 
lutely neceflary to the commentftru- 
ation, even in any time or pro- 
portion whatever. But in fome 


cafes neverthelefs, as in the in- 


ftances of whites of eggs and wa- 


ter, a certain degree of heat is 


deftrutive of the commenftrua- 
ting power they have when cold ; 
and thefe bodies, if already com- 
bined, may be thereby re-fepa- 
rated. | , 

* In order to the commenftruation 
of bodies, it is always neceflary 
that one or both of them fhould be 
in a fluid ftate, or at leaft com- 
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mixed with fome fluid. There- 
fore, when folid bodies are to be 
conjained, the addition of fome 
proper fluid, or their fufion by 
heat, when they admit of it, muft 
be always made. eae 


_¢ There are feveral genera’ of bo- 


dies, of which the refpective fpecies 


have the fame .commenftruating 
¢ 


powers, but in. greater or lefs 
proportions; as in acids or alkalis, 
of each of which there is a gra+ 
dual feries.. In many inftances, 
where one of the-weaker of any 
genus is combined with another, 
and a third of a ftronger fpecies 
of the fame genus with the firft is 
added, it will, by its fuperior force, 
difpoflefs the. firft, and, having fe- 
parated it, form.a new combina- 
tion of the fecond and itfelf; while 
the firft, having regained its own, 
nature, remains as if mix’d with 
a neutral body. ‘This is feen in 
the preparation of Glauber’s falt, 
where the oil, of vitriol being ad- 
ded to'common falt, and being an 
acid of higher attraction. than the 
proper fpirit thereof, expels. it 
from the alkaline bafis of the falt, 
with which. itfelf combines: And 
the fame happens alfo, when aqua 
fortis is made by means of oil of 
vitriol. ) 
‘ In like manner, a fuperior al- 
kali feparates thofe of inferior 
ftrength from. acids wherewith 
they are combined’; as in the cafe 
of fix’d alkaline or volatile falts 
added to alum.or vitriol,‘ where 
the earth or metal before joined 
with the acid,.is difpoflefs’d by the 
faline alkali, and, re-affuming its 
own nature, fubfides in the form 
of a power. When 4olid bodies 
diffolved in a menftruum are thus 
feparated by the addition of a third, 
and. made. to fubfide, the effect is 
called PRECIPITATION.

‘ The principal kinds of men- * of fuch as are compound.. The 


ftrua are water,—acid fpirits,—vi- 
nous fpirits,—alkaline falts,—-and 


‘ WaTeR is the moft general men- 
ftruum known, being found com- 
bined, in a greater ‘or lefs propor- 
tion, with almoft ‘all fpecies of 
bodies ‘whatever; . but excepting 
that proportion which is neceffary 
to their conftituence, it is averfe 
to combining in a greater with 
fome ; as in the inftances of oils, 
earths, metals, glafs,: and others. 
‘ The’ fluid bodies with which it 
will commenftruate are vinous and 
acid fpirits, wherewith, when both 


are pure, it will combine in any | 


proportion. The Yolid bodies with 
which it will commenftruate, fo 
as to produce a folution, are a// 
kinds of falts,—the proper gums 
of wvegetables,--and, by’ the ‘af- 
fiftance of heat, rhe cartilaginous 
parts of animals. Being previ- 
oufly conjoined with alkaline falts, 
and the faline part of lime, it‘ will 
commenttruate with oils, and dit 
folve all kinds of falphurous bo- 
dies, whether gums, ‘refins, or 
fix’d fulphurs,.° The menftrual 
power of water in refpect of thefe 
bodies, is without faturation, ex- 
cept in the’ cafe of falts. 

‘The affiftance’ of fome fluid 
being required,as I before obferved, 
in order to all menftruations of folid 
bodies, no dry ones ever combin- 
ing, water neceffarily becomes a 


general medium of combination,

‘ Acip Spirits may, from the 
extenfivenefs of their action Apt 
power, be accounted the fecon 
menfiruum. ‘They combine with 
water, vinous fpirits, and oils of 
every kind. — They diffolve a// 
metals, earths, alkaline Jalts, all 
animal and wvegetable fubftances, 
mof? minerals, and indeed fome or 
other of them either corrode or 
diffolve almoft all the fubftances in 
nature, fome kinds of glafs ex- 
cepted. ‘This diffufive power of 
uniting with other bodies renders 
them applicabie to many great pur- 
pofes in Pharmacy; they thence 
divide the parts of metals, and 
render them capable of being pre- 
pared in feveral forms of medi- 
cines, and alfo fit them to ‘pafs 
the lacteals, and to be introduced 
into the habit; whereas, the great- 
eft part can by no other manner 
of preparation be made to act 
further than in the va prima: they 
give activity likewife to feveral 
bodies, which in their fimple ftate 
are abfolutely paflive and ineffica- 
cious. Being combined with al- 
kaline falts and earth, they form 
neutral falts, indued with purga- 
tive, diuretic, and other mene 
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nal qualities, and. thence afford 
one of the moft valuable genera 
of medicines. They likewife, 
from their power of attracting al- 
kalies, furnifh the means of mak- 
ing feveral fuch precipitations, and 
pure feparations of various fub- 
ftances, as could not be ctherwife 
accomplifhed. 

* There are four kinds of acid 
{pirits ; commonly, though impro- 
perly, diftinguifhed by thefe names, 
ail, or fpirit of vitriol,—fpirit of 
uitre,—-jpirit of falt, and vinegar. 
The ff and third are mineral pro- 
duions ; the fecond, formed from 
the air, or fomething therein con- 
tained, which is collected by al- 
kaline falts or earths ; and the laft, 
produced from the faccharine juices 
of vegetables. The three firft have 
in moft inftances common powers, 
but with a gradual Ghantinshon 
to each other: For if fpirit of 
falt be combined with any alka- 
line body, with which likewife 
the {pirit. of nitre will commen- 
ftruate, and the fame be added, the 
laft-will expel the firft, and feizing 
the alkali, form the fame fpecies 
of compound as if the {pirit of 
falt-had been abfent : If to this 


new body oil of vitriol be added, 


the fpirit of nitre will be thereby 
difpoffeffed, in the fame manner as 
the fpirit of falt was before by 
that ; and the fpirit of vitriol will 
combine with the alkali, as if they 
had been mixed fimply.. This 
power in acid {pirits of fuperfeding 
each other in their aétion on al- 
kalies, conftitutes the principle on 
which agua fortis, Glauber’s fpirit 
of falt, mercury fublimate when 


prepared by the common methods, . 


and many other preparations, are 
made ; and may probably here- 
after furnifh the means of improv- 
ing the methods of preparations 
now in ufe, or of forming new 
ones not lefs valuable, There are

neverthelefs particular inftances in 
which acid {pirits vary from each 


other in their diffolvent power ;-as 


all are incapable of diffolving gold 
befide a mixture of {pirit of nitre 
and {pirit of fea falt.;---fpirit of 
nitre oly can diflolve filver,; 
mercury, which is foluble in fpirit 
of nitre and fpirit of falt, is only 
corroded by {pirit of vitriol ; which 
is alfo entirely. refifted by lead in 
its.metalline fate ; though that. 
metal is foluble in both the other 
acids. But even this defeé. of 
Pens has been made ufefal in 
harmacy ; for the procefs for mak- 
ing what. is properly called White - 
Precipitate, is formed on this prin- 
ciple ; for though fpirit of nitre” 
and. {pirit of falt both diffolve 
mercury when fingle, yet when 
mix’d they only corrode it; in this 
procefs therefore, the mercury be- 
ing diffolved in fpirit of nitre, and 
fea falt being added, a part of the 
acid thereof is let loofe from the 
alkaline bafis, by the fuperior pow- 
er of the fpirit of nitre, and. the 
menftruum . confequently changed 
from a diflolvent to a corrofive, 
whence the mercury being. con- 
verted from a fluid to a folid form, 

is neceffarily precipitated, 
‘Spirit oF WINE is the third 
kind of menftruum; it diffolves(ex- 
cepting the gums aximi and ¢opal, 
and fome few others) a// the con- 
creted juices of vegetables, whether 
balfams, gums, refins, or gum- 
refins ;—- camphor, — fal diuereti- 
cus,— and /ulphur previoufly com- 
bin’d with fix’d alkaline falt.. It 
combines with qwater,’— acid Spi- 
rits, though not in its whole fub- 
ftance with o7/ of vitriol, — effen- 
tial and ethereal oils, — and fope, 
The power of diflolving the gums 
and refins of vegetables renders it 
of great ufe in Pharmacy, in fup- 
plying the means of making ex- 
tracts of thofe fubftances from the

« purifying fuchas are already obtain- 
“ed. ‘The power of diffolving bal- 
“ {ams affords the ‘means of forming 
© artificial compound balfams ; and the 
« power of combining with ethereal

« per vehicle and diluter to thofe 
* fubftances, too active and potent 
.£.to be‘employed in their concentrate 
ftate ; whence refult thofe two 
confiderable forms of medicines, 
tingures, and diftilled /pirituous 
Waters. 
« ALKALINE SatTs are the fourth 
“« kind of menftrua ; thefe are of two 
“ {pecies, fix’d and volatile ; being 
“ themfelves previoufly diffolved in 
“water, they diffolve many of the 
< gum-réfins, oY other concreted juices 
© of ‘vegetables, not foluble in wa- 
‘ter: They diflolve likewife ful- 
« “phurs;—being actuated by the ad- 
«dition of quick-lime, they diffolve 
* all the 'therebinthinate and refinous 
© parts’ of vegetables ; — and oils, 
* with which being united, they con- 
* ftitute fope. Fix’d alkaline falts 
“ combine with water fo ftrongly, 
and“are fo neutral to fpirit of wine, 
that being added to the fame, di- 
‘luted with water, they feparate the 
water from it, and fuffer it, by 
its fpecific levity, to rife. above 
the folution. ‘The power of al- 
\kaline falts of diffolving the refins 
“and contreted juices of vegetables, 
has not been hitherto much ap- 
‘plied in Pharmacy ; {pirit of wine, 
which is the more general men- 
ftruum, having anticipated the ufe 
‘or neceflity of it in that view : But 
“the College have in their laft Dif- 
‘penfatory, introduced them in one 
inftance, the volatile tinf@ture of 
the bark; and molt probably they 
will be hereafter found to furnifh 
‘lefs laborious and more profitable 
extracts than fpirit of wine; as 
they diffolve as well the gummous 
as the refinous parts of thofe fpe-

procefies for making fpirit of /a/ 
armoniac, and fal volatilis olevous, 
when falt of tartar is employed. _ 
“Orns are the fifth kind of men- 
ftrua ; and when confidered as fuch, 
mutt be diftinguifhed into their two 
fpecies of fubftantial, and effential, 
or ethereal. Subftantial oils, with 
the afliftance of heat, diffolve 
Sulphur, and with a large propor- 
tion affume a balfamic fotm ;_ 
turpentines and other concreted juices 
of vegetables ;—lead ;—the coleur’d 
refin of alkauet root ;—and wax. 
Effential, @c. oils diffolve many 
of the concreted juices of vegeta. 
tables ;—and fulphur. “The pow- 
er of oils to combine with tur- 
pentines, ¢%c. affords the principle 
on which moft of the plaifters and 
unguents in ufe are formed ; as 
does likewife their power of uni- ~ 
‘ting with lead and wax to fe- 
veral of the fame: And indeed 
‘ the commenftruating power of oil

“ as the pots.—The furnace for long 
‘necks fhould be with a fquare 
“area in the place of the cylinder, 
‘ through the fides of which proper 
* holes fhould be left, forthe necks 
* of the longnecks to be put through, 
‘and a dome or covering of fire- 
‘ ftone muft be put over the furnace, 
* or, what is more durable, an iron 
‘ frame filled with lute; the fire- 
* place fhould alfo be made bigger, 
_‘ proportionable to. the cavity of the 
‘ furnace::but as thefe are ufed at 
‘ prefent only for making oil of vi- 
‘ triol, or agua fortis, where large 
‘ quantities are required, they almoft 
‘ ceafe to be a part of the aparatus 
‘of Pharmacy. 
‘ The kind of wind-furnaces ge- 
_fnerally ufed, are only a high chim- 
* ney, in which bars are placed.hori- 
‘-zontally, ata convenient diftance 
§ from 
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‘from the bottom, with an iron 
“frame and door in the front, 
¢ through which the fuel and ‘cru- 
< cibles, &c. are putin. The front 
« muft likewife be open below the 
“ bars. Lutes, which are of va- 
‘rious kinds according to the’ de- 
“ grees of heat to which their appli- 
© cation fubjects them: ‘There are 
€ many compofitions in ufe for each 
‘ purpofe, of which thefe following 
© appear much the beft. For luting 
¢ retorts, ftills, &fc. in common diftil- 
“ jation, take linfeed meal, or com- 
“ mon flower one part, whiting two 
« parts, folution of gum arabic in 
‘ water fufficient to bring them to 
* proper confiftence to {pread round 
* the juncture : or a bladder fmeared 
* with the white of an egg ora ftrong 
‘ folution of gum arabic, and care- 
€ fully put round the jun@ure, may, 
€ in general, be made to anfwer the 
“fame end. Where great nicety 1s 
“ required, and the leait efcape of the 
“ vapour is to be prevented; quick 
‘* lime, tempered with the drying oil 
“ ufed by painters, fhould be fubfti- 
“ tuted for the above: but this mix- 
“ ture muft be made immediately be- 
‘ fore itis ufed: when this kind of 
* lute is employed, great care fhould 
* be taken to guard againft the burft- 
‘ing of the glaffes, for it renders 
* them the fame as one intire veilel. 
‘ For luting together the iron pots 
‘employed in the diftillation of 
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‘fal cornu fervi, aqua fortis, &c. 
“ and their heads, and all other vef- 
* fels; where they fuftain a burning 
“heat, the following is extreamly 
* good; take vitriol calcined to red- 
“ nefs, two parts,the {coria ofa {mith’s 
“furnace finely levigated, Sturbridge 
“clay, or Windfor loom dried, each 
‘one part, temper them with water 
‘to a proper confiftence, and beat 
‘them well together with a twenti- | 
‘eth part of their weight of fhort 

‘hair: This may be likewife ap- 

‘ plied to the luting retorts, or bodies, 

‘ which are to be put in the naked 

‘fire; but its place may be there 

‘ fupplied by the following, which 

‘is made with lefs expence and 

‘trouble: Take fand, Windfor; or 

‘ (if good) common loom, and horfe 

‘dung, each equal parts; temper 

‘them with water to a proper con- 

‘ fiftence. : 

‘As moft of the above utenfils; 
«&c. are extremely common, and 
‘ may be had in fhops, or of work- 
‘men, in a proper form; I have 
“omitted to defcribe them: but 
‘ where a variation from the ufual 
« ftructure fits them for peculiar pur- 
* pofes, or where fuch as are uncom- 
€mon better fuit the end, defcrip- 
‘tions, if not given above, will be 
‘found, either in the general ac- 
‘ count of the operations of Phar- 
*'macy, or in thofe particular pro- 
‘ cefles where their ufe occurs.’ 


SECT. VIII. 


Of Pulverization, or Comminution. 


© PULVERIZATION is that 
© Operation, by which cohering 
“and tenacious bodies are, by apt 
* machines divided into minute parts, 
* or reduced to powder. 

* PuLVERIZATION is of two kinds: 
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‘ Levigation or Trituration, and 
“ Contufion or Pounding. By leviga- 
“tion we mean, when the matter is 
‘ reduced to powder by attrition, or 
‘the abrafion of fome hard body 
* moving on the furface of —: 

‘ine 
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‘ The method of performing which, 
‘whether by a flat froze and mul- 
‘der, for {maller quantities, or mills 
* for greater, is too generally known, 
‘ to leave occafion for directions. By. 
* contufion we mean, when the com- 
* minution is effected by compre/ure, 
‘or the firoke of a falling body: 
* but the mortar and pe/tle, and their 
« manner of ufe, are, like the former, 
* too common to require any defcrip. 
* tion. 
«As it is generally neceffary in 
© ‘levigation, to add fome fluid to. 


‘ the matter, the former editions of . 


‘ the Edinburgh, and fome other dif- 
‘ penfatories, have directed, in par- 
‘ticular preparations, the ufe of 
‘rofe, and other fimple waters : 
‘ but they have not the leaft advan- 
‘tage over {pring water, to com- 
‘ penfate for their greater expence ; 
_“ fince, in drying the powders, they 
* totally exhale, without having im- 
‘ parted any virtue to the prepara- 
* tion. ? 
‘ Subfervient to PuLverrzaTion, 
‘where extreme fine or impalpable 
‘powders are required, two fecon- 
‘dary operations are. introduced, 
* Searcing and Wajbing over. The 
* firft is in fuch common practice, ‘as: 
‘renders a more particular account 
“ of it ufelefs ; but the latter, whofe 
‘ name we have borrowed from the’ 
“colourmen, is not fo univerfally 
‘ known, as to make a defcription 
‘of it impertinent; efpecially, as 
- © no other method can fo effectually 
“anfwer the purpofe. It is thus 
‘performed. ‘The matter being 
* firft well pounded or levigated, let 
“it be put in a deep veflel, almoft 
* full of water, and there well ftir- 
‘red. Then, having refted a fhort 
‘time, that the groffer parts may 
* fink to the bottom, let the water, 
‘and finer part yet fufpended be 
* poured off into another vefiel; and 
-‘fuffered to ftand at reft, till the 
* powder poured off with the water,

} Bd 
‘ has totally fubfided: let the clear 


‘water be then poured back into 
‘ the firft veflel, with great care not 


to difturb the fubfided powder; 


‘ and let the ftirring, decantation, fs. 
‘ be repeated-as before, fo often as 
“fhall be found neceflary, to, fepa- 
‘rate all the powder which is of 
‘ fufficient finenefs. The remaining 
‘ groffer part may be again ground, 
‘and the fame treatment continued,, 
‘till the whole of the matter: be 
“obtained fine. By this method, 
“executed with care, impalpable 
‘ powders may be had, with great 
“ eafe, from even the hardeft bodies ; 
‘and chalk, tobacco-pipe-clay, and. 
‘ fuch other earthy fubftances, as 
‘ grow foft in water, may be freed. 
‘ trom fand, or other impurities, and, 
‘refdered fine without grinding. 
‘The moft:neceflary caution in 
‘regard to PuLverizarion, is ¢o 
« be careful in accommodating the fub= 
« fiance of which the inftruments aré 
‘ made, to the nature of the matter 
‘ fubjedted to the operation. For, on 
‘ neglect of this, not only the inftru- 
“ments are liable to be damaged by 
‘ erofion, or abrafion, but the matter ~ 
‘ depraved, and the defign of the pre- 
‘ paration perverted, or fruftrated. 
« Earths and metals may be promif- 
‘-cuoufly powdered in every kind: 
‘ but falts, when great purity is re-’ 
‘-quited, and the falts and corrofions : 
‘-of mercury always, in thofe alone 
* which are made of marble or glafs, 
‘ By marble is here underftood, not 
‘only what is ftriStly fo called, but 
“porphyry, agate, or any other ftone 
‘ whatever; and hard wood may al- 
‘fo be ufed, where the neceflary at- 
‘ triuon is gentle. When ftones.of a 
‘very hard fubftance, fuch as the /a- 
‘ pis heematites, are required to be 
« powdered, an iron mortar and peftle 
‘ fhould be employed ; but if it is ne 
‘ceffary they fhould be extremely 
* fine, a mortar of agate, or flint, 
‘ fhould then bt nfed: For common 
& ‘ marble, 


f 
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“marble, and the fofter ftones, are 
“ fo extremely abraded by them, that 
* they add, almoft an equal quantity 
“ of their own fubftance to the pre- 
‘ paration, before it is perfected. 

* Another general caution neceflary 
© to be inculcated, is ; that no fepara- 
* tion of the matter foould be made while 
€ it is under the operation; but that all 
“ the parcels of powder obtained from 
* any quantity, foould be mixed together 
© before any part be ufed. ‘When this 
* is negletted, as frequently happens, 
« and thofe parts which firft become 
“fine, are feparated by the fearce 
“from the grofler remainder, and 
“ ufed apart, the different parcels may 
* vary much in their virtue and effi- 
* cacy ; and both from the medicine, 
_ when properly prepared. Thus the 
~““refinous parts of Jalay, Ipecacuan- 


«ha, and others, in which their me~ 
‘ dicinal virtue is contained, being 
« more friable than the fibrous parts, 
© would be extraéted from them; and 
« the dofe thereby rendered errone- 
© ous, when either of them are ufed. 
The fame inconvenience, but at- 


© tended with more hazardous confe-. 


“ quences, would happen in the cafe 
‘of Mercurius dulcis; in which the 
“acid rifing unequally, during the 
‘ {ublimation, render fome part of 
‘ the fublimed cake extremely cau-— 
‘ ftic: and this being of a more faline 
‘ nature than the other part, which 
‘ contains a greater proportion of the 
‘mercury, is much more friable ; 
‘and confequently liable to be fepa- 


* rated in powdering; and to occafion, 


«thence, very malignant qualities in 
“the quantity firft obtained.’

“ XPRESSION is, the ex- 
. trading fiuids from Jolid bodies

“macy but in the cafe of almonds: 
* linfeed, and other oils, being pre-

* as the different nature and form of 
‘ the matter make different degrees,

* names: CocTion,INsoLaTION, and 


© TorRIFACTION. The firft evidently \ 


* relates only to fluids; the fecond to

‘ where greater quantities are in que- 
‘ ftion, this method is attended with 
“great inconveniencies and delay. 
«The reafon is this ; if large funnels 
‘be eniployed, the great column of 
‘ fluid bearing on the middle of the 
‘ paper, which is unfupported, and 
‘being forced by the incumbent 
“weight to adapt itfelf to the form” 
“ of the funnel is much creafed and 
‘bent, feldom fails to burft it, be-

¢ fach are alt vifeid fluids, and thofe 
‘that are in a great degree fapona- 
‘ceous, they either choaking the 
‘ filter, or by their tenacity being 
‘kept from dividing, fo as to fall 
‘ through the {mall pores of the pa- 
‘per. For thefe, therefore, a flan- 
‘nel alone can be employed, and 
‘ even that will in many cafes fail, if 
‘ the matter be not previoufly made 
‘ more liquid by a boiling heat. 
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_* Itis very neceflary to be careful 
«in the choice of the kind of paper 
“ ufed for this purpofe : there is none 


« at prefent manufactured, whofe tex-; 


‘ ture and. ftrength are perfectly a- 
‘ dapted to it; but amongit the kinds 
‘ which are to be procured, that com- 
“monly called Bloom Paper, issmuch 
* the beft. ‘The common forts are 
“ of fo flight a fubftance, and have fo 
« little tenacity, except what is ow- 
‘ing to gums, that, as foon as they 


‘ are wet, and the gum is wafhed. 


‘ from them, they fall to pieces in 


* fuch manner, that neither the form. 


'©of the cullendar, nor any other 
‘ artifice, can make them good. 

* Linnen Cloth is alfo ufed for this 
“ purpofe, though very feldom, as it 
* purifies much lefs effeciually than 
‘woollen, and has no advantage 
“ over it, except in thofe cafes where 


‘woollen is liable to be choaked,, 


‘and become impervious to the 
* fluid ; as in the folutions of gums, 
‘and gummy extraéts: but itmay, 
* with grea: advantage in fome cafes, 
‘ be added to paper, where the re- 
* laxing ‘quality of what is filtered 
* weakens the texture of the latter ; 
‘ as happens in volatile fpirits, and 
‘all other faponaceous Acids. In 
‘ this cafe, the paper fhould be put 
‘over it, and both together laid 
* carefully into the cullendar: and, 
‘by this expedient, they will be 
‘ found to remedy each other’s de- 
« fects, and make a filter proof a- 
* gainit all common accidents. 

«There is another method of fe- 
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‘ parating water from fome particu- 
‘ lar kinds of fubftances, by the at- 
‘ traction of a pendent thread, which 
* 1s called filtering ; but, as it is only 
* practifed with a view to exficca-' 
‘tion, I have given a defcription of 
‘ it under that head. ' 

‘ In the depuration of fome fluids, 
‘two of thefe feveral methods are 
‘ ufed conjointly ; as filtering through 
‘ flannel may be praétifed after de- 
‘ {pumation, and is indeed generally 
* more expeditious and effe€tual than 
‘fcumming. Filtering through pa-: 
‘ per or flannel is alfo proper to re- 
‘cover the fluid, which remains 
‘ mix’d with the fediment after de- 
‘ cantation: and decantation is fome

‘ The degree of heat requifite in 
‘ digeftion, differs according to the 
‘kind of the fubject: in tinctures 
‘ made with ftrong fpirit of wine or 
‘ volatile falts, and in folutions where 
‘ a great effervefcence'is apt to arife, 
‘a very gentle one fhould never be 
“ exceeded : in aqueous folutions, and 
‘ moft.other cafes, a greater may be 
‘allowed. But it muft always be 
‘ underftood to be lefs than will make 
‘ the matter boil : otherwife the ope- 
‘ ration comes not within the proper — 
‘meaning of the word Dige/tion ; 
‘ which is a diftinction from Codzzoz. 

‘ The time which digeftion ought 
‘to be continued, differs fo greatly 
‘ according to the different applica- 
‘ tion of the operation, that no other 
¢ rule foritcan be laid down, than that 
‘ it fhould be continued till the in- 
‘tention, to which it is made fub- 
‘ fervient, be completed. bam 

‘In circulatory digeftions, it 3s 
‘ proper to lute the veffels, to pre-

¢ ISTILLATION is the con- 
F denfing, and collefing in a

- The principle on which this ope-, 
€ ration is formed is too obvious to 
* demand any illuftration: fince the

* the defect of a greater furface, were 
“ liable to have the condenfers heat

* the operator : but their ufe is fo fu-

* will anfwer'no end to be particular 
“in regard to them. 

* The other general method is by 

_ “he ufe of Rerorirs and Recerty- 
“ERS: which will very commodi- 
outly perform all kinds of diftilla- 
tions, where the limitation of 
quantity‘and ‘time are’ not of im- 
* portance ; but in fuch cafes, they 
mutt. give place to the worm-ftill, 
in regard’ to thofe fubftances which 
admit 6f its ufe ; the defects of the 
other'being entirely remedied “in 
this.~ In all thofe inftances how- 
ever, where the corrofive power of 
‘ the matter perinits the ufe of the 
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© glafs-only, retérts are “preferable to,

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“every other kind of Alembic hi- 
‘ therto invented. In the diftillation 
‘ of different fubftances, and for dif- 
‘ ferent ends, the form of the re- 
“torts ought to vary. For the dif- 
* tillation of acid {pirits, whofe fumes 
“can be fufpended only in a great 
‘degree of heat, they fhould be 
“made with a large bulb and low 
“long neck, and placed deep either 
“in the fire or the fand, that the 
* vapour may pafs into the depend-

‘ But when retorts are employed for 
'* the rectification of volatile {pirits, 
‘vinous fpirits or ethereal oil, as. 
* thofe of terpentine or amber; the 
“contrary is then proper ; that the

‘ The greateft part of the diffillati- 
* ons in retorts may be made in a fand 
‘ heat, which indeed is moft fuitable 
‘ to them: but where a very intenfe 
* degree of heat is required, the re- 
* tort, being firft coated with a pro- 
‘ per lute, muft be fet in the naked 
‘fire ; but they are much lefs 
* manageable in this way than when 
‘placed in fand. They are to 
“be fixed howexer by means of a

* great care muft be taken, that the

“ Edinburgh Difpenfatory direéts it for 
* the fpirit of fcurvy-gra{s ;—thecom- 
* pound fpirit of lavendar ;—and the 
* faline aromatic fpirit. But a. gentle 
‘* fand heat, if the fire be timely fup- 
* prefled, when the proper quantity 
* of the matter is come over, ‘is as 
* effectual and more commodious. 

‘ The firft fubject of caution in re- 


gard to diftillation is, to take care to 


© leave fufficient room in the containing 
‘“weffel, or body, for theexpanfion and 
* ebullition of the matter to be diftilled: 
‘“otherwife it is very apt to overflow 
‘ito the neck, and break the vei- 
‘fels, if of glafs ;— hazard the firing 
*the building in the cafe’ of vinous 
‘ fpirits sand fruftrate the opera- 
“tion in all. This is to be particu- 
“larly guarded againft in the diftilla- 
* tion of aqua fortis, and fpirit of fale 
* by Glauber’s method ; and of amber ; 
“as alfoin the reification of the fpi- 
* rit of hartfhorn; all which, efpecial- 
‘ly in the beginning of the operation, 
*€ are extremely fubject to make a ve- 
*ry great ebullition, and to froth up 
“ into the neck of the retort. In thefe 
* cafes therefore, at leaft one third of 
“the retort fhould be left unfilled ; 
* and even then, without a very care- 
* ful. management of the fire, they 
* are not exempt from danger. : 
* Another requifite caution is, that 
“the condenfing furface be fufficiently 
‘large, and the heat accomodated to 
‘it; for if an error of this kind oc- 
* cur in the cafe of the worm flill, the 
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-€ head will be blown off, and the va- 


-* pour diflipated with confiderable 
‘lofs ; and if in that of vinous fpirits, 


‘to the great danger of thofe, who 


‘ may happen to be in the place. 

“It is neceflary likewife, in diftil- 
* lation as well as digeftion, to avoid 
* luting’ the veffels too clofely with any 
* tenacious fubjiance: for if a fufficient 
‘vent be not left, for the efcape of 
‘the air, which is generated during 
‘ the diftillation of fome kinds of fub- 
‘ tances,’ as alfo for the expanfion, 
‘ which attends the increafe of heat, 
‘ of that air which is included im the 
‘ vefiels at the time of their jun&tion, 
‘ the vefiels will be in extreme dan- 
‘ger of being burit with gréat -vi- 
‘ olence. 

‘In order to-completé the “end of 
‘fome diftillations, another opera- 
‘tion becomes neceflary in many 
“cafes; the feparating of the oil from 
‘the fpirit. This is performed by 
‘one'of the two kinds of feparating 
‘ olaffes before deferibed.’ - See Jn- 
‘ firuments. The manner of ufing the 
‘one of which is to ftop the lower 
*ftem of the Tritorium, and fill'the 
‘bulb through the hole at the top, 
‘by means of a’ common ‘funnel, 
‘then covering this hole at the top 
‘with the thumb, and opening that — 
“at the end, the fluid, by giving a 
‘ gradual admiffion to the air at the 
“upper hole, by raifing a little the 
‘thumb which covers it, ‘may be 
‘emitted by degrees, till only the 
‘lighter, which is required to be fe- 
© parated, remains. ‘Fhe manner of 
‘ufing the other is only to fill the 
‘ glafs with the fluids to be feparated, 
‘and pour of the heavier through 
‘the fpout : this is much the eafier 
‘and> more commodious method, 
“where large quantities are to be fe- 
‘ parated.’ ;

_ §SusBiimation is in all refpedcts 
‘the fame with diftillation; except 
‘ that in the firft; the produce is folid, 
‘in the latter fuid., The only va- 
‘riation therefore, -neceflary in the 
-‘4.Qperation, is, the accommodating 
‘the recipient part of the apparatus 
‘to this difference, which admits, in 
* moit cafes, that one veflel may per- 
_ £ form the office. both of condenfer 
< and receiver ; as the matter cannot, 
‘like fluids, flow to, another part, 
« but muft remain where it firft fettles ; 
“except in fome.inftances, where 
‘the matter is extremely volatile, 
‘or, where a fluid rifing with it, 
¢ renders a depending receiver requi- 
* fite. cre 

‘ The veffels proper, in refpe&t of 
‘ the different fubjects of this opera- 
_ £tlon, vary in their ftructure and the 
‘fubftance of which they are made, 
as well on account of the degree of 
‘heat requifite to be employed, as 
*the nature of the matter to be fu- 
*blimed ; fince-corrofions of them 
“are here and indeed in all other 
‘ cafes, to be carefully avoided. In 
- €{ublimations of mercury, whether 
« combined with acids.or fulphur, of 
‘fal ammoniacum,:. and of fulphur 
alone, a fingle»veffel may anfwer 


‘ thefe inftances, that a glafs in fand, 


_* or earthen-ware fhould be ufed. A 


‘ glafs body, in a ftrong fand heat, 
‘ may very well ferve for all thefe : 
‘but fublimate of mercury is fre- 
‘ quently fublimed in a bolt head, or 
‘ matrafs ; and the factitiouscinnabar, 
‘ by thofe who make large quantities, 
‘in an earthen veffel made in the 
‘fhape of an egg. In the fublima- 
* tion of volatile falts, falt of amber, 
‘and flowers;of benjamin, a con- 
‘ tainer and condenfer are feparately 
‘neceflary, and they may, in alf 
‘thefe cafes, be extremely well fub- 
‘plied by a. retort and. receiver ; 
‘ though bodies, with alembic heads, 
‘ and receivers of glafs fitted to them, 
‘ have been generally recommended 
‘in feveral of them :, but the.trouble 
‘ of luting two junctures, the difficul-

€ with feveral other reafons, make re- 
‘torts far more convenient, A re- 
‘tort and receiver are, likewife. pro- 
‘ per in the cafe of cinnabar of anti- 
‘mony; for though. the cinnabar 
‘might be eafily reftrained in one 
‘ gla{s, the butter of antimony makes 
‘ a receiver neceflary. 

‘ In fublimations of fatitious cin- 
‘nabar, mercury fublimate, and /a/ 
‘ ammoniacum, €%c, it is fufficient to 
‘ cover the aperture, or neck of the 
‘ veffels with a piece of tile, and in 
‘ the fublimation of cinnabar of anti- 
‘ mony, and flowers of benjamin in _ 
* retorts, it is unneceflary to lute.on 


‘ all the purpofes; as their neceflity’ ‘the receiver :, but .in the fublima- 


‘ of a great heat, to keep them in 
_ £ the condition of fumes, renders the 
‘upper part of the glafs capable of 
‘detaining them, when they are 
‘raifed thereto.; but it isproper, in 


‘tion of volatile falts, it is requifite 
‘ to lute the veffels as fecurely as pof- 
‘ fible, leaving only a {mall vent, till 
‘they attain the greateft heat they 
‘ are to fuffer during the PEE

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« The requifite degree of heat in 
€ fublimation, varies in almoft every 
¢ different fubject of the operation. »

¢ In order to underftand this defi- 
€ nition, it is neceflary previoufly to 
« know, that it is a property of all 
* kinds of falts, when they are diffol- 
* ved in {uch a quantity of water as 
* is not fufficient to keep them in that 
* ftate, and prevent theircoalefcence, 
“to form themfelves, with a {mail 
* quantity of water, into fimilar fi- 
* gures of a peculiar kind, each ac- 
* cording to its {pecies ; and thefe, in 
‘ feveral inftances, having the exact 
* refemblance’of chryftals, gave oc- 
* nafion’ to ‘their borrowing that 
© name. *~~ gly: 

« As the nature of faturation, and 
© the variation of the diffolvent power 
“of hot and cold water, which are 
* principles on which this operation 
* depends, have been before explain- 
“ed, under the heads of So/ution and 
* Menffrua, it is needlefs to repeat 
‘< the fame here, or to be more ex- 
* plicit than to fay, that it is effected 
* by the difference of the quantities of 
* the falts- which hot and cold water 
* will diffolve. aie call 

¢ The intentional end of chryftalli- 
€ zation is, to: render the falts pure 
‘ and diftinguifhable, as well by free- 
‘ing them ‘from feculencies, and 
‘giving them their proper form, as 
‘ by feparating each kind from every 


¢ other with which they may happen 
‘to be mixed. ‘This it effectuates 
‘ completely, if well executed ; and 
‘it is attended with this particular 
* advantage, that in this ftate the fpe- 
‘cies of any falt may certainly be 
‘ diftinguifhed, in general, by the ap- 
* pearance only. 

« The manner of performing it is, 
«to make a faturate folution of the 
¢ falts in boiling water, either by ad- 
‘ ding the falts, if dry, to the water ; 
‘or, by evaporating the redundant 
« water, if they were before diffolved, 
« and then putting the folution into a 
‘proper veflel, and fuffering it to 
‘ ftand at reftin a cool place till the 
‘chryftals.are formed. ‘This gene- 
‘ rally requires fome days ; but it is 
« perfected ina longer or fhorter time, 
* according to the degree of heat or 
* cold of the weather. When con- 
« venience admits of it, *tis neverthe- 
* lefs always beft not to be too haity 
‘in taking out the chryftals ; for 
‘ there will be fome continuance of 
* their increafe for a confiderable 
“length of time, and the quantity 
‘ therefore obtained by each opera- 
‘ tion proportionably greater. When 
‘the full quantity of chryftals is 
‘ formed, the remaining {olution (cal- 
‘ led in this cafe the Mothers) is to be 
‘ poured off, and what the chryftals 
¢ retain muft be drained from them 3 
‘ which may be beft done by putting 
* them into an earthen cullendar, on 
‘a fheet of filtering paper. After 
‘ ‘ they 


! 
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* they are thus freed from all. the 
£ fluid which will drain from them, 
* they mutt be fpread on a clean board 
“or table to dry: but great care muft 
« be taken,’ that no duit or fulphure- 
* ous fleam be fuffered to approach 
“them: for the flighteft circum- 
‘ ftanee of that kind will deprave 


“their colour ; “on which, though” 


‘not their efficacy, their commer- 
‘ cial value greatly depends. . 

‘In refining falt-petre, which ‘is 

‘done by chryftallization, where 
_* the quantity is great, large iron or 
‘copper plates, placed obliquely 
“over a‘gentle fire, are. made ule 
“of, to dry the falts with more ex- 
_ © pedition :_but as the quantities de- 
« manded for. the purpofes of Phar- 
“macys may with little trouble be 
« difpatched by the’ common method, 
«it is unneceflary here to enter into 
* a defcription of them.” 
_* The chryftals being thus taken 
‘ from the-mothers, they may be a- 
“ gain evaporated, or dry falts may 
“be added to them whilft boiling, 
* till a faturation of the hot folution 
‘is again produced: and on their 
“being treated as before, a fecond 
€ quantity of chryftals will bé ob- 
‘tained. By. the fame method te- 
‘ peated, nearly-the whole quantity 
‘of falts may be converted into 
‘ chryftals : and the {mall remainder 
‘may be either kept to be added 
*to fome future quantity, or the 
*falts recovered in a dry flate by 
* evaporation. 

‘ This is all which is neceflary 
* when= the falts are pure: but if 
‘they are mixed with any, hetero- 
‘ geneous matter or feculencies, it 
“is requifite that, before the folw-

* be ufed: the manner of which is 
‘fhewn under its proper head: 
* See Depuration. 
vot When it is: neceflary to: filtre 
‘nitre,/a/, ammoniacum, and. fach 
fother falts as water will diffolve in 
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‘a large proportion, it is- proper 
‘that the quantity of falts thould 
‘ be confiderably lefs than the whole 
‘of what the boiling water,/could 
‘ diffolve. For. if. the ‘folution be 
‘then faturate, the falts are apt, as 
‘ it cools in the filter, to fhoot there, 
‘ and choak it in fuch a manner as ° 
“is extremely troublefome ;- whiclr 
‘is entirely avoided, when the 
“ quantity of water is increafed to .' 
“the proper degree: ~ . 

‘In chryftallizing larger quanti- 
“ties of falts, fticks are ufually put 
‘crofs the veflels ; on-which the 
‘ falts forming, are taken out_in a

‘here in thicker concretions ‘to the 
‘ fides and bottoms of the veffels:. 

-< There is no partictlar form ne- 
‘ ceffary fot the vefléls which are 
“employed in chryftallization ; pro-

“ig fet to fhoot be fuch as admit

“being taken out. But itis vety 
* proper to have regard’ to the fub- 
“ftance of which they are made; 
* as well in refpeét of thofe ufed for

AVING paffed thro’ what 

was thought neceffary to 

| eftablifh a true and rational 
Pharmacy, it feems moft proper, in 
the next place, to take a particular 
_furvey of the materials which come 
pro- 
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writers; they having had fomewhat 
to fay of the medicinal virtues of 
many thoufand fimples, which have 
never been brought into ufe; and as 
the {pace intended for this part will 
not admit of fuch a length ; we fhall 
here, in the beft method we can, and 


much better fitted to practice than 


any other hitherto contrived, endea- 
vour to fet in view fuch fimples only, 


as have, hy reafon of long trial, ob- 
tain’d a place in the compofitions of 
the beft Difpenfatories, and are now 
found in the prefcriptions of greateft 
note and efteem.

To this diftribution of fimples, it 

may not be amifs to give a few ufe- 

ful hints.concerning their gathering 

and prefervation. 

_ Herbs arevat the beft, when begin- 


ning to, flower ; and fhould be ga-. 


ther’d when there is no rain or dew 
upon them, elfe they will be apt to 
turn black in drying. They ought 
to be dry’d in the fhade ; for too 
great heat exhales their moifture 
too faft, and takes off their beauti- 
ful verdure, The frefher they come 
into ufe, the better: tho’ fome may 
be kept much longer than others, 
So long as the frefh colour they dry 
with continues, they may be trufted 
to in medicine, but no longer. ‘They 
‘are much-better for decoétion and 


diftillation when dried, than green; | 


becaufe their faline and volatile parts 
will not well mix with a menftruum, 
- until their native phlegm be evapo- 
rated. . Which will farther appear, 
when we come. to confider them in 
compofition. 
Flowers and feeds fhould be ga- 
thered likewife with the fame cau- 
- tion, dry; the former when they are 
full blown; and the latter when ready 
to fhed : unlefs it be fuch flowers as 
are order’d to be ufed in the bud, as 
red rofes for conferve, &c. Flowers 
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are better dried in the fun than the 
fhade ; for the quicker they dry, 
the better they preferve their {cent 
and colour. ‘Ihefe muft be careful- 
ly kept, fo as not to grow mufty; ~ 
and the clofer the better. If the 
feem to give, and grow dampifh af- 
ter the firft putting up, which they 
are very apt to do, they fhould be laid 
open again to a warm {un : and after 
two or three fuch airings, it is rare 
if they give again.

very agreeably fympathizes in their 
releafement therefrom. 
_ There are medicines indeed, both 
fimple and compound, prefcribed 
properly for diftempers of the head, 
from the operation of which nothing 
arifes ftrictly to denominate them 
Cordial; but they rather have the 
contrary effect; fince, for the pre- 
fent, efpecially, they fink and de- 
prefs the fpirits’: fuch are cathartics, 
and other evacuants. But as the 
head is the better for them only fe- 
condarily, or by accident ; they 
dese Ae: cannot

cannot come under the denomina- 
tion of cephalics, as we here ufe 
‘the word. And as the fame diffe- 
rence may occur in other things, 
the ‘whole clafs of detergent bal{a- 


mics being accidentally diuretics ; 
fo it is moft proper to keep to thofe 


general terms, according to their 
firft and chief intention. 

~- Whatfoever raifes the f{pirits, and 
gives fudden ftrength and chearful- 
nefs, is termed Cardiac or Cordial; 
as. comforting the heart. To un- 
derftand the operation of which up- 
_ onan human body, it is neceflary 
firft to confider, that a languor, or 
faintnefs, muft either be the confe- 
quence of too much exercife, too 
Jong watching, or too great a hurry 
of the animal funétions, as in many 
diftempers ; all which fo far wafte 
or diflipate the nervous fluid, or ani- 
mal fpirits, that the folids cannot 
repeat, with wonted vigour, their 
-neceflary motions. Or fuch depref- 
fion muft arife from an obftruétion 
of fome natnral evacuation ; and this 
_ 1s generally that of per{piration, from 
external cold; which lays a load 
upon the conftitution, and produces 
the fame fenfation, as a diminution 
of itrength would do, when the 
ufual weight remained. 

' In both thefe cafes, the Manner 
‘by which a cordial ats, is the fame; 
fitice it muft produce its effects by 
adding to the fpringinefs and force 
of the fibres. “And as this change 
. is -moft remarkably occafioned by 
| fpirits or fpirituous liquors; it may 
be of ufe firft.to examine how they 
came ‘to’ obtain fuch a denomina- 
tion : whereby we may the better 
_anderftand how the parts of fuch fim- 
ples, or ingredients, taken in fab- 
itance, operate to produce the fame 
effect. To this purpofe itis of great 
moment to conceive, as néar as our 
_ Senfes ‘and reafonable  deduétions 
' from them will catry us, the make 
and contexture of thofe fine threads 
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_perfon feels its cordial effets.

It may be fufficient to our pre- 
fent purpofe, to attend only to what

the more {pirituous any thing is which 
enters into the ftomach, the fooner a 
For 
that increafe of vigour which a man 
obtains from common food, altho’ it 
is the moft natural and durable, is 
not fudden enough to procure the 
inftruments thereof the appellation 
of Cordials; fince they muft pafs 
through feveral comminutions or di- 
geftions, and be a long time ere they 
arrive to fuch a’ finenefs, as renders 
them’ difpenfable to the nerves: 
whereas a fpirituous fubftance is fo 
fine and fubtile in ull its parts before 
it is taken, that it feems to entet or 
foak into’ the’ nerves as foon as it 
touches them ;* whereupon their vi- 
brations are invigorated, and all 
fenfe of faintnefs is removed. And 
upon the fame account it is, that® 
volatiles affeé the nofe ; being fo ex- 
tremely fubtile, as to penetrate the 
olfagtory nerves as foon as they 
come at them, And thus it is, that 
the ‘effuvia or fteams of flowers, 
fruits, and ‘all’ things deemed cordi. | 
al, operate upon the organs of {mel- 
4 hide Reg oun 
By the fame means we may eafily 
conceive how all thofe things affect 
the body, which are ranged in the 
following clafs. For by*the pun- 
gency of fuch fubftances, both upon

the tafte and fimell, it is manifeft 
they are ftock’d. with many fubtile 


parts, which ‘by their finenefs, when: 


diffolved by digeftion, and: mixed 
with the animal fluids, are moft fit 
to enter into the. flendereft fibres, 
and recruit that wafte their continu- 
al motions make of their neceflary 
moifture. Thus: all. aromatics and 
{weet - flavoured ingredients have a, 
title to this rank ; and more or lefs 
cgnduce to this end, in proportion 
to the fubtility and,volatility of their, 
component parts. And thus when 
we fay, fuch a thing comforts the 
heart, ftrengthens- the brain,, or ~is 
a cephalic; we underitand, that it is 
fuitable to make a part of the ner- 
vous flyid, and maintain the due vi- 
gour and motion’ of the folids. As a 
conftitution becomes »weak.by age, 
artificial helps (by which we under- 
fland all that is ufed as medicine) are 
more and more needful: for when 
the digeftive faculties grow. languid, 
and are not able to furnifh a due 
fupply from ufual diet, for the watftes 
that are daily made ia: the animal 
ceconomy, then thefe auxiliaries are 
the more wanted. _ And whatfoever 
means, at any time, .occafion a dif- 
temperature in this fluid, fuch affitt- 
ances as come under this denomina- 
tion are neceflary ; they being fitted 
by degrees to wear out.fuch undue 
mixtures, and invigorate the whole 
nervous fyitem, by a. new fupply of 
{pirits. ‘hie Ly 
Upon another account likewife it. 
is, that feveral fubftances come into 
this clafs, befides thofe. that fupply, 
the deficjency of the animal fpirits ; 
and thefe are fuch as have a-deterfive. 
quality, joined with fuch a fimulus, 
that altho’ they are too fine to be 
perceptible any where élfe, yet when 
they enter into the {mall fibres, by 
their little vellications, they excite 
their vibrations, and prevent any 
ufelefs matter from lodging in their 
jnterftices, and clogging their mo- 
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tions. This quality, when it is in 
grofler bodies, ; pafles under other 


denominations ; and may 
vulnerary, diuretic, or the like; ac-

the fubftances» wherein it . refides. 
There are likewife under this head 
dryers, or -abforbents ; by reafon 
they prevent thofe fuperfluous moi- 
ftures, which the nerves are fre- 
quently’ overcharged with, and oc- 
cation rheyms, with many other in- 
conyeniencies attending the glands ;

3. CAMPHORATA, Stinking 
Ground-pine, diftinguifhed by Ca/p. 
Baubine—hurfuta, the hairy ttinking 
ground-pine ; is to be met with in 
the phyiic-gardens; and it is recom- 
mended by fome writers for a ce- 
phalic, in ftrengthening the nerves, 
and recruiting the {pirits: but the 
modern Pharmacy ufes it not. 

4. CHEir1, Wallflower, is the 
Leucoium. luteum vulgare of Ca/p. 
_ Baubine, the—Flore fimplici of Fohn 

Bauhine, and Viola Lutea of Gerhard. 
_ It grows on walls and houfes, and 
flowers in Fune. It is faid to be 
good imapoplectic and paralytic dif- 
orders ; to eafe pains, and forward 
the menfes. Our College have now 
ordered*an oil to be made with it; 
but it is not yet brought into ufe. 

. Eupuraciaz, Eyebright, is 
alfa fometimes wrote Euphrafia, and 
Exutrafia, and by fome called OpA- 
thalmica, and Ocularia, eye-wort. 
The Euphrafia Officinarum of Cafpar 
Bauhine is the eyebright here in- 
tended ; and it fowersin June, Fuly, 
and 4uguft fometimes. It is rec- 
koned a great dryer, as the former ; 
and in that refpeét a cephalic: for 
which reafon likewife it is fmoaked 
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as tobacco. “Tis of great efteem 
in..diftempers of the eyes: but. its 
juice is. much preferable to. the .di- 
ftilled water; which ufed outward- 
ly,:1s affirmed to take off all {pecks, 
films, mifts, and fuffufions. / 
6..Majoran &, Marjoram, is 
alfo by fome writers called Amara- 
cus and Samp/ucus ; and diftinguifhad. 
into feveral kinds; as the Peregrina, 
which is the foreign marjoram, ;cal- 


‘led Marum, and lately cultivated in 


plenty here; the Sz/veffris, wild 
marjoram, not ufed; and the Sativa, 
which is alfo diftinguifhed into two 
forts, the Latifoiia vulgaris, broad- 
leaved common marjoram, and the 
Tenuifolia minor, the leffer narrow- 
leaved marjoram.’ The two Jatt are 
moft in ufe ; and of them the broad-. 
leaved marjoram, fometimes like- 
wife called red, becaufe. its ftalks 
have a reddifh caft. It delights in 
a well-dunged, moift, fhady. foil, 
and blows in Fune and Fuly. Itis 
a moft fragrant aromatic, and even 
in fmell very. comfortable to the 
head. Jt is ranked amongft the 
dryers, and upon that account is ve- 


ry ferviceable in catarrhs and cold 


defluxions. It paffes with fome like- 
wife for a powerful alexipharmic, 
and is good againit the poifons of 
fome venomous creatures. The 
juice, or dried powder, is a good _ 
errhine, and much ufed in medici- 
nal {nuffs. Its buds ufed to be diftil. 
led with wine; and a conferve was 
formerly made of it; but they are 
now difufed : However, it, makes 
an excellent ingredient in the Saf 
Volatile Oleofum. It decays much 
by ‘long keeping, as all the fineft 
aromatics do; and therefore it is 
beft.juft after it is dry. The tops 
are much better than thofe parts 
nearer the root. +i 
7.MaraBaturi, Indian-leaf. 
It grows, by the relation. of Dio/co- 
rides, in wet places, and lies upon

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But others, with more probability, 
affirm it to be the leaf of a large 
tree common in the gardens in the 
Eaft-Indies, particularly in Cambaja. 
That which looks greeneft is the 
beft; for age changes it blackifh, 
when it becomes good for nothing. 
It is a warm aromatic, and a dryer = 
fome alfo commend it for a diure- 
tic. It is in very few compounds 
unlefs the Venice treacle; and there 
in but a {mall quantity. 

Mari, Herb Maftich, diftin- 
guifhed vulgar by Parkinfon; and 
Lamfachus, five Marum Maftichen 
redolens, by Cafp. Baubine. It is a 
forubby plant, full of round, flender, 
broad fialks, a foot high, with two 
fuall leaves at a joint, fomewbat 
larger than thofe of thyme; but other-

8. Mari Syriac, [Syrian 
Maftich Thyme —Syriacum Jeu Cre- 
ticum of Gerhard; and the Majora- 
na Syriaci vel Cretica of Cafp. Bau- 
bine. This is a lower and tenderer 
plant than the Marum or herb ma- 
fich ; having white hoary branches, 
and fialler leaves; green above, and 
hoary below, It has a very quick, 
piercing, and grateful fcent. It is 
_ faid, that the cats admire this plant 
fo much as to eat it up, if not defend- 
ed from them. It grows natural in 
Candia and Syria.] It is reckoned a 
kind of marjoram, agreeing’ there- 
with in virtue and figure ; infomuch 
@iat by fome they have been ‘con- 


founded for the fame plant. But 
what we have now cultivated in our 
gardens, is much more volatile, and 
is a wohderful good errhine, in ever 
fo fmall a quantity put up the nofe. 
Its fcent is very grateful and pungent, 
and makes an excellent /a/ volatile ; 
and in fuch a compofition is the beft 
of cephalics: Mindererus makes the 
marum of the antients a principal in- 
gredient in a mafs of pills ; which 
from thence he gives the name of 
Marociftine. 
9. [ORIGANI VULGARIS, 
Common Origanum ; diftinguifhed, 
— Anglicum, Englife wild marjo- 
ram. Jt grows a fiot high, having 
many hairy, brown, brittle fialks ; 
with two broad round pointed leaves, 
larger than marjoram, fet at a joint — 
on very foort foot-flalks, and of a 
brownifo green colour. It grows ix 
hedges and thickets, and flowers in 
July. TAzs Origanum 7s not fo frrong 
as the Candy fort, yet good in ob- 
firuétions of the breaft, liver, and 
womb. ; in the jaundice, foortnefs of 
breath, and fuppreffion of the menics.} 
[OricaniCrerict, Origa- 
num, or wild marjoram of Candy ; 
diftinguifhed — Origanum Onites of 
Cafp. Baubine, The Origanum found 
in the feops, grows taller than com- 
mon fweet marjoram, with’ longer 
and whiter leaves; and larger and 
longer fealy heads, among which 
grow fmall white flowers, like thofe 
of fweet marjoram; of a pleafing, 
ftrong, aromatic odour.” It grows in 
the ifland of Candy or Crete, and 
other parts of Greece ; and flowers 
in June. Thefe are what fhould be 
ufed when the Flores Origani are 
ordered.} It isa very hot fpicy 
plant, but. not quite fo gratefully 
{cented as the marjoram. “It is not 
much ufed in compofition ; its chief 
place is in the Stephens’s water.

"There are various kinds of this, as 
diftinguifhed by botanic.writers ; but 
the "Egmaa@- of Diofcorides, the 
Serpyllum Sylveftre of Mathiolus, and 
the Serpyllum vulgare minus, the 
.common leffer wild thyme of Ca/- 
par Baubiae, feem to be the fame ; 
and are what is referred to under 
this name by our modern Difpen- 
fatories.. [Jt has a fmall,. firingy, 
creeping root, whence /pring nume- 
vous flender, woody falks, with two 
fnall, roundifh, green leaves, fet at 
a joint on feort foot-fialks. The 
flowers grow on the top of the fialks, 
among the leaves. Both leaves and 
Sowers have a firong pleafaut fmell.

Thefe are the Flores Rofmarini an- 
guftiore folio, the narrow-leay’d rofe- 
mary of Ca/par Bauhine. ‘They blow 
in April, ‘Thefe are reckoned the 
principal aromatics of our own 
growth. ‘They are ufed in almoit 
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all nervous complaints; efpecially 
fuch as arife from too great moifture 
and cold, as they are hot and dry-. 
ing. In epilepfies, apoplexies, pal- 
fies, and all difeafes of that kind, 
they are hardly ever omitted in pre- 
{cription, under fome form or other. 
They abound with a fubtile deter- 
gent oil, which makes them univer- 
ially deobftruent and opening. They 
are therefore prefcribed in uterine 
obftructions, in the jaundice, and 
even in the gout. With thefe is 
made the celebrated Hungary waters; 
a {mall quantity of which, diluted 
with common water, is reckoned 
excellent in diflodging and bringing 
away wax, which hardens in the 
ears, and hinders the hearing. It 
is to be injected warm, with a fy- 
ringe.made on purpofe for that ufe.. - 
16. AURANTIORUM, of Oran- 
ges. The Aurantia major of Caf- - 
par Bauhine is the kind here intend-: 
ed. They are of an admirable {cent, 
tho’, like all fuch perfumes, too 
powerful for fome perfons ; and 
therefore prejudicial. It is with 
thefe the gua Naphe is made. 
They are now but little ufed inme- 
dicine : however, where the {pirits.

This 
plant is the Liliam Conwallium, fru

The flowers blow early, by'the be- 
ginning of May. They: are: of a 
mighty fragrant fcent, but <it -is fo 
languid and. volatile, that in drying 
it is quite or very near loft.. There- 
fore where they enter into the com: 
pofition of waters, they ought by all 
means, to be put into the fpirit of 
wine as foon as ever gathered, and, 
if poffible, before. the very dew is-off 
them; asin the Agua Peonie Comp. | 
Antient Difpenfatories dire& a diftil- © 
led water, a fpirit, a conferve, and 
an oil to..be made of thefe flowers ; 
but, they are all now in difufe. How- ' 
ever, they jufty ftand in the firft 
rank of cephalics, if thus managed ; 
otherwife they are good for little ; 
for altho’ they are commonly made 
the bafis of a cephalic {nuff, they 
are of no very great. efficacy there- 
in: fo that what. feats. fuch. {nufts 
do, are ufually more owing: to the 
other ingredients, He ae enh oS ae 
21.P moni, of Piony,.. This 
plant is divided into male and fe- 
male; the former of which is pre- 
ferred in medicine; they are diftin-

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guifhablé both in the root and leaves;

with a fhining blackifh leaf, from 
‘which the female differs in being 
lighter coloured. «The root of the 
male kind is likewife more bulbous, 
fhorter, an@ branched ; whereas the 
other runs out into few, longer, and 
thinner fhoots.

23.STH#cHADOS, Of Arabian 

Stechas, or French Lavender ; di- 
ftinguifhed by Ca/par Bauhine, Pur- 
purea, the purple cotton-weed : but 
there is a Stechas citrina anguftifo- 
tia, taken notice of by the fame au- 
thor, ‘called alfo Elichryfom, five 
Stechas citrina anguftifolia ; which 
grows plentifully upon the Rhine, 
and other fandy foils. [The Arabi- 
an, or purple Stechas, is the flower 
of a beautiful forub, growing three or 
four feet high, and clothed with long 
hairy leaves, lefs than thofe.of common” 
lavender ; tavo at a joint. The fialks 
aré fquare, bare of leaves to the tops, 
on which grow thick round {caly fpikes, 
or purple heads. Both the leaves and. 
Jfiowers, or heads, haut. an aromatic 
flavour. It grows natural in the 
fouth of France and in Spain. The 
name, according to Diofcorides, came 
Srom the Stechades, or iflands in the 
Mediterranean, zear Marfeilles. 
With us it is planted in gardens, and 
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eafily increafed; and with moderate 
Joelter will. endure the feveref? win- 
ters. It flowers in June, and its 
heads foould be gathered ushen they are 
firm and hard, which is about the 


end of July. The frefo flowers of our 


otvn growth, areto be preferred to. 


thofe that come from abroad, which 
are feldom frefp. 

Thé Stechas Citrina zs a fbrubby 
plant that holds its leaves all winter: 
The flowers grow on the tops; and 
are clufters of /mall reund fcaly beads, 
of a beautiful fhining yellow colour ;

Jferved. The leaves and flowers have 
a pleafant fcent, when rubbed. It

"Tis accounted good for objtructions in 
the liver and fpleen ; tho’ feldom or ne- 
ver ufed in the foops. But the Ara- 


bian Stechas zs cordial, cephalic,

things were formerly made with it, 
now in negleé&t ; and the flowers are 
little ufed at prefent, unlefs in fome 
of the capital medicines.

_ 26. Tutasptios, of Treacle, 
or Mithridate-muftard, as Mr. Ray 
calls it, Cafpar Baubine diftinguithes 
that which ought to be ufed, by ar- 
“ENE fligds latis; the-field muftard 
with broad pods. “Fhe feeds of this 
are; feldom ufed in medicine, unlefs 
in the Venice treacle.

LE, the. Weft - Indian ‘Anacardium : 
called Cajous by Ca/p. Baubine, and 
in Jamaica, the Cajfbew Nut. i 
grows at. the. i of a@ fruit like a 
mall ripe apple; in: fixe and figure 
lenbbté Bs hae ee 
outer rind, which is tough and brown- 
ifh, contains a large. proportion Of a 
fiery cauftic oil ; and under that in a 
Soft Joell, a white pleafant. kernel, 


“which is eat-in Jamaica, after the 


nut has. been roafted in the embers to 
difcharge its cauftic oil. This kernel 
as faid to have the Jame. virtues. as 
the Eaft-India fort. They are both 
Jupprfed. to heat and dry, and.to have 
cephalic virtues: but they are both

28. ALKERMES, of Alkermes. 
Tt is the’ berry of the. Ilex. aculeata 
cocci, glandifera, of -Cafpar Pau- 
hine, and the lex coccigera of Clu- 
fius, called Coccum i ae &; 
Mathiolus, and Coccus baphica bj 
Diofcorides, The jiice is wonder- 
fully grateful to the palate,, and a 
fine cordial. _ The confection in 
which. it is the principal ingredient, 
and to which it gives name, is not 
at all better, if fo good as.the cla- 
rified juice alone. ‘There is a very 
fine cordial liquor; which takes its 
name from it, in Bates : fee Part III. 
Of Compounds. 'This juice, or ra- 
ther the confetion made-with it, is 
in, great requeft among our mid- 
wives, for affifting in delivery. It 
is reckoned likewife.a bringer out of 
the meafles and fmall-pox. 
29. Baniiyi, Vanellos, or Ba- 
nilloes.. ‘Lhis is the fruit of the dra- 
: cus 


/ 
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cus aromaticus, diftinguifhed- by Mr. 
Ray, Volubilis filiquofa Mexicana fo- 
liis Plantaginis:' It comes from 
New Spain; and is chiefly mixed 
with chocolate, to which it gives a 
flavour agreeable to fome, but hurt- 
ful to many as a perfume. [They 
are dark brown, flat pods, or fheaths, 
frve or fix inches long, and fcarce one 
inch ‘broad; wrinkled on the outfde, 
and full of numerous fall black 
grains, almoft as fine as fand; and 
fuelling like balfam of Peru.) ms 

go. CERASORUM, Of Cherries. 
Luxury. has prodigioufly multiplied 
and improved the kinds of thefe’ in 
our own country. Many of the 
forts, and particularly the Kentij> 
red cherries, are a very wholefome 
fruit, ‘and grateful to the ftomach ; 
_ but the black only are ufed in me- 
dicine. They are prefcribed in all 
difeafes of the head and nerves; 


and by fome are alfo accounted diu-: 


retic, efpecially the water diftilled 
from them. ~ : ta 
ar. Correa, the Coffee-berries. 
They grow only in Arabia Feliz, 
whence they are tranfported through 
all the dominions of the Grand Sig- 
nior, and from’ Turky brought ‘into 
Europe. ‘They ‘are the fruit’ of “a 
kind of jeflamy, with a chefnut leaf, 
and a white fweet flower. Thefe 
are not employed in medicine ; -yet 
they are fo much in. every one’s 
way, (that is, the liquor, made of 
them) that it may be worth,a_ per- 
fon’s while to. know that they are 
very drying; and therefore in dif- 
orders of the head from fumes, and 
too great moiftures, very fervice- 
able by their ‘abforbent qualities. 
This moft experience, who try. 
them, after a debauch of wine or 
ftrong liquors, “But in thin and dry 
conftitutions they are very hurtful; 
as they dry the nerves too much, 
and aré apt to make them tremble, 
as in palfies: by the fame means, 
likewife, they promote watching, 
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by bracing the fibres too tenfe for 
that relaxation which is necefflary 
for fleep. Altho’ in a cafe of ex- 
traordinary defluxion of rheum 
from the glands about the head and 
ftomach, in a cold conftitution, 
‘which occafioned a great hindrance 
to the perfon’s fleeping, I once ad- 
vifed them ; and, according to ex- 
pectation, they procured fleep, by 
abf{corbing the fuperfluous and con- 
tinually diftilling rheum. So that 
the fame thing may have different 
effets, according to the conftitution’ 
to be operated upon. 

32. Cunesm, of Cubebs, They 
are {mall. fpicy grains, or berries, 
like pepper, brought chiefly from 
Fava in the Eaft-Indies, and pretty 
much of the like virtue. Itis much 
queftioned .of what thefe are the 
fruit. Some will have them to be 
of the pepper kind, and the Piper 
rotundum ot Theophraftus; others the 
fruit of the Rujcas's and others the 
Carpefium' of Galen; but C2falpine 
affirths. them to be ‘the fruit of the 
tree Amomum. However it be, the 
natives, it is faid, will not export 
any of them till boil’d, to prevent 
their culture and growth in other 
countries. ‘They, ‘are very warm, 
and fuppofed to ftrengthen the .me- 
mory ; which~they cannot do, but 
by being very grateful to the netves. 
They are alfo reckoned, as. moft 
fuch aromatics are, provokers to 
venery ; as they fill the juices with 
many attive, fpirituous, and titil- 
lating particles. ‘ Pa 

Nucis Moscuata, of 
Nutmegs, called alfo Nux arématica” 
— Myriftica, feu Unguentaria, by 
Mathiolus and Clufius : the latter dif- 
tinguifhed them into male, which 
are the greater oblong fort ; and /e-. 
male, which are the fmall round 
ones. Ca/pam Baubine defcribes 
them by the diftinétion of Nucifa, 
or NuxMofchata, fruau rotindo 
[This is the fruit of a tree growing 

chiefly

chiefly in Banda, an iffand of the Fatt. 


Indies ; axd being about the bignefs fi 


of a pear-tree, with fragrant leaves 
hike thole of the peach ; but broader, 
and not ferrated.on the edges. It 
bears yellowifo five-leaved flowers, 
Jucceeded by fruit in foape and frre 
like fmall peaches; with the external 
covering Joft.and juicy, like that ofa 
walnut. . And under this lies “the 
mace, firmly adbering to the hard 
woody /hell that, includes the nutmeg. 
The bef are firm and heavy ; and if 
pierced witha needle, emit an oi/.] 
This is a moft-delicate aromatic 
fruit ; and enters. into our fauce as 
well as our phyfic. It is a great 
comforter of the head and ftomach ; 
and likewife a great carminative, 
‘by its warm difcuifing quality. But 
it is:to be ufed {fparingly ; for if in 
too large a quantity, it will fume up 
too much,.and. prove offenfive in 
the fame manner as-perfumes do to 
_ fome particular conftitutions. E+- 
muller very much commends. it, 
boil’d with motherwort, in fome af- 
fetions of the womb, and ufed.as a 
bath. , iti ta 3 i, 169%: 
. 34. Prpgrrs, of Pepper... Ma- 
thiolus, the Bauhines, and other-bo- 
tanic writers, defcribe a white pep- 
_per ; but what we have of that name 
_ .is only the black pepper manufactu- 
axed by our induftrious neighbours 
the Dutch. [It is done by putting full 
| ripe black pepper in a trench for two 
or three days, till the outer bark or 
black fein rots off; and then wa/bing 
it in water to feparate the bark,which 
jloats a-top ; and afterwards drying 
the pepper with white afbes, and 
winnowing it.| It comes from Ma- 
tabar, Fava, Sunda, and other parts 
of the Eaft-Indies. There is alfo 
the Piper Indicum, called Capficum, 
and Guiney.pepper, which grows in 
-large pods, and. is afed by the Spa- 
_. ards, in their fauces and pickles ; 
but medicinal prefcriptions take no 


ye’ 
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notice of it. This is much of the 
ame nature as cubebs, but rather 
hotter and drier. It enters there- 
fore not only into many compofiti-+ 
ons as a cephalic, but alfo into cas 
thartics, as a correftor; jt aflifting 
the bowels the eafier to endure the 
vellications of a purging medicine, 
Hoffman commends it in the cholic, 
to be drank whole in a little brandy, 
And our country people have got a 
trick of curing agues with a large 
dofe of the fame, taken juft before 
the fit comes ; but they require good 
athletic conftitutions, who fubmit to 
be fet on fire, to be cured of a con- 
trary extreme. © It fometimes like- 
wife will relieve the tooth-ach. The 
long pepper (ufed too in medicine, 
tho’ not by a great deal fo much in 
fauces as the other) is pretty much 
of the fame virtues. [The black 
bepper grows upon a plan¢ that climbs 
and twifts about its fupport, and bears 
large, oval, foarp-pointed leaves, full 
of large nerves ; and oppofite thereto 
grow long {pikes of monopetalous flow- 
ers, cut into three parts, and fucceed= 
ed by bunches of the grains of peppers 
round, of a dark brawn colour, with 


their outhide bark wrinkled. 


Long. pepper grows,upon a plant 
that ‘avi tat hah like the hack 3 
having large, oblong, round-pointed 
leaves, fet alternately onthe ftalks,; 
and oppofite to, them grow monopeta- 


lous flowers, divided into five. feg- 
“ments, which are succeeded by the fruit. 


Lt grows in Java, Malabar, and other 
parts of the Eakt-Indies.] 

35. Prmento: This is called 
by the common people A//-Spice ; 
and indeed it has in its tafte and fla- 
vour fomewhat- refembling moft of 
the {pices, It comes to us chiefly 
from Jamaica, and is generally fold 
by the name of Yamaica pepper. It, 
is accounted a fpecies of the Caryo- 
phyllus aromaticus Americanus, lauri- 
i ae ee Srulu orbiculars. 

We. 
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We meet not with it in either ancient 
or modern Difpenfatory compofiti- 
ons, unlefs in the laft edition of our 
College. But it is pretty much got 
into the fhops, as. a Succedancum to 
fome fpices which are dearer : and 
fome have found a way to ufe no- 
thing elfe in the Agua Mirabilis, tho’ 
none of it is ordered; and it an- 
fwers fo well, that if it be carefully 
diftilled, and the fpirit be good, it is 
hardly to be perceived from that 
which is genuine ; and may, per- 
haps, not be inferior in its medicinal 
Virtues. , 


Balfamum, Balfam : 

36. PeruvianuM, Balfam of 
Peru. ‘This is produced froma tree 
in the We/?-Indies. By boiling the 
wood, the balfam rifes to the top, 
‘and is fcummed off for ufe. 
beft is of a darkith red colour, and 
‘of: an admirable fragrancy. — It 
‘heals, dries, and difcufies; and is a 
‘great ftrengthener and warmer of the 
‘nerves. Schroder commends it in 
afthmas, phthifics, nephritic pains, 
obftructions of the menfes, weaknefs 
‘of the ftomach, and in the jaundice; 
and fays alfo that it comforts the 
‘womb, and promotes conception. 
It is much ufed outwardly ; not on- 
dy in wounds, but in palfies, ifchia- 
‘dic and rheumatic pains. Some 
“pretend to cure intermitting fevers, 
‘by rubbing the back-bone with it ; 
-and applying it in plaifters to the pit 
“of the ftomach. 

. Lapanumo, or Labdanum. 
“This is a balfam’ or gum ouzing out 
of the leaves of the Cifus tree, cal- 
led Ledex, or Ladon, by Mathiolus, 
-and Cifus Ladanifera, by Cafpar 
“Bauhine ; which is common in Cy- 
“prus, and fome parts of Aratia. 
3’ Diofcorides faith, it is pulled of from 
“the beards of goats, who feeding 
“upon thofe leaves, the vifcous juice, 
‘by degrees, gathers and hardens in- 
~te little lumps upon the hair, M. 
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Tournefort, in his voyage to the Le- 
vant, defcribes*the method of ga- 
thering this gum in Candia. He 
fays, it is brufhed’ off the leaves of 
the fhrub, in a calm day,’ by a fort 
of whip compofed of many ftraps, 
to which it adheres: and after it 1s. 
{craped off the ftraps, it is made in- 
to cakes of different fizes. ‘That 
which is brittle, of an_afh-colour, 
fweet-fcented, and “cleareft from — 
drofs, is the beft:' It warms, dries, 


“and deterges ; but is moft ufed out- 


wardly; and enters*many of thé 
plaifters which are accounted warm, 
emollient, and digeftive. . 


Lignum, Wood: ny 

38. AcaLttocny, called alfo 
Xyloaloes, Aloes-wood. It is a'tree 
in the Ea/-Indies, brought to us in © 
fmall bits, of a very fragrant {cent. 
The beft is accounted of a blackifh » 
purple colour, and fo hight ’as to 
{wim upon water. [But there zs 
fearce any fuch to be found ; for the 
true with us will fink in water.] It 
‘is hot’and drying, and efteemed a 
great ftrengthener of the nerves in 
‘general; but particularly of ‘the 


-head and ftomach. © Ang. Sala was 
“a great admirer “of this wood ; and 


‘made an extract from it with fpirit 
of wine, which is wonderfully com- 
mended. [Jt al/o affords a very ex- 


traordinary chemical oil,- containing 


‘the full aromatic virtues of the wood-| 


39. AsPALAT HI, or ‘Rodi, 
Rofe-wood. [This is a wood, or rather 
perhaps a root, that comes from: the 
Canaries, of a yellowifh colour, ‘and 


“hard woody fubfiance, full of knots.} 


It is accounted aflringent and dry- 
‘ing ; but tho’ much in ufe amongft

40. Macis, Mace. It comes 
off from the nutmeg, and is a kind 
of bark or covering thereto.

It is much of the fame 
virtues, and ufed both in cardiac 
compofitions, and in. cathartics, as

41. WINTERANUS, Winter's 
Bark, - This ‘is a warm aromatic 
drug, which takes its name from the 
perfon who firft’ brought the Ezro- 
ropeans acquainted with it. It is ac: 
‘counted a fpecies of the cinnamon, 
‘and therefore called Cavella -alba, 
or the white’cinnamon. It is not 
much ufed in the fhop compofitions, 
nor mentioned by this name, efpe- 
cially in any Difpenfatory-writers. 
It has a flavour not greatly unlike 
* Temon-peel, is fubtile and pene- 
‘trating, foon fenfible ‘to the nerves, 
and therefore claims: a place in this 
“rank ; altho’, as many other aro- 
‘matics,’ it is frequently met with

Pliny how- 
ever confounds them ; and,our coun- 
try-man Mr. Da/e ranks them under 
the fame tribe... It_pafies for a great 
€ordial and. reftorative. And | a- 
mongft all who have been influenced 
by whimfies, it has been judged, 
from its fignature, to be a great pro- 
voker to venery.. The Elediuarium 
Diafatyrion, which is in many Dif- 


p2nfatories, and. which > takes its 


name from this root, is certainly 


with good reafon commended for a 
great itrengthener.; and it wonder- 
fally warms and titillates the nerves, 
whereby fuch ,defires are excited : 
and on the like account, in many 
conttitutions, may cure barrennels, 
and promote conception. But, as 
there are fome warm aromatics in 
that compofition befides, it is to, be 
doubted. whether they do not come 
in for the greater fhare in thefe ef- 
fets. [There are tao hinds of Sa- 
yrium, the male. and the- female. 
he Satyrium mas, or Orchis, morio 
mas, foliis maculatis; the greater 
male fool-ftones of Cafp. Bauhine, 
_which is the common Satyrion of the

Marhiolus will have the Ze- 
doary of Avicen to be the Authora of 
the moderns ; and Dodoneus takes 
‘the officinal Zedoary for the Zeram- 
beth, or Zerumbet of Ayicen and Se- 
rapion. ‘The-antients had many 
preparations and compofitions of this 
root, which are now quite rejected. 
It comes from India. - The beft is 
white, fragrant, heavy, found, and 
of a fpicy bitterifh tafte; which 
brings it under the clafs of cephalics. 
But it is alfo reckoned by. many 
amongft the alexipharmics.; for 
which reafon it, comes to have.a 
place in the capitals; and it is faid 
even to prevent infections, by hold- 
ing it only in the mouth. By rea- _ 
fon of its agreeable bitternefs, it 1s 
prefcribed likewife. as.a tomachic ; 
and for: its. fpicy warmth ’tis com- 
mended alfo in cholics and hytfteri-

~thofe medicines, now | under? this 
name, are of quick efficacy; and 
“the confequences thereof, insmany 
“inftancesy ‘very great and furprife- 


“ing; and the moft violent pains,fome- 


“times arifing from pent up wind, im-

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whence it ‘rathers enters’ into com. 
pofitions of other: intentions than 
fuch as are:merely cephalic. [Thus 
at is found excellent in avarming the 
jiomach, and keeping the gout’ fram 
that part.) 


Carminatives, fe aie’ 


mediately ceafing upon its difper- 
fion: for thefe reafons, I fay, fuch 
medicines as give relief in this cafe, 
are more properly termed Carmi. 
natives, as if they cured by inchant- 
ment; the complaint removed by 
them being fo fudden, that the or- 
dinary means of the operation of a 
natural caufe are not eafily imagin’d — 
to take place fo foon. ~ ; 
But hawfoever this term came 
into the profeflion, common ufe ‘has 
fufficiently determin’d its meaning; 
fo that every one underftands by it 
fuch things as conduce to expel wind. 
How they do fo, may be conceived, 
when we confider that all. the parts 
of the body are perfpirable. Sanc- 
torius, in his Medicina Statica, de- 
termines all wecall wind in the 
bowels, to be fuch perfpirable matter 
as makes its efcape thro’ the coats 
of the ftomach ‘and inteftines. Be- 
~tween the feveral membranes, like- 
wife, of the mufcular parts may fuch 
matter break out, and lodge for fome 
time. Now, whatfoever will rarify 
and render fuch: colleftions of ‘va- 
pours thinner, ‘muft conduce to their 
utter difcharge out of the body; 
-and confequently remove-thofe un- 
eafinefles, which arife from their de- 
tention. And as‘all'thofe things in’ 
meditine, which pafs under this de- 
nomination,.are warm, and confit: 
of very light fubtile parts, it is eafy 
to conceive how a mixture of fuch 


~ particles may agitate and rarify thefe 
“flatulencies, fo as to: facilitate their 


expulfion: and efpecially when we 
confider. what.a help. to prométe 
Bg: this - 
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this end thofe grateful fenfations 
may be, which fuch medicines give 
to the fibres ; which cannot. but in- 
vigorate their tonic undulations. fo 
muich, that, by degrees, the obftruct- 
ed wind is diflodged, and at laft 
quite expelled. But if the obftruc- 
tion is not great, as it feldom is in 
the bowels, by reafon of the er 
vent both upwards and downwards, 
the rarifaction of the wind upon 
taking fuch a medicine. is often fo 
fudden, and likewife its difcharge, 
that it goes off like the explofion of 


‘gun-powder. 


All the things under this  clafs 
being warm and difcuffive, are much 
ufed in the compofitions of Cathar- 
ties, of the rougher fort efpecially. 
For the irritation occafion’d by thofte, 
would be fcarce tolerable without 
the mitigation of fuch grateful in- 
gredients. Many likewife of this 
fortment are in, the compofitions of 
difcuffive topics ; as they warm, fa- 
rify,. and attenuate the obftructed 
humours.

6r. Carpamomt, Cardamoms, 
are a feed which hotanitts diftinguith 
by different names according to 
their various kinds. The Carda- 
mum majus ofie. which comes from 

ava in India, is hardly ever met 
with in the fhops; but the Grains 
‘of Paradife, are fubftituted for it. 
The — Minus ofie. af Bextius and 
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Fobnfon, the Minus vulgare of. Ger-

What we reduce under this head, 
may Perhaps be more properly ftil’d 
Urerines ; for we hall here include, 
not only all that are called Hy/erics 
by the writers, of phyfic ; but alfo 
fuch fimples as are accounted {fer- 
viceable in menftrual obftrutions : 
for fuch diforders bring on a great 


many fymptoms which are always 


reckoned hyfterical ;. and confe- 
uently, the-.means of removing 
them juftly come into this clafs. 
All of this kind are very remark- 
able for their ftrong {cent ;and have 
been by fome diftinguifhed into odo- 
riferous and fetid medicines. But 
of the former, fuch as mutk, amber- 
greafe, and the like, there are fo ex- 
tremely few conttitutions with which 
they will agree, that we have refufed: 


‘moft of them a place here; and 


ranked them in the firft clafs of this 
fection. } 

Diforders of the womb, all which 
come under the name of Hy/erical 
Affeéiions, arife from too. titillating 
or from too uneafy fenfations.. The 
former proceed from that irritation 
of the nerves, which the make and 
fecretion of thofe parts. have natu- 
rally fubjeted them to: This. in 
fome fort of conftitutions arifes to 
that degree, as to draw the whole 
fyftem-into diforder, and occafion a 
furprifing variety of fymptoms, as 
feveral forts of convulfions, and {pe- 
.cies of madnefs ; which therefore are 
by fome termed Furores Uterini. Now 


thefe diforders feem to be moft ef- 


fectually allayed by fuch things as 


are, ina manner, the reverfe of cordi- 
als; and both in {mell and tafte very 
‘Offenfive and difagreeable. 
they feem.to anfwer this end, by 
~ fuffocating, as it were, the fpirits, 


And 


and damping their inordinate fal- 


dies; fo that fuch ftimulation ceafes, 


emotion, and deaden: it, 


and the fibres return to their natural 
tone and motions, For, as what 
is-grateful to the fenfes gives an in- 
expreflible emotion to the fine ners 
vous filaments ; fo does what is fe- 
tid and difagreeable quite deftroy that 
And as 
the former kind confift. chiefly of 
fine, fubtile, volatile parts, by which, 
as was before explained, they are fit. 
ter to penetrate the nerves; fo thefe 
are generally of a clammy vifcous 
contexture ; and therefore: fitter to 
envelope and entangle that fubtile 
juice; whereby its motion is much 
retarded, and confequently the fibres 
rendered lefs {pringy. 

In the latter cafe, the uneafinefs 
of the burden in digeftion, and of- 
ten the diforders of the feetus itfelf, 
bring the womb, and by degrees 
the whole nervous fyftem, into con- 
vulfive diforders ; which admit of 
little or nothing to be done by way 
of medicine ; a are beft remedied 
by contributing to the eafe, and 
gratifications of all the defires and 
cravings of the mother. But the — 
worit mifchief to thefe parts, is from 
a lodgment of fome. difagreeable 
matter upon their glands, whereby 
they are frequently apt to grow can- 
cerous; or from an obftruction of 
the difcharges, which at certain times 
nature (that is, the conftitution) re- 
quires to be: made from thofe parts. 


In the firft of thefe, all fuch things

It is faid to be 
opening and difcuflive ; to promote 
the menfes, delivery, and to cleanfe 
the womb of all impurities. It is 
in greateft efteem amongft midwives 
and nurfes. For in the fhops it is 
_ ufed in little elfe but the compound 
fyrup of the College, which. has its 
name from it. The Moxa, men- 
tioned by Sir William Temple, is the 
produétion of this plant in China, en- 
titled Artemifia Chinenfis, cujus mol- 
dugo Moxa dicitur : and is by fome 
fuppofed to be the V/xecuinpathi of

» 65. ATRIPLICIS OLiIDA, five 
Fetide, ftinking Orache, is a {pe- 
cies of the Blitum, or wild Orache, 
and diftinguifhed by Ray, Bhitum 
fetidum, VulvariadiGum, It grows 
about dunghils, and flowers in 
Auguft; but is of very little ufe in 
the prefent pratice, tho’ of fome 
confiderable repute for the fame oc- 
cafions as the former. There is fyrup 
only made of its deco¢tion, or juice. 
66. Basiuici, five Ocimi, Bafl. 
This is likewife an ill-fcented plant ; 
and is found in very few. compofi- 
tions of medicines, unlefs in the

70. DierTamni Crericy, 
Dittany of Candy. ‘This is of little 
ufe likewife, but in the fore-menti- 
oned intentions. Tho’ as it paffed 
with fome alfo for an alexipharmic, 
it has found a-place in certain of the 
capitals ; and particularly the The- 
riaca Andromachi,. and Mirhridate.

. 71. Lupinti, Lupines; the feed 
- of a plant diftinguifhed into Sativas 
and Sy/vefiris ; but the former only 
is what the prefent catalogue of the 
College refers to ; but ’tis not much 
ufed, tho’ recommended for the fame 
intentions as the reft-of this clafs. 

2. MaTRICARIA, Feverfew, 
called alfo Parthenium. It flowers 

in Fune and Fuly. This is near 
» a-kin to the mugwort; but much 
more fetid. It is of no ufe but as 
. an ingredient in the bryony-water ; 
tho’ Schroder mentions it as effectual 
in all uterine complaints, particular- 
ly in coldnefs and impotency ; and 
likewife fays, that it purges by u- 
rine, and is therefore good in drop- 
fies ; that it refifts putrid fevers ; is 
good in the ftone, in giddinefs, and 
pains of the gout, outwardly ap- 
plied and rubbed upon the part. 

73. Nepet a, called alfo Men- 
tha felina, five Cataria, by Gerhard; 
Cat-mint. It flowers moft of the 
fummer months. This plant is of 
an offenfive {mell, and very little 
ufed, unlefs in the bryony-water ; 
which is a compound of little elfe 
but what has this quality. It has 
afcribed to it the fame virtues pretty 
much as mugwort and orache, 

74. PuLEeGit, Penny-royal, dif- 
tinguifhed —— Regale by Gerhard, 
and Latifolium by Ca/par Baubine ; 
Anguftifo- 
lium, five Cervinum of Parkinfon 
and» Fobu Bauhine, which, is. the 
Hart Penny-royal. It flowers in July 
and Aveu/?. Itisavery warm plant, 
of very fubtile and penetrating parts, 
and is therefore aperitive, difcutient, 

_and carminative ; but. its chief. vir- 
_ .tues are abiterging all impurities 
from the womb, promoting.the men- 
ftrual evacuations, and facilitating 
the expulfion of the feetus. It is 
. alfo of known efficacy in. pleurifies 
and the jaundice; as indeed in all 
_ diforders arifing from .obftructions. 
» It is. an excellent pectoral, and given 
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75 
with great. fuccefs in afthmas, and 
all difficulties of breathing. Some 
likewife commend its application © 
outwardly in pains of the head. 
For its many good qualities, it has 
a place in feveral of the fhop-me- 
dicines now in ufe: and for the a- 
bundance of oil which.comes over 
with it, the fimple water drawn 
from-it is very efficacious for many 
of the fore-mentioned purpofes; tho’ 
fomewhat inferior to a decoétion, 
but not fo unpleafant. | | 

75. SaBinz&, Savin. This plant 
is an ever-green, and diftinguifhed: 
—Vulgaris, or Sterilis, by Parkin- 
json, Gerhard, and John Bauhbine, in 
oppofition to the Sabina Baccifera, 
folio Cupreffi, called alfo Cedrus Bac- 
cifera, and Juniperus Alpina, from 
the places it grows in, and the trees 
it is like. This is hot, attenuating, 
and very detergent; and fo forcing 
upon the womb, that it has got into 
the practice of ill perfons to procure 
abortion. It is a mof powerful 
cleanfer, and therefore good in all 
obftru€tions of the Vi/cera, where 
a conftitution can bear its efficacy. 
For the fame reafon it has obtain’d 
amonett furgeons, for cleaniing old 
foul ulcers.- In which cafes Para- 
celfus much commends it ; as does 
alfo Etmuller pronounce it very ef- 
fe€tual in curing any running fores, 
mixed with honey. It is likewife 
efteemed of great fervice againft 
worms; and its effential oil, of 
which it affords good plenty, is fre- 
quently ufed for that purpofe, in out- 
ward applications to the belly. 

76. Rutm, Rue. This is dif- 


_tinguifhed into Horten/is major Lati- 


folia, which is the common garden- 
rue, and the—Sy/veffris, which js- 
alfo ‘called Harmel, and Harmela, 
wild rue: the feeds of which laf 
fort, the Arabians report, will in- 
toxicate like opium ; but the former 
only is ufed in. our Pharmacy : and 
it flowers in “June. » Schroder com-

mends it as an alexipharmic and a 
cephalic; fays it refifts all kinds of 
ifons and malignities, and is there- 
ee to be ufed in fevers ; and that it 
is good in all convulfive cafes. It 


is replete with a fat vifcous juice; 
and therefore yields little to any good 


purpofe in diftillation, unlefs where - 


firft digefted in a fpirituous men- 
firuum. Hence its fimple water in 
the fhops does not contain the full 
virtues of the plant ; how’ much fo- 
ever valued by fome. It ought to 
be raifed with a fpirituous liquor, 
or ufed in conferve; or, which is 
beft of all, eat alone, frefh gather’d, 
zs many do with bread and butter. 
Tt is of excellent fervice in all ner- 
vous cafes; and particularly in fuch 


as arife from the womb ; as ‘it deter-— 


ges the glands, and by its vifcidity 
ridles thofe inordinate motions 
which frequently begin there, and 
affect the whole conftitution. 
77. SEMINA Prone, Piony 
Seeds, are often ufed with this in- 
‘tention, and feem to owe their vir- 
tues of this kind to the fame tena- 
city and difpofition of parts, as moft 
of this tribe do. St 9 | 
78. Asa ForTIDa,-is a very 
ftinking gum, drawn by incifion 
from the Lajfer tree in Lydia and Sy- 
ria, as moft think; tho’ fome will 
have it to be the produdtion of the 
Ferula kind. Bontius, with many 
others, diftinguifhes two forts of it ; 
and fome will have it a Benzoinxm ; 
but thefe conjectures are not of any 
great moment. [This gum, accord- 
ing to Kempfer, iz his Ameenitates 
exotice, Fafc. WI. Ob/f. 5. 2s drawn 
Srom the root of an umbelliferous plant, 
“called by the Perfians, Hingifch ; 
wubich bas thick large roots, with few 
Sibres; of a blackife colour without- 
fide, but very vskite within; full of 
a white fetid juice. The plant grows 
on the mountains of Heroat, in the 
province of Chorafan im Perfia:] It 
is Of known efficacy in fome uterine 
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_ emotions : but its extreme offenfive- 


nefs makes it the lefs ufed ; no form 
whatfoever being able to conceal it ; 
however, with other gums it is ad- 
ate in pills againft hyfteric

79. GALBANUM, is @ gum 
brought from fome parts of Syria, 
of a yellowifh hue. The tree which 
produces it is diftinguifhed by Ger- 
hard, Ferulago, and by Fohn Bau- 
hine, Ferula folio glauco,. femine lato 
oblongo, quibujdam Thapfia ferulacea. 
Our droggifts compliment the apo- 
thecaries by felling it to them ready 
ftrained ; but moft of that fo mana- © 
ged is to be fufpected of adultera- 
tion; as it js much inferior in 
firength and {mell to the genuine 
gum, which is warm, emollient, 
refolving, and good in all hyfterical 
affections ; but it is chiefly ufed 
plaifter-wife to the navel. _ It loofens 
the belly, both inwardly and exter- 
nally ufed» It is often met with 
amongit extemporaneous’ prefcrip- 
tions in the prefent practice, but it 


‘enters very few fhop-medicines ; 


tho’ it is in a {mall quantity, in the 
Theriaca Andromachi, and Diafcr-

80. Myrrua, Myrrh. This is 
a refinous gum, and comes from 
fome parts of Arabia and Erhiopia. 


Fuchfius, with fome others, diftrufts 


the officinal myrrh to be genuine; 
becaufe it anfwers not the chara¢ters 
given of it by Diofcorides: but Foha 
Bauhine and Parkinfon yadge other- 
wife. The Sta&e of the antients 
was a kind of liquid myrrh, which 
Pliny relates to have flowed from a 


tree of its own accord; but Dio/ 


corides affirms it to have been a folu- 


‘tion, and expreflion of the true 


myrrh with water: which latter 
opinion is alfo fupported by Condus. 
That which is moft clear, brittle, 
light, and fragrant of fmell, is bet.

-almoft of all intentions. It is warm 
and bitterifh, and upon that. account 
found helpful to the ftomach. It 
will frequently, by a prudent ad- 
miniftration, remove agues..

and in times of the plague, people 
carry it.and chew it in their mouths, 
to prevent infection. . It is of mani- 
feft fervice in ripening the fmall- 
pox ; efpecially that fort where the 
uftules rife with a pellucid humour. 
ts bitter tafte makes it difficult, to 
give to children in fuch cafes ; other- 
wife there is nothing more fafe and 
efficacious ; as likewife in abating 
that reftleffinefs which arifes from 
tickling defluxions: of rheum: and 
by the fame quality it is good in all 
catarrhs.. Its peculiar bitternefs 
gnakes- it effeftual againft worms. 
And the Elixir Proprietatis is much 
the better medicine, for what it has 
of this in its compofition. It is like- 
wife reckoned, outwardly applied, 
a great detergent; and, therefore 
‘Rulandus compounds it in many 
piaifters. Our, furgeons ufe it now

poplexies, ‘epilepfies, and the like. 
‘It is an ingredient in Riverius’s Pul- 
wis de Gutteta, but of little fervice. 
‘A fpirit indeed is made from it, and 
a volatile falt, in the fame manner 
as from hartfhorn ; from which they 
differ fo little, as not to be diftin- 
guifhed even by the operator. 
- 89, Moscuus, Myf. | Thisis 
‘reckoned to be the contents of an 
excrefcence growing out of the bel- 
‘ly of a creature in /xdia, not unlike 
‘a goat. It is thought by fome to 
be excerned as a -menftrual blood, 
which it is not very much unlike ; 
and that thofe creatures, by rubbing 
againft fhrubs or other hard bodies, 
“break the films or cods it is. collected 
in, and fo. leave it behind them. 
“But the moft ‘prevailing opinion is, 
that it naturally fecretes into a pro- 
per receptacle, and is cut off, or 


the navel ; 
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taken out of the creature when kil- 
led ; which feems confirmed by the 
hairy bags which our merchants 
fhew it to be produced in; altho’ 
indeed fome have found the art of 


counterfeiting thefe, and filling them 


with coagulated dried blood, and a 
little mixture of the true mufk: but 
this cheat’ may be difcovered. by 
burning a little upon a hot iron; the 
genuine all exhaling; while the 
adulterated fort will leave a good 
deal behind. It is reckoned a great 
cordial, and mutt certainly be fo by 
its fragrancy and volatility, where 
it is not hurtful as a perfume, which 
often happens; but this, as well as 
ambergreafe, ‘has frequently been 
experienced of fervice in many hy- 
fterical’ complaints, both inwardly 
taken, and applied outwardly to

88.STrERcUuS ANSERIS, Goofe- 
dung. ‘The excrements of mott birds 
are accounted hot, nitrous, and pe- 
netrating ; tho’ they may fomewhat 
vary, according ‘to their different 
food: for this reafon they pafs for 
inciders and detergents, and are 
particularly reckoned good in dif- 
tempers of the head: but they are 
now almoft quite laid afide in ‘prac- — 
tice; not only as they are trouble.

alge. Tt is brought from Hud- 
Jon's Bay, New-England, and Ruffa: 
the latter ‘is rick the beft. “The 
cods: are much rounder than the 

‘other, and harder ; and the inclofed 
‘caftor is of a much redder colour, 
anda more fragrant, volatile, and 

“pungent fcent. This is of very ex- 
tenfive ufe in medicine, and enters 

, into almoft~all the nervine compofi- 
tions of the fhops, as well as the 

extemporaneous prefcriptions of like 

intentions. It is certainly a moft 

noble drug, and of great ufe in all 
diftempers of the head: And as 

many diforders of the womb have 

their rife from fome' diftemperature 

Of the nervous fyfem ; fo in all 
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fuch cafes it is likewife of great fer- 
vice. In the'height of fevers, when 
the nerves begin to be convulfed; it . 


is very effe&tual not only to keep off 


a Delirium, but to forward a Dia- 
phorefis, and bring the diftemper to 
a crifis.

93. SUCCINUM, Amber. 'This 
is a bituminous juice or refin, which 
from a F/uor grows hard and brittle ; 
for that it was once in a flate of flu- 
idity, is manifeft from the feveral 
parcels of it, which have inclofed 
ftraws and infeéts of various kinds. 
The whiteft and moft tranfparent is 
accounted beft. It is of no. great 
ufe in medicine per fe; as. its, tex- 
ture feems too compact to open and 

jeld to the natural elaborations of 
the body; tho’ fome have ,a great 
opinion of it as a balfamic, and give 
it in gonorrhéea’s particularly : and 
it is alfo an ingredient in the Ga/- 
coign’s powder. But certain it is, 
that what the art of pharmacy ex- 
torts from it is of wonderful effica- 
cy, efpecially in nervous cafes. The 
falt of amber is an incomparable

94. Cinnasar. Nativ. Na- 
tive Cinnabar. ‘There is alfo in the 
fhops a fattitious Ciznabar, which 
is the. common vermillion of our 
‘painters, The true native is very 
Peavy 3,and of a beautiful red co-

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lour. .. It is a compofition of quick- 
filver and. fulphur : and we. have it 
chiefly from Hungary, and fome 
parts of Germany ; in which coun- 
tries Schroder fays the very peafants 


know how to draw the quickfilver’ 


from it. "Tis taken out ofthe 
mines as it comes to us. It is by 
all accounted a wonderful remedy 
in epilepfies ; and it was upon this 
{core a great favourite with Crato, 
from whofe name fome authors call 
a powder made with it Pu/vis Cra- 
tonis. Itis very probable that, by 
its fubtility and folidity together, it 
conduces in fuch intentions ; as 
thofe properties it is enabled to pals 
through the minuteft paflages ; and 
by its Momentum to break through 
the little obftructions, which in the 
fibres and nervous meanders.are the 
occafion of fuch diforders. Some ufe 
it‘in venereal cafes; and undoubt- 
edly with very good reafon, and 
in foulnefs of the fkin, as in the itch 
and leprofies, there is not any one 


thing better. And this is further to- 


be faid in its commendation, that 


it is extremely fafe ; fo that it may 


be given in confiderable dofes, with- 
out any danger of thofe ruffles which 
fometimes happen from mercurials ; 
as particularly a falivation, or any 
tendency thereto. This. is likewife 


‘by many reckoned good againib.

mercurials tending to deftroy them.

‘as add to the bulk and firmnefs of 


the folids: and thefe differ from. 


what has been ranged under the 
preceding fection, asa bandage does 
from a flefh-brufh. The former are 
fuch as facilitate and drive on the 
vital aétions ; but thefe fuch as con- 
' firm the Stamina, and maintain the 
folids in a condition to exert them- 
{elves into action on- all proper oc- 
¢afions, with the greateft force and 
Vigour. _ 

_ The continual wafte which con- 
ftant motion makes in the conftitu- 


‘tion, were it not for. frequent and_ 


proper fupplies, would foon wear 
the body quite out. . The attritions 
and abrafions of the circulating flu- 


ids would quickly carry away the. 


canals in which they circulate, were 


_ hot fomewhat furnifhed and convey- 


ed to them, which is fuited to fall 
‘into and adhere with them, and‘fo 
“Fecruit what is wafhed off «And 
-thofe particles muft_be much more 
difpofed to do fo, whofe adhefions 
are greateft when once they come 
into contact; fuch: are thofe of the 
bodies we call glutinous ; and which 
- €afily form themfelves. into jellies, 
and fuch like confiftencies : for the 
parts of fuch bodies are very light, 
_by reafon of the over-proportion of 
‘their furfaces ‘to their {folidities'- 
_ whereby their motions are both more 
languid when in circulation; and 
‘when once they ftop, their cohefi- 
ons will be fo much the ftronger 
with whatfoever they happen to fall 
into contact. Medicines of this 
tribe are, therefore, of great fervice 
in heétics ; where the f{wift motion 
_ ofa thin tharp blood wears away the 


fubftance of the body, inftead of - 
nourifhing it; for. they not only re- 
tard the inordinate motion, but give 
fuch a-weight and confiftence to the 
juices, as fits them alfo for nourifh- 
‘ment. , fe oie 
There are likewife other caufes, 
which may weaken the {olids, ‘by 
‘admitting, or occafioning them to 
relax too much. Whatfoever there- 
fore acts as a Stimulus, and crifps 
and corrugates the fibres into a more 
compacted tone (which mo au- 
ftere and pointed bodies do) will-re- 
move fuch weaknefs, and increafe 
firength : and as alfo too much moi- 
fture may contribute to fuch relaxa- 
tion, what has no other quality but 
abforbing and drying up fuch fuper- 
fluous humidity, may deéferve, tho’ 
accidentally, to come under this de- 
nomination. a 

And thus we have’ a clear notion 
of the three fubdivifions made under 
this head, and the manner by which 
they feverally operate in bringing: 
about the main intention. This 
therefore, it is hoped, may ferve for 
an explication of the three fubfe-° 
quent claffes ; obferving that under 
the laft do very naturally fall all 
thofe things which’ ufually pafs for 
Sweeteners: for that term can have: 
no other meaning; than that the ani« 
mal fluids are by them rendered lefs 
fharp ; and this cannot be done but 
either by breaking’ off the points ér 
afperities of their particles, or by fo 


‘ abforbing and caiting them up, by 


foft and porous bodies, that they 
cannot be perceived. Increafe of 


“motion conduces tothe former; and 


what comes under the third clafs of 
‘this divifion; will do the latter, 
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Clafs 1. Of Agglutinants. 


Folia, Herbs or leaves of, 

gs. AMARANT HI, Amaranth, 
or Love-flower ; of its various kinds, 
the Amaranthus maximus fimplici pan- 
nicula, the greater love-flower with 
a fimple pannicle, of Ca/par Bau- 
hine, is the moft noted. It is culti- 
vated in the gardens, and flowers in 
Auguft. It is moderately drying and 
reftringent ; and is recommended in 
fluxes of:all kinds. Some afcribe 
to it a virtue to breed milk in the 
breafts of women who give fuck. 
But it now ceafeth to be of any ufe 
in modern practice. 

96. Aparines, Chivers. It 
flowers in May and June. It is faid 
to warm and dry, and is recom- 
mended in cachexies; but modern 
practice hath no regard to it. 

> ARGENTIN &, Silver-weed, 
Wild-tanfy or Goofe-grafs. It hath 
the names of Porentilla, Anferina, 
€%c. amongft botanic writers; but 
the Pentaphylloides Argentina dida, 
the baftard cinquefoil of Ray, is 
moft noted. It is without {mell or 
_tafte, and grows plentifully by hed- 
ges and highways, as alfo in mea- 
. dows. It flowers in May and Fune : 
and is recommended for its cooling 
reftringent qualities; having anti- 
ently a diftilled water, and a con- 
ferve ordered from its flowers; but 
they are now quite out-of ufe. 

g8. Auricutz: Muris, Moufe- 
ear. Botanifts diftinguifh many forts 
of it by different names ; but the of- 
ficinal kind is the Pilo/ella of Mathi- 
olus, the Pilofella repens of Gerhard, 
and the — Major repens birfuta, the 
greater creeping hairy monfe-ear of 
Cafpar Bauhine. It ftands recom- 
mended for an aftringent and vulne- 
rary ; but the modern praétice does 
not much ufe it in any intentions. 


99. Burs# Pas roris, Shep- 
herd’s Purfe; is a fpecies of the 
Thlafpi, called by Ray, Thlafpi fa- 
tuum, and diftinguifhed in the cata- 
logue of the Oxford garden — Ma- 
jor capfula cordata foliis laciniatis. Et 
flowers in April. Its juice is very 
aftringent and glutinous. It ftops 
bleeding at the nofe ; is good againft 
{pitting of blood ; and in diarrheeas, 
dyfenteries, and bloody urine. ‘The 
country people, with good fuccefs, 
apply it to cuts and frefh wounds ; 
and itis faid to cure quartans and 
tertians, if made into a cataplafm 
and applied to the wrifts, juft before 
the coming of the fit. 

100.Caup# Equina, Horf- 
tail. ‘This is diftinguifhed by £guz- 
Jfetum majus in Gerhard, — Maus 
Paluftre in Parkinfon,_Majus Aqua- . 
ticum in Fohn Raubine, and Paluftre 
longioribus fetis in Cafpar Bauhine ; 
and is the great Mar/b Horfe-tail, in 
diftinction from the —Minus fegetale 
feu arvenfe of Gerhard and others, 
which is the Corn Horfe-tail; and 
from the —Facie Polygonum femina 
of John Bauhine; which is the Fe- 
male Horfe-tail. Their virtues are 
all recommended for the fame in- 


.tentions ; and are fuch as may pro- 


perly rank them in this clafs ; but 
the prefent Pharmacy is a ftranger 
to them. 

1o1. CENTINODIE, Knot-grafs, 
otherwife called Polygoxum ; diftin- 


-guifhed in Parkinfon by —Mas vut- 
gare majus, and in the Bauhines by ~ 


latifolium. It grows in fandy places ; 
and is faid to be aftringent and vul~ - 
nerary ; butis very little ufed. 

102. CinarR#&, the Artichoke; 
otherwife called Sco/ymus, and diftin- 
guifhed — Hortenfi foliis non aculea~ 
tis F aculeatis by Ca/p. Baubine, and 
Carduus fativus fpinofus F not fpino-

Jus by Fohn Bauhine. It is too com- 
monly known to want further de- 
{cription ; but altho’ it is by fome 
accounted a diuretic, and good a- 

ainft the jaundice, yet it is'in e- 
een only as food; wherein it js 
valued for thofe virtues which be- 
long to this clafs. 

103. Corn, the Cornelian-tree, 
diftinguihed Sativa five domeftica by 
Fobu Bauhine. Its fruit chiefly 
tends to aftringe, cool, and agelu- 
tinate ; but common prattice as yet 
takes no notice of it. 

104.CoRONOPI,isa {fpecies of 
the Plantain, and diftinguifhed by 
Ray, Plantago foliis laciniatis; and 
_ by Fobn Baubine, Cornu cervinum 
vulgo Spica Plantagined, Buckhorn 
Plantain. It grows in fandy places, 
and is recommended for the fame 
virtues as belong to this clafs in ge- 
neral ; but it enters very little into 
the prefent prattice. 

105. Cory Le pon, called alfo 
Umbilicus Veneris, Navel-wort, dif- 
tinguifhed by Cafpar — major, and 
_ by Fohn Bauhine—vera radice tube- 
roa. It grows on ftones and walls ; 
and flowers in 4fri/. But altho’ it 
hath attributed to it the virtues be- 
longing to this clafs, it is but little 
regarded in our prefent Pharmacy, 

* tos. CrassuLz, otherwife 
called Fabaria, and by Caf. Bau- 
_ bine, Telephium vulgare, with many 
other diftinétions of no moment 3 
becaufe it is of no efteem in the pre- 
{ent pragtice ; altho’ recommended 
for the fame virtues as the preceding, 
with which it likewife agrees in 
kind. . | 

106. Crynoctossti, Hounds- 
tongue. It flowers in Fuly. ’Tis 
feck oncd to cool and incraffate ; and 
therefore has been ufed in catarrhs, 
fluxes, and gonnorheeas. It is not 

now much in ufe ; tho’ the Difpen- 
fatories have a pill from its name. 

107. GALLrY, diftinguithed Zy- 
‘teum and verum by the Bauhines ; 
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Ladies Bed:fraw. It-grows in dry 
rile 3 and flowers in Fune and 
July ; but tho’ it is by fome com- 
mended for confolidating and ftop- 
ping heemorrhiages, yet it is not now 
mich in ufe. ipa. 

108. GaLEOPSIs, Archangel, 
Tt flowers in May and June. There 
are many forts, but moftly the white 
is ufed in medicine. See Lemium, 
Ne er, 

109. GERanti, Cranes-Bill, 
diftinguifhed into Columbinum, called. 
alfo Pes Columbinus folio Malve ro- 
tundo, —Mofchatum cicute folio, and 
— Robertianum murale, called like- 
wife Gratia Dei ; which is the herb 
Robert of the Wall. But tho’ all 
thefe are recommended for virtues 
belonging to this clafs, yet they are 
feldom met with either in officinal 
or extemporaneous prefcriptions. 

110. Hor Mini, Clary. | This 
is diftinguifhed into__Aorten/é, which 
is alfo called Sclarea, and Gallity:.. 
chum fativum by the Bauhines, and 
— Sylvefire Lavendule folio, called 
by Fohn Bauhine, Selclarea Hifpani- 
ca. It flowers in Fune and Fuly. It 
is of a pleafant fcent, and is much 
in efteem amongft the good women 
for weakneffes they are fubje& to ; 
and chiefly the whites. The fhops 
have a fpirit under its nariie, which 
is drawn from an infufion of the herb 
in fpirit of wine, and is very plea- 
fant, and a good cordial. Efmuller 
will not have it give place even to 
Caffor, in hyfterical affeftions ; and 
affirms there is not a better remedy 
in cholics: but it is not now pre- 
{cribed to fuch purpofes. 

111. Musci Pixtp4 i, Cwp- 
Mofs. 'This, with fome other mofles 
of like kind, have been mightily in 
vogue amongft the good women for 
their childrens coughs ;. ut they 
have not obtained in officinal nor 
extemporaneous prefcriptions. Dr, 
Willis is the bett authority we have 
for their wonderful virtues ; and he 
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makes them almoft infallible, in that 
which is commonly called the Coza- 
Cough. 
112. Phantacinis, Plaintain, 
js diftinguifhed into /arifolia, called 
feptinervia ; and anguflifolia, Ot 
quinguenervia, fometimes, denomi- 
nated Rib-wort. ‘The Coroxopus is a 
fpecies of it, but the firft fort only 
is ufed in medicine. This flowers 
in May and Fune.. It is reckoned a 
ereat cooler and ftopper’ of fluxes ; 
particularly of blood ; whether from 


the nofe, mouth, or Urerus. It is ~ 


likewife accounted, as moft. others 
of this tribe, a great healer of frefh 
wounds.. Some have had ftrange 
notions of its refiting poifons ; and 
Tackius tells us, that.a toad, before 
fhe engages ‘with a {pider, will. for- 
tify herfelf with fome of this plant ; 
and that if fhe comes off wounded, 
fhe curés herfelf afterwards with it. 
113. SCOLOPENDRITI, Spleen- 
avert. ‘This plant, does not flower: 
it is the fame as the A/plenium and 
Ceterach of the fhops, but is little 
tifed in medicine ; tho’ it is aceount- 
ed binding and ftrengthening. _ For- 
inerly it has pafs’d for a detergent, 
~ and been reckoned fuch a fcourer, of 
the fpleen,. (from whence it 1s fup- 
pofed to come by the name of /p/een- 
avort) that, Diofcorides relates, by. 
fteeping it in hot vinegar, and drink- 
ing it forty days together, it has 
wafhed away the whole fubftance-of 
the fpleen...-.. ;. Be te hhh 
Flores, Flowers + ) 

~ pi4. Consouip&® Maj. Com- 
frey. ‘This is the fame plant as the 
Symphytum ; and blows in May. The 
name Con/olida is alfo given to fome 
other diftinGtions of plants ; ass— 
‘Media to the Bugle, — Minima to 
the common daily, and — Saracent- 
ca, to a fpecies of the Golden-rod, 
called’ Sarafens Confound : But thefe 
are very little required in Pharmacy,s 
tho’ the flowers of the greater com- 
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frey are ufed in a few fhop-compo- 
fitions. They are accounted good 
in feminal weaknefles particularly. 
‘Etmuller obferves them to be the on- 
ly ingredients of this tribe, which 
very gently loofen the belly.

or bread-tree. The manner of obtain- 
ing it fee in Dampier’s voyage, Vol. 1. 
Tt is accounted very nourifbing and re- 
frorative, efpecially for people of weak © 
‘fomachs, or thofe in confumptions, or 
Jubjecd to diarrheas, or fluxes of any 
kind.) ‘They are all very nourifhing 
in food. And‘ tho’ the particular 
management of fome of them in’ 
diet, may give them a place rather 
amongit the detergents, efpecially _ 
the oats ; yet they are more likely 
to increafe than diminifh the bulk 
of the folids, and therefore are 
ranged more properly under this 
head. In medicine they are’ little’: 
ufed; unlefs in fome particular in- | 
tentions they are preferibed in cata- — 
plafms, and outward applications. _

“gon. It is called Draco arbor by 
“Gerhard, Parkinfon, and the Bau- 


dines ; Efquaninth, by Hernandez 3 


‘and in Commelinus’s catalogue of the 


_  Amfterdam garden, it is intirled, Pa/- 
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ma prunifera foliis Yuece ~é qua fan- 
guis Draconis offic. ‘The fhops thew 
two. kinds of this drug, which dif 
fer only in finenefs ; the beft being 
wrapped up in flags. Many-are of 
opinion, that the prefent officinal 
dragon’s blood was the cinnabar of 
Diofcorides ; and that the cinnabar 
of the moderns was the Minium of 
the antients.. This gumiis Iikewife 
by fome thought to proceed from an 
_Arundo, ox cane plant ;" but the va- 
rious opinions of ‘naturalifts hereup- 
on, are not of moment enough to 
be recited here. It is experienced 
to be of an agglutinating quality ; 
and is prefcribed with fuccefs in mot 
fluxes and hemorrhages: «Its prin- 


cipal fhare in compofitions is in the — 


Lucatellus’s balfam, as fome. make 
it. *Tis efteemed a good ingredient 
likewife 11 ftrenthening plaiters. 

427. TrRacacanTul, Gum 
Dragant, or Tragacanth, is a gum 
from the goat’s thorn. That is beft 
which is whiteft and lighteft. It dif- 
folves ‘eafily in any aqueous menftru- 
um ; to which it will give the con- 
fiftence of a fyrup, in the fmall pro- 
portion-of a dram to a pint.’ It is 
{mooth and foftening, and there- 
fore good to obtund the acrimony 
of any humours; which makes it of 
fervice in fuch coughs as proceed 
from catarrhs and defluxions of ~ 
rheum. It is alfo very ftrengthen- 
ing in‘fome feminal weakneffes, and 
prevalent againft the whites in wo- 
men ; efpecially if tkilfully diflolved 
in rough red wine: in which form 
T have often known iit given in thofe 

cafes with good fucceds, 


Cortices, Barks of, 

128. Cassta Lienwet sm, Ca/- 
fia Bark. ‘This is a bark which by 
infufion, or a little boiling, runs ve- 
ry much into jelly: and is of the 
fame virtue with moft things of the 
like nature. ‘The trée from whence 
“it is produced, is called Camella Ma- 

G 3 favarica 
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lavarica &F Favanenfis, or Arbor Ca- 
nellifera Malabarica, whofe leaves 
are the officinal Ma/abathrum. ‘This 
bark very much refembles cinnamon 
in appearance and tafte, infomuch as 
to entice foine to ufe it in its ftead; 
being much cheaper, tho’ not by far 
fo good. In diftillation, the water 
drawn from it, ftinks of.an empyreu- 
ma; and in the compofition of an 
eleQuary, it will make it fo flimy 
as hardly to be parted into dofes for 
ufe. Galen took this and cinnamon 
to be both the bark of the fame 
tree ; as many others likewife have 
done ; but very unjuftly : For their 
difference is too manifeft to want 
any arguments to refute fach a con- 
jecturé.

_. 130. Bunias, is the Napus dulcis 
feu fativus of the fhops, as defcribed 
by Gerhard, and the Bauhines : its 
feeds are blackifh, of a biting tafte, 
and enter into fome officinal com- 
pofitions. Schroder fays they dry, 
and are enemies to venery ; but 
modern practice takes little notice 
of them, 


131. Grasti, Woad. This is 


cultivated in many inland countries, 
and is much ufed indying. ’Tis 
what the ancient Britozs ufed to 
paint themfelves with. It is not 
much ufed in medicine, but account- 
ed very aftringent, and effectual in 
ftopping hemorrhages. 


132. GNAPHALII, Cudweed, | 


diftinguifhed — Vulgare majus, and 
Germanicum, by the Bauhines; and 
_ Minus, frve herba impia, by Ger- 
. bard. Jt grows in dry places, and 
. flowers in Fune. It is drying and 
aftringent ; and recommended in 
dyfenteries, hemorrhages, and all 
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of Comfrey. Thefe are more effica- 
cious in this intention, than the 
flowers above taken notice of. ‘They 
are fometimes made into a conferve 
in the fhops; but fuch flimy or glu- 
tinous bodies are very imprudently 
work’d up into fueh forms ; becaufe 
the fugar, in a little time, deftroys 
that very texture from. whence their 
medicinal virtues arife. ‘This root 
is‘very conveniently boil’d up into a 
jelly ; and if it be a little {weetened, 
as it is ufed, is not at all amifs. It 
is very ftrengthening, and good 
againit all fluxes whatfoever ; but 
particularly feminal weaknefles : 
and where the virulency is removed, 
it is excellent in old gleets ; and to 
ftop the whites in women.

133. HERNIARI#, Rupture- 
wort. Itis intitled Herniaria gla- 
bra, in the Oxford catalogue ; and, 
by Cafp. Bauhbine, Polygonum minus 
feu millegrana major. \t flowers in 
Fune and Fuly, Schroder commends 
it in a diabetes ; fays it helps to dif- 
folve the ftone, and abfterges the 
mucus from the ftomach, and other 
parts, where it is apt fometimes to 
colleét in too great quantities ; and 
that it purges choler, and is there- 
fore good in the jaundice. But its 
chief ufe is in plaifters and oint- 
ments to be applied outwardly a 
gainft ruptures ; upon which ac- 
count Hollerius had it in great 
efteem. :

tice of by botanifts, but not worth 


-enumeration here; becaufe thefe 


only are referred to by modern pre- 
{criptions ; and of thefe. chiefly the 
firft, which flowers in July. Tt is 
juftly efteemed a ftrengthener of the 
ffomach, and is of great fervice in 
taking off naufeoufnefs and reach- 
ings to vomit; as alfo in ftopping 
fluxes of the belly. Its fragrant 
{cent makes it enter into many com- 
pofitions as a cephalic. There are 
{everal medicines made of it in the 
fhops ; but. the fpirit, the ‘diftilled 
water, and the fyrup (which is a 
compound) are -the principal. In 
the forementioned cates, it is ufed 
with good fuccefs in fomentations, 
outwardly applied with hot cloths 
to the ftomach and belly. It is alfo 
plaifters 
for the fame purpofes. 

135. MinLeFouii, Yarrow, is 
diftinguifhed — Vulgare album, by 
Cafpar, and — Srratiotes pennatum 
terrefire, by Fohu Bauhine. It flow- 
ers in Fune. This plant is not much 
in ufe ; yet Schroder highly extols it 
for a drier and an aftringent; and 
fays it relieves hemorrhages, and 
defluxions of all kinds; whether of 
the nofe, womb, bowels,  freth 
wounds, {pitting of blood, vomitting, 
diabetes, €7c. and commends its 
outward ufe in ruptures, and all 
manner of weaknefles. 

136. PIMPINELL&, Burnet, or 
Sanguiforba minor hirfuta &F levis 
of Ca/p. Baupine. It grows on hilly 
paftures ; and flowers in July and 
Auguft. It is hot, drying, and a- 
itringent ; yet by the former quali- 
ties it obtains a place alfo amongtt 
the detergents; as it has a quick 


pungency on the palate ; fo that ’tis 


aid to open, attenuate, and pro- 
mote fweat; that it cleanfes the 
liver, kidneys, and lungs ; diffolves 
the ftone ; is good 10 ftranguries, 
and helps in cholics: that it is ex- 


— «éeilent in the Lues /, enerea 3; and an 


*F 
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admirable antidote again{t the mer- 
curial poifons : that it takes freckles 
off the face, eafes the tooth-ach, 
and ripens {wellings. But notwith- 


ftanding thefe wonderful virtues a- 


{cribed to it by Schroder, and fome 
others; it is almoft wore out of 
practice, and now in no great e- 
iteem. 

137. QuERcYs, Oak. ~The 
tops or buds are diftilled; and the 
water agcounted a good aftringent 
and ftrengthener ; but very unjuitly, 
as we fhall further fee in the next 
part, under the divilion of Difilled 


-Waters. ‘They are of no other ufe 


in medicine, that I know of, and 
are not in any of the fhop-compo- 
fitions. . 

138. SanicuLa, Sanicle, cal- 
led alfo Diapentia. It grows in 


* woods and hedges,-and flowers in 


June, when it ought to be gather’d, 
It heats, dries, and aftringes. But 
we find it in compofition chiefly a- 
mongft the vulneraries, in which in- 
tention it is accounted a very good 
Ingredient. 

139. Urtrica, Nettls. Thefe 
are diffinguifhed into —Urens wul- 
garis, the common. ftinging nettle, 
and—Romana five mas cum globulis, 
The—Mortua is the Lamium, which 
fee under that. word. They are 
placed under this clafs, for their . 
known properties in flopping hz- 
morrhages; and particularly fpit- 


‘ting of blood, and bloody urine; 


the roots efpecially: yet they are 
commended in other intentions, and 
are accounted diuretics, and break- 
ers of the ftone in the bladder. 
They are faid to have a fingular 
property in removing the narcotic 
impreflions of hemlock and hen- — 
bane, Their ufe in compofition is 
very little: The feeds are oftenett 
prefcribed.

ufed in. many compofitions pf that 
intention, ‘They are very fervice- 
able in diarrhceas, and for fuch 
cafes are frequently ufed in firength- 
ening glyiters. 


141. RosarRuM RUBRARUM, 


Red Rofes. Thefe blow in May and 
‘¥une. They are fufficiently known 
to all perfons. What are ufed in 
the fhops, unlefs for the diftilled 
water, and the Me/ Rofarum, are the 
buds before they quite blow ; be- 
caufe then they are much rougher, 
and more aftringent.' The conferve 
made of them is defervedly in great 
eftéem ; but the common notion of 
its being the better for age, isan 
error: for their aftringency, which 
arifes from the folidity and afperity 
of their component parts, very much 
decays by long lying in the fugar, 
which mellows and foftens them. 
They are good in almoft all dif- 
tempers of the lungs; and particu- 
larly in defluxions of rhedm, and 
fpitting of blood. A very ftrong 
tincture of them greatly helps the 
efficacy of the bark in intermitting 
cafes; and is an excellent. pleafant 
julep. The conferve is judged ufe- 
ful in inflammations of the eyes, 
applied. outwardly : and the leaves, 
fteep’d in vinegar, are accounted 
good for the head-ach, being ap- 
plied to the temples. Lnaitden 


FruGus, Fruits of, - 

i142, BARBERIS, Barberriet. 
The: tree, or ;bufh producing thefe, 
was the Oxyacanta of the antients, 
. and particularly of Galex, who fre- 
quently mentions it under that 
name, They are fit to gather a- 
bout autumn ; and are of a delight- 


\ 
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ful, cooling, aftringent tafte. ‘They 
are chiefly ufed in conferve; they 
very agreeably quench thirft, and 
fortify the ftomach ; and’ are good 
in diarrhoeas and dyfenteries. 

14%. CasTANE®, Chefnuts. 
The tree producing thefe is fuffici- 
ently known. ‘They are account- 
ed aftringent, particularly the outer 
fkin; but the prefent practice takes 
no notice of them. 

144. Cy DONTOR UM, Quinces, 
alfo called Mala Cotonea by Gerhard, 
the Baubines, and others. This is 
a very delicious fruit, which ripens 
at the latter end of the fummer. 
They are very rough and aftringent, 
eaten raw. They mightily cool 
and. ftrengthen the ftomach; re- 


move naufeoufnefs, and ftop fluxes 


of the belly. For thefe purpofes 
they are much in ufe, efpecially 
their juice made into a fyrup, which 
is both very pleafant, and agree- 
ably aftringing. The juice will keep 
a whole year very good, with oil 
upon it, in the manner that wine is 
kept in flafks: and it is much better 
to preferve it fo, and make the fy- 
rup often ; for all aftringents rot or 
mellow by lying long in compofi- 
tion with fugar; fo as to lofeina 
great meafure their efficacy. The 
compound fyrup of mint is much 
the better for what it receives from 
this juice. Evmuller, after his ufual 
way of talking, afcribes the aftrin- 
gency of this fruit to an acid auftere 
falt, with which it abounds. Some 


of the antients accounted it an anti- 


dote for fome particular poifonous 
qualities in hellebore. The feeds, 
bruifed well with an aqueous liquor, 
afford a good mucilage, which is 
excellent in fome foreneffes of the 
mouth ; and anfwers likewife all the | 
intentions of the preceding clafs. — 
‘145. C vypress1 Nuces, Cy- 
prefs Nuts. hefé are little ufed in 
inward compofition ;. but enter 
fome of the itrengthening plaifters, 
ah

as they are accounted auftere, rough, 
‘and aftringent. 

146. GatL#, Galls, Thefe 
are the production of the Quercus 
Gallam ferens, the gall-oak, which 
grows much in Huzgary, and-{ome 
parts of ftaly. They are a kind of 
excreméntitious tubercles, in which, 
according to the opinion of fome, 
are hatched particular infects. They 
likewife’ hold the fame rank as the 


former, and are ufed in little elfe 


befides the Emplaftrum ad Herniam. 
Their ufe'in trying the fteel-water, 
is fufficiently known to all. 
the fame property it is, that they 
make fo necefiary an ingredient in 
writing-ink. They are accounted 
effectual in {topping hemorrhages ; 
and therefore ink is put-up the nofe 
to ftop bleeding. : 

147. Guanvdes, Acorns. Thefe 
are pretty much of the fame kind 
* and quality as the two former. Some 
will have them to be ftrong carmi- 
natives, and grate them into warm 
liquors ; like ginger, and other fpi- 

ces, to. expel wind. | 
“148, GRanatorumM, ,Pome- 
_granates, called by many botanifts 
‘the Malus Punica, or Carthaginian 
apple. . Its different parts are diffe- 
rently denominated, as the flowers 
Cytini, and the peel. Malkcorium, 
This isa delightful fruit, not much 
differing in its medicinal virtues 
from quinces. The juice is pre- 
f{cribed in weakneffes of the fto- 
mach and’ bowels; and removes 
naufeoufnefs, vomiting, and fluxes : 
it is reckoned alfo a good.cooler in 
fome inflammatory fevers. Its ufe 
in the fhops is chiefly in the fyrup of 
mint. 3 | 
149. Mes Pius, Medlars. 'Thefe 
are the fruit of a tree cultivated in 
fome gardens, tho’ little ufed in 
medicine ; but in diet they are a 
_ grateful fruit, tho’ not eatable till

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150. Morxz, Mulberries. Thefe 
are the fruit of a well known tree, 
and are grateful, cooling, and aftrin- 


‘gent. . ‘They are ufed only in a fy- 


rup, which is very pleafant, and 
makes ‘a mighty good ‘gargarifm, 
with any fimple cooling water; for 
which it is moft in ufe. 

ist. Myrvi Bacca, Myrtk- 
berries. '‘Thefe are the fruit of the 
common Jalan myrtle, and they 
are very rough and aftringent. They 
are not much in compofition for 
inward ufe; the fyrup is the chief ; 
but they enter feveral of theftrength- 
ening plaifters. ‘The fyrup is e- 
fteemed good againft abortion ; and 
is ufed in fluxes of all kinds. 

192. Myrritut, Hurtle-ber- 
ries. ‘Chefe are of different kinds; 
but the Vitis Idea foliis oblongis cre- 
nalis frudiu nigricante of Cajpar, 
and Idea frudéunigro of Fohn Bau- 
ine, is the fort referred to by the 
new catalogue of our College; 
which are called alfo Vaccinia, black 
whortles. They grow in ftony 
grounds, and are cooling and aftrin- 


‘gent ; but little ufed in. modern 


pharmacy. . 
153. PRUNELLORUM SyYL- 
vest. Sloes. Thefe are the fruit 
of a particular thorn-tree, which 
is the fame as the Acacia Germanica ; 
the infpiffated juice whereof is fome- 
times fold for the true Egyptian Aca- 
cia. We have in the fhops a con- 
ferve made with them; which with 
care is a very good one. For this 
purpofe they are to be gathered be- 
fore they begin to wither and mel- 
low uporf the trees; for after they 
are froft-bit, as the country people 
call it, and*made fit for eating, they 
are not fo rough; and confequent- 
ly not fo fuitable for this intention 
in medicine, an 
154.RuBiIp #1, Rafberrics, 
are the fruit of a particular bramble, 
differing not much from the Rubus 
Steaua iiarn ta tlieme iy Co:

wulgaris frufu nigro, the black-ber- 
ry, unlefs in colour; and thefe are 
diftinguifhed by both the Bauhines, 
kdeus fpinofa fru@u rubro. 'Thefe 
‘ripen about Fuze. ‘They are much 
fike the mulberries for their medi- 
cinal virtues ; but fomewhat rough- 


er, and of a more fragrant flavour.’ 


They aré ufed chiefly in a fyrup, 
which is Jikewife much prefcribed 
in gargarifms; and is reckoned 
good againft vomitings, and loofe- 
nefs of the belly. : 

155. SoRBI, Services: are the 
fruit of a tree cultivated in the gar- 
dens, and diftinguifhed Sorbus fati- 
wa, wel legitima, in oppofition to 
the Cretago, or Sorbus torminalis of 
Theophrafius and Pliny; characteri- 
zed by—Apii folio fylvefiris non fpi- 
nofa, the wild fervice-tree. ‘Thefe 
are much of the fame kind as med- 
lars, and as little known in medi- 
‘eine; tho’ as much valued in diet 
for the fame qualities. 

156. Pini Cont, Pine-Apples. 
The tree producing thefe, is the 
Pinus fativa five domeftica of Ger- 
hard, diftinguifhed Offculis duris, 
foliis oblongis, by fohn Bauhine, in 
oppofition to the — Sylveffris feu 
vulgaris Genecenfis, the mountain 
pine, whence turpentine, frankin- 
cenfe, €fc. are procured’; and the 
— Maritima, a fea-pine, alfo taken 
notice of by botanifts. /Thefe are 
not different in their virtues from 
cyprefs nuts; and about as much 
ufed in compofition, for the fame 
purpofes. 


Succi infpiffati, Juices ; 

157. Acacta, Thorn - Tree, 
There are three kinds of this men- 
tioned by botanic writers; one is 
from the Prunus fylvefiris, or Aca- 
cia Germanica, which is the floe- 
tree, or black -thorn: another is 
from the Cyti/us /pinofus, or Acacia 
trifolia, trefoil acacia ; but the laft 
and true fort for medicinal ufes, is 
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from the Spina Eg yptiaca, diftin- 
guifhed by Herman in his catalogue 
of the Leyden garden — foliis fcor- 
poides leguminofe, filiquis albis com- 
preffis, Likmo interceptis, floribus lu- 
teis ; Which is the Mirgueth of Her- 
nandex, the Egyptian thorn. It is 
very auftere and binding ; and there- 
fore powerful in all fluxes. Upon 
what, account it makes an ingredi- 
ent in the Theriaca, is not eafy to be 
guefs’d ; as bearing no, refemblance, 
either in fmell ox tafte, to any in- 
gredients of that tribe. 

158. HyPocisTiDIs, is the 
in{piffated juice of a tree, ‘or fhrub, 
called alfo Orobanche, the holly- 
rofe. It is divided into male and 
female, the former of which only is 
the Ciffus Hypociftidem ferens, and 
diftinguifhed — Mas folio oblongo in- 
cano by Ca/p. Bauhine. Diofcorides . 
gives a very particular defcription 
of this fhrub,, too long to infert 
here. The officinal juice is black- 
ifh, and fhines like the beft Spanif> 
juice of liquorice. It is reckoned 
more powerful in its aftringent qua- 
ae than the foregoing. But it is 
ufed in few officinal compofitions ; 
and never in extemporaneous pre- 
{criptions. ; 

169. BITUMEN JuUDAiICUM, 
Fews-Pitch. Its ufe in medicine 
hardly makes it worth inquiring in- 
to; being found but in one or two 
compofitions of the fhops, and ne- 
ver ordered for any one intention in 
common practice. See A/phaltus. 


Cortices, Barks of, 

160. Crnnamomt, Cinnamon, 
is the bark of a tree called Cane//a 
Zeilantaca by Cafpar Bauhine ; Lau- 
rus LeilaniacaBaccis caliculatis Her- 
manni by Ray, and is the Cuurdo of 
Pifo. This, as was obferved before, 
under the Caffa bark, was by the 
antients confounded with that: but

' the palate; whereas the other is 
quite fly. This is not only an 
admirable . aftringent, and a great 
ftrengthener of the ftomach and 
bowels, but alfo a goad cephalic. 
There are no kind of defluxions or 
weakneffes but what it is of fervice 
in. It affords an oil which will 
fink in water, and is of great efteem, 
and much prefcribed in extempora- 
neous practice. But its dearnefs 
fubjeéts it very much to adultera- 
tion ; which is generally done with 
a mixture of oil of cloves or clove- 
bark ; which are alfo fpecifically 
heavier than water ; for otherwife 
the cheat would eafily be difcover- 
ed. The beft way to know its 
_ goodnefs is by diluting it; which 
may be done by dropping it upon 
fugar, and then eifolying it in {mall 
{pirit.. For before it is fo managed, 
its extraordinary heat upon the 
tongue will not fuffer one to difcern 
its true tafte; but when it is thus 
diluted, it eafily difcovers any fo- 
_ reign mixture. [This oil has of late 
been made genuine in England, from 
the common cinnamon of the fhops; fo 
as far to exceed that ufually brought 
hither from Holland. ] 

161. GRANATORUM, Pome- 
granates, called allo Malicorium. 
‘This is reckoned much more aftrin- 
_ gent than the juice, already taken 
notice of. It is therefore much or- 
dered in decoctions againft gonor- 
_.rheeas, and fluxes; and often in 
aftringent glyfters ; tho’ its {hare in 

the fhop-compofitions js but little. 

’ 162. QuERCUS, Oak... This 
_ has not a place any where in the 
Difpenfatories that I know of; yet 
it is a powerful aftringent, The 
chief medicinal ufe it is put to, is 
_in warm baths, for fuch as are cut 
for the ftone; into which they are 
put in a proper .veffel, until the 
wound heals. To which purpofe 


it is of general ufe amongft litho- 
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tomifts, From its great aftringen- 
cy, and its affinity, upon that ac-’ 
count, with the Peruvian bark, 
fome imagine it will prevail againft 
intermittents ; but there do not ap- 
pear any inftances of trial to fup- 
port fuch a conjeture., 

163. Superis, Cork-tree. This 
hath a place given it here, only in 
refpect to the new catalogue of the 
College; tho’ it cannot be learned 
ever to have been ufed for any me- 
dicinal purpofe.

164. BistortTa, Bifort, or 
Snakeweed, diftinguifhed — Major 


rugofioribus foliis, by Fobn, and — 


Radice minus intorta, by Cafpar Bau» 
hine. This grows in feveral parts 
of Exgland, in low grounds. Its 
root only is of ufe ; and this is very 
aftringent ; and therefore ufed a-' 
gainft all kind of fluxes. It is bett 
in decoction. It is accounted good 
againft vomiting, {pitting of blood, 
and all hemorrhages. It paffes with 
fome alfo for an alexipharmic, and 
is reckoned to promote {weat; for 
which reafon it is, that we fome- 
times find it in compofitions and 
prefcriptions of that intention. 
165. TORMENTILL.A, Tor 
mentil, diftinguifhed — Vulgaris by 
Parkinfon, and Sylveftris by Ca/par 
Bauhine. It grows in pafture grounds, 
and flowers in Fuze. No part of 
this plant. is ufed in medicine but 
the root... Altho’ this is moft noted 
for its binding qualities, »yet it is 


-ranked amongft the alexipharmics 


likewife ; and is of great efteem in 
malignant cafes, attended with any 
flux, either of the bowels, or the 
womb; all.which it is reckoned to 
reftrain.. Schroder fays there is not 
a better vegetable grows than this, 
for all fuch intentions. It agrees 
mighty well with the white drink, 
bes changes its colour to a very 

 . agreeable.

agreeable red ; and much increafes 
its efficacy in checking a loofenefs in 
the meafles, fmall-pox, or fevers. 
166. OsmunD#& REGALIS, 
Ofmund Royal, is a f{pecies of the 
fern, and diftinguifhed by Ca/par 
Bauhine, Filix florida, ramofa, non 
dentata; and by ‘ohn Bauhine — 
Floribus infignis. It is to be nret 
vith in marfhes. ‘The root is the 
only part of it ufed in medicine. 
Schroder reckons it of a mix’d tem- 
perament; and fays it deterges, 
and is fubaftringent. It is moft in 
efteem for reftraining the whites in 
women, and ftrengthening the 
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womb. It paffes with fome almoft 
for a fpecific in the rickets ; but 
how it fhould do great -feats that 
way, does not appear from any of 


its fenfible’ qualities. Some efteem | 
it very powerful in difperfing bruifed — 


blood, and taking away the black- 
nefs that arifes therefrom : and Myx- 
ficht made it the bafis of a cata- 
plafm for fuch purpofes. But, not- 
withftanding thefe many virtues, it 
grows out of ufe, and is now in ve- 
ry few fhop medicines ; and hardly 
ever occurs in extemporaneous pre- 
{criptions,

“It is not, nevérthelefs, capable of 
“© itfelf of abfolutely curing the ve- 
* nereal difeafe without the affiftance 
‘ of mercury ; though it greatly pal- 
“*liates the fymptoms, efpecially in 


‘ 
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“hot countries ; but joined to mer- 
‘cury, the fame is thereby deter. . 
© mined to the fkin, and thence ren- 
‘ dered capable of eradicating cuta- 
“neous poxes, which refift {alivati- 
© ons, and all other methods: hither- 
‘to known. © In thefe cafes, the 
“€ deco&tion or extraét fhould be ufed, 
“and given continually with fuch a 
‘ proportion ofmercury,as maybe re- 
* tained in the habit, without forcing 
“its paflage through ‘the inteftinal or 
© falival glands,to which the guiacum, 
‘if the patient be kept warm, will 
‘contribute much to hinder.’ [To 
have its full virtues by decoftion, if 
Jeould either be frefo, or very long 
“boiled. 

172. SassaFrRas. It is the 
‘wood of a very large tree, which — 
grows in Florida, Virginia, &e. It 


‘is ‘of an aromatic {cent ? fome com- 


pare it to fennel. © Yoh Bauhine 
‘calls it Lignum Pavanum} and Ca/- 
par Boubiné diftinguifhés \it—ex Flo. - 
rida ficulneo foko, from the place it: 
is brought from ; and'it is ‘the 42- 
‘bubia of Pifo. It is very ‘drying and 
hot, tho” not quite fo much as the’ 


‘Guaiacum, Itis ufed in all the fame

tions, than in the {hop-medicines ;

173. The bark of Guaracum, 
is fo much of the fame virtue with 
the wood, as to need no particular 
account., They are given promif- 
cuoufly in the fame intentions. 

174. The bark of Sassarras, 
is alfo as agreeable to the nature of 
its wood, [but much fironger in vir- 
tue. } 


Radices, Roots of, 

175. Coin 2, China. This 
root comes from the country, whofe 
name it bears; it is alfo brought 
from. New Spain, and moft of it 
we have now from Perz; which is the 
true officinal fort; and diftinguifhed 
by Occidentalis, in oppofition to the 
former, called —— Orientals ; and 
Smilax. afpera Chinenfis Lampatum 
aiGa; as the latter is Smzlax viticu- 
lis afperis Virginiana, folits anguftis, 
levibus, multis auriculis predita ; 
which is the Lupicanga Brafilienfibus 
of Pifo, and Oklacatzan Pabhuatca- 
nica of Hernandez. That is ac- 
counted beft which is white within, 
light and mealy. It is drying, and 
‘promotes perfpiration ; for in many 
of thofe inftances, where antient au- 
thors fpeak of thefe things being di- 
aphoretic, they can be underftood 
only of infenfible perfpiration ; for 
the largeft dofes will not procure any 
vifible effect. It is reckoned like- 
wife to be difcutient, aperient, and 
hepatic ; but it is certainly good in 
all nervous cafes which proceed from 
too much humidity, and may de- 
ferve to be recommended, as it much 
is, in the gout, and fome kinds of 
the palfy. It comes in for,an anti- 
venereal upon the fame foot as fome 
of the fore-mentioned woods. Be- 
guinus, in his Tyrocinium Chymicum, 
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is at the pains to make an effence 
of it; and the great Ve/alius wrote 
a treatife concerning it. Brafavolus 
alfo fays a great deal concerning its 
virtues, in his treatife de Morbo Gal- 
lico. 

176. SARSAPARILL&, Sarfa, 
or Sarfaparil, ‘This comes from the 
Weft-Indies. Nicolaus Monardus fays 
there are three forts ; one from New 
Spain, which is very flender and 
pale ; another from the Honduras, 
which is of a darker colour, and 
thicker ; and athird from the pro- 
vince of Quito, near Guiaquil, which 


is the darkeft and thickeft of all. But 


notwithftanding thefe diftinctions, it 
is much queftioned, whether this dif- 
from the preceding 
or not; and botanilts much con- 
found them by their charaterifticks. 
Parkinfon calls this, Smilax Afpera 
Peruana; Cafpar Bauhine, Afpera 
Peruviana, five Sarfaparilla ; others, 
Viticulis Afperis Virginiana folio be- 
deraceo, leni, Zara nobilifima; and 
Sarfaparilla, Brafilienfibus lupicanga ; 
by Hernandez intitled Mecapatlh Jeu 
Zarca-parilla; tho’ the roots vaftly 
differ in figure and bulk. That 
farfa is moft in efteem now, which 
is whiteft within, and lighteft ; but 
not fo dry as to run into powder, 
like what is rotten. Itis accounted 
abforbent, and a great fweetener, and 
much in ufe with fome for a kind of 
tea, which they conftantly make 
with it, and drink with or without 
milk, like the common teas. Some 
much queftion whether there be real- 
ly any medicinal virtues in this root, 
becaufe it difcovers little in ‘tafte, 
fmell, or tinéture ; and fufpeét it to 
have got into efteem only as many 
other things have done of very little 
worth, by their bearing a good 
price, and. being, brought a great 
way. There is a great deal of it in 
the Balfamum Polychrefion of the 
London Difpenfatory ; but to what .

of Hartfborn. ‘This is much more 
in efteem amongft family doétreffes, 


than in the fhops; altho’ it is ufed - 


there too upon many accounts ; but 
what moft gives it a title to this 
place, is that jelly which it is eafily 
boiled into in common water, and 
is accounted very nourifhing and 
ftrengthening. Thofe who make it a 
trade to rafp it for ufe, have learned 
the art of mixing bone with it, to 
raife their profit; infomuch that it 
is hard to buy any now in the fhops 
' that has not a dath of it ; and fome, 
rather than turn away?a low-priced 
cuftomer, are provided with the 
fhavings of nothing but bone. The 
fame cheat is put upon us frequently 
in the burned hartfhorn, with which 
they mix feveral forts of bone, But 
as.for that which is the commonly 
fufpected fraud, of drawing the fpi- 
rit from them before they are burnt, 
and fo divefting them of their better 
part; they are not at all the worfe, 
were it fo: for if they are put frefh 
into the pot-maker’s kiln, where 
they are generally calcin’d, the fpirit 
is as much forced away, as in the 
chemical furnace. And all the dif- 
ference is, that in the former cafe it 
is diflipated into the air, and quite 
loft ; and in the latter, it is preferv’d 
bya proper receiver: for in both 
cafes the horn is robbed of it ; and 
-therefore, after the {pirit is drawn, 
it is (till as good for calcination as 
before.

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178. Rasura Exporis, Sha- 
wings of Ivory. This is much of the 
fame nature as the former, and boils 
in the fame manner into a jelly ; arid 
they generally come into compo- 
fition together upon the fame 
account. | 
-179. Sancuis Hirci, Goat's 
Blood. This is in-a few compofiti- 
ons under the fame intention as the 
former ; but it is not at all known 
in common prefeription; and is 
defervedly almoft forgot.

180. Ocun1 Cancrorvum, 
Crabs-eyes.. [Thefe are a flony con- 
cretion in the bead of the craw-fifp, 
and not the eye of the creature. } 
They are much ufed both in the 
thop-medicines, and extemporane- 
ous prefcriptions ; as indeed are moft 
of the fame tribe. ‘They are not 


only accounted abforbent and drying, 


but alfo difcuflive, and good againft 
the ftone. - . 

181. Carre Cancrorum, 
Crabs Claws. They are of the fame. 
virtue as the former. They have 
the greateft fhare in the compofition 
now fo much in ufe, under the name 
of Gafcoign’s powder: and which in 
the fhops has the title from them of 
Pulvis & cheltis compofitus. What is 
ufed, is only fo far of the tip of the 
claw as looks black; the reft is thrown 
away. ( 

182, Marcarrra, Pearl. 
Thefe are brought from’ feveral 
parts, but the Oriental are reckoned 
the beft; and of them, thofe which 
come from Perfia, They are not 
only the produce of. a particular 
oyfter, called Concha Margaritifera ; 
but of many other oyfters, mufcles, 
and fuch like fhell-fith. PZiny will 
have them to be generated by a 
dew ; but Yohannes Fabar contradits 
him, and alledges them to be only

morbid. excrefcencies; faying all 
Conche are leprous ; which opinion 
is received by moft ; and that they 
have no other Qualities than the 
fhells in which they are generated. 
They are very different in fhape and 
bulk. The whiteft and moft glitter- 
ing are moft in efteem. Some au- 
thors afcribe wonderful virtues to 
them ; and fay, they are not only 
the greateft cordials ; but alfo power- 
ful alexipharmies,. and_refifters of 
poifon. But fo far as they are ma- 
nifeftly abforbent, and deftroyers of 

. acidities, we are juftifiable in rank- 
ing them in this place. 


Of Minerals. 
Clafs I ; ! 


183. Lapis HAMATITES, 
Blood-fione. This is found in many 
‘-places in Germany, and in great 
plenty in England. It is very heavy, 
of a redifh iron colour, of ‘which 
metal it has a great deal in its com- 
polition ; it. being a true iron ore. 
It is cooling and aftringent.; and ge- 


nerally given in fubftance after it is - 


reduced into a fine powder. It is 
teckoned good in all hemorrhages ; 
and but little ufed in any other cafes. 
It is rarely found in compofiti- 
ons. The Heliotropium, ,alfo called 
Blood-ftone, and recommended for 
the fame purpofes, feems very diffe- 
rent, and is of a dufky green, ftreaked 
with red veins ; and this latter fort 
only feems to have been. the. true 
blood-ftone of the ancients; con- 
cerning which fuch ftrange things 
have been alledged. But the prefent 
practice gives’ very little into thofe 
opinions. : 

184. ALUMEN, Alum. Some 
authors mention feveral forts ; but 
the Alumen Rupeum, or roch alum, 
is made of an alum mineral mix’d 
swith urine and kali. It is extreme- 
ly rough and aftringent ; as every 
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one finds who taftes it. It is apt.to 
provoke vomiting, by” vellicating 
the fibres of the ftomach very much ; 
upon which account it is not much 
ufed inwardly ; and then not with- 
out fome.fmooth aromatic ingredients 
in compofition with it. I had it 
from a very worthy perfon, that he 
had cured a great many poor peo- 


‘ple in the country of agues, with 
a large nutmeg, and its equal weight 


of alum, powdered and divided. in- 
to three dofes, giving one every 
morning fafting ; and that it never 
failed : -but upon fome trials I have 


' been difappointed ; altho’ it has 


anfwered in many inftances ; but 
moftly I have obferved in ftrong 


tough conftitutions ; for it is offen- - 


five to the ftomach at firft taking. 
The rationale of this will fomewhat | 
appear, when we come to confider © 


the operation of the bark inthe like 


cafes, This is likewife ufed out- 
wardly in fome aftringent lotions, 
and enters into fome compofitions — 
as a very good dentifrice, and 
preferver of the gums.

185, Creta, Chalk, Renodeus 
takes notice of three forts, and others 
of more ; but we know of none but’ | 
the white; efpecially as ufed in 
medicine. This is very aftringent, | 
and ufed fometimes as fuch, tho’ very , 
imprudently in gonorrhceas ; and for 


‘that purpofe there is a compofition 


in the Difpenfatory that bears the 
name of Pil. de creta. Its moft ex- 

perienc’d virtue is in removing that 
uneafinefs at the ftomach, which 

is commonly called the heart-burn. 

Some commend it in drying of old 

ulcers ; but that does not feem'to be 

a very rational practice. 

186. Botus ARMEWA, “- 
menian Bole. Vhis isa natural earth, ~ 
and brought chiefly from Armenia,

whence it sakes its, name ; tho’ it is 
often improperly expreffed inEngiif, 
being ye called Bole Bilt 
Some conjecture, that it-has a {mall 
mixture of iron in its compofition. 
That which is of a palith red, foft, 
and. fattifh to the,palate, and ftrong- 
ly adheres to the. tongue, is the bett. 
Tt is’ very much adulterated in the 
fhops ; or at: leaft a great deal is 
brought there which is good for 
little. It is both a.noble altringent, 
and a vulnerary ; and therefore, with 
very good reafon, frequently found 
in_ the fhop-medicines, and often 
prefcribed for diarrhoeas, dyfente- 
ries, hzmorrhages, catarrhs, and 
all kinds of defluxions. It is likewife 
much ufed outwardly. in’ ftrength- 
ening plaifters, and) for luxations of 
the joints. ag i 
187. TerRA Japonica, Fa- 
panLEarth. Itisalfo called Catechu. 
Itis an infpiffated juice, and not an 
arth, as is manifeft from {everal 
confiderations ; but from.none more 
‘than its diffolving in water, and paf- 
fing with it thro’ a filtre, which an 
‘earth will not do. By Fapan earth, 
our apothecaries commonly under- 
Hand the plain extraét or juice ; and 
by, Catecki:, ‘the fame aromatized 
‘With mutk, ambergrize, and the 
dike. It is of a dark purple colour, 
_ very auftere upon the palate, feems 
;to melt, like the bole, in the mouth, 
_and leaves fomewhat. of a fweetith 
‘tafte behind it. It is famous for 
fopping fluxes of the belly ;, and is 
g6od in catarrhs. “Upon which ac- 
count it is in many compofitions ; 
and_ very often prefcribed in_thofe. 
intentions by the chief phyficians 
now in prattice. wit y ry 
188. Terra Lemwnra, Earth 
of Lemnos.  Amatus Lufitanus, con-

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alike in their medicinal virtues, and 
are ufed in the fame intention of 
drying and aftringing ; but they are 
neither fo good as the two former ;

‘much even. of the hardeft..marble, 
as to increafe their, weight fometimes 
to double the quantity ;. whereby 
the levigating materials frequently 
make a confiderable part of the 
medicine.

and, therefore their virtues muf . 


wholly depend upon the figures and 
bulks of thofe parts they are redu- 


ced to by preparation; which is a 


‘thing fo uncertain and precarious, as 
a careful perfon would not willingly 
truft to... Thefe feem to have got.a 
place in medicine, pretty much in 
the fame manner as gold, and fome 
other things which are very dear, 
more to countenance an extrava- 
gant price of a compofition, than 
to contribute any real efficacy 
thereto. “iii 
196. Corattium Rusperum, 
Red Coral. there are alfo Corals 
H of 
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of other colours ; but this is chiefly 
ufed in the fhops. Some naturalifts 
tell us, it grows at the bottom of 
the fea like a plant or fhrub, and 
that it is not fo hard as we have it, 
until it is gathered and brought’ up 
into the air, “The brighter ‘and 
higher the colour, the better it is 
accounted. Pliny fpeaks of it as 
found only in the Indian feas : but 
we have it'now from many parts 
of the Mediterranean ; and Naples 
is a great market for it. ‘This alfo, 
by its extraordinary hardnefs, car- 
ries along with it fome part of ‘the 
levigating ftones. It is a very good 
aftringent, and given with fuccefs 
in diarrhoeas, and defluxions of all 
kinds, It is likewife accounted a

at very probably ‘has obtained the

It" is 
ufed as a great dryer, and abfor-

attenuates ‘fuch humours, fo ‘4s to fit 
‘them for perfpiration. | It is alfo

It is hardly ufed in any other inten- 
tion in medicine, than as a vermifuge, 
for which purpofe it is very much 
commended. 

205. SEMINA SANTONICA, 
Worm-feed. 'This is the feed of.a 
wormwood brought chiefly from 4- 
lexandria in Egypt, entitled, Abfin- 
thium Santonicum Alexandrinum, by 
Cafpar, and Lumbricorum femen vul- 


‘gare &S Mathioli, by Fchn Baubine. 


They are hot, bitter, and drying ; 
‘and are prefcribed {carce in any cafe 
but againft worms ; which expe- 


‘rience fhews they are effectual in 


deftroying.

207, CITREORUM, Citrons. 
208. Limowwun, Lemons. 
Thefe are much of the fame kind.

SBC PesBV 4 
Of Balfamics. 


HAT paffes under this de- 

nomination, has a great 
fhare in the Materia Medica. But 
the term is fo general and lax, that 
we have brought this tribe into four 
fubdivifions. : 

Under Bal/amics feem to be com- 
prehended all that is meant by foft- 
ening, reftoring, healing, and clean- 
fing: to all which intentions there 
_ feems this neceflary requifite, in the 

parts of all bodies which are ufed 
therein, viz. that they be foft, 
yielding, adhefive: and by their 
fmallnefs have a ready getalicion 
to motion. It is not difficult to 
-forefee how many ends are to be 


anfwered by a medicine with al! 
thefe properties ; as likewife what a 
vaft progrefs they muft take in ma- 
ny inftances, before they can arrive 

at the intended fcene of action. 
For in thefe intentions, the feat 
of the complaint is moft commonly 
in the vifcera. Now it is’ certain, 
a medicine cannot come at any of 
thefe, but by the common convey- 
ance of the blood: and how long 
from its being taken into the fto- 
mach, it muft be before it can be 
prepared fot, and goes its circuit 
that way, every one knows, whois 
but indifferently acquainted with the 
animal ceconomy. And therefore,

tho’ the lungs are by their fituation 
fo near the ftomach, yet it muft be 
many hours before a medicine can 
arrive at them, after itis taken in 
by the ftomach; becaufe it muft 
pafs the ufual courfe into the laée- 
als, through all the meanders of the 
mefentery, and go up with the chyle 
into the fubclavian vein, and there 
fall into the blood, before they can 
come near the place it is intended 
for: and even then it has but the 
chance of coming thither in fuch a 
quantity as bears a proportion to the 
whole which comes into the blood, 
equal to that which the pulmonary 
artery bears to all the other arteries, 
into which the heart throws the 
blood in every pulfation. 
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But as.to any particular fubdivi- 
fion of this general term; a médi- 
cine given inwardly muft pafs thro’ 
confiderable alterations before it can. 
anfwer its end, even in the ftomach 
and bowels; and therefore nothing 
of this kind can be depended upon 
in a fingle or few dofes ; but 
muft be followed and repeated un- 
til the animal juices are fufficiently 
charged therewith to afford a con- 
tinual fupply, whether to any par- 
ticular part, or to the whole. We 
fhall the better underftand the ope- 
rations of thefe medicines from pro- 
per explanations under the feveral 
branches we have divided them 
mta. « |

Clafs x. Of Enzllients. 


Emouirents are fuch things 
as fheathe and foften the afperity of 
the humours, and relax and fupple 
the folids at the fame time: It is 
very eafy to conceive how both 
thefe are brought about by the fame 
medicine. na 

By what means foever, whether 
in the ftomach or ‘any other parts, 
the juices have obtained a fharpnefs 
ani afperity, fo as. to vellicate and 
render uneafy the fibres and ner- 
vous parts; which often happens ; 
thofe things which are {mooth, foft, 
and yielding, cannot but wrap up 
their points, and render them im- 
perceptible: whence they may gra- 
dually, by the proper courfe of cir- 
culation, be brought to fome.con- 
venient emunétory, without doing 
any injury by the way. Such parts 
liewife draw the fibres into fpafms, 
keep them too tenfe, and frequent- 
ly thereby occafion obftructions of 
the worft kind. In all fuch cafes, 
emollients lubricate and moiften the 
fibrés ; fo as to.relax them into their

Folia, Herbs or Leaves of, 

210. ALTH & &, Marfbmalhws, 
called alfo Bifmalva, and Ibifcus.. It 
grows on marfhy grounds, and 
flowers in Fuly and duguft. This 
plant affords a very foft mucilagi- 
nous fubftance in decoction ; which 
is therefore’ good in all complaints 
arifing from acrimony. Thus it is 
of great fervice in dyfenteries ; 
where the mucus of the guts is ab-. 

fe of cho- 

lics. It alfo greatly affifts in ob- 
ftractions. of the reins and. urinary 
paflages, from fandy concretions ; 
by lubricating the parts, and there- 
by making them yield better to the 
paffage and expulfion of fuch mat- 
ter: tho’ Etmuller will have it, that 
this is good in fuch cafes only by. 
obtunding and deftroying the acidi- 
ties from which fuch concretions 
arife ; and derides the notion of its 
lubricating the paflages; but cer- 
tainly

tainly with great injuftice. It is 
likewife good in ftranguries, and 
heat of urine ; and with fome per- 
fons is a great’ fecret in the gonor- 
rheea ; infomuch that they pretend 
to make a cure with it alone, if 
there be no~great aggravation of 
fymptoms. It is much ufed in gly. 
fiers, and fometimes in maturating 
cataplafms.. Mr. Ray mentions it 
as a pectoral; and it muft certainly 
be of fervice in fome tickling de- 
fluctions, and eafe the coughs thence 
arifing ; as alfo in pleurifies. 

211. Ber am, Beets. Thefe are 
diftinguifhed into white, which jis 
the Cicla off. ‘of Cafp. Baubine, the 
black, and red. But they are very 
little ufed, unlefs in the kitchen ; 
and chiefly the laft fort, which is 
reckoned cooling and emollient. 


212. BetTuL az, the Birch-tree.. 


This is commonly enough known ; 
a wine being made of its juice : 
Schroder {ays it cools, cleanfes, and 
is good in all nephritic ailments : 
but modern practice takes no notice 
of it in any intention. 

213. Matva, Mallows: dittin- 

ifhed —~ vulgaris flore majore, fo- 
ty finuato, by: Jobs, Dinbiae It 
flowers in May, and continues fo to 
do moft part of the fummer. It is 
_ of the nature of the former, but not 
_ reckon’d quite fo good. It is ufed 
very little either in oF Ae 
tions, or extemporaneous prefcrip- 
tion; unlefs among the good wo- 
men, with whom it is efteemed. for 
the gripes in children, and ufed fre- 
quently for that purpofe in their 
food. There is alfo a Ma/va ar- 
Lorea, diftinguifhed —Rofea “heb Jub- 
votundo, called the holy-oak ; but it 
is not ufed in medicine. = 

214. Mercuriatis, Mercu- 
ry; called alfo Bonus Henricus, and 
Tota Bona; diftinguifhed — Perennis 
Spinachia facie, by the Oxford fy\- 
Jabus ; and Lapathum un&uofum by 
Cafpar Bauhine. This is a fpecies 
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of the blite ; but there are various 


other. kinds, not worth mentioning 


here, becaufe not ufed in pharmacy. 
This flowers moft part of the fum- 
mer. It very gently relaxes the 
bowels, is foftening, and fomewhat 
deterfive, which makes it -be pre- 
{cribed fometimes in the jaundice, 
and obftruétions of the vifcera. It 
is likewife, as the former, ufed by. 
the nurfes in childrens victuals, a- 
gainft coftivenefs and the gripes. It 
is by feveral accounted a cleanfer 
of the womb ; being ufed outward~ 
i the form of a peffary. And 
ome will have’ it good againft ftea 
rility, both as a prefervative and a 
cure : but Etmuller rejects fuch a 
notion, as groundlefs This is a 
mighty ingredient in emollient gly. 
fters. Mr. Ray fays, its juice will 
wear away warts. In the fhopsa 
fyrup is made of it with honey ; 
which is ufed in little elfe but gly- 
fters.. ne | ) 
21g. PARTETARIZ ; called al- 
fo. Helxine, Pellitory. This grows 
much on old walls, and is therefore 
frequently called Pellitory of ihe 
wall, Etmuller fays, for that rea- 
fon it abounds with a nitrous falt, 
which, with its nitritious moifture, 
it draws from the lime in the mor- 
tar ; and that this gives it a deter. 
five quality ; and makes it good in 
the gravel, and obftructions of the 
urinary paflages. Its ufe is not ve- 
ty great, either in fhop-compofi- 
tions or prefcription ; unlefs in gly- 
fters, and fome external: applica- 
tions. . 
216. Tarpsr Barsarr; cal- 
led alfo Verbafeum, Mullen ; diftin- 
guifhed — Mas latifolium luteum by 
Cafpar Baubine ; and by the cata 
logue of the Oxford- garden, — Fo. - 
Wiis -inganis, mas latifolium, floribus 
luteis arée caulibus adberentibus, fi- 
we folits anguffis inter florem emanen- 
tibus.

217. Lamy, is theUrtica Mor- 
2u0 Dead Nettle, called alfo Galle- 
opfisyand Archangelica, Archangel. 
It is.diftinguifhed — album: non fa- 
tens, folio oblongo, by Cafpar, and 
Urtica iners, foribus albis, by fobu 
Baubize. There is alfo a—rubrum, 
which is the Galeopfis of Diofeorides, 
and a — luteum, called P/eudo-lami- 
um by Rivinus ; but thefe enter not 
into the modern pharmacy. The 
plant itfelf is in no ey efteem ; 
but the flowers, which blow about 
une, are chiefly in ule. They are 
accounted not only foft and lubri- 
cating, but alfo ftrengthening ; and 
are therefore given in fome female 
weakneffes, as the whites ; and in 
heat and difficulty of urine. A con- 
ferve is made of them in the fhops, 
~ but not often prefcribed ; and upon 
that account feldom to be met with 
frefh and good. 

218. Linr1oRUMALBORUM, 
White Lilies ; diftinguifhed — Flore 
ereZo, €F vulgare, by Cafpar Bau- 
bine.

z19. Fa nucr &C%, Fenugreek. 
Thefe, are very little ufed inwardly. 
They are very mucilaginous ; and 
therefore foften, relax, and heal: 
They are much ufed in emollient 
glyfters. Outwardly, they are in 
great efteem for ripening, difcuffing, 
and digefting tumours ; and hardly 
ever omitted in cataplafins of thofe 
intentions. ‘They are in the com- 
politions alfo of many of the fhop 
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plaifters and unguents for the fame 


- 220, Lin; Linfeed, or Flaxfeed. 
They are cooling, foftening, and 
healing. They yield a fine fmooth | 
mucilage in decoction; which is 
wonderfully good in erofions from 
acrimony, in defluxions of rheum, 
catarrhs, and tickling coughs ; as 
alfo in pleurifies, afthmas, and ma- 
ny diftempers of the breaft. The 
oil expreffed from them cold, is now 
in great efteem ; and’very much in 
the common pra¢tice ; not only in 
difeafes of the lungs, but in fome 
cholics, obftructions of the urinary 
paflages, and in all fufpicions of in-— 
ward ulcerations. It gently relaxes 
the bowels in moft conititutions. In 
glyfters, and external remedies, it 
is ufed in all the intentions of the | 
former. | 

221. CirrRuuvti, Citruls; dif- 
tinguifhed—Folio Colocynthidis fetto, 
Jemine nigro, quibufdam anguria, by 
Fohn, and—Anguria Citrullus dita, 
by Ca/par Bauhine. ‘This is one of 
the greater cold feeds. Befides thofe 
properties for which they are given 
a place under this ‘clafs, and for 
which they are in fome of the emol- 
lient compofitions. of, the fhops ; 
they are alfo accounted aperient and 
diuretic ; and prefcribed often where 
choler and acrimony abound. 
222. Cucumertis, Cucumber. 
Thefe are alfo amongft the greater 
cold feeds. They are not only cool- 
ing and emollient, but alfo reckon- 
ed abfterfive; and are ufed amongft 
diuretics. There is alfo a Cucumis 
Sylvefiris, feu Afininus ; whence the 
Elaterium is made; which fee under 
that word. | 

223. CucursBit &, Cucurbits, 
or Gourd; diftinguifhed— Major fe/- 
filis, flore albo, by Cafpar, and— 
latior folio molli, fore albo, by Fobu 
Bauhine (See the next article.} 

224. Meronum, Meloaus: 'Thefe 

are 
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are the two other of the greater cold _ 
feeds, and prefcribed in the fame 
intentions as the former. AMarhiolus 
fays, that the green leaves of the 
gourd applied to the breafts of ly- 
ing-in women, prevent too great an 
increafe of milk. And Schroder 
commends them in external inflam- 
mations, and pains of the gout ; and 
the melon feeds in thirft, ftrangu- 
ries, and heat of urine. 

225. Pzerponum, Pompions. 
Thefe are a fpecies of the former, 
but called pompion, or common 
‘melon; in diftin&tion from the o- 
ther, generally termed mufk-melon ; 
and they are both of the gourd 
kind ; the laft being diftinguifhed by 
John Baubine, Cucurbita foliis afpe- 
ris, five Zucca fore lutea. ‘Thefe 
are of the fame virtues as the for- 
_ mer, but not fo much in ufe. 

226. Sesamt, the oily purging 
grain; dillinguifhed — Semixe fufo 
&F albo, in Herman’s catalogue, and 
queftioned by fome whether it be 
the Ganglia, five Sefamum Africa- 
mum of Pifo. ‘The virtues of this 
are fo varioufly told by botanifts, 
that there is little dependence upon 
them; and the prefent pharmacy 
makes little ufe of it. 


FruGus, Fruits of, 

227. AMYGDALARUM DuL- 
ciuM, Sweet:Al/monds. 'Thefe are 
» of afoft, {weet, grateful tafte; and 
are cooling, healing, and nutrimen- 
tal. ‘They are much prefcribed in 
emulfions, in the common practice, 
and are good in all diforders from 
choleric and acrimonious humours. 
‘They cool and cleanfe the kidneys 
and urinary paflages ; and give eafe 
in.cholic pains, and all irritations of 
the bowels. . The oil. expreffed, 
which is fo well known, and fo fre- 
- quently in ufe, is a mighty fafe and 
good remedy in nephritic pains, and 
may be, given in large quantities ; 
for.it not only blunts and obtunds 
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the fharp points which irritate the 
mémbranes, but alfo relaxes and 
ftretches the paflages, fo as ve 

much to favour the expulfion of all 
fuch matter. E¢muller mentions a 
woman of his acquaintance, who 
could never drink wine without fal. 
ling into a dyfury, or making 
bloody urine ; which this oil infal- 
libly cured as often as it was takenz 
It is alfo in mighty efteem amongft 
nurfes, for coftivenefs and the gripes, 
in children ; infomuch that many 
give a {mall quantity of it as foon 
as the child is born. It is fometimes 
ufed in glyfters : but oils of a coarfer 
fort are generally made to ferve fuch ~ 
purpofes. et 

228. AVELLANA, Called alfo 
Corylus, the Hazel; and diftinguifh- 
ed in Cafpar Bauhine, by - Corylus 
Sylvefiris, the wood hazel. Antient 
botanic writers make a great many 
diftinétions of this tree, and afcribe 
many qualities to the different parts 
of the nut; but they are not worth 
recital here ; for modern prefcrip- 
tion takes no notice unlefs of the ex- 
prefled oil, and of that but very 
little. Rudandus afcribes fuch extra- 
ordinary virtues to an Oleum Ligni 
Heraclei, that it hath been difputed 
whether it was not made from this 
nut ; moft inclining to think fo, be- 
caufe this tree was firft brought into 
Greece from Heraclea in Pontus ; 
whence the nuts were called Nuces 
Heracleotice, and the tree Corylus 
Pontica: but that was the larger 
fort ; the nuts of which were diftin- 
guifhed by Sative rubefcentes & 
longe, the garden hazel, with ob- 
long reddifh nuts, called by us the 
filbert; but this is not of any great 
moment. 

* 228. Baranus MYREPSI- 
ca, Ben Nut. This is the Bararog 
pueajixd of Diofcorides; and the 
Glans.Unguentaria of Mathiolus. It 
hath likewife many other appella- 
tions amongft botanic writers, not

worth notice here. Mejue diftin- 
uifhes two kinds of this nut; one’ 
he calls the Ben Magnum, refem- 
bling 


the other the Bex Parvum, which

Thefe are much of the nature of al- 
monds.; and good in all the fame 
intentions; but are not near fo often 
prefcribed :° and’ the exprefied oil, 
which is fometimes ordered, is ge- 
nerally fupplied with that of fweet 
almonds ; as one is always in readi- 
nefs, and the other feldom drawn. 
They will neither of them keep 
long, efpecially in warm weather, 
without turning rancid; and there- | 
fore the new-drawn is much the 
beft. Many others of the fame 
kind, may ferve for the like pur- | 
pofes: but the former are in fo great 
plenty, that thefe are feldom ufed. 


Clafs 2. Of Refforatives. 


Thefe are not greatly different 
from thofe of the firft clafs in the 
fecond feétion. And therefore their 
manner of operation.may be ac- 
counted for much in the fame way ; 
only thefe are of a more fubtile and 
adhefive nature, whereby they pafs 
the fineft ftrainers, or fecretions, and 
enter into the nourifhment of the 
remoteft parts. All under this clafs 
are rather nutrimental than medici- 
nal ; and are more adminiftered to 
repair the waftes of the ‘conftitution, 
than to alter and redtify, its difor- 
ders. : Whatfoever can anfwer this 
end, muft be both. endued with a 
difpofition to enter into, and mix 
with, the moft fubtile of the animal 
fluids, and to fall into, and adhere 
with, fuch interftices of the folids, 
as have been wore away by action; 
and ftand in need of recruit. 


Folia, Herbs of, 
231. Apiantui Ausi, White 


Maiden-hair ; called alfo Ruta mu- 
raria, and Sakvia vite. It grows 
in many places in Exgland, chiefly 
on rocky ground. [/¢ zs a fmall 
low plant; feldom rifing above the 


height of two or three inches. Its 


* fialks are whitifh; and its leaves 


few, fiif, and roundifh, refembling 
thofe of rue.}  Itis ufed in decays of 
the lungs ;. and tkerefore enters 
much into the compofitions of pecto- 
rals, both in the fhops, and com- 
mon prefcription. It is alfo efteem- 
ed as an hepatic, and a remover of 
obftructions in the kidneys; and 
likewife a promoter of the menfes ; 
but it is not mnch ufed in thefe in- 
tentions. | | 

232. ApranTui Nrerti, Black 
Maiden-hair.. [This is called by 
Parkinfon, — nigrum vulgare, com 
mon black maiden-hair ; and diftins 


-  guifbed by C. Bauhine, — Foliis pul

234. Panter, Panic, defcribed 
—Germanicum, five Panicula mi- 
nore, by Ca/p. Baubine. They fow 
it in the fields in fome parts of Ger- 
many; and it is faid to ftrengthen 
the bowels and cure fluxes ; but our 
pharmacy takes little notice of WA 

235. ScaBrosa®, Scabious, de- 
{cribed pratenfis hirfuta, by Cafpar, 
and Major communior hirfuta folio ° 
laciniato, by Fobn Baubine. ‘This 
is mighty common in the fields, and 
flowers in Fuly: Ithas a great cha- 
racter amongit Difpenfatory writers ; 
but feems to grow much out of ufe, 
to what it has been. It paffes for a 
very good pectoral ; and does great 
things in afthmas and pleurifies ; 
and Etmuller gives it pre-eminence 
in inward abfceffes. It has a place 
alfo amongft the alexipharmics. But 
hardly any thing is in greater efteem 
for all cutaneous foulneffes ; upon 
which account, it is often met with 
in decoétions amongft fuch as are 
called fweeteners. ‘I‘here is a com- 
pound fyrup under its name in the 
fhops, but of very little ufe. he 

236. TRicnomanis, [Englifh 
Maiden-hair, or Maiden-hair of the 
Soops. Tis root confifts of fmall fibres, 
avhence fpring feveral long leaves, 
with a flender foining black fialk. It 
grows in jeady lanes, and on old tone 
buildings ; and is in perfection about 
September or October. "Tis com~ 
monly ufed inthe feops for the true 
Capillus Veneris, or maiden-hair 3 
as being to be had in greater plenty 
than that, It 7s accounted pectoral, 
reforative, and diuretic; and no bad 
Jubfitute for the true Capillus Vene- 
ris. 

e Tusstnacinis, Colf’ss 
fost, called alio Farfara, is an herb 
very commonly known. It flowers 
early in the {pring, before the leavés 

: . appear ; 
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appear ; which has occafioned fome 
perfons of conceit to call it Filius an- 


te Patrem. It is by all received as 


an excellent pectoral ; and enters 
many fhop-compofitions of that in- 
- tention; as well as frequently in 
éxtemporaneous prefcription. It 
makes a decoction {mooth and heal- 
ing. But Dr. Fuller, in his Medi- 
cina Gymnaftica, thinks fuch prepa- 
rations of it are not enough charged 
with the herb ; and is for having 
the decoé¢tions made with . it boiled 
to the confiftence almoft of a fyrup: 
which he commends for a wonder- 
ful. reftorative in waftings of the 
tungs, or confumptions. Liadanus 
valued it as a mighty fecret. in afth- 
mas ; and many commended it in 
fuch cafes to be fmoaked in the 
manner of tobacco ; which feveral 
put in practice, and think it good, 
fo ufed, againft defluctions of rheum, 
and fuperfluons humidities... Many 
“account it a good cooler and healer, 
outwardly far and Ermuller fays, 
he knew a woman who cured ulcers 
of the breafts with it. _ ; 

238. Vircm Aurem, Golden 
Rod; diftinguifhed — Angufiifolia 
minus fecreta, by Cafpar, and 
Vulgaris latifolia, by ‘Jobn Bauhine. 
Tt grows on hills, in woods ; and 
flowers in Fuly and Auguff. ‘This 
has been much commended, for- 
metly as a reftorative and a vulne- 
rary; and likewife for its diuretic 
and lithontriptic qualities ; and was 
alfo prefcribed in diarrhcea’s and dy- 
{enteries ; but it is now little in ufe 
in any intention, either in the fhops, 
or extemperaneous prefcription. 
239. Tuex® Bouts, Bohea- 
Fea. This is one of thofe things 
which luxury has: introduced into 
diet; but it is yet a ftranger in me- 
dicinal prefcriptions. We have an 
account of it in many modern tra- 
Swels ; but it has not been known 
“Yong enough to be met with in any 
ancient medicinal authors. Schro- 
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der gives a lift of fuch as in his time, 
had taken notice of it: but they alb 
feem, as well as Etmuller and, him-_ 
felf, to have been acquainted ‘only 
with the green tea. So that this 
feems to be of a much later difcove- _ 
ry than the other, unlefs we fuppofe — 
that Turbivs’s diftin®ion regards | 
them both, when in the fourth book 
of his obfervations he {peaks of two 
forts; one from China, of .a blackifh — 
green, and the other from Japan, 
of a lighter colour. His defcrip-— 
tions indeed of both feem well 
enough to agree with the difference 
we find in them. Simon Pauli took 
this to be the Myrtus Brabantica; 
and its leaves very much refemble — 
the myrtle, df which there are a~ 
bundance of kinds, . differing: both, ~ 
in figure and flavour. An infatiable 
curiofity after novelty, efpecially in — 
matters. of fenfual gratification, al- 
moft continually multiplics new 
kinds or diftin¢tions of this plant up- — 
on us; but as the bohea and green 
include all other fub-diftinctions, 
we fhall have regard to no other. 
This herb, by all relation, is prodi- 
geoufly in efteem, and ufed in the © 
oriental countries which produce it. 
Schroder is very particular in, the 
manner of their management of it : 
but the chief way is more proper 
to the green fort, and therefore we 
fhall refer that to the fection where - 
it naturally falls; and only obferve 
here, that the bohea, by all expe- 
rience, is found to be of a foftening 
nourifhing quality; and is there- 
fore much in efteem for a break-.

244. Cacao, Chocolate ; called 
sby Fohu Baubine, Avellana Mexica- 
ma, and Amygdalis fimilis Guatima- 
Abenfis, by Cafpar Bauhbine ; Chocolata, 
"by Pifo;. and Cacava Quabvill, five 
arbor Cacari Cacavifera, by Hernan- 
dex. It is chiefly ‘cultivated in the 
“aflands of Cuba and ‘Famaica; and 
is-very well known here as a nou- 
ifhing »food ;: tho” it is little met 
“with an» medicine. It is very oily 
and -foft,,and. cannot but afford a 
fuitable nourifhment to weakly and 
decaying conititutions ; ‘efpecially if 
‘the ftomach is not too far inipaired 
to receive and digeftit. ‘It muft be 
good likewife.not only in all inten- 
tions.as-a nourifher, and a reftora- 
tive ;» but as an emollient, by lubri- 
cating..and relaxing the paflages. 
 dyraggeCrnos Bia T1, Aips.. Thefe 
are the: fruit vof the Rofa Sylveffris, 
- called alfo Cyxerrhodon; and Ro/a Ca- 
nina 3 diftinguifhed by Parkin/fon and 
‘Gerhard, Inodsra; by ‘Cafpar Bau- 
Aine, Flore odorate incarnato; and by 
Fohu-Bauhine, Alba cum rubore, fo- 
dioiglabro, the ‘common briar or 
dog-rofe. They: ate'ufed only in a 
conferve in the ‘thops ;. which’ is 
very yfrequently prefcribed in con- 
fumptive. cafés, and’ diftermpers of 
the -breaft) particularly. “It is alfo 
found good iin coughs, from ticklin 
defluxtons*of rheum.’ ‘This fruit 
ftaids greatly recommended in ‘many 
authors: for a wonderful lithontrip- 
tic; but: ’tis now’ little ufed in any 
fuch intention. - - 
246-Pisracui1 @.NUCES, 
Piftachio Nuts, are the fruit of the

greeably. They are accounted good 
in all diftempers of the breaft, be- 
ing both healing “and balfamic. 
They are likewife very nourifhing 
and reftorative in weakly confti- 
tutions.

247. TotutanumM, of Toh. 
The tree producing this, is a fpe- 
cies of the pine, and diftinguifhed, 
Foliis Cerate fimilibus, by Cafpar 
Baubine; and is the Balfamifera. 
guarta of Hernandez. ‘This is a 
balfam of a deep yellowifh colour, 
approaching near to red ; and of 'a 
‘moft delicate fcent, much beyond 
anyother balfam. Schroder fays 
’tis brought from fome parts of the 
African’ continent, near Carthage ; 
‘but we have it from the We/-Indies. 
It’ firft flows from the tree which 
‘produces it, of ‘the confiftence of 
ordinary ‘turpentine ; but by keep- 


‘ing we meet with it in the fhops fre- 


quently fo hard as to be brittle : arid 
it feems not the worfe for being fo ; 


“its balfamic parts cohering too 


clofely to fly off in the waite. It 
‘is-a moft excellent balfamic and re- 


‘ftorative’;is very good in all decays, 


particularly of the lungs.” ‘It foftens 
-and thickens the blood ; and cures. 
catarrhs, and coughs from tickling 


~-defluxions. ‘Its healing virtues alfo 


‘extend to the remoteft parts ; and 
it’ is an-extraordinay medicine in 
feminal weaknefles and old gleets, 
in ‘both: fexes. In ‘fhort, there’ is 
not a better, pleafanter, and more 
‘efficacious drug in the fhops, in all 
the above - mentioned intentions. 
Both Lindanus and Sylvius de la Boe 
were great admirers of it. Its ex- 
ternal ufe is recommended in many 
PRN Ba Te cafes 
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cafes by Schroder and Ezmuller, as 
well as by feveral who-took notice 
of it before them ;:but it is not fo 
-applied in the prefent'prattice. 
“248. BoEvLiumM, Béellium. 
This sum is fomewhat bitterith to 
the tafte, looks tranfparent when 
broken, and if rubbed feems a fat- 
tifh fubftance. ‘ It,is thought to 
facilitate digeftion,’ to difcufs, and 
promote peripiration ; “and to be 
yood in coughs, and many diforders 
_ ofthe -breaft.. But its chief ufe now 


in ‘compofition, is in difcutient plaf- ' 


ters ;°in which’ it. is mightily com- 
“ merided for reducing ‘of ruptures, 
‘and foftening any indurations of the 
nervous parts. Schroder‘mentions it 
_ for’ checking .a ‘diabetes, and the 
amenftrial’ evacuations, when: they 
ate immioderate ; ‘and ‘for curing 
the whites: -Riverzus feéms to have 
‘pretty much the fame opinion of its 
vittues, by making it an’ ingredient 
in compofitions for the bleeding of 
the - hemorrhoids, “and giving ‘it 
—40metimes' for the fame intention, 
‘made’ up into pills by itfelf? | 
249, Benzorn um, | Benjamin. 
| Marhiolus calls it ' Afa “dulcis, and 
many Belzoinum. “ Fobn' Baubine 
defcribes the tree. producing it, 
Benzoinum cujus arbor folio’ citri’s 
ut it is «much’ difputed of what 
kind itis. Bontius takes it to'be'a 
very branchy fhrub, not unlike the 
Smilax Afpera, or Sarfaparilla, But 
Garzius and Grimmius, who. both 
_Hived in'the Ea/- Indies, ‘affirm ‘it to 
_be'a large tall tree,‘beating an hairy 
fruit, as big asa’ hazle-nut:' The 
gum which is'beft, ‘is almoft white’; 
ee lumps ‘init ‘like “almonds ;

forts not fo good, and’ darker 
coloured. It is a wonderful pec- 
_toral, and very effectual againft ca- 
_tarrhs, coughs, and afthmas. It has

250. SryrRax, Storax.. The 
tree producing this’ is diftinguifhed 
by Cupar Baubiney Folio Mak coto- - 
ne? ; and it grows in Jtaly,'and other 
countries. Some’ ‘diftinguifh be 
tween the Styrax Calamita and the 
réd fort; but Hoffman feenis rightly 
to judge them the fame,'and ‘to dif- 
fer only in age; it growing higher 
coloured by keeping?’ ’' There’ is 
alfo ‘a ‘liquid -forax, “concerning 
which ‘there’ are vdrious opinions not 
worth reciting here; efpecially fince 
that which is now fold in’ the ‘fhops

both an excellent pectoral and ce- 
phalic.

now in the fhops and reckoned a 
good pectoral ; on which account 
it is in many compofitions of that .

drank : and Marhiolus reports it to 
have itopp’d the whites, when dried 
and. given in powder. 

256. ACETOSELLA, Wood- 
Jorrel ; it has alfo the name of Lu- 
jula with fome, and Oxys alba with 
Gerhard ; it is diftinguifhed, Trzfo- 
lium acetofum vulgare, by Cajpar, 
and Trifolium acidum fiore albo & 
purpurafcente, by Fohn Baubine. It 
grows in woody places and a fandy 

oil; and flowers about 4ri/, or 
the beginning of May. Some have 
conceived it to be a mighty cardiac 
from the fignature of its leaf; but 
fuch whimfies are now rejected with 
contempt. It is generally deterfive, 
‘and good to aflwage the heat of a 
choleric conftitution. It operates 
‘fomewhat by urine, and is reckoned 
good in {chirrous tumours, and all 
-obftruétions of the vifcera. There 
Is in the fhops a conferve and a fy- 
rup made with it; both very grate- 
ful, and fometimes prefcribed in 
{corbutic cafes. ; 


257. AGRIMONIR, Agrimony ; 
walled alfo Ageratum, and Balfamita 
-gninor, the leffer Maudlin, or Cofima- 
vy. This is the Eupatorium of the 
“Grechs ; for what Avicen frequently 
‘calls fo, is the Expatorium Cannabi- 
num Of Parkinfon, or Hemp-Agrimo- 
‘nay. It grows plentifully in many 
places, and flowers the greateft part 
of the fummer. It is commended 
“by Schroder for a moft noble hepa- 
tic, fplenetic, and vulnerary; and 
4s prefcribed in dropfies and ca- 
wchexies. The country people ufe 
“the herb bruifed, er its juice, in 
contufions and frefh wounds. And 
‘Eimuller fays, that it takes away 
“all fwellings and inflammations of 
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the fcrotum. It is in very few of 
the fhop-compofitions ; altho’ pre- 
fcribed frequently by the chirur- 
geons in difcutient and vulnerary 
fomentations, to diflolve hard tu- 
-mours, diffipate oedematous {wel- 
lings, and abforb fuperfluous humi- ~ 
dities. | 
258. ALCHIMILL#, Ladies 
mautle ; it is diftinguifhed in fome 
authors, by Brancha Leonis, Planta 
Leonis, and Stellaria; and is the 
Phadium of Diofcorides ; but the dif- 
tinction moft in ufe is the Alchimilla 
vulgaris, the common Ladies mantle 
of Cafpar Bauhine. In grows in wet 
and moift pafture-ground ; and is 
tranfplanted from. thence into the 
gardens. ‘It flowers in May and 
June. It is by fome recommended | 
as a moft noble vulnerary ; and is 
faid to confolidate, aftringe, and 
thicken the blood ; which makes it 
alfo to be prefcribed in hemorrha- 
ges, and other fluxes. A water 
was formerly diftilled from its flow- 
ers; but that is now not at all in 
ufe; or any thing elfe from the 
fame plant. ; 
(Asrer Atricus; feutIn- 
guinalis, Staravort ; diftinguifoed — 
luteus verus 4y Parkinfon, the true 
After Attic, or yellow fiarwort ; and 
by Cafpar Bauhine—luteus, foliolis 
ad florem rigidis ; yellow ffarwort, 
with little iff leaves at the bottam 
of the flower. ‘Its fower leaves are 
about four or five inches long, and cne 
broad at the end; which is round- 
pointed, and grows narrower towards 
the root. The ftalk is downy and hairy. 
The flower is like a mary-gold; and 
under.each flower grow fix or fever 
Sif, roundifo leaves, in form of a 
fiar ; whence the name proceeds. The 
leaves only are in ufe; and were an- 
tiently recommended againfi buboes 
and fwellings in the groin, as a cata- 
plafm ; whence alfo the name Ingui- 
nalis. :

262. Detpninii, Lark-/fpur, 
It is alfo called Con/folida regalis hor~ 
tenfis, flore majore SF fimplici, by C. 
Bauhine. It grows in gardens, and 
flowers in Fune. Itis {aid to agglu- 
tinate and heal; but is very little 
regarded in the prefent pharmacy. 
263. DentrariaZz, Called alfo 
Dentillaria, Tooth-wort. — It is fre- 
quently to be met with in the phy- 
fic-gardens ; and flowers in 4pri/ 5 
but it is of fo little ufe in medicine, 
as not to deferve further notice. 
264. DiciTALis, Fox-ghve ; 
— Purpureo folio afpero, of Ca/par 
Baubine, is the kind referred to by: 
the new catalogue of the College ; 
but altho’ this is faid to be both 
vulnerary and emetic, which does 
not feem very confiftent; yet the 
prefent practice takes no notice. of it 
in either intention. 
26e. Dipsact, Teafel; is dif- 
tinguifhed into the Sativus, called 
alfo Carduus Fullonum, and Sylveftris, 
aut Virga pafforis major, the greater 
Shepherd’s-Rod. But altho’ it is ho~ 
noured with a place in the new ca- 
talogue of the College, we know |

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no other ufe it hath than in drefling 
cloth; unlefs what the fuperftition 
of fome common people give it, in 
ufing it as a charm againft agues. 

266. ErpitruyMti, Dodder of 
Thyme, is the Cufeuta minor of C. 
Bauhine. This is ufed in various 
intentions, and in many authors is 
ranked amongft the cathartics ; be- 
caufe they fay it purges melancholy 
and ferous humours: but we have 
given it a place here, becaufe it is 
often met with in fuch compofitions 
as are intended for cleanfing the 
blocd, and cutting off a fupply of 
fuch humours as promote cutaneous 
eruptions, and exulcerations ; where- 
by the cure of fuch diforders is 
much affitted. 

267. Funeus SampBuct, 
Fews - Ears ; diftinguifhed Fungus 
membranaceus auriculam referens, by 
G: Baubine and Ray. 'Thefe grow 
“out of the elder-tree. They are 
little ufed but in deco&ion, which 
they make detergent and vulnerary ; 
and’are efteemed a good gargle in 
fore throats, and inflammations of 
the tonfils, which occafion an abun- 
dance of flough and naftinefs, and 
furr the mouth, without fuch affift- 
ance. 

268. HeEpER @ TERRESTRIS, 
Ground-ivy ; called alfo Chamecifjus. 
It grows in ditches, and flowers in 
April, This herb is mightily ufed 
both in the fheps and common pre- 
{cription. It is of a pungent, ni- 
trous, and earthy tafte; and is very 
abfterfive and vulnerary. It is not 
only prefcribed in almoft all diftem- 
pers of the lungs and breaft, but al- 
fo accounted good in obftructions of 
the vifcera ; for which reafon it 
paffes for an hepatic, fplenetic, di- 
uretic, and nephritic. It is reckon- 
ed to do wonders in tubercles and 
fartarous indurations of the lungs. 
Willis, inhis Pharmaceutica Ratio- 
walis, part II. fet. 2. cap. 6. migh- 
tily commends its powder in obiti- 
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nate coughs; efpecially thofe of 
young children. And Etmuller re- 
lates, that a maid was cured of a 
{corbutic confumption, with nothing 
elfe but a flrong decoétion of this 
herb, after a vomit had been firft 
given. ‘There is a fyrup made with 


‘it in the fhops; but it is not by 


much fo good as the decoétion, or 
rather infufion, which is now fre- 
quently. ufed in families ; for the 
{ugar will not lay long with it with- 
out fretting ; which quite fpoils it, 
and makes it four and griping. It 
is likewife a very good cuftom, 
which has mightily obtained, of in- 
fufing it in malt liquors ; for it not 
only ‘helps to fine down thofe li- 
quors, but alfo communicates its 
falutary virtues thereto, and makes 
them very wholefome.. What goes 
by the name of Gi//-a/e, is nothing 
but fuch a compofition. But in all 
fuch cafes, the herb picked clear 
from its ftalks, and carefully dried, 
is much better than when it is green ; 
and will make the infufion ftronger 
and finer; becaufe its faline parts 
will not by much fo foon mix with 
a foreign: fluid, when they are as it 
ves Siffolvied in the natural juice’ 
of the plant while it is. green, as 
after that juice is dried away; and 
in thofe parts its medicinal efficacies _ 
confift. And therefore it avails no- 
thing to make this an ingredient in © 
any thing which is to be managed 
by diftillation : and confequently, 
likewife, that muft be a notorious — 
impofition which is quacked upon 
the world for a fpirit of ground-ivy, 
under the notion of being a great 
reftorative and curer of confump-— 
tions; for the fame reafons as were 
given againit the diftillation of bo 
hea tea. | 
269. Uyperict, St. Fobn's 
Wort ; diftinguithed — Vulgare caule 
rotundo, foliis glabris, by ‘fobu Baus 
bine. It grows in thickets and _ 
hedges, and flowers in Je. It

gives place to none as a vulnerary.

It is found in the compofitions of 
fome alexipharmics; but ’tis never 
prefcribed in that intention in com- 
It is likewife ac- 
counted abfterfive, and good againft 
the ftone, and obftruétions in the 
urinary paffages. It has the credit 
alfo of deftroying worms. It is 
much ufed in difcutient fomenta- 
tions; and the oil made of its flow- 
ers isin great efteem amongft our 
furgeons, both as an excellent dif- 
cutient and deterger. Some au- 
thors, as Safa, have much com- 
mended the ufe of this herb in me- 
lancholy and diftraétion ; which 
feems to have given occafion to 
fome enthufiafts to call it Fuga De- 


_ monum. And Paracelfus very whim- 


fically prefcribed it in amulets, 
againft enchantments’ and appari- 


tions, when, gathered in certain 


afpects of the planets, and with 
fome peculiar -fuperftitious obfer- 
vations ; for otherwife, it feems, 
none of thofe tricks could be play’d 


- with it. 


270. Marrusrt, Horehound, 


Of this there are two forts ; the — 


_ Album, which is alfo called Prafium, 


under which name there is a fyrup 


' made of it in the fhops. This grows 


in the highways, flowers in Fue, 
and is reckoned a very good petto- 


ral and vulnerary. Diofcorides ad- . 


vifed its juice to be boiled up with 
honey, and given in afthmas and 
confumptive coughs ; and by fome 
it is now ufed againft {pitting of 
blood.

273. PERFOLIAT #, Thorow- 
wax ; diftinguifhed, Vulearifima 
five arvenfis, by Cafp. Baubine: Ve 
grows amongtft corn, flowers in Fu/y, 
and is faid to be vulnerary ; but it 
hardly ever occurs in modern prac- 
tice. ay 
274. Pint, Fir, or Pine. «There 
are many kinds of this ; but that re- 
ferred'to here, “is the Sativa ‘oficulis 
‘duris, foltis longis, of Fohn Bauhine. 

This is an ever-green. The tops 
are detergent, vulnerary, and ditre- ° 
tic. The nuts are moft in ufe: 
They are emollient, agelutinant, 
very nutritive ; and therefore good 
in confumptions and inward watt- 
ings. ‘They are very conveniently 
given in emulfions ; as almonds, and 
fome other nuts of the like kind. 
Some take notice of them as 
ftrengtheners of the genital parts ; 
under which intention, Ermuller ob- 
ferves two ways of contributing to 
venery; one 1s by fuch things as 
thefe, which ftrengthen the parts, 
and increafe the quantity of feed ; 
i4 anl 
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and the other, fuch as the warmer 
aromatics, which only like a {pur 
‘ftimulate and inflame the defire, 
without adding to the ability of per- 
formance. 

275. Ponrt Montant, Pao- 
dy-mountain ; diftinguifhed, Monta- 
num minus, by Parkinfon, and Ma- 
vitimum ereGlum Monfpeliacum, ay 
Cafpar Baubine and Gerhard, It 
grows in Italy and France, and flow- 
ers moft part of the fummer, There 
is alfo a Polum Creticum anguftifoli- 
um, brought from Candy, where it 
grows in plenty, and flowers in 
May, often confounded with the 
former ; altho’ it differs in phrafe, 
but agrees in qualities: and like- 
wife a Polium Montanum folio La- 
vendule, &F flore albo, decribed by 
Gerhard, and cultivated in phyfic- 

ardens, but not called for in pre- 
cy It is accounted deteriive, 
and therefore ‘good in all the inten- 
tions of this clafs, particularly asa 
vulnerary. But its ufe is not great, 
either in the fhop compoiitions, or 
extemporaneous prefcription : al- 
tho’ it feems to have paifed former- 
ly as an alexiparmic; by which it 
has got a place in the Teriaca 
Andromachi. 

276. PuLMONARI#E, Lung- 
evort; diftinguifhed Latifolia macu- 
lofa by Parkinfon, and Symphytum 
maculofum five Pulmonaria latifolia, 
by C. Baubine ; called alfo Sage of 
Ferufalem. It is cultivated in gar- 
dens, and flowers in /pri/. It has 
a glutinous juice, which helps it to 
confolidate, and heal ulcerations 
and‘ erofions, which proceed from 
acrimony. It is commended in 
coughs, and fpitting of blood. It 
is little ufed either in the fhops or 
prefcriptions. There is alfo a French, 
. or Golden Lungwort deferibed by 
botanifts, that is not at all ufed m¢- 

inaily among us. 5 

*276.PyroLm, Winter-green; 
diftinguilhed Rotundifolia major, by 
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Cafpar Bauhine. It grows on moun- ~ 
tainous and woody places; and 
flowers in Fune: but tho’ it is re- © 
commended for virtues belonging to 
this clafs, and received by the Col- 
lege in their new catalogue of offi- 
cinal fimples ; yet the prefent phar- 
macy is an utter ftranger to it. 
277.Visc1Quercini, Mife- 
toe. ‘This grows out of feveral trees, 
and bears a white berry; that 
which the oak produces, is reckon- 
ed much the belt ; altho’ we feldom 
have it but from the apple or pear- 
tree, the white-thorn, afh, lime, 
willow or elm. This is both by 
the antient and prefent phyficians 
in great efteem for epilepfies; a- 
gaint which fome will have it a _ 
fpecific. It is alfo frequently pre- 
{cribed in apoplexies and vertigoes, 
and wore ha the neck by chil- 


dren, to prevent convulfions, and .&@ 


eafe their pain in breeding teeth : 
which altho’ it is not eaiily to be 
accounted for ; yet many have 


thought children to be the better 


for wearing this about their necks ; 
-and it is certain they never.are the 
worfe for it; and thereforé it may 
properly pafs amongit what is called 
fafe praétice. It has a place in 
Riverius’s Pulvis de Gutteta ; but in 
few compofitions befides. There 
hath been formerly publifhed, in 
Englifh, a treatife of the Mifletce ; _ 
wherein the author 4 
ports his opinions of its virtues both 
from faéts and experience ;» and ~ 
warmly recommends its ufe as a {pe- 
cific in epileplies, and many kinds 
of convulfions ; alledging, where it 
fails it can do no harm: but its 
manifect qualities of aftringency and 
vifcidity plainly fuggeft the rules

pungent tafte, but leaves a: fweetnefs- 
behind it, much like liquorice. It 
is warm, drying, and confolidating ;. 
but of little or no ufe inwardly.

-283. TEREBINTHINA é Chia, 
Chio Turpentine. This, as well as. 
the Cyprus, flows from the true Te- 
rebinthus ; defcribed thus, Folia pin- 
nata impari numero, decidua flofculi’ 
Jlaminei tuberculis ramulorum in lon- 
gis racemis ; which. is a tree very 
different from any of the firs or 
pines, whence we obtain the ordi- 
nary turpentines. It takes the name 
of the place from whence it comes. 
It is harder and more fragrant to : 
the fmell, than either the Venice, 
the Stra/burg, or the common ; and . 
is much the beft as a ftrengthener, : 
and not fo difagreeable to the fto-: 
mach as moft of this tribe. ‘There 
are almoft as many kinds of turpen- : 
tines as there are trees or plants of 
the. fir-kind, of which there is 
abundance : and there is fuch plen-_ 
ty of it in that fir which comes to. 
us from Norway for building, that 
we fee it frequently ouze out of the 
boards it is cut into ; which makes 


their chips or fhavings defervedly 


in. efteem with fome, to be boiled. 
in diet-drinks, againft old venereal. 
remains, and all thofe cafes where 
the turpentine itfelf.is good. ‘This: 
latter fort is generally brought to us 
in large. fhells, like that of a gourd, 
and grows harder (as indeed they all: 
do) with age, .and is the better for 
it. ‘The beit of this kind, which is’ 
of an aromatic flavour, does not: 
very much fall fhort of the balfam

284. Tere BinTHiINna, é Cy 
pro, Cyprus Turpentine. This differs

from the former, -not fo much. in 


jts medicinal efficacies as in. con- 


fiftence ; being thicker, and of fome- 
what more fragrant fcent. It has 
its name from the place it is prin- 
cipally brought from. It is more 
aftringing, and lefs deterfive than 


the common, and. therefore more. 


prefcribed in gleets, after there is no 
fufpicion of malignity remaining. 
285. TEREBINTHINA, Tur- 
entine. Of this there are various 
Kinds : the common is from the’ P:- 
aus Sylveftris, or Mountain-pine’; 
and what is thickeft and moft hard- 
ened without art, is the common 
frankincenfe, as the colophony, and 
black refin, which is made by draw- 
ing off, or exhaling the more liquid 
part. The Venice is from the larch- 
tree, which grows plentifully upon 
the As, and is diftinguifhed by 
Foku Baubine-—— folio deciduo conife- 
ra; this being for that reafon called 
fometimes Refna Laricis: this is 
much better than the former. But 
what excels all the thin turpentines, 
is the Terebinthina Argentoratenfis, 
Strafeurg ‘Turpentine; whole tree 
is diftinguifhed by @. Bauhine - 
Mas conis furfum fpeantibus ; cal- 
led by us the Silver-fir. This is of 
a whitifh green hue ; clear, fragrant, 
and of a citron flavour. But the 
{carcity of this beyond the other, 
tempts our druggitts grievoufly to 
adulterate it with mixtures of the 
former and faétitious fcents; but it 
will not long keep without difcove- 
ting the fraud, by running into 
thicker and thinner parts. The many 
id for which this is ufed in 
medicine, can hardly be enumera- 
ted. It is a great vulnerary, and 
very detergent ; and therefore pre- 
{cribed in all {ufpicions of abfceffes 
and ulcerations, in what part foever. 
It mightily affifts expectoration in 
difeafes of the lungs and breaft ; 
and is therefore good in afthmas 
and pleurifies. But it moft of all 
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“in httle elfe, 


is famous for cleanfin 
paflages ; and its difpolition to pais 
‘that way, is very manifeft from its 
altering the fmell of the water, tho’ 
taken in. ever fo little a quantity, 


which it makes of a violet {cent.. 


Upon this account it is very good in 
all obftruétions of the reins, whether 
from fand, or any mucous adhefi- 
ons ; and alfo'in gonorrheeas, which 
it wonderfully cleanfes, and heals ; 
infomuch that there is hardly a cafe 
of that kind now cured, which has 


not had fome afliftance from this. 


ingredient; tho’ in fome cafes it 
may be over done; as it is very 
warm, and upon that account will 
difpofe the tefticles to tumours and 
inflammations ; and likewife fome- 
times fcour the paflages fo much, 
as to make it difficult to bring them 
to their due tenfions and capacities 
afterwards ; whence .arife gleets, 


and involuntary emiflions. To make 


it more agelutinating, and lefs deter- 
gent, it is fometimes boiled in water, 
until it becomes hard and brittle as 
common refin; and fuch manage- 
ment makes it fitter alfo to give in 
other forms, as powders, ele¢ctu- 
aries, or bolufes ; which its tenacity 
and adhefive properties made it 


before unfit for... ‘This is frequently» 


in the compofition.of glytters a- 
gaintt cholics s efpecially if they are 
fufpected to proceed from the ftone 
and gravel: into which form ’tis 
brought by mixing it firt with the 
yolk of an egg ; for that divides: it, 
fo as to make it eafily unite with an 
aqueous vehicle: which of itfelf it 
will not do. Its ufe in chirurgery is. 
likewife very extenfive, which fee 
amongit the topics. | 

286. Cortex Uutmt, Ely-tree 
bark. This is fometimes prefcribed 
in decoétion, as a vulnerary. It 
»makes a good gargarifm for fore 
mouths, occafioned by heat and 
fharpnefs of humours; but is ufed 
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Clafs 4. Of Detergents and Digeftives. . 


Thefe differ only in degree of 
efficacy from the former clafs. They 
are of more fubtile parts, . and 
therefore fitter to mix with, attenu- 
ate, and wear away the contents of 
abfceffes and ulcerations, and thofe 

“mucous and vifcid colleétions of 
humours, which are apt to adhere 
to and obftruct the _vefiels.

287. ABriETis; diftinguifhed 
by Cafpar Baubine — conis furfum 
fpeiantibus five mas, the Male Fir, 
and the fame which the Stra/burg 
turpentine is produced from.. ‘The 


green tops are fometimes prefcribed . 


in deterfive diet-drinks and apozems. 
They are good againft. all obftruc- 
tions of the vifcera, efpecially of 
the kidneys, which they. are effec- 


tual in cleaniing, by virtue of thofe, 


turpentine particles which are drawn 
from. it in decottion. . They are 
alfo. accounted a good ingredient in 
anti-fcorbutic compofitions ; as in- 


deed are all deterfives and diuretics ;. 


_ becaufe the more they cleanfe. the 
excretory paflages, efpecially . by 
-arine, ithe lefs will .the capillaries 


be. obftructed by acrimonious juices, 


wherein the very eflence of the

288. ABsINTHIE VULGARI9,. 
— Common Wormaood.. This is fuffix, 
_ ciently known to all.. 
in great efteem not only as a fto- 
_ machic, upon account of. its bitter- 
—nefs, and for the fame reafon a de- 
ftroyer of worms; but asa, (great 
detergent ; and therefore preferibed 
-in the jaundice, and even in drop- 
fies. But its- ufe in fuch intentions 
is now quite, laid afide, and it is 
little regarded as a ftomachic. Gen- 
tian and orange-peels being much 
preferred to it; both as they make 


- 


Tt has been, 


a more grateful bitter, and are not 
fo extremely hot and drying : for 
wormwood, by thefe qualities, has 
been.obferved to hurt the fight, 
by drying up or diffipating the ani- 
mal juices too much ; whereby the 
optic nerves have fometimes alfo 
wanted-their due fupplies; and by 
that means occafioned a dimnefs of 
fight, which is very difficult to re- 
medy ; as, it is much eafier to dimi- 
nifh the quantity of a.fluid, than to 
add thereunto. This herb 1s in fome 
of the fhop compofitions, arid a,good 
ingredient enough in cephalic dif-. 
tilled waters ; where its volatile par- 
ticles rife and contribute to their me-. 
dicinal efficacies; its pungent and 
almoft cauftic falts, fo hurtful to the. 
nerves in fome dry. conftitutions, 
remaining behind. For which rea- 
fon, likewife, it is ufed in fome ex- 
ternal intentions, in the way of fo- 
mentation ; the faline parts remain- 
ing .in_ the decoction, being very 
ferviceable to ftimulate and difcufs 
fome particular tumours. . 
_ 289. Auu11, Garlic. It is only 
the root of this which is in ufe. 
It,is very aperient and difcutient, 
being loaded with very fubtile and 
volatile parts. It pafles with fome 
ofa ftomachic, and a deftroyer of 
acidities in the firft. paflages ; for 
which reafon Etmaller afcribes to it 
nephritic qualities ; becaufe, accord- 
ing to his way of reafoning, the 
ftone is produced from fuch acidi- 
ties. And even in Ga/en’s time, it 
was. prefcribed in cholics. It is by 
fome now. efteemed. good againft 
worms. However, the prefent prac- 
tice and experience demonftrate its, 
great efiicacies, in deterging and 
opening the lungs; whereby it is 
very powerful in afthmas, and dif- 
fieulty of breathing. It is likewife

very diuretic, as appears by its {mell 
in the urine; and upon that ac- 
count ferviceable in fome dropfies. 
It is extremely penetrating and dif- 
cutient in cataplafms. There is an- 
other fpecies of this called Ophio/co- 
rodon, ‘vipers garlic, which is our 
rockambol ; as alfo the Cepa Afcalo- 
nica, or Ajcalonitides, efchalots ; all 
of the fame qualities, but ufed only 
in fauces. 

2go. AmM1 VER, Bifbops- 
eveed; called by fome Cuminum 
SE thiopicum, Aithiopian Cummin. 
That referred to in our officinal 
prefcriptions, is the Ammi /emine 
Apii, that with a feed like fmallage, 
defcribed by Ca/par Bauhine.- It is 
brought from Eg ype by the way of 
Alexandria, to Venice and Germany; 
and thence into other parts of Ew- 


rope. The feeds only are in ufe. It’ 


is hot and drying, and is reckoned 
to difcufs and attenuate ; for which 
‘yeafon it is prefcribed in cholic pains, 


in diftentions of the belly, and in 


obftru€tions of the uterine and uri- 
~ mary paflages: but it keeps its place 
only in a few officinal compofitions ; 
being hardly ever ordered in extem- 
poraneous practice. 

291. ANAGALLIDIsS AQua- 
trcA, Brook-lime. This is alfo 
called Beccabunga, and varioufly dif- 
tinguifhed by botanifts ; but the of- 
ficinal fort is commonly enough 
known, called Aquatica minor ‘fie 
fubrotunde, by Cafpar Baubine ; and 


Veronica aquatica rotundifolia, by 


Ray. It grows in rivulets which 
run from fprings, as the water-cref- 
fes; and is in flower in May and 
Sune. %t abounds with pungent 
volatile parts; which enable it to 
abrade, and clear away thofe httle 
vifcofities that obftrué the capilla- 
ries, and occafion feabs and blotches. 
It is alfo diuretic, and a cleanfer of 
all the vifcera ; which gives it fre- 
juently a place in anti-fcorbutie and 
diotMcert compoiitions,, be 
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292. Anonis, Ref-Harrow, is 
the "Avwus of Dicfcorides, and the 
"Ovens of Theophrafus. ~It is by 
fome writers called Refta Bovis. The 
fort referred to by the prefent prac- 
tice, is the Axnonis fpinofa fore pur- 
pureo ; the prickly reft-harrow with 
purple flowers of Ca/par Baubine. 


The herb and roots are both ufed. ' 


It grows in the fields near high- 
ways, and flowers in June and Fu- 


fy. Itis faid to heat, dry, difcufs, 


abfterge, and attenuate ; and is pre- 
{cribed in obftruéctions of all kinds. 


Some recommend its infufion for the” 


hemorrhoids’; as alfo in a’ gargarifm 
for fcorbutic gums, and pains in 
the teeth ; but the prefent practice 


gives little credit to it in thofe cafes. 


Some ufed to pickle its buds, or 
firft fhoots, with falt, for fauce ; 
and a diftilled water was antiently 


ordered from it; but it is now neg-- 


lected. 
293. Apri, Smallage. This 
feems to be a kind of parfley, and 


is alfo called Eleofelinum, and Palu- 


dapium ; diftinguifhed —Paluftre, by 
Cafp. Baubine. 
volatile and fubtile parts; and is 
therefore aperient and difcuffive. 
Its root is one of the five great 
openers. There needs no trouble 
to reduce it into any medicinal 
forms, becaufe it is fo convenient 
and agreeable in fallads. It is very 
good in grofs conflitutions, and 
infarétions of the lungs ; efpecially: 
if eat with oil and muftard. It 
helps to attenuate and diflodge the 
vifcid humours, and fuit them to 
pafs off by urine and tranfpira- 
tion.

blue flower, as defcribed by Ca/par 
Baubine. 'The herb, flowers, and 
feeds are ufed in the fhops. It 
prows without culture in the woods; 
ut is often planted in the gardens ; 
it flowers in June and ‘Fuly. It 
moderately warms, dries, and opens; 
whence it obtains a place in pre- 
{criptions againft the jaundice, and 
fuch like ill habits from obftruéti- 
ons. The good women formerly 
had its: feed in great efteem for 
throwing out the fmall-pox and 
meafles. A water was diftilled 
| from it, a conferve made of its 
flowers, and a vinegar medicated 
by infufion of its flowers : but they 
are all now neglected for things of 
more efficacy in the fame inten- 
tions. 

295. ARTANIT &, Soaw-bread; 
moft .commonly called Cyclamen ; 
and many fubordinate diftinCtions it 
is divided into by botanic writers : 
but the Cyclamen orbiculato folio in- 
ferne firParalente, or Hedere folio, 
Sow-bread with a roundifh leaf, in- 
clining to purple towards its bot- 
tom, or with a leaf refembling ivy, 
and defcribed by Cafpar Baubine, is 
the fort referred to by officinal dif- 
penfatories. Its root is moft in ufe, 
and is to be gathered in autumn. 
It is faid very powerfully to open 
and deterge; for which reafon it 
is recommended in the jaundice, gra- 
vel, and all obftinate obftructions ; 
as alfo to forward the expulfion of 
a dead child from the womb, Ex- 
ternally it hath been ufed to difcufs 
{crophulous tumours; and indeed 
its acrimony and pungency fits it 
more fafely for external ufe than in- 
ternal. It hath alfo had a place a- 
mongtt “etrhines. Mée/ue contrived 
an ointment which took its name 
from hence ; as being the chief in- 
predient in it; andthe firft Difpen- 

atories of our College retained it : 
but it is now rejected, as are almoft 
all other ufes of the fame plant, 
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| 296. ASPERUL#& Oporata, 
Woodroof ;.called alfo Afpergula, and 
Hepatica Stellata, Star-liverwort ; 
Aparine fylveftris, and Caprifolium : 
that defcribed by C. Bauhine by the 
diftinction of Afperula feu Rubedla 
montana odorata, Woadroof, or fweet 
mountain madder, is the officinal 
kind. It grows in woody places, 
and flowers in April and May. It 
is warm and drying, and recom- 
mended as a good hepatic and. de- 
tergent. It hath been direfted ex- 
ternally in cataplafms, to affwage 
and difcufs hot tumours; as alfa 
to be applied to the feet.to forward 
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delivery: but the modern. practice | 


acknowledges no fuch qualities, and 
ufes it but very little internally. 

297. AsPLENii, Spleen-wort. 
This is the fame as the Scolopendrium 
Verum. The Scolopendria Vulgaris 
is the hart’s-tongue. They are nei- 
ther of them much in ufe. See 
Section IT, Clafs 1. 

298. Borryos, Ferufalem-oak. 
This is alfo called Ambrofa. It is 
a fpecies of the blitum, diftinguifhed 
Ambrofoides Vulgaris, by Cafp, Bau- 
Aine; and intitled, Atriplex odora 
Jeu fuaveolens, in the Oxford cata- 

Jogue, It hath only a fyrup under 
“its name in the fhops; and that but 
very little in ufe: altho’ it hath an- 
“tiently been of great account in 
ydifeafes of the breaft, and parti- 
_tularly in difficulty of breathing ; 
,as we find in Diofcorides and Pau- 
lus /Egineta, who are followed in 
the fame opinion by Marhiolus and 
Camerarius; but I have not once 
met with it in extemporaneous pre- 
{cription. 

299. Cappartis, Capers; dif- 
tinguifhed Capparis /pinofa, frudu 
minore, folio rotundo, by Ca/p. Bau- 
bine. ‘Thefe are buds of the fruit 
of a tree, which are brought over 
to usin pickle. ‘They are in fome 
‘antient Difpenfatory compofitions ; 

but

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but their ufe in any medicinal form 
is now quite laid afide; and we 
meet with them only in fauces. "Tis 
probable the pickle in which they 
are preferved, may alter their na- 
tural qualities; but as we have 
them in that, they are cooling and 
ateful to the ftomach, conduce to 
geftion, and are cleanfing, aperi- 
ent, and diuretic. | 
300. Caprirottryt, called al- 
fo Matriflwa, and Periclymenum ; 
and diftinguifhed by Cafpar Baubine, 
— non perfoliatum Germanicum ; 1s 
the woodbine, or honeyfuckle. It 
- flowers in June; and the places of 
its srowth are commonly enough 
known. Its medicinal virtues how- 
ever, altho’ faid to be detergent and 
cleanfing, are not regarded by our 
prefent practice. 

301. CHAME DRYOS, German- 
der, otherwife called Trifago ; and 
diftinguifhed by Ca/p.Baubine—minor 
repens. . It is cultivated in gardens, 
and flowers in ‘une. It is ac- 
counted {plenetic, hepatic, and diu- 
retic; and good in all intentions 
that are to be anfwered by deterg- 
ing. It has a place with fome alfo 
as an alexipharmic ; and therefore 
it is fometimes to be met with in 
compofitions to promote fweating, 
and refift epidemical malignities. 
302. CARDAMINES, Cuckow- 
Flower, Meadow-Creffes, or Ladies- 
Smock, This is a kind of Nafur- 
gium 3 and is diftinguifhed Na/fur- 
tium pratenfe, magno flore, by Ca/p. 
Bauhine, and the Oxford catalogue ; 
§t is the Lberis of Fuchfius, according 
to John Baubine, and is pungent and 
difcuifive , but it has very little room 
jn compofition, or common pre- 
fcription. 

303. CocHreari& Hor- 
TeNS18, Garden Scurvy-grafs ; 
diftinguifhed by mof botanitts, Folio 
fubrotundo, or roiundifolio ; and alfo 
—Batava; being moftly the pro- 
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duce of Holland, tho’ it is frequent 
enough in our gardens. It flowers 
in May. It is very fubtile and vo- 
latile ; infomuch that there is no 
bearing one’s nofe any longer over 
the herb when bruifed, than over 
the ftrongeft fpirit of hartfhorn. For 
which reafon it is very powerful in 
cutting and deterging vifcid and 
tough humours, and enabling them 
to pafs thro’ their proper conveyan- 
ces. This makes them good in all 
infarctions of the vifcera, efpecially 
from phlegm ; and in fuch cutane- 
ous obftruétions, as produce {fcor- 
butic eruptions and fcabs. Its ma- 
nifeft efficacy in .all thefe cafes, 
which are the foundation of many 
chronical diftempers, has brought 
it into ufe both in the fhops and 
extemporaneous prefcription, almoft 
in all manner of medicinal forms. 
The conferve made of it feems to 
be the beft preparation of it in the 
fhops ; tho’ the frefher, the better 
it is ; the more volatile parts mak- 
ing their efcape im time. This pro- 
perty alfo fuits it very much for dif- 
tillation; and the plain fpirit of 
{curvy-grafs, which is im fuch 
mighty efteem amongit the common 
people, has the beft part of the herb 
in it. Indeed the weightier faline 
parts may not rife, whence it will 
not be fo effectual a diuretic ; yet it 
will rather the better anfwer all in- 
tentions as a difcutient, and an open- 
er; particularly of the minuteft 
paflages, fuch as the cutaneous - 
glands. But altho” thefe manifeft 
qualities have brought it fo much 
into ufe, that it isto be met with not 
only at the apothecaries, but in 
mot vidtualling-houfes in their me- 
dicinal ales; and tho’ its name has 


given it. the advantage in common 


efteem, fo as to make it almoft 
every one’s phyfic; yet it is by no 
means good in thin, dry, and he¢ti- 
cal conftitutions : for as it will add

to the heat and motion of the blood, 
it cannot but increafe all thofe com- 
plaints and. diforders which arife 
from that extreme. ° 

304. COCHLEARIZ Marina, 
Sea Scurvy-grafs. This is more par- 
ticularly diftinguifhed — Britannica 


Solio finuato, by Cafp. Bauhine, and 


the Oxford catalogue ; and is a fmal- 
ler leaved fort, of the fame virtue 
with the former, but fomething lefs 
powerful; as it is not fo volatile 
and fubtile. It is not ufed fo much 
in the fhop-medicines ; but is fre- 
quently ordered in the {ame inten- 
tions as the other, in prefcription. 
But as it leaft abounds with the falt, 
which is volatile, it feems to have 
more of what is of a fixed nature, 
and upon that account may be a bet- 
ter diuretic than the former. 

o5. Critumt, Samphire; cal- 
led likewife Faniculum marinum.. It 
grows On precipices and rocks near 
the fea; and flowers in Fu/y. It 
is recommended againft obftructions 
of the vifcera, and urinary pafla- 
ges; but it is more ufed as a fauce 
in pickle, than in medicine. 

. 306.Erysimr, [Hedge-muf- 
tard ; otherwife called Eryfimum 
vulgare, common Eryfimum.] It 


’ grows in great plenty in many parts 


of England; and flowers about Fuly 
and 4uguft. It is biting and pun- 
gent, not much unlike common 
muftard ; and in like manner it is 
aperient and difcuffive. It is pre- 
feribed chiefly in afthmas, infaréti- 
ons of the lungs, and chronical 
coughs. Lobeius gives it a high 
chara¢ter for many purpofes ; and 
particularly for being-a {peedy cure 
in a fettled hoarfenefs. .He makes 
a fyrup of it, which the College 
have got into their Difpenfatory 
under the famename, 

307. Euparorit, Maudlin. 
This is the Eupatorium of Mefue ; 
that of Avicen being the Eupatorium 
Cannabinum béfore-meationed, It is 
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alfo the Ageratum foliis ferratis of 
Cafpar Baubine. It flowers about 
July. Among the Arabian phyfi- 
cians, both were in wonderful efteem. 
Avicen wfed the latter as an hepatic 
and vulnerary ; and gave it in drop- 
fies, cachexies, catarrhs, coughs, ° 
and objitru€tions of the urine and 
menfes. Riverius recommends this 
to be given in powder to cure 2 
diabetes, upon account of an aftrin- 
gent quality he afcribed to ity and 
for the fame opinion Mr. Ray quotes 
the late Dr. Hude; and Gefner has 
found in his own prattice a brik 
purgative quality in its roots; not- 
withftanding it has been fo long in 
negle&t, that now we hardly ever 
meet with it ordered in any intention. 
308. Fumari a, Fumitory, dif- 
tinguifhed Purpurea, by Ger- 
hard, Vulgaris, by Parkinfon ; 
and called by fome, on account of 
its fuppofed prevalency againft me- 
lancholy, Melancholifuga. It is. to 
be met with plentifully in. many 
places ; and it flowers in May and, 
June. It is bitter, and fuppofed to. 
correét choler and adjuft humours ; 
which has recommended it in the 
jaundice and hypocondriacal cafes. 
For which purpofe in Sennertus’s. 
practice we meet with itin the form 
of an electuary ; but it muft in that 
form be very naufeous. It is an 
herb difficult to dry ; and its: juice, 
which is ufed as an anti-fcorbutic, 
with whey, in the fpring-time, will 
not keep; fo that it is-now little 

ufed in the fhops. ar 
309. Genist &, Broom; dif- 
tinguifhed — Angulofa <F\ Scoparia, 
by Cafpar, and — Angulofa trifolia, 
by Fohn Baubine: There are other 
diftinGtions of this plant; as, the

falt and vinegar, in the fame man- 
ner.as capers; from which they are 
not then to be diftinguifhed. The 
flowers are moft in ufe, and by all 
accounted fplenetic, nephritic, and 
hepatic. ‘They cleanfe away gravel 
and ferous humours, both by ftool 
and urine, and are accounted extra- 
ordinary in cachexies and dropfies. 
For this reafon they are a chief in- 
gredient in fome medicinal ales. 
Their’ afhes, which are made by 
calcination; and are fo much ex- 
tolled for purging off waters in 
dropfies, are no better than any 
other afhes made in the fame man- 
ner; for all lixivious falts are diu- 
retic ; as we ‘fhall further fee in the 
proper fection. 

- 310. GraTioL &, Hedge-hyffop ; 
ealled by C. Bauhine, Centauroides. 
It is cultivated in gardens; and 
flowers in Fuly: but altho’ it hath 
afcribed to it the virtues of this 
clafs, it is now little in ufe. 

311. Hepatic, Liver-wort ; 
called alfo Lichen, and diftinguifhed 
Metreum latifotium, five Hepatica 
fontana, by Cafp. Bauhine. There 
is alfo an Hepaticum trifolium, flore 
fimplici, intitled Nobilis, but not fo 
much in efteem. The former grows 
near fprings, wells, and watery 
places, very low, almoft like a mofs, 
and_ puts out flowers about Fue, not 
unlike ftars. This is wonderfully 
commended by Schroder, in -thofe 
diforders of the liver which arife 
from too much heat; and he fays 
*tis good in the jaundice, hettics, 
gonorrheeas, and fevers. And fome 
are fond of it, becaufe of the re- 
femblance it bears to. the liver and 
fpleen in its leaves ; but that figna- 
ture-philofophy is now -exploded. 
Tt is not much in the fhop-difpen- 
fations; but frequently preferibed 
in anti-fcorbutic and medicinal ales 
and drinks in {pring-time. |

CINEREUS, confifis of thick 
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crumpled hollow leaves, afb-cbloured 
on the upper fide, and fomewhat whi- 
ter below. It grows in dry barren 
places all the year round, "Tis ac- 
counted a fpecific for the bite of a 
mad dog; and enters the Pulvis An- 
teryflus of the College. | 

31z. Hyssori, Ayfop; diftin- 
auifhed = Ceruléa five fpicata, 
by Ca/par and ——— Vulgaris fpicata 
angufifolia, by Fohn Bauhine. Xt is 
cultivated in gardens, and flowers 
in Fuly and Auguf?. It is warm and 
detergent; and therefore good in 
many kinds of coughs and diforders 
of the lungs and breaft, which arife 
from phlegm and vifcid humours. 
It is good in afthmas, promotes 
expectoration, and gives relief in 
difficulty of breathing. It is almoft 
a conftant ingredient in pectoral 
apozems. , This is one of thofe 
very few fimples, of which there is 
a diftilled water good for any thing 
in the fhops: For there. comes 
over with it fo much of a warm 
eflential oil, as not only preferves 
it from mother and ftinking ; (which 
moft fimple waters are fubject to) 
but alfo makes it a good. peétoral, 
and efficacious to all thofe purpofes, 
which the herb is given for in any 
other forms. ' 
313. HirposeLini3; thus cal- 
led by Theephraftus, and -Smyrnium 
by Diofeorides ; Alexanders. It grows 
in rocky places; flowers in June, 
and is recommended for virtues 
belonging to this clafs; but "tis not 
now in ule.» - . 

314, IBERIDIS, Sciatica-creffes; 
diftinguifhed — Latiore folio, by C. 
Bauhine, and— Latiore folio ferratos 
by the Oxford catalogue. It agrees 
in virtues, as well as in tribe, with 
the common crefles ; tho’ inferior 
to them in efficacy ; but it is not re- 
garded in the prefent pharmacy. 

gis. Licust Ri, Privet. Ie 
commonly grows in woods and 
hedges, and flowers almoft all the 

. fummer ; 
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fummer; but altho’ it is recom- 
mended for the virtues belonging to 
this clafs, and is taken into the new 
catalogue of the College, it is not 
at all ufed in the prefent compoli- 
tion. . | 
316. MenrastRi, Horfe-miat. 
This is almoft unknown in medicine. 
Its virtues, as alfo the plant itfelf, 
have fome refemblance to the Spear- 
mint ; but it is ftronger, and more 
rank in fmell, and accounted very 
deterfive, both in inward and ex- 
ternal intentions. See Mint. 
317. NastuRT 11 AQUATI- 
1, Water-Creffes.. There is alfo 
‘the Nafurtium Hortenfe, -garden- 
crefs 3 but ’tis only ufed in iallads ; 
and is of the fame virtues as the 
other in a, lower degree. The Na- 
frurtium Aquaticum grows, as the 
Anagallis Aquatica, in rivulets or 
Aprings ; flowers in Fuly and Augu/i 
and keeps green, and in fome mea- 
{ure growing the whole winter. 
There is alfo—Sy/veffris, and other 
forts, but not ufed in medicine. 
This hath a fharp penetrating tafte, 
and is reckoned very deterfive. "Tis 
therefore ufed in all chronical dif- 
eafes, which arife from glandulous 
obftruétions ; and particularly the 
feurvy ; for which end its juice is 
amongft the antifcorbutics, which 
_-fome undergo a courfe of in the 
fpring-time. It is alfo much ufed 
in broths, after the manner of com- 
mon pot-herbs, for the fame pur- 
pofe; as alfo in medicinal ales and 
diet-drinks.  Paracelfus pretends, 
that he frequently cured. quartans 
with it, And fome, will have it 
good againft malignities in the 
meafles and fmall-pox ; but. the pre- 
fent practice is a itranger to it in all 
fuch intentions. le 
318. Panacis; All-heal ; dif- 
 tinguifhed Herculeum majus by Ger- 
hard, and Panax feu Pfeudo-Coftus, 
fare luteo, by Fobn Baubine. It is 
‘$0 be met with in the gardens of 
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the curious ; and hath aferibed ta 
it virtues. which intitle it to this 
clafs;..but the prefent pharmacy 
takes no notice of it.. There are 


-many other kinds of this plant alfo 


mentioned by botanifts, that are 
equally in neglect, and therefore 
not worth notice here; unlefs the 
Panax Coloni, Clown's All-heal, 
which the common people ufe to 
frefh wounds with fuccefs. 

319. Porat, Leeks. Thefe are 
ufed much more in. food than in 
phyfic; tho’ the Pilule Fatide of 
the College are ordered to. be made 
into a due confiftence with a fyrup 
of them ; but very imprudently, be- 
caufe its volatility, while any fuch 
parts remain, is continually agitating 
the mafs, and throwing. out a white 
mould upon it: and.befides this, it 
foon dries, and unfits it. for. ufe. 
Thefe are fo much of the fame na- 
ture as garlick, mentioned jin. this 
fection, that the reader may turn 
thither for its other properties. » 

320.: Rusc1, Butcher’s-Broom. Tt 
is alfo called Brufcus.. It grows in 
thickets and hedges; is of an an- 
ftere. and bitterifh tafte, and ac- 
counted aperient and deterfive ; but 
it is not prefcribed in thofe, or in 
any other intentions, either in the 
fhop-difpenfations, or common prac- 
tice ; and has no place in medicine 
now, but upon the merit. of its 
roots, which are one of the five 
greater openers. Taine ” 

321. SamBuct, Elder; diftin- 
guifhed Frudiu in umbella nigro, by 
C. Bauhine. ‘There is alfo a moun- 
tain-elder, referred to by botanifts ; 
but that enters not into the prefent 
practice. This tree has not one part 


but is ufed in pharmacy. There - 


has been a treatife wrote by one 
Martinus Blockwitzius, called the 
Anatomy of the elder: but as its fe- 
veral parts are fomewhat different in 
their efficacies, and moft naturally, 
according ta our method, fall under 

other 
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other fubdivifions ; we fhall juft take 
notice here, that the: green leaves 
are only ufed in the fhops to’ make 
an oil and ointment for fome exter- 
mal intentions ;'and that they are 
fometimes, by way of cataplafm, 
applied hot to a1 eryfipelas, and in- 
‘flammatory tumours. 
222. SATURELE, Savory; dif- 
tinguithed—Hortenfis five Cunicula 
fativa Plinii, by C. Baubine. It is 
much cultivated in our gardens; but 
is little ufed in'‘medicine. It-is rec- 
koned warm and difcuflive ; good 
againft- crudities of the ftomach, 
afthmas, and menftrual — obftruc- 
tions: but its neglect in’ practice 
fhews a diftruft of all thofe effica- 
cies. | 
323. ScropHuLaria, Fig- 


avort; diftinguifhed — Major vul- 


garis, by Parkinfon, and — Nodofa 
fetida, by C. Baubine. It grows 
in the hedges, flowers in Fu/y, and 
hath the virtues of this clafs belong- 
ing to it ; but it is very little ufed. 
324. Secaxis, Rye. This is 
not in any medicinal difpenfation ; 
but it is the common bread among 
the meaner fort in fome countries. 
It purges thofe who are not ufed to 
it; and is reckoned more detergent 
- than any other grain of which bread 
is made. It is by fome ufed in 
fuppurative and difcutient cata- 
plafms ; and ‘not always without 
fuccefs to the parts affected with the 
gout. ae 
*(SopnHigz CHoriruRGORUM, 
Flix-weed ; with Cafp. Bauhine — 
Nafturtium fylveftre tenuiffime di- 
vifum ; Wild crefs with leaves very 
finely divided. The falks rife two 
feet high; and are befet with nume- 
vous longewinged, and very neatly 
divided green leaves; refembling thofe 
of the true Roman wormwood; and 
adorned with very fine foort hairs: It 
grows common in fandy ground, or a- 


mong rubbife, and flowers in }ane. 
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The feed is the chief part in ufe; and 
Jaid, if boiled without bruifing, to 
cure the bloody flux: and to be good 
in the flone and gravel.| 

325. Tanaceti, Tanfey. - This 
hath many diftinétions in botanic . 
writers ; and by fome is made the 
fpecies of the <4rtemifia ; but the 
Lanacetum Vulgare of Parkinfon, is 
the only fort cultivated amongft us. 
Herman of Leyden gives a fort of it 
under the diftin@tion of Balfamita 
mas, five Tanacetum hortenfe, foliis — 
EF odore menth.e ; which is the Coffus 
Hortorum, commonly called Cof- 
mary ; but this fort is very little ufed 
in medicine. The other flowers in 
Fune and Fuly. It difcuffes, is vul- 
nerary, uterine, and nephritic ; yet 
enters into very few fhop-medicines, 
under any of thofe intentions. A 
fyrup is indeed made of it; which 
is in efteem amongft the good wo- 
men in fome female diforders, but 
by none elfe. It is accounted; by 
many, efiicacious in deftroying 
worms ; particularly the feed, whieh 
is, for that reafon, frequently made 
a fuccedaneum to worm-feed, or the 
Semina Santonica. 

26. TR1iFOLI1 PALUSTRIS, 
jive Paludefi, Marfo Trefoil, or Buck- 
bean. ‘This plant is mentioned by — 
Gerhard, Parkinfon, and other bota- 
nic writers; tho’ they faid little of 
its virtues before Simon Pauli, who 
commends it greatly in fcorbutic 
cafes ; and fays ’tis more fubtile and 
penetrating than the Na/furtium. 


Bartholine alfo juft mentions it. It 
feems at this time to be coming inte 
great repute in many chronical dif- 


tempers. Many ufe it in their fa- 
milies in the form of tea: and ex- 
perience its conftant ufe to be very 
effectual againft fcrophulas, the 
king’s-evil, and’ all obftinate fcor- 
butic diftempers. Its tafte at firft 
ufing is not very grateful; being 
fomewhat of a naufeous bitter; but — 


time wears off that diflike. Its 
ufe in fhop-compofitions is not yet 
known. 
327. VERBENS, Vervain ; 
chiefly diftinguifhed into male and 
female. It flowers in Fume and Fu- 
4. It is of a fub-aftringent and 
bitterifh tafte; is detergent, and 
reckoned good in all indurations and 
obftructions of the liver, fpleen, 
reins, or mefentery : but it is little 
ufed inwardly, Externally it is of 
great ufe in pains of the head, ap- 
_ plied various ways. Foreffus gives 
an almoft incredible inftance of its 
_ virtues for this purpofe, in 44. 9. 
Objervat. 52. Some pretend it as 
an amulet ; and Marcellus Empiricus, 
as Schroder relates, direéted the root 
_ In cafe of the king’s evil, to be cut 
juft crofs-ways, and one part hung 
about the neck, and the other in a 
fmoaky place ; by which means the 
flruma was to wear away as the 
root dried in the fmoak. Many 
country people pretend to do great 
feats with it in agues ; by applying 
it to the wrifts in the form of a ca- 
taplafm; and alfo to cure gouty 
pains and fwellings in the fame 
manner. 3 

328, Vrronicm MAris, 
Pauls Betony, or Male Speedwell. 
This is in flower about June. That 
is moft preferred by fome, which 
grows near the root of an oak. It 
13 accounted a good deterging vul- 


nierary ; and giver in erofions and’ 


_ obftru€tions of the lungs, both to 
expectorate and heal. There are 
alfo dlexipharmic qualities afcribed 
to it, which give it a place in fomé 
compofitioris apainft malignities and 
epidemical infeftions. It is alfo 
prefcribed in fome antifcorbutic de- 
coctions, and reckoned good to 
clednfe the blood, and wear away 


blotches and cutaneous eruptions. 


The Veronica femina, is the Elatine, 


Fluellin, » which the College have 


thought fit to take notice of in their 
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laft De cseataad ; but there is no- 
thing yet to be {aid from experiéncé 
in its recominendation. ~~ = 
Flores, Flowers : tee 
329. Frores Samaucy, EV 
der Flowers. 'They blow from May 
to Fuly, Thefe are emollient, dif-' 
cutient, and anodyné; tho’ little _ 
ufed inwardly, unlefs in the water 
that is diftilled from them ; which is 
very good, and will keep well e- 
nough if they be fprinkled over with 
a little {pirit before diftillation ; elfe 
it will decay before frefh flowers 
come again, as moft fimple waters 
do. They are ufed in many exter.’ 
nal applications, in eryfipetalous in- 
flammationis, and arthritic fwellings.’ 
There is an excellent ointment to 
be made with them; but there is’ 
feldom care enough taken in the’ 
fhops to order it right ; which fhall 
be direéted in the following part. 
Simon Pauli likewife gave them in-' 
watdly to be drank in milk, in in 
flammiations. 


Semina, Seeds of, aM ay 
330. AMMEOsS, Bifbops-Weed. 
There are two kinds of this, the — 
Vulgatius of Parkinfon, and —Majus 
of C. Baubine; and the Ammi ve- 
rum offic. diftinouifhed —Semine Apii 
by Capar, and—Odore Origani by 
Fohn Bauhine; thé laft of which 
comes from Egypt about Alexan- 
dria ; and is the true officinal fort ; 
tho’ the other is fometimes ufed for 
it. Thefe feeds are of fubtile parts,. 
opening and difcuffive : hence they 
are not only ufed in cholics and 
windy inflammations of the fto- 
mach, as carminatives ; but likewife 
in obftructions of the menfés and 
urine. They are an ingredient in

331. Eruca, Rocket. See Sece 
tion IV.

332. Fraxint, 4. Thelé 
are inclofed in what the country’ 
K people 
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‘people call the Afex-keys. They 
are very little in compofition ; but

333. NasTurtil, . Creffes. 
‘They are of the fame virtues as the 
herb; and, for the conveniency of 


keeping them dry in the fhops, are 


more in ufe in the officinal compo- 
fitions; tho’ the other much more 
in extemporaneous  prefcriptions, 
and arbitrary medicines. _ | 


Fru&us, Fruits: . 
334.AMYGDALMAMARA, 
Bitter Almonds. Thefe are aperi- 
ent, deterfive, and diuretic ; and 
therefore commended in obftructi- 
ons of the liver, fpleen, mefentery, 
and womb. They are by fome faid 
to take off the effects of drunkennelis ; 


and alfo to expel wind. Barthole- 


tus, in his. treatife de Re/pzratione, 
contrived an elixir under that inten- 
tion ; in which thefe were the prin- 
_Cipal ingredients. ‘Their expreffed 
oil is now much in ufe to foften and 


deterge the wax out of the ears ; 


and-they are of very little account 


in the. prefent practice for any thing 


elfe, unlefs among thofe artifts who 
have learned to make black-cherry- 


water with them: for they give ve- 


ry much the fame relifh in diftilla- 
tion as the kernel of the cherry- 
ftones. And for the fame reafon 
we have them frequently in ratafia, 
* “inftead. of the apricock kernels ; 
being to be had much cheaper. 
335. Ficus CoMMUNES, 
Common Figs. 'Thefe are deterlive 


and vulnerary; they are therefore, 
in many prefcriptions for diftempers_ 


of the lungs and breaft; and are an 


ufeful ingedient in pectoral dgtoc-— 
tions, becaufe they very much pro-. 


mote expectoration; and are there- 
fore, ang iby 

and difficulties of breathing. ‘They 
are alfo reckoned to be diuretic, and 
to Cleanfe the urinary paflages~of

342. JuNIPERY Bacem, Fu- 
niper-berries. The juniper was fo 
much in the good efteem of Etmuller, 
that he thought it deferved a whole 
treatife ; and is pleafed with Conra- 
dus for beftowing an intire chapter’ 
upon it, in his Medulia Diftillatoria: 
All the parts of this tree are of a’ 
balfamic nature; as indéed are in 
fome meafure all the ever-greens 
the glutinous and adhefive proper- 
ties of their juices preferving them 
from thofe decays which other ve- 
getables are fubject to in the winter. 
This, by fome, has been confound- 


ed with the cedar ; and Vax Helmont, 


in his medicines to prolong life, for 
the cedar fubfitutes the juniper. 
The gam flowing from this tree, 
was the Sandarachz of the Arabians 2 
and with that, melted in a fufficient’ 
quantity of oil of turpentine, is made 
the faétitious varnith now ufed by’ 
The 
berries are fuppofed to contain the

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great ftrengtheners of the ftomach, 


and effectual againft malignities and 


epidemical infections. The rob (a 
form of medicine now out of ufe 
amongit us) made of their exprefied 
juice when green, is called the 7 4e- 
riaca Germanorum; {fo much were 
they in efteem amongft them for 
their anti-peftilential qualities. They 
are certainly carminative, and very 
much contribute to diffipate wind, 
and flatulencies in the ftomach and 
- bowels. But their moft celebrated 
and remarkable properties are, in 
_deterging and fcouring the vifcera, 
and particularly the reins and uri- 
nary paflages ; as all indeed of the 
turpentine kind do. For this reafon 
they are frequently met with in 
compolitions, both oficinal and ex- 
temporaneous, for the jaundice, ca- 
chexies, dropfies, and difficulty of 
urine. The latter intention they 
are fo remarkable for, that fome 
rely upon them in gonorrhceas and 
venereal ulcerations, and erofions 
of the genital parts. They are very 
convenient in decoction; and in 
diftillation part with thofe qualities, 
as much as any of the like fubitan- 
ces do, to what, pafles over the 
helm ; infomuch that their fpirit is 
ferviceable the fame way, and much 
promotes urine. What is fo com- 
mon a dram among the meaner 
people, and goes by the name of 
Gin, is only an indifferent {pirit im- 
pregnated with thefe berries. They 
afford a confiderable quantity of 
oil in diftillation, effectual to the 
{ame purpofe, and not greatly differ- 
ing from oil of turpentine in {mell 
and virtue. Thefe are mightily ufed 
in medicated ales and diet-drinks, 
for all the above-mentioned inten- 
tions.

343. AMMONIACUM, Gum Am- 


termed hyfterical. 
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moniac. ‘Chis isa gum from a fe- 
rulaceous plant growing in fome 
parts of 4fa. It has, by fome, been 
called Hammoniacum, from its grow- 
ing near the tempie of ‘Fupiter Ham- 
mon. ‘That is beft which is freeft 
from drofs, of a yellowifh colour 
without, and white within, of a 
bitterifh tafte, and caftor fmell. It 
very much attenuates and deterges ; 


and is therefore properly ufed in all 


diftempers arifing from grumes and 
vifcidities, which ftuff up the vef- 
fels ; and particularly prevent a due 
motion of the nervous fluids. For 
this reafon it is found of mighty 
fervice, not only in afthmas and in- 
farctions of the lungs, but in ner- 
vous cafes, and particularly thofe 
The mott con- 
venient form: to prefcribe it, is by 
way of pills. Some diffelve it in 
vinegar and other liquors, and calk 
it Lac Ammoniacum: which is much 
ufed in afthmas; but that form is 
naufeous to fome. It is feldom o- 
mitted in extemporaneous  prefcrip- 


tions for the abovementioned inten~ 


tions. It is alfo in the compofition 
of many topics as a fuppurative ; 
and fome fay it will of itfelf even 
‘draw out thorns or fplinters. 

344. Caprvi, Jd. This is the 
produce of the Baljamum America- 
num Of Cafpar Bauhine, called by 
Pifo, Copaiba, and diftinguithed by 
Ray, Arbor Balfamifera Brafilienfis 
Sruflu monofpermo, the American bal- 
{am-tree ; and it grows moft in Bra- 
fi. The balfam is of a thinner 
confiftence than the common turpen- 
tine ; but much more fxagrant and 
deterfive. It is extremely quick in 


pafing of by urine, and mightily q 


cleanfes thofe paflages ; for which 


- yeafon it hath obtained very much 


in gonorrheeas, and all obftructions 
and ulcerations of thofe parts. It 
is likewife a powerful balfamic, and 
good in many diftempers of the 
breaft; ~The yolk of an egg will

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mix it in any liquid form; but thus 
managed it becomes very naufeous 
to the taite. [The moft agreeable way 
of taking it, is either in powdered 
Sugar, or dropped into water.] 
345. GILEADENSE, Balm of 
Gilead. It is alfo called—Fudaicum, 
and — é¢ Mecha, from the places 
whence it is brought; and O/eum 
Balfami, and Opobalfamum, for the 
great efteem it hath held with fome 
_Writers ; it being an exudation from 
the true Balfamum Syriacum Rute 
Solio of Cafpar Bauhine.. This is 
the fineft balfam we know, of the 
confiftence of a fyrup, but of ex- 
tremely fine and fubtile parts; it is 
very fragrant, tho’ of the turpentine 
kind. It is fo greatly efteemed even 
where it is produced, that it is ac- 
counted a rich prefent from the 
chief prince of Arabia Felix (to 
whom Mecha is fubjec) to the Grand 
Seignior ; as likewife to others of 
the greateft rank. Its price and 
{carcity is the reafon why it fome- 
times comes to us very much adul- 
terated. When genuine, it is a moft 
noble medicine. It wonderfully 
opens obftructions of the lungs, and 
heals erofions from acrimony, and 
the worft kind of ulcerations. There 
is nothing exceeds it in afthmas and 
pleurifies ; and whatfoever elfe re- 
quires expectoration. All inward 
decays likewife, bruifes and fores, 
, are relieved by it; and particularly 
thofe of the reins and urinary paf- 
fages: for it very quickly paffes that 
way, and manifefts itfelf in the {mell. 
of the urine. Externally ufed, it alfo 
gently deterges and incarnates. The. 
yolk of an egg makes it eafily mix 
With almoft any vehicle ; and toge-. 
_ ther with linfeed oil it is now much: 
ufed for the like intentions; and 
with barley water, or any liquor of, 
the fame kind, it may be made into 
an emulfion, or draught, as the 
Portia qlea, [But the more agreeable 


ad 
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way of taking it feems to be, in fugar 
or water. | 

346. Masticues, Majfiich. 
This is a refinous gum of the Lez. 
ti/cus tree. It grows chiefly in the 
ifland of Chios ; and the gum is in 
moft efteem which comes from 
thence. It is in fmall granule, and 
white, if good; tho’ age makes it 
turn yellowifh. Some will have it 
to ftrengthen the ftomach, remove 
naufeoulnefs and flatulencies, and 
ftop vomiting and fluxes of the 
belly ; to ftrengthen the head, and, 
invigorate the nerves ; ftop catarrhs, 
tickling coughs, fpitting of blood, 
and. blunt the acrimony of the hu- 
mours. It is very ftrengthening to 
the reins, as well as cleanfing ; and 
is a good ingredient in prefcriptions 
againit feminal weaknefles, gonor- 
rheeas, and the whites. _ Schroder 
commends it boiled in water, half 
an ounce to two pints, for a diar- 
rheea, tho’ that feems but an indiffe- 
rent way of managing it. We meet 
with it in many ftrengthening exter-) 
nal applications, as plafters chiefly, - 
both in the officinal compofitions, 
and extemporaneous prefcriptions.” 


‘But with all its ftrengthening qua- 


lities, it is fo much of the turpen- 
tine kind, as to deterge, and pafs by» 


urine ; as appears very manifeitly 


by its fcent. 

347. TaACAMAHACA®, Taca-. 
mabac. ‘This is a refinous gum, 
from Nec Spain in the Weft Indies. 
It diftils from a tall tree not unlike 
the poplar ; diftinguifhed Popul’ 
fimilis frudtu, colore Paonie fimilis, 
by Fohn Bauhine ; and called Tecom- 
hacca by Hernandez; and differs not 
much from the Galbanum; but is of | 
a more pungent and acrid {cent ;) 
which makes it too offenfive to be 
much ufed. inwardly. It is reckoned 
good. being burnt upon. coals, for 
hyiterical fits in women; and like- 
wife applied to the belly in the form’ 

Fe ae | of 
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ofa plafter. It is by fome applied 
to the temples in the fame manner, 
and to the nape of the neck, for 
pains of the head, defluxions of 
rheum upon the throat, and inflam- 
mations of the eyes ; as alfo in the 
.tooth-ach, It is of fo fubtile and 
penetrating a nature, ‘that it is great- 
Ty ufed in external applications, to 
_fappurate or diffolve tumours; and 
is accounted effe&twal even in thofe 
which are f{crophulous,') ‘It. is like- 
wife applied to affwage arthritical 
pains with fuccefs. Indeed the iz- 
dians ufe it for all kinds of pain, ac- 
cording to the report of Moxardes ; 
and Schroder affirms, that. he has 
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the mediation, of a. lixivious falt. 
Thofe kinds which are moft ap- 
propriated to medicinal purpofes, 
and given inwardly, are from Venice, 
or from Caftile. ‘This drug (for as 
fuch it is now confidered) is of a 
very penetrating, warm, cleanfing 
nature ; and confifting of an union 
of two bedies of very different tex- 
tures, it readily mixes with the fluids 
of any kind; wherein by the fubti- 
lity of’ its parts, and the afperity of 
its falts, fomewhat foftened with 
oul, it penetrates and deterges the 
moft minute paflages. 
fuch alkaline’ or tT aviphs {alts have 
a great deal of fiery particles in their 


known intolerable pains in the leg ~compofition, it divides and rarifies the 


removed by it, 

348, OpoBpansamum. -It is 
diffichit to diftinguith this from the 
Balfamum Verum, or Balfamum ¢ 
Mecha; for Schroder mentions them 
all as the fame fort ;° unlefs that 
which is fometimes received into the 
fhops under this title be a mixture of 
the Balfamum’e Mecha and Capivi 
together ; for it feems not fo fra- 
grant as the former, and fomewhat 
better {cented than the latter. Its 
medicinal virtues are the fame as of 
thofe to which it bears fo near a re- 
femblance ; with which likewife it 
fometimes obtains a place amongtt 
alexipharmics ; and is a very good 
ingredient in the Theriaca Androma- 
chit and Mithridate; tho’ very ill 
fupplied by its ufual fuccedaneum, 
the exprefled oil of mace; for that 
does not at all come up to the fame 
fubtility and activity of parts; but’ 
is of a much heavier texture. This 
is likewife, as are all other balfams, 
fuppurative, deterfive, and incarn- 
ing, applied outwardly to tumours, 
ulcers, or green wounds. ; 
349. Sapo, Sope. This, ftri@ly 
fpeaking, is rather a compofition 
than a fimple. Tt is made by an in- 
corporation of oil, or fat fubftances, - 
with thofe of a different texture, by 


a 


moft obftinate and vifcid grumes, fo 
as to fit them for expulfion. For this 
reafon it is good in all obftruétions 
of the vifcera, and infar€ions of the 
veflels ; and is particularly diuretic. 
But its moft celebrated virtues are 
cleanfing the liver in the jaundice, 
in GRRE cafe there is not a better 
medicine in the world, if the patient 
does not {pit blood: which, for rea- 
fons too long to infert here, is a 
fymptom in the jaundice of a de- 
{perate cafe ; and this medicine, 
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And becaufe* 


given in fuch a fymptom, would ra- 


ther increafe it, by deterging and 
further wearing - off the capillary 
branches. This is capable of bein 

given in many convenient forms, as 
pills or draughts ; for it eafily dif- 
folves in boiled milk, or any other 
liquor: but in fuch liquids it mof 
difcovers itfelf to the patient, which 
it is not convenient fometimes to do 3 
becaufe fuch a knowledge frequent- 
ly leffens their expeétations, and by 
eit means hinders the  fuccefs, 
which otherwife it might have had. 
The Matthew's pill is perhaps as ef- 
fetual a remedy, in many inten- 


tions, as any compofition in the. 


fhops: but the bafis of that, next 
to the opium, is the Sapo Phil/- 
phorum 3; which is an incorporation, 


of 
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of the lixivious falt of tartar with 
oil of turpentine. How this is, in 
the ufual fenfe of the word, a cor- 
rector of the opium, is not to our 
purpofe here to examine: but as an 
ingredient, it makes the medicine 
very aperient and fearching ; and

oth by urine and fiege. This is 
frequently ufed externally ; and is 
fo hot and attive, that it will almoft 
blifter, applied to the dry fkin. It 
has been much tried in arthritic 
pains; and it feems, by its fubtility, 
to be able to carry almoft any thing 
along with it through the pores ; 
and therefore, in fuch ‘cafes, has 
been joined with opium. But none 
have yet feemed to hit the mean 
between the intolerable pungency of 
the fope, and the infenfibility which 
fometimes the opium induces ; fo as 
to endanger a {phacelation. For a 
further account of the medicinal qua- 
hities of fope, fee Appendix, article, 
Lithontripticum Fohanne Sievens. 
350. TEREBINTHINA omnes, 
All the Turpentines. There are a- 


. bundance of plants and trees of this 


kind, which are_moft of them green 
the whole winter ; the warmth and 
tenacity of their juices preferving 
them from ‘thofe changes which 
others undergo: from different fea- 


fons. As for flavour or fcent, there * 


aré of this tribe from the moft fra- 
grant and aromatic, through the fe- 
veral degrees, ‘to the moft rank and. 
fetid ; and from: the fofteft and 


_ fmootheft; to thofe which are very 


hot and: deté?five. All thefe are 
more or lefs good in the foremen: 
tioned intentions, of cleanfing thé 
vifcera, in’ proportion to their heat 
and deterfive’ qualities ; which are 


- tobe diftinguifhed by their quick- 


nefs and warmth upon the palate. 
What ufes thefe are of externally, 


' muft be omitted here ; becaufe there

tho’ the fruit of this’ tree, which # 
well known to all, be acid, cooling, 
and aftringent ; yet conftant expe- 
rience has found the bark. to be 
opening and’ déterfive. That part 
which grows neareft the tree is moft 
valued. It is hardly in any of thé 
Difpenfatory comtpofitions ;- but ve- 
ry frequently in ¢ommon prefcrip- 
tion for the jaundice, or other dif= 
tempers from foulnefs and obftruc- 
tions of the vifcera. It is likewife, ° 
for the fame purpofes, an ingredient 
in many of the medicated ales which 
are publickly fold. , 

352. Caprparis, Caper. This 
is an exotic, whofe buds fent over 
to us in pickle, are fo much ufed im 
common: fauces. The bark is, in 
fome few compofitions under thé 
fame intentions as the former; but 
is hardly known in extemporaneous 
practice. Paha i 

353. Esuzi, Devarf-Elder; cat- 
léd alfo Chamea&e, and Sambucus 
It grows in high-ways, 
and flowers in June. ‘The inner 
bark is much efteémed in the jaitn- 
dice, and reckoned likewife a great 
purger of -watéry humours ; for 
which reafon it is given amongft 
hydragogueés ; and is found to be 
very diuretic. ; Reeriin! 

354. SamMsuci,’ Elder, This is 
poffeffed of the fame virtues as the 
former ; and is a good ingredient in 
all thofe compotitions which are 
intended apainit diftempers- from ob- 
ftruétions of the vifcera, and parti- 
cularly of the liver -and- kidneys ; 
for it mightily cleanfes the former, 
and promotes the paffage and fepa» 


ration of urine through the latter, 


It is likewife accounted a good anti- 
fcorbutic ; and is‘ given in many 

compofitions of that intention. 
355. TAMARISCI, Tamarife. 
Ite grows io France,” and chiefly 
| about 
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about Narbox ; for which reafon, by 
fome botanifts, it is ‘diflinguifhed 
-+ Arborea Narbonenfis. It is plen- 
tiful likewife on the RAine and Da- 
nube.. Schroder fays this attenuates, 
opens, and abfterges; is hepatic, 
diuretic, and fplenetic ; and good 
againit all difeates from black choler 
and overflowings of ferum ; in cu- 
taneous eruptions, the itch, black 
jaundice, and the whites in women. 
But many commend it in hypochon- 
driacal affections. . Etmuller equals 
it even to faflafras, in its efficacy 
againft. defluxions of rheums and 
catarrhs; and fays there is not a 
better remedy in thofe cafes than 
this bark boiled in mint-water. Al- 
tho’ it is in fome few of the officinal 
compolitions, yet it is rarely met 
with in common prefcription ; and 
the confumption of it is fo {mall, 
that it is not frequent in the fhops ; 


unlefs very ftale, and then good for - 


little. It is not now ufed outwardly. 


Radices, Roots of, | 
a0 356... Aru, Cuckow-pint; diftin.. 
guithed — vulgare by Gerhard, and 
— maculatum {Fnon maculatum by 
Parkinfon. It grows in hedges and 
dhady. places... This. plant appears 
very early in the fpring. © It is moft 
violently pungent and volatile ; in- 
fomuch that the leaft touch of its 
juice upon the tongue is fcarce to- 
erable, and almoft cauftic. This 
quality makes it recommended in all 
vifcidities, and in phlegmatic and 
{corbutic cafes ; i it pene- 
trates and rarifies tough concretions 
and infarctions of the glands and ca- 
pillary veflels.. It has been pre- 
fcribed in humoural afthmas and 
obftructions of the bronchia ; and, 
by the great force and activity of its 
parts, it breaks through and wears 
away thofe little ftoppages in the 
éxtremities and cutaneous glands, 
which -occafion itchings and {cabs ; 
and is therefore juftly ranked a: 
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mongft the moft powerful antifcor- 
butics. Van Helmont commends it 
greatly, with vinegar, in bruifes or 
falls; becaufe it will prevent the 
blood from ftagnating and falling 
into grumes upon the injured parts. 
And Etmuller, with a mixture of 
fallads, feems to think it will form 
a Tertium Quid, very much of the 
nature of Na/furtium. Some have 
affirmed a dram of this root, frefh 
powdered, and taken in any proper 
vehicle, to be a moft excellent and | 
infallible remedy againft poifon. and 
the plague. Marhiolus commends, 
and with great reafon, a cataplafin 
made with this frefh bruifed and 
cow-dung, to be applied hot in ar- 
thritic pains; for fuch a com pofi- 
tion cannot but do all that is expedt- 
ed from the moft penetrating fub- 
ftances. Schroder reports, that the 
diftilled water from its frefh leaves, 
is a {pecific in melancholy and dif- 
traction. Dr. Grew fays, that. this 
root kept long dry, lofes its efficacy ; 
which it certainly does ; the volatile 
parts, in which it confifts, flying 
away, and leaving it infipid. 

357. Cerarum, Oxions. Thefe 
are too much in every’ one’s ac- 
quaintance to want any defcription: 
They are very pungent and volatile ; 
but not fo much as the 4rum, which 
is of the piperine kind ; for that 
differs as much from thefe, as the 
fiery volatile falt of Sal Armoniac 
does from a foft Sal wolatile Oleo- 
Jum: the difference. feems to: con- 
fift in this, that the former is a col- 
le&tion of fubtile, ative particles, 
but very rigid; and, as much as 
their minutenefs will admit of, 
painted ; which makes them irritate 
and ftrike the nerves with an almoft 
painful fenfation : whereas the lat. 
ter fort approach more to the nature 
of oil: and altho’ by their fmallnefs 
and volatility. they very fenfibly 
move the nerves, yet they are fofter, 
and excite more grateful, or at leaf 

. more 
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more tolerable fenfations. For dif- 
tinétion-fake therefore, thefe two 
_ kinds may be underftood under the 
terms of volatile faline particles, and 
wolatile fulphureous particles ; terms 
ufed amongft chemiits very often in 
a confufed manner ; but may be 
underftood with the reftrictions here 
afligned. Onions have, by fome 
authors, afcribed to them an alexi- 
pharmic quality ; and have, for 
that reafon, been prefcribed in ma- 
lignant. and epidemical. diftempers. 
To this intention Petrus Montanus 
ufed to give them roafted, with The- 
riaca put between them fliced.. And 
Paracelfus recommends them to be 
applied either with honey, or alone, 
to the part bit by a mad dog. Er- 
muller {ays they provoke the menfes, 
if fteeped in vinegar ; but they are 
by all allowed to be very diuretic, 
and powerful in cleanfing and 
-breaking away any obftructions in 
the urinary paflages, whether from 
flough or gravel. They are very 
efficacious, likewife, in all infarc- 
tions of the lungs ; and wonderfully 
promote expectoration, relieve afth- 
mas, and all difficulties of breath- 
ing. They are by many alfo given 
to deftroy worms ; and fometimes 
with fuccefs: That their diuretic 
quality. does not confift altogether 
in their lighter and more volatile 
parts, is manifeft from their retain- 
ing it in a great meafure, after they 
have been boiled long enough to 
diffipate all thofe parts ; tho’ they 
are much more efficacious unboiled 
to all other intentions ; but come fo 


ftrong along with, the breath of a. 


perfon that takes them, as makes it 
very offenfive. Thefe are alfo in 
great efteem amongft our furgeons, 
to draw and fuppurate all kinds of 
~ tumours. Roafted and applied to the 
ear, they help to ripen, break, and 
cleanfe away impofthumations in the 
head ; which fometimes cannat be 
influenced by any other means, 
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358. Curcumay Turmeric ; 
called Cyprus Indica by Gerhard, and 
Crocus. Indicus by Bontius 3  diftin- 
guifhed Foliis longioribus &F  angufti- 
oribus, Radice longa F croced. ‘This 
is brought to us from the Ea/t-Indies. 
There are two forts, the long and 
the round; the. former is ufed in the 
fhops. — Its tafte is bitterifh, and in- 
clining to acrid ;.and ‘therefore it 
mutt. attenuate, open, and difcufs, 
It is alfo efteemed a fpecific in the 
jaundice and dropfy. : 

399. Finicsis, Fern: Of this , 
there is a male, diftinguifhed Mas 
non ramofa dentata, by Cafpar Bau» 
hine ; which is reported a {pecific in 
the rickets ; and the female diftin- 
guifhed Ramofa major, pinnulis obtu= 
Jis non dentatis, by the fame author. 
The Filix florida, or Ofmunda Re- 
galis, isa {pecies of the latter ; but 
notwithftanding the many fuperfti- 
tious -conceits. concerning the medi- 
cinal virtues of thefe, the prefent 
pharmacy gives little credit to them, 
and ufes them but very rarely. 

360. GLycyRRHIz #, Liguo- 
rice ; diftinguifhed — Siliquofa radi» 
ce repente, by the Baubines: There 
is not perhaps any one fimple fo 
much ufed in medicine as this, both 
in the fhopsand extemporaneonus 
prefcriptions. . It grows in many 
parts of Europe, and we have enough 
of it in England for our own fupply, 
altho’ a great deal of its infpiffated 
juice is imported. Its. chief place 
of growth here is about Pontefra& 
in Yorkfbire. [It is alfo cultivated 
about London ; efpecially’ in the 
fields near White-chapel, and. Well- 
clofe fquare.] It is very fweet 
upon the palate, even. more 
than fugar and honey, and. is. yet 
accounted a-flaker of thirft; for 
which.reafon alone, Galen ordered 
it in dropfies. It is very balfamic 
and detergent ; infomuch that there 
is hardly any officinal medicine, or 
occafional prefcription for any of the 
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diftempers of the breaft, but what 
have more or lefs of this for am ins 
gredient. Altho’ it is fo very deter- 
gent, that fome have fufpected its 
too liberal ufe to have fometimes 
brought on a {pitting of blood ; 
yet it has likewife fomewhat fo foft 
and emollient in its compofition,: as 
to éafe in tickling defluxions, and 
give relief in catarrhs ; which makes 
it of great efteem in coughs of all 
kinds. It promotes expectoration, 
and is ferviceable in aithmas, diffi- 
culties of. breathing, pleurifies, tu- 
bercles, and erofions of the lungs. 
for thefe intentions it enters” into 
pectorals of all forms. It is almoft 
as conftant likewife amongft the 
deobftruents ; and is prefcribed in 
the jaundice, in hypochondriacal 
affections, and. amongft diuretics. 
It has its fhare alfo as a corrector 
of fome cathartics ; and infufions 


of fena and rhubarb are fearce ever’ 


ordered without it. In fhort, it is 
almoft of univerfal ufe, and is hardly 
- fuperfluous in any one: intention. 
its infpiffated juice is the moft 
convenient form to keep in the fhops, 
for moft purpofes : but what is made, 
here from our own roots, is much 
the beft ; altho’ what comes from 
abroad is cheapeft, and therefore 
moit frequently to be. met with. 
361. Ewunrw# Camrana, 
Elicampane. It paffes alfo by the 
name.of Helenium. This grows in 
many Places of England; but not 
by much in fuch plenty as in Gers 
many, according to the writers of 
that country, where they make a 
wine of it, which they «have in 
great efteem : and Platerus for its 
ipicy tafte calls it the Aroma Ger- 
manicum, for as fuch they prefer ft 
to ginger. It is very warm, opens 
ing, and deterfive ; and! is: reckoned 
of great efficacy in cleanfing the 
lungs, both from tartarous and vif- 
cid obftruftions ; befides which qua- 
lity, it has alfo fomewhat fo gluw- 
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nous, tenacious, or adhefive, as makes 
it. feviceable in waftings and. con- 
firmed confumptions: for it gives 
frefh fubftance and vigour to the 
folids, and incarns ulcerations: Some 
think its warmth excites fweat; and 
for that reafon commend it after 2 
courfe of mercurials in venereal 
cafes, to carry off the dregs,.as they 
term it, of the mercury ; but fuch 
perfons do not feem rightly to diftin- 
guifh between fweat and infenfible 
perfpiration. This fimpleis capable 
of being. reduced into almoft any 
form : but the conferve is the moft 
common, and probably the beft ; for 


boiling will be apt to diflipate and’ 


watte a great deal of its moft fubtile 
and fine parts. Some make it like= 


_ wife into an extraé ; but that procefs 


is liable to the fame inconveniencies ; 
altho’ its gummy or refinous parts, 


which abound in its compofition, 


will remain. We meet with this 
in many authors, and particularly 
Amatus Lufitanus, dive&ted in oint- 
ments for cutaneous eruptions, as 
the itch ; and feemingly for the 
fame reafon as ginger. Butthe mo- 
dern practice has found out much 
more efficacious and neat applica- 
tions for fuch purpofes.

’ and in conftitutions where they a- 
gree in the firft paflages, they can- 
not but be proper for fuch an end ; 
becaufe they are already prepared 
into nourifhment, as far as is requir- 
ed for their admiflion into the 
blood. All that is done in the pr7z- 
me vie to our common food, is 
but reducing it into chyle, which 
is a kind of milk: but where the 
juices are very fharp, and the glands 
of the ftomach over-charged with 
them, they are very apt to turn 
thefe fubftances into curd ; a change 
very common and obfervable from 
any fuch caufes. By this means, 
the ferous or thinner part foon 
changes into the fame condition as 
the juices which join with it; and 
the moft nutritive part is hardened 
into a fubftance, which will be, fo 
far from admitting any nourifhment 
thro’ the lacteals, that “tis a chance 
if the periftaltic motion of the bow- 
els is fufficient to procure its eject- 
ment by ftool. Where, therefore, 
milk, of what kind foever, is or- 
_ dered in confumptions, and as a 
reftorative, it is with very good 
reafon joined with the teftacea, and 
fuch things as are proper to deftroy 
As for ‘the differ- 
ence of milks, from the different 
creatures which produce them, there 
feems as much owing to their dif- 
ferent food and manner of living, 
as to any fpecific difference in the 
creatures themfelves. That which 
is moft common in our food, 
cow’s-milk, feems to be of tha moft 
fubftance, and the moft nutritive of 
all. In the ufe of thefe, there is a 
great deal in being more or lefs ac- 
ewtomed to any particular fort; for 
at fir, with many, it is frequently

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purgative ; but this does not con 
tinue. In fhort, experience is the 
beft guide in thefe courfes°;: and 
phyfitians of the beft fkill and pe- 
netration fometimes are-balked in 
their expectations from their ufe. 
There are fome other intentions

good helps, together with more ef- 
fe€tual means, in the moft . obftinate 
cafes of the like intention. me 

375. Putmones Vuuprum, 
Fox-Lungs. Thefe feem to hawe 
been introduced into medicine from 
no better grounds than the imagi- 
nary efficacy which fimilar parts 
have upon each other ; fo: becaufe 
a fox is a creature which can run 
a great way, and long together, 
therefore his lungs muift be good 
to mend thofe which are. hardly 
able to'refpire. The College, in 
their laft Difpenfatory, have juftly 
rejected a compofition under this 
title. gett 

376. SpermMma Ceres, | Par- 
mafity. ‘The antients were great 
ftrangers to this drug, and Schroder 
himfelf féems very much unacquaint- 
ed with it; not well knowing whe- 
ther to make it an animal or mi- 
neral fubftance; tho’ he places it 
amongft’ the minerals, and calls it 
aliud Genus Bituminis ; his preced- 
ing articles being about fuch:fub- 
ftances. It is now almoft univer- 
fally known, that a particular fort 
of whale affords the oil whence ‘this 
is made: and that it is very impro- 
perly called Sperma, becaufe it is 
only the oil that comes from the 


head, 
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head, which it can be made from.

fay made from, becaufe it is, by 
fome peculiar management, which 
is in the knowledge only of very 
few, mightily changed from what it 
is naturally, before it comes to be 
fit for ufe in the fhops ; the oil itfelf

peculiar property of it is to fhoot 
into flakes, not much unlike the 
cryftallization of falts, after it has 
ftood a dué time at reft, in a pro- 
per veflel. [And in order to this,

That Parmafity, or Sperma Ceti, 
(for they are both arbitrary names, 
and equally improper, 4deps or O/e- 
um Ceti being more expreflive of 
the thing fignified) is the beft, which 
is whiteft and {weeteft ; that is, freeft 
from rancidity. It is a noble me- 
dicine in many cafes, tho’ chiefly 
ufed in bruifes, inward hurts, and 
after delivery. It is an excellent 
balfamic in many diftempers of the 
breaft; and gently deterges and heals. 
In coughs from fharp rheum, ero- 
fions, and ulcerations, it is very fafe, 
pleafant, and effectual ; as alfo in 
pleurifies, and inward impofthuma- 
tions ; where the mucus of the bowels 
has been abraded by acrimony and 
choler ; as in diarrhceas and dyfen- 
teries, this is a very good healer. 
In ulcerations of the kidneys and 
bloody’ urine, it is likewife a very 
fuitable medicine ; and by foftening 
and relaxing the fibres, it contri- 
butes frequently to. the expulfion of 
gravel, by: enlarging the paflages. 
It is moft conveniently made up into 
the form of electuaries and boles, 
with: proper conferves, and things 
of the like kind: and in fuch forms, 
if it be fkilfully, mix’d, it gives them 
an’agreeable {moothnefs, and is not 
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difcoverable by the patient. 
quids, it is not to be mix’d, unlefs 


in lingtufes and eclegmas; where _ 


it does well-enough. It is emolli- 


ent and healing, outwardly ufed ; | 
but its greateft ufe that way is in ~ 


the {mall-pox, melted with oil of 
almonds : with this the puftules are

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378. Lumpricr TERRES- 
TREs, Earth-worms. 'Thefe are 
often ufed in compofitions for cool- 
ing and cleanfing the vifcera. They 
are accounted much of the fame na- 
ture with fnails ; but they feem ta 
have more of an earthy or nitrous 
falt; which makes them afford parts 


more penetrating and deterfive. — 
_'They are good in inflammations.and 


tubercles of the lungs ; and are par- 
ticularly ufed in fuch affections of 
the reins and urinary paffages, where 


they cool and cleanfe very much. _ 


The compound water, which has 


‘its name from them in the fhops, 


is. a very good medicine in the 
above-mentioned cafes. ‘They are

385. Sar Gemma. This is

‘386. Hy prarcyRuM, Quick- 
Silver. [This is a metallic mineral 
Sound in mines, fometimes fluid, and 
Jometimes mixed with other mineral 
matters ; from whence it is feparated 
by diffillation. It comes next in 
Specific gravity to gold. Tis often 


adulterated with lead; in which’ 


cafe, it cannot fafely be trufted for 
internal ufe. The way of feparating 
it from the lead, or other heteroge- 
neous matter, is by diftilling it in a 
retort, either per. fe, or with the 
addition of quick-lime, &c. When 


It is with fome alfo a fecret to ap- 
ply to the foles of the feet in agues, 
as alfo to the wrifts; and I have 
known inftances where it has fuc- 
ceeded.

N DER ‘this head will be ex- 
| amined thofe fimples, whofe 
_-moft remarkable properties appear 

in their increafing the difcharge by 
urine ; or which are fuppofed to 
_have any power in removing ob- 
ftru€tions in the urinary paflages, 
from what caufe foever, whether 
humours or. gravel, 
The beft way to. underftarid how 
a medicine operates to anfwer this 
intention, will be firft to confider by 
what means it comes.to be wanted. 
_ This muft happen either from a fault 
of the paflages, or of the liquid 
which ought to make its way thro’ 
them. ‘The paflages may be in 
fault from any caufe which con- 
tracts them, and draws them up too 
ftrait ; which of courfe leffen their 
diameters, and will not let parti- 
cles thro’ of the fame bulk as they 
would before : and they may alfo, 
in their‘natural capacities, be ob- 
firuétedby the cafual intrufion of 
particles too big to go forward ; or 
by the concretion of particles at- 
_tracting one another in their progrefs. 
The fluid alfo which ought to go 
off this way, may be. prevented by 
‘its grofinefs ; and by being united 
with other particles too bulky for

393. PerrosELiNti, Parfley. 
This ftands with mof authors for a 
Jeffer fmallage; and is reckoned 
much of the fame virtues.. It is 
‘well enough known: in our gardens, 


_where ’tis cultivated in great plen- 


ty, and comes to us much oftener 
in food than phytic, it being better 
thus. ufed for any. medicinal inten- 
tion; as it is pleafant to eat in fub- 
-ftance, almoft in any thing ; and as 
the ftlomach is the beft preparer of 
fuch ingredients ;, for all vegetable 
fubftances eafily refolve, therein, 
-and ‘yield their native propertics. 
And there is no form in medicine 
which'can draw out the virtues of 
this herb to fuch advantage, as they 


refide in its own fubftance;, becaufe - 


-they manifeftly confit in a fixed ni- 
_trous falt; which in diftillation does 
not tife, and leaves the water good 
for nothing. This is. fometimes 
ufed outwardly, by ‘the common 


people, in. cataplafins,. to difcufs . 


and refolve ; which by its penetrat- 
ing nitrous falt, it 1s frequently fuc- 
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cefsful in doing. ‘Fhere is hardly a 
better ingredient in our ordinary 
fallads; tor cooling and cleanfing 
the vifcera. It alfo abfterges much 
flime and vifcid adhefions from the 
ftomach and bowels ; cleanfes all 
the paflages ; keeps the juices fluid ; 
and greatly affift their difcharge by 
urine. The roots likewife are very 
good in decoftions, diet-drinks, and 

medicinal ales, for cleanfing the | 
blood, as it is commonly called; — 
and draining off ill humours by | 
urine. There isa Petrofelinum Ma- — 
cedonicum, referred to in fome com- 
pofitions, and particularly in the 
Theriaca, where the feeds are di- 
rected ; but this is fo little cultivated, 
that the feeds of the common fort. 
are’ generally fubftituted in their

394. THE Viripis, Green- 

Tea. We have given fome fhort 
account of this elegant exotic under _ 
the article of Bobea-Tea.

“< the joints it is likewife fervice- 


“ able; as alfo for the gout. In 
<* fhort, the inhabitants of China, 
€¢ who ufe it much, are: free from 
“ the difeafes of the joints and 
_ reins.” He .alfo pretends, it is 
good to take off the ill- effets of 
hard, drinking ; and that it will en- 
able a perfon to continue a long 
time without fleep. <‘‘ To fum up 
“all, /ays he, it is efteemed the great 
<‘-augmenter of human ftrength ; 
* preferving from the accidents 
‘* which proceed from ill air or 
*© otherwife ; to which purpofe di- 
‘© vers ambafladors refiding in thofe 
<* quarters, ufe it in the mornings.” 
This herb has prodigioufly ob- 
tained in the ufe and efteem of moft 
people in our own country ; and it 
certainly deferves very great com- 
mendation. It is admirably grate- 
ful to the fmell and tafte ; and car- 
ries an agreeable roughnefs along 


- with it into the ftemach ; which 


gently aftringes the fibres, and gives 
them fuch a tenfity as is requifite to 
a good digeftion. . This roughnefs 
indeed may be increafed fo far, as 
to make the ftomach fometimes con- 
tra and throw up its contents ; for 
which reafon it is fometimes ufed 
as an emetic: and in many cafes, 
where the delicacy and :tendernefs 
of a conftitution will not admit of 
harfher and more naufeous dofes, 
there is not any thing more proper : 
for it gently deterges the over-quan- 
- tity of flime from the membranes, 
and leaves fuch_a moderate reftric- 
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tion behind,, as prevents all naufe-- 
oufnefs, and that continual drain of 
irritating juices, which flows in fre-. 
quently after the ufe of other eme- 
tics, and is hard to flop, . It is won-. 
derfully ferviceable after crapulas, 
by gradually helping of the vifcid 
remains which naufeate and ficken 
the ftomach, and again by drawing 
up their fibres to their due tone, 
Its ufe therefore after dinner, or 


eating, is of great fervice in affift-, 


ing digeftion, and preventing the: 
uneafinefs, which’ attends. a full 
weakly ftomach, It {ates the blood 
and juices with fuch gently deterging 
parts, as keep clean all the emuncto- 
ries; and is reckoned by fome to 
carry its influences to the remoteft 
arts, and prevent arthritic pains, 
he difcharge it moft remarkably 
promotes, is by urine ; but in fome 
thin conititutions it is thought too . 
cleanfing ; and in ‘the exceis that 
fome drink it, it may poflibly abrade 
and wear away the fubftance of the 
folids, as well as ill. humours, and 
thereby bring on a confumption. It 
likewife too fenfibly vellicates the 
bowels of fome very nice and ten~ 
der conftitutions, and’ occafions 
cholic pains ; but there are few in- 
ftances of this; it being one of the 
beft, pleafanteft, and iafeft herbs, 
that was perhaps ever introduced into 
food or medicine; and in the fre- 
quent ufe of which, perfons gene- 
rally enjoy a confirmed health. It 
is beft in the morning and after din- 
ner, and not fo good at night; reit 
and the ufual pofture of the body at 
that time not fo well favouring 
its moft common and natural ten- 
dency... - :

more of that falt from whence they 
derive that quality, than. any part 
which! grows above ground; into 
which it cannot rife in fuch plenty, 
-a8 the root itfelf receives it- from the 
earth. And this may, by the way, 
-pafs for a reafon why moft roots are 
-more endued with this property than 
their plants, _ 
reckoned one of the five opening 
‘roots ; and is.a good. ingredient in 
-all compofitions intended to cleanfe 
‘the vifcera ; efpecially. where. their 
-obftructions threaten. the jaundice 
-and dropfy. They are. likewife 
good in many diforders of the 
breaft, as operating by urine is of 
fervice in moft fugh cafes; and are 
-therefore with good fuccefs: joined 
with pegtorals in many extempora- 
neous prefcriptions ; amongft which 
we ofteneft meet with them. Tho’ 
they are a principal ingredient in

a good antifcorbutic. 

410. RAPHANI Rus TIcant, 


Horfe-Radifo, called alfo Rapha.- 


 nifirum. hte yous are in virtue 
_very much like the fcurvy-prafs and 
rf creifes, defcribed in Cafe's. Sed. 
4. and are extremely volatile and 
pungent, when bruifed ; infomuch 
28 to equal falt of Sal Armoniac, or 
any of thofe volatile falts when fet in 
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action. By this quality it difcuffes 
and opens all little vifcofities and in- 
farGtions of the veffels; but becaufe. 
fuch-fubtile bodies are lefs fenfible. 
in the larger paflages and glands, 
where they eafily get through, their 
efficacies are moft remarkable in the. 
capillaries; for which reafon, this 
and all of the fame tribe are moft 
valued for their fcouring the cuta- 
neous glands, and breaking through 
fuch little ftoppages there as o¢ca-) 
fion deformities, and all the fymp- 
toms of the {curvy.. This root is. 
alfo powerfully diuretic ; but mof. 
fo when joined with fome conveni-. 
ent acids, which add fomewhat to 
the weight of its particles, and de- 
termine them fooner through thofe. 
defcending emunctories. - Upon this, 
account the compound water in the 
fhops, which from hence has the 
name of Aqua Raphani compofita, is 
very fkilfully ordered ; the extreme- 
ly fubtile particles of this ingredient, 
with others of the like nature, join- 
ed with fuitable. acids, making it 2 
noble diuretic. "This root in decoc- 
tion ought to be carefully managed ; 
becaufe its chief parts will eafily fly 
away. Its virtues are therefore beit 
drawn out by fimple infufion ; which 
hot water poured upon it, and fhut- 
down in a clofe veffel, will fo ef. 
fectually do, as to make it as pun- 
gent almoft as fpirit of harthorn, 
Its great ativity and warmth alfo 
make it good in all fuch nervous 
cafes as arife from cold and vifcid 
juices ; and induce heavinefs of the 
fenfes, or inaptitude to motion 3.in 
the fame manner as muftard, and 


all fuch fimuli, 
of Animals. 


411. Min LePepes, called alfo 


Afilli, and Onifei, Wood-lice, Soars, 


or Church-bugs. 'Thefe are fo much 
in the acquaintance of the common 
people, that they feem to be matters 
Sy Sees a aa 
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of their medicinal virtues; and ufe 
them in many cafes without any. 
other dire¢tion. They are by all 


tence found to be very diure- 


tic ‘and abfterfive ; which. makes 
them not only frequent in prefcrip- 
tidtis for diforders of the reins, but 
alfo in obftructions of the vifcera ; 
-and in the jaundice particularly. 
They are good in palfies, epilepfies, 
and ali nervous diftempers: and 
HikeWife in flrumas, ferophulous tu- 
mours, and ‘inveterate ulcers.” Ve- 
y remarkable cures have been per- 
thetied in thefe cafes by a long ufe 
of them.’ ‘They are much the beft 
takeh in fubftance, or bruifed in 
white wine; the liquor being drank 
without fettling fine; elfe a great 
deal of faline matter will fall to the 
bottom.) Thefe are greatly in ufe 
athoneft all pratical authors ; and 
frequently to be met with in the pre- 
'fent occafional prefcriptions. Sen- 
aertis, im the third book of his 
sraftice, commends them againft 
é ftone in the bladder. Riwerius 
ives inftances of wonders perform- 
éd by them in inveterate ftrumas and 
ulcers ; as does alfo that honour to 
our country, Mr. Boyle, who takes 
notice of them for the fame inten- 
‘tion, in his difcourfe Of the ufeful- 
ness of experimental philofophy. 
“442. CANTHARIDES, Spanifh 
Flies. Thefe are fufficiently known 
to moft people’; and that their chief 
nfe is for raifing blifters. -They a- 
bound with a fubtile cauftic falt, 
which gives them this property. 
Hence, when they are applied to 
the fkin; the heat and motion of 
what perfpires fets them in action; 
whereby they penetrate the cutis, 
and fo wound and ftimulate the 
fibres, .as to bring, according to the 
Bellinian do&rine, fuch; a flux of 
fluids, as raifes up the Cuticula or 
fkarf-fkin (through which it cannot 
pas) into a blifter. But’ altho” this 
us the only purpofe to which com- 
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mon practice knows how’ to apply 
them; yet they are of wonderful 


efficacy in fome inward intentions, 


in the hands of thofe who have’ kill 
to manage them. ‘They extremely 
provoke urine; which they do more 
by’ ftimolating the parts into fuch | 
motions as are neceflary for the pro- 
trofidhor’ejeftment, of the water, 
than by facilitating its paffage ; and 
this makes them fo difficult’ to be 
given, without occafioning a ftran- — 
gury: for, even in blifter-plafters, 
they fend enough of their acrid fale _ 
into the blood, to have frequently | 
this effeét. “Where, therefore, thefe — 
ate adminiftred as a diuretic, fuch | 
means ought to be ufed at the fame 
time, ‘as. may guard the fenfible 
rembranes from their vellications ; 
and fuch are proper in broths: and 


‘emulfions. But the particular cafe 


where thefe flies are neceffary, and 
moft fafe to fcour the urinary paf- — 
fages, is when they are obftrutted 
with flough, and fuch vifcidities as 
are apt to be wafhed off from the 
ulcerated parts ; and this frequently 
happens, efpecially in women ; for 
the womb is very much {ubject to 
fuch foulnefs, and ftands in need of — 
the moft efficacious cleanfers. In 

thefe cafes, the folid parts do not 
lie fo bare, as to be liable to the ero- — 
fions of the cantharides, until- they 
have deterged away the. filth, and 
then it is time to leave them off;

nefs and attivity fit them both to 
pafs themfelves, and befides make 
way for many other. particles to go 
off with them. 

But the other cafe of a diaphore- 
fis, or railing a fweat, is moft exten- 
five and efficacious ; and that is by 
{queezing and contra¢ting the fibres, 
and fo forcing thro’ what is in readi- 
nefs to pafs; of which matter there 
often is a great deal in the capilla- 
ries, or juft at the furface, that fome- 
times almoft ftagnates for want of 
fuch thocks. All acids do this, and 
whatfoever vellicates and contratts 
the fibres powerfully. Thus. you 
fhall fee people prefently fweat upon 
eating vinegar or lemon-juice. Up- 
on the fame account does fear, or 
any fudden paflion, produce the like 
effect; as likewife all kinds of ex- 
ercife.

- 422.Me.iss#, Baum; diftin- 
guifhed — Vulgaris odore Citri, by 
°¥. Baubine. It flowers in Fauly. 
‘This herb is very well known in 
Tt is of a fine cordial 
flavour; but fo weak, that in moft 
medicinal forms it is loft; and ’tis 
hard even to dry it with its natural 
fcent. The diftilled water made 
from it therefore is beft drawn when 
the plant is green ;/ which, by the 
way, holds good in very few other 
plants : but with all the care imagi- 


 nable it will foon fade, unlefs {prink- 


led with a little fpirit before it is 
diftilled. [But the way of gaining 
this water in-its full perfection, is 
by cohobating it feveral’ times upon 
frefb parcels of the plant ; for thus

of confiderable medicinal ae od 
‘The plant is a good cordial, an 
makes an agreeable ingredient in 
many alexipharmic waters. Any 
other form it is not fit for. 

- 423. Scorpri, Water Ger- 
mander. It crows in watry grounds ; 
and flowers in June and ‘uly. It 
is fomewhat of a garlic fmell, mix’d 
with an aromatic. It is juftly e- 


‘fieemed a good alexipharmic, and 


thakes an excellent ingredient in all 
compofitions of that ‘intention ; as 
well] as in that grand medicine of the 
fhops, which has its name from it, 
aarp 3; tho’ in prefcription it 
moft frequently bears the name of 


; its inventor, and is’ called Confeétio 


Fracaforii, "There is alfo an excel- 
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lent ¢ompound: water, which. de- 
rives, its mame from this fimple ; 
and is entitled in the fhops, dguq 
Scardiz compofita. It is good in all 
kinds of fevers, and helps both to 
raife the fpirits, as a cordial, and 
promote {weat,; or the eruption of 
fuch humours as do often critically 
terminate fuch diftempers.... This 
plant keeps its fmell,- if well dry’d, 
tho’ reduced into a fine powder ; 
and therefore may very convenient- 
ly be preferibed in boles, as well as 
infufion 3. which makes: it ftrange 
that it is not oftener met with in ex- 
temporaneous practice, in the room 
of fome things not by much fo effi- 
cacious, nor fo eafily to be procur’d. 
Some. authors mention this fimple 
amongtt hyfterics, and deftroyers of 
worms;,and alfo for a good de- 
terger of malignant and inveterate 
ulcers: but fuch praétice is not at 
all warranted by experience. 

424. UtmMaria, Meadow- 
feet. It flowers in June. We. 
have this amongft the beft alexi- 
pharmics, in fome writers, and itis. 
called Regina Prati, Queen of the 
meadow, and by Ca/p. Bauhine, Bar- 
ba capri, floribus compagis. It has 
a very agreeable {cent ; -but it does 
not by any great volatility of {mell, 
or purgency in tafte, feem to dif- 
cover in it fuch properties, in fo 
large a degree as:authors mention 3 © 
tho’ the fimple water which is or- 
dered from it in the Difpenfatory, 
has a very remarkable imell and 
tafte, but foon turns mothery, as al} 
fuch waters will do, [unlef often 
cobobated upon frefo parcels of the 
plant, or preferved by means of a lit- 
tle inflammable fpirit added thereto.) 
Tt is likewife an ingredient in the. 
milk-water.» - 


Flores, Flowers : ' 
425. CaLenpu wa, Marygold. 
Thefe blow almoft all the fummer. 
| They 
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‘They are well known in the kitchen 
‘as well as the fhops. Amongft phy- 
fical writers they pafs for alexiphar- 
mics, tho’ in a much inferior de- 
gree to faffron ; which it is’ com- 
pared to. Many alfo fpeak of them 
as hyfterics ; and we meet with them 
often in Riverius’s practice for that 
purpofe. a ae 
426. Croci, Saffron. Thefe 
blow in September, and are of a nice 
culture, and a valuable commodity, 
growing in fome parts of Exgland, 
particularly in Effex and Cambridge- 
jfeire; which are the beft of any in 
the world we have yet met with. 
The Geman writers mention that 
for the beft, which grows in the 
circle of Aujiria; but by their dofe 
it muft {fall fhort of ours; for a 
{cruple was their ordinary quantity ; 
‘whereas five or fix grains of Englifb 
faffron, that is good, has very fen- 
fible effects. Foreign authors alfo 
{peak much of this narcotic quality ; 
and pretend that an immoderate dofe 
of two or-three drams will bring 
on a particular kind of delirium, 
(or mirthful madnefs) and occafion 
death. Etmuller gives a ftory of a 
perfon, who trading in this com- 
modity, for the fake of faving fome 
duty, concealed a bag of: faffron 
fo long under his clothes, that its 
fteam had fuch an effet. upon him 
-as tokill him. It is certainly one of 
pie greateft cordials of any fimple 
the whole Materia Medica fupplies ; 
and as effectually promotes a dia- 
phorefis ; which makes. it hardly 
‘éver omitted in extemporaneous 
prefcriptions, for any {pecies of fe- 
vers. It wonderfully affifts. the e- 
ruption of the meafles and f{mall- 
pox; and at the fame time that it 
puts the conftitution upon a force to 
throw off fomewhat difagreable, it 
enables it to fuftain fuch an exertion. 
It is alfo given in almoft all diforders 
ef the lungs ; and for its great efli- 
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cacy in promoting expectoration,. 
and relieving the breath, it is called 
by fome Amima Pulmonum, the foul. 
of the lungs. There are many. 
forms which it is made into in the 
fhops; but it is much better given in 
fubitance ; and is yery conveniently 
powdered, and made into boles and 
eleétuaries. The dearnefs of this. 
commodity makes fome draw out 
its tinture for a fyrup; or to ufe. 
by itfelf, and afterwards dry and 
powder the remainder for ufe. That 
which has not been fo ferved, is al- 
moft of a red colour when powder-. 
ed ; and upon but juft touching it 
with any moifture, it- will ftain exe. 
tremely yellow. The colour which 
it gives in tincture, tho’ deep and 
fine at firft, will fade with keeping; 
and the fooner as the menftruum is 
more acid; for this reafon, that. 
which is ordered with treacle-water, . 
and feems beft fitted to anfwer the 


intention of an elexipharmic, is 


hardly ever made. It is generally, 
done with canary ; and fuch wines, 
as are moft remote from acidity ; 
but that is only for the fake of the 
beauty of the medicine. This flow- 
er parts with a great deal in infufion © 
that will rife in the ftill; and there- 
fore what is fold for fpirit of faf- 
fron, if well made, is an admirable 
cordial : and in the ftrict fenfe of 
the term, perhaps a greater than 
medicine any otherwife -fupplies. 
This way likewife there is' nothing 
of the fimple loft; becaufe the 
refiduum may conveniently be eva- 
porated into. an extract ; in which 
will be retained the moit deterlive 
parts; and will make it a good me- 
dicine in the jaundice, cachexies, 
and all diforders arifing from ob- 
ftructions and foul vifcera, There 
are many who extol this in hyfterical 
affections; and are of opinion, that 
it cleanfes the womb, promotes.the 
menftrual difcharges, and affifts in 

delivery.

delivery. Borellus, in his obferva- 

tions, {peaks of a perfon, who by 
carrying a parcel of faffron a long 
journey, to market for fale, was fo 
affected by its {cent only, as to make’ 
bloody urine. Some prefcribe it to 
be worn, with camphire, in a bag 
at the pit of the ftomach: for me- 
lancholy ; and others affirm, that fo 
ufed, it will cure agues. 


Semina, Seeds of, 
1 427. SESELIOS, Hart-wort. 
Botanifts defcribe feveral kinds of 
this plant ; but their officinal fort is 
the fame as the Stler montanum ; and 
called likewife. by C. Bauhine, Li- 
gufticum. The feeds have a great 
name with fome ancient botanic and 
difpenfatory writers ; and are men- 
tioned almoft in every intention : 
but they are grown into negleét. in 
the prefent praétice, and enter few 


fhop-compofitions except the Theri- -

*** Vici, Tares: Thefe are 
~ too well known to want defcrip- 
_ tion’: and they are of no ufe in me- 


dicine but amongft nurfes, who boil’ 


them in fome drinks, to bring out 
the meafles and {mall-pox. 


Gummi, Gums : . 
428. Campuora, Camphire. 
This is a pellucid gum or refin, 
which does not flow from the tree ; 
but is. obtained out’ of its wood, 
_ by a particular way of fublimation ; 
vid. Fac. Breynius in Exotic. Cent. 1. 
¥eis brought into Europe chiefly from 
China, and the ifland Borzeo in the 
Eaft-Indies. tis extremely vola- 
tile ; and Tachenius, with fome o- 
thers, will have it: to be a pure na- 
tural Sal Volatile Oleofum. It is the 
moft efficacious diaphoretic known’ 
- in medicine ; its great fubtility dif- 
. fufing it thro’ the very fubftance of 
the parts, as foon almoft. as the 
warmth of the ftomach. fets it in 
motion. In all fevers therefore, 
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when a diaphorefis is to’ be encon- 
raged, nothing will fooner raife 
one; but its great heat requires 
plentiful diluting with {mall liquors. 
Its {mell indeed is fo penetrating 
and particular, that it is not tobe 
difguifed in any form. In reducing 
it to powder, the’ mortar muft be 
firft rubbed with a little oit ; elfe 
it will not divide. It very readily 


diffolves in rectified: fpirit ; but it: 


will again part from it, and appear 
like a curd, if that be lowered with 
any aqueous mixture.’ This has been 
in great efteem with pra¢tical au- 
thors of the beft note heretofore, in 
all kinds of fevers, malignities; and 
epidemical contagions ; arid we 
fhall hardly meet with any compofi- 
tions for thofe intentions in Senzer-. 
tus, Riverius, or Etmuller, without 
this as a principal ingredient. How 
it comes to be fo little in the prefent 
practice, is fomewhat ftrange ; for’ . 
it is’ as fafe as efficacious. But to’ 
thofe who appear moft acquainted: 
with this drug, there is one quality: 
which feems oi little known ; and: 
that is, that in deliria, where Opi- 
ates fail of procuring fleep, and of- - 
tentimes aggravate the fymptoms, 
this will frequently fucceed ; and-as 
it helps forward a breathing thro’ the 
pores by its warmth, it does alfo 
contribute to the fame good end, 
by relaxing the tenfity of the fibres: 
with reft. It has) been much de- 
bated, whether this be really hot or’ 
cold ; its fenfe upon the palate, at: 
firft taking, purfuading the former ; 
and its ufefulnefs, in allaying inflam- 
mations, encouraging the latter -opi-: 
nion. If by warmtlr is underftood- 
fuch a fubtility of parts, as - difpofes- 
them to brifk motion, and to agitate 
what is about them ; this has as good. 
title to be fo, as any thing which 
is not aQual fire. And for its allay- 
ing inflammations, that may be done 
by the fubtility of its parts, divid. -

tartarous matter ; .but alfo warming. 


and itrengthening the nerves, it ena= 


bles them to move with. great vigour,» 


as fhakes off and. prevents the lodg- 
ment of fuch particles upon them. 
430. § Correx PERuvViae 
‘nus, Fefuits Bark, as itis called, 
_* from its being brought into Eurape 
- * from the We/t-Lndies, by fome mif- 


* fionaries of that order: The power - 


« 


. which this medicine has of curing, 
‘ almoit generally, agues and inter- 


* mitting fevers, is too well known, 
* to leave room for any difquifition 
* on its efficacy in thofe cafes. But | 
* its medicinal virtues are by no _ 
‘ means limited to them. It was, 
‘ fome years ago, offered, firft by a 
‘ gentleman of Northampton in the 
‘ philofophical tranfaétions, and af- 
* terwards in the Edinburgh medical 
* eflays, as a powerful remedy in 
‘ mortifications, and thence re- 
* ceived in practice as fuch by feve- 
‘ ral here ; and though, from the 
* malignity which commonly attends 
‘ thofe cafes, it often fails to effec 
“acure ; yet there are inftances 
‘ enough of its fuccefsful ufe to 
* fupport the opinion that it per« 
‘ forms in thofe refpeéts whatever 
‘could be expected from the aid - 
“ of medicine. It has been like- 
‘ wife frequently given in fluxes and 
‘ hemorrhages,:and°in the former 
‘ of thefe cafes produced good ef: 
‘ feéts. Befides thefe virtues of the 
“ bark, it has been experienced by 
‘ particular perfons to have’ others 
* not lefs extraordinary in the cure 
‘ of diforders of a very different 
‘ kind: a phyfician, at prefent ih 
* great prattice, cured two perfons 
‘ of fcarlet fevers, attended with 
‘ fymptoms generally deemed fatal, 
‘ by giving it along with vinegar ; 
‘ his theoretic reafon was, the con- 
‘ fidering the patient in thefe fevers 
‘ asin the ftate of a mortification 3 
‘ but however juft this theory might 
‘ be, the fuccefs of his practice was 
* evidently owing to the efficacy of 
* the medicine. Another inftance 
‘ of the lefs known ‘virtues of the 
‘ bark, fell within my knowledge 
‘ fome time ago: a perfon who had 
‘for feveral years been fubje& to 
‘an inveterate coftivenefs, fo con- 
‘ tinued, that he never went to 
“ ftool without the immediate ufe of — 
‘ ftrong. purges, and who had in 
‘ vain fought affiftance from feveral . 
‘ eminent phyficians as well as’ em=_ 

* pirics, ’ 
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‘ pitics, happened fortunately laf 
“ {pring to get an ague, for which, 
‘according to common practice, 
‘the bark was given him: after 
“taking it fome time, he found 
* himfelf not only cured of his ague,

431. ConTRAYERV#, Céun- 

ter-poifon. This is an extotic root, 

which botanic writers feém not well 


toagree about: Bauhine, with fome 


others, making it a kind of cyprefs ; 
and calling it Cyperus /onga. Some 
. alfo call it Drakena, and others make 
it a fpecies of the Granadilla. Yt 
_ has a quick aromatic {mell, is of a 
feddith colour, rough or wrinkled 
upon its furface, and has many {mall 
fibres thooting from it. It is much 
more come into extemporaneous 
practice of late, than it feems to 
have béen heretofore ; tho’ not 
given above a fcruple at moft in a 
dofe; whereas fome antient pratti- 
cal authors fpeak of a dram as a 
moderate one.

432. IMPpERATORI #, Maf- 
ver-zwort, Called alfo amongft many 
other names; Afranfia: The In- 
peratoria of Cafpar  Baubine, is the 
oflicinal Mafter-wort. © Thefe ‘dre 
not much unlike the angelica roots 
in flavour or virtue. They are a- 
greeably penetrating,’and’ allowed 
by all to be a good alexipharmic. 
They are faid to cure many kinds 
of poifons, and thé bites of veno- 
mous animals. They are alfo de- 
terlive; and good in the jaundice, 
cachexies, and dropfies ; becaufe 
they promote the fecretions by u- 
rine as well as by the fkin. 'Thefe 


are not fo often met with in extem- 


poraneous prefcription, as they de- 
ferve. In the 4g. Ep. or plague-water 
they are an excellent ingredient s 
if they are difpenfed in it in due 
quantity, and frefh, give a very 
agreeable predominant tafe to the

433. Me 1; Spigael, generally cal- 
led Meum Athamanticum, diftin- 
guifhed by Cafpar Baubine - -fo- 
hits Anéthi. Tt grows in meadows 
and pafture grounds, but is not of. 
ten met with. It flowers in jue. 
This has an aromatic pungenicy in 
its {cent ; but is alfo-fomewhat fe- 
tid. It remains in many Difpenfa- 
tory compoiitions, moft of them 
alexipharmics; of which tribe it 
is by all writers accounted. Some 
aicribe to it virtues which give it 
a place in hyfterical prefcriptions, 
Tt is given to promote, the menftrual 
difcharges, and remove the difor- 
ders of thofe parts, which proceed 
from obftruétion: sibs

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434. Narou, Spikenard. We 
fhall here take notice of two forts, 
‘the Celtic and the Indian. The 
former grows in many parts of Eu- 
rope; and Mr. Ray fays, as it agrees 
im kind with the valerian ; fo it has 
the fame virtues. ‘The latter comes 
tous from the Eaff Indies, Alexan- 
dria, &c. called by Breynerus, Gra- 
men Cypcroides aromaticum Indicum ; 
and is much more: valuable than 
the other. It is efteemed as an a- 
lexipharmic ; being warm and fpicy, 
and helpful to promote {weating. 
Upon this account it is an ingre- 
dient in the capitals and other Dit 
penfatory compofitions of the fame 
intention. It is likewife reckoned 
at good ftomachic, a ftrengthener of 
the fibres, and a difpeller of wind 
and crude flatulencies. 
435. PeTasiTiDEs, Butter- 
Bur, diftinguifhed by Ca/par 
“Major & vulgaris, and by Fohn 
Bauhbine,—vulgaris rubens rotundiori 
folio. It grows in low grounds, 
and flowers in March. ‘This is not 
greatly unlike the mafter-wort root, 
in pungency and flavour. It has 
alfo the virtue afcribed to it as an 
alexipharmic, upon which account 
it is in many of the Difpenfatory 
compofitions of that intention ; and 
there was alfo a compound water 
under its name in the College Dif- 
penfatory, both uniform and effica- 
cious, tho’ is is now rejected. It is 
likewife reckoned detergent, and 
good in all obftructions of the vif- 
cera, and the diftempers thence 
arifing. 
' 436. PyretTuri, Pellitory of 
Spain, diftinguifhed — flore Bellidis, 
by C. Bauhine. This is an acrid 
root, brought to us chiefly from 
fome parts of Jta/y ; but its mighty 
fubjeét to decay; fo that we meet 
with it in the fhops frequently rot- 
ten and worm-eaten. It is hot and 
very difcutient, which makes it

forward a diaphorefis ; and it won- 
derfully attenuates and draws, or 
fqueezes out of the fibres and 
glands, vifcid and phlegmatic hu- 
mours. For which reafon it is not 
only ufed as an alexipharmic, but 
as a phlegmagogue, and a purger 
of watery humours. It is a good 
medicine in all cachexies, and diftem- 


_pered habits from too much cold 


and moifture; and frequently of 
good fervice in palfies, and numb- 
nefs of the limbs. It is much ufed 
for the tooth-ach, to be held in the 
mouth ; and its great heat and pun- 
gency when fo ufed, occafion abun- 
dance of rheum to flow out of the 
glands; which in many cafes give 
relief to other pains of the head be- 
fides the tooth-ach. 

437. SCORZONERE, Voiper- 
grajs, called Viperaria Hifpanica by 
Gerhard, Tragopogon Hifpanicus by 
F. Bauhbine, and diftinguithed by C. 
Baubine —Latifolia finuata. Some 
writers extol this for its efficacy a- 
gainit the bites of poifonous animals ; 
and others,commend it for curing 
melancholy, epilepfies, and verti- 
goes: but the prefent practice does 
not ufe it in any fuch intentions, 
but acknowledges it for an alexi- 
pharmic; altho’ it is not often pre- 
{cribed. It feems beft fuited to de- 
co¢ction ; but it is not very palatable, 
In that form fome commend it for 
bringing out the meafles and fmall- 

Ox. 
_ 438. SERPENTARIZ, Snake- - 
aveed. This is plentifully brought 
us from Virginia in the Weft-Indies ; 
and thence takes it name in pre- 
{criptions. It is alfo called Colubri- 
na and Piftolochia Virginiana. There 
are three roots under this name in 
the fhops, whofe diftinftions amongft 
botanifts fhew them to be of the 4- 
ripolochia kind. The firft is Arif- 
tolochia Polyrrhizos, auricylis foliis 5 
defcribed under the title’ of Polyr- 


rhixos

rhizos Virginiana by Parkinfon, and 
Piftolochia Virginiana by Gerhard. 
The fecond is Arifolochia Viole fru- 
ticofe foliis Virginiana, cujus radix 
Serpentaria dicitur. And the third is 
4riftolochia, feu Denes Virgini- 
ana caule nodofo. But all thefe are 
by cuftom funk into the common 
"appellation of Szake-root. It is very 
hot and pungent, both in fmell and 
tafte. The prefent extemporane- 
ous practice juftifies it to be a pow- 
erful alexipharmic ;- and hardly 
ever omits it in moft kinds of fevers, 
efpecially the worfe and more ma- 


lignant fort. Its heat is fo confi-. 


derable, that where it is plentifully 
prefcribed, it requires to be well di- 
luted with fmall liquors; and fo 


managed, it feldom fails to raife a. 


diaphorefis, Its warmth alfo occa- 
fions it to be ufed frequently in 
nervous and paralytic cafes, which 

roceed from too much rheum and 
Ramadi It is an ingredient in 
the 4g. Ep. or plague-water, and its 


name feems to have brought it in 


efteem amongft many people; and 
to have introduced it into the clofet- 


cordials and drams ; as conceived 


to be a great refifter and preferva- 
tive againft infections, and what 
they call catching diftempers. 

439. Succis#, Devil’s-Bit, 
Aiftinguifhed, wulgaris flore purpu- 
reo, by Parkinfon, and—Glabra by 
Cafpar Baubine. It grows in mea- 
dows and pafture grounds, and is 
a fpecies of the fcabious; but al- 
tho’ it is ranked by many amongit 
the alexipharmics, it is in few fhop- 
compofitions, and but feldom pre- 
. {eribed in common prattice. 

_ 440. VALERIaNS, Valerian, 
Of this there are feveral kinds; the 
Major hortenfis, which is the Phu 
Olufairi folio of Diofcorides, the—~ 
- Major odoraté radice ef F. Baubine, 
commonly called Phu in the fhops ; 
\ the—Minor paluftris of Ca/par, the 
w——— Minor pratenfis feu aquatica of 
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Fohn Baubine ; and the—Sy/veftris 
Major foliis anguftioribus ; the latter , 
of which is intended in moft pre- 
{criptions. [There are two /pecies of 
this great wild Valerian ; the one has 
its root divided into many white, and 
thick fibres, growing more downwards, 
and /preading lefs than the other ; of . 
no confiderable odour when frefh ta-. 
ken out of the ground; but fmelling . 
very firong when dry. This grows in 
woods and drier places than, the 
other; which is larger, higher, and 
more fpread in its roots; with bigger . 
and /moother leaves ; and of a deeper 
Joining green. The latter groaws in 
watery places near ditches. They both 


flower in May, and are. ufed for each 


other.| It is warm and aromatic, 
but fomewhat of a fetid fcent. Its 
efficacy, as a fudorific, is fupported 
by the teftimony both of the an- 
tient and prefent praétice. It has 
been reckoned by fome deterfive; fo 
much as to make it diuretic ; and. 
good in all obftruétions of the vif- 
cera. It is mightily extolled like- 
wife by fome for ftrengthening. the 
optic nerves, and reftoring decayed 
fight; but the prefent practice ac. : 
knowledges it not.in any fuch in. 
tentions. It fometimes does won- 
ders in hyfterical affections ; efpe- 
cially where fimples of the fetid . 
kind are good; and the {pirits are 
too impetuous in their motions, fo. 
as to occafion convulfions. I have 
known it alfo (affifted with cam- 
phire, and fome other things of the 
like nature, which are very power- 
ful in breaking thro’ the minuteft 
obftructions) to cure obftinate a- 
gues. It is likewife very efficacious. 
in all nervous cafes, and particu-., 
larly the epilepfy. ‘This virtue in, 
it feems firft to have been difcovered., 
by Fabius Columna’; who, Pp: 220. of. 
his Phytobafanos, commends it for 
that purpofe given in powder.  Ri- 
verius celebrates it alfo upon thé like 
account ; which makes it a wonder 
M 3 that 
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that Evrzui/er fays fo little of it; 
who is very diligent in fearching af- 
ter’ fpecific qualities; and prolix e- 
nouvh in their commendation : for 


he'takes no- notice of it but as an’ 


alexipharmic, anda flrengthener of 
the fight. 
the memoirs of the French academy 
of fciences for the year 1706, has 
confirmed this: virtue’ by many in- 
ftlances within his own knowledge. 
And what appears véty remarkable 
is; that in the ‘two obfervations he 
enlarges moft upon, the patients 
voided great quantities of worms. 
His cuftom was always to purge 


before he adminiftred it. The ra-° 
dix Phu in the Theriaca Andromachi,” 


is the root of the garden Valerian. 


Of Animals, 


“441. CécetNiLLa, Cochineal,’ 


‘his is a mighty commodity from 
Neéao-Spain in the Weft-Indies, and 
moftly ufed in the dying trade; tho’ 


it ig alfo frequently preferibed “in’ 


medicine; but there a little of it 
goes a great way. Yet notwithftand- 
ing Our acquaintance with it, there 
have been great ‘controverfies about 


its’ production, ‘whether it be an’ 


animal ora vegetable; but moft now’ 
come into the former opinion, and 
agree that it’ is an infe@t, which 
breeds: upon the leaves of trees ; 
of which we ‘have’ many inftances, 
- and’ particularly in the poplar ; and 
that they lay their eggs, and hatch 


them ‘there, until the increafing bulk 


breaks thro” its confinement in the 
leaf, and lets out the young brood: 


We are inforrsed by fome travellers,’ 


that the way of procuring thefe, is 
to fet fire to fomething under the 
trees whereon they breed ; the 
fmoke of ‘which faffocates them, 
ard makes them fall off. Their wings 
and legs feem to be broken, and 
fifted or picked from them; nothing 
but the trink of the infect being 


Monfieur’ Marchant, in’ 
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brought to market. Leuwenheeck 
has pretended with his glaffes to 
difcover many parts in them peculiar 
only to an animal ; and has been fo 
very particular, as to have defcribed 
their ovaria. They who defire to 
be informed more concerning thefe

442. Scino,,Skinks, This is. 


an aquatic animal, tho’ termed Cro- 
codilus terrefiris, by Diofcorides. [Tt 
is a kind of amphibious lizard, re- 
Jembling a crocodile ; but hi Jaall, 
that the largeft ave fearce above frve 
inches long. They are found iu Egypt 
upon the river Nile; and are cover- 
ed with a fine filver feale from the. 
extremity of the tail to the end of the 


Jnout. They have four feet, but ex- 


ceeding feort i 3 fo that they 
rather crawl than walk: they are 
alfo found in plenty in the Carribbee 
iflands. They ought to be chofe 
large, plump, heavy, dry, entire, and 
if poffible untouched by the. avorm.

It hath an alexipharmic quality —

College ; but thefe different virtues 
are afcribed to its different parts ; for

ther antients, were as particular a- 
‘bout the different parts for different 
purpofes ; but*Hoffman hath taken 
pains to fhew it a needlefs labour ; 
and the prefent pharmacy gives no 
reputation to fuch conceits. 
443. Cornu Unicorny, 
Unicorn’s-Horn. There are various 
‘opinions concerning this creature ; 
but Paccius, who wrote a whole 
treatife about it, takes it to be’ no- 
thing but the rhinoceros; tho’ fome 
- ftrenuoufly contend that this horn 
is the tooth of a fifth. The ftrange 
conceits of the medicinal virtues 
of this drug, are too numerous and 
too ridiculous to mention here ; and 
both this and the following are now 
juftly expelled the prefent praftice.. 
444. Os ¢é Conve CeErvyy1, 
_ Bone of a Stag’s Heart ; is of the 
fame rank with the foregoing, and 
now. juftly in neglect. way 
- 445. BEZOAR ORIENTALILS, 
| Oriental Bexoar. pr ee 
446. Bezoar OccipENTA- 
i118, Occidental Bexoar. ‘Thefe are 
both by moft reckoned animal. fub- 
fances ; but Dr. S/are in a late book 
endeavours to prove them fadtti- 
ous, Their value is chiefly deter- 
mined by ‘the colcur they give. to 
the Ga/coign’s powder ; which makes 
the oriental by much the moft pre- 
ferable and deareft; and of that, fuch 
ftones are preferred as are {mootheft, 
{mall, and ftrike a deep green upon 
white paper that has been rubbed 
ever firft with, chalk ; which is a 
fure way of trying them. It, is 
_ wonderful. of what value thefe have 
_ always been reckon’d; fince it feems 
to be without any good ground. If 
they are factitious, according to Dr. 
Slare, the art muft be in very few 
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hands; or the materials very {carce, 
to keep them up fo dear. But be- 
fore him moft were of opinion. that 
they were generated in the parts of 
an animal, in the Indies, like a 
deer or a goat. . The oriental. is 
called Capra-Cerva, by Ray in his 
Synop. Animal. Gazella Indica cor- 
nubus reétis lougifimis nigris, prope 
caput tantum annulatis ; and by Fohne 
fton, Capra five hircus Bexoarticus, 
The occidental comes from the Ca- 
pra-cerva allo, called Vicuniras five 
Toraguas by Acofta, Cuguacu by Pi- 
fo, and Tenththamacame by Hernan- 
dex. Schroder fays they are alexi- 
pharmic, and promoters of fweat ; 
that they are Bon A epilepfies, pal- 
pitations of the heart, jaundice, dy- 
fenteries, ftone, and obftructions of 
the menfes ; as alfo that they cure 
melancholy, and forward delivery ; 
and in thefe important intentions, 
he affigns the dofe from three grains 
to twelve. But we have no inftan- 
ces from experience to fupport any 
fuch prattice. They have neither 
{mell nor tafle;'and, upon taking 
into the ftomach, give no fenfation, 
nor produce the leaft perceiveable 
effect ; which. is ground enough to 
fufpect them good for nothing ; al- 
tho’ our phyficians prefcribe them 
in. much. larger. dofes than. what 
Schroder mentions; and others have 
ventured half: a dram or.a dram at 
atime. ‘The fhops ufe it only inthe 
Pubvis é Chelis.compofitus, common- 
ly called Ga/coign’s powder ;. which, 
tho’ it, be. a, a medicine, feems 
to be of no.virtue as an alexiphar- 
mic ; yetas it has.often been joined 
in prefcription with fome alexiphar- 
mics of eflicacy,..it has-the credit, 
amongft the ignorant, of doing wh 

it never had, any fharein. © =>»

447. L apis ZT ITES, Eagle. 
Stone. Some naturalifts give ftrange 
M ‘4 - accounts

accounts of what goes under this 
name : and tho’ we have placed it 
here as a mineral, yet tis difficule 
to afcertain which of the three king- 
doms it belongs ‘to. ‘That it is found 
in an eagle’s neft, from whence it 
has its name, moft agree ; but not 
how it came there. It is about the 
bignefs of a chefnut, and is hollow, 
with fomewhat init that rattles 
upon fhaking. This has occafioned 
fome very odd conceits; it being 
for this reafon termed by fome, La- 
pis veluti pregnans, alio in utero fo- 
nante, that is, a {tone pregnant wit 

another in its womb. And upon 
this chimerical foundation, it feems 
to have afcribed to it the power of 


‘ 
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influencing the fcetus in women. 
The efpoufers of this delufion fay, 
that if it be wore about the arm, it 
prevents abortion; and about ‘the 
thigh, that it helps delivery : but 
in the latter cafe it is very gravely 
advifed not to be wore too long, left 
it draw out the womb. itfelf. 
Even Galen and Pliny, with many 
others, have much given into thefe 
fuperititions : and Wormius pretends 


‘to give inftances of its drawing down — 


the womb. Valeriola \ikewife at- 
tefts the fame in his obfervations 
but a true knowledge in anatomy, 
will not allow of any affent to fuch 
reports ais

PE" HAT part of the Materia 
Medica which comes under 

this head, altho’ it is not fo exten- 
five as fome of the precedent divi- 
fions ; yet it is of that efficacy, as to 
require the utmoft ‘kill and ‘cantion 
in the management. For a vomit 
cannot be given without doing ej- 
ther good or harm : it is not there- 
fore to be indifferently regarded as 
the operation of fome alteratives, 
which are frequently prefcribed only 
to keep the patient eafy under fome 
expectation, until a phyfician more 
clearly fees what nature indicates to 
peldieate.): his . 
Vomiis and purges are fo much 
alike in their operations, that one 
cannot be well apprehended with- 
out the other ; thus much therefore 
3s common to them both, that any 
medicine which fo far vellicates the 
jrembranes* and ‘coats of the fto- 


mach and bowels, as to draw them 
into convulfive twitches, or much 
accelerate their natural motions, will 
be emetic or cathartic, and fome- 
times both. But the aétion of vo- 
miting is more properly a convulfive 
motion in the ftomach, than any 
which can happen in the bowels ; 
unlefs their periftaltic undulations 
are perverted, as it happens in the 
puff ilaca. Whatfoever therefore 
comes into the ftomach, which {q 
irritates its fibres, as to make them 
contract or draw up with force, 
will ‘throw its contents upwards ; 
the vent being much larger that way 
than throngh the pylorus ; which 
would fend them down by ftool. 
The. difference therefore between an 
emetic and a cathartic, lies only in 
this, that the latter confifts of hich 
particles as pafs the ftomach with- 
out any violent vellications of the. 

te ws aie fibres ;

fibres ; and the former of fuch as 
have that effet almoft as foon as 
they come there ; fo that a vomit 
feems ftronger than a cathartic: and 
this is the reafon why a cathartic 
in an increafed dofe, will prove e- 
metic.. 

Some are of opinion, that the 
fubftance itfelf, which procured a 
vomit, is thrown up again in the firft 
or fecond ejection; and that the 
following folicitations are caufed by 
the acrimony of the juices ; which 
the firft motions pumped as it were, 
and occafioned to drain into the fto- 
mach. It is of no great importance 
whether it be thus or not; but ’tis 
¢ertain, that the action of vomiting 
gives the flrongeft fhake to all the 
mufcles and folids of the body, that 
any motion is capable of ; and there- 
fore in all medicjnal intentions it 
may be confidered as an exercife. 
And the laft reachings do generally 
difcover a drain of humours derived 
into the ftomach from fome confi- 
derable diftance; their colour fhew- 
ing them to come from. the liver, 
or parts more remote. But fervice 
is not fo much to be expeéted from 


what thefe medicines difcharge up- 


wards, as from what their violent 
emotions and concuffions fit for fe- 
paration, and force through other 
outlets; and even that by the fkin 
js prodigioufly increafed by thefe 
means, as is manifeft from the pro- 
fufe {weats which a perfon naturally 
falls into afterwards, upon the leait 
encouragement thereto. 

Tinétures, extracts, and refins, 
are always obferved to PEane 
rougher this way than more fimple 
_ preparations ; and the reafon feems 

to be, that fuch management of an 
jngredient divides its- parts too 
much, and makes them too inti- 
mately come into contact with the 
fibres ; whence they are not fo foon 
fhook off by their convulfive twitch- 
es, or throws, as more grofs parts 
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might be. Upon this account, 
therefore, moft of the fimples which 
come under this head, are beft or- 
dered in their natural forms ; and 
the elaborate preparations of the 
chemical pharmacy efpecially, pro- 
duce no vomit fo good as we find 
amongit nature’s own produétions : 
and this opinion the prefent prac- 
tice fully fupports ; for all the anti- 
monial. and mercurial emetics are 
almoft quite laid afide, unlefs in ve- 
ry obftinate cafes ; and fome fimple 
generally is now prefcribed, only 
in powder, as the ipecacuanha. 
The emetic tartar likewife, ‘which 
ufed to be fo much in vogue, is at 
prefent to be found only in fuch 
hands as are ftrangers to milder and 
fafer methods. — : 


Folia, Leavesof, . tt 
448. Er1Gert, Groundjel; cal- 
led alfo Senecio, and diftinguifhed by 
Cafpar Bauhine — Minor vulgaris. 
This grows moftly upon old walls, 
and amongft rubbifh ; and is much 
known and ufed by the common 
pone for a vomit. They infufe or 
oil it in whey or poffet-drink : and 
then ftrain the liquor. It is a good. 
and fafe vomit; but it is not ufed 
in the fhops, nor, as I ever met 
with, prefcribed in extemporaneous 


practice. |

449. PersitcarumM, Peach- 
blofoms. 'Thefe are ufed only in a fy- 
rup, which is directed in the former 
College Difpenfatory. It is a very 
palatable and gentle medicine for 
children; provoking them to puke ~ 
without any manifeft ficknefs. It 
alfo moft commonly gives a ftool or 
twa. . De 


Semina, Seeds of, 

o. CartuaMl, Bafard-Saf- 
fron, called alfo by many Cuicus, is 
produced by culture. “Thefe La 

ai 
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faid to purge watery and vifcid hu- 
mours, and deterge the mucus which 
frequently adheres to the inner coats 
of the ftomach ; but they are, very 
little ufed in compofition, and hard- 
ly ever occafionally prefcribed. 


Radices,. Roots of, 
451. Sc1L um, Sea-Onions, or 
Sguills ; diftinguithed —Vulgaris ra- 


dice rubra by Cafpar Bauhine. "They 


are ufed only in infufion, generally 
with.vinegar, which they render 
emetic. It is fometimes boiled into 
the confiftence of a fyrup-with ho- 
ney, and. called Oxymel Scilliticum 
in the fhops ; which retains the 
fame properties. They wonderful- 
ly deterge and {cour off vifcid ad- 
hefions in the bowels, and gently 
irritate the ftomach ‘to ejection. 
They are alfo, as -all of the onion- 
kind are, very diuretic ; and there- 
fore in great efteem with fome in 


dropfies ; for if their. infufion be - 


mixed with cinnamon -water, they 
will feldom vomit, but work down- 
wards, and very forcibly by urine. 
In afthmas, and all obftru€ijons and 
infarctions of the lungs, which are 
to be removed by deterfives and ex- 
pectoration, there is~ f{caree any 
thing more effe€tual, Thefe are alfo 
efteemed alexipharmic ; and upon 
that account have a place in. the 
Theriaca Andromachi. 

452. IPEcACUANHA, Ipecacu- 
auha, or Brafilian Root, ‘This is 
very differently called, and fpelt by 


different authors; but. this is the. 


moft received way in Purchas’s Pil, 
grim: And by Laer it is called, Zg- 
pecaya five Pyoaya; by My, Ray, 
Herba. Paris Brafiiiana. Poljcoccos ; 
and: in. the Oxferd catalogue, Peri- 
clymenta-accedens planta Brafiliana, 
Jlofeulis congeftis albis. Its root is but 
lately received in .medicine.. The 
Erench, fince their knowledge of it, 
feem to have been much more dili- 
gent in learning its virtues than our- 


' drams 


felves; Monficur Homberg, a che- 
mift, and Monfieur Boulduc, an a- 
pothecary, have both made ‘analy- 
tical inquiries into is texture. It 
will be worth the reader’s while to 
be informed what the latter fays of 
it, in the Memoirs of the Royal Aca- 
demy of Sciences for 1700. He takes 
it for granted, that all allow it to be 
a divine remedy in diarrhceas and 
dyfenteries ;» and that it is at the 
fame time emetic, cathartic, and a- 
ftringent. He leaves to botanifts 


the defeription of the plant, of which. 


it is the root ; and contents himfelf 
to obferve, that there are two forts 
of it, the one grey, the other brown, 
inclining to black on the outfide, 


The grey is more violent in its ope-. 


ration; tho’ the other is more ¢er- 
tain; as he learned from his own 
experience, as well as the report of 
others. But the gentlenefs of the 
grey has made it of more general 
ufe. He adds, that of late we have 
another fort brought over, which is 
white, and unlike the others, and 
which is given to pregnant women 
and infants, by reafon of its mild- 
nefs, _He confined himfelf for that 
time to the examination only of the 
grey : referring the reft to fome o- 
ther opportunity. And this he does 
both by diftillation with a retort, 
and by extraétion with fuch diffe- 
rent diffolyents as are proper and 
convenient. By diflillation he drew 
off a phlegm, an acid fpirit, and a 
little oil ; and from the black mafs 
that was left at the bottom of the 
retort, he was able to get but a ve: 


ry little fixed’ falt by a violent fire. - 


Tt wag not found worth while to take 
further notice of this analyfis ; be- 
lieving the other way by extraction 
to afford’more light into the nature 
of this root. ‘The extraétion was 
begun with very well rectified fpirit 
of wine; by which was drawn off 
its fulphur or refinous part; ten

‘the faline parts ; on which the fpi- 


rit of wine did not aé&t; and where- 


of the water is the only proper dif- 


folvent. It hence appears that the 
root contains much more faline parts 
than refinous, independent of the 
terrefirial ones. Whence it is in- 
ferred, that without the help of the 
fpirit of wine, both its faline and re- 

nous parts might be drawn with 


water alone; for fince the faline 


more abound in it than the refinous 
parts, the former. will . attenuate, 


draw off, refolve and attra& the 
latter; infomuch that they would 


become one body, 7..¢. make a 
mafs compofed of the faline and re- 


‘finous parts.. This is conformable 


to experience ; fince it is the known 
property of falts to diffolve the ful- 


-phurs; which is confirmed by trials 


made on purpofe. For with rain- 
water alone, and the fame quantity 
of root, Monficur . Boulduc drew 
three ounces and an half of an ex- 


tract, as folid, and confiftent and 


united in its parts, as the former:

ces, and whereof the, water could

' In another differtation publifhed 
the fame year, Monfieur,. Boulduc 
gives his obferyations on-the brown, 
ipecacuanha, By diftillation he re- 
marks, that it yielded lefs oil than 
the grey ; and that the laft portion 
of {pirit which comes away with its 
oil upon the greateft violence of fire, 
altho’ confiderably, acid, appeared 
to him to have. more volatile parts, 
than the fame portion of fpirit in 
the former. He fays, that by trial 
with falt of tartar, the particles of 
the brown efcaped with the greater 
brifknefs, and ftruck the fenfe of 
{melling more powerfully, Hence 
he concluded before-hand, that as 
the brown contains -lefs oily parts 
than the grey, fo it contains. fewer 
refinous ; and in the fecond place, 
that this laft portion of {pirit feems 
to. contain more volatile parts ; 
which is the reafon that, it is more 
violent in its effeéts.- This obferva- 
tion may countenance the opinion 
of fuch as believe the purgative vir- 
tues. of medicines to be exalted by 
means of a certain volatile falt ; and 
that they are more or lefs volatile,. 
in proportion to the quantity of vo-., 
latile falt contained in them. By. 
extraction, both by fpirit of wine 
and by water, that of the brown. 
weighed lefs than the grey. The 
proportions are thefe ; from eight 
ounces of the grey, he had, by {pi- 
rit of wine, ten ae of a refinous. 
extract ; but from the fame quanti- 
ty of. the brown, only, fix drams. 
From the remainder, thus freed of 
its refinous parts by an aqueous men- 
ftruum, he’drew from the grey two. 
ounces of a faline extract ; ti from 
the brown only between five or fix. 
drams. The remainder of the grey,. 
after it had been thus deprived of 
its refinous parts by the fpirit of 

wine, 
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wine, and of its faline ones by the 
water, weighed four ounces; but. 
that of the brown weighed near fix 
ounces.; which fhews that the active 


principles abound more in the grey. 


than in the brown ; which 1s farther 
confirmed by the following way of 
extra€tion. Jn the former he be- 
gan with. the fpirit of wine, and then 
ufed water; but here he extracted 
firft with water, and afterwards with 
fpirit of wine ; and obferved’ that 
eight ounces of the brown yielded, 
by a watery menftruum, one ounce 
three drams of an extract very folid 
and compaét: and the remainder, 
well dried, yielded, by means of 
{pirit of wine, but twenty-four grains 
of a refinous extract; whereas, the 
like quantity of grey afforded, by 
an aqueous menftruum, three oun- 
ces and an half of extract ; and its 
remainder, by fpirit of wine, thirty- 
&ix grains of a refinous extract. 
Whence Monfieur Boulduc thinks it 
eafy to conclude, that the brown 
contains lefs of refinous parts, and 
more of terreftrial ones than the 
grey. It is, however, certain, that 
the brown is more efficacious, which 
feems a fort of paradox: The rea- 
fon of which is conjectured to be, 
that ative virtues are not to be 
efteemed according to the meafure 
or weight of their bodies. Thofe 
of lefs bulk have often more force 
and energy : Vis maxima in minima 
Mole, is 2 maxim which holds good 
in many inftances. It has been ob- 
ferved, that the fpirits drawn laft 
from the brown were more picquant, 
and ftruck the fenfes more briskly 
than thofe of the grey ; why then 
may they not have the fame attivi- 
ty in our bodies, to irritate the in- 
terior parts, and agitate the humours 
more violently ? The extracts of the 
brown are indeed lefs in ‘quantity ; 
but their virtues may be more con- 
centrated, and by confequence more 
active. . 1 ad . 


In the memoirs for 1701; this 
fame inquirer difcourfes farther on 
the ipecacuanha ; and fays, he has. 
found means to deprive this root of 
its emetic quality. The difference 
that is between this and other vio- 
lent purgers, he fays, encouraged” 
him in this fearch. The other vio- 
lent cathartics, as fcammony and 
colocynth, however prepared and 
cotre¢ted, leave too often fatal 
marks of their ation ; but ipeca-~ 
cuanha, tho’ it appears very brifk 
in its operations, leaves generally 
behind it an aftriftion of the parts it. 
had before opened and fatigued.,. 
He made a refinous extract with {pi- 
rit of wine, and then drew out the 
faline part with rain-water, and’ 
found, by experience, that its vio-_ 
lence, as in moft other purgers, was 
owing to its rofin. For the effects 
of the rofin were more violent than. 
of the root itfelf; leaving little or 
no aftriction afterward ; but the fa- 
line extraét was diuretic, purged 
gently, without any or little nau- 
eoufnefs ; and, in fhort, had the 
{pecific Fae of the root, that is, 
to cure dyfenteries. . : 

Thus far we thought proper to 
follow our French guide; whofe ex- 
periments give a good infight into 
the contextyre and virtues of this” 
root. But the common praétice here’ 
makes any preparations of it little 
needed ; it being moft efteemed and 
prefcribed-in fubftance. Its dofe is 
from ten grains to two {fcruples ; 
fome give a dram, but it will not 
fail to work in a lefs quantity, with’ 
proper management. | t..

453. Borax, Borace, is the 
Santerna of Pliny; and we have of 
it two kinds, native and faétitious, 
The native is only the Chry/ocolla 
or Tincaf/, calcined, diffolved, and 
chryftallized. [But the manner of

doing it is extremely difficult; and 
_ Rept as a great fecret in few bands ; 
avho make a profit thereof. There 
are alfo two kinds of the fa€titious, 
one made of nitre and urine, and 
the other, with an addition of more 
things, which may be feen in Schro- 
der, but it is now neglected. Its 
ufe in medicine is but little. Taken 
alone in powder, it provokes to vo-

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mit; but "tis feldom. ufed for thas 
purpofe. Mixed with any, warm 
aromatic,’ it has no fuch effeét in 
the ftomach; but is reckoned of 
fome efficacy in affifting delivery : 
and is by our midwives frequently 
adminiftred, with a drop or two of 
oil of cinnamon, for that end. It 
is alfo fometimes ufed in garga- 
rifms. b tobihy ,

Of Cathartics. 


‘Omewhat may be underftood 
concerning the operations of 
cathartics, from what has been al- 
ready faid about emetics ; the velli- 
_ ation or irritation of the fibres and 
membranes being the fame in both. 
But as the difference of the parts in 
which their fcenes of aétion are, 
makes a great deal of difference in 
the confequences of their operation, 
On many accounts ; therefore it may 
be further neceffary to know what a 
ftimulus will do, in the inteftines 
particularly, =. > 
The periftaltic, or vermicular, 
motions of the guts, is fuch as con- 
tinually propels forwards their con- 
tents, from the pylorus down to 
the reftum. Now every irritation 
either quickens that motion in ‘its 
natural order; or occafions fome 
little inverfion of it. In both, what 
but flightly adheres to the coats, or 
inner membranes, will be loofened 


and fhook off, and carried forward - 


with their contents; and they will 
alfo be more agitated, and thus ren- 
dered more fluid. By this only it is 
manifeft, how a cathartic haftens 
and increafes the difcharges by ftoo!. 
But the fame manner of operation 
alfo carries its effects much further, 


in proportion to the force of the fti- 
mulus. For where it is, great, all 
the appendices of the bowels, and 
even all the vifcera in the abdomen, 
will, by a confent of parts, that is, 
a communication of nerves, be pul- 
led or twitched ; fo as to affect their 
refpective juices in the fame manner 
as the inteftines themfelves affect 
their contents. The confequences 
of which muft be, that a great deal 
will be drained back into the in- 
teftines, and make a part of what 
they difcharge. And when we con-- 
fider the vaft number of glands in 
the inteftines, with the outlets of 
thofe vifcera opening thereinto, and 
particularly of the pancreas and liver, 
it will be no wonder if vaft quanti- 
ties, efpecially in full conftitutions, 
may be carried off by one {mart 
purge. . 
Farther, another way of promot. 
ing the difcharges by {tool from fu- 
fion, or rendering the humours more 
fluid, is. to mix fuch particles with, 
them, as prevent their running into 
vifcid cohefions ; and by degrees di- . 
vide and break them when in con- 
tact ; whence they are rendered fitter 
to run off by the moft convenient 
outlets, ‘This is done by fubfances 
| Fh We * which

which have parts rigid, grofs, and 
full of afperities ; and thefe are ma- 
ny kinds of falts, and tartarous me- 
dicines.. For by eo pig eafy 
to be tried, thofe bodies being mix- 
éd with any thing tenacious and ad- 
hefive, will deftroy fuch properties. 
‘Thus, let any one mix a few grains 
of falt of tartar with the Extradum 
Rudii, which of itfelf is fo tenacious 
as to draw out into any figure; and 
it will. immediately run into almoft 
a dry powder; and crumble fo as 
not to be capable of being made in- 
to pills. To the quantity of this 
falt alfo in the Marhew’s pill, as it 
is commonly called, is owing, that 
the mafs is fo difficultly made up into 
pills. Likewife all tenacious and 


a 
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mucilaginous bodies ‘of much thins 
ner confiftence, will, by the like 
means, be rendered much lefs ads 
hefive, and more difpofed to Auidi« 
ty. Cathartics of this fort are ges 
nerally too grofs to pafs the lafteals; 
and therefore their influence extends 
no farther than the Prime Vie ¥ 
that is, the ftomach and bowéls. 
After this manner cream of tartar, 
with its chryftals, which differ not 
much from the former manna,..and 
all the milder purgers, operate ; 
that is, by feparating, and keeping 
from contaét and cohefion, the fe- 
veral contents of thofe parts, which. 
render them fo fluid as to run off 
fooner; and in larger quantities by 
ftool, than otherwife they would do.

Folia, Leaves of, 

454. Sena, Sena. The beft 
comes from Alexandria, atid is the 
fharpeft-leaved of any of the forts, 
and f{mells brifk, if it be rot old. 
The brightnefs of its colour, and 
quicknefs of its flavour, are indica- 
tions of its goodnefs ; for when it 
has loft’ its fcent and grows dufky, 
tt is good for little. Itis one of the 
moft common purgers in the fhops, 
aiid in extemporaneous prefcription. 
Altho’ it is here placed amongtt the 
milder fort, yet in fome circum- 
ftances, and efpecially in anincreafed 
dofe,- it will work imartly enough. 
Its dofe in powder is from half a 
feruple to half a dram ; but it is fel- 
dom given in that manner by itfelf ; 
altho’ it is in feveral of the College 
compofitions of fpecies ; and one 


has the name from it of Pulwis Senge 


compofitus ; of which there are the 
leflet and greater ; but in both, the 
Pains of fena are near the dofe 

eré afligned ; as alfo in the Pu/vis 
Diafene ; allowing for the addition 


of Diagrydium. Tn common. pre= 
fcription it is generally ordered in’ 
infufion, from one dram to half an 
ounce. “Its common cotreétots are 
liquorice, fome of the carminative 
feed or falt of tartar: the latter 
gives a much higher colour to the 
infufion, and feems a very agreeable - 
ingredient as a corrector; for alk 
lixivious falts divide the fulphureous ’ 
parts of a cathartic, whence they 
are not fo apt to adhere to the coats 
of the bowels, which often makes 
their vellications too ferfible; and 
they alfo affift in attenuating thofé 
vifcidities, which a cathartic, is in- 
tended to carry off, and therefore 
make them pafs away, more eafily, 
This drag iS apt at firft taking to 
naufeate the ftomach; and there- 
fore in its infifion, or to the fttained 
liquor, if a little cinnamon, or 4 
dram or two of its diftilled water be 
added, it paffes through with lefs 
ficknefs, and will afterwards ope- 
rate as well. This is exaétly con- — 
formable to the fentiments of Ludo- 
vicus ; Who fays, the purgative ba | 
ity

lity of this herb refides in. its muci- 
laginous or gummy juice, which the 
more it’ is divided, makes it gripe 
the lefs-in its operation ; and:-there- 
fore he orders its infufion in water, 
or fmall wine, with half. a dram of

cinnamon or ginger. But the dofe he 
determines by the quantity of the 
menftruum, upon a conjecture that

They blow 
in May and Fune; and are much 
ufed both in the fhops and amongft 
the common people, who are well 
enough acquainted with them as a 
purge. '‘Fhey work gently, fo as 
to be fafe to infants in a proper 
dofe ; but it may be increafed fo ag 
to.make it very ruffling and ‘ftrong, 
From half a dram to two drams of 
the leaves well dried, is the ufual 
quantity in infufion ; and of the fy- 
rap made of them in the fhops, from 
two drams to two. ounces. In maa 
king this laft, the infufion of them; 
when dry, is much better than the 
exprefled juice ; for in the remain- 
der, tho” preffed ever fo hard, there 
is a great deal of the purgative qua- 
lity left behind, which infufion 
would draw out. The diftilled wa- 
ter therefore, which is made from 
them, and is a good cordial, as was 
before taken notice, Se. I. Clafs t« 
fhould be made by the hot ftill ; and 
the ftrained liquor of what remains 
will have all the purgative'quality ; 
which may be conveniently made 
into a fyrup. 

457. VrioLaARrumM, Violets. 
Thete blow early in the fpring, and 
are in every one’s acquaintance, for 
their ufe in medicine. The fyrup 
made of them is the only prtepara- 
tion in the fhops; but it is not by 
much {fo often prefcribed as former- 
ly ; altho’, amongft the nurfés, it 
ftill remains in its wonted efteem, 
for a fafe and gentle purger of young 
children. Its dofe is from a quarter 
of an ounce to one ounce. _ It is ne< 
ver giver to grown perfons ; becaufe 
no dofe is fufficient to make it a pro» 
per purge to them. Some have got 
the art of levigating the teftaceous 
powders for the Pulwis é Chelis com- 
pofitus, with the expreffed liquor 


which is made for the fyrup > for 


that changes them green, very much 
refembling the bezoar colour, fo as to 
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fave out a great deal, if not all, of 
that coftly ingredient. 


Fru&us, Fruits : 
, 468. Casi# Fisrurnaris, 
of Caffa, or the Pudding-Pipe Tree. 
This is a kind of pod or cane, which 
grows upon a large tree in fome 
parts of Beaf/; not greatly unlike 
our walnut. ‘The part ufed in me- 
dicine is the pulp which grows with- 
in4fide, and is black, and extreme- 
ly {weet ; which makes fome call it 
Wild-Honey. ‘That is beft which is 
bright, black, and heavy, and does 
not rattle when fhaked ; becaufe 
when the pulp decays with too much 
drying, the feeds, which lie in cer- 


tain interflices, have room enough ~ 


to ftrike againft the fide, and fo be 
heard upon fhaking. This pulp is 
a gentle purge, not much ftronger. 
than fyrup of violets ; and there- 
fore is more ufed to procure a con- 
venient laxnefs in fome coftive ha- 
bits, than as a purge to difcharge 
any over-load of humours. ‘This 
pulp, or extract, is kept in the fhops 
. by itfelf, chiefly for glyfters ; but it 
is feldom boiled up high enough to 
make it keep long without fermen- 
tation and fouring. Eimuller had 
an odd notion. of its purgative pro- 
perty confifting in fome fermenta- 
tive quality ; which made him for- 
bid it to hypochondriacal. perfons, 
and women big with child; as alfo 
at the beginning of a fever ; left it 
fhould add to the febrile ferment : 
but fuch ways of reafoning have 
now loft their credit too much to 
be regarded. Its principal ufe is 
in the lenitive ele€tuary of the Col- 
‘Jege ; in which it is a chief ingre- 
dient. : 

459: MyroBatant, Myroba- 
dans. Thefe are a kind of dry fo- 
reign plums. They were not 
known to the Greck phyficians ; but 
are much in the 4rabian pharmacy. 
Sennertus often ufed them, and fre- 
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quently in diarrhceas and dyfente- 
ries, for fome aftringency which at- 
tended their purgative quality. 
They are in fome officinal compo- 
fitions ; but not regarded in com- 
mon pfefcription. The medicinal 
catalogues take notice of feveral 
kinds of thefe : and even the new 
one of our college does fo : but the 
beft of them are not worth any re- 
gard, and rather clog than affift in 


any compofition. 


460. Pruna, Prunes. The me- 
dicinal ufe of thefe, almoft every 
one is acquainted with. ‘They are 
gently laxative and cooling ; and 
are an ingredient in the lenitive 
electuary. 

461. TAMARIND I, Tamarindse. 
This is the fruit of an /ndian tree of 
the palm kind, and not greatly un- 
like the Engi afh in manner of 
growth. It is called Sikgqua A- 
rabica by C. Bauhine ; and Intay 
frve Tamarindus by Pifo. The fruit 
is by fome writers called Indian, 
Dates, and by others Indian Acacia. 
They new come to us from both the 
Indies, and are either blackifh ory 
red. T’he former are ufually pre- 
ferred. ‘Fhe failors are apt. to en- 
large their bulk with too much fu- 
gar; for a little does not hurt them.: 
‘They are acid, pleafant, and cogal- 
ing ; and-gently relax the bowels. 
For this reafon they are-in the leni- 
tive electuary ; and alfo prefcribed 
in burning fevers, to moiften and 
cool the mouth, by fucking and 
gradually {wallowing them. . 

462. Atoes, Id, Itis the in- 
{piffated juice of a ferulaceous plant. 
The extreme bitternefs of this drug, 
has occafioned fome writers to call 
There are three 
principal kinds of this taken notice 
of: The — Vulgaris of C. Baubine, 
which is the Sempervivum marinum — 
of Gerhard and Parkinfon ; the 
Guixcenfis Caballina vulgari fimilis, 
Jed tota maculata, of Commeline ; ee 

the 
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the —‘Succotrina angufifolia Spinofa, 
Slore purpureo, of Breynius. The fe- 
cond kind is called Hepatic, from its 
liver-colour, and Caballine, from its 
_ firength, and cuftomary ufage for 
horfes ; and the third fort hath its 
mame from the place it chiefly 
comes from. Many are of opiiion, 
that they all differ only in degree of 
_ finenefs and purity ; but the obfti- 
nate {mel]l of the caballine fort, 
which cannot by any ablutions be 
deftroyed, makes Commeline, Dale, 
_ and fome others, think them fpeci- 
fically different. The hepatic comes 
from Barbadoes in great fhells like 
_ gourds, from which place it likewife 
fometimes takes its name; and the 
fuccotrine is brought in fkins ; be- 
ing of a fhining golden hue, and of 
‘no ill fmell : and this fort is always 


_ intended for inward ufe ; being mild” 


and fafe : the other is fo naufeous 
_and offenfive to the ftomach, that it. 
is ufed for little elfe but cattle, and 
is a mighty purge for horfes in Exg- 
land.  Ludovicus, -Etmuller, and 
many others, will have this com- 
pofed of two forts of fubftances ; the 
oné refinous, which is fooneft dif- 
_folved, and taken-up by a {pirituous 
menftruum ; and the other mucila- 
ginous or gummy, which fooneft 
joins with water, and menftruums 
of that kind. Hence the diffolvent 
in this cafe is to be more or lefs fpi- 
-rituous, as the intention is for brifk- 
er or milder purgation. In the refi- 
nous’ parts likewife, which mix with 
a fpirituous liquor, is fuppofed to 
-confift the quality which makes it 
fo good a valierany, Its bitternefs 
renders it fo nauféous, that it is not 
much ufed in liquid forms ; but ge- 
nerally made into pills, where half 
a dram is a mean dofe. Salt of tar- 
tar is the beft corrector ; and Er- 
muller infinuates, that fo much may 
be mixed with it, as will quite de- 
ftroy its purgative quality. There 
are hardly any of the officinal pur- 
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ging pills without this in their com- 
polition.- ‘There is certainly a dex- 
terity in bringing it to be little more 
than an alterative ; and J, inGura 
Sacra, which is an infufion of the 
Species Hiere Picre, of which this 
is the chief ingredient, as it is or- 
dered ufually in the. fhops, . with 
many will not operate until a long 
time after taking : and I have known 
inftances, where it has been fo ma- 
naged, as not to worl fenfibly till 
after a third or fourth dofe. It ap- 
pears that many antient phyficians 
had the fkill to ufe it thus; and in 
cafes where the veffels are ftuffed, 
and as it were almoft glued up with 
vifcidities, if this be fo ordered as: 
not to go off by the firft difcharges, 
but gradually to mix with the blood, 
it cannot but very powerfully. break 
and deterge the humours in the 
{malleft veffels, fo as to fit them for. 
fome evacuation, And this is the 
reafon, that frequently after repeat- 
ed dofes, when it once begins to o- 
perate, it continues to do fo long 
together ; for having. in its. man 

circulations at laft fo much fufed the 
juices, they flow through the in- 
teftinal glands in great quantities, . 
and run off by ftool. But in thefe 
cafes. great caution muft be had,. 
that the evacuation, when it. once 
begins, does. not continue long. e- 
nough to make a wafte of the ne- 
ceflary fluids ; which the ftrength 
of the patient is the fureft rule ta 
know by. It is a good cathartic, 
in watery, cold, corpulent conttitu. 
tions ; as it heats and attenuates very 
much ; but tis bad for thin and hec- 
tical perfons. It is accounted very 
efficacious in promoting the menftru- 
al difcharges ; and is very proper 
to be interpofed in fteel courfes. It 
is alfo good to deftroy worms, and 
{cour away. thofe ropid vifcid hu- 
mours apt to breed them in the 
bowels of children. The’ hepatic 
aloes is fo penetrating in its {cent, 
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as to purge and kill worms, applied 
only to the belly ina plaiter. It is 
of great account amongit furgeons 
in the tin€ture of myrth, for exter- 
nal intentions. In fhort, there is not 
any one drug of more univerfal ufe 


in medicine than this ; or of greater 


efficacy for many important ends. 
463. Manna. This isa drug 
in great ufe now ; but does not ap- 
pear to have been very long fo, by 
the filence of ancient authors about 
it. Itis thought by fome to be a 
kind of honey-dew, that falls in the 
night, gathers upon certain trees, 
and hardens with the fan ; but this 
opinion. does not obtain, becaufe 
fach dew melts in the fun ; where- 
as manna whitens and hardens in it: 
for fuch dew is found only on the 
tops and extremities of the leaves ; 
whereas manna is obferved to lodge 
neareft the trunks of the branches ; 
and becaufe the honey-dews fall on- 
ly upon trees open to the air; 
whereas manna abounds on thofe 
trees that are under cover, as hath 
been experienced by Dr. Cornelius, 
who hath gathered manna from 
branches covered on purpofe with 
cloths : and Lode/ius, with fome o- 
thers, affirm manna to have been 
collected from branches of the afh, 
which had been thrown the day be- 
fore into a cellar; none being then 
vifible upon them. Befides which 
confiderations, this comes only from 
aparticular tree(in Calabria andfome 
$ew other parts of tay) which is the 
true Fraxinus: but why it is not 
roduced from it in other countries, 
4saecounted for from the difference 
of foil; climate, &c. which occafions 
as great changes in other plants. 
Dr. Tancred Robiafon, in his travels 
About Naples, obferved certain ani- 
mals to feed upon this afh ; and con- 
jetures the manna to flow out at 
thofe’ little holes thefe creatures 
made to draw’out their nourifhment. 
“Tt ifues mokt about Midfimmer, and 


before the autumnal rains fall, and’ 
then ceafes. till the following year. 


It is as fweet as fugar, and like it, | 


diffolves in any warm liquor, ‘It is 
given to children, from two drams 
to an ounce; and to grown perfons 
from one ounce to two, or upwards. 
It is reckoned only to deterge the 
Prime Vie, and carry its influences 
no farther than the ftomach and 
bowels. It is therefore not to be 
depended on in any cafes of obfti- 
nacy. That is now accounted the 


_ beft, which comes from Calabria in 


Italy ; and is in white large flakes’: 
tho’ formerly the Syrian manna was 
in the greateft efteem, which gra- 
nulated like maftich. Some have 
imagined ftrange properties in a fpi- 


rit to be made of it, from its won- — 


derful volatility and penetrating na- 
ture, which it receives from the fub- 
tile falts of the ‘air, as May dew; 
and pretend great things from it m 
extracting the fulphur of gold. But 
thefe are fitter for amufement, than 
reducible into any ufeful practice. 


Radices, Roots of, 

464. Hermovactytt, Her- 
modattyls. Cafp. Baubine calls this 
Colchium radice ficcata alba, which 


is the meadow-faffron ;. but many _ 


difpute whether it be of this kind, or. 
not; fome taking it to be a fpeciés 
of the Dens Canxinus, others of the 
Iris tuberofa, among{t whom is Ma-+_ 
thiolus ; and others of the Cyclamen: 
However, this ftands fo much in» 
the efteem of fome writers, as to be 


dignified with the name of Anima 
Articulorum, the Soul of the joints 3 
-becaufe they believed it to be very 


efficacious in fcourine the mucila-~ 
ginous glands, and preferving them 
from the lodgment of fuch gritty 
matter, as occafions the gout and 
arthritic complaints. This is of 
that kind of cathartics, which ex- 


ert not themfelves but in the fmalleft. .

465. Mecuoacann a, White

C. Baubine calls it Bryonia Mechoa- 
¢anna alba; and Ray, Convolvulus 
Americanus. It is defcribed under 
the title of Jetucu by P2jo; and it 
is by moft fuppofed the Tacuache feu 
Radix Michuacanica of Hernandex. 
‘This is reckoned, as the former, a

_ 466.RaHa BARBARI, Rhubard. 


“This is a fpecies of the Lapathum, 


and comes to us. of two forts; one 


_ from Chiza, intitled, amongft bota-

nits, Lapathum Chinenfe longifolium, 
Which is of a fine nutmeg grain ; 
and another from Mufcovy, that is 
heavier, and of a more dufky co- 
lour ; tho’ Garcias and Acofia be- 
lieve it all to grow naturally in CAi- 
aa.only ; and that what is met with 
in, Mufcovy, is brought. thither . by 
the way of Lartary to Aleppo, and 
thence further. It is certain. this 
root was not known to Diofcorides or 
Galen ; fo that. fome injudicioufly 
confound it with their rhapontic ; 


tho’ they differ in moft of their ma- 
mifeft properties: and the prefent 
_ flicinal rhubarb is accurately’ de- 


\ 
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{eribed by br. Muntingius; which | 
fhews the miftake of Amanthus, who 
denies it ever to have been fo. That 
which is accounted the fineft of all, 
is very little purgative ; but is much 
preferable in all the intentions of a 
reftringent ; and therefore is beft in 
fluxes of all kinds. The purgative 
quality of this root feems” to confit 
moft in its gummy parts ; by reafon 
it is beft drawn out with aque- 
ous menftrua, impregnated with a 
lixivial falt. Extreme drying ,de- 
froys its purgative virtue ; where- 
fore it is frequently ordered to be 
toafted, on purpofe to make it lefs 
purgative and more aftringing.” It’ 
is infufed from one dram to three, 
for a dofe; and given in powder 
from ten grains to two fcruples. Ie 
pray ftrengthens the ftomach and 
owels, and is an excellent medi. 
cine againit choler, and other dif- 
tempered contents of the inteftinal 
and mefenteriac glands. It is ac- 


counted by fome to be fo great a. 


purger, of the liver, as to have de- 
ferved the name of Cor Hepatis, or 
Heart of the Liver. "The kidneys 
do not lie:too remote from its influ- 
ences; for it frequently paffes fo 
much that way, as to difcover itfelf 
in the colour of the urine. It there- 
fore is very good in obftru€tions of 
the réins and ureters. But in the 
jaundice it almoft paffes for infal- 
lible. Paracelfus pretended to a 
tincture from it, which had not its 
purgative quality, but only operated 
Ee urine, and purged away gravel 
and fabulous concretions. It is good 
againit worms in children; and is 
the beft purge that can be giver 
them, to ,clear away thofe crtidities 
in the bowels, which are. apt to 
breed worms. It.alfo gives a fixm- 
nefs to. the fibres, which from the 
flipperinefs. of childrens diet are ge- 


vnerally too lax; fo that its repeti- 


tion to them can hardly be too fre- * 
quent. This is of great ufe in ex- 
sate".  temporaneous

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temporaneous prefcription; and is 
alfo in many officinal compolitions ; 
particularly in fyrups and tinctures : 
altho’ none of them are fo good as 
the root powdered and given in fub- 
flance. 
467. TurPpetut, Turbith. It 
‘is not agreed, of what this is pro- 
erly the root: fome will have it 
of the TAle/pia, which Schroder ~is 
pofitive in; and Clufius, of the 
Scammony. We find it however de- 
‘{cribed by C. Bauhine — repens foliis 
Althee ; and by Ray and Herman, 
Convolvulus Tudicus, alatus, maxti- 
mus, foliis Ibifco nonnihil fimilibus 
_ angulofis. Itis much of the nature 
of hermodaétyls and mechoacan ; 
but more efficacious. It yields good 
ftore of refinous particles to a ates 
‘tuous menftruum, which affect not 
much the larger paflages ; but are 
very aétive and brifk in the fimaller 
vefiels, and glandulous contortions ; 
‘which this root wonderfully clears 
of all vifcid adhefions. ‘The ant-. 
‘ents hada notion, that where aga- 
yic failed, turbith took effect ; and

468. CHAM# DAPHNES, Spurge- 
Laurel, is the Laureola of Gerhard 
and Parkinfon ; diftinguifhed by C. 
Bauhine, Semper virens flore viridi ; 
and, by ¥. Baubine, — flore luteolo. 
It grows in woods and hedges, .and 
flowers in February. It is very hot, 
and vehemently purges bilious and 
watery humours. Another fpecies 
of the Laureola is called Chamelea, 
* or Mexereon, the Sparge-Olive, and 
accounted of the female kind, as 
the preceding is the male. ‘This is 
cultivated in gardens, and hath the 
fame virtues as the former. The 
Thymelea, Sturge-Flax, is alfo of 
the fame clafs, and to be met with 
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when that was not fufficient, colo- 
quintida was the furtheft they could 
proceed with fuch kind of inftra- 
ments. This is not much in ex- 
temporaneous prefcription, but in 
, pretty many of the officinal compo- 
fitions ; the Extrafum Rudii patti- 
cularly. Horftius relates fomewhat 
almoft incredible, in his obferva- 
tions, of bringing away from a coun- 
‘ try perfon fomewhat like toads with 
the Species Diaturbith cum Rhabar- 
baro; in which this is a principal 
ingredient. ‘The compofition is in 
Schroder, and fome other German 
Difpenfatory-writers ; but is not in, 
our fhops or practice. 

This fimple is hardly ever given 
alone ; or to any but* grown per- 
fons : its dofe is from half a dram to 
a dram, in powder; and from one 
dram to half an ounce, in infufion. 
Some commend it in obftinate fcor- 
butic cafes ; and even in the moft 
ageravated fymptoms of the vene- 
real diftemper ; but common prac- 
tice does not much own it in thofe, — 
intentions.

. handful, in a fufficient quantity of 

liquor, being the ufual dofe. 


Semina, Seeds of, 

470. Caraputim. There are 
two forts of this; the Cataputia ma- 
jor, which is the Ricinus Americanus 
of Pifo, and by fome called Palma 
Chrifti ; and the—Minor or Lachy- 
xis, which is a fpecies of tithymal, 
or fpurge: but both thefe agree in 
a violent purgative quality. The 
lait of thefe is by fome, tho’ falfely, 
fays C. Bauhine, called Granadilla. 
‘Thefe are violent purgers, both by 
vomit and ftool ;’and therefore hard- 
ly ever met with in practice, unlefs 
amongft empirics, and perfons of 
_ no credit. 


Frudus, Fruits of, 
B. -471. CoLoeynruipi{s, “Bit- 
ter-Apple ; diftinguifhed Frug@u ro- 
'  tundo minor, by C. Bauhine. This 
has been a drug of mighty account 
in medicine for many ages. Its 
_Foughnefs and violence of operation 
has always tortured the feveral 
hands it has pafled through, to de- 
termine in what par: of its compofi- 
tion this quality refided; that they 
might the better know how to cor- 
rect and mitigate it. According to 
fome, it feems to refide in certain 
refinous particles, which fooneft join 
with a fpirituous menftruum, and 
therefore make fuch infulion too 
» .violent; for which reafon they di- 
rect more aqueous diffolvents, and 
_ fuch as are capable of uniting with 
fale of tartar, which would feparate 
the rofin, and make its efficacy 
wpon the fibres, more moderate, 
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Schroder and Ludovicus fpeak much 
of this management, sad commend 
the extract ‘made by evaporation of 
the liquor, with falt of tartar for 
its corrector. ‘hey direct it from 
three to eight grains. Others con- 
jeQure its cathartic property to be 
more in its flimy and mucilaginous 
parts, which are beft drawn out and 


diffolved by plain water ; but mof 


aflign it to a penetrating volatile falt. 
And this latter feems to haye been 
the opinion’ of the antients, particu- 
larly of the rabians'; for which 
reafon, in the Yrochifei Albandale . 
(for Handala, or Alhandola, was the 
name by which this drug was known 
to.them) it ftands corrected with 
gummy and mucilaginous bodies ; 
as they are mott proper to blunt the 
violence of thofe Spzcule, and. pre- 
vent a too great irritation of the 
membranes. Van Helmont {peaks 
of this as a thing which might eafily 
be divefted of its purgative quality, 
and reduced into an extraordinary 
alterative in fome chronic cafes ; 
but this is a fecret not yet found 
out. 

In the Memoirs of the French 4- 
cademy for 1701, the above-men- 
tioned Monficur Boulduc has given 
his obfervations and experiments on 
this drug ; which are worth our no- 
tice. He tells us that it is the fruit 
of a plant of the nature of a wild 
gourd, and is very purgative ; info- 
much that its operation is fometimes 
attended with excoriations of the 
membranes: and blood. | Whence 
many have conjectured, that Co/o- 
quintida, by its volatile falts, would 
render the blood more fluid ; but 
our author did not find this true by 
his own experience ; for he put 4 
good quantity of it in powder to 
mew-drawn blood, which did not 
prevent it from running into its ufual 
coagulations. ‘The little fuccefs of 
the means hitherto attempted to 


corre¢t this remedy, has not hindered 
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Monfieur Bex/duc from trying others. 
He fermented four ounces of its 
pulp with fix pounds of good muft 
of wine, for ten or twelve days to- 
gether ; then he diftilled this mix- 
ture in Balneo Vaporis, by degrees. 
The firft portion, of eight ounces, 
was very clear, moderately fpiritu- 
ous, and exceflively bitter; the 
other portions gradually decreafed 
in their qualities ; and when the li- 
quor came altogether infipid, he put 
an end to the diitillation, and eva- 
porated the remainder imto an ex- 
tract ; which was of a fufficiently fo- 
lid confiftence, and weighed two 
_ ounces and an half, 

With thefe, experiments were 
made.upon the fick with all necef- 
fary precaution. An ounce of what 
came away firft in the diftillation, 
caufed great naufeas and fevere cho- 
lics, without effect; which were 
obliged to be appeafed by other re- 
miedies ; tho’ two ounces of the 
fame, upon another trial, had its 
effect, but with gripings. Of the 
extract made after: diftillation, he 
gave ten grains, which operated 
without -violence or -jrritation ; 
which he attributed to the effential 
falts of the wine, whofe acids had 
fepprefled, and as it were fixed the. 
volatile falt of the Cologuintida: 

Next, inftead of muft, Monfieur 
Boulduc made ufe of water ; and put 
in digeftion, for fifteen days, fixteen 
eunces of the pulp, with two quarts 
of boiling water; after which he 
diftilled the whole. The liquors 
which came away, had nothing in 
them penetrating and volatile; had 
no taite, and if taken inwardly, had 
no effect. ,But the extract made of 
what remained after diftillation, he 
found to be very efficacious. It was 
a gentle purger, and of fufficient 
force, giyen in but.a little quantity, 
Perhaps, fays he, as the fubftance 
of the Cologuintida is extremely 
ipungy, is mucilaginous parts,

which: are in great number, are the: 


moft offenfive ; and a long digeftion 


ina large quantity of water, may 
fo attenuate, fubtilize, and diffolve 
them, that an extraét made in this 
manner may be a good preparation ; 
and he believes the following expe- 
riments confirm this opinion. He. 
drew from the Colguintida all the. 
tinctures poffible with water ; and. 
by filtration feparated the clear from 
the mucilaginous: of each of thefe. , 
he made a folid extra, of which ~ 
the former was a more efficacious,. 
tho’ a more gentle purger than the 
latter. ‘The laft trial he made, was 
with fpirit of wine; from eight 
ounces was obtained but half an 
ounce of a refinous extract ; where- 
as he had from the fame weight, 
by the means of water, near three 
ounces of a faline one; reckoning 
both its clear and mucilaginous 
parts, Whence he concludes, that 
the colocynth contains much more 
falt than oil or fulphur ; and that it 
is probable the falts, particularly 
the more grofs, enveloped in the 
mucilaginous parts, are the occas 
fiom of its violent operation. 
_ I thall leave the reader to make 
the beit application of this account 
to his own practice he can ;-and on- 
ly obferve, that the common. way 
of making the Exffachian extra€t, 
that is Extrafum Rudii, contradi&ts 
Monfieur Boulduc’s firft experiment 
of the f{pirits coming over exceffive- 
ly bitter and purgative: for the li- 
guor in which the ingredients of this 
compolition, the chief béing colo- 
cynth, are infufed, when it is- drawn 
of by diftillation (which mof do 
only for good hufbandry, as it may 
ferve for the fame ufe again) has 
neither colour, taite, or purgative 
quality; any more than common 
{pirit of wine. So that Monfieur 
Bouldue feems to have made a mif=. 
take in the experiment, by letting 
fome {mall quantity of the infofion 
We

inadvertently pafs over. into the re- 


ceiver ; which, in the leaft quanti- 
ty, would give an extreme bitter- 
nefs to the whole that‘ came over 
by vapour, . _ 
This drug is yet much in the offi- 
Cinal compoiitions, but hardly ever 
met with in extemporancous pre- 
{cription ; its naufeous tafte not ma- 
king it tolerable in any form but 

ills ; where it can be covered. It 
is fo fmart a purger, as not to be 
fafe but to athleti¢ conftitutions, and 
fuch full habits, where the fibres 
are fufficiently guarded, by a Saéur- 
ra Humorum, trom its vehement vel- 
lications. It is by all efteemed ve- 
ry efficacious againft worms ; but 
its roughnefs of operation makes it 
hardly fafe to give to children, who 
-moftly want it upon that account, 
unlefs in glyfters. The Coxfeéctio 
Hamech, which our College retain 
in their Difpenfatory, is. never pre- 
{cribed, becaufe it is fo irkfome in 
_ taking, from the taite it has of this 
ingredient. — 

472. Ruamni Baccar, fez 
Spine Cervine, Buckthorn Berries, 
Thefe are too well known to want 
_ defcription. [Thofe not well acquaint- 
ed with them, may diftinguife them 
from other common berries, (1.) by 
the tree they grow upon, which is an 
hedge-tree or bufb, with its branches 
full of long fiff thorns ; (2.) by the 
Leaves, which are of a yellowifb 
green, about the fixe of thofe of the 
Jfloe-tre, but more elegantly ferrated 
about the edges; (3.) by the flowers, 
which grow feveral together ; being 
fmall,, four-leaved and yellow ; (4.) 
by the berries themfelues ; which are 
_ @ little larger. than elder-berries, 
vound and black; yielding a bitter 
purple juice, dafoed with green; and 
holding three or four corner’d feeds ; 
The tree grows in woods and hedges, 
flowers in June; and the berries are 
ripe towards the end of September. 
Thofe who fell the juice ta apothecaries, 
beh. f 
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are apt to mix it with water.) The 
fyrup which is made by many pri- 
vate families, as well as in the fhops, 
is the only preparation of them now 
in ufe. ‘Itis a rong purger ; and 
effeCtual in difcharging watery and 
flatulent humours ; and is therefore 
in efteeém in dropfies and rheuma- 
tifms. Itis alfo reckoned by fome 


to be powerful and fearching e- 


nough ; fo as to fetch bad humours 
from the extremities, and to do fer- 
vice in the gout. We are told, that 
one of the Germax emperors made 
it his conftant medicine in that dif- 
temper, and with good fuccefs. It 
is frequently given by the poorer 
fort to purge their children; but it 
is too rough for fuch tender confti- 
tutions, ‘They give of it from two 
drams to an ounce; and to grown 
perfons two ounces. It is frequent- 
ly in extemporaneous prefcriptions 
ordered in cathartic draughts ; 
which are made of other purgative 
ingredients by infufion, in propor- 
tion to their ftrength, to quicken 
their operations, © a 


Gummi, Gums : 
73. GAMBOGI, Gamboge ; 
called alfo Gutta Gamba, Gamandra 
and Femou, comes from the Carcax 
puli of Parkinfon, and the Baubhines ; 
defcribed by Ray, Fru&u malo aureo 
emule, which grows in Malabar. It 
hath indeed been difputed of what 
this is the gum, and whether it be 
natural or factitious: fome will have | 
it frdm fpurge, as Boztius ; others 
from a Ricinus ; and others again 
from a Conwvolvulus, not unlike what 


produces the fcammony: but fuch 


controverfies are of no great mo- 
ment here. This gum hath been 
longer known in painting than, in 
ee for its ‘yellow colour. 
The violence of its operation, both 
by vomit and ftool, has oceafioned 
abundance of fearch for fome proper 
corrector; but pone has yet been 
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found better 'than the lixivious falts, 
and particularly fale of tartar. Mon- 
fieur Boulduc, who has been induf- 
trious this way, and communicated 
his experiments to the academy of 
{ciences upon many of the moft ef- 


ficacious medicinal fimples, in the ~ 


memoirs for 1701, has a differtati- 
on upon Gamboge. He fays that it 
ought to be reckoned amongft the 
refinous juices, fince it is inflammable 
and will flow in’ the fire, and be 
almoft entirely diffolved in fpirit of 
wine ; but on.the contrary, that in 
aqueous menftruums it fpreads itfelf 
into a milky fubftance like fcam- 
mony, and afterwards precipitates. 
It feems at firft to be infipid upon 
the tongue, but foon after becomes 
fenfible in the throat by its acrimony, 
and an infupportable drought. It is 
a powerful hydragocue and emetic ; 
but ought to be ufed with caution, 
and-not until it has’ been corretted. 
Monfieur Boulduc fays he endeavou- 
red\to get flowers from this refinous 


juice, hike thofe from Benjamin, but, 


- without fuccefs. He made trial on 
it with fpirit of wine, a lay of al- 
kalious falts, and water : the fpirit of 


wvine diffolved all, except about a: 


fixth part : the remainder, which the 
fpirit would not touch, was eafily 
difflolved by a folution of falt of 
tartar. This, fays he, may be 
efteemed the faline part of Gam- 
boge ; and tho’ it had no purgative 
virtue, it was very diutetic. The 
refin, which was made by the fpi- 
rit of wine, purged more violently, 
and with greater irritation, than the 
Gamboge itfelf. 

This gum was entirely diffolved 
by an equal quantity. of falt of tar- 
tar, and a fufficient one of boiling 
water ; excepting fome few terref- 
trial parts. ‘The liquor filtered and 
evaporated by a gentle fire, gave a 
fort of grey falt, which eafily flowed 
in the air, if not kept clofe ftopt in 


a phial. This faline extract purged 
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with lefs irritation, and in a fmaller 
dofe than the gum ; but caufed a 
great acrimony and heat in the 
throat ; Infomuch that it was intole- 
rable; and ought therefore to be, 
enveloped in fome other convenient 
fubftance when it is given. 

This gentleman obferved before, 
that water would not diffolve it ; 
but only made it flow into a milky 
fubftanee of a yellow colour, which 
foon precipitated, and left the water 
clear above it. ‘This refidence dried, 
differed in nothing from the gum ; 
only itwas more pure. By cafting 
diftilled vinegar on this milky fub- 


ftance, it became clear; oil of vi- 


triol, on the contrary, made it again 
turbid ; and fpirit of wine gave it 
a golden colour. ‘There are many. 
ways, this author obferves, of cor- 
recting it; but he thinks that by al- 


-kalious falts the beft. However, he 


gives one of his own, which as it is 
different from any other hitherto 
ufed, he has alfo continually prac- 
tifed it with fuccefs.» The manner is 
by tying the gum in a rag, and put- 
ting it into a hot loaf, as it comes 
out of the oven, where it muft re- 
main for twenty-four hours : after- 
wards it is to be powdered; and © 
this muft be repeated four or five 
times. By this management, he 
fays, he always found it freed from 
its gréat violence, as well purgative 
as emetic. He farther obferved the 
crum of the loaves thus ufed, to 
have both a purgative and emetic 
quality. . | : 
From this account it is not very 
difficult to determine the qualities of 
this drug, wherein its eflicacy con- 
fifts, and the moft advantageous 


means of managing it in prefcrip- . 


tion ; tho’ it does not clearly appear 
what way of reafoning direfted the 
author to the loaf of bread ; becaufe 
it has no relation to the means made 
ufe of in other trials ; nor is it eafily 
fuch a

“method made it of a milder opera- 
tion. It is a powerful hydragogue, 


and therefore good in dropfies, and 


all watery corpulency tending there- 
unto, But its roughnefs requires the 
utmoft caution and {kill in its exhi- 
bition. It is a fit purge only for 
‘grown perfons, and thofe ofa ftrong 
conftitution ; and to fuch a fcruple 
is an, outfide dofe. With all the 
_ care poffible to prevent it,’it will 
frequently vomit, before it pafles 
downward. ‘The moft convenient 
form to give it in is a bole, or pills ; 
for no menftruum will equally draw 
out all its qualities by diffolution. 
It will not well powder without fome 
portion of a lixivious falt, or fine 
dugar ; and fuch are its beft correc- 
tors, by dividing its refinous parts, 
_ and preventing their adhefion to the 
membranes in too forcible a man- 
In feveral intentions which are 
moft conveniently anfwered by the 
- urinary difcharges, that particular 
management of Monfieur Boulduc’s, 
which divefted it of its purgative 
parts, and left only the faline, which 
_ were very diuretic, may be worth 
"putting in practice. , 
EvatTerit. This is an 
 infpiflated juice, or_extract, made 
of the wild cucumber, called cucu- 
mis afininus. Itisthe moft violent 
in operation of any of the hydra- 
gogues ; and therefore is feldom 
prefcribed, but where the cafe is 
ftubborn’ and defperate ; and: then 
~ only from two to four or five grains. 
But with all the caution imaginable, 
- jt will be fo violent, that few. care to 
truft their reputation in its prefcrip- 
tion, unlefs fuch empirics as have 
~ none to lofe. . 
75. SCAMMONII, Scammony. 
This is the infpiffated juice of a root 
‘called by many Scammonium, of the 
convolvulous kind. That which we 
have now in the fhops, muft be dif- 
ferent from the fcammony of the an- 
tients ; becaufe they gave itin mugh 
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larger dofes, theirs being frequently 
a whole dram’; whereas ours can- 
not be trufted in the moft robuft, be- 
yond a third of that quantity: and 
this makes Fa//opius and many others 
of opinion, that the prefent fcam- 
mony is adulterated with the ordinary 
fpurge. This drug is shat e~ 
iteemed in medicine ; and enters al- 
moft all the officinal purges, whofe 
forms are fuitable for its reception ; 
becaufe it is not convenient in any 
that are more liquid than an electu- 
ary, as the caryocoftinum. That is 
reckon’d beft which is light and grey; 
the heavy and black is not much 
efteemed. It is fo adhefive that it 
will not powder, unlefs the mortar 
be fometimes rubbed with a little 
oil: and in the powdering, care 
fhould be taken, that it does not get 
up the nofe; for it will purge the 
head fo violently, as oftentimes to 
occafion a great deal of mifchief. 
Loaf-fugar, and any alkalious falts, 
are alfo very convenient to rub it 
into powder with; for they divide 
its parts, and make it operate more 


gently ; as they do all other refinous 


purgers. It wonderfully deterges 
the era and glands of mucous 
and vifcid humours ; and therefore 
is’ a good ingredient in all compo- 
fitions intended againft thofe diftem- 
pers ; which have fuch humours 
for their caufe. It is reckoned 2 
good deftroyer of worms: but great 
care is to be taken how it be given 
to children: altho’ fome empirics 
put off fugar-plums and lozenges 
for fuch intentions, where this is the 
only purgative ingredient ; as its 
quantity in a dofe is but {mall. But 
{uch things, altho’ they chance to 
work off well with fome ftrong chil- 
dren, yet they often do a great deal 
of mifchief, and occafion convule 
fions, by their infupportable vellica- 
tions of the tender membranes and 
fibres. 
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. Cortex; Bark of, 

476, Aunus Nicray the 
. Black Alder, called alfo Frangula ; 
the Arbor fetida, oF ftinking tree, 
of fome writers, is the fame; and 
the. Alnus nigra baccifera, the black- 
berry- bearing alder of C. Bauhine, 
is the fort referred to by our officinal 
prefcriptions ; tho’ indeed. it is. but 
feldom met with in them. . It.isa 
very {trong cathartic, and ufed there- 
fore to be given in dropfies, and 
where a great load of humours is 
to be purged away. ‘The antients 
accuftomed themfelves to correét it 
with cinnamon, ginger, and the 
«arminative feeds; but it is now 
very little in ufe. | 


Racine Roots of, 

477. ELLEBORI-NicrRa, 
Black Hellebore, called alfo Veratrum 
nigrum: . This has been a medicinal 
drug of the greateft efteem among 
the antients, in the moft obftinate 
chronic cafes; but grows neglected 
now, either thro’ our unacquaintance 
with its virtues ; or the fort which 
comes to us not having the efficacy 
of that which they made ufe of. The 
latter may be our unhappinefs ; for 
botanic and difpenfatory writers 
differ much in determining which is 
the true officinal hellebore. Mathio- 
fus tells us, that is the right which 
- flowers like a rofe ; others, that it 
has a fky-coloured flower ; and Bau- 
_ bine takes it to be the Elleborus ni- 
ger, tenui folio, Buphthalmi fore. 
And by the ftrength and manner of 
the operation of that they {peak of, 
ours feems to be of the fame {pecies, 
_ but much weaker in efficacy, What 
comes to us now, will not operate 
much by ftool; but is a powerful 
alte zrative, and wonderfully. afects 
the juices in the moft remote recef- 
es. For this reafon it greatly pro- 
motes all the thinner fecretions ;.and 
pardgularly that by fyeat, efpecially 
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if joined with any convenient vola- 
tiles, This root, is almoft infallible 
in obftructions of the menfes ; and 
where fteel is not only ineffeCual, 
but i improper ; as in plethortic he 
bits: for in fuch, fteel will fome- 
times raife hyfteric commotions, , 
convulfions, and a fort of uterine — 
furor; whereas this fo thins the blood, 


‘as. to difpofe it for that difcharge, 


without making it more impetuous, 
So that tho’ fteel and hellebore both 
promote the menfes, yet they do it 
different. ways ; one by increafing 
the blood’s velocity, and giving it a. 
greater momentum in the uterine 
arteries ; and the other by dividing 
it, and rendering it more fluid. In 
all nervous cafes the moft anticnt 
practice confirms its efficacy ; but _ 
efpecially in the mania or diftraction, 

In this laft intention it has been fo 
famous as to make it even proverbi- 
al, To fend fuch an one to Anticyra, 
whom they would infinuate to be 
mad; becaufe that country produ- 
ced the greateft quantities of this. 
drug. Paracelfus commends it as 
inftrumental to procure long life ; 
to which purpofe one Tachius made 
trial of it- upon himfelf. 

Monfieur Boulduc, to whofe induf- 
try in experiments of this kind we 
have been much beholden already, 
gives us fome which he made upon 
this root alfo, in the memoirs of the 
academy of fciences for the year 
1701. We fhall not take notice of 
thofe made by diftillation ; becaufe 
he himfelf believed them to be of 
no confequence. The extra& which 
he procured with {pirit of wine, 
was very little in quantity ; becaufe . 
this root contains few refinous parts; ~ 
and Iam, fays he, the more con- 
firmed in this, fince from what re+ 
mained I was able to get a great 
quantity of an extraét with water, 

He alfo made an extract of the 
root with -water, wherewith was 
drawn all that could be wront +a 

or

for from the’ refidue there. was no- 
thing to be got by, means of, fpirit 
of wine. Whence it feems reafo- 
nable to conclude, that the faline 
parts are able fo to diffolve its few 
-refinous ones, that both may be 
drawn out by water, without the aid 
of fpirit of wine, He further re- 
marked, that the firft extraét, which 
was purely refinous, and made with 
‘{pirit of wine, .purged little, and 
- with irritation ; that the extract made 
_ of the remainder with water, purged 
not at all, but was very diure- 
tic; and that, on the other hand, 
the extract made firft with water, 
and without {pirit of wine, purged 
well and gently... And this, he fays, 
he has obferved of moft purgatives ; 
whence he thinks that the. extract 
made by fpirit of wine alone, ought 
to be fufpeéted; fince being de- 
prived .of its proper falts, which 
when joined to the ferment of the 
ftomach, open, divide, and attenu- 
ate the refin; it happens that its 
thick and refinous ‘parts do adhere 
to the fibres of the ftomach, and 
_caufe gripings, and, by remaining 
undifflolved fome time, excite a te- 
‘nefmus. And this is confirmed by 
experience ; for the moft able pratti- 
_¢al phyficians are wont to correét 
the refin with falt of tartar. He 
confefies that to be a good method 
in. thefe cafes; but fuppofes, one 
may do without it, by leaving to 
_thofe refinous extracts the proper 
_ falts which nature has endued them 
with. Whence he affirms, that the 
way of making the extraé&t with 
water, is preferable to the common 
“way of doing it by a fulphureous 
-menftruum ; fince thereby the fub- 
Hance is freed from its terreftrial parts 
without depriving it of any of its 
natural principles. He takes notice 
that the hellebore which is brought 
‘from Switzerland, is preferable to 
“that which comes by the way of 
G.- 4 
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England. This latter, whether it is 
{poiled by keeping, or lofes its vir- 
tue by tranfportation, he found to 
have little or no effect. "9-08 
So that by this author’s account, 
as well as the reafons above given; 
there is ground to fufpecét very much, 
that our hellebore falls greatly thort 
of the goodnefs of that ufed by the 
antients ; fince we find there is fo 
great a difference between it,.and - 
what ‘> near neighbours as, the 
French have in ufe among them at 
this time. Of ours I have frequently 
given fifteen or twenty grains in 
powder, as an alterative and a fudo- 
rific; and in tinfture, where the 
root has been one part, and the mens 
ftruum three, it may be given to fixty 
or one hundred drops to a dofe.. I 
have found its virtues beft drawn by 
rubbing a. little falt of tartar with it 
in a grofs powder, and letting it lie 
until the air runs it; for that fo pe- 
netrates into the very fubftance of 
the root, that its parts immediately 
join with the menftruum, as foon 
almoft as put into it. Small-wine 
I have imagined the beft, as moft 
likely to take up all its parts of any 
medicinal efficacy. . 
478. Jauapit, Falap. This is 
the root of a plant not unlike our — 
bryony, and is therefore by fome 
called Bryonia Peruviana ; for it is 
brought to us chiefly from Peru and 
New Spain. The Mechoacan and 
this are both reckoned fpecies of the 
Convolvulus ; and therefore as thig | 
is fometimes called Mechoacanna 
nigra, fo that goes as often by the 
name of Falapium album. - As this 
does not appear to have been known 
to the antients, it has its place in 
medicine, only fince thofe parts of 
America have been traded-to. by the 
Europeans, which now produce’ it. 


-That which breaks blackeft, moft 


brittle, found, and fhining within- 
fide, is bei; by geafon the refinous 
partss 
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_ parts, which give it thofe properties, 
are fuppofed to contain its medi- 
cinal virtues. Some take great pains 
to extract its refin, which is to be 
done with any fpirituous menftruum ; 
but afterwards correctors are wanted 
for it. The moft common one is 
falt of tartar, or loaf-fugar ;° for its 
being rubbed much with the latter, 
makes it. operate milder ; for the 
fame reafons as the falt of tartar 
does. But if correcting it confifts 
in feparating its parts, what occafion 
was there for the pains of drawing 
them from the root, and joining 
them in the form of a refin? And 
‘therefore that operation feems to 
have been very needlefs. Monfieur 
Bouldue has likewife upon this drug 
made fome experiments very ufeful 
to inform us in its true virtues: 
which we fhall therefore abridge 
from the memoirs of the royal 
academy of {ciences in France, for 
2701. 

He fays it is one of the bef ca- 
thartics we have. He has found it 
fo by experience, and wonders that 
it is fo little ufed at prefent : for as it 
is fo gentle, that it ftands in need of 
no corrector; on the other hand, it 
wants nothing to promote its opera- 
tion; which can be hardly faid of 
any other purgative fimple. . Yet he 
obferves,that there are many methods 


Out of this remainder, by water he 
got four ounces of a very folid and: 
pure extract. He took twelve ounces’ 
more of the fame root, and digetted 
it in common water, with, a gentle 
fire; then by evaporation he got 
an extract well conditioned, which 
weighed fix ounces and a half; the’ 
thick and mucilaginous parts which: 
he feparated by filtration, being well 
dried, weighed an ounce and a 
half; and the refidue weighed but 
four ounces and a half. 

Hence ‘he obferved, that the ex- 
traét made by water, if given from 
four and twenty grains to thirty-fix, 
purged gently ; but was very diure-_ 
tic ; as he had experienced in many 
hydropical cafes: that the refidue, 
which yet contained a little of what- 
was refinous, purged reafonably, — 
but with gripings ; that the remain- 
der, deprived of its faline and refi- 
nous parts, purged very little, but 
was extremely diuretic. Whence he 
takes the liberty to conclude, that 
extracts to purge to the purpofe, and _ 
without irritation, ought to contain 
both the faline and refinous parts. 
For the former only pfs by urine, 
and the other always, if taken alone; | 


occafion diforders; but both joined — 


together, their effeéts are laudable: — 
for the faline opening the refinous — 
parts, and diffolving and accelerat= — 


ing their diftribution, do thereby — 
hinder them from adhering to, and — 
inflaming the parts they pafsthrough. © 
According to the opinion and ~ 
experience of this.perfon, both.con- — 
cerning this and other drugs of the _ 
like nature, the more pains is. taken _ 
in their preparation, the worfe they — 
are ; bieaale nature feems to have — 
furnifhed them with the beft correc- — 
tors in their produétion. The Ja- — 
lap root itfelf therefore fimply pow- _ 
dered, is the beft way of taking it; _ 
and may.be mixed into a draught, i 
ora bole. It may be given to adule 
perfons — 


given to correct it, which rather fpoil 
than meliorate it: Some have ob- 
ferved, to its difadvantage, that it 
binds the body too much after: its 
operation is over; but this he thinks 
of no -force, becaufe that effect is 
common to other purges, efpecially 
the hydragogues. His experiments 
were made by extraction with fpirit 
‘of wine and common water. Twelve 
ounces of the root yielded, with 
{pirit of wine, two ounces of a re- 
finous extract well dried; the re-. 
mainder being likewife well dried, 
weighed nine ounces and fix drams.

 perfons from half a dram to one 
dram; and to children fome make 
‘the mean rule, to give fo.many 
grains as they are years old; but 
‘that is fomewhat in too fmail a 
. quantity, efpecially when they are

figned for ufing the refin is, that of 
the root itfelf, one parcel abounds 
“with more, another with lefs of the 
_ purgative parts, which refide in the 
refin: “hence the dofe of the root

~ 


HIS is a way of application 
. in medicine feldom made ufe 
of, but to loofen and drain away 
fuch humours by the nofe, as are 
not well to be come at by other 
means. A very little part thereof 
of the Materia Medica falls under 
_ this divifion ; altho’ many volatiles 
and aromatics are ufed for. this in- 
tention ; which by reafon of other 
_ ‘more important properties are rank- 
‘ed under other heads: what we have 
fubjoined here, being hardly made 
ufe.of in medicine for any other 

- purpofe. | 
ow a medicine occafions fneez- 
Ing, is not at all difficult to under- 
ftand, to one who has confidered 
well the manner by which emetics 
draw the ftomach, and its appendi- 
_ ces, into that motion which is ob- 
. ferved in vomiting. The fibres and 
membranes within-fide the noftrils 
are extremely fenfible ; whatfoever 
therefore ftimulates them, makes 
_ them contrat, and thereby twitches 
thofe parts they have any communi- 
cation with; which by . degrees 
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brings on that general convulfive 
fhake, that throws off the irritating 
matter. Every one’s own experi- 
ence demonitrates, and beft explains 
to himfelf how this is produced ; 
and likewife manifefts the great in- 
fluences which may be communi- 
cated over the whole body, by the 
communication of fibres from an. 
almoft unheeded fenfation upon the 
leaft part. : 

The falutary effeéts of this. forci- 
ble concuffion of the whole body, 
are very confiderable. ‘There are 
many glands about the head, defti- 
ned for the feparation of very vifcid 
and mucous fubftances ; by which 
means many finufes or cavities, of 
fervice in the ceconomy, are fre- 
quently ftuffed fo with fuch matter, 
as not to give that room to fome.of 
the veffels, as itis their office to do ; 
whereby the circulating fluid in fome 


parts makes them too turgid: which 


upon many accounts will occafion 
uneafy fenfations, pains, giddinefs, 
and .other diftempers, frequently ex- 
perienced in the head. By’ a parti- 

cular 
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cular conformation the nofe receives 
and difcharges many fuch fuperflu- 
ous vifcidities. ‘Therefore a ftimu- 
lus, from what we call fternutato- 
ries, or commonly fnuff, will pro- 
voke thofe parts to increafe thofe 
difcharges ; whereby a troublefome 
load is drawn off, and the head 
rendered brifk and lightfome. 

~ But, belides the benefit which the 
head immediately receives from 
fuch a difcharge, the whole confti- 
tution is likewife fo fenfibly afeGed, 
that in many cafes it is of ufe as 
an exercife. There is no motion 
-whatfoever, even not that of vomit- 
ing, which fo fuddenly and forcibly 


fhakes the whole nervous fyftem ; fo: 


that in all obftructions of the finer 
paflages, and particularly of the ner- 
vous fluid, whatfoever’ produces 
fneezing muft be of great advantage. 
And common experience in prac- 
tice confirms this in many inftances 
of paralytic, apopleétic, and lethar- 
gic cafes ; where this motion roufes 
and enlivens, as it- were, the {pirits ; 
and, by fhaking the moft remote fi- 
bres, affifts their proper juices in 
circulation, which before feemed to 
ftagnate, or not to irritate the fibres 
enough to maintain their natural 
elafticity. And of fuch great effi- 
cacy is this convolfion, that it is 
fometimes procured on purpofe to 
affift the expulfion of the fcetus ; 
and with good fuccefs. 

How far the cuftom of taking 
fhuff, ‘as it now prevails, is fervice- 
able or detrimental, is not direély 
to our purpofe to determine ; but 
thus far it may not be amifs to in- 
form thofe who comply fo much 
with it as.a fafhion, that they put it 
out of their power to receive any 
benefit from it as a medicine, when- 
foever there may be occafion for 
fuch helps ; for continually ftimula- 
ting thofe parts with hot pungent 
Ynuffs, makes them by degrees grow 
as it were callous, and much lefs 
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perience, being not provoked to 
{neezing, if they take ever fo much; 

when one pinch of the fame would — 
immediately operate upon a ftranger 
to it. There is another inconveni- 
ence alfo from this praétice; and 
that is fpoiling their appetite ; for 
moft of the common fnuffs are to- 
bacco, of one kind or other ; where- 
of fome will pafs down the throat 
into the ftomach ; efpecially in thofe 
who take much ; which deftroys 
the hatural appetite, as many confefs 
they find by experience, altho’ they 
‘cannot be prevailed with to leave it 
off. For fuch who imagine the con- 
tinual taking of {nuff to be neceffary, 
or beneficial, to them, many things _ 
in liquid forms would much more 
properly an{wer their intention ; fuch 
as Sal Volatile Oleofum, diluted with 
fomething proper, where it is too 
ftrong by itfelf. But ’tis to be feared 

no falutary regard can obtain fuch 
a reformation, unlefs that idol, 

fafhion, would vouchfafe its fanc- 

tion. 


Flores, Herbs or Leaves of, 
480. PrimuL& VeERIS, 
Primrofe, called Verbaftulum Sylva- 
rum majus, fingulari fore, by Cafp. 
Baubine. ‘This flowers very early 
in the fpring. Both the flowers, 
leaves, and roots, are mentioned by © 
Schroder in feveral forms for fome 
medicinal intentions, but chiefly pa- 
ralytic and arthritic complaints; 
but the roots only are in any ufe- 
now and thofe but feldom. ‘Their 
juice is generally exprefled ; and, 
after it is fined per /ubfidentiam, 

made ufe of to provoke {neezin 
in fuch cafes as the drain th: 
that procures, is imagined to do 
fervice. , 
481. Asari, Mfaralaca. This - 
is become a mighty {nuff of late. 
The leaves are common in the phy- 
fic markets ; and to dry and reduce 
them 
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them to powder, is all that is requir’d 


‘jin‘making them into {nuff. Some 


empirics, or traders in  phyfical 
matters, have put off a {nuff by the 


‘name of Royal at a-good round 


price, which is little elfe but this, 


decorated with fome leaf-gold. ‘This 


has antiently been much in ufe, as 


an emetic and a cathartic; and in 


fome authors we find a fuperitition 
in gathering it: for they alledge, 


that pulling ‘forward makes it work 


moft by vomit ; but pulling back- 


ward, moft by ftool. Rulandus fre- 


quently prefcribes the root as a di- 
uretic.: as alfo does Fernelius, in 
whofe works we meet with an e- 


— Yetuary, in which that is the chief 


ingredient. Its’ operation is very 
brifk, and therefore commended in 


conftitutions that are moift and cold, 


and fubje€t to generate vifcidities, 


and what obftruéts and fouls the 


vifcera, and retards the contra¢tile 
force of the fibres; but in none of 
thefe cafes does the prefent practice 
acknowledge it. Asa fternutatory, 


_- it frequently does good fervice ; for 


it. powerfully drains. mucous hu- 
mours out of the head. It is not 
fo pungent as ‘to be immediately 


_ felt upon taking, like the tobacco- 


ee 60 ee oe ee ye 


fnuffs ; but after fome time it makes 
the nofe run very much, and. not 
unfrequently blood itfelf; if its ufe 
be long continued. The ufual way 
is to take near a {cruple going to 


_ bed, for three or four nights to- 
_ gether; and by the next morning its 


operation will be very fenfible; tho’ 
it occafions little or no fneezing, 
unlefs .by the acrimony-of the hu- 
pret 7 drain off, and irritate 
the fibres in their paflage. 

482. KuPuoRBI1, Exphorbi- 
um. This is a gum, or rather in-

ler fays, the Euphorbium of the © 
antients 1s not known to us; and 
that the vegetable which produces 
it, is not in the acquaintance of the 
modern botanifts. Moft make it a 
ferulaceous plant; and fome of our 
gardens fhew fpecimens of that kind. 
Hoffman, who was no incurious wri- 
ter, fays it is an infpiffated, or ra- 
ther indurated juice of an Indian 
tithymal ; and we find it intitled in 
Herman’s catalogue,Tithymalus Mau- 
ritanicus, aphyllos, angulofus, 9 fpi- 
nofus, ex quo Euphorbium officinarum. 
It is fo extremely hot ‘and penetrat- 
ing, as to prove even cauftic : where- 
fore, altho’ it is mentioned as a purge 
in many authors againft ferous and 
vifcous humours, and its dofe af- 
figned from half.a fcruple to a whole 
one: yet it 1s now never given in- 
wardly, becaufe its violence tears 
off the neceffary mucus, or covering _ 
of the ftomach and bowels, and oc- 

cafions dyfenteries. As a fternuta- 
tory, itis to be ufed very cautionfly, 
and never to be taken alone, but 
mixed in a fmall quantity with fome - 
other -powders ‘proper to foften the 
fibres,-and guard them againft the 
intolerable heat of the Euphorbium. 
In pounding it there may, be much 
danger ; becaufe without great care, 


‘fo much,will fly up the noftrils, as 


to do mifchief. It is of good ufe in 
chirurgery ; in cleanfing very. foul 
ulcers, and exfoliating of carious 
bones. Etmuller’s fet for this-is, 
becaufe its alkaline qualities deftroy 
the acids which erode ulcers, and 


‘even’ the bones themfelves, fo as 


to induce rottennefs.  Ai/danus 
greatly recommends it in the like 

intentions. ‘ 
483. Ertesor1 Arai, White 
Hellebore, called alfo Veratrum album... 
It grows on fome mountains ‘in 
‘Germany. The antients gave this 
inwardly as a purger of phlegm and 
vifcid humours; but its violent ope- 
ration 
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ration has expelled it now from in- 
ternal ufe : and it remains at prefent 
in medicine, little otherwife than as 
-anerrhine. And even thus, its irri- 
tations are fo great, as to make it 
not prudent to venture it alone ; and 
therefore it is joined with other things 
which abate its vehemence. It is 
alfo prepared in fome lotions for cu- 
taneous foulneffés ; and is oftentimes 
fuccefsful in deterging thofe little 
ulcerations which blotch and deform 
the fkin, and are fometimes infec- 
tious, or what the common people 
call catching. 

484. NrcoTirans#, Tobacco, 
called alfo Petum and Tabacum ; by 
. Gerhard, Hyofcyamus Peruvianus ; by 
Pifo, Petum; and by Hernandez, 
Pycielt feu Tabaco ; diftinguifhed by 
C. Bauhine—Major latifolia. But 
there is no occafion for fearching 
natural hiftory for any information 
concerning this plant; becaufe 
commerce, and its continual ufe, 
makes us fufficiently acquainted 
with it. Its effe& likewife upon the

whole conftitution at firft ufe, as it~ 
is {moaked, is enough to every one’s _ 
knowledge. If it be infufed, and the - 
liquor drank, it produces ‘ficknefs, 

vomiting, and afterwards dofing 
ftupidity. And therefore, altho’ it 
has been ufed as an emetic amongft 

fome mean ignorant people; yet 
common prudence has hitherto kept 
it out of juftifiable pratice. How 
its conftant ufe comes to make it 
fo familiar to perfons, as not to — 
have any of thofe ftrange effets up- 
on them as it has at firft, is not 
properly our bufinefs to explain here; 
altho’ the fact is in every one’s 

knowledge. | Some hints of this 
may be collected from what will be 
{aid hereafter, in our explication of 
the fimples under the next {e@ion. - 
What we place it for here, is as a 
fternutatory ; fince it is the bafis of 
all the fnuffs now in ufe; in which 
manner of taking it, people are as 


well acquainted with it, as in fmoak-

SEC T.2 VI. 
Of Narcotics. 


NDER this head we include 

all that part of the Materia 
Medica which any way produces 
fleep ; whether'called Narcotics, Hyp- 
zotics, or Opiates. But altho’ many 
of this tribe ftand with fome au- 
thors in the rank of poifons; yet 
we fhall not here enter into the con- 
troverfy, whether fuch things can 
be medicinal, or whether > medicine 
can poifon: becaufe it is certain 
there is truth on both fides of the 
debate. Thefe are -inftruments 
‘whofe agency lies very remote from 


the reach-of our fenfes; as won- 
derful effets are often produced’ 
almoft from unheeded caufes. 
Folia, Herbs of, . “3h 
485. Crcura, Hemlock. This — 
plant grows much like parfley ; and 
it is fo difficult to diftinguifh them 
when young, that in all probability ~ 
they have fometimes been gather’d 
and fold together. For there have © 
been many inftances of perfons, and | 


_fometimes whole families, being 


fuddenly taken ill ; fo as to occafion _ 
fufpicion | 
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fufpicion of poifon, when they had. 
reafon to fufpett it.in the pariley, by 


having eat ftuff’d-beef, as is com- 
mon, or fome other food where. 
that had been ufed. It has fo much 
the difrepute of being poifonous, 
that it is never taken inwardly ; un- 
lefs by fuch accidental miftakes as 
above-mentioned ; but I never heard 
of an inftance where ‘it has proved 
deadly, tho’ many are fo caught 
With it.” It firft affects perfons with 
@ giddinefs of the head, and dim- 
nefs. of fight; and afterwards ope- 
rates violently by vomit and _ ftool. 
Fat broths and oily foftening liquors 
are. good in fuch accidents, to de- 
fend the ftomach and bowels againit 
its vellications, “After, its fury is 
over, which lafts not long, it fome- 
times leaves a dozinefs or heavinefs 


to fleep ; and goes off without any 


further: mifchief. The Oczanthe, 
which Wepfer defcribes under the 
name of Cicuta Aquatica, Dr. Mead 


_ thinks to be very probably the poi- 
» fon which was ufed fo, much of old, 

efpecially at Athens, for killing ma- 
_-Tefattors ; but the common. hem- 


lock, he fays, isnot by much fo 
Malignant. £z¢muller mentions a 
perfon who took the root inwardly, 
to the quantity ‘of a dram; which 


~ cured him of a f{chitrous liver and 


fpleen ; and recommends us for fur- 
ther knowledge of its properties, to 
Kircher, Simon, Pauli, -and Amatus 


- Lufitanus. But we have but an in- 


different warrant for fuch prattice ; 
and as antiently as Diofcorides, it 
ftands rejected from ‘all inward ufe, 
for ‘its poifonous qualities. How- 
éver, it 1s by many in efteem exter- 
nally, for the fpleen and hypochon- 


_driac inflations. Its ‘juice is boiled 


up with gums, and fuch convenient 
@igredients, as are neceflary for the 


form of an emplafter. Cur College 


had one which bears its name, and 
was pretty much prefcribed in the 
above-mentioned cafe; as likewife 
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to difeufs hard, flatulent, or cold, 
tumours, in other.parts. 
' 486. MaAnDRAGOR«#, Man- 
drake; diftinguifhed—Frudéu’ rotun- 
do by C. Baubine. . This is of a 
ftrong narcotic quality, and is men- 
tioned in fome antient writers as 
convenient to be given before an 
amputation, to deaden. the fenfe of 
pain by ftupifying the patient ; but 
modern practice owns it not for any 
fuch .ufe, It is reckoned cooling in 
external applications, . and therefore 
commended in inflammations of the 
eyes, or any eryfipelas ; upon which 
foot it ftands in the Unguentum Po- 
pulneum of the fhops in prefent ufe, 
_ 487. NicoTiana, Tobacco. 
See, the preceding clafs. Common 
experience manifefts,-upon the fint 
ufe of this, its narcotic properties ; 
and altho’ it.be only fmoak’d, ac- 
cording to ufual cuftom, or chew’d, 
as fome take it, or adminiftered in 
{nuff, it has always the fame effec : 
but.upon long prattice, like many 
other things of this kind, it grows 
lefs perceivable in fuch qualities ; 
and with fome feems to have no in- 
fluence at all. Its inward ufe is 
no way prattifed, but amongft fome 
poor people for cheapnefs fake, as a 
vomit ; unlefs in thofe unnatural 
ways which invention has found out, 
of {moaking, chewing, or taking it 
in fnuff, [But the College Difpenfa- 
tory of Edinburgh had a fyrup made 
with it, under the name of Syrupus 
é Peto, five Nicotiana.} ' 
488. Sorani, Nighifade. Of 
this there are various kinds defcribed 
by botanifts ; the chief of which are 
the Solanum Lignofum, the fame as 
Dulcamara, or Amara Dukcis, Bit- 
ter-fweet ; and the — Pomiferum 
fruclu rotundo. friato. moll, of Cafp. 
Paubine ; or Mala aurea odore fartida 
quibufdam Lycoperficon, of F. Bau- 
Aine; Love-apples. But the—Vx/- 
gare of Parkinfox is the only offici- 
nal kind; which is reckoned very 
O cooling ; 
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cooling ; infomuch as not to be fafe 
in inward ufe; being deadly in its 
confequences. Some authors com- 
mend its external application to the 
temples, againft the head-ach, anc 
in inflammations of the eyes ; and to 
the feet, in burning fevers: but it 
is little ufed now any of thefe ways; 
and is loft in our Materia Medica, 
except for the {mall fhare it has in 
the Unguentum Populneum. nie) 

89. STRAMMONEL, Thorn- 
Apple, is the Solanum fatidum pomo 
Spinofo oblongo, of C. Baubine. It 
grows in gardens, and flowers in 
Fune ; but medicine at prefent is a 
ftranger to it ; altho’ ’tis faid to be 
narcotic, and has a place given it in 
the new catalogue of our College.” 


Flores, Flowers of, 
 490.PAPAVERISERRATICI, 
Wild Poppies; 1s the goas of Diof~ 
corides, T heophrafius, and Pliny ; and 
the Rhzas of Gerhard; and the Er- 
raticum rubrum campefire of F. Bau- 
hine; the Corn Rofe. ‘The flowers 
blow in Fume, and have a fetid faint 
{cent ; but make a fyrup pleafant 
enough, which is much ufed in the 
. fhops.. They are gently anodyne 
and narcotic; fo that they are given 
fafely to young children ; two drams 
to half an ounce of the fyrup ina 
dofe very moderately inclining to 
fleep; and alfo promoting a dia- 
phorefis. ‘There is an infufion made 
of them in a low fpirit, in fome 
fhops; which being dulcified and 
warmed with a few proper aroma- 
tics, makes a very toothfome dram ; 
and is much ufed by fome with good 
fuccefs, under the title of 4gua Pa- 
paveris rubra, in cholic pains and 
flatulencies at. the ftomach. And 
thefe are the principal ingredients in 
many of thofe waters which are fold 
in the diftillers fhops, by.the name 
of cholic waters; and anfwer their 
end in giving prefent eafe, by their 


foporific properties. This quality 
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does not reftrain fomewhat which is 
detergent in their compolition ; for — 
they ‘help expeétoration, and are 
good in many diftempers ,of the 
breaft ; more particularly the pleu- 
rify ; in which fome will have them 
to be a fpecific, efpecially Van Hel- 
mont. "he fimple fyrup which is 
commonly. made with them, has a 
beautiful red colour; and is not on- 
ly a good f{weetener of alexipharmic - 
juleps ; but makes them pleafant 
both to the eye and palate. ae 
491. PARAL YSEOS, Coavflips, 
are the Primula veris major of Ger- 
hard; and the Verbafculum pratenfe 
odoratum, of Herman and C, Bauhine., 
The flowers are. commonly enough 
known, and reckoned of the fame 
virtues as the former; but ina lefe ~ 
degree. They are very little in ufe, 
but for a fyrup, a fimple water, and 
a conferve. ‘The ‘fyrup is well - 
enough to fweeten juleps for chil- 
dren; but is not fo effectual in any 
refpect, as to deferve an affignment 
of its dofe ; there being no fear of 
error in quantity. “The water is 
good for nothing ; and the con- 
ferve for little elfe than to give a 
convenient confiftence’ and bulk to 
electuaries or boles, amongft ingre= 
dients of more efficacy. ork 
Frutius, Frais > yo Ratcccsi<h at 
49z. Nux Vomica, Jd, This 
is the fruit of the So/anum arbore/> 
cens Indicum, according to Breyne- 
rus ; the wood of which is the Lig- 
num Colubrinum. Its principal ufe 
is to do mifchief with, by killing © 
dogs or cats. It has all the opera-, 
tions of a violent poifon. The Se-. 
mina Hyofcyami, Coccule Indice, and 
Staphidis agrie, are all fo much of 
the fame nature, that we have for- 
bore to give them diftinct places. 
They are commended for deftroy- 
ing fuch vermin as are apt to breed 
in uncleanly people. Riverius prez, 
{cribes the Coccu/e in a cataplafm, 
- againgt 
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againft the gout. Some. poachers 
have learned a trick of making thefe 


up into a pafte, to intoxicate fith. 


with ; fo that they may be taken 


_ out of the water with one’s hand. 
And this appears to have been an. 


old praétice ; as we find them for 
this reafon in fome authors diftin- 
guithed by the name of Bacce Pi/-

493. Capita Papaveris. 


_ AvBt, White Poppy Heads. Thefe 
are cultivated in gardens; and con- 
_ tain a great deal of a juice, which

496. ‘Opium. This drug is 
he concreted juice of the heads of

Of Narcotics. 
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‘has been, till lately, confidéred 
* in general as a foporific and fudo- 
“rific only; and its ufe moftly con- 
‘ fined to the removal of deliriums, 
‘nervous coughs, and fome other 
* particular purpofes : but the expe-. 
‘rience of modern practice has fo. 
* extended its application as to give, 
‘ a fufficient light into the true na- 
“ ture of it. T’he quality of opium, 
‘to which its miediGnal effects are 
‘ owing, is the diminifhing the fen- 
‘fibility and tendernefs of the 
‘nerves, in fuch manner, that 
‘ fpafms, and the convulfive cramps 
‘ that are excited by inflammation, 
‘ or the action of any irritating bo- 
‘dies, are thereby “greatly ‘miti- 
‘ gated, and in general removed ; 
‘ and the fymptomatic mifchiefs at- 
“tending many diforders thence 
‘ prevented or leflened. This power, 


‘ therefore, -renders it of extreme 


« great fervice in the following dif- 
‘orders, the evil  confequences 
‘ whereof are the refult of the irri- 
*‘ tating acrimony of depraved hu- 
‘ mours : firft, in. the cholera morbus 3 
‘where the whole of the danger 
“ arifes fromthe violent convulfions — 
‘ caufed by the intolerable ftimulus 
‘ of exceflively acrid bile, poured 
‘ out of the dudus coledochus commu- 
“nis into the inteftines, in an in- 
‘ credible quantity; in this cafe ee 
‘um will give a reprieve from the 
* fatal confequences of the fpafms, 
‘ till a difcharge of the morbid mat- 
‘ter is procured by the aid: of ca- 
* thartics, when: it would be im- 
‘ practicable by any other means to 
‘ give the leaft relief. It is in like 
‘ manner highly. efficacious in diar- 
‘rhoeas and dyfenteries, which owe 
‘ their origin to a parallel caufe: as 
‘ alfo in the convuliions of children, 
‘ produced by an acefcent acrimony 
‘ of the humours in the va prima. 
‘Jt is, when judicioufly ufed, of - 
‘ great importance in feveral cafes of

age HESE are as little regarded 
~ in medicine as any clafs of 
fimples; being of flight efficacy, 
and ufed for no important inten- 


tion ; and feldom prefcribed any 


Otherwife than as palliatives, or to 
mitigate the uneafy fenfation of 
fome particular fymptoms, more 
than to cure the difeafe whence they 
ere...) 

~All of this rank may be confider- 
ed under the two following divi- 
fions:; the firft are fuch as immedi- 
Atély produce a prefent fenfe of cold. 
Thefe are chiefly fruits and acid 
juices ; and are moft commonly or- 
dered to cool the mouth and fto- 
mach, and allay that extreme thirit, 
which an inflammatory fever is apt 
to occafion. What comes under 
this intention, feldom has any fur- 
ther effect, than giving a grateful 
fenfation to thofe parts (which were 
before uneafy with heat and 
drought) unlefs they are taken down 
im large quantities ; gnd then they 


may, froma fudden chilnefs, make 
fuch an alteration’ in the pulfation’ 
of the fibres, as will fhock ‘the whole 
conftitution. And this is in. effect 
fo much in the experience of every 
body from fuch things one time or 
another, that it needs no large ex- 
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plications ; only thefe two confe- — 


quences are moit likely to happen 3 


wiz. fach convulfive contractions of 
the veffels may either obftruct their 
contents, and thence caufe ftitches 


and inflammations } or may fo fud- — 


dently retard the circulating juices, — 
as will difpofe them to undue cche- — 


fions and confiftencies. 


The other kind of coolers are- 


fuch, as by. their vifcidity are dif- 


pofed to communicate the fame 
quality to the animal’ fluids, with 
which they are mixed. Thefe can 
be prefcribed in no’ falutary inten- 


tion, unlefs to check the inordinate — 
celerity of the blood, which arifes — 


from a debauch with {pirituous li- 


quors ; qr te give a thicker confift- 


| 
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‘ence to that of heétic conftitutions 
whereby it may be reftrained from 


* flowing too faft. But in both cafes 
there is a great deal of hazard from. 


the fame means ; becaufe the dimi- 
nution .of the blood’s velocity can- 
not fo. exadtly be reftrained, but it 
may be carried too. far, and prove 
too great :. whereupon fuch fubftan- 
ces, for want of due’ motion from 
circulation, will fall into one which 
is fermentative ; and fo by allaying 
one heat, raife another of much 
worfe confequence. ‘Through this 
error, coolers, in the hands of inju- 
dicious perfons, frequently change 
fimple. inflammatory fevers, which 


- would perhaps foon go off by a cri- 


tical diaphorefis, into putrid and 
malignant ones, which often termi- 
nate in death. 


Folia, Herbs or Leaves of, 

497. AceTos#, Sorrel; called 
alfo Oxalis. It is diftinguifhed into 
— Pratenfis, and — Vulgaris, folio 
longo by the Bauhines. It grows in 
meadows and pafture-grounds, as 
well as by culture in gardens, and 
flowers in May. Itis well known in 
our common fallads;. and is little 


-otherwife ufed. Itis acid and grate- 


ful to the ftomach, quenches thirft, 
allays the heat of Folate and, as 
Schroder, with many others, fays, 
refifts putrefaction ; and is of great 
ufe in peftilential fevers. But a bet- 
ter theory, and experience now re- 


-nounces fuch practice, and con- 


vinces us that fuch things, by retard- 
ing and chilling the juices too much, 
give them an opportunity of fer- 
menting, and running into cOrrup- 
tion and putrefaétion. It is a grate- 


Q ful and falutary ingredient in a fum- 
mer fallad, if eat in moderation : 


but it is little taken notice of in me- 
dicinal prefcription. 

» 498 Acni Casi, Agnus 
Caftus, the Chaffe-Tree ; called alfo 
Vitex by Gerhard, and-fome others. ; 


xOY. 
and diftinguifhed — Folis anguftio- 
ribus, canabis modo depofitis, by C. 
Baubine: and Agnus folio non ferato, 
by F.. Baubine. This has got a 
name for a cooler, and particularly 
of the genital parts, fo as to have 
been prefcribed to allay thofe inor- 
dinate motions. and defires, which 
arife from feminal turgefcency : for 
which intention many authors have 
compofitions, wherein this is a prin- 
cipal 2 ig 3 and from whence 
they take their names. But they 
are not now in any efteem, or f{carce 


ever made or ufed in the fhops. 


499. Ausines, called alfo Mor- — 
sus GatLina, Chickweed, or Hen- 
Bit. There are many forts of it 
defcribed by botanic writers; but 
the Al/fine Media, the middle kind, 
of C. Baubine, is the chickweed ‘of 
the fhops. It grows in gardens, and. 
almoft all manured grounds. It ~ 
comes out in the winter, and flow- 
ers until midfummer, The whole 
is in ufe, and is accounted a cooler, 
much of the fame virtues as pellito- 


ty of the wall ; but it is now rarely 


ufed in medicine. 
500, \Ancuus#, Alkanet. 
Some make this a fpecies of the 
Buglofs, and afcribe to. it the fame 
virtues ; particularly, of its being 
moderately cooling. But’ it is very 
feldom ufed in compofitions. [J/ts 
principal ufe is to tinge oil and unétu- 
ous matters of a red colour; as it does 
very beautifully, by warm infufion. 
Hence fome tinge the Lucatellus’s bal- 
fam vetih it.| bial: 
sor. CrcHoReEt, Succory,. is 
diftinguifhed by botanifts into a gar- 
den and a wild fort; but they dif- 
fer not.. This plant has generally 
pafs’d’ for a cooler 5, but Schroder, 
and after him Mr. Ray, from «its 
bitternefs,’ pronounce it ‘rather on 
the. contrary fide, and will have it 
to. be a good detergent ;\and upon 
that foot, of feryice in all-obfiznc- 
tions of the vifcera, and particularly 
Chg 3, of 
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of the liver; which makes it, in 
their account, an excellent hepatic : 
and indeed in this view it is regard- 
ed in thofe fhop-compofitions where 
it is concerned. Almoft all authors 
extolling it in cafes proceeding from 
a redundancy of choler, may have 
occafioned it to pafs for a refrige- 
rant. Etmuller greatly commends 
the Syrupus de Cichereo cum Rhabar- 


baro, which the College have rejected . 


in their Difpenfatory, for children. 
Panarolus much commends this herb 
in all intemperatures of the vifcera ; 
and Spigelius mentions it as an an- 
tiarthritic. In extemporaneous pre- 
{cription we feldom meet with it, 
unlefs in a few medicated ales. 
502.Cuscutam, Dodder. This 
grows out of, or fo clofely adheres 
to fome plants (from whence it is 
reckoned to have its nourifhment) 
, that fome have difgraced it with the 
names of Hezba inferni, and Diabo- 
fi inteftina, i. e: Hell-weed, and Dez 
vils-guts. Some queftion whether 
it be properly a plant, or rather an 
excrefcence of another. It is fome- 
what aperitive ; and therefore rec- 
koned amongft hepatics, and other 
deterfives. Hoffman obferves all 
lants of the like manner and pro- 
dion to be of the fame virtues. 
And fome fuppofe it to derive thofe 
roperties from the fignature which 
1s taken from its fhape. It is now 
hardly ever met with in any kind of 
compofition, either officinal or ex~ 
temporaneous ; altho’ taken notice 
of by moft Difpenfatory Writers. 


503. Enpivim, Endive. This 


flowers in Fuly and Auguf. It is 
very much like the fuccory ; and 
prefcribed for all the fame inten- 
tions ; but reckoned rather more 
cooling. 

504. Luyuna, WoodSforrel, 


This is alfo called Acetofella 3 Trifo- 


lium acetofum vulgare by C. Bauhine 
and Parkinfon: Oxys alba by Ger- 
hard, and Trifolium acidum fore alba 
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&f purpurafcente, by F. Bauhine. It 
grows in woods and fhady places ; 
and flowers in April and the begin- 
ning of May. It is reckoned much ~ 
of the nature of common forrel ; — 
but it is not quite fo fharp ; and it 
feems fomewhat more of the balfa- 
mic kind. It has pafs’d with many 
for a cordial from its fignature, its 
leaf refembling a heart ; but fuch 
conceits are not now regarded. The 
fyrup which is made of it in the 
fhops is very pleafant ; and a good 
{weetener of juleps and apozems 
prefcribed as cleanfers. Its conferve 
alfo is much ufed in eleCtuaries, and ~ 
to mix alexipharmic fpecies into the 
form and confiftence of boles. 

- 605. Lens Patustris, Duck: 
meat ; Called alfo Lens Aquatica. It 
grows upon ponds and ftagnant wa- | 
ters; and by fome, particularly 
Mathiolus, it is recommended to 
cool inflammations ; but the prefent 
practice takes no notice of it, 

506. Poputt, Poplar. The 
leaves of ‘this tree are ufed for the 
ointment in the fhops, which bor- 
row its name of Populneum from it ; 
they are accounted cooling in that 
compofition: but they are of no 


other ufe. 


507. PortruLaca, Purflain. 
This flowers in Fune. It is very ~ 
littie ufed except in fallads ; tho’ 
formerly it ftood recommended for 
a great affwager of choleric heat. It 
is alfo-accounted good in the fcurvy, 
and all cutaneous eruptions. 

508. Lactruca, Lettuce.: This 
is alfo much more ufed in fallads 
than in medicines; and is found 
fufficiently in the gardens. It is 
reckoned pretty much of the nature 
of fuccory, but more cooling ; 
whereby it inclines to fleep: upon 
which account it procures eafe in| 
pains ; both taken inwardly, and 
externally applied. Schroder fays it ° 
affords great nourifhment, and much 
increafes milk in the breafts of {uch 

as 
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as give fuck; as likewife that it 
cools the urine ; and upon that ac- 
count does fervice in gonorrhzas. 

- gog. Sarrers, Willow. There 
-are feveral kinds of this ; but none 
of them have any credit in the pre- 
fent pharmacy’; however it came 
about that the College had given it 
a place in their former catalogie. 

gio. Sev, Houfe-Leek. ‘This 
ftands commended, by fome writers, 


as a convenient cooler in fevers ; 


but the prefent practice knows it 
not in any fuch intention. It is ufed 
in the populneum; and in fome 
other outward applications for burns 
and inflammations. 

11. Soncui Levis, Smooth 
Sow-Thiftle. ‘There is alfo a Sonchus 
Afper, the Prickly Sow-Thifile : but 
neither of them are of any ufe in 
medicine ; and therefore deferve no 
farther defcription or notice. 

512, SPINACHI#, Spinage. 


- ‘This is well enough known in food ; 


-but has nothing to do in medicine, 
except in counterfeiting the colours 
of fome things of value. [4s par- 
ticularly giving to Gafcoign’s pow- 
der the fame colour as is given by be- 
xoar. } 

513. Tarnaxact, Dandelion, 
This is much like the endive and 
fuccory ; tho” fomewhat more cool- 
ing. It flowers in Apri] and May. 
It abfterges, opens, and is a good 
hepatic. Etmuller fays, it is not a 
de Siig ‘medicine in pleurifies, 
and other obftructions from gru- 
mous blood. 
outwardly a good abfterger, ‘and 
cleanfer of foul ulcers. Some have

but’ not hitherto with authority e- 
nough to bring them into prefcrip- 
tions of any kind.

516. AGREST#, unripe Wild 
Grapes. The juice of thefe is the 
Omphacinum.of the antients ; as their 


-Oleum Omphacinum was the expref- 


fed oil from unripe olives. ‘They 
ufed to expofe the grapes to the fun 
fome days, and then prefs out their 
juice into large’ vats; and in the - 
time of Diofcorides they ufed to let 
it ftand open in them, expofed to 
the fun, till moft’ of the’ humidity 
was exhaled, and’ the remainder in- 
fpiffated into a rob ; a form much 
ufed amongft the antients. » This is 
reckoned a cooler; but hath little 
or no place in our prefent phar- 
macy. 

‘s17. AURANTIOR UM, Oran- 
ges. 

518. Limon um, Lemons. . 

519. Cirrt, Citrons. Thefe 
are well enough known to all people. 
They very much agree in their me- 
dicinal virtues: only the lemons 


are fomewhat the fharpeft and moft 


efficacious.’ Their juices. are won- 
derfully grateful to the ftomach ; 
and very proper'to allay drought in 
fevers, and any diforders attended. 
with that fymptom, where common 
drinks are not proper ; and particu-

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larly in diarrhoeas. : They are very 
good to take naufeas: from the. fto- 
mach; and ftop) vomiting which 
roceeds froma redundance of cho- 
te. The lemon-juice: wonderfully 
aftringes and hardens the fibres in 
the ftomach ; whichmakes it great- 
ly aflifting in digeftion: and there 
is hardly any one thing, which bet- 
ter enables it to retain its food with- 
out regurgitation, after hearty eat- 
ing. 

520. Cucumerum, Cucumbers. 
Thefe are. fufficiently known :in 
food, both raw and in:pickle. They 
are very cooling and vifcid; and 
therefore apt to difpofe the blood 
to putrid fermentations ;. infomuch, 
that it is to be feared thefe have no 
{mall fhare in occafioning thofe ug- 
ly fevers which appear at the latter 
end of the year, and: are often.ofia 
malignant kind. . They do well 
therefore, who .drefs them with a 


good quantity of vinegar and pep- - |

per; for as the former helps to keep 
up the due tenfity and contra¢tion 
f the folids ; the other preferves 
the proper fluidity of the juices, and 
prevents them from running into 
morbid cohefions.. They are like- 
wife pretty well-fecured againft the 
abovementioned mifchiefs by pick- 
ling, with the like ingredients. 
They are of little or no ufe in any 
officinal compofitions, or occafional 
prefcriptions ; only as their feeds 
are fometimes in emulfions, and 
ftand the firft amongft the four great- 
er cold feeds. . 

» 521. Cucursit a», Gourd. 
This fruit feems to be of the fame 
fpecies of the former; and crows 
in the fame manner, but larger. It 


is of no ufe in medicine, unlefs for . 


the feeds, which are alfo of the four 
greater cold ones. 

522. GRossuLarRi®, Goofe- 
kerries. Thefe are by all known to 
be a grateful cooling fruit, and very 
wholefome, if e€at in moderation, 
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There is a great deal. of difference 
between what they: are when green, 
at which time they are ufed for ba- , 
king, fe. and when ripe enough 
to eat as they come from the trees 
the former are much more. acid, 
cooling, and aftringent ; and the lat- 
ter more inclining to vifcidity, like- 
lier to produce diforders, and what 
the common people. call furfeits. 
There is a fine pleafant wine which 
many make of this fruit, little infe- 
rior to fome foreign wines. ~ 
524. Mat1 ARMENIACE, 4- 
pricot. This isa fine fruit, and if 
not. too ripe, or too mellow, as it is 
ufually called, agreeably aftringes 
and ftrengthens the ftomach.. ; 
§25.MatiPersicm, Peaches. _ 
This. is much of the fame nature 
with the former, but hardly fo re- 
ftringent, . Of the fame kind is alfo

The feeds alfo are another of the

528. Mort, Mulberries. 'Thefe 


-afford’a grateful auftere juice, and 
are ufed pretty much in the fhops

_. them, and bears their name. It 


both. cools and aftringes the fto- 
mach; and is often an ingredient in 
gargarifms,’ for its deterfive rough- 
nefs.

For the 
black, and chiefly the leaves upon 
firft coming out, are ufed by fome 
to flavour Engl {pirits, and 
counterfeit French brandy. The 
red and white are very acreeably

acid, and accounted as wholefome 
fruit as any we have of our own 
growth. They greatly aflwage 


‘drought, cool and fortify the fto- 


mach, and help digeftion. They 
may indeed be eat in too great quan- 
tities ; otherwife no harm can be 
received from them. | ’ 


SECT. XIL | 
OF Simples ufed in Topics, or external Applications. 


N this divifion, the reader will 

meet with feveral of the fimples, 
which have been placed under the 
foregoing heads for fome internal 
intentions ; but the great fhare they 
will alfo be found to have in exter- 
nal applications, may juftify fuch 
repetition. The materials which 


neceflarily come into this rank, 
are fo few, without fuch as, for 
more important efficacies, have 
been already taken notice of in 
fome other, that we have made the 
number of fubdivifions, expreffive 
of the intentions of what they con~- 
tain, as {mall as poffible. 


Clafs x. Of Repellents. - 


To underftand rightly the opera- 
tion of fuch fimples as will occur 
under this head, it may be neceflary 
to obferve, that by repel/ing is meant 


thofe means which prevent fuch an 
affux of a fluid to any particular 
part, as would raife it into.a tu- 
mour: but to know how this aed 

¢ 
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be effected, it will be convenient to 
attend to the feveral caufes which 
can produce a {welling, or force out 
of the-veflels any of their fluid con- 
tents by fome unnatural difcharge. _ 
All tumours have neceffarily one 
of thefe:in their caufe ; either an ny 
ereafe in the velocity or fey of 
the fluids ; ora weaknefs in fome 
particular part ; and fometimes both 
concur, An increafe in the veloci- 
ty of the fluids makes them more 
forcibly pufh againft, and diftend all 
the parts in their circuit : if there- 
fore any part be unequally preffed, 
or relaxed by external injuries, that 
will be more elevated than any 
other ; and for want of equal refiit- 
ance with the reft of the body, will, 
at length, receive fuch a quantity of 
fluid, as will raife it into a tumour ; 
efpecially if any of its veffels be ob- 
ftruéted: becaufe the protrufion of 
frefh matter @ tergo will continue to 
add thereto, until the part is upon 
the utmoft ftretch, and can hold no 
more. In this cafe all thofe means 
are {aid to be repellent, which check 
the growth of the tumour ; and af- 
fift the refluent blood in taking up 
the obflruéted matter, and wafhing 
it again into the common ftream. 
This intention is chiefly favoured 
by ‘evacuation and revulfion; for 
whatfoever leflens the quantity of 
the fluid, will diminifh the force up- 
on the tumefied part: but it con- 
cerns us moft here to know, how 
external application to the part it- 
felf helps in this affair. 
“Now a medicine comes to be a 
repellent in this cafe, by confifting 
of fuch .fubtile parts, as may tranf- 
mit fome of them through the pores, 
and help to render the obftruéted 
matter more fluid; fo that it be- 
comes the more eafy to be loofened 
and fall’again into the circulating 
current. But in this cafe there is a 


hazard of fuch things likewife: put- 


into the refluent current. 
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ting the obftructed humour into a 
ferment ;. whereby it fooner turns 
into pus, and then they come under 
the denomination of Suppuratives or. 
Ripeners. What therefore, in the 
moft ftrit fenfe, is to be reputed a 


repeller, 13 that which aftringes and 


ftrengthens the part, fo as to make 
it reiift fuch lodgments. Thefe are 
fuch, whofe virtues refide in their 
coldnefs, and drying properties. But 


‘ 


there are fo very few inftances where- 


in bandage is not better than fuch 
application, that very little comes 
to be ufed for that purpofe. In he- 
morrhages and ouzings out of fe- 


rum, fo as to deform the fkin, fim-_ 


ples of this nature moftly take 
place, which anfwer their ends by 
aftringing the fibres ; whence thofe 
apertures are fo clofed, as not after- 
wards to admit through them any 
fuch fluid. 


Some things alfo anfwer this end — 


only by ftimulating the fibres of the 
tumefied part;~fo as to give them 
fudden and forcible twitches, where- 
by the obftruction is fometimes 


loofened and fhook, as it were, away — 


Such a 


fort of motion will be occafioned by — 


the fudden application of any thing 
extremely cold, as common water : 
but the practice ts feldom fafe ; be- 
caufe, if the firft efforts, which the 
fibres are put upon by thofe means, 
do not fucceed in breaking away the 
inclofed'matter, they will be ftrain- 


ed, and not able afterwards to re- — 


peat their natural vibrations; the 


‘confequence of which is weakening 


the part, which will render the ta- 
movr more obftinate. There are 
many other means and accidental 
circumftances, which contribute to 
favour or retard this intention: but 
thefe hints may be fufficient; efpe- 
cially for a part which cannot be 


allowed any great length in this 


work,

531. ALBUMEN Ovi, White 
of an Egg.. This is of a glutinous 
binding quality ; and therefore is 


often mixed with Bole Armoniac,. 


and other things of the like nature, 
to defend any ftrained part from 
diftenfion -and elevation into a tu- 
mour ; and to reftore'it to its due 
tone and elafticity ; as likewife un- 
der convenient ‘bandage and com- 
pre to prevent the luxation of 
ones after reduction. It is ufed 
alfo in fome mixtures for confoli- 
dating frefh wounds, and prevent- 
ing too great an effufion of blood. 
532. Laprs Cataminarts, 
Calamine. . ‘This has been already 
mentioned under Cla/s 3. Section 2. 
as an abforbent. Externally it is 
ufed in Collyria againft-inflamma- 
tions of the Pak 3 and in Cerats to 


‘cool, and, in fome meafure, deterge 


foul ulcers. 


533. Cerussa, White-Lead. 


’ This 1s.a preparation of lead, whofe 


virtues we fhall confider amongft the 
preparations of that metal, at the 
latter end of this part ; as alfo in the 
following. | 

534. Lirnarcyrus Avr, 
Litharge of Gold. It generally is 
called thus for its colour fake ; tho’ 


it arifes in the purification of filver ; 


and therefore ought more properly 
to be named Litharge of Silver. It 
is much ufed in emplafters; and 


boiled with oil diffolves in it, and 


gives it a proper confiftence ;. as in 
the diachylon, It is reckoned to be 
cooling ; and to give a tenfity to the 
parts upon which it is applied: and 
therefore itis accounted a repellent ; 
altho’ it is alfo in fame compofitions 
of other intentions. 
_ §35. Manus Hominis Mor- 
Tut, 4 dead Man's Hand. This is 
fuppofed, from fome fuperftitious 


conceits amongit common people, 


to be of great efficacy in difperfing 
The part, 
forfooth, is to be rubbed with the 
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dead hand for fome time. And re- 


port furnifhes us with many inftances 
of cures done hereby ; fome of 


which may not improbably be true, 


both as the imagination in the. pa- 
tient contributes much to. fuch effi- 
cacies, and becaufe the fenfation 
which ftroaking in that manner 
gives, is fomewhat furprizing, and 
occafions a fhuddering chilnefs upon 
the part touched ; which may, in 
many cafes, put the fibres into fuch 
contractions, as to loofen, fhake off, 
and diflodge the obftructed matter ; 
in which confifts the cure. But 
fuch practice as this is too whimfi- 
cal to be countenanced by any of 
worth in the profeflion of phyfic. 
530. Manus Recautis, The 
Royal Touch. I muft confefs never 
to have met with this before in any 
catalogue of medicinal fimples ; but 
the foregoing reminded me of fo 
extraordinary a drug, which feems 
to claim a place here: pretty much 
upon the fame foot as that does ; 
and may as often be attended with 
fuccefs from the fame reafon : for 
the folemn appearance and ceremo- 
ny of the matter, may wonderfully 
ftrike the imagination of moft who 
are the fubjects of this exorcifm. 
And what ftrange and furprizing ef- 
fects may be produced in the ani- 
mal ceconomy by fuch means, can- 
not be novel to thofe who are con- 
verfant in the hiftories of phyfic. But 
there are too many inftances of mif- 
carriage in. this craft, to fuffer any 
thinking perfons to believe there is a- 
ny thing more in it, than to contri- 
bute to that fuperior regard, which 
political views may have made necef- 
fary to the perfon in whoni fuch a 
power is faid to be lodged. © Thefe 
articles fo naturally fuggeft fome- 


what of pleafantry, that it is hard 


to leave it, without faying fome- 
what perhaps too light, as well as 
foreign to a work of this nature. 
This virtue is fuppofed to be tranf- 

mitted 
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mitted to the whole royal race, on. 
account of the pretended piety 

one of their anceftors. ‘The famous 
-Leurentius, in the firft. part of his 
treatife de Strumis, has very ridicu- 
‘loufly endeavoured to prove fuch a 
‘miraculous virtue in the kings of 
France ;- and very confidently de- 
nies, as molt French writers on that 
fubje& do, any fuch qualification in 
our Britif monarchs: but Mr. 
Wifeman, in Chap. 1. of his fourth 


treatife, has, from many grave and 


’ fober hiftorians, attempted to vindi- 


cate this right of our princes, from 


the defigns of Frenchmen to leffen it. 
However, perhaps the prefent royal 
family, whofe merits have {fo juitly 
“placed them over us, will never con- 
defcend to make ufe of fuch a ftrata- 
gem to awe their fuperttitious fub- 
jects, as may have been neceflary 
to a weak or tyrannical governor. 

537) Minium, Red-Lead. This 
is lead calcined, as we fhall fhow 
under the preparation of lead, and 
we fhall alfo give its virtues there. 
“538 Lapis Turre, Tutty. 
Authors differ about its production. 
Garcias fays it is made from the 
‘afhes of a tree. Bontius will have 
it to bea preparation from a cer- 
- stain clammy earth: but Mr. Dave 
‘agrees with thofe who fuppofe it to 
proceed from the fmoke of brafs as 
it is melting ; and that it adheres to 
the fides of the furnace. It is dry- 
ing, and may be ufed in foul ulcers, 
and difeafes of the eyes. 
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539. Pompuouyx, Jd. This 
is a metallic powder, of a white:co- | 
lour, and lighter than tutty ; for as 
that, in the making of brafs, ad- 
heres to the fides of the furnaces 
this mounts up to the top. Its vir- 
tues are the fame with thofe of 
tutty. : Sit 
540. SepuM, Houfe-Leck. This 
has been mentioned in inward ufe: 
We took notice of it in Se#. 11. | 
but it is very little ufed that way ; 
nor even in external applications, 
only amongft the common people, 
who have got a way of managing it 
into an ointment with cream, for 
burns and inflammations, by reafon 
it is a great cooler. oe 
| sar Spopium, Putty. This 
is heavier than either the pompho- - 
lyx or tutty : for while the brafs is 
melting, this falls down to the pave- 
ment. Its virtues are the fame with 
the other two ; but ’tis more: rarely 
ufed in medicine. 

542. Teti1a ARANEARUM, 
Cobweb. Every. one knows what 
this is, and how produced. It ap- 
pears not in medicinal prefcriptions ; 
but as accident, for want of other 
helps, has taught its ufe to common 
people for ftopping blood in a frefh 
wound. And this it feems to do by 
its extraordinary finenefs ; which 
makes it adhere to, and ftop up 
the mouths of the veffels, fo as to 
prevent the effufion of their con- 
tents. — 


~Clafs 2. Of Suppuratives and Digeftives. 


This intention is frequently of 


mighty importance in chirurgery ; 
'. but there are very few who well 


weigh the confequences of the ope- 
yation in thofe medicines which are 
prefcribed to anfwer it; nor the ac- 
cidents to which they are liable. For 

a ripener or drawer is what, by the 


activity and warmth of its parts, is 
able to penetrate the pores, and mix 
with and rarify any obftruéted mat- 
ter; fo that it may be rendered fit 
for difcharge upon laying open the - 
part by a cauftic or incifion.. Now in 
many inftances, as the matter by this 
means rarifies and, grows more se 

e

the refluent blood is apt to wath it 
back into the common mafs; which 
fometimes is of that nature as to do 


a great deal of mifchief ; or by mak-, 


ing it take up more room upon its 
rarifaction, 
diftend the parts in which it is con- 
tained ; whereon a fenfe of pain is 
excited, and thereby a greater con- 
courfe of fluid, and confequently a 
needlefs increafe of the tumour. So 
that medicines under this denomi- 
nation require to be in the hands on- 
ly of fuch,who are fo well acquainted 
with the mechanifm of the animal 
gconomy, as to be able to apply 
them to the beft advantage; and 
- know how to avoid the hazards 
which may arife from their abute.

{éribed to thofe in particular cafes ; 

' put'they have not been fupported 
by reafon or experience. And 
they feem not poffeffed of any pro- 

perties different from other fubftan- 

‘ces of like kind, unlefs what may 
arife out of their different confiften- 

cies, and degrees of volatility. ‘That 

of the viper feems to have the moft 
right to claim fomething  extraordi- 
nary upon this account ; and there- 
fore we fhall give the reader the 
thoughts’ of the  beft authority 
_ Which the profeffion can produce 

‘concerning it, viz. from Dr. Mead’s 
‘effay upon this animal. Having in- 
‘quired into the many ways of curing 
- the viperine poifon, which is inflict- 
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ed by a bite he tells us, thatthe 
viper-catchers have a remedy far 
beyond them all ; and in which they 
place fo' great confidence, as. to be 
no more afraid of a bite, than of a 
common puncture ; immediately 


curing . themfelves ‘with this. fat, 


which they value in fuch cafes.as a 
{pecific ; as he difcovered upon the 
itriteft enquiry. But to be.convine- 
ed himfelf further of the, truth, in 
fo important'a point ; the doétor en- 
raged a viper, and caufed ;it to. bite | 
a young dog by the nofe: both. the 
teeth were ftruck deep in; he 
howled. bitterly, and the part be- 
gan to fwell ; but upon application, 
of fome of the axungia, which was 
ready at hand, he was very, well 
the next day. | aye hat 
But becaufe fome gentlemen, who 
faw this experiment, were apt .to 
impute the, cure rather to the dog's 
fpittle (he licking the wound): than 
to the virtue of the fat, he:was 
caufed to be bit again in the tongue ; 
upon which, forbearing the ule of 
this remedy, he died: within four 
or five hours. The fame:trial was 
made another time with like fuccefs; 
which the doétor afcribed to, the 
clammy, and vifcid parts. of the fat ; 
tho’ withal it was more: penetrating 
and active than other oily fubftances. 
For by this property, he fuppotes it 
to involve, and as it were fheathe the 
volatile falts of the venom; fo. as 
to prevent ‘their hooting: into.thofe 
Jpicula, which were obferved. to. be 
the inftruments of thofe deadly mif- 
chiefs following the bite. See above 
page 15t. raSt Thin aries 
548. Fimus CotumsBa,, Pi- 
geons Dung. ‘This is fometimes or- 
dered in cataplafms, to be applied to 
the foles of the feet in malignant 
fevers and deliriums; with an in- 
tent to draw the humours down- 
wards : which may not be ill guefled.s. 
or if we may. judge of the nature 
of this, from that of the bird..of 
Se eh 
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which it is the produce (which by 
the way is no ill rule) it certainly 
confifts of fubtile hot parts, which 
open the pores where it is applied ; 
and by rarifying and expanding 
them, occafions a greater flux of 
fluid that way. But that thefe 
things particularly draw away the 
peccant humours only, is a ground- 
lefs figment. There may perhaps 
at fuch a time be feparated in readi- 
hhefs fora critical difcharge fome- 
what of the caufe of the diftemper, 
which may happen, upon fuch a fti- 
mulus, to be provoked or deprived 
that way ; but this would happen 
equally from any the like alteration 
in ‘the part, without any fpecific 
yaa in the medicine to occa- 
10n it. 

$49. Fimus Vacc-m, Coavs 
Dung. ‘This feems to’ be of a hot 
penetrating’ nature ; and is experi- 
enced to do’ good in eryfipelatous 
fwellings ; which it feems to do, by 
difcuffing the beginning obftru@tions 
in the capillaries, and breathing 
them away by tranfpiration. It is 
ufed in the form of -a cataplafm, 
with the mixture of enough of 
fome unétuous matter to prevent its 
hardening upon the part. And here 
it may not be amifs to take notice 
of the difference between allaying 
an inflammation by coolers, ‘and 
curing of them by tranfpiration 
' with things of this kind. The for- 
mer rather palliate than cure: and 
feem to give only a more agreeable 
fenfation to the part, by aflwaging, 
for the prefent, the troublefome 
one of heat ; in which there is often 
danger of fixing either the humours 
more obftinately upon the part af- 


fe&ted, or fending them back into 


the common mafs ; both which may 
be attended with bad confequences : 
whereas the latter way difcharges, 
in a little time, the offending hu- 
mours, not only from the part af- 


fefted; but from the whole body,

520. Furrur, Bran. This 
being of a porous fpungy fubftance 
in the compofition of a catapla{m, 
the warmth of the part it is applied 
to fo rarifies it, that being kept from 
external air, all that can tranfpire 
will be fucked up into its interftices ;

‘By the common ufe this is put to,

For, by 
the fubtility of thofe fpirituons parts 
with which it abounds, it cannot 
but tran{mit a great many of them 
into the part to which it is applied;

00 {mall to admit of puncture by 
 aninftrument with fafety.

which is by fticking fo clofe to the 
part affected, that they ftop the 
tranfpiration of the common _per-

fkin, or cuticula. The confequence 
of which is, that fuch comminuted 
matter returns with fome degree of 
force, and at laft, by a tendency to 
move the fame way, occafions fuch 
frequent encounters and occurfions, 
as will by degrees attenuate and dif- 
lodge the obftruéted humours ; 
whereby they either fuppurate into 
matter, or are propelled through the 
true {kin ; and for want of room, by 
means of the plafter, to get further, 
they elevate the cuticula from it in- 
to a blifter; and lie collected be- 
tween both in the form ofa thick 
ferum or jelly. And this is the rea- 
fon why fuch fubftances applied to 
any part undiftempered, will often 
raife blifters; as it is frequently 
practifed to make revulfions, in fome 
pains of the ‘head, defluxions, and 
fore inflamed eyes. Thefe are more 
or lefs in the compofition of moft 
Officinal plafters ; becaufe they give

556. only thefe 
feem fomewhat more to approach to 
the bees-wax; and therefore may 
not quite fo much, or foon, relax as 
oil ; and they may have fome fmall 
dhare of fubtility, or what is volatile:

The common axungia, or lard, is 
likewife for the fame reafon more 
a ripener than any vegetable expref- 
fed oil ; altho’ it does “alfo, as oil, 
affift by relaxing the fibres, and giv- 
ing the part larger dimenfions. 
This holds good in all animal oils, 
or fats, that they are more penetrat-

ing able to penetrate the cuticle, 
they divide them, and elevate the 
latter up into’ a blifter, as has been 
already hinted, pase 167, 168.

578 Trruymanus, Spurge. 
This differs not in fpecies from the

What we 
mean here, is the black Soap ; which. 
has fo much of the pot-afh lixivium 
in it, that it is extremely penetrating ;

It is fo very 
fearching alfo, as to reach even the 
feat of the gout in the joints; and 
caufe fometimes the exudation of a 
great deal of ferous matter.

We 
have rather fubjoined this to the 
clafs of cauftics, than made it a 
part of them. Its ufe in. chirurgery 
thus. far agreeing with the former, 
that they are all defigned to drain, 
or make difcharge of fome humours, 
This is ufed for fuch purpofes as a 
tent, to dilate the orifices of fif- 
tulas,. or of any abfcefles which are 
too narrow to: make a proper eva- 
cuation.

is beft difcovered from the nature of 
the hops themfelves....Thefe ‘are 
known to be a fubtile grateful bitter:

an alkaline nature, that is, particles 
which are fubtile, a€tive, and rigid. 
By this means the ramous vifcid parts 
of the malt are more divided and 
fpiritualized, if we may ufe that term 3 
and therefore not only more eafy of 
digeftion and fecretion in the body ; 
but alfo while in the liquor, prevent 
it from running into fuch cohefions, 
as would make it ‘ropy, vapid, and 
four.

Cibus Caleftis. Pliny, Book 21. 


Ch. 14. mentions a mountain in 


Crete, where there was found great 
plenty of honey ; but where never 
were feen any bees. And Galen af- 
firms, L76. 11. de fimp. Medic. Facult. 
that he found honey perfeétly form’d 
upon divers trees and plants. His 
words are to this purpofe: [remem- 
ber I have fometimes in the fummer 
obferved honey upon the leaves of trees 
and plants ; infomuch that the binds 
have with joy cried out, Jupiter rains 
honey. 

The medicinal virtues of this are 
many and great; infomuch that 
there is no author, from the moft 
antient times, but makes mention 
of them; efpecially from the divine 
Hippocrates, down to this age. it 
is very penetrating and deterging ; 
and is therefore good in all obttruc- 
tions, efpecially from. vifcid and 
tough humours. In infarCtions and 
ftuffing of the breaft, it is of great 
efficacy ; and wonderfully promotes 
expeCioration. In fhort, there 1s no 
aiforder from. phlegm, or any thing 
avhich is the produce of. a cold con- 
dlitution, which it is. not of fervice 
in. . But in. thin and hot habits itis 
mot good. It was antiently ufed as 
fugar is now; and great pity it is, 
that it is not at preient more ufed. 
It does great fervice to, fuch as are 
troubled in a morning with thick 
tough phlegm; with which they 
cannot be eafy, ,until it is hawk’ 
up ; tho’ it gives a great deal of dif- 
ficulty and ftraining to do it.’ For 
this purpofe it is very conveniently 
eat over-night upon atoalt-; or dif- 
folved in any warm Liquor. Some 
afirm it will deftroy worms, drank 
in. milk: but the reafon given, for 
fach an effect, deems to, be very 

d; becaufe they do. not fuppofe 
it difagreeable to them.; but that, 
- on the contrary, they like it fo well 
as to feed upon it till it kills them 
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by excefs. This has been much 
ufed in chirurgery to cleanfe foul 
ulcers; either by’ immediate appli- 
cation, or wafhing them in liquors 
in which it had been diflolved. 
604. ‘Mercurius, Mercury. 
‘For the general nature of this 
‘ fimple, fee Hyprarcyrum, N°. 
* 386. . Mercury given internally, 


‘when crude, does not appear, to 


‘ have any effects on the habit, ex- 


“cept the deftroying worms; for 


‘not being fo diffolved or divided 
by the aétion or humours of the 
inteftines, as to pafs the lafteals, it 
is therefore carried through them, 
without caufing or fuffering any 
alteration. Its ufe was, neverthe- 
lefs, fome years ago introduced 
into.an almoft general practice, by 
one Dr. Dever, who wrote an.ex- 
traordinary, treatife in recommen- 
dation of this medicine, and his 
own practiee ; and with fuch fuc- 
cefs, that almoft as many were 
then led to fwallow mercury, as 
now drink tar-water.. But the cir- 
cumftances that attended the great 
number of cafes then obfervable, 
plainly demonitrate the non-effica- 
cy of mercury taken crude: out. 
of the great numbers who then ufed 
it, there was fcarcely an inftance 
known. of its falivating any ; or, 
if a fingle one might,.eut of fo 
many, happen, as was related of 
a perfon who rode hard after tak- 
ing it, fuch an accident might be 
ealily accounted for, by fupnofing 
that his. breeches, medicated ‘by 
thofe involuntary ejections of it 
which. happen to fuch as take it, 
might, by the continual . motion, 
* fallivate him. by. friction, in the 
‘ fame manner as if an unguent had 
‘ been applied: and we fee by the 
‘ confequences that frequently have 
‘attended the ufe of quickfilver 
‘girdles, how little is, fyilicient to 
‘ produce this effect in fome habits. 
‘ How unreafonable therefore it is 
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to believe fo many ferfons could 
fo long take quicktilver. without 
this re{ult, if any part of it enter- 
ed the habit ! The medicinal gua- 
lites of mercury..arife. from two 
principles ; the one the power of 


-deflroying animalcule of all kinds; _ 


and the other a power of increafing 
the fecretions, particularly of the 
falival or inteftinal glands ; and 
fometimes of the fkin: to the firft 
power is attributed by fome the 


quality which, mercury has of 


curing the itch, /ves venerea, ‘and 
other contagious diftempers, which 


are by them believed to have their _ 
eaufe in animalcule:; and in re-- 


gard to the itch, there is indeed a 
very juft foundation for, fuch opi- 
nion, fince they are. there plainly 
difcernible by microfcopes, and 
may be perceived even with the 


naked eye, by thofe. who know’ 


how to fearch for them properly. 
Hence, by analogy, other conta- 
gious difeafes are likewile fufpect- 


ed to be animalcular, and. their 


being cured with mercury, by fome 
power diftin¢t from that ofits in- 
creafing the evacuations, gives 
fome countenance to, it. - The o- 
ther quality of mercury, that of 


exciting the action of the glands, 


renders it the moft powerful deob- 
ftruent the Materia Medica fur- 
nifhes ; and thence conftitutes it. of 
the greateft ufe in.the cure of all 
fuch difeafes as are caufed by ob- 
ftructions of any of the glands, as 


‘the feurvey, jaundice, {crophula, 


and many ether diforders, both of 
the particular parts and the whole 
habit: ‘but, in refpect of fome of 
thefe, I fhall have. occafion to: be 
more particular, when we confider 


the feveral preparations of mercu- . 


ry. ‘The methods by which mer- 
cury can be efficacioufly ufed, are 
of two kinds ; the -one by'taking 
it: internally, properly’ prepared, 
that is, when its parts are fa di-

Of Waters. 


7 ATER is fo ufeful and ne- 
’  ceffary a part of all that we 
are concerned in, with regard either 
to diet or medicine, that we cannot 
’ -be too inquifitive into its nature and 
difference ; nor too follicitous and 
nice in our choice of it. It is the 
main diluter of our food ; and is the 
-better for that purpofe, the freer it 
is from the mixture of any foreign 
particles. By this element, or di- 
-vifion of matter, we underftand no- 
_ thing but a fimple unmix’d fluid ; 
-and water, as fuch, is not manage- 
_ able by pharmacy to alter it for the 
better. But as it is not to be met 
with unmixed with fome heteroge- 
' ‘neous particles, we fhall be better 
inftru&ted how to ufe and chufe it 
for the purpofes of life, by inquiring 
‘how it is alteredand affected by the 
mixtures it receives of fuch foreign 
matters, in the feveral c$nditions 
we meet with it. 

In this fearch we find again the 
beft helps from fome fhort hints 
(and fuch only we have room for) 
of Dr. Mead in his Effay on Poi- 
fons. | 

| Water“ts of fo conftant a fervice, 
not only for our drinks, but alfo in 
preparing our flefh and bread, that 
it may juftly be faid to be the ve- 
hicle of all our nourifhment : fo that 


whenever this happens fo put on o- 
ther properties than are neceflary to 
fit it for this purpofe ; it is no won- 
der if in its paflage through the bo- 
dy thefe do make fuitable impref- 
fions there. ‘Thus at Paris, where 
the water of the river Sezne is fo full 
of ftony corpufcles, that even the 
pipes through which it is carried, in 


time are incrufted and ftopt up by 


them ; the inhabitants are more fub- 
ject to the ftone in the bladder, than 
in mof other cities. The fame has 
been obfetved in the baths of 4bazo, 
a few miles from Padua, to that de- 
gree, that it is frequently neceflary 
to clear the wheel of a mill driven 
by the current of thofe {prings, from 
the great quantity’ of petrified mat- 
ter, with which it is from time to 


- time incumbered. WNaturalifts give 


us many hiftories of fuch waters ; 
and one inftance I have myfelf feen 
in Northamptonfbire, in the parith of 
Rothwell, or- Rowell, of the fame 
kind the Do&tor mentions near Pa- 
dia. Itis what the country people 
there call an Owverfoor Mill, where 
the water turns the wheel by its- 
weight, falling upon it in little buc- 
kets, placed round the periphery at 
convenient diftances: which con- 
trivance in moft places. wears away, 
and widens the paffage in which the 

. wheel 


\ 
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wheel moves ; but fuch is the petri- 
fying nature of this water, which 
comes from a fpring but a little a- 
‘ bove, that they are forced, with 
convenient inftruments, in no great. 
diftances of time, to cut a way for 
its motion. 

In like manner, let the grofs par- 
ticles with which the water is fatu- 
rated, be of any other nature, me- 
tallic, faline, €%c. thefe, according 
to their various gravity, the capaci- 
ty of the canals, and fuch-like cir- 
cumftances, will, when they come 
‘to circulate in the animal body, be, 
by the laws of motion, depofited 
in one part or other. So thofe mi- 
neral bodies and nitrous falts, which 
abound in the {nowy waters of the 
Alps, do fo certainly ftuff and en- 
large the glands of the throat in thofe 
who drink them; that fcarce any 
who live there are exempt from this 
inconvenience. 


Quis tumidum guttur miratur in 


Alpibus ? Juv. Sat. 13. 


For this reafon, the choice of wa- 
ter for drink, amongft the antients, 
was made by weight ; the lighteft 
being preferred, as moft free from 
all hetereogeneous bodies. 

A great neglect in this refpe&t the 
doétor charges upon the inhabitants 
of this city ; and that is, in chufing 
ftagnating impure well-water for 
the brewing of beer, and making 
other drinks. ‘Such a fluid indeed 
has a greater force and aptnefs to 
extract the fluid out of the malt, 
than is to be had in the more inno- 
cent and foft liquor of rivers : but 
for this very reafon it ought not, 
unlefs upon mere neceflity, to be 
made ufe of ; this quality being ow- 
ing to the mineral particles and alu- 
sminous falts with which it is impreg- 
nated. ' 

A late. Author, Dr. ‘7. H. in a’ 
book called Scelara Aquarum, or A 


Supplement to Mr. Graunt. on the © 
Bills of Mortality, by fearching into — 
the firft. accounts of the diftemper ~ 
we call the Scurvy, defcribed by ~ 
Pliny and Strabo under the promif- ~ 
cuous names of Stomocace and Scelo- — 
turbe ; and examining the authentic 

hiftories of it in later years, made | 
by the moft obferving phyficians in © 
thofe countries where it was un- © 
happily revived, as Olaus Magnus, — 
Balduinus, Ronfeus, F. Wierius, So- — 
lomon Albertus, &c. finds that the. ~ 
origin of it was in all times and 
places charged upon the ufe of un- 
wholfome ftagnating waters. Then, — 
by comparing together the clayey © 
ftrata of the earth about the cities — 
of London, Paris, and Amfterdam, — 
he fhews, that where the water is 


worft, there this malady is moft © 


rife. So that he has put it out of © 
all doubt, that moft of the per- — 
plexed and complicated fymptoms, 
which are ranged under this one 


‘general name, if they do not intire- 


ly owe their birth to the malignity 
of this element, do however ac- — 
knowledge it to be their main and — 
principal caufe, 

And indeed Hippocrates himfelf, 
as he has very plainly decyphered 
this difeafe by the title of owazjves © 
poryaror, OY great milts, fo he does 
very particularly in another treatife — 
take notice, that drinking of ftag- 
nating well waters muft neceflarily _ 
induce an ill difpofition both of the — 
milt and belly. ‘ 

If we enquire into the reafon of — 
fuch ill effeéts, we muft confider, — 
that clay isa mineral glebe; and 
that the grofs particles and metallic 
falts with which waters pafling 
through fuch a bottom do abound, © 
are, as Dr. Liffer obferves, not to 
be maftered ; that is, they. are indi- 
geftible in the human body. Not 
only therefore will thefe caufe, as 
he very well argues, calculous con- 
Cretions in the kidneys, std 

| an 
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and joints; and, as Hippocrates ex- 
perienced, hard fwellings in the 
{pleen; but they muft neceffarily 


_ oftentimes, by their corrofive ‘quali- 


ty, twitch and irritate the fenfible 
membranes of the ftomach and 
bowels. Nay, befides all this, when 


_ they come into the blood, it is no 


wonder if the {mall canals of infen- 
fible tranfpiration are frequently 
ftopped up and obftru&ted by them : 
for it is upon this fcore that Sanéo- 
rius teaches us, in his Medicina Sta- 
tica, Seé&t. 2. Aphor. 2. that heavy 


‘water converts the matter of tran- 


{piration into an ichor: which be- 
ing retained, induces a cachexy. 
What mifchiefs will enfue here- 
upon, every one fees; not only 
pens in the limbs, livid fpots in the 
urface of the body, ulcers, ec. 
from the acrimony of the undif- 
charged moifture ; but many. alfo 
of thofe perplexing fymptoms, 
which go by the name of hyfterical 
and hypochondriacal, may take 
‘their rife from the fame fource : for 
the before-cited San@orius has: re- 
marked in Se@. 3. Aphor. 13. that 
the jlatus or wind,.fo infeparable 
from thofe cafes, is no other than 
the fluid of perfpiration crude and 
unfinifhed. If the inconveniencies 
are oftentimes not felt, at leaft not 
till towards a declining age, in ftrong 
and active habits of body; yet [am 


from very good experience affured, 


‘that they deferve confideration in 


weaker conftitutions and a fedenta- 


ry life ; efpecially of the more ten- 
der fex.. I have the. honour to be 


nearly related to a worthy perfon, 


who had formerly an afflicted life, 


from the violent returns of cholic 


pains ; till fhe was, with happy fuc- 
cefs, advifed by the noble Van Hel- 


‘mont not to drink, as fhe then did, 


beer brewed with well-water; and 
herhealth is even now fo far owing 


_to this management, that an error 


Of Waters. 
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in it is unayoidably followed with 
the wonted complaints. 

For-thefe reafons P/iny tells us, 
that thofe waters are condemned in 
the firft place, which, when boiled, 
do encruft the fides of the veffels: 
and that our well-waters do this, no 
bedy who looks into the tea-kettles 
of our gentlewomen can be igno- 
rant. And indeed in antient times, 


when phyfic was more a fcience, 


which is now more a trade; as that 
part of it which relates to diet was 
more carefully ftudied than it is 
now-a-days; fo this point particu- 
larly, of which we are treating, 
was of fo great moment, that Hip- | 
pocrates, who wrote the beft book 
on the fubjeét that ever was pub- 
lifhed, has in a great meafure ac- 
counted not only for the difeafe, 
but even for the temper and difpo- 
fition of the people of feveral coun- 
tries, from this difference of the 
waters with which nature has fup-- 
plied them. » ‘ 


623.A qua Fontana, Spring- 
water. By the courfe of this, we 
are liable to a mixture, in one fort 
or other, of all the metalline or mi- , 
neral particles which he concealed 
in the earth. For the waters of all 
fprings (that is, all waters which 
are circulated or ftrained through 
the earth, and which we call {prings, 
when they break out upon the fur- 
face) wath off and carry along with 
them fome particles of the foil they 
travel through; fo that they be- 
come fajubrious or mifchievious, 
according to the nature of the mi- 
neral’' matter which they have ta- 
ken up, and joined with, in their 
courfe. So far as this anfwers any 
‘medicinal purpofes, and makes the 
water in any refpect purgative, will 
come under inguiry in the article of 
Aciputa#&. Here, therefore, we 
have only occafion to be fatished 


Q2 what 
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what are beft for the common occa- 
fions of life, as they muft neceffa- 
rily make a part of our diet ; and 
thefe are the lighteft, as the pre- 
ceding reafonings demonftrate, and 
fuch as are freeit from mineral mix- 
tures. 

That fpring-waters are thus load- 
ed in their current, cannot be doubt- 
ed by thofe who have ever experi- 
enced the tafte and efficacy of our 
ordinary medicinal {prings ; and 
tho’ our own country furnifhes us 
not with any fuch inftances, un- 
queftionable authority informs us of 
{ome {prings which bring along with 
them poifonous and deadly compa- 
nions; which’ muft be corrofive 
corpufcles mixed with their water, 
that cannot fail (when forfaken, in 
the canals of the body, by their ve- 
hicle) to do the fame mifchief as 
they would, if taken by them- 
felves undiluted ; only with this dif- 
ference, that they may, in this form, 
be carried fometimes farther * into 
the animal frame; and fo difco- 
ver their malignity in fome of the 
inmoft recefles. ‘Thus the Fons Ru- 
ber in Ethiopia, mentioned by Pliny, 
about which abundance of native 
minium or cinnabar was found, 
fhewed its ill effects chiefly on the 
brain: which gave occafion for O- 
wid to fay of it, 


—~ Si quis faucibus haufit, 
Aut furit, aut patitur mirum gra- 
vitate foporem. 


But there is no need of enlarging 
~further on this head ; fince any mi- 
neral poifon may impart its deadly 
quality to perfiuent flreams: and 
accordingly there are inftances of 
arfenical, mercurial, and other foun- 
tains, of which the hiftorics may be 
feen in the collections of Bacczus de 
Thermis, lib. 6. and a very remark- 
able one in the Philofophical Tran/- 


adions, N°. 8. 


‘ 
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of trying what are the principal 
mixtures in thefe waters; which 
muft be of great ufe to fuch as tra- 
vel in unfrequented countries ; and 
where neceflity often forces them to 
unexperienced fprings: but that 
would be too long for us here ; we 
fhall therefore only drop this gene- 
ral rule, that thofe waters are beft 
for ufe which are lighteft : and this 
may be determined with the utmoft 
exadtnefs, by weighing other con- 
venient bodies in them; which we 
are taught by the common hydro- 
ftatical fcales, now any where to be 
had in the fhops. ‘The common ex- 
periment of trying them with foap is 
alfo ufeful; for the more remote 
they are from lathering with that, 
the more unfit they are for ufe. 
Thofe fprings which arife from a 
chalky earth, are generally account- 
ed beft; which may be either for 
their not giving to the perfluent wa- 
ters any thing unwholefome; or 
their abforbing many mineral par- 


ticles from them in their percola-_ 


tion. 

There may circumftances hap- 
pen, where {pring-waters fhall be 
found of good fervice drank alone. 
In fome ftomachs relaxed from in- 
temperance, thefe drank in 2 morn- 
ing, not only help to wafh off a 
great deal of flimy filth, the remains 
of adebauch; but alfo to aftringe 
the fibres, and draw up the mem- 
branes to a due tenfity. And the 
more loaded fuch waters are with 
{ome mineral particles, efpecially 


‘of the aluminous or nitrous kind; » 
the more abiterfive and more re-— 


ftringing will they be, and the bet- 
ter anfwer thofe Intentions. 

624. FruviaLis, River- 
avater. ‘This likewife has its vari- 
ous qualities from the different foils 
it travels through ; tho’ not fo much 
as that of fprings. River-water 


may be reckoned a compofition of © 


Spring 
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We are taught many curious ways 
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fpring and rain” waters together : 
“near the head therefore of any con- 
fiderable fpring, that may partake 
much of the ore or mineral, which 
the fpring wafhes along with it ; 
“but at a greater diftance it may be 
affected ‘and charged with its pro- 
‘per foil. For in its progrefs the 
-minera] particles will fall, or be 
‘entangled and loft in the ouzy and 
“clayey mixtures they pafs through. 
_ As the fpring-waters take up, in their 
meanders, many heavy mineral par- 
“ticles ; fo thefe either wath up from 
‘ouzy bottoms, or have fo much 
“filth drain’d into them, efpecially 
near large towns, that they abound 
‘with a foreign matter of a very dif- 
ferent nature; and which fome- 
‘times will. ferment: as is manifeft 
in that of the Thames ; tho’ fome 
travellers affirm no other waters do 
the fame. Of this kind therefore 
‘thofe which come into ufe with fuch 
mixture, may be more or lefs con- 
venient in particular cafes and con- 
ftitutions, according to the nature 
of what they have got fo mixed. 
‘But, in general, thefe waters are 
much fofter than fuch as travel un- 
~ der-ground ; and therefore are fitter 
for ufe where hard waters are con- 
demned. 
62ce. PLUVIALIS, Rain-water. 
This is reckoned the moft fimple of 
all; and to come neareft a homo- 
“geneous fluid ; and therefore, as a 
“diluter, it is to be preferred. Quer- 
eetan, and many others, lay ftrefs 
_ upon the circumftances of thefe fal- 
ling, whether fuddenly or more 
flow, and from what quarter of the 
heavens the clouds bring them : but 
this feems to be as little to the pur- 
pofe, as under the former articles 
what parts fprings or rivers run 
from; as to the divifions of the 
_ globe, and their pofition to the fun. 
Some are of opinion, that rain-wa- 
ter brings fomewhat of a_ nitrous 
-yolatile falt along with it; and 


» 
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think, by that means, it gives fer- 
tility to the earth: but if it does fo, 
they muft be too fine to injure any 


“of the fecretory ftrainers, by ob- 
‘ftru€ting them ; and too adtive or 


fufceptible of motion to draw into 
contact, and form hurtful concre- 
tions: and indeed, in many in- 
ftances, fuch a mixture might be of 
fervice. Therefore whatfoever rain- 
water brings along with it, it is 
notwithitanding certainly the moft 
fimple and elementary of any ; and 
the propereft diluter or vehicle that 
we can be fupplied with. 

626. Puteratis, Wells 


water. "This 1s fubjeét to all the- 


inconveniencies of {pring-water ; 
with this additional mifchief, that 
ftagnating fo long in the well, it 


“may there take up, from the bed it 
‘lies upon, fuch particles, further 
‘than what is brought along with it 


thither, as to render it {till shore un- 
wholefome : whereas that which 


‘breaks out in fprings, is preferved 


higher than fuch heavy matter is 


‘ufually lodged. Of all waters there- 


fore whatfoever, well-waters- are 
the moft to be diftrufted ; and of 


thofe, fuch chiefly as come out of 


the deepeft wells. 
627. ~ PaLustrRis, Pond- 

avater. "This may include all ftag- 

nant waters, which are generally 


from rain only ; for here we do not 


fuppofe any fprings concerned. To 


‘this therefore no more can be faid 


than, that where it is upon a clean 
bottom, it comes fo near to ‘rain- 
water, as not to be diftinguifhed 


from it : but generally even the mo- - 


tions of the wind, or fome other 
caufes, as the treading of cattle, fa 
difturb thefe, as to force up with 
them fuch filth, as there corrupts 
and ferments ; which makes fuch 
waters the moft uncleanly and dif- 


‘agreeable of any. 


628. NivEea.is, Snowe 
avater. This undoubtedly brings.a 
Q3 confiderable 
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confiderable portion of nitre along 
with it: fo as to make it deterfive 
and diuretic. But it comes fo little 
either into our diet or medicine, 
that we need not be very follicitous 
about it. As for what wafhes into 
the rivers, and accidentally comes 
to us that way, after the fall of 
great fnows, it is loft fo much, that 
it can hardly be imagined to com- 
municate any efficacy to the fhare 
we have of it. 

629. — Marina, Sea-wa- 
ter. ‘The faltnefs of this is fuffici- 
ently known; and” how upon that 
account it is both difagreeable and 
unwholefome in our food; and 


therefore ‘never experienced- but in. 


extremities. 

630. Ros Majatts, May- 
dew. This is what falls in the night, 
and hangs upon the grafs next morn- 
ing in fmall drops. It is extremely 
fubtile and penetrating, from a vola- 
tile nitre of the air, with which if 
abounds. Evrmuller {ays, in digef- 
tion it will as it were, ferment ; 
and in diftillation afford a fpirit, of a 
fulphureous empyreumatical {mell ; 
and that the refidue will fmell and 
ferment of itfelf. Several people 
have ftrange notions of the fubtility 
of this; and have flattered them- 
felves with obtaining from it an uni- 
verfal diffolvent. ohannes Faber 
feemed to take great pleafure in con- 
triving an inflammable fpirit to be 
drawn from rain-water; and as this 
js yet of a more volatile nature, ex- 
sae Ea have been raifed of doing 

range feats with it, But all that 
_thefe great promifers have hitherto 
done, is not worth our notice; fince 
they have not been able to pre- 
ferve to us one medicine out of 
all their pretenfions. Some ‘country 

eople have learn’d a way of mix- 
ing it with powder of brimftone, for 
the itch, to be ufed outwardly; and 
many inftances they give of its fuc- 
cefs in fuch cafes. It has the repute 
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too, amongft the women, of being 
a cof{metic. 


Aciputa, Medicinal Waters. 
Thefe have been taken notice of 
in all ages and countries, and have 
gone through various opinions, in 
accounting for their virtues and effi- 
cacies, according as the humour of 
philofophizing has happened to run, 
Helmont, and his’ difciples, have 
ftrangely fpiritualized’ upon this 
head, as on moft others; and talk 
much of a Gas and Aporrea of the 
earth in their compofition. But we 
mutt content ourfelves to keep with- 
in the compafs of fenfible qualities, 
and pretend to know no farther 
than they will conduét us: and thefe, 
we are pretty well informed of, 
from the vifible mixture of mineral 
matter, which medicinal waters dif- 
cover. Some’are very needlefly e- 
laborate in the diftin@tions of fuch ; 
we fhall therefore confider them un- 
der thefe two divifions only, of 4/u- 
minofe, and Ferruginee. — 
631. AQuz ALUMINOSE, 
Purging-waters. ‘There is no coun- 
ty fcarce in England, but difcovers 
fome of thefe fprings. 'Thofe about 
London, are chiefly Epfom, Dulwich, 
Aéion, and. North-Hall; tho’ there 
are many others, and perhaps as 
good, but of inferior note. ‘They 
all agree in this, that they abound 
with a falt of an aluminous and mi- 
trous nature; which they take up, 
and wath along with them in their 
paffages. ‘This is not only manifeft 
to the tafte; but upon evaporation 
they leave it in confiderable quanti- 
ties behind. It is not of moment 
enough to diftinguifh the feveral 
kinds of thefe falts, which fome 
perfons of great leifure have done ; 
fuch as are therefore very inquifi- 
tive, may confult Mr. 4/len’s Na- 
tural Hiffory of Mineral Waters ; 
where they will meet with nicety 
and perplexity enough. By this fa- 
| hing 
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line mixture, thefe waters greatly’ 


deterge the ftomach and bowels, 
and carry along with them by ftool 
a great deal which it may be bene- 
ficial to have well difcharged. They 
do often therefore good fervice 
-where the Prime Vie want cleanf- 
ing ; and this is te be done with a 
few repetitions: but if perfons go 
on longer, (as itis too cuftomary ; 
fome thinking the more they purge, 
the farther they are from being fick) 
the falts will too much get into the 
blood ; which by their grofinefs will 
eradually be collected in quantity 
enough in the capillaries and glands, 
to obftru@ them, and occafion fe- 
vers peffimi moris. For all thofe fe- 
vers which come after long purging, 
efpecially after the waters, are of 
the worft kind, and often fatal. 
Some foften thefe waters by boiling 
up milk enough with them to make 
a kind of whey, which is agreeable 
to fome tender perfons, who might 
be too much chilled with: the water 
raw. Thefe fometimes do great 
fervice in fuch cholics as invert the 
periftaltic motion of the inteftines ; 
and, as people commonly exprefs 
it, ¢wif? the guts; where the patient 
can walk about, or be kept conve- 
niently in an erect pofture : for their 
weight prefling downwards, and 


their moifture foftening and relax-’ 


ing the fibres, concur to promote 
their paffage quite through ; where- 
in confifts the. cure in-fuch cafes. 
But it is here fuppofed that they are 
boiled with fome milk; a quart of 
water with half a pint is the ufual 
quantity : for that much contri- 
butes to its relaxing quality. 

It is difficult to pafs this article, 


without fetting a mark upon that. 


abominable cheat which is now fold 
_by the name of the Salt of Epfom 
Waters. Dr. Grew, who was a 
moft worthy phyfician, and an in- 
duftrious experimenter himfelf, made 
trial how much falt thefe waters 
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would leave upon evaporation: and 
found that a gallon left about two 
drdms, or near, according to my 
beft remembrance ; for I have not 
his writings by me. He likewife. . 
found the falt thus procured an{wer- 
ed the virtues of the water in its ca- 
chartic qualities. Of this an ac- 
count was given before the hopat 
Society, in a Latin Differtation, or 
Le&ture. But the avaricious craft 
of a certain furnace - philofopher. 
could not let this ufeful difcovery 
in natural knowledge reft under the 
improvement and proper ufe of per- 
fons of integrity ; but he pretended , 
to make a great quantity for fale: 
and, to recommend his falt, tranf- 
lated the Dottor’s Lecture upon it 
into Engli/b, in order to give away 
in his fhops as a quack-bill. The 
Door not fufpecting fo vile a fraud, 
interrupted him notin that ; but was 
forced to tranflate his own Latin, to 
refche it from the blunders of the 
chemift. And thus went off fome- 
what for the true falt of the purging 
waters ; until competitors in fuch 
fraudulent practices forced the price 
to be lowered: fo that what was 
firft fold at one fhilling an ounce, 
and could not honeitly be made un- 
der, is now come to be fold for not 
much above thirty fhillings fer hun- 
dred weight, which does not much 
exceed three-pence per pound. [This 
falt is prepared from that bitter liquor 
called bittern ; which runs from com- 
mon falt in the making.) We fhould 
not have took up fo much room 
about fuch a trifle as this, but be- 
caufe it ftill continues to be put up- 
on the ignorant for genuine ; and 
is of pernicious confequence to thofe 
who take much of its . Common 
falt diffolved would work as well in 
the fame quantity of liquor, as this 
is generally taken with ; and would 
not bring a worfe drought along 
with it. But this is not the only 
fraud by many, which we fuffer by » 

Q4 | thoie 
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thofe people, who, from philofo- 
phers by fire and enthufiafts, are funk 
down into mere cheats; as we fhall 
too often have occafion to obferve 
in the fubfequent part of this work. 

_ This counterfeit indeed is of fome 
fervice in cathartic infufions ; for a 
dram in an infufion of fena, rhu- 
barb, and fuch like things, helps to 
extract the purgative virtue the bet- 
ter, and affifts their operation ; but 
this, falt of tartar did before as well. 

Of the waters above-named, the 
ftrength is much the fame ; if there 
be any difference, thofe of Dulwich 
feem to be the quickeft in operation. 
They are all of them beft at the 
well-head ; tho’ they are ufed in 
town fome days after they are taken 
up : for by ftanding they let fall 
fome mineral particles, which feem 
neceflary in their operation. 

632. Aqum FERRUGINER, 
Steel-waters. 'Thefe are likewife in 
many parts of Exgland. 'Thofe of 
moft note are of Tunbridge, Scarbo- 
rough, Hampftead, and Iflingtox. ‘The 
{mall difference of ore, or mineral 
mixtures, are not here alfo worth 
our while to take up room about: it 
fufficeth, that it is out of all doubt 
that the quality, to which they owe 
their ufe in medicine, is received 
from iron ; for of this their tafte, 
and what they let fall from ftanding, 
as well as the ruft they fur the bor- 
-ders of their fprings with, befides 
the known experiment of galls, put 
‘out of all difpute. .In confidering 
therefore the medicinal efhicacy of 
thefe waters, we are to regard them 
as an iron diflolved in an aqueous 
menftruum. And becaufe that mi- 
neral, with the many preparations 
made of it, *will prefently come in 
our way.to examine in this light, 
we “hall fay the lefs of thefe here ; 
only obferving what is neceflary of 
a chalybeate medicine in this form. 

There is perhaps not any one al- 
" terative of greater efficacy, than 


‘wantonnefs or diverfion. 


turgid. 
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thofe. from this mineral; and yet 
with how little care or due coniide- 
ration do many run into a courfe of 


the waters impregnated with them ? 


for they are not of the number of 
fuch things which may be ufed in 
It may 
be depended on, whofoever meddles 
with thefe, is much the better or 
worfe for them afterwards. Whofo- 
ever takes iron in medicine, if it 
affes the firft digeftions, and mixes 
with the blood, will find it to warm 
him, and make his veins full and 
In plethoric habits there- 
fore, thefe waters are to be forbid; 
and how many fevers are obferved 
after drinking them; (which are ma- 
nifeft from that extreme ;) as alfo . 
vertigoes, epilepfies, and apoplexies ? 
For raifing ‘the blood too high 
erouds the veffels, and makes thofe 
in the brain prefs upon the convey- 
ances of the nervous fiuid ; where- 
by they ‘put the whole fyitem inta 
diforder, and occafion the foregoing 
mifchiefs. In moft young perfons 
proper evacuations ought to be 
made while they are drinking ; and 
efpecially if, as with many, they 
render them more coltive. 

To fuch as by long illnefs, or any 
other caufe, have their blood ren- 
dered thin, poor, cold and watery, 
thefe waters will give wonderful 
afiiftance. Ina chlorofis, which is. 
commonly called the green-ficknefs, '. 
and in all opftruétions of the vif- 
cera, efpecially of the kidneys and 
uterus, they do great fervice. In a 
relaxed tone of the ftomach like- 
wife, from crapulas, or any other 
caufe, they greatly aftringe the fi- 
bres, and bring them to a due ten- 
fity ; altho’ at firft their roughnefs 
occafions them to be thrown up a- 
gain by vomit. . 

Batwnea, Baths. . 

Of thefe we have two kinds ; the 
hot and cold, 

33. BALNES 
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633. Batnea Catrpa, or 
Tuermae, Hot-baths. The chief 
we have of this kind in our coun- 
try, is that famous one near Wells 
in Somerfet/bire ; another there is of 
inferior note at Buxton. We fhall 
_ leave it to naturalifts and philofo- 
phers to account for the produ¢tion 
of thefe waters ; and content our- 
 felves with obferving, that they 
greatly abound with a mineral ful- 
phur';*which appears beyond ‘all 
doubt, from its turning filver or 


copper blackifh. The bath-mud, 


- subbed upon filver, is what the 
gilders ufe to gild it with of a gold 
colour. And fome, who have been 
fo curious as to boil it in oil; afirm 
jt to have made a good balfam of 
fulphur. 

From the principal mineral ingre- 
dients then, with which this water 
_.3s impregnated, we may pronounce 
it a foft healing fubaftringent balfa- 
inic. We add fubaftringent, becaufe 
we never meet -with fulphur, even 
in the fublimed flowers, which had 
not fome portion of falt in its com- 
-pofition ; which when boiled in oil, 
_ asinmaking the Balfamam Sulphuris, 

- fhoots like needles, or the branches 
of Sal Armoniac: fo that it is very 
improbable thefe waters fhould take 
up any fulphur in their fubterraneous 
current, without alfo bringing fome 
of that faline part along with them ; 


_- which it is never found without a- 


_bove ground; and efpecially when 


_ we confider, how much more it is 


in the nature of water to attract and 
join with fuch particles, than thofe 
which are purely fulphureous. 

From thefe premifes, we are very 
naturally dire&ted to the cafes where- 
in thefe waters, and bathing in them, 
muft be of fervice. And firft of all, 
_ in languors, debility, and any wafte 

of the conftitution, that is not out 
_ of a poffibility of repair, they are 
_ ike a fomentation, which both fup- 
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plies and ftrengthens the parts all o- 
ver the body at once; and by gent- 
ly fhaking and undulating the fibres, 
helps forward thofe animal motions, 
which are ready to be ata ftand. 
In old pains and aches, which have 
been the remains of nervous dif- 
tempers, and where fome particular 
part continues contracted, or has 
any humours fixed upon it, which 
it cannot diflodye ; thefe waters 
pumped upon fuch parts hot from the 
{pring, do more toward a cure, than 
all the compofitions of pharmacy. 
General bathing in thefe fprings - 
cannot but wonderfully open that 
almoft infinite number of fecretory 
orifices upon the furface of the fkin, 
and clear the cutaneous dutts of 
matter which is apt to ftick in them = 
by the aperture of which fpiracula, 
the Ainids ‘of, the whole body have 
more room fo flow, and proper vents 
given them to reek out a great deal, 
which it is of fervice to the eecono« 
my to get rid of. Thus are rheu- 
matifms of many kinds, arthritic 
pains, contracted and paralytic limbs, | 
with all the deplorable attendance 
of aches and lamenefs,’ cured by 
what is more a pleafure and enjoy- 
ment‘than a medicine. an 
Thefe fulphur fountains, like- 

wife, inwardly ufed,.to amazement, 
warm and ftrengthen a decayed flo- 
mach ; efpecially if relaxed and al- 
moft worn out with luxury and de- 
bauch, ‘The moft grievous naufeas . 
and vomitings, from thefe caufes, 
have been removed by them. For 
they both foften again with proper 
moifture the fibres which have been 
render’d incapable to vibrate by the 
ufe of hot ‘burning fpirituous li- 
quors ; and at the fame time draw 
them into a greater tenfity; as a 
cord which relaxes with over-dry- 
ing, fills up and ftraitens upon the 
contact and attraction of a conveni- 
ent moifture. The fmall thare ofa 
fing 
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fine falt,. which likewife attends, 
and is as it were wrapt up in the par- 
ticles of fulphur, cannot but contri- 
bute fomewhat in reftoring the tone 
of fuch decayed parts. But befides 
the benefit thefe particularly do to 
the.ftomach, they alfo carry along 
with them into the moft remote re- 
ceffes a balfamic of nature’s own 
preparation ; whereby fuch decays, 
as we have been {peaking of, in the 
ftomach, or in any of the vifcera, 
from abfceffes, ulcerations, or any 
the like caufes, are with great fuc- 
cefs relieved. And particularly, if 
they be of the kidneys or urinary 
pafiages ; becaufe they wafh thro’ 
them iin greater plenty, than where 
they come only by the ordinary 
courfe of circulation. Indeed the 
excellencies of thefe fprings deferve 
a volume to do them juftice ; but 
we have room here only for fhort 
hints. Such as defire more, may 
confult Guidott Pierce’s Bath me- 
moirs, and Over on Bath waters. 
634.BauLNEa Frieipa, Cold- 
Bath;. Thefe have been long bani- 
thed out of medicine ; and hardly 
heard of during the ufurpation of 
monkifh philofophy and enthufiaf- 
tic chymiftry. The antients had 
them in the greateft efteem; and 
by, good luck fome improvements 
of reafoning in phyfic, from geome- 
try and mechanics, have brought 
them into tolerable good counte- 
nance again : and the prefent age 
can furnifh us with abundance of 
noble cures performed by cold-bath- 
ing, which were long, in vain, at- 
tempted by the moft efficacious me- 
dicines. _ What a delightful fight is 
it to a perfon of humanity and ten- 
dernefs towards his fellow-creatures, 
to fee the number of crutches, and 
other artificial aids of a cripple, hang 
ip, as certificates of the benefit fo 
many poor wretches have had from 
the bathing only in cold water, in 
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the apartments where thefe {prings 
are maintained ? ae 
‘This branch of the means of cure 
comes under demonttration, both 
as to the manner and quantity of 
its efficacy, as much as any thing in 
the whole compafs of phyfic. . The 
gravitation of fipids, the preffure of 
the atmofphere, and its differences ; 
and that of water, with its diffe- 
rent weights upon any given furface ; 
come into calculation with as much 
eafe and plainnefs, as any thing 
that can be itated in common arith, 
metic. And the alterations which 
the animal fluids are fubjeéted to, 
under ,fuch different weights, is. as 
eafy to apprehend. For the theory 
of this affair, the reader may ftudy 
Dr. Mead de Imperio Solis ac Lune; - 
Wainaright of the non-naturals ; 
and a late edition of Sanétorius’s 
Medicina Statica, with explana- 

tions. ) 
There are hardly any chronic 
difeafes but the cold-bath may be 
made ufe of to advantage, if the 
conftitution has not fomewhat par- 
ticular that forbids its ufe; which 
are chiefly corpulency and unfound 
vifcera. In very fat perfons, the 
fibres are fo ftuffed round, and as it 
were bolfter’d up, that they have 
not room to vibrate and contra¢t 
with the fudden {queeze of the bath : 
inftead therefore of enforcing their 
{prings, and fhaking off any unne- 
ceflary incumbrances, they will only 
be ftrained to no purpofe, and con- 
fequently weakened ; for wherefo- 
ever an effert is made to remove 
any thing by an elaftic body, if the 
firft exertion fails, every impetus af- 
terwards languifhes, and the {pring 
is {poiled. And in unfound vifcera, 
or where any part is much weaker 
than the reft, fuch an additional 
force, as the fudden contraétion the 
bath gives to the folids, which prefs 
the fluids on that part, very much 
ta 
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“to its damage; which may occafion 
either the burfting of the veffels, 
‘or promote the difcharge of fome 
ill humours upon that part, which 
otherwife might drain off. elfewhere. 
But where nothing of this nature 
forbids the nfe of the cold bath 
‘whatfoever is to be effected by 
bracing the folids, invigorating the 
vibrations, and accelerating the 
“blood’s motion, is with certainty 
‘to be had from thence. In difeafes 
‘therefore from a fizy blood, and a 
Jentor in the animal juices, if the 
elafticity of the veffels is not wore 
out. with age or debauches, relief 
will be had from the cold bath ; 
_as rheumatifms of the moft obftinate 
kind, hypochondriacal affections, and 
‘debility, from too tender, indul- 
gent, and inactive ways of life. In 
all inconveniences likewife proceed- 
ing from a bad tranfpiration, or 
gvhen humours are thrown upon 
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the furface, which cannot get 
through, but ulcerate, blotch, and 
deform the fkin, this remedy will 
be.of fervice. For, upon immerfion, 
the whole nervous fyftem is fo 
fhook, that the very capillaries feel 
the influence, and the minuteft 
paflages are forced open by an in- 
creafed velocity of the circulating 
fluids ; whereby the fkin will be 
cleared, and, inftead of entertaining 
grofs acrimonious humours,  trani- 
mit only the imperceptible matter 
of perfpiration. But in a work de- 
figned to improve and recommend 
medicine, it may not be well per- 
haps to launch out too far in 
commendation of cold water; we 
fhall therefore refer, for more in- 
formation upon this head, to the 
learned letters of Sir Fohn Floyer 
upon. the cold bath; and what in 
later editions is annexed thereunto 
by Dr. Baynard. .

Of the Preparations of Simples. 


Of Spirits. 


~ The firft Thing which rifes mow 
naturally in the Preparation, of Sz- 
ples, is the feparating of their more. 
fpirituous Parts; becaufe they are: 
moft laxly united, and therefore moft. 
eafily drawn off... By Spirits here, 


are meant, firft of all, fuch as become, 


fo in Vegetation, and from the Pro- 
dugtion of Nature; and. then, fuch, 
as are made fo by, Fermentation and. 
Art.. Of the former kind there is, 
none, ftri€ily {peaking, but.in Vege-; 
tables; and among thofe, only in 
Aste hy ee ae fuch 
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fuch as difcover them by the Scent, 
and quicknefs of Odour. But even 
thefe abound not in fuch a degree 
and manner, as to give a Spirit over 
the Helm, of the Nature of thofe 
drawn by the help of Fermentation ; 
but by proper Management it may 
be colleéted in fuch Quantities, as to 
make a Liquor very powerfully {cent- 
ed, and impregnated with the vola- 
. tile Part of the Plant: for a great 
deal of Phlegm comes over with it; 
and therefore it has not the intoxi- 
cating property of vinous or fermented 
Spirits ; altho’ it will ftrike the Nofe 
and Palate more ftrongly, and exert 
itfelf more efficacioufly in many me- 
dicinal Intentions. r 

Of this kind are all fcented Vege- 
tables, whether fweet or fetid : which 
fhould be diftilled green or dry ; as 
the Texture of the vegetable Sub: 
ftance is fitted to lofe or retain thofe 
volatile Parts: which is beft known 
by Experience ; for thofe Plants, whofe 
volatile Parts are fo loofe in their 
Combinations, that they fly off in 
drying, ought to be committed to 
the Stull as foon as gather’d; as Li- 
lies of the Valley, Baum, and thofe 
of a tender Scent; whereas thofe 


which preferve their Volatility, as 


Marjoram, Refemary, and the ftrong- 
er Aromatics, may. be trufted when 
dry ; if they have not been kept too 
long. Thefe are all beft raifed in 
the Alembic with a Crane-Head, the 
higher the better: and if an Handful 
or two of Pot-Afhes are thrown in, 
they will both help to load and keep 
down the groffer Phlegm, and fepa- 
rate and volatilize the finer Parts. 
{But fome Vegetables of a curious Fla- 
our, will not admit of this Addition, 
without undergoing a confiderable 
change of their Scent and afte ; as 


particularly Cinnamon, &c.] “ As by 


the commen Way of running what 
comes off into an open Receiver, ma- 
ny of the finer parts fly off, and are 
loft ; by the Contrivance of a Blad- 


der and Funnel, it may be conveyed 
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into a Bottle, as clofe as into a Re- 
ceiver with a Retort. Take a ftrong 
Bottle, of any convenient bignefs, in- 
to which put a Funnel; tie to the 
Worm a Bladder, in the fame man- 
ner as it is fitted to a Glyfter-pipe ; 
cut open what covers the Aperture 
of the Worm, and draw the Bladder 
back over the Funnel ; fo that it may 
be clofe tied about the Neck of the 
Bottle. By this means not a Parti- 
cle can be loft : but the Fire muft be 
more moderate than in open Diftil- 
lation ; otherwife it will force up the 
Still-Head, or burft the Bladder or 
Bottle. It is worth the while of 
thofe that are curious, to manage 
all their Diftillations of odoriferous 
Plants this way: as the Waters will 
be much the better for it. 
The Spirits of vegetable Subftan- 
ces, efpecially of Herbs, made by Fer- 
mentation, cannot be depended upon 
to have much of the Virtue of the 
Plants in them: For in Fermentation 
of an odoriferous Plant, the Spirit, 
which Nature has “made, flies away 
in that inteftine Motion ; fo that 
what is afterwards produced, has no 
advantage beyond thofe made from 
inodorous Subftances by the fame 
Artifice. Thofe Writers therefore 


exceedingly err, who teach to fer- - 


ment any Plant whatfoever, in order 
to draw out any medicinal Virtues ; 
becaufe the ope is made by the ve- 
ry Action of Fermentation; as has 
been before demonftrated in the F irk 
Part, under that Head, Seé. 4. So 
that it fignifies not fo much what 


Subftances fuch a Spirit is drawn, 
from ; as what Properties refide ina’ 


Spirit made by fuch Contrivance. 
In this Limitation of the Terms 
we have no Spirits from either Ani- 
mals, or Minerals; all under this 
Des HERS obtained fam them, 
eing either not properly fo, or pro- 
cured by fuch aitificial Helps ed 
will come to be explained under 
their refpective Preparations. ill 
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» All that has been here advanced, 
is very eafily applied to Waters: we 
fhall therefore ‘only’ fubjoin, that all 
the Waters exhaled from inodorous 
Plants, are not worth Diftillation ; 
 becaufe they cannot raife any thin 
_befides Phlegm ; unlefs a very fmall 
Portion of a xzitrous Salt 3; which is 
ftrained into them with their Nou- 
rifhment from the Earth, or imbibed 
from the Air. and Dews: and fo ma- 
hy ways as there are to procure all 
the medicinal Efficacies of fuch a 
Salt, to much better advantage, can 
never juftify the Trouble and Ex- 


pence of diitilling of Plants to obtain | 


it from them. Where, therefore, a 
Perfon has fuch an opinion of thofe 
Herbs which are termed cold, as 
Plantain, Scabious, and the like, as 
not to be eafy without them; he had 
better take them in his Sa/ads and 
Broths, than diftil them. This fur- 
ther may be worth remarking ; that 
all thofe Plants which are deemed 
cold, are beft when they fhoot up 
rank and large ; but of the hot, they 
_ are ftrongeft when leaft fucculent, and 
when the Leaves fhoot fmall. 


Of Effntial Oils. 


_ ‘Take any quantity of Gum, Ber- 
ty, Seed, Herb, or Wood, proper 
to be bruifed or powdered ; let them 
be put into a doen Still; and to 
them add eight or ten times their 
_ Weight of common Water: Lute the 
Head to the Sril/, and to its Refri- 
eratory or Worm ; raife a Fire under 
it to make it boil; and ina little time 
the Water and Oil will run into the 
Receiver, called a Spout-Receiver. 
_ When all the Os/ is apprehended to 
be come off, hold a Spoon under the 
Nofe of the Worm ; and if any more 
comes with the Water into the Spoon, 
¢ontinue the Fire longer: If no Oi/ 
appears in the Spoon, let out the 
Fire; and feparate the Water from 
the Oi/, Few of thefe Oi/s are worth 


' 
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Diftillation, except in great quanti- 
ties ; that is to fay, feveral Své//s full, 
And then when the O7/ is drawn 
from the firft quantity, the fame 
Water mutt be faved, to be poured 
back into the S#//; by which means 
alfo, if it be often repeated, fuch a’. 
Water will be fo impregnated with 
the Ingredient, as to be worth keep< 
ing ; under the title of the Simple 
Water of {ach an Herb, Seed, &c. 
Exactly the fame Method will 
draw the Efential Oil from any Sub- 
ftance whatfoever that contains it; 
and thofe of fome Woods, as Cinna- 
mon, Safjafras, Cloves, and the like, 
becaufe they are heavier than Water, 
will fall to the bottom; but are as 
eafily feparated by decanting the Wa- 
ter by gentle Inclination. As that 
of Anifeeds, with fome few cthers; 


will coagulate towards the latter end 


of the Diftillation, the Water in the 
Worm-Tub thould ceafe to be renew- 
ed; thatit may grow warm, and dif. 
folve away all that has condenfed in 
its Pafflage. The moft valuable of 
this Clafs are grievoufly fophifticated 
by the Chemifts and wholefale Deal- 
ers, either with exprefled Os/s, or 
{uch diftilled ones as are cheaper, and 
approach neareft to their Flavours. 
Thefe Cheats are difcoverable either 
by fpecific Weight, as in the Oils of 
Cinnamon, Cloves, and the like, (no 
other anfwermg exaétly to the fame 
Standard ;) or by Evaporation of a 
little in a Spoon: For if there be any 
Mixture of an expreffed Oil, it will 
all remain, and the other exhale ; as 
the Oils of Anife, Caraway, &c. and 
laftly by Dilution; fo that the Fla- 
vour is but juft retained : which will 
much fooner difcover a foreign Scent, 
than when collected in its full 
Strength. 


Of Fixed Salts. 
Take any Plant, burn it on a clean 


Hearth, and rake the Afhes as long 
3 2A 2 as 
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as any Fire appears amongft them ; 
ut thefe Afhes into an unglazed Pan ; 

which. fet in a_ calcining Furnace : 

make a Fire about it, till the Pan is 
red-hot ; where keep it, continually 
ftirring the Afhes, till they lofe all 
their blacknefs. Then put them in- 
to a clean Pan, and pour hot Water 
to them ; when that Water is fufii- 

_eiently impregnated with Salt, filter 
it, and evaporate to drynefs ; and do 
thus until the Afhes are left infipid. 

__ We meet in the chemical Shops 
with thefe fixed Salts of a great ma- 
ny Plants ; and the common Prefcrip- 
tions take fome notice of the diffe- 
rent kinds: but the Practitioner, who 
thinks there is any real difference be- 
tween them, correfponding to the 
Plants they are obtained from, may 
reft fatisfied that thofe dexterous and 
wonderful confcientious Artificers, 
the Chemitts, can furnifh him with a 
lixivial Salt of any Plant he can call 

for, made from the Gineres Clavellati, 
or Pot-Afhes. It would, however, 
be well enough, did we lie open but 
in this particular to fuch Impoiitions ; 
for let the Plant be what it will before 


it is reduced to'Afhes, the Fire brings © 


$#t to that ‘Texture and Make of Parts, 
into which it reduces any other: fo 
that a Salt made from the Lixivium 
of any Vegetable Afhes whatfoever, 
will be always the fame. They who 
are incredulous herein, may try Ex- 
periments ten thoufand ways, if fo 
many can be invented; but will never 
find any fpecific Difference. 


Of Poteftates, or Poavers. 


There is a Form of Preparation; 
which. Sa/mon chiefly introduced for 
the fake of his Brother Empirics ; and 
thofe who were for cutting the fhort- 
eft way to Profit ; and that is called 
Potefias, or, Power. ‘This is an In- 
corporation of the Effential Oil of 
any Vegetable with Spirit, by the 
Intermediation of Sal Armoniac : and 
this was chiefly defigned for the ex- 
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temporaneous making of Waters ; for 
with a {mall quantity of fuch Medi- 
cines, and common Water, there was 
always in readinefs whatfoever of that 
kind could be called for. ‘Fhe Elzo- 
facchara likewife have been contrived 
for the fame purpofes. Thefe are a 
Mixture of an Effential Oil with Su- 
gar; which will diffolve in a ftrong 
Spirit; and fo make, on a fudden, with- 
out the Help and Expence of a Still, 
either Cinnamon, Orange, or any 
other Water that is required. So that 
by thefe Artifices, all the Simple and 
Compound Waters of a Shop, may 
be inclofed in a {mall Cupboard: an 
admirable Contrivance for Chamber- 
Praétice! but very injurious and de- 
trimental to the Patient: for there 
is no way of mixture imaginable, 
that can fo well incorporate the vola- 
tile oily Part of a Plant with its 
Phleem, as Diftillation does. So that 
the Waters made this way will not 
only be more unfit- for prefent ufe; 
but alfo be much fooner flimy, vapid, 
and four. ‘They who think it worth 
their while to fall into this way, may 
make the Pote/fates of any thing in 
the fame manner as is directed in the 
Preparations of Amber. 


The Purification of Aloes, and all 
Subftances of the like kind. 


If the Aloes is not fine, thro’ any 
mixture of Straws, Sticks, or gritty 
Matter ; very gently diffolve it in 
Water enough, to pafs it conveniently 
thro’ a Flannel Cloth when warm ; 
and afterwards evaporate to a due 
Confiftence. 

Some for this purpofe ufe Spirit of 
Wine ; and others Spirit of ‘Tartar ; 
under the Notion of better corrett- 
ing the Aloes: but that Diffolvent is 
better for the Apothecary, which 
leaves the Drug in its moft natural 
Qualities, after Refinement from F ilth, 
for the Phyfician to correct in Pre« 
{cription, as he pleafes. : :

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» Gums and Refins of all forts are to 
be cleared from any foreign Mixtures’ 
by the like Means; care being taken 
to let the Diffolvent be as near as 
poffible to the nature of the thing 
to be {trained ; and. that the Evapo- 
ration afterwards be not too hafty ; 
for fear of carrying off any volatile 
Parts of the Drug, which is very apt 
to happen, in Aromatic Subftances 
efpecially. There are many Gums 
tobe conveniently ftrained by the 


help of Water, which will not mix 


with them ; but ‘upon ‘cooling fepa- 
rate, and form into a clean Mafs ready 
for ufe ; as Galbanum, Tacamahaca, 
and. the like. vi

We fhall there- 
fore here content ourfelves with thefe 
only which are now in the Shops 
and prefcribed in regular praétice. -

Extra€lum Opii, Extra of Opium. 


Put 4 Ounces of. good’Opium in 
thin Slices, inte a glafs Body, wherein

there are two Pounds of Spring-wa- 
ter : fet it in Sand, and ftop the mouth 
of the Body with another Glafs ; make 
Fire under it, till by gradual Heat it 
is made to boil ; in which State keep 
it two or three Hours : then let out 
the Fire ; and while the Diffolution 
is hot, pour it into a flannel Bag, and 
prefs it flrongly into an earthen Vef. 
fel: put that which remains in the 
Bag into a Matrafs, in which there is 
a Quart of rettified Spirit of Wine ; 
make a double Veffel of the Matrafs, 
and let it ftand in Digeftion 24 Hours, 
now and then fhaking it. Then take 
it out, and when it is cool run it alfo 
through a Flannel: put the Spirit of 
Wine, which is charged with the 
gummy part of the Opium, that the 
Water was not capable of diflolving, .

This is the moft certain Opiate yet 
known ; and is very convenient for 
any Compofitions of Laudanum : and 
fome prefer it to any of the liquid 
Preparations ; becaufe the Dofe can 
more certainly be affigned. It is of. 
ten prefcribed by the Title of Ex- 
tratium Thebaicum. The Dofe is 
from half a Grain to 2 Grains. Some 
do this with ‘nothing but common 
Water ; and that indeed is a certain 
way to purify the Opium of all its 
Drofs.

heart, &¥c, for it opens and attenu- 
ates exceedingly, whereby it divides 
and diflodges humours in the mof 
remote recefles, and difpofes them 
In all diftem- 


likewife in great efteem, and pro- 
motes the natural cleanfings fo ne- 
ceflary to their health. Some will 
have it'to be a fpecifie againft the 
bites of venomous creatures ; but 
this opinion -feems moftly built upon 
fancy ; yet by its aétivity it will in 
fuch cafes prevent the blood from 
running into thofe grumes and un- 
natural cohefions, which obftruét the 
veflels; and thereby do great fer- 
vice. But. the greateft virtue of all 


in this medicine, is its wonderfal 


efficacy in all cutaneous cafes. ©The 
dofe of this is from ‘10 ‘grains to 
2 feruples; The great. fearcity of 
Vipers ‘in our country; makes this 
medicine too dear here to be fo 
much ufed as it 'deferves. Our 
Chemifts play fuch tricks with it 
that it is not to be trufted to from 
them, becaufe they mix Hartfhorn; 
Sal Armoniac, and other volatile 
Salts with it, or vend. them alone 
for it. If it be defired ftill finer 
than the. firft reGtification makes it, 
mix three parts of clean and very 
dry Chalk, in. fine powder, with 
one part of rectified Salt of Vipers > 
put it into a matrafs, or uncut cu- 
curbit, with its head and receiver 
well luted ; and, with a gentle fire, 
fublime the Salt, which will, leave 
all its oily particles abforbed in the 
Chalk. Some diftil a. water from 
the ‘live Vipers, which is fuppofed 
fo contain their chief virtues, and to 
be fudorific ; but it muft be foin a - 
much lower. degree than the Salt, 
and therefore is not worth making.

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Effentia Viperarum, Efence of Vipers. 
Take any number of dried Vipers,

To 4 ounces of the diflolved body 
of the Vipers left in the retort, put 
1 ounce of Tin¢tura Regalis (before 
defcribed amongft the preparations of 
Antimony) by a dram at a time: 
then to 2 ounces of the Salt, and 
half an ounce of. the ethereal Oil, 
add 1 pound of the fame TinGura 
Regalis: put them into a matrafs ; 
which make a circulatory, and let 
them ftand 1o Days in the Sun, (or 
an equivalent heat) fhaking them 
every day. When the Tinéture has 
imbibed all the Salt and Oil, take it 
out, and put to it the diffolution of

patient who is to take it. ‘The fame 
ufpicion is but too well grounded, 
againft thefe who pafs for wholefale 
Apothecaries ; and all fuch who place 
their advantage more in the prefent 


profit, than the credit of a cure, or

£ Polychreft of the hops; what is fold

Sapo Tartari, Soap of Tartar. 
Take of Tartar of Rhenifh Wine, . 
or Cream of Tartar, and Salt-petre, 
ana 1 pound, in powder; mix them 
well together, and put them into a 
red-hot crucible, by a fpoonful at a 
time : when melted, take out the 
mixture with a little iron ladle, and 
put it into a warm earthen pan ; 
adding to it fo much warm Water 
as is neceflary to diffolve it: filter 
and dry it into a Salt; grind it into 
an impalpable powder, or as fine as 
poflible: then put it into a wide- 
mouth’d glafs, and expofe it to the air 
till it is moiftened ; which it fufficient- 
ly will be in 18, 20, or 24 hours, ac- 
cording to the moiftnefs or drinefs of 
the weather.

affifts by urine. It is given from 
2 f{cruples to 2 drams, in any proper 
- vehicle, in the moft obftinate chronic 
difeafes. 


Sal Tartari Volatile, 
Volatile Salt of Tartar. 

Take the Lees of Wine, and dry 
them gently; when dry, beat them 
into grofs powder: place a coated 
glafs or earthen retort, half full with 
them, in a reverberatory-furnace : give 
it a gentle fire to drive off the Phlegm 
which comes over firft ; and when the 
fumes begin to rife, fit and lute on 
the receiver ; augmenting the fire 
gradually, till at lait, with the moft 
extreme degree, no more fumes will 
arife. Then let all cool, and take 
off the receiver; wherein there will 
be a whitith liquor, which contains 
the Volatile Salt ; and upon it will 
{wim a little fetid Oil; put it into 
_ aphial, and with a little clean water 
rice out the Salt which adheres to 
_the fides of the recipient, and put it 
to the reft. Then put them into a 
_ coffin of brown paper, and the Spi- 
rit with the Salt will pafs through, 
and leave the Oii in the coffin. Put 
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the Spirit into a matrafs; fit to ita. 
head and receiver: lute the joints 
well, and with a gentle heat of fand 
fublime the Salt into the head = 
when - it is well charged, take off 
that head, and prefently fit on ano- 
ther ; and continue the fame degree 
of ‘fire till the Salt begins to melt ; 
then change the head, and augment 
the heat a little, to diftil the Velatile 
Spirit of Tartar: when the drops 
are infipid, take off the receiver, 
and keep the Spirit from the air in 
a phial well ftopped, becaufe of its 
volatility, as alfo the Salt ; for if the 
Jeaft portion of air be admitted, the 
Salt will give. : 

If fuch Lees can be had as the 
juice is preffed out of, by thofe who 
make Vinegar, it will fave the labour 
of drying them, and will be altoge- 
ther as good for this operation. And 
if in the reétification, more Salt be 
required in a dry form, it muft be 
carefully watched ; and when the 
Salt difcovers the leaft tendency to- 
wards a diffolution, the head muft 
be forthwith changed, and the Salt 
taken out and put into a dry phial, 
well ftopping it to preferve it from 
the air. But if fo much Water come 
over with it, as to turn it into a 
liquid form, it then has the fame 
effect with the Salt, if given in a 
greater dofe. If after the refifica- 
tion, the Phlegm be feparated from 
the Oil, and the Volatile Spirit re- 
turned upon it, and to them be put 
a third of their weight of {weet Spi- 
rit of Nitre, and you digeft them 
ina double veffel 3 or 4 days in a 
gentle heat; then unlute the veffels, 
and fit and lute on a head with its 
receiver; there may be obtained,. 
with a gentle heat, a moft excellent 
and penetrating Salt and Spirit. 


Another. 

Take the fatiated Salt of Tartar, 
(defcribed to make the true tartarized 
Spirit of Wine) and” place a coated 
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setort half fall with it in an open 
furnace ; lute on a receiver, and give 
a gradual fire; obferving the fame 
method as in the former operation, 
both in the diftilling and re@tifica- 
tion. 

The Volatile Salt of Tartar, made 


either of thefe ways, is in great 


efteem with many Phyficians ; and 
almoft extolled for an univerfal re- 
medy ; particularly for all thofe dif- 
eafes which have their feat in the 
nerves ; as palfies, apoplexies, epilep- 
fies, and the like. The dofe of the 
Salt is from 10 grains to half a 
dram ; of the Spirit, from 10 to 60 
drops : but the prefent praétice fel- 
dom takes notice of it, and the fhops 
do not furnifh us with it. 


Tinétura Salis Tartari, 
Tin@ure of Salt of Tartar. 

Take of Salt of Tartar 1 pound ; 
put it into a crucible; place it ina 
melting -furnace, and let it ignite gra- 
dually, till it is of a white meltin 
heat ; cover it well with coals, ri 
keep it in the moft extreme degree 
of fire for 5 or 6 hours: then pour 
it into a warm mortar, and whilft 
warm, powder it, and put it into 
a matrafs heated upon warm {and, 
to prevent its breaking with the 
hot Salt: then pour upon it of 
tartarized Spirit of Wine z pounds ; 
invert and lyte well to it another 
matrafs, to make it a double veffel ; 
make a gentle fire, and let it fim- 


mer 6 or 7 hours ; and in that time | 


it will acquire a goad tinéture ; which 
when cold, put’into a phial, and 
keep it well ftopt. 

This operates both by fweat and 
urine ; and is an excellent aperitive, 
and good in all fcorbutic habits ; and 
in cachexies, jaundice, and dropfies. 
Its dofe is from 10 to 50 or 60 
drops. 


The Grand CorreGor. 
Vake Cream of Tartar. and puri- 
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‘fied Nitre, ana 3 pounds ; powder 


and mix them, and put them by — 
fpoonfuls into a red-hot. crucible : 
when melted, diffolve the matter in 
warm Water; filter the diffolution ; 
evaporate toadry Salt; put it ino 
a clean glafs body ; and add three. 
times its weight of pure diftilled 
Vinegar, by half a pint ata time; 
fhake the glafs, and place it in a fand- 
furnace ; then draw off the liquor, 
which will be an infipid Phlegm. 
Diflolve the Salt again in. Spring" 
Water ; filter and evaporate as be- 
fore: powder the Salt, and put it 
into a clean body; adding three 
times its weight of pure diftilled 
Vinegar, and draw it off as before. 
Repeat thefe operations till the Salt 
has no fxces, and the diftilled. Vi- 
negar comes off as acid as when put 
on. And this-is the foliated Salt 
of Tartar, which readily diffolves in 
Spirit of Wine. To this put fo 
much Spirit of Wine as will dif- 
folve it; let it fettle ; decant the 
Spirit, and draw off the remaining 
Spirit by a gentle heat. Take one 
pound of this Salt, and of the Offa 
Alba, (made with the Spirit of Wine 
and Spirit of Urine,) half a pound ; 
grind them well together, and add 
of Spirit of Wine half a pound, im- 
pregnated with any effential Oil, (ac- 
cording to the ufe intended,) as Oil 
of Juniper, Saffafras, Marjoram, €’c. 
put them into a body with its head

_ © Thefe effential Salts are rarely de- 
manded in practice, being very trou- 
blefome and tedious in their prepara- 
tions, and .as their analyfis shows 
them to confift only of a volatile al- 
haline Salt, and vegetable acid, 
their place may be nepie by the 
Spiritus Mindereri. Their qualities 
are diuretic and deobjtruent, from 
their refolving the wifcidity of the 
blood and humours. As to what has 
been imagined of their poffeffing any 
particular qualities proper to the 
herbs which produce them, there is 
not the leaft foundation for fuch an 
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‘ opinion ; the fpecific properties of 
‘ vegetables refiding in the refinous, or 
‘ fulphurous part of their juices, as | 
‘ may be experimentally demonftrated. 
“ The dofe of effential Salts may be 
‘ from 10 grains to a feruple.

Many 
perions, who have chiefly given them- 
felves up to the Chemical Pharmacy, 
have entertained fuch notions of 
Mercuries, Sulphurs, and other ima- 
ginary exiftences in the compofitions 
of Metals, that their fhops are load- 
ed with their volumes. And a fe- 
rious purfuit of their reafonings would 
not only be the bufinefs of one’s life, 
according to the ufual age of man; 
but would alfo run a perfon into 
enthufiafm, if not diftraétion. And 
this contagion has raged ever fince 
the expulfion of mechanical know- 
ledge, and the ufurpation of a Spiri- 
tual kind of Philofophy, propagated 
by the Sous of Fire: For by this 
title have the Furnace-Sages thought 
fit to diftinguifh themfelves, until 
very lately. The laft Engl Dit- 
penfatory Writer has very injudici- 
oufly amafs’d together the worit and 
moit infignificant, with the beft and 
Mott efficacious preparations. We 
fhall therefore in this part difmifs all 
that is not of prefent ufe, and real 
fervice in medicine, how pompoufly 
foever dignified with names: And 
what is of true efficacy, we fhall 
endeavour to account for ; both as to 
their manner of preparation and phy- 
fical virtues, upon fuch principles as 
are intelligible and convincing.

Preparations of Gold. 
Aurum Fulminans, or Saffron of 
Gold. 


* Take of grain Gold one fcruple ; 
‘of Aqua Regia half an ounce; pour 
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‘ the Aqua Regia to the Gold in a 
glafs phial, and place it in a gentle 
heat, till the Gold be diflolved, 
then having put the folution in a 
proper glafs veflel, take a folution 
of Salt of Tartar in. Water, and 
pour it upon the other by degrees, 
as long as any ebullition appears on 
their mixture: Let the Gold, which 
will by this means be precipitated, 
fubfide ; and then pour off the fluid, 
and-wafh the purple powder which 
remains with feveral {ucceffive quan- 
tities of Water; and then by ex- 
pofing it to the air, dry it. 

‘ This is the only preparation of 
Gold which has appeared in any 
modern Difpenfatory ; and if it was 
not from the extraordinary pheno- 
menon it exhibits, of exploding, 
with an incredible force, when ex- 
pofed to a moderate heat, it would 
moft probably have been loft along 
with many others, which the en- 
thufiafm and artifice of the Alche- 
mifts had introduced into medi- 
cine. Its reputed virtues were, to 
excite perfpiration ; to ftop vomit- 


dofe from two to fix grains. When 
Aurum Fulminans is made with a 
view to experiments in regard to its 
explofive quality, the wathing is 
beit omitted. . 
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Preparations of Silver. 


L.D.  Caufticum Lunare, 
Lunar Cauftic. 
‘ Diffolve pure Silver in about 
* twice its weight of Aqua Fortis in, 
‘ a fand heat ; then, the heat being 
© increafed, evaporate to. drinefs ; 
¢ afterwards melt the matter in a cru- 
£ cible, 


ings ; and to check falivations. Its ' 
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« cible, that it may be poured into 
‘ proper molds ; carefully avoiding 
* too great a heat, left it grow thick

E.D. ~~ Caufticum Lunare. 

‘ Take of cupelled Silver any quan- 
tity ; diflolve it in three times its 
weight of (a) Spirit of Nitre, con- 
tained in aglafs phial ; evaporate 
the folution till two thirds of the 
moifture be exhaled ; then put the 
matter into a crucible, and evapo- 
rate the remaining mixture with a 
gentle degree of fire ; raife then the 
heat till the mafs fufes, with an 
appearance like Oil, (4) and ceafes 
to fume; pour it in this ftate into 
an iron mold in the form of a pipe, 
greafed and heated ; and faftly let 
it be dried, and kept in a glafs vef- 
fel well fecured from the air. 

(a) In order to make the Spirit of 
Nitre fufficiently pure for perfe€lly 
diffolving Silver, it ought to be 
prepared previoufly, as by the re- 
finers, in this manner : Take a fmall 
quantity of Spirit of Nitre, in which 
fome Silver is already diffolved, drop 
a few drops into the quantity of 
Spirit of Nitre defigned to be puri- 
fied; a white cloudinefs will imme- 
diately appear, if the Spirit of Ni. 
tre have in it the leaft mixture of 
any other acid ; fuffer this turbid- 
nefs (which is the Silver precipitat- 
ed) to fubfide, which will foon 
happen ; and then add a few drops 
more, and repeat the fame method, 
till no turbidnefs appear on further 
addition, then pour off the Spirit of 
Nitre from the white powder, and 
it will be now perfectly freed from 
any Spirit of Vitriol, or Sea Salt, 
which was before mixt with it, and 
rendered the proper menftruum for 
the folution of Silver. 

(4) « The preparation fhould be 
immediately removed from the frre, 
when it appears capable of being 
psured into the molds; for if this 
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‘ direction of waiting till it ceafes to 
‘ omit fumes, be obferved, the acid 
‘ which gives the cauftic quality will 
‘ be expelled, and the virtues of the 
* medicine, which confifts alone in 
* that, much impeded. 

‘ This preparation fs only ufed as 
‘ a caultic where there is occafion to 
‘ make a deep efcar, as in the open- 
‘ ing impoftumations and tumors : 
‘ and even there, its neceflity may 
‘ be fuperfeded in mott inftances by 
‘ the common cauftic of Lime, Lix:-. 
« vial Salts, €c. which, where it 
‘ can’ anfwer the pupofe, is far pre- 
‘ ferable to the other, as the faline 
‘ nature of this hinar canftic makes 
‘ it fpread its aétion to the great in- 
‘ flammation and injury of the parts 
* around where it is applied, with- 
‘ out a poflibility of reftraining it by 
‘ defenfive plaiters, or any other 
‘ means.’ 


Argentum, Silver. ~ 
Many medicinal virtues are attri- 
buted to this metal, in the difeafes of 
the head, as to the preceding, in thofe 
of the heart: but they feem to have 


no foundation, befides the imagina- 


tion of Aftrologers and Furnace Phi- 
lofophers ; who fancied thatthe Moon, 
whofe influence they place this metal 
under, held a very friendly corref- 
pondence with the head ; as the Sun 
does with the heart; which therefore 
they make to be comforted by the 
folar metal, Gold. But ‘it is better 
to be contented with what is known, 
and of ufe, than to advance ftrange 
notions, and form grand ideas of what 
we don’t underftand. 


Preparations of Steel. 


Chalybis Rubigo przparata, 
Prepared Ruff of Steel. 
« Let Steel Filings expofed to the 
‘ air be fprinkled with Water, or 
‘ Vinegar, till they are changed in- 
‘ to ruit; then beat them in a mor- 
* Say; 
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“ tar, and Water being added, wath 
“ over the fineft part of them: ex- 
* pofe again to the air what remains, 
* and cannot be eafily reduced to

* method whatever, feems very ground-

< fimilar qualities, and fuch only as 


* are common to them, as Steel; of — 


* which fee article Steel.’ 
‘ The dofe may be from ten to 
* thirty grains, 


Dr. Willis’s Preparation of Steel. 

Take clean Filings of Iron, and 
‘Cream of Tartar. in fine powder, of 
each a like quantity ; mix them well, 
and make them into a pafte, with 


White Wine. Then fet them to dry 


in the fun, or other gentle heat; 
break the mafs, and if it has not 
acquired a greenifh colour, powder it, 
moiften and dry it, as before. 

This preparation is as opening as 
any which are made of this mineral ; 
and is conveniently enough adminif- 
tred in boles or electuaries ; for thefe 
preparations render pills fo bulky, as 
to make a dofe irkfome. It alfo yields 
its virtues very readily in tinéture, 
with Wine or any proper liquor. Its 
dofe is from 10 to 30 grains. 


£. D. Martis Limatura preparata, 
Filings of Iron prepared. 

* Set Filings of Iron, firft cleanfed 
“by the magnet, in a moift place; that 
“they may turn to ruft, which is 

. tafterwards to be ground into an 
‘impalpable powder. They may 
‘likewife be prepared by wetting 
. ‘them with Vinegar, 
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£.D. Mars Solubilis feu Chalybs 
Tartarizatus, 
Solubile or tartarized Steel. 

. * Take of Iron unprepared and 
Cryftals of Tartar, equal parts ; — 
, Rain Water fufficient to make the

* thefe preparations is, that thofe pre-

‘ an eafier paffage into the habit. 


Mars cum Saccharo preparatus, Avo- 
ther preparation of Steel with Sugar: 
Take Filings of Steel 3 ounces, 
and brown Sugar Candy 2 ounces;

In this the Salts of the Vinegar 
make it yet more reftrictive ;  info- 
much as to give it the name it here 
bears in the fhops, and common pre- 
feription. And fome fay it will, con- 
trary to the former, ftop all hemor- 
rhages; but in that they are much 
miftaken. However, they err not 
who preferibe it in diarrhoea’s ;' in 
which it is of good fervice. | ‘This 
is near the fame as the College di- 
rect under the title of Mars cum 
Aceto preparatus. But that which 
bears this title among them, is only 
Iron burnt toa Ruf. 

There is alfo another way of pre- 
paring Iron with Sulphur; which 
gives it a reftringency ; and exhibits 
.fome phenomena in the procefs, 
which are very furprizing and enter- 
taining. This way I firft learnt from 
fome experiments made before the 
Royal Society, more with a View to 
fome philofophical inquiries, than to 
make any difcovery in medicine. 
‘The procefs is as follows. 


Another aftringent Crocus of Iron. 

Take Filings of Iron one part, of 
Flowers of Sulphur three parts, mix 
them into’ a pafte with diftil’d Vi- 
negar ; then with ftrong Cap-paper 
wrap it round eight or ten times 
thick, like a ball, and tie it clofe on 
all fides with ftrong Pack-thread ;

 denfia; how. much foever fome have 
retended to make a {ecret of it fince. 
It is recommended as a reftringent 
_ in moft kinds of fluxes Heese 
_ and particularly in hemorrhages. Its 
dofe is from 4 grains to 12; and’is 
conveniently given in any forms, but 
_ powders and pills. 


. Sal Martis, Salt of Iron. 
_ Take 8 ounces of Filings of Iron, 
put it into a glafs with a long neck, 
_ and pour upon it two pound of com- 
mon Water .a little warm, and a 
pound of good Spirit -of Vitriol ; 
dtir it, and fet the veffel in hot fand

Thefe are alfo fometimes entitled 
in the fhops Flores Salis Ammoniact 
Martiales.

Flores Reguli Antimonii cum Sale

The Regulus is equal to the Regulus 
of Antimony. The operation is eme- 
tic and cathartic ; net it is given in 
the pox, gout, dropfy, fcurvy, and 
all obftinate chronic cafes. The dofe 
is from 2 to 5 or 6 grains. This is 
the bafis of Leckyer’s pills ; which ant 
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cious cathartics into alteratives, that 


fo long been a celebrated purge. If 


10 grains of the finer fort of this 


Panacea be mixed with white Sugar- 
candy 1 ounce, in a fine Powder, and 
made up into a mafs with the mu- 
cilage of Gum Tragacanth, it may 
be vided into a hundred {mall pills ; 
of which, one, two, or three may be 
taken at a time, and they will gently 
work by vomit and {tool. : 


Panacea Antimonii altera. 
Take of Antimony 4 ounces, grind 
it to a moft fubtile Powder; put it 
into a matrafs, and pour upon it one 
pound of ftrong capital Lees of the 
Soap-boilers. Set them to digeft on 
warm fand for four or five days, and 
fhake them often ; then add fome 
warm Fountain-Water : fhake it well 
about, let it ftand for two or three 
feconds of time; and pour it off in- 
. toaclean pan; repeat that ablution 
till all the binw Powder is feparated 
from that which appears like crude 
Antimony ; to which put more Ca- 
pital Lees, and proceed in all things 
as before, till all the Antimony is 
brought into a fubtile brown Powder ;

This 1s not diftinguifhable from the 
Ruffel’s Powder in its operation ; and 
as the prefent ftate of the fluids is, it 
proves either emetic, cathartic, dia- 
phoretic, or diuretic. Its dofe is from 

to 30 grains. , 

Almoit all the foregoing prepara- 
tions of Antimony, how fevere {o- 
éver alone, may be fo managed by a 
fkilful hand, as to operate little, or 
not at all, in the prime viz, nor be 
perceived until they are got into the 
tinalleft veffels. And then it is that 
mighty things are effected; as the 
cure of the gout, pox, evil, and all 
thofe difeafes which are too much 
the opprobria medicorum. And it 
certainly is the want only of this 
knack of converting the moit effica- 


makes the common prattice in chronic

This feems to have been originally 
the contrivance of Cro/lius ; though 
Quercetan, Sennertus, Hartman, and 
many other practical writers, give fe- 
veral proceffes for its preparation ; 
as doth alfo Schroder give one not 
much differing from this. It: hath 
been much controverted by fome, 
whether this is a mercurial, or an 
antimonial medicine ; but it is not of 
confequence enough to require any 
notice of the feveral: opinions there- 
upon. The medicine is however of 
efficacy and ufe enough to tempt fome 
Chemifts, (and fuch like artificers, 
who keep medicine ware-houfes) to 
fophifticate it: For to make it ge- 
nuine, will coft double (befides the 
trouble and danger of noxious {teams} 
of what thofe impoftors rare 
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fell it for. Their common adultera- 
tion is with half, or two thirds of the 
Flores Salis Ammoniaci.- _ 

The fumes of the firft mixing are 
very noxious ; and therefore fhould 
be carefully avoided. Its operation is 
by fweat ; though it will alfo fome- 
times purge. It is much more effica- 
- ious than the Antimonium Diapho- 
reticum ; and it will eradicate even 
‘leprofies, and the moft obftinate cafes 
of that kind, if rightly managed. 
Some count ita refifter of poifons, 
and commend it in peftilential diftem- 
pers. Its dofe is from 10 grains to 
half a dram. Some calcine it in a 
crucible, after it is taken out of the 
retort : others think it better to let 
that part of the Spirit of Nitre it 
holds, remain with it ; but its ope- 
ration is certainly milder for fuch ma- 
nagement. 

Lute not on the receiver, till, the 
violence of the fumes are over ; left 
when the fire augments its motion, 
it break the retort and receiver. Do 
not exceed the third degree of fire ; 
nor let it ftand long after the Spirit 
of Nitre is drawn off ; to prevent 
difcolouring the medicine. The Spirit 
of Nitre being now impregnated with 
common Salt, which was in the Bu- 
tyrum, is become the Aqua Regia, 
and will diffolve Gold ; and is called 
Spiritus Nitra Bezoarticus.

Magiftery of Bifmuth. ' 

Put Spirit of Nitre one pound, 
made with Oil of Vitriol, into a 
great uncut body, and add to it as 
much Powder of Fin-Glafs, or 
Bifmuth, by an ounce at a time, as 
the Spirit is capable of diffolving ; 
which will be about 7 or 8 ounces. 
Then take two gallons of Water, 
and diffolve in it 4 ounces of com- 
mon Salt; filter the whole, and put 
it into a clean earthen pan. Pour 
upon it the diffolution of Bifmuth, 
and immediately it will turn milky, 
and let fall a precipitate. Permit 
it to ftand till fettled, and- by gen- 
tle inclination pour off the Water 
from the Magiltery. Put on more 


.frefh Water, ftir it well, and when 


well fettled pour it off; and fo con 


tinue the ablutions, till the Magif-. 


tery becomes infipid; which dry 
gently, and keep for ufe.

AVING already taken 
L fuch notice of the medict- 

nal Simples. as concern 

them, either as they are 

divifible into claffes, correfponding in 
Some common properties, and requiring 
particular management in preparation ; 
or as they afford medicines of confider- 
able efficacy from the chemical phar- 
macy: we now come to inquire into the 
moft advantageous way for managing 
them in compofition, and how ta pro- 
cure more important effects from their 
united virtues, than could be well had 
fiom them when feparate. For me- 
dicinal compofition is, or at leaf ought 
to..be, a contrivance to obtain ends 


from thofe materials in conjunéion,. 


which cannot be anfwered to equal ad- 
vantage from any of them fingle: but 
Sor the very fame reafon we ought not 
to have recourfe to fuch trouble, where, 
with equal certainty, an intention can 
be anfwered by a more fimple proce- 
aure. ly 

As to the advantages of compofition 
in general, fome carry their good» opi- 
nion of it fo far, as ta contend for ‘an.

additional efficacy thereby to the vira 
tues of particular fimples, which, 
aithout fuch an union of them with 
others of fimilar properties, would not 
be fo firongly exerted. Thus Diemer- 
broeck, 12 bis Notes upon the Theriaca 
Andromachi, frequently fuggefts, that 
the compofition is not only a more effica- 
cious medicine from the concurrent 
powers of fo many ingredients, alike. 
in virtue, but that the feveral fimples 
contained therein, do, as it vere, over 
afi their parts, by a mutual emulation, 
which feparately, they would not be fa 
provoked to do. Charas, on the fame 
Subject, infinuates fomething alfo of the. 
like nature. — But how much foever 
fuch conceits may lie beyond the common 
way of judging concerning thefe things 5 


yet thus far may eafily be conceived, hows 


by a regular and well-contrived compo+ 
fition, fome intentions of moment may be 
anfwered much more effedually, and 
in fome cafes with more fafety, than 
Srom any fimple medicine. 

To obtain then the moft important 
ends, and the greateft advantages pof- 
fible from cumpyfition, the following:

rules will appear abfolutely neceffary to 
be particularly regarded. 

1. That one main intention be pur- 
Sued throughout the whole. To com- 
pound a medicine with. ingredients of 
different virtues; in order to make it 
more extenfively ufeful, very much ha- 
xards its being good for nothing 3 both 
on account of that contrariety, or dif 
agreement in the things thenifelves, 
which may very probably hurt or defiroy. 
ee another whilff in conjunction ; and 
the different manner in which they may 
affect a conftitution by their operation, 
So that where cafes are fo complicated, 
that more than one thing of moment 
ts to be done, the means are much bet- 
ter fought for in different medicines, 
than in any one compound, And it 
bath been plainly owing to a negle& of 
this rule, that fome of the old Dijpen- 
Sfatories abound with compofitions which 
contain ingredients, not only very re- 
mote in intention, but fometimes even 
oppofite, and rs Magia in qualities to 
each other. And it is greatly to be 
feared, moft of the more complex com- 
pofitions are chargeable with this fault ; 
that is,. of aiming at too much in one 
thing. But this error is no where fo 
remarkably fallen into, as in fome of the 
old emplafters, where we feall frequent- 
ty meet with ingredients hot and cold, 
vepellers and drawers; difcuffers and 
JSuppuratives together 3 as if the contri~ 
wers, in diffidence of what way an 
ebfirutied matter might take to throw 
stlelf off, were réfolved to provide for 
it all ways; and-fo in reality made an 
application of what could do juft no- 
thing at all, The fle bad way of 
judging, likewtfe ufed to furnifo us with 
plenty of catholicons,and univerfal pur- 
gers, where the compofition was de- 
feigned to contain fomething againft all 
humours ; but thefe are now zuftly come 
into negled. All the true advantage 
then of compofition, is to chaofe fiuch a 
fet of fimples, whofe medicinal virtues 
do all fo contribute to the fame end, 
that in conjunGion, they may be more 
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likely to anfaver that end, than any of 
them fingly could be expetiel to do. Thus 
out of thofe fetid gums, for infiance, 
which are generatly, prefcvrived. in hy- 
feric affections, Ammoniicum, Gal- 
banum, Opopanax, or any three or four 
of them, may be put togeiher to ads 
vantage 3 becaufe every one of them 
fingl might fail to reach the cafe in 
fome particular conftitutions, whereas 
thus. in conjunion, there is a much 
greater chance to fucceed: And though 
the benefit may perhaps be affignabe ia 
Some ones yet they all by a fimilitude 
of qualities. have their chance to be 
that one, and therefore the end is more 
likely ta be anfwered. Thus likervife 
in flomachics, fome variezy of bitters 
and Spices together, are, for the fame 
reafons, more likely to do Jervice, ‘than 
any fingle ingredient, nat only from the 
greater chance of fome one among ft fo 
many agreeing witha particular confii- 
tution, but from a concurrence of pro- 
perties, all con{piring to the fame. end. 
The Jame may be obferved of peciorals, 
émolliénts, or compofttions of ary other 
view: But this by no means juftifies 
mixing thefe different things one anith 
another, though in cafes complicated 
enough to require more than one inten- 
tion to be anfwered at a time. An 
hyfteric patient may want fromachics, 
as alfo one labouring with an afihma, 
but bitters are, not therefore to be join's 
ed with fetid gumiin any one form; 
or with emollients, or peciorals. Bus 
both on account of neatness, and efficacy 
in every mixture, an uniformity of ins 
tention is beft preferwed s and compli- 
cated cafes are moft conweniently pro-. 
sided for by different forms, exhibited 
at times leaft interfering with one ano- 
thers | ; 

2. Another thing worth our. confi. 
dération in compofition is, that when a 
Jet of fimples are chosen, agreeing in 
intention, too many of them be not croud= 
ed in together: a few of like efficacy 
may concur and affsf each other in opes 
ration, and anfwer with more certains 
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ty, by fome little varieties in the fame -riety, but fometimes alfa. from a notion 


qualities, extending the virtues of the 
whole farther than could be expected 
from either fingly, as was before ob- 
ferved ; but when a great many are. 
crouded in, it is a great chance but fome 
will rather prove clogs to the efficacies 
of others, than affsfiants to them; and 
a much greater baxard is rifqued of 
having in, them fomething difagreeable. 
to particular conflitutions. Thus, for 
inftance, in felecting a Jet of aromatics 
far a cordial, in a diftilled Water, or 
any other proper form, not only the ut- 
moft.care is to be taken, that they be all 
of this clafs, but likewife, that they 
are the moft fragrant, and the moft 
fuitable in all their qualities to this 
intention ; as rofemary, marjoram, la- 
wender, and a few more of like favour 
and volatility: But if every thing, 
that claims a place in this rank from 
fome one quality, was to be admitted, 
the compofition, infiead of obtaining an 
uniform, and anvagreeable fcent and 
tafte, would be confounded into a dif- 
tafeful and naufeous medicine: For af- 
ter all thofe, which excel in any one 
particular, property, moft fuitable to 
the main intention of the medicine, are 


chofen out 3 all additions afterward. 


cannot but make it worfe, either by 
fubtradiing from the efficacies of the bet- 
ter fort, which then cannot be admitted 
in fuch large proportions, or difturbing 
their virtues and feents with thofe not 
Jo agreeable. Herein alfo, many of the 
older compofitions are very culpable, and 
thofé chiefly, whith have been import= 
ed to us from foreign writers: For 
many of them, which well enough a- 
gree in uniformity of intention, do not- 
withfanding take in fuch a multitude 
of ingredients, that they are more trouc 
Llefome, more unpleafant, and lefs effi- 
cacious, than if fever of the fame' tribe 
only had been made ufe of. Me RA, 
But this fault. of crouding too many 
ingredients into one compofition, doesnot 
always arife from an injudicious fond- 
wes to enbance its virtues, by Juch Vas 


~ 
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of reftraining and qualifying the too 
powerful efficacies of Jome things, with 
others, which are commonly termed 
their correétors, and this cuftom hath 
moft obtained in cathartics. What we- 
are firiGly and. properly to underfiand 
by a correéor, as it relates to this clafs 
of medicines, may be pretty eafily son» 
ceived, becaufe no more is meant by it, 
than reftraining fome things of too vios 
lent operation. in themfelves, and caus 
Jing them to vork more mildly. Onder 
fome preparations of the chemical phar- 
macy before taken notice of, under mer- 
curials and faline .cathartics, it was 
feewn, how this was done by leffewing 
their fiimuli, only .by .comminution,»as , 
in repeated fublimations ; by triture, 


and firing fpivit upon them 3 or, if they 


were of the refinous kind, by dividing 
them with lixivious falts : But there 
is yet’ a farther. way, which more 
firiGily anfwers the natural import of 
this word ; and that is bya mixture | 
of fomewhat, that makes their irritas 
tions either lefs in themfelves, or lefs 
Jenfible to the membranes ; and this is 


_ commonly by a mixture of the warmer 


Spices, efpecially the. feeds, om the-effens 
tial oils drawn from them. How thefe 


materials anfwer this-end, and obtaia 


the name of correGors, may eafily 
enough be conceived ‘by the direé& . op- 
pofition of their: manifeft properties te 
thofe of a fharp cathartic 5 which by 
their foft, oily texture, are fitted to 
‘cover and leffen the force of a ftimulus. 
‘And upon the fame foundation it is, 
that gruel and broths are directed in

fies loading a compofition with too many — 


things, under fuch a notion, efpecially 
where the effedive ingredients are even 
in themfelves-mild enough, and require 
fuch large quantities for a-dofe, as to 
vender them troublefome tortake, tnd 
this feems tobe the reafon, why many 
of the larger compound purging. ele Gu

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fatories; and tewby thofe which are fill

general; what farthér of confequénve 
‘requires our attention, arifes upon its 
divifion inte officinal’ and extemporans- 
“ous compofition: bi ati 
The firft of thefe we have recourye 
to, either upon account of neceffity, or 
convenience. Abundance of our mate- 
“rials are fupplied only at certain Jea- 
Sons of the year ; all medicines there- 
“fore from that flock are fo dire&elt, 
“that they may be made at thofe Jea- 
“Sons, and preferved in readine/s in the 
“oops for prefent occafions. Thus many 
Sof the euaterss mop of the firups, all 
(rhe conferves, as Tikewife almof? all the 
“ointments and cili, are to be made only 
at the feafons, when their refpective 
“ingredients aré to’ be had in greatef 
\perfeBion. So ‘thal one: great end in 
oficinal prefeription, that is, the com- 
piling a fet of ‘rules, as a frandard 
; 2h 2 fer

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for the foops to go by, is to take in all 
thofe medicinal fimples, which afford 
their virtues but at certain feafons, or 
then to the greateft advantage, into 
fome form or other, moft fuitable to 
their make or natural production: All 
shat branch of pharmacy, which is 
now got into the hands of the Confec- 


tioners, bath been the refult of this ne-. 


cefity.. What the Apothecaries yet re- 
tain from this foundation, as fyrups 
and conferves, are fo neceffarily clog- 
ad with fugar for. their keeping, that 
many of them grow into difefieem, as 
medicines of themfelves not to be truft- 
ed to; neverthelefs they have their ufe, 
im giving ta other forms the neceffary 
confiftence, or as vehicles to more effi- 
eacious medicaments. 
The other occafion of officinal compo- 
Jfition arifing from convenience, furnifhes 
us with all thofe medicines which re- 
quire much trouble and time to make ; 
and the main end of fuch contrivances, 
is to have in readinefs more efficaci- 
ous rémedizs, than can be procured in 
that hafte in which many exigencies re- 
quire them. : 
_ One of the moft obvious regards then 
.in fuch compofitions is, that nothing en- 
ter into them which is of itfelf foon lia- 
ble to fpoit, or to hurt other things with 
avhich it is put in company. Thus every 
thing apt to ferment, grow rancid, or 
mouldy, or any way indeed to deviate 
Srom its natural and acquired proper- 
‘ties, ought not to come into this rank 
_of medicines: There are many things alfa 
auhich require an higher confiftence for 
their prefervation, than is neceffary to 
the fame forms in extemporaneous prac- 
tice. A negleé in both thefe refpedts is 
the caufe, that fometimes we meet with 
wery bad medicines in the foops, which 
at firft may have been made of very 
good materials. And thefe defedts occur 
in nothing oftener than in the Species 
Haly, Diatragacanthi frigid. and the 
Lenitive EleCtuary, «with fome others of 
like make: The firft [poil from the oili- 
. nefs of their ingredients, which vill not 
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Suffer them to keep without growing 
rancid; anda want of a due confift- 
ence, which is a fault in the maker only, 
and not the prefcriber, though it ought 
to be looked after by the latter, is the 
reafon. why the others fall into fermen- 
tation, and are utterly fpoiked thereby. 


The Pilule Feetida is kewife an in- 


france of a compofition where things are 
put together which cannot keep long 
without growing moutdy. But how te 
avoid thefe faults, will more readily 
occurin examining fome particular com- 


pofttions. 


. But not only care is to be taken, that 


in officinal. compoftions fuch things be 
put together, as will keep in company, 
avithout lofing or changing their pro- 
perties, but alfo, that they have a ft- 
nefs in themfekves to preferve an unt- 
form confiftence: though an error in 
this refpedt can hardly be fallen into, 


unlefs in. the larger eleGuaries, or con- 


. fections, whereinto, if fome of the hea- 


wier fpecies are ordered, and particu- 
larly the teftaceous powders, with any 
liquor or moifture, not thick enough to 
fufpend them, they will fall to the 
bottom, and make the whole of avery 
unequal confsftence. The Confettio de 
Hyacintho, Alkermes, Electuarium ¢ 
Saflafras, «with fome others, have been 
chargeable. with this fault ; but the 
College have now avoided thefe incon- 
veniencies, either by altering thofe come 
pofitions, or expunging them, : 
In the. laft edition of the London: 
Difpenfatory, there area fere medi- 
cines, under the title of Infufions, 
avhich cannot be fuppofed to arife from 
that of the aforementioned confidera- 


_ tions, either of neceffity or convenience, 
in. having them ready, becaufe they 
may be made at.all times, and will , 


not keep; fo that they muft be made 
only «when called for im extemporaneous 
pra&ice. And therefore their preferip- 
tion in an offcinal Difpenfatory feems 
only to fave the trouble of directing 
thefe ingredients feparately on all oc- 
cafions, as they are called for ; and to

Sfifient with the diverfities of cafes,

In this part are intended to be 
given all the compofitions of the Co/- 
leges of London and Edinburgh, accord- 
‘ing to their laft amendment of their 
Difpenfatories. Next will be collected 


_many from Dr Bates’s Pharmacopeia ; 


and afterwards from any other author, 
or perfon, whofe compofitions have 
hat merit enough to bring them in- 
to the fhops ; and give them a place 
in prefcription. Some recipes alfo 
will be retained, that have fallen in- 
to difregard ; either through the dif- 
ficulty of making, or their liablenefs 
to fophiftication, but are of uncom- 


mon efficacy ; and likewife fome in- 
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ferted, which may be prefumed worth © 
bringing into the rank of officinal me- 
dicines ;\ both upon account of their 
eafy compofition, convenient keep- 
ing, and their efficacy in many inten- 
tions of cure. + ie 

Thofe of the College are given ex- 
actly as they ftand in their own Di/- 
penfatory : and the whole materials of 
this part are diftributed, as much as 
could be, under divers fections, ace 
cording to their neareft affinity and 
convenjency in preparation ; for the 
method in the preceding part, of 
Simples, which has been direéted by 
their virtues and intentions in cure, 


‘would have made this too. perplex- 


ing, and have given more trouble 
than the advantages of it could an- 
fwer. And in this likewife, as in the 
former, what medicines are not wel} 
reducible under any particular di- 
vifion, have a Section given them a- 
part at the latter end. . 
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N this divifion is intended to be 
given all that is to be performed 
by diftillation, which has not already 
come in our way, under fome of the 
preparations of the foregoing part, 


and which is more properly reckon- 


ed amongft the compofitions. And 


_as the rationale of this procefs, or 


manner of preparation, has already 


been given Part I, Seftion 13. and 


many neceflary remembrances dropt 
concerning it, in many of the fore- 
going pages; it will be needlefs to 
{ay any more by way of preface to 
this fection, than that for the reafons 


before given, there can be expected 
‘no medicines under it, but for the 


intentions ejther of cordials, diu- 


retics, or diaphoretics : for, to fhort- 
en the controverfy, if a balfamic, 
cathartic, or opiate, could be raifed 
by vapour ; yet the very contenders 
for that opinion allow, that thofe 
properties are much more conveni- 
ently drawn out by other proceflés .: 
and therefore it may be concluded, 
that no wife perfon will expect in a 
diftilled Water any thing elfe than 
fuch fublime and light parts of a me- 
dicinal fimple, as can fall in with the 
forementioned intentions ; and in- 
deed for this reafon very little under 
this divifion comes over’-weighty 
enough to affect even the urinary 
fecretions: and therefore all which 
require grofler and more efficacious — 

2H 3 inftruments, 
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inftruments, aré excluded from hence ; 
as all that is to be done by the minuteft 
agents, and immediately concerns 
the nervous fyftein;, and its proper 
moiftures, commonly called the ani- 
mal fpirits, is moft naturally compre- 
hended Reréin. °"**' 

{The firft way of managing the 
Materia) Medica’in the Galenical 
Pharmacy, according to the method 
ufually taken by Difpenfatory Writers, 
is that of diftillation. ° 
’ Before we examine the fitnefs of 
fome of the medicinal Simples for this 
tig! it may be convenient to ob- 

erve, concerning the inftruments em- , 
ployer therein, that they ufually have 
een of two kinds, commonly called 
the ‘cold and the Aot fill. The con- 
trivance of the firft‘of thefe is fuffi- 
‘ciently in every one’s acquaintance, 
fo as to want no defcription ; and 
the reafon why it hath been ‘called 
the cold Szill, {eems to be, becaufe'no 
more heat is required than to raife a 
vapour, which is returned down flow- 
ly by drops into a receiver. The 
other is a Copper Veflel, worked by 
a {trong fire, which boils the materi- 
als, and fends over the moft vola- 
tile parts in an hot fteam; which is 

condenfed, and cooled invits defcent, 
by a long fpiral pipe, contained in a 
veflel of cold Water, called its Re- 
frigcratory, from whence it falls ina 
continual ftream. m3 

The firft of thefe feems ‘beft fitted 
to. draw off the virtues of thofe fimptes 
which are valued for their fine flavour, 
when green; which is very’apt to’be 
loft in drying. This Baum, Mea- 
dow-fweet, Damask or, White Rojes, 
and all things ‘of like properties-‘in 
this refpett,: give: over much finer 
{cented’ Waters this way than by the 
hot ftill: ‘The ‘heat there required, 
and the: quantity of Water neceffar 
to prevent*their burning’ to the fill; 
very much injuring ‘their natural’ fla- 
vours, ‘But wherthus-snanaged thel 
require ‘no Water tobe put to ‘then} 
. re 


nor to be bruifed, but fhould be com- 
mitted to the’ ftill juft as they are 
frefh gathered ; and’as much is to be 
drawn off as their natural ‘moifture 


will allow ; the fire required in this. 


cafe being not fufficient to caufe any 
empyreuma, becaufe ‘’tis only juit 'e- 
nough to make ‘thetop of the ftill. 
moderatély warm : Whoeyer hath 
feen-what in’ the fhops is called’’a 


Rofe-cake may ’eafily ‘conceive’ in | 


what condition the materials’ are left, 
which are thus diftilled: And as to 
the Damask Rofes in particular, ‘after 


they “have been thus treated, they — 


will give to a deco@ion ‘all their 
purgative virtue, and make the fyrup 
ordered ‘with them better than when 
managed any other way. And it is 
not only’ very remarkable concern: 
ing materials ‘thus to be ordered, ‘that 
they are hurt by the leaft mixture of 
Water, which makes it a rule to ga- 
ther them dry, whilft the fun is up- 
on them, and commit them forth- 


with to the ftill, in order to have | 
their fcents in perfection ; but that 


even bruifing them deftroys their fine 


flavour, as any one may be eafily con- 


vinced by trial. ca 

But the latter contrivance of the 
hot fill; feems beft calculated to raife 
thofe materials which have vigorous 
ftrong f{cents, and which will not be 
injured by ‘fire, or any: mixture of 
common Water with them’; fuch as 
Hyffop, Pennireyal,. end the like ; 
which. from their nateral ‘production 
have fomething: hot’ and “fiery ‘in 


them. . But then ‘we are taught by. 


common’ experience, that thefe givé 
over their virtwes this way” much 
better ‘when-dried,' than whet green; 
asEvery oné may Obferve in infofion 
or decoétion of thefe things); for when 
Steen they niake eithér of them more 
foul; and’ yield ‘lefy tafte of the plant 
than when driéd j!and ‘the Water fo 
drawn hath the%ame difadvantages: 
“| That? diverfity in the materials 
coming under ‘this’ management, 
5 which 


'+ tion. 
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which requires fuch different treat- 
ment, feems chiefly to confift in this. 
The lighter and finer fcented plants, 
whofe natéral flavours cannot be pre- 


ferved to them in drying, and which’ 


we moft covet to preferve in their 
diftilled Waters, are beft ordered by 
_ a flow heat, without any mixture ; 
becaufe by their drying it appears, 
that their proper juices are the beft 
and only vehicles for thofe flavours. 
But things, whofe fcents and medi- 
cinal 2 kg confift in fomewhat 
more erofs and fixed than will exhale 
with their natural moiftures, do bet- 
ter give out to common’ Water, by 
infufion, thofe very parts which we 
want to force from them by diftilla- 
And in nothing are we more 
obvioufly dire&ted by nature, than in 
this procedure. Where we want to 
blend fomething into this form, that 
is fo light and volatile as not to fub- 
fift in open air any longer than it is 
in its growth, it is certainly beft re- 
moved, -from the condition Nature 
left it in, into a contrivance where, 
as.it dries, thofe volatile parts can be 
colle&ted and preferved. And what 
we call the co/d fill, is nothing elfe 
than this contrivance, where the dry- 
ing of the plant or flower is only for- 
warded by a moderate warmth, and 
all that arifes from it faved for the 
purpofes of medicine. 
what we want from.a plant is not 
volatile enough to rife with its natu- 
ral juice in leifurely ‘drying, it is 
highly -reafonable to think this way 
infufficient_to raife it; and therefore. 
to’ have recourfe to'fach means as 
have been take notice of in the other 
procefs of the or fii). 
~-And here doth fo ‘naturally occur 
eur chief rule for drying’ all fimples 
of this kind, that it would be blame- 


able not to take notice of it; and. 


that is, always to. proportion the’ heat 
made ufe of, to the particular difpo- 
fition of the fimple ‘to’ part ‘with ‘its 
aqueous humidity, without exhaling 


But when 


its natural flavour or fcent along with 
it. Thus all the aromatics, flowers, 


-and the finer fcented plants, will not 


bear the fun, nor to lie fo near it, 
even in fhade, as thofe, whofe medi- 
cinal virtues refide in parts not fo’ vo- 
latile ; and indeed there are very few 
that will bear the fun at all, but are 
much better dried leifurely in the 
fhade ; thofe few having their virtues 
in faline, earthy, and heavy parts, or 
in fuch which are vifcid and tenaci- 
ous. Such aré moft of. the bitter 
and mucilaginous plants and fimples ; 
as Fumitory, Centory, Carduus, Marjb- 
mallows, Comfrey, and the like ; but 
the very fame properties forbid them 
from ever coming into’ diftillation. 
What is applicable to fimples from 
either of thefe circumftances in ma- 
nagement, is fo likewife to compofi-. | 
tions of fimilar properties and inten- 
tions; but howfoever conformably 
thefe may be diretted to the rules 
here obferved, yet. the much greater 


‘tedioufnefs and expence ‘of working 


with the cold ftill than the hot one, 
makes very few care to comply with 
it; fo that where any thing of mo- 
ment is depended upon from this 
particular way, great care ought to be 
taken not to be deceived therein. 

But to avoid the tedioufnefs of the 
one, and the inconveniencies of the 
other of thefe ways, there hath late- 
ly obtained a contrivance fomething 
between both; which is by fufpending 
in a copper ftill, conveniently filled 
with Water, a pewter body, which is 
to hold the materials to be drawn off; 
an head is fitted to the latter, which 
joins to a fpital worm, in a refrige- 
ratory of cold Water, ‘as in the com- 
mon hot ftill. _ Ingredients thus dif- 
tilled, which is properly z# Lalveo, 
have a greater ‘heat fd: them than 
in the cold ftill, and yet by the in- 
terpofition of the Water, in which, 
the veflel containing them is fufpend- 
ed, they have'not the fire fo forcibly 
acting upon them, as in the common

fi20q) 
way of the hot fill, So that all thofe 
things, which require a middle way > 
between the other two are hereby 
well provided for; as, amongft the 
fimples, Mint, Angelica, Canoznile, 
and fome others, which are of a tex- 
turé between very volatile and very 
fixed : sind amongit the compolitions, 
the Aqya Lactis alexiteria, the fofter 
Snail-Waters, and thofe of fimilar 
properties ; but neither the very fine 
{cented fimples, nor the heavier com- 
pounds can be thus ordered but toa 
difadvantage. 

One of the greatett advantages of 
this contrivance js, that Waters fo 
drawn come over much cooler than 
from the hot ftil] ; that is, they have 
not fo much of the fire in them, (as it 
is commonly termed ; ;) fo that an hot 
fpicy Water, thus ordered, fhall tafte 
2s cool upon the’ palate when juit 
drawn, as in the other way it would 
do after jt had acquired a confiderable 
age.’ But another great benefit is 
likewife obtained this way ; and that 
is, the avoiding that foulnefs in the 
Water coming over, which arifes 
from too great prgportions of oily in- 
gredients in the ordinary diftillatign : 
For though a compofition be confi- 
derably overcharged with things of 
this difpofition, yet by the relaxation 
of heat in this contrivance, they are 
fo much Jefs forced over, that the 
Water will be mach finer. Yet whé- 
ther a diminution in the quantity of 
ingredients, or in the force tq raife 
them, is the more eligible way to 
avoid this inconvenience, I will not 

retend to determine ; though I malt 
incline to the latter, becaufe, with~ 
out doubt, they are the finer parts of 
the aromatics, which firft iss ; and 
confequently they muft be beft which 
come over with the leaft force. But 
this way is practicable only with 
rhofe’ Waters which are to come over 
highly fpirituous, becaufe there is not 
here force enough to raife the others. 

qn this.view, af we pafs over the 


Oranges, 
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Simple Waters wherein we are. direct. 
ed to draw’ thefe. properties, we thall, 
find that’. both the Wormvoeds, the: 
Carduus, and the Fumitory, are in no, 
refpet fitted. for this management : 
As to the firft, if they have any feent, 
that will come over, it is fo much the 
worfe ; becayfe they are to’ moft very 
offeniive, efpecially that of the com- 
mon Wormivood : and all of them 
have their medicinal virtues only in. 
a bitter, earthy Salt, that will not: 
rife in the fill, and is to be come at. 
only by decostion. Celandine, Par fe. 
ley, and Saxifrage, have nothing in 
them yglatile to fend over in djititla. 
tion; but abaqund with a nitrous Salt 
that’ proves diuretic, when fais 
in proper forms ; and the Plantain and 
Oak Buds yield only a vifcid, muci-, 
laginous j jui-e, which will afford no- 
thing over. the helm but an infipid 
phlegm, that will foon mother and: 
grow ropy. The. fame is chargeable 
upon the Frags Spawn, Succory, and. 
Eyebright, which likewife give over 
nothing difcernible ina Water: and — 
what comes from Fennel, foon grows 
rank, and is fo ill {eented as not to be 
endured ; befides its aptnefs to grow 
ropy: From Flowers, as ear of 
Camomile, Rofemary, Da- 
mash "Refer, and Elder, ‘the mot. fra- 
griint Waters are procurable ; but 
rom the reit very little of value. The 
Citron-Peel alfo, among the fruits,’ 
makes a moft delightful Water : but 
neither Ra/pberries nor Walnuts fend 
over any thing that will fmell, tafte, 
or keep. The Water from “Black- 
Cherries feems by much the beft we 
have in the fhops for a vehicle ; the 
kernels give it an agrecable flavour ; ; 
and there is fo much of a fpirit in 
the juice, as preferves it the year 
round, when carefully diftilled, with- 
out decay. ‘But this we are frequent- 
ly cheated in, fome make it from the 
ftones only, which thofe who exprefs 
the juice for other purpofes, fell ‘at 
2 cheap rate 3) though thofe taken aut 
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from Brandy; where: the, ftone hath 
not been before broken, make this 
Water well enough; but fome are 


not contented only with thefe pieces 
~ of good husbandry, but make it from 


other kernels, and often from nothing 
but bitter Almonds, Thefe frauds are 
not eafily difcovered, ynlefs the fub- 
jtituted materials be crouded in fuch 
quantities, (which commonly hap- 
pens from the encouragement of their 
cheapnefs) that they fhew a foulnefs, 
which is not at all perceivable in the 
genuine Water. 

It may-indeed, in fome eafes, with 
good reafon, be required to hayeSmn- 
ple Waters under the denomination of 
Coolers, or. fuch as have no other 
preperty than being foft vehicles to 
other things ; and thefe are beit, pro- 
cured from inodorous or foft fub- 
tances, as Plantain, Frogs Spawn, 
and the like.

¢ What chiefly concerns us to know 
abont the diftilled Spirits and com~- 
pound Waters, may be deduced from 
the rules laid down for compofition 
in general, in the preceding lecture ;

are, that every ingredient be fitter 
than any other for this form, both on 
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account of, its virtues, and texture ; 
and that they be proportioned in fuch .

The Aqua Limacum tenuis confilts

Of thefe Waters, tho’ they all bring 
over fomething befides phlegm, as 
is manifeft from the fmell and tafte 
of the refpective Simp/es whenée they 
are drawn ; yet it is fo faint in fome 
ef them, that they will not keep long 
without mothering and growing ro- 
y. Such therefore fhould have a 
mall quantity of Spirit thrown into 
the ftill with them ; about one pint 
to each gallon intended to be drawn; 
which will not alter the virtues, but 
make the Water keep much longer. 
The Black-Cherries for diftillation, 
ought to have their ftones all broke ; 
becaufe from the kernel proceeds the 
chief part required ; for which rea- 
fon many make the Water from the 
prefling, after the juice is taken out 
for other ufes; and fome even from 
ybitter Almonds, as they yield a Wa- 
ter not to be diftinguifhed from the 
other. | The Waters, whofe excel- 
lency confifts in their flavour, as the 
Orange-Flower, and Damask-Rofe Wa- 
gers, ought to be drawn into a Re- 
ceiver fitted to the worm with a 
bladder, as before dire&ted under the 
preparation of Simples ; fo that no 
‘particles may exhale and be loft. As 
for the Red and White-Rofe Waters, 
which are expeéted in the fhops ; 
they are very honeftly deceived, who 
have Damask-Rofe Water diluted, put 
upon them for the other ; becaufe 
there is nothing rifes from either in the 
till, but what is common to them all ; 
which is in the {cent : and therefore, 
as the Damask moft abounds with 
that, it is very imprudent and ill 
husbandry to difti the other ; altho’ 
the refiduums are as different as can 
be; that of the Damasx being pur- 
gative, and-that of the Red affrin- 
gent, as was before obferved. » 

(The Stmple Waters. are rarely-met 
vith in perfection ; for ewant of duly 
attending to the neceffary direétions 
for drawing them. Some Vegetables 
are beft diftilled green; as Bam, 
Exc. others dry; as Penniroyal, &e. 
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In general they foould hace -tavice 
their orun weight of Water added ts 
them in the flill; and not abowe & 
Sourth or a fixth part of it dracun off. 
For if drazwn too low, Simple Waters 
have their Faints, as well as the 
Spirituous or compound hind. Again, 
Jome require to be fevtral times coho2 
bated, or retirnéd upon frefb parcels 
of the plant; to give them a fufficient 
degree of richnefi ; as Baum Water iz 
particular ; and others are too ‘much 
impregnated with oil at the firft dif- 
tillation ; as Penniroyal, &c. whence 
all the oil that floats upon them fhiuld 
be carefully taken off. Lafily, thoft 
that contain a more fixed oil, foould 
be imperfectly fermented before they art 
aifilled; as Carduus, Camomile, &'c.

ces; but 1 ounce is pretty well for a 
dofe : and it is better to repeat it of.

But in trath thefe ingredients give fo

‘The Juice of Celandine has no- 
thing to do in this cémpofition ; for

~than common Water. It is generally

If it be drawn low, the oily parts of 
the. Spices will fhow themfelves in a 
milky cloud, and render it unfightly. 
Tt is beft therefore not to draw itlow- 
er than will keep its tranfparency ;

It is a pleafant and 
good cordial ; and greatly breaks the 
wind off the ftomach, and difperfes 
flatulencies. Some put Pimento in- 
ftead of all the ingredients; in the 
proportion of 2 ounces to 1 gallon 
of Spirit: and if the Spirit be good, 
it can hardly be any way diftinguifhed 
from the genuine fort: So that a- 
mong the frauds which Pharmacy is 
over-run with, this may pafs for a ve- 
nial one. 


Aqua Nephritica, 
_ Water againft the Stone. 

Take of the frefh Flowers of White- 
Thorn 4 pound, of Nutmegs bruifed 
3 ounces: infufe them together ina 
clofe veffel with 2 gallons of gene- 
rous White-Wine ; and draw off by 
diftillation 12 pound. 

This was much prefcribed by the 
late Dr. Radcliffe; but was not in the 
former College Difpenfatory. 


Aqua Pzonie Compolita, 
Compound Piony Water. 

Take Lilly of the Valley Flowers 
frefh gathered 1 pound, and infufe 
- them in 2 gallons and a half of French 
_ Brandy ; to the fame put of Lime- 
Flowers half a pound, of Piony. 4 
ounces, of the Male Ptony Root 2 
ounces and a half, white Dittany 
and long Birthwort, ana half an 
ounce; of Mifletoe of the Oak and 
Rue, ana z handfuls; of Piony Seeds 
hufked 10 drams; and of the Seeds 
of Rue 3 drams and a half; of Ruf- 
fia Caftor, Cubebs, and Mace, ana z 
drams; of Cinnamon 1 ounce and 2 
half, of Rofemary Flowers 6 pugil, 
of Arabian Stechas and Lavender 
Flowers, ana 4 pugil; of Betony, 
Clove, and Cowflip Flower, ana 8 
pogil; of the Juice of Black Cherries 


4 pound ; and from the whole draw 
off by diftillation 4 gallons. 

This is the fame as was originally 
inferted by the College in their firit 
Difpenfatory ; under the title of Aqua 
Antiepileptica Langit. The quanti- 
ties alfo of fome of the ingredients 
are blameable, as 3 drams and a half 
(extremely exact!) of the Seeds of 
Rue ; when the whole might be taken 
in fubftance at one dofe, without a- 
ny vifible effet. The like may be 
alfo obferved of fome of the ingre- 
dients of efficacy. As this medicine 
therefore is fo very faulty in its con- 
trivance ; and is very much ufed in 
the prefent practice ; we fhall, with 
due fubmiflion, offer an amendment 
of it, to be made ufe of as the preferi- 
ber pleafes to direét. ——Take Lillies 
of the Valley frefh gathered, and 
without any Stalk, 1 pound; infufe 
them forthwith in 4 gallons of Spi- 
rit of Wine ; to which put Piony | 
Root 1 pound, Cinnamon and Cu- 
bebs, ana 4 ounces; Rofemary and 
Lavender Flowers, ana 1 handful ; 
Damafk Rofe Water 6 pounds : draw 
off 4 gallons. We omit the Lime 
and Piony Flowers, becaufe they af- 
ford nothing in fuch a procefs ; and 
the Caftor, becaufe it fpoils the Wa- 
ter as a cordial; altho’ it falls in 
well enough with the intention of 
a cephalic in many cafes. If it be 
thus made, it is an excellent Cordial, 

“and can be exceeded by nothing, in 
all nervous cafes, both in children 
and grown perfons. It may be di- 
luted into a Julep with Black-Cherry 
Water, or any fuch vehicle ; andmday 
be given from 1 to 3 drams to chil- 
dren, and from half an ounce to-2 
ounces to grown perfons ; and if the 
cafe requires it, repeated every 6 or 8 
hours. But cafes of moment are not 
trufted to fuch helps as this alone. 


Aqua Protheriacalis, 4 Succedaneuu

Take Scordium, 7. e. Water-Ger- 
mander, Scabious, Carduus Bened. 
Goats

Goats Rue, ana 2 handfuls ;_ frefh 
‘Citron and Orange Peel, ana half an 
ounce ; Seeds of Citrons, Hart-wort, 
and Treacle Muttard, ana 1 ounce ; 
Flowers of Marigold and Rofemary, 
ana 1 handful; Cinnamon 2 drams, 
French Brandy 2 pound ; and draw 
off6 pound, . : 

This is defigned to ufe as the Trea- 
cle-Water ; when that proves defici- 
ent in feafons not fit to make it. The 
Seeds of Carduus, and its diftilled 
- ‘Water, were before ordered ; but are 
here juftly left out as infignificant : 
and the Cinnamon isa good addition: 
_ but were alfo the Carduus and Goats 
Rue omitted, the medicine would 
not fuffer in its virtues. 


Aqua Raphani Compofita, . 
Compound Horfe-r adifh Water. 

Take of the Leaves of both the 
Yel eee frefh gathered in the 
pring and cleanfed, ana 6 ounces ; 
bruife them, and prefs out the Juice ; 
and to it add the Juices of Brook-lime 
and Water-creffes, ana 1 pound and 
a half ; of Horfe-radifh Root 2 pound, 
of Arum Root frefh 6 ounces, of 
Winter’s Bark and Nutmegs, ana 4 
ounces ; of Lemon Peels dried z 
ounces, of French Brandy 4 pound ; 
and draw off by diftillation 8 pound. 

All the ingredients herein are of a 
fubtile, penetrating nature, and great- 
ly abound with volatile Salts ; which 
in many grofs and fizy conftitutions 
of blood do great fervice by dividing 
it, and rendering it more fluid ; which 
will increafe the difcharges by the 


kidneys; and likewife wath thro’ any ~ 


obftructions in thofe parts. In all 
obftruétions alfo of the other vifcera 
it is an excellent medicine ; and pre- 
vails againit the jaundice, cachexies, 
and dropfies ; and in fcorbutic cafes 
there is nothing beyond it ; as it great- 
ly forces thofe minute ‘paffages, pro- 
- motes tranfpiration, and cleanfes the 
fkin, and other fmall glands, which 
entertain grofs particles to the detri-

ment of their proper offices. It may 
be given from half an ounce to 3 or 
4 ounces, unlefs immediately after 
diftillation ; becaufe then it is fo pun- 
gent, as makes it difficult to take with- 

out much diluting. This ought to 
be drawn with the receiver . fixed 
clofeto the worm by a bladder ; other- 
wife a great deal of the beft part will 
fly away. 


Aqua Scordii Comp. 
Compound Scordium-Water. 


Take of the Juices of Goats Rue, 
Sorrel, Scordium, and Citrons, ana 
1 pound ; London Treacle 2 ounces : 
Digeft for three days, and then diftil 
off the Water. ; 

This will keep better, if the Herbs, 
(tho’ none fignify much befides the 
Scordium) be put into an alembic 
with a fufficient quantity of Water, 
and 2 pound of Spirit of Wine with 
them ; drawing off about 1 gallon: 
for otherwife the Water will not keep 
long without fouring. Its virtues 
may be beft known by thofe of the 
Simple, whence it takes its name, in 
fea. 6. part lI. It grows rather 
more and more out of ufe.; is feldom 
met with in prefcription; and the 
College have now quite rejected it : 
altho’ it as well deferves continuance 
as any in this clafs ; being fuited for 
a very efficacious fudorific in malig- 
nant cafes; and if joined with fome 
Acid, is much preferable to the 7rea- 
cle-Water.

Take of Cinnamon, Ginger, Ga- 
langal, Cloves, Nutmegs, Grains of 
Paradife, of the Seeds of Anife, Sweet 
Fennel, and Caraway, ana 1 dram ; 
of the Leaves of Thyme, Mother of 
Thyme, Mint, Sage, Penniroyal, 
Rofemary, Flowers of Red Rofes, Ca-

All the ingredients of this compo- 
fition well fuit the main intention. of 
a cephalic, a cordial, and carmina- 
tive. It is likewife fomething hy- 
fierical ; and therefore frequently 
ufed by the midwives amongtt their 
women; tho’ fome for the pleafant- 
nefs only of it to the palate, leave out 
the Penniroyal ; but then they rob 
the medicine of a principal ingredient. 
It it be dulcified, it makes an. admi- 
rable cordial dram ; and isalfo a good 
carminative.. It is much prefcribed, 
from,z drams to 2 ounces, or more, 
for a dofe. 


Aqua Theriacalis, Treacle-Water. 
Take ofthe Juice of green Walnuts 
4 pound, of the Juice of Rue 3 pound, 
of Carduus, Marigold, and Baum, ana 
2 pound; of freth gathered Butter- 


bur Roots 1 pound and a half; of 


Burdock 1 pound, of Angelica and 
Matter-wort, ana half a pound’; of 
green Scordium 4 handfuls, of old 
Venice Treacle and Mithridate, ana 8 
ounces; of Lemon Juice’ 1.pound, 
of French Brandy 1 gallon andahalf: 
draw off by diftillation 3 gallons and 
a half; and then add 4 pound of dif- 
tilled Vinegar.

The reit-indeed of the in- 
gredients agree well enough to the 
main intention of an alexipharmicand — 


fudorific ; and the acids contribute 


much to that purpofe. The hojpitals, 
for the Venice Treacle andMithridate, 
put London Treacle and Philontum 


Romanum ; but whether for the bet- 
ter, I leave others to judge, ,

This ftands commended for an ex- 
traordinary medicine in many cafes of 
obitinacy ; and if 3 or 4 ounces of 
it be drank three or four times a-day, 
is {aid to cure red pimple faces, 
ftruma’s, dyfenteries, the whites, 
rheumatic pains, and the diabetes. 
It is certainly a powerful dryer ; and 
very proper to ufe in decoétions of 
the woods, and all ingredients of 
that intention: but tho’ the making 
of itis eafy enough ; yet here in 
London it may be had at any time 
from the Sugar-Bakers, by the name 
of Lime-Water, as it happens to be 
wanted ; becaufe they ufe it much in 
tefining their fugars. ‘This is alfo. 
much praifed for cleanfing and drying 
up old foul ulcers ; both by its inter- 
nal ufe, and wafhing’ them frequent- 
ly with it. ‘This indeed cannot pro- 
perly be called an Officinal Water 5

: Camphorated Water. 

Take Roman Vitriol and Bole Ar- .

ly with it warm, It is good againft 
‘all inflammations ; and almoft infalli- 
bly cures défluxions of rheum upon 
the eyes. If it be.too fharp for that 
ufe, it may-be diluted with a little 
Spring-Water, at the time of appli- 
cation. It keeps the gums clean and 
firm to the feeth ; if they are fre-~ 
' quently 
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quently rubb’d with it. And in the 
dich, it is both fafe and efficacious ; by 
frequently wafhing the eruptions and 
parts affected with it.

Take Male Piony Root 4 ounces,

Stechas 1 ounce and a half; Red 
Rofes, Cowflips, ana 2 handfuls; 
Rhodium Wood, yellow Saunders, 
ana 6 drams ; Nutmegs 1 ounce and 
a half; Galangals half an ounce ; 
Cardamoms and Cubebs, ana 3 drams; 
Bruife and infufe them all in 14 pound 
of the beft White-wine, for ten days ; 
then add 1 pound of Cinnamon, which 
let fland in infufion two days longer ; 
and then diftil off as much as the Wine 
put on. Ca 

This is, in the main, an excellent 
compotition for the purpofe its title 
expreffes ; there being not above two 
or three ingredients, but what are ef- 
feétual to that intention ; but there are 
rather too many for the quantity of 
liquor ordered: and therefore if a 
clean good fpirit be put. for the 
Wine, and fomewhat more in quan- 
tity, it will make a moft agreeable Wa- 
ter: and if it be dulcified witha little 
Sugar, about 1 ounce to each pound, 
xt will be very palatable, and an ex- 
cellent cordia}, from half an ounce to 
2 ounces at a time, in any faintings 
or finkings of the fpirits; or upon 
any iudden ficknefs at the flomach. 
"This has not yet got into the fhops, 
‘but very well deferves it. 


Aqua Hormini Comp. 

Compound Clary Water. 
Take frefh Leaves of Clary 12 
handfuls; iprinkle upon them 1 pound 


of Spirit of Wine, and diftil to dry- 
nefs in a cold ftill: to what comes 
off put 10 handfuls of frefh Leaves, 
of Flowers of Archangel 6 handfuls, _ 


and make a fecond diftillation; which — 


repeat with frefh ingredients, and the 


“fame liquor, a third time, adding | 


to the laft t ounce of Nutmegs, and —

All thefe materials, except the Nut- 
megs, are very unfit for diftillation ;

Its title exprefles its principal ufe ;

having a narrow neck, to the con- 
fumption of half the quaiitity ; and

Aqua Arthritica, Gout-Water. 

TakeFlowers of Camomile, Leaves 
of Penniroyal, Lavender, Marjoram, 
Rofemary, Sage, Ground-pine, each 
2 ounces; Myrrh 1 ounce, Cloves, 
Cinnamon, each 2 drams ; Roots of 
Piony half an ounce, Pellitory of 
Spain, Cyprefs Orrice, ana 2 drams ; 
the leffer Cardamoms, and Cubebs, 
ana 1 dram; of Nutmegs half an 
ounce.  Infufe all together, well 
bruifed, for fourteen days, in 1 gallon 
of rectified Spirit of Wine ; and then 
diftil the whole, 

st much approves of this 
compofition, becaufe the ingredients 
coincide in the main intention ; which 
he is mighty critical in obferving. 
There is no occafion of rectified Spj- 
rit of Wine, if it be drawn by the 
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alembic, which is moft proper; un- 
lefs it be thought that a lower men- 
ftruam will not extract the virtues of 
the ingredients ; and therefore double 
the quantity of common Proof Spi- 
rit may ferve as well. It may be dul- 
cified with a little fine Sugar, to 
make it more palatable. Itis avery 
good Water in any nervous cafes. 
and a continued moderate ufe of it 
will comfort and fortify the fibres, 
fo as to prevent the difcharge of fuch 
juices upon the joints, as caufe arthri- 
tic pains and {wellings. Alfo in pal- 
fies, epilepfies, lofs of memory, and 
any nervous decays, it is a good me- 
dicine; and particularly for thofe 
whofe principal fprings are almoft 
worn out by long ufe, and begin to 
fhrink with age: for groffer recruits 
are not fufficient to moiften and warm 
their chilled decaying organs. 


Aqua Apopleética Sennerti, Ze Apo- 
pletic Water of Sennertus. 

Take Lilies ofthe Valley 1 pound, 
of the beft Rhenifh Wine 6 pound ; 
fieep them together fourteen days : 
then diftil; and to the Water add. 
Flowers of Lavender, Cubebs, Cin. 
namon, Nutmegs, Mace, and Galan- 
gals, each half a dram ; Mifletoe of 
the Oak and Piony Roots, each 6 
drams: digeft again for fourteen days 
in a clofe veffel ; and diftil as before. 

This is a good compofition in all 
nervous diftempers ; and particularly 
a great cordial and cephalic. The 
Aqua Temperata Cephalica, and the 
Aqua Mirabilis Langii, both in the 
Auguftan Difpenfatory, with many 
others of the like kind, differ very 
lictle from it. |

This.is calculated for the cold ftill ; 
but it would be much better to have 
the ingredientsall dry, and well bruif- 
ed together ;, and inftead of the Ca- 
momile and Dill-Waters, to increafe 
thofe ingredients, and put into the 
alembic fo much Spirit of Wine, and 
draw it off that way. It is an ad- 
mirable carminative, and may be afed

Aqua Nephritica, Water againft the 
Gravel and Stone. 

‘Take the Kernels of Black Cher- 
ries 2 ounces, of Peaches 6 ounces, 
of BitterAlmonds 4 ounces : beat them 
toathin Pafte ina mortar, with Ma- 
Jaga or Rhenifh Wine; then take 
Seeds of Smallage, Treacle-Mutftard, 
Gromwel, and Parfley, each 2 oun- 
ces ; which beat in like manner ; and 
mix with the former. To both thefe 
put 4 ounces of Juniper-berries, and

«green ; freth Garlick 2 ounces, Onions

This is as well contrived for its in- 
tention, as any thing by diftillation 
could poffibly be ; and as our College 
give us but one compofition for this 
purpofe amongft their Waters, which 
is the Agua Raphani Compofita, it 
would be well to introduce this, or 
{omewhat like it, into the fhops. It 
is as powerful a detergey and cleanfer; 
as any thing in this form can be ; 
and is good in all ill habits and ob- 
ftructions of the vifcera ; as alfo in in- 
farctions of the lungs: fo that it 
would do fervice in dropfies, the 
jaundice, afthma’s, pleurifies, and 
the like ails ; in which cafes we have 
not yet-any officinal compofition fo 
good, that is made by diftillation. — 
‘Che Spirit and Water of Black-Cher- 
ries, and of Parfley, are of little mo- 
ment ; and therefore their place is 
better fupplied with the fame Wine, 
as at firtt ordered, It may be given 
from+1 to 3 or 4, ounces, and'repeat- 
ed as often as the exigency of the 
cafe requires, 


Aqua Odorifera, 
Sewect-fcented Water, | 
Take Orange-water and Rofe-wa-_ 
ter, of each equal quantities ; put. 
them into a large wide-mouth’d glafs, 
and itrew gently apon the furface as‘ 
much Jeflamy-Flowers as will cover — 
it; then tie the mouth of the. glafs 
over fo carefully, that the flowers be 
not fhook down to the bottom; and

This has a place in. many Di/pen- 
fatorie:, for an extraordinary cordial 
and cephalic. Zzvelfer, in the Royal 
Difpenjatory, adds ‘White-Wine 2 
pound ; determines the quantity of 
Mufk to 5 grains ; and reje€ts, with 
good reafon, the Bone and Pearl, as 
he might alfo the Endive. Wine 
ought tobe put, or Spirit in‘its toom, 
for the Waters ; and their refpeCtive 
Simples added to the other ‘ingredi- 
ents, that are of any moment in this 
intention, for few ‘of them are kept 
in our fhops. The whole thus regu- 
lated makes anadmirable medicine for 
the purpofe expreffed inits title; and

veniently made at any time; becaufe 
the ingredients are always in ftore and 
athand.

Aqua Damafcena Odorifera, 
A feet feented Damask Water. 


Take Florentine Orrice, Cloves, 
Cubebs, Cinnamon, Grains of Para- 
dife, Calamus Aromaticus, each 1 
ounce ; Marjoram, Thyme, Bay- 
Leaves, Flowers of Rofemary and 
red Rofes, each 1 handful ; of La- 
vender 3 drams, the beft White- 
Wine 1 gallon and a half; add Mufk 
half a fcruple, Civet 6 grains ; and 
diftil as ufual. 

This makes a very pleafant and 
ufeful Cordial, for thofe who can bear 
the fweets. Change the Wine for 
Spirit ; and to each gallon allow of 
- fine Loaf-Sugar 4 ounces, to make it 
ftill more pleafant. There can be no 
decay of {pirits, or diforder from a 
nervous origin, in which this will 
not be of fervice. 

Thus far we have followed our 
predeceffors, who have been induf- 
trious in handing down to us fuch 
Recipes under this denomination as 
they thought moft worth notice ; but 
the prefent practice has alfo furnifhed 
us with fome Waters, which are kept 
either at particular fhops only, or are 
not yet-enough known to bring them 
into general practice. Some of thefe 
therefore we fhall here give the for- 
mule of; without mentioning the 
names of their firft preferibers,

Aqua Antiphthifica, 
A Water againf? Confumptions. 

Take Snails frefh out of the Gar- 
den, with their Shells, 4 pound ; 
Leaves of Liver-wort, Lung-wort, 
Ground Ivy, Scabious, Paul’s Be- 
tony, Self-heal, each 6 ounces ; Cruft 
of Bread half a pound ; Conferve of 
Red Rofes and Succory -Flowers,each _ 
12 ounces; Nutmegs, N°. 6. Let 
all be bruifed together into a math ; 
and pour upon them of Milk hot 
frow the Cow 1 gallon and a half; 
ftirring them welltogether : about an 
hour after put to them of Malaga 
Wine 1 gallon, Damatk Rofe Water 
2 pound, and draw off with a fand- 
heat 2 gallons. pn 

This Water was long kept in a par- 
ticular fhop, for the ufe only of the 
prefcriber ; who was a Phyfician of 
greatnote. It is wonderfully com- 
mended in many families who have: 
ufed it; and many inftances are pro- 
duced of perfons recovered almoft 
from the grave, by drinking it in 
great plenty, for a confiderable time 
together, but it muft be frefh made 
pretty often, becaufe it has hardly 
Spirit enough to keep it long in hot 
weather without fouring ; and fuch 
Waters ought always to ftand in a cool 
cellar or vault, where they will keep 
the longeft from alteration. ‘This 
compofition yields as much to deferve 
the title it ftands under, as any that 
can well be contrived: and becaufe 
the College Di/penfatory has very little 
under this intention, we fhall give the 
reader his choice of two or three 
more of the like kind. :

Take Garden-Snails 6 pound, 
Earth-Worms 3 pound, -Leaves of 
Clary, Comfrey, Sage, and Ground- 
Ivy, each 6 handfuls; Nutmegs 1 
ounce and a half, Cloves 10 drams:

Take. Garden-Snails 2 gallons, 
Earth-Worms 4 pound: math them 
together; and put them into an 
earthen pan, with 2 gallons of the 
ftrongeft . Spruce-Beer; which ftir 
well together, and let it ftand an 
hour or two. Then take Colts-foot, 
Clary, Comfrey, Pine-tops, Hore- 
hound, and Ground Ivy, each four 
handfuls. Take out the Stalks and 
lower parts of each plant, bruife 
them all together, and mix with 
the former: to which add of Nut- 
megs. 2 ounces, Benjamin 4 ounces, 
and Saffron 1 ounce ; which have a 
week before ftood in infufion with 
1 gallon of a clean Cyder Spirit : 
throw in all thefe together with 1 
gallon of new: Milk; and diitil. al- 
moft to drinefs ; to each pound put

This will keep without much dan- 
-ger of decay 3 and is a moft admira- 
ble. medicine for the purpofe it is. 
prefcribed. For in compotitions of 
this contrivance, the Milk, and fome 
of the balfamic ingredients, which in 
others, or of themfelves, would raife 
nothing but phlegm, will be lifted 
up with the nitrous volatile part of 
the Snails and. Worms; and together 
make a moft noble, healing, deter- 
gent liquor.

Take Snails, as before, and Earth- 
Worms, each 6 pound ; Elecampane 
Root green, 1 pound; Ground-Ivy 
pick’d from its coarfe large ftalks, and 
Pine-tops, each 7 handfuls ; Pimento 


or Jamaica Pepper half a pound; - 


grofly powder the Spice, math the 
others together, and pour to them 
common Strong Beer 3 gallons a- 
bout which ‘quantity draw off, and 
{weeten at pleafure with fine Sugar. 

This is an eafier purchafe, for thofe 
who cannot pay dear for their health, 
than either of the former ; and will 
with care and other convenient helps, 
do great fervice in raifing languifh- 
ing conftitutions ; and in deterging, 
healing, and ftrengthening thofe vif- 
cera, (the lungs in particular) whofe 
decays were bringing on a general 
confumption. To lay firefs upon 
things of this kind, they ought to be 
drank from 1 to 2 pound ina day, 
for a month or two together,

Take Garden-Snails 6 gallons, 
Karth Worms, 3 galions, common 
Wormwood, Ground-Ivy, and Car- 
duus, each 1 pound and a half; Pen- 
niroyal, Juniper-berries, Fennel-feeds, 
Anifeeds, each half a pound; Cloves 
and Cubebs bruifed, each 3 ounces ; 
Spirit of Wine, and common Water, 
each 8 gallons: digeft them twenty | 
four hours; and draw off the Water 
in an alembic. . 

This is much of the fame virtues 
with the foregoing, and contrived 
very well for cheapnefs : being pub- 
lifhed as the common Snail-Water 
ufed in the publick Hofpitals.

Take Sage and Mint, each 2 hand- 
fuls; Water-crefles and Brook-lime, 
each 4 handfuls; and.

This is very eafily made, both by

At firft an 
acid fluid will come over, after- 
wards a light red Oil, and at laft, 
with an extream degree of heat, a 
thick black Oil, which finks thro’ 
the other fluids to the bottom of 
the receiver.

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General direftions having been. 
given for the diftillation of . Oils, 
there remains only to give a lift of 
fuch as are moft common, and to 
point out their feveral ufes in prac- 
tice. : 


Oleum 
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-Oleum Abfinthii, O77 of Wormwooll. 


This is very fetid and naufeous, 
as are all thofe which are dtawn from 
plants of a tough, gummy, or bal- 
famic tinéture, as of Box, Savin, &c. 
and therefore it is not much, or 


hardly atall in internal prefcription '; 


but it is frequently ordered m em- 
plafters, againft worms in children, 
to be applied to the belly ; for its 
penetrating naufeoufnefs is reckoned 
fo far to get through the pores, as 
to difturb thofe ugly inhabitants, and 

romote their rejectment. Some make 


_ alfothe Oil of Roman Wormwood : 


but this is a plant which affords its 


Oil with fo much difficulty, and in 


fuch {mall quantities, that it is hard- 
ly worth drawing, both on account 
of its unpleafantnefs and ‘its fearcity ; 


_-and therefore it is little ufed. And 


this may be taken for:a general rule 
in thefe preparations, that the eafier 
any Oil parts from its principal, the 
better it is for ufe ; and brings along 
with it more of its vittues ; for the 
force of extraction will in fome mea- 
fure vary its properties : and there- 
fore does this of the Rotman Worm- 


- wood fall fo fhort of the virtues of 


the plant. 


Oleum Anethi, O77 of Dill. 

This is drawn from the feeds ; 
and has all the virtues of the plant ; 
but it is not much ufed. 


Oleum Anifi, O// of Anife. 

This has exaétly the fmell and tafte 
of the feed ; becaufe it abounds fo 
much as to want very little force in 
feparation ; as it likewife does in moft 
feeds ; and thofe plants which run moft 
to feed in their growth. This Oilis a 
wonderful Carminative, a good Pec- 
toral, and is much ufed. Its dofe is 
from 8 to 3 or 4 drops, on Sugar ; 
er with any convenient liquor. Mott 
of thefe Oils are fo hot, that 1 drop 


is too great a dofe : therefore they are 
generally, by the intermediation of 
Sugar, diffolved in fome proper li- 
quid ; and diluted fo, that a dofe may 
not exceed a third, a fifth, or an 
eighth of that quantity ; which is 
not diftributable without fuch a ma- 
nagement. For this reafon, under 
each of thefe, an affigned dofe is not 
to be expected ; but every one may 
judge of the proportions proper, by 
the heat and pungency of the Oil 
upon the tongue ; though fome are fo 
hot, as hardly to be endured upon 
fuch a trial; as thofe of Origany, 
Cloves, and fome of the hot aro- 
matics. 


Oleum Anthus, O7/ of Rofemary.. 

This lofes little or nothing of the 
plant ; and is beft drawn when 'the 
plant is in flower. It is much in the 
Sal Volatile Oleofum-; efpecially in 
fuch kinds of itas are made extempore 
by inftillation of effential Oils into 
Spirit of Sal Armoniac, and tartarized 
Spirit of Wine, which is a common 
practice amongft fome coarfe opera- 


‘tors, and fach as work for the whole- 


fale fhops, and diftant low-priced 
cuftomers. Some have a trick like- 
wife of making the Hungary Water 
off-hand by the fame cunning: but 
its flavour is not by much fo good as 
that drawn according to the direc- 
tions given in their proper place ; be~. 
caufe there is fome part of a volatile 
Salt in thefe aromatic plants, too fine 
to be held in their Oils ; which. by 
clofe and careful diftillation may be 
preferved in a large quantity of Spi- 
rit. And for this reafon it is, that 
thofe poteftates, or powers, with 
Which Salmon ftuffed his Difpenfa- 
tory, and which were contrived only 
for quacks, and clandeftine practice, 
will not make fo good Waters, asthe . 
ingredients themfelyes regularly dif- 
tilled, : 


Oleum. 
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Oleum Aurantiorum, 
Oil of Oranges. 

_ This is made of the outer yellow 
Rind or Peel, which yields moft when 
it isjuft pared off. It has thofe vir- 
tues of the Rind, that make it car- 
minative and cephalic; but it. lofes 


that which makes the other fo good’ 


a ftomachic: for that in which the 
bitter confifts, will no more come 
over with the Oil, than with the 
Water. This is not often prefcribed ; 
and is moft ufed to {cent Pomatums 
and Unguents for the nicer fort of 
patients. 


Oleum Carui, O:/ of Caraways. 

This is very hot and difcuffive ; and 
therefore a good carminatiye, and fre- 
quently ufed ; the quantity of a drop 
in adofe ; with cathartic pills, to pre- 
vent their griping. 


Oeum Caryophyllorum, 
Oil of Cloves. 

This is heavy, and will fink in Wa- 
ter. There is fome of thisimported, 
made from the Bark of a Tree which 
produces the Spice ; and isofa high 
red colour ; but that is beft which jis 
made here, and looks pale. [it is 
often grievoufly adulterated 3 yet the 
genuine may with care and, frill be 
made tolerably cheap in England.]} It 
is ufed as the former, and is in great 
quantities in the Pi/. ex Duobus, It 
is very often prefcribed ; and in one 
dofe of a cathartic, one drop is an 
outfide proportion. 


Oleum Chamezmeli, 
Oil of Camomile. 

The plant affords but a {mall quan- 
tity of this Oil; as ali do which feed 
little ; and is therefore dear. It is 
ufed chiefly, as the former, to cor- 
rect purgers ; and fometimes alfo it is 
given as a carminative in boles ; a 
drop or two to a dofe : and it often 
does good, by fuddenly removing 
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thofe flatus’s which occafion ftitches 
_and pains of the fide. | 


Oleum Cinnamomi, 
Onl of Cinnamon. 

This is a noble medicine, and very 
frequently prefcribed in boles, or 
rubbed in powders, in all thofe cafes 
where the Spice it is drawn from 
proves ufeful. One drop is a good 
dofe ; it being very warm. It isa 
great cordial, and mightily ftrength- 
ens the ftomach and nerves. 
adulterate it; for what is genuine is 
extremely dear: that which is right, 
dinks in Water. Some make an. 
Olzfaccharum with it, and thence an 


, €xtemporary Cinnamon-Water, but — 


it is inferior to that regularly drawn. 
[There are thofe who make excellent 


Cinnamon Water by this means; when — 
the Oil is genuine, new, and drawn — 


in England ; and thus fave the trou- 
ble and charge of a diftillation.| The 
Water ufed in the diftillation of this 
Oil, will be impregnated fo much 
with the Spice, after all the Oil is 
feparated, that it is worth faving, ei- 
ther to ufe again for the fame pur- 
pofe another time, or inftead of the 
Aqua Cinnamomi Tenuis. 


Oleum Feeniculi, O7/ of Fennel. 

This has the properties of the plant 
it comes from; but is feldom pre- 
{cribed. . 


Oleum Hederx, Oi! of Ixy. 

This is an empyreumatical fetid 
Oil, like that of Wormwood ; and 
hardly ever ufed in medicine ; but 
"tis in fome efteem amongft Anglers, 
in the compofition ef fome of their 
paftes. It is by fome recommended 
for embrocations in rheumatic pains ; 
but is never prefcribed for any fuch 
purpofes. 


Oleum Juniperi, Oi? of Funiper. 
This is drawn from ‘the Berries, 
whofe virtues it very powerfully con- 
tains, 


Many 
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tains. It is much of the Turpentine 


kind; and.is fometimes adulterated 
- with the Oil thereof. It is ufually 


prefcribed in colics, and pains from 
the ftone and gravel ; from one to 
five or fix drops, in any proper vehi- 
cle; and in {uch cafes it frequently 
does great fervice: it is alfo.a power- 
fal diuretic, and forcibly deterges 
the urinary paflages ; which may be 


_ known by its {cent in the urine. 


Oleum Lavendulz, Oi/ of Lavender. 

This has much of the fcent and 
virtues of the plant ; though it is 
feldom or never prefcribed fingly ; 
but as it makes a part in fome other 
compofitions. It is fometimes drop- 
ped upon the volatile Salts for {mell- 
ing-bottles ;_ and its flavour in them 


is very agreeable. 


Oleum Limonum, Oi] of Lemons. 
‘This is made of the Peels, in the 
fame manner as that of Oranges ; 
and agrees with it in its medicinal 
virtues : it is very rately prefcribed ; 
and its greateft ufe is to {cent Poma- 
tums and Unguents. 


Oleum Macis, Oi! of Mace. 
This differs little from that of 


Cloves, and is feldom made, and — 


rarely preferib’d ; the Oil made by 
expreflion being moft in ufe. 


Oleum Majorane, Oil of Marjoram. 
This poffefles the virtues of its 
plant ; but is very rarely prefcribed. 


. Oleum Menthe, Oil of Mint. 
This much fails of the virtues of 
its plant, as the Oils of all aftringents 
mutt neceflarily do:; for what gives 
them that property, and which in 
many things may be drawn out by 
tin@ture, will notwithitanding refufe 
to be elevated in diftillation: and 
therefore the Oil, as well as every 
thing elfe that comes over the helm, 


is deftitute of that property. .How- 
ever, this js fo much accounted warm 
and ftomachic, that it is fometimes 
directed upon emplafters, to apply 
to the pit of the ftomach, efpecially 
in fettled naufea’s and vomitings ; 
but ’tis otherwife very little pre- 
{cribed. 


Oleum Nucis Mofchate, 

: Oil of Nutmegs. 

This is a very pleafant: Oil, of’ 
the virtues of the Spice it comes 
from ; but ’tis much more. ufed in 
compofitions, than prefcribed alone. 
It is often mixed with volatile Salts 
to {mell to; as that of Lavender. It 
is accounted a cephalic ; and holds 
a place in compofition under, that, 
intention ; but it does not well agree 
with the ftomach ; and ftrangely re- 
gurgitates in fome people. 


Oleum Origani, Origany. 

This is an extremely hot Oil, and 
feldom ufed inwardly ; though it is 
a mighty thing with fome people for 
the tooth ach ; they holding it, up- 
onfome Lint or Cotton in the mouth, 
as near the part in pain as can be. 


Oleum Pulegii, Oi! of Pennirayal. 
This has the virtues of the plant 3 
but is very rarely ufed. — 


Oleum Rhodii, O:/ of Rhodium. 

This.is of a wonderful fine {cent, 
and makes one of the mott delicate 
Purfumes ; for which purpofe it is 
ufed in Pomatums and Liniments 5 
but not otherwife. The wood from 
which it is drawn affords fo little, 
that it is extremely dear, and there- 
fore generally adulterated. [4 much 
larger proportion of this Oil may be 
obtained than ufual 3 by a proper ma- 
nagement of the full, and a proper” 
treatment of the wood before diftilla- 
tion: and this might be a gainful fe- 
cret in fome hands.) 
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Oleum Rutz, Oi? of Rue. 

It is to be fufpected, that this fails 
much of the virtues of its plant ; for 
that is of a vifcid contexture ; and 
has a great deal which it will not 
part with, fo as to rife in the ftill. It 
is hardly ever prefcribed, 


Oleum Salvie, Oil of Sake. 


This fails of the virtues of the 
plant, for the fame reafon as that of 
Mint ; and though it ftands made in 
the fhops, it’s feldom ufed ; and hard- 
ly ever met with in prefcription. 


Oleum Sabine, O;/ of Savin. 

This is reckoned to contain the 
_ Virtues of its plant; but is not met 
with in any internal prefcription. 
Outwardly it is chiefly ufed to rub 


upon emplafters for the belly againtt - 


worms in childrem; and in fome bal- 
fams to'deterge foul ulcers. 


Oleum Saffafias, Oj/ of Saffafras. 
This has the virtues of the Wood 
from whence it is drawn ; but it is 
not fo gratefully fcented. It is fel- 
dom ufed, unlefs by fome in vene- 
real cafes, and in rheumatic pains ; 
but this praétice is little encouraged 
by its fuccefs, 


Oleum Succini, O;/ of Amber. 
This has been already given in the 


preceding part under the preparations 
of Amber, N°. 637. 


Oleum Terebinthinz, 
Oil of Turpentine. 

This has alfo been before defcribed 
in the foregoing part. 

There is mention made of many 
more Oils of this kind from medi- 
cated fimples, by fome Difpenfatory- 
Writers: and their produétion is all | 
by the fame ways, as have been 
fhewn under fome or other of thefe. 
When therefore any demand happens 
for fuch things, they may be made 
on purpofe ; . but as they are’ rarely 
ufed, we have excluded their notice a 
here : and many indeed that we have _ 
inferted are feldom called for ; yet as. 
they are generally in the fhops, it 
was thought proper juit to mention 
them. / 

There are other Oils in the fhops, 
which may be properly called effen- 
tial, made by expreffion ; as the Oil 
of Mace, of Almonds, of Linfeed, 
and any other Fruit, Seed, or Ker- 
nel, of the like kind; which by be- 
ing beat to a kind of Pafte, or grofs 
Powder, and hard prefs’d, will emit 
their Oil, as it is kept for ufe. Their 
virtues all anfwer to their refpective 
principals ; and therefore thither we 
refer the reader for them : only this 
admonition may be takenby the way, _ 
to avoid thefe Oils which for-lucre | 
fake are drawn from Seeds heated by 
the fire, (becaufe they will yield the 
more) for fuch are not fo foft ; and 
fooner grow rancid, and unfit for 
ufe.

Traumaticum are however hardly ever 
preferibed. or made, or at leaf not 
enough to require much care to be taken 
about them ; and the Decoctum com- 
mune pro Clyftere, and Decoctum 
Petorale, cannot well be burt by boil- 
ing, becaufe there is nothing in them 
exhaleable to their detriment ; and a 
_ bittle boiling may take out more of that 
Soft fubftance which is required from 
their ingredients, than bare infufion 
awould. The Lac Virginale, which 
happens to have got into company with 
| rhefe, is hardly ever made; the fame

«The two bitter infufions are fuffici- 


ently known in common practice, and 


ter ordered thus than by way of De-

much more grateful bitter without the 
 Wormevood, The infufion is much 
found fault with for an over quantity 
| of the Sal Tartan, which makes it 
| fimy and mucilaginous; and it is 
certain, that fo fur as the Salt of Tar- 
tar is of ufe to draw out the Tincture 
of the Sena, a much lefs quantity is 
fufficient ; but if it be confidered as to 
any medicinal efficacy in itfelf, this 
much alters the cafe.

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Roots or Barks there are fometimes or- 


dered Herbs, Seeds, and other things 


‘of alaxer texture, the latter are bef 


ordered to be put in, after the other 
have boiled their due time; not only 
becaufe they leave the liquor in a better 
condition to draw out what is defired 
from thofe harder fubfiances, but as 
themfelves alfo, by long boiling, might 
Juffer, ina lofs of their more volatile 
parts. 

Another remarkable circumfiance in 
decoction is, that when agglutinants or 
emollients are thus managed, they by. 
no means ought to be clarified ix the 
common way with the whites of eggs s 
becaufe all that is expecied in them 
of any medicinal efficacy cwill by this 
means rife with the fcum and be loft, 
or at leaft the greateft part of it + fuch 
things therefore will admit of being 
made fine only by fettling, and pour- 
ing off the clear part. 

What is dire&ied in extemporaneous 
prefeription in this form, is generally 
fent to the patient under the title of 
an Apoxent, commonly in the quantity 
of a quart at a time, to be drank of 
plentifully as common drink. 

The ufual intentions, wherein tinc- 
tures and infufions are ordered in com- 
mon praice, are thofe of cephalics, 
fromachics, or cathartics: The firft 
takes in odorous and aromatic fimples, 
and fuch as are called for in nervous 
affeciions 3. the ftomachics receive the 
Jame things in conjunfion with bit- 
ters; the cathartics fuch as are ap- 
propriated to that diftinGtion by their 
purgative qualitics. In all nervous 
cafes, the odorous fimples are beft 
brought inta tinéure with /piritous 
or vinous liquors, as they moft readily 
give out their virtues to them; and 
this is beft done cold; or, awhen heat is . 
required, in clofe veffels, to. prevent 
exhalation and lofs of the better parts. 
TinGure or infufions likewife of the 
fromachics are beft ordered without 
heat, and commonly in liquors mode- 
rately fpirituous, as the ordinary white 

; , Wines ry 
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wines. And cathartics, whether refi- 
nous or faline, for extemporaneous oc- 


-tafions, want nothing more than hot 
Water, as in making common Tea, to 
“draw out their virtues, 


The proper- 
tions of ingredients in all thefe cafes 
cannot be adjuffed but by examples, and 
experience of the patient's ftrength ; 
but for cephalics and ftomachics, it is 
@ certain rule never to fate a Liquor 
with ingredients beyond what is agree- 
able tothe palate ; for an irkfome cor- 
dial or ftomachic almoft implies an 


abfurdity ; though in byfieric affec-.

Served in Sugar or Honey, under the titles 
of Syrups, Honeys, Oxymels, Juices, 
Candies, Confittions, and Conferves ; 
al which forms differ in little elfe 
than the management, whereby their 
refpefiive materials are joined with 
Sugar or Honey; and all of thefe feem 
contrived either. to proferwe certain 
things as near as poffible to the con- 
dition in “whith nature affords them, 
ar elfe to render'them more palatable in 
taking. 

Jn order to judge what dependance 
may be badupon thefe things in any 
intention which ‘may occur in extem- 
poraneous practice, we muft examine 
the fiinefs y the parts of the Materia 
medica to b¢ fo mixed; to which pur- 
pofe we are to confider what itis which 
the Sugar or Honey doth. f 

In this view, the materials thus or- 
dered may be confidered either in their 
whole fubfance with which the Sugar 
is immediately mixed, as in the Con- 
ferves; or elje in their Fuices and De- 
‘codions 3 which are afterwards boiled 
up with Sugar or Honey into Syrup. 
And in Juch a review of them, we 
‘are to have agreat regard ta that par-

ticular quality in the Simples, in 
avhich their medicinal virtues confi/?, 
as it is, or is not capable of preferva- 
tion by this means; and to its quan- 
tity of efficacy or power of operation; 
to fee whether after this manner we 
can have enough of it in a convenient

Of things which are immediately 
mixed in fubfiance with Sugar, thoje 
only feem fitted for it whofe predomi- 
nant qualities are thus to be preferved, 
and thus to be given as a medicine, 
from uhich fomewhat may be exped- 
ed to be done. Thus the flowers of 
Lavender, Rofemary, the outer Peels. 
of Oranges and Lemons, and a feu 
more of thofe ordered in conferves, 
are prefervatle with fugar in fuch a 
manner, that fnall quantities of them 
will anfrer in fuch intentions as they 
are fuited to anfwer in any other form. 
But Mint, Scurwy-grafs, Rue, and 
Juch Things as require ta be taken in 
large quantities. before we can lay any 
firefs upon them, are very unfit far 
shistreatment ; Lecaufe a doje fufficient 
to be trufted to is enough to naufeate 
the fomath, and do mifchief otheraife, 
by the Sugar they. neccflarily are a

boiling, becaufe.ther colours by fuch .

The alterant Syrups, either fimple ~ 
or compound, which are made from de-. 
codtions, and take notin Sugar enough 
to give. them a due confiftence without 
boiling, do moft require clarification, 
avhich is commonly done «with the 
Whites of Eggs but this-addition to~~ 
their fightline/s, is an injury to their 
virtues, where any thing mucilaginous 
or wifcid is required, for the reafons 
before. given concerning decottions = 
But amongft this whole tribe, — this 
caution is no where fo neceffary as in 
the Syrupus. de Meconio. What is » 
taken from the Poppy, and which fole» — 
Ly gives the virtue to this Syrup, wilt - 
make a decoction thick ; and if that be 
taken out by clarification, the medicine 


becomes of little or no effect ; fo that a 


certain way to know when this may be 
trufted to, is by its. making a draught 
thick and foul, and depofiting a light 
Sediment upon fianding. 

There are fo many under this title of 
Syrups yet retained in the Difpenfa- 
tories, which are hardly ever made or 
prefcribed, that the particular exa- 
mination of them would be a needlefs 
trouble; and. therefore it may be fujfi- _ 
cient to obferve that thefe are the Syru- 
pus de Abfinthio fimplex, ju/ly ne- 
gleaed for its naufeoufne/s ; the com- 
pound Syrup under the fame title ; the 


Syrupus.de Artemifia, de Eryfimo, 
-Myrtinus,. de Pomis alterans, de — 


Pzonia compofitus, de Praflio, de — 
Stachade, de Symphyto; and a- 
mongft the Syrupi purgantes, the Sy- 
rupus de Cichoreo cum Rhabarbaro, 
_de.Pomis. purgans, and Rofaceus fo- . 
lutivus cum sire eat 

. 2 OF thofe which are. frequently in 
ufe, a {meme de alin is the 
moft confiderable compound. but if, we 


examine 
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examine the efficacies or fitnefs of the 
Several ingredients for this form, Wwe 
Jeall foon enter into the reafon why it 
és now frequently ordered in its decoc- 
tion, to be ufed like a common apaxem, 
in large draughts at a time; which 
sway it is certainly a good emollient, 
and fervictable in nephritic diforders, 
by lubricating the paffages; but if a 
quart cr two of this may fafely be drank 
in @ day, very little can be expected 
Jiom enbat Syrup can be got down in the 
fame time. . : 
The fame holds good in the Syrupus 
Capillorum Veneris, de Glycyrrhi- 
Za, and & quingue Radicibus, for their 
aecoétions may be drank in large quan- 
tities with fafety, and require to be fo 
taken when any thing is expected from 
them; fo that all thefe things are of 
ufe in Syrups only to Javeeten Decofions, 
or Fuleps of like intention ; or elfe to 
make up Boles ar EleGuaries intoa due 
confiftence. 
4e Syrupus de Mentha is a com- 
bifition of fome efficacy, bring a grate- 
ful aftringent. But even this ought 
to be trufied to only as a weak auxilj- 
ary. The fame is objervable of the 
‘ Syrupus de Rofis ficcis, © 
The Syrupus de Cinnamomi may 
anfewer im the intention of a reftiin- 
gent, but for its fpicy and cordial 
quality, that muft necefarily be loft 
7” fo long boiling as 1s required to give 
22 comfjtence, with half a pound of 
Sugar to one pint of Water. The o- 
ther Spices and Seeds direfed to be 
“made into Syrups after the Same man- 
ner, are liable to the fame inconveni- 
encies; as are alfa the Syrups from the 
Citron, Orange, and Lemon Peels. 
But all the flavour from thefe ingre- 
tients «which can be retained in a Sy- 
rup, as this form is commonly kept in 
the fhops ia open pots, or thofe loofely 
coweria’, is foon loft by fanding ; fo 
that fuch things are, to great difad- 
Wantage ordered this way. The Sy- 
rupus Balfamicus is liable to the fame 
dojs, but is dire@ed with the utmoft 


care poffible, to preferve its mare fra- 
grant and volatile parts. This laf 
mentioned Syrup. is frequently for 
cheapne/s made with Storax or Benja- 
min, or both; the difference being 
Lardly difeoverable, and the Sraud of 
no very ill confequence. . 
The firft way direced to make the 
Syrupus Chalybeatus #s hardly prac. 
ticable, becaufe the Sal Martis docs 
not feem diffalvable in the compound 
Gentian Water ; and as the Syrupus 
de Pomis alterans 7s /carce ever made 5 
this way, F believe, hath never been 
tried. That with only Steel Wine and 
Sugar, is the old and common way of 
making it, but it is very apt to run in- 
to Candy ; as is likewife the Syrupus 
Croci, and any other of this form made 
with a vinous liquor, becaufe the Su- 
gar isnot fo naturally fufpended in 
them, as in Water and the. thicker 
Siuids 3 and therefore they are more 
ready to fhoot into eryftals. . 
Among the purging Syrups, the 
Sirf, from Succory with Rhubarb, 
hath Leen heretofore much in efteem 3 
but the whole croud of ingredients in 
it, which have been thought either cor- 
vectors or purser: of bile,. are nows 
known toa be of fo little efficacy as- to 
any fuch purpofes, that they are grown 
into negle& ; and that fborter compofi- 
tion, which'bears the title of Syrupus 
de Rhabarbaro, is now much more va- 
lucd; though the Violet. Flowers, the 
Succory and Fennel Waters, feem bus 
wery infignificant circumfiances in mak- 
ing tt. 
“ST he Syrupus ¢ floribus Maloram 


" Perficorum, avhich orders the infufion 


to be five times repeated with frefb 
Flowers, is commonly made with one 
infufion only, with zuft Water enough 
to cover and feald the Flowers; and 
that proves a good gentle emetic or 
purge to young children: the other 
avay would certainly render it flronger, 
but fo very few care for the trouble, 
that I never yet met with any wha 
would vouch for its being thus pre

dire&ed fomewhat in the fame man-

The Syrup of Buckthorn is of 
frrength fufficient to require not above 
teva ounces for its largeft dofe, which 
may conveniently enough be given; 
but the cufamary wway of putting in 
the Spices hath been in a thin bag, 
during its boiling toa confiftence, and 
the lefs time they are expofed to fuch 
treatment the better. 

Among the medicated Honeys, or 
Syrups made with Honey infiead of 
Sugar, there are none in ufe, unle/s 
the Mel Mercuriale, Rofatum, and 
Oxymel Scilliticum ; though it its 
certain, that with things intended 
to expeflorate and deterge, Honey 1s 
more proper than Sugar. The Mel 
Helleboratum hath fometimes been 
ufed in hypochondriacal and maniacal 
affedions, but its operation is fo un- 
certain, that few care to truft it; 
Sor Jometimes it adis as a violent e- 
metic, and at others more by foal ; 
and it is an evident fign that this 
bath not been much ufed in praciice, 
by the neglect of its prefcription in the 
common Difpenfatories ; where, with 
the fame quantity of Hellebore, they 
have fometines ordered thirteen pounds 
of Honey, and fometimes but three. 
poands, The Mel Mercuriale is 
chiefly ufed in clyfters; the Mel Ro- 
fatum iz gargles, and for a fore 
mouth ; and the Oxymel Scilliticam 
a@s an emetic, unlefs when reftrain- 
ed’ by cordial aftringents, as the Cin- 
namon, in mixture, which helps it 
to pals farther, and promote expecio- 
ration, or to go off by urine. The 
Oxymel compofitum is. uniform in 
the intention of its ingredients, and 
Jerves for & good aperient, or deter 
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gent; but if is feldom made or pre- 
fcribed. booed abs. 
One caution in common practice is 
worth every one’s regard, and that is, 
never to prefcribe any thing with Ho- 
ney in it, before enquiring of the pa- 
tient whether be bas any natural a- 
verfion to it, becaufe many confiitu- 
tions have ; infomuch that a dofe of: 
any of the officinal capitals, made 
the common way with Honey, will 
occafion very great and ftrong. difors 
were ee TF ( 
‘Under the next divifion of Rob 
five Sape & Succi, we have nothing 
either in officinal or  extemporaneous 
prefcription, unlefs the Acacia, which 
is the Fuice of floes bailed to a con- 
Jiftences and the Succus Glycyrrhizae ;, 
the latter of which is by many prefer- 
red to the Succus Glycyrrhizez Hif- 
panicaz, becaufe the foreign is very 
often foul and droffy, whereas that 
of our own making is much cleaner,:

The old officinal form.catled Lohoc.

in fo many things of a mucilaginous: 
and flimy texture, mixed with Sugar, 
that foon makes them ferment and: 
four; for which reason thofe few nos 
retained, which are but two in the laft: 
Difpenfatory, are hardly ever made or: 
prefcribed 5 and therefore are not worth. 
examination, as to the uniformity of 
their ingredients in any intention.} 

Nothing ought to be brought into! 
this form, but what is conveniently; 
drawn out by decoction in an Ague- 
ous Menfiruum, as are the exprets’d 
Juices of Plants, Fruits, ce. for any 
thing of a volatile or fpirituous na~ 
ture, will not be contiued herein 
long ; if it does not get away even in | 


- . will remain: in ‘the 


~ 
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the making. The more, likewife, 
any fubftances are difpofed to fermen- 
tation, the lefs are they fit for this 
form: becaufe they will run into new 
coalefcencies, and deftroy the due 
confiftence of the medicine, by fome 
parts being too thick’and ropy, and 
others'too thin: the Juices therefore 
of Fruits, for this reafon, fooneft 
decay inSyrups:’ Whatfoever me- 
dicinal ingredients, then, have their 
virtues: coniifting in their moft folid 
and permanent parts, and fuch as are 
of a faline and earthy nature, are con- 
veniently enough reduced into, and 
preferv’d'in this form; becaufe fuch 
will draw out’ in’ an aqueous body ; 
and bear boiling up to that confiftency 
with Sugar, which is neceflary for 
keeping without evaporating. 

‘For this purpofe, therefore, all 
decoétions from dry Herbs are much 
fitter for this form than the Juices ex- 
prefs’d from thofe Herbs, which 
they are often order’d to be made 
with; becaufe the moft forcible pref- 
fure of a green Plant, mutt ftill leave 
fome portion behind ; and that moft 
probably which is the beft; as the 
thin watry parts run off firft; where- 
as the more faline and fubitantial are 
fo intimately mixed as almoft to make 
a part of the fibres; and therefore 
preffings ; but 

when a plant is dried, which robs 

it only of ‘the phlegm or fuperfluous 
moifture, boiling’ Water naturally 
opens ‘its’ minuteft cells, and. joins 
with the effential Salts, and moft 
material parts of all, ‘And this far- 
ther advantage a Syrup has, made 
from the decoéion of a dry plant, 
‘above that which is ‘made ‘from an 
expre{s’d Juice, that it will be both 
finer, and-keep longer ; as well as be 
ftronger of the ingredient. ) 
Bur becaufe a Syrup can retain no- 
thing but the groffer and more rigid 
parts-of the ingredients) which are 
eoncerii"d in its ¢ompofition ; this 


form is ‘confin’d to’ very few intén- 


tions, which are to be anfwer'd only 
by the medicine’s: operation in the 
ftiomach or bowels; and therefore 
under this divifion we are to look for 
little elfe befides emetics and cathar- 
tics; unlefs for the conveniency of 
other forms, and te make dry fub- 
{tances up into Pills, Boles, or Elec- 
tuaries, or to fweeten Juleps ; and 
render fome things palatable for tak-’ 
ing. Wherefoever, therefore, we 
meet with a Syrup, from any cele- 
brated author, or how pompoufly 
foever dignified with a title ; yet if 
its operation is pretended to lie be- 
yond the primz viz, it ought to be 
rejected. How can it be imagin’d, 
that the intention of a cephalic, as 
it has already been fully explain’d, 
can be anfwer’d by a medicine that 
is inconfiftent with any thing vola- 
tile in its compofition? The fame 
holds good againft any thing herein 
being likewife diaphoretic, and al- 
mott diuretic alfo: though a Syrup 
may be fo loaded with fixed Salts, 
as to carry fome of them into the 
blood ; but then fuch are much better 
managed in other forms. A cephalic, 
an antifcorbutic, an alexipharmic, 
and even a diuretic Syrup, are terms 
ridiculous ; if not contradi€tory. And 
as for the number of thofe, which 
are much the greateft, that are made 
only for the conveniency of extem- 
poraneous forms, there are hardly 
any of them better than fo much 
plain Syrup of Sugar, or common 
Moloffes. And therefore the prefent 
practice has very juftly almoft re- 
jeCted them; for a Julep is now rare. 
ly order’d to be fweeten’d with any 

Shite but plain Sugar.

Of Wines, Tin&tures and. Elixers. 


HERE can be nothing dif- 

ficult in the management of this 
part, to one who has made himfelf 
acquainted with Se. 6, 7. and 8. of 
Part I. concerning digeftion, diffo- 
lution, and the difference of men- 
ftruums. And as almoft the whole 
of the Materia Medica is convenient- 
ly enough, upon many accounts, re- 
ducible into thefe forms, this divi- 
fion will exhauft a great fhare of this 
part. 

[The next way to diftillation, of 
drawing out the medicinal virtues of 
things, is by Tin@ure. And thefe pro- 
coffes differ only in this, that the for- 
mer can take out thofe lighter parts 
only which are able to rife in vapour, 
and the latter all fuch parts as are ca- 
pable of being fufpended in @ men- 

rnum. 

In this divifion it may not be im- 
proper to include all that the London 
Difpenfatory gives us under the titles 
of Tindtures, Elixirs, medicated 
Wines, Vinegars, Decodtions and In- 
Sisfions, becaufe the managements and 


rules of procedure in them all depend Jpirit afterwards. 


upon the fame reafon and principles ; 
thefe feveral forms differing only in 


the fitneffes of the materials for fuf- , 


penfion of fiuids of different confift- 
ences, and the beft manner thence ari- 
fing for drawing them out. The chief 
rule in all which is, that the liquor 
made ufe of for a menfiruum or vebi- 
cle be more or lefs fpirituous, as the 
ingredients which are order’d in it 
are of a lighter or more fixed nature ; 
and the times of fianding in digeflion, 
either hot or cold, are likewtfe to be 
proportion’ d accordingly. 

Under the denomination of Tine- 
tures and Elixirs are generally in- 


cluded thofe things of a volatile, tight 


texture, which bef give out their vir- 
tues to foirituous liquors, and require 
nothing but digeftion to prepare them ; 
and thefe are either fimple or compound. 
Of the former are the Tin€tura Cro- 
ci, Caftorei, Myrrhz fimplex, Sul- 
phuris, Serpentarie, axd Rofarum 
rubrarum ; a// which are order’d in 
liquors judged fuitable to their re- 
Jpective textures and virtues. Saffron 
is drawn with the Aqua Theriacalis 
in the intention of an alexipharmic ; 
but as a cordial, and for the better 
prefervation of its colour, which foon 
fades with any acid, Viberty is. given 
to infufe it likewife in Canary or 
French Brandy. The TinGure of Ca/~ 
tor is likewije drawn by a fpirit with 
equal eafe and readine/s, becaufe both 
thefe are of @ lax texture and foon 
open in fuch vehicles; but the Myrrh, 
upon account of its tenacicty, requires 
a mixture of Salt of Tartar with it, 
and to fland for fome time, previous ta 
its infufion in fpirit; by which means 
its adhefive texture is broken, and it 
comes more readily to unite with the 
Something like to 
this isorder’d with the Radix Serpen- 
tarie Virginian, it being directed to 
be drawn with the Tindura Salis Tar- 
tari ; but if this root is broke fmall in 
the mortar, it gives out allits warmth 
to a vinous fpirit ; and fome the ra- 
ther prefer it, becaufe the Tin&tura 
Salis Tartari gives to it a naufeous, 
urinous fcent, and makes tt almoff in- 
tolerably burning in’ the fomach ; 
avhich quality in isfelf is frequently 
moderated with acids, which is a very 
oppofite management to this. The red 
Rofes are drawn ouly with hot Water, 
acidulated with oil of ¥: itriol, which 
not only greatly alfifis the intention of 
an aftringcnt in all inflances as sed as 

/ this, 


this, but likewife ‘contributes to firike 
a mot beautiful red coloury The. 
Tin@tura Papaveris becomes & chmpound 
only by the addition of fome Nutmeg, 


_ and it agrees, qith the Rofes inthis, 
. refpe, of being greatly improveable in 


its colour by acids, but both would 
change into'a moft unfightly green, ‘were 
Salt of Tartar driany alkalious matter 
to touch them; a difference very proper 
to take wolice of. 8 
In all compound tin&ures or elixirs 
drawn with afpirit, and where the 
dofe is fo finall as tobe affign'd in 
drops, efpecial care ‘ought to be'taken 
not, to interpofe any ingredients which 
are not of proportionable efficacy with 
the reft, bowfaever they may agree in 
intention. For it is not here as in dif- 
tillation, where an ufelefs or a weak 
ingredient may do no barm ; becaufe in 
tinGure every fuch one will fo belp to 
fate the menfiruum with fomewhat,» 
that it will be lefs able to take up 
things of more efficacy, and will con- 
Sequently be in the whole a weaker me- 
diciné* Thus-in the Elixir Vitrioli 


 Mynfichti, ‘ho’ Mint certainly comes 


ewithin the intention of a fiomachic, 
and Sage may be allow'd to do fo too, 
yet in a medicine that will not bear ex- 
hibition in a larger quantity than. 20 
or 30 drops for a dofe, [uch things are 
very improperly crowded; for befides 
the hindrance they occafion to the men- 


_ ftruum in taking up the other more effi-» 


catious ingredients, by fating it with. 
Something. from themfelves, ifwe com- 
pute the. foare they bave in a dofe, it 
aill wanife almoft to nothing ; for bere 
is no. more than half-an handful of 
thefe things in a quantity that makes 
Some thoufands of dafes ; whereas com- 
mon experience informs us that. they 
may be, and frequently are, taken with 
our common food in aslarge quantities as 
they enter intothe vabola of this com- 
pofition, without any incomvenience. 
What the Sugar candy does in this 
compofition is likewife not cafy to gue/s 
or jupify 3 and the Oleum Fitrioli 


colour 3 
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Seems to be order’ d in too large a quan- 
tity, the foarpnefs of that neceffarily 
making a dafe fo fnall, that the Spices 
have not a due proportion init. But 
the greateft errar.in this celebrated me- 
atcine confiftsin the making, when they 
are all digefted togethers for. the Oil of 
Vitriol entirely burns and hardens the 
ingredients, fo that they not only Boe 
out their virtues the le/s, but alfo’ de- 
Jorn the whole with a blackify dirty 
both which inconveniencies . 
might be avoided by infufing the Spices - 
in the fpirit alone, and after that is 
Strained fine, the Oleum Vitrioli might . 
be added, which then only zives to it a 
thicker confiftence, and fomewhat raifes 
tts colour. : 
- Lhe fame is obferveable of the acid 
in that fort of Elixir Proprictatis 
which is made with it. If it be put 
upon the ingredients with the fpirit, 
it units them for giving out their 
virtues, and will not admit of fo good 
a.colour or confiftence as when pui in 
Afterwards Go OM a EO 
Thefe remarks naturally leads us» to 
another . circumflance,. very netefiary. 
to be regarded in the extradion of all. 
compound tinétures ; and thatis, when 
the ingredients are fo different. in stex-. 
ture, that fome open andfate the men= 
firuum much fooner than others, they 
ought to be drawn feparately with a 
proportionable part of the. menfiruum, 
becaufe otherwife thofe which with 
moft difficulty give out their virtues, 
will have, very little or no faare in the 
compofition.: Thus in the common Elixir 
Proprietatis, tho’ there are but three 
ingredients, yet they are fo.unequal. in 
their fitnefs for Jolution, that if they 
are put in-together, the hardeft, which. 
is the Myrrh, will in a good measure 
be loft, becaufe the fpirit will be very 
Joon loaded with the other tao, and 
confequently become. lefs able, to take 
up that. If therefore. they are all in- 
fujfed in their proper foares of fpirit, | 
they will be all eafily diffalued, and 
avhen put together afterwards, with 
zN the 
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the addition of the acid, they will 
make a moft beautiful high coloured 
tinéiure, almoft of the confiftence of 
a@ Syrup. To this rule the Elixir 
Proprietatis Helmontii hath a pariti- 
cular regard, where the Aloes and 
Saffron, which are of the loofeft tex- 
ture, are diffelved together, and the 
Myrrh feparately from them both, the 
feveral tinGures being at laf? united. 
Thus likewife in the compound tinc- 
ture of Myrrh, if the Myrrh be firft 
diffoly’d, the Aloes with equal cafe 
will afterwards be taken up‘; but i 
they are put in together, the Alves 
loads the fpirit fo foon, that the Myrrh 
will be much longer in folution. And 
tz all the liquid Laudanums, if the 
Spices are firft drawn out, the Opium 
ewill foon aya afterwards ; but if 
the Opium be put in with them, they 
will give out their virtues to great 
difadvantage. Thus alfo in the Elixir 
Salutis, if the Seeds, Liquorice, and 


Raifins were added, after the harder 


ingredients had ftood fome time in the 
Spirit, the medicine would be the bet- 
tér ; but thefe are circumftances whith 
every few compounders will be exa® 
enough to obferve. aN 
“As to the medicated Wines and Vi- 
negars, thére is little remarkable. 
Tee Vinum Benedi&tum is almof? 
quite in difufe. The chalybeate Wine 
Jermis the beft preparation of Steel in 


a liquid form, and is much affffted 


by the Saffron.’ The Vinum & Ace: 
tum Scilliticum /eem both contrived 
for the fame purpofes, either to make 
into an Oxymel with Honey, or elfe 
to be given alone as gentle emetics, 
or in conjundion with warm cor- 
dials, as the Cinnamon-water, by way 
of expeciorants,

This is as gentle an emetic as the 
Vinegar of Squills, but it is more 
agreeable to cold weak ftomachs. Af- 
ter fome time ufing this medicine it 
will not vomit, butirritate juft enough 
to {queeze out fome flimy water from 
the glands, and thereby greatly con- 
tribute to render them ready in the 
difcharge of their proper offices ; in- 
fomuch that there is hardly any one 
medicine that better guards againft 
thofe inundations of rheums which 
drown old age, or are the confequen- 
ces of decays from frequent debauches, 
than this does ; although indeed it is 
not very pleafant. From one to four 
fpoonfuls may be taken every morn- 
ing. 
Vinwa Viperinum, Viper Wine. 
Take of dried Vipers cut into pie- 
ces N° 6; digeft them three cae 
with a gentle heat in 2 pounds of Ca-

Tintura Cinnamomi, 
Tincture of Cinnamon. 

Take Cinnamon 2 ounces, Spirit 
of Wine rectified 2 pounds ; digeft for 
four days,then addSugar halfa pound, 
Rofe-water 2 pounds, Amber-greafe 
half a fcruple, Mufk 4 grains.

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the fhops nor prefcribed as it deferves,

This is out of ufe in the thops, 
but it is fo good a medicine, and in 
fo convenient a form for fuch as 
cannot take Boles or Electuaries, that 
it was thought worth recommend. 
ing here. It has all the virtues of 
the Treacle ; and by the help of the 
Vinegar will fometimnes procure a 
diaphorefis, where that fails. In 
fhort, it isan excellent alexipharmic ; 
and well deferves the firft rank-in prac- 
tice. It may be given from z drams 
to 2 or 3 ounces, with any convenient 
vehicle, or by itfelf. This may alfo 
be enticed down with many children, 
who cannot be prevailed upon with - 
any other form; they may take from 
1 dram to half an ounee. In fevers, 
if no other medicines of the fame in- 
tention are ufed, it ought to be re- 
peated every 4 or 6 hours ; according 
to the exigency of the cafe, till a

it will now take up, as much as if 
charged with nothing before. Or,

the Spirit of Sulphur it would rather 
burn and calcine them, than extraé 
their virtues. That ought not there- 
fore to be concerned in the operation; 
but when the ingredients have given 
all that can be got by the Spirit of 
Wine, it fhould be put to that alone ; 


‘and it will at firft heat, but in a little 


time give a thicknefs, and much more 
florid colour than it had before: fo 
that there will be no need of diftilla- 
tion to. give it a confiftence. To 4 
ounce and half of each of the ingre- 
dients, 12 ounces of Spirit of Wine, 
4 ounces of that of Sulphur, will be 
{ufficient to make it into a good Elixir. 
This may be given from 10 to 30 
drops to children, and to grown 


perfons from zo to 60 drops, or mare. 


It is a very good ftomach medicine ; 
and “greatly fortifies and ftrengthens 
the fibres, at the fame time that it 
deterges and forwards the difcharge 
of noxious humours; which it very 
gently dues, and therefore is a good. 
cathartic for the prime vie, as well 
as a good alterative in all manner of 
cachexies, where it is given in mo- 
derate dofes, and long continued. It 
is particularly good in pale wan com- 
plexions, and will itielf frequently 
; cure 
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cure the green-ficknefs: but in hot 
florid confitutions it does not fo well 
agree, efpecially in thofe fubje& to 

e gravel. It is accounted very good 
to deitroy worms in children; and 
certainly there is nothing better to 
keep the bowels clean of thofe flimy 
and vifcid humours, the effeés of in- 
digeftion, which breed them, than 
this medicine, if long and frequently 
taken, vx. twice or thrice a day for 
three or four weeks together. See 
hereafter Elixir Proprictatis Tartari- 
Ratum. 

Tinétara Papaveris compofita, 
Compound Tinéiure of Poppies.

Take Cinnamon, Ginger and 
Cloves, of each 3 drams; Calamus , 
Aromaticus 1 ounce ; Galangal 1 , 
ounce and half; Sage and Mint 
dryed, of each half an ounce ; Cu- 
bebs, and Nutmegs, of each z 
drams; Wood of Aloes, gta 
eel, 
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Peel, of each 1 dram. Powder them 
together, and add to: them white 
Sugar candy, 3 ounces; Spirit of 
Wine, 1 pound and half; and Oil of 
Vitriol, 1 pound. Digeft them to-

The Spirit had better be digefted 
upon the ingredients fome time by 
itfelf; becaufe the Oil of Vitriol

medicine is greatly come into practice 
of late, and very defervedly ; for it 
mightily ftrengthens the {tomach, 
and will do good fervice fometimes 
where bitters avail nothing; efpe- 
cially in relaxations from debauches 
and over-feeding. This very well 
imitates the virtues-‘of the celebrated 
Bark; and is properly given in all

require. It has an influence alfo over 
many diftempers of the head to ad- 
vantage ; and preferves againit epi- 
lepfies, apoplexies, palfies, and rheu- 
my defluxions.

The Peels muft be of the moft fra- 
grant Seville Oranges, clear’d of the 
white, and carefully dried. This 
makes a Tin€ture not to be known 
from feveral which are fo extrava- 
gantly cried up in empirical adver- 
tifements, and is the beft that can be 
made ; notwithftanding thofe boatters 
talk of fo many ingredients in theirs ; 
which is only to put a blind upon the 
ignorant. ‘Io this, Centory, and 
many things of the like kind, might 
be added; but they would rather 
clog the medicine, than increafe its 
virtues. ‘This is very conveniently 
kept in the fhops to make the bitter 
draught extempore, with any kind of 
Wine or other vehicle. From 15 to 
60 drops is fufficient for a-dofe of z 
or 3 ounces. It is alfo very conveni- 
ently added to Steel Wine ; as bitters 
are often join’d with it. It has all 
the virtues of the common. bitters, 
and ‘warms and §rengthens the fto-

This is a warm high Cordial, and 
a good Cephalic, efpecially in cold

For all thefe 
reafons it contributes to what it is 
moft celebrated for, the cure of im- 
potency ; and aprovoker to venery,

Take Opium, 1 ounce; Salt of 
Tartar, 2 ounces ; and upon them 
pour French White- Wine, 8 ounces. 
Digeft them together feveral Days, 
and decant the clear for ufe, | 

This -is_ ftronger than any of the 
preparations before given under Opi- 
um, in Part z.. of a liquid form, its 
dofe is from z2to 8 drops. The vir- 
tues do not materially differ from any 
of them, \'This is from Le Mort. 

Elixir Afthmaticum, 
Elixir againf? Afthma’s. 

Take Honey and Liquorice-Root,, 
of each 4 ounces ; Flowers of Ben- 
jamin and Opium, of each 1 dram; 
Camphire, z {cruples ; Oil of Ani- 
feed, half adram; Salt of Tartar, 1 
ounce ; Spirit of Wine reétify’d 2 
pounds. Digeft all together for fome 
weeks, fhaking the veiiel often ; then 
{train and filter for ufe. 

This is alfo direfted by Le Mort, 
but is not by a great deal {o much at- 
tended to as it deferves : for there is 
not any compofition of our fhops to 
be compared to it in the intention it~ 
isorder’d.. It admirably allays the 
tickling, which provokes frequent. 
coughing, and yet opens the breaft, 
and‘gives more liberty of breathing ; 
forafmuch as the Opium takes off the 
uneafy fenfation occafion’d by acri- 
monious humours, and fo tends to 
thicken them, by occafioning them 
to be lefs agitating in coughing : the. 
Benjamin and all the. other ingredi- 
ents ferve to deterge and cleanie the 
{mall glands, and make way for their’ 
difcharges. In this compofition alfo 
it is fo managed, that the Opium is 
rather an opener, by relaxing the 
fibres, and thereby enlarging theca- 
pacities of the veflels ; m which pps 

ills 
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fifts the cure of an Afthma ; becaufe 
thereby the blood flows eafierthrough 
the lungs, and they have more room 
to refpire in : whereas in thofe com- 
pofitions where Opium is not join’d 
with warm detergents, but rather 
with things which agglutinate, as in 
the Storax pill, fuch humours are 
faffer’d to lodge till they thicken and 
fill the veffels with grumes and vif- 
cidities ; and fo increafe all the fymp- 
toms, as fometimes to ftop all motion, 
and end in death.

It 
is cordial, cephalic, and alexiphar- 
mic ; it is good in all forts of fevers 
and malignities ; and in all ailments 
which have their rife from fome dif-: 
Gepertus of the nervous fluid. In

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the meafles and fmall-pox it is very 
convenient to give to children ; with 
whom more bulky forms will not go 
down. To the latter it may be given 
from 3 to 15 drops, and to grown 
perfons from 15 drops to 60, in Black 
Cherry or Milk- Water, or any other 
proper liquor ; and repeated as often 
as the urgency of fymptoms requires. 
Elixir Uterinum, - 

4 cleanfing Elixir for the Womb. 

Take Caftor 2 ounces; Myrrh 1 
ounce ; digeft in Spirit of Wine 13 
eunces, for 20 days in aclofe veffel ; 
then flrain it, and put into it extraé 
of Savin, made by evaporation of its 
Juice, half an ounce; Saffron 2 
dsams ; fet thefe alfo, well opt, in 
a gentle heat for fome days ; and if 
there be any fettling, pour off the 
fine into a freth phial, and keep it for 
ufe. 

This is a powerful medicine to 
promote the menfes and any other 
cleanfings of the womb; as alfo to 
aflift delivery, and bring away the 
after-birth. It may be given from 
5 to 20 drops, in Pennyroyal-Water 
(or any fuch like vehicle.) But great 
care muft be taken not to give it, up- 
on any account, when there is a faf- 
Picion of being with child ; for it’ 
will endanger abortion ; and at other 
times muft be given warily ; becaufe 
it is fo extremely forcing. In many 
kinds of convalfions too, from hyfte- 
rical caufes, it is an excellent medi- 
cine : and will likewife frequently 
cure fits in children.

Elixir Hypochondriacum, 
An Elixir againft Melancholy. 

Take Roots of Valerian and Caffa- 
munair, of each z ounces; black 
Hellebore 4 ounces. Digeft for 24 
days in 2 pounds of Spirit of Wine 
rectify’d; then train and prefs it out 
hard, and to it put extract of Saffron 1 
ounce ; and Salt of Steel half an ounce, 
with diftill’d Vinegar 8 ounces. Di- 
geft thefe for fome days together in a 
clofe veffel, and then pour off, and 
filter for ufe. 

This is a moft efficacious medicine 
in all melancholy hypochondriacal af- 
fections in either fex. And there is 
hardly a cafe fo obftinate as to refift 
it; if it be long continu’d. It keeps 
the body a little laxative, and opens 
by urine; and will im time {cour the 
glands and moft remote receffes of 
the body, of thofe adhefive flimy hu- 
mours, which {poil the motions of the 
fpirits, and lay a load upon the prin- 
cipal wheels of the animal machine ; 
from whence arife thofe perturba- 
tions of mind, and interruptions of 
reafoning, as puta perfon into a ftate 
little better than that of diftraCuon. 
This is alfo a good medicine in hyfte- 
rical diforders, and will feldom fail of 
removing their caufe. It may be 
given from 1o to 40 drops in com- 
pound Bryony-Water; or any fuch 
convenient vehicle. If it had fome 
proportion of Salt of Amber in its 
compofition, it might be render’d yet 
more efficacious ; but that would make 
it more unpleafant to take.

~The Conferves make a confiderable 
article in the furniture of an Apathe- 
cary’s foop ; but although they are now) 
wxuch abridged by the College, they 
have yet retained more than are ever 
prefcribed or made ; for reafons already 
taken notice of, viz. eithr from their 
naufeoufeefi, or unfitne/s for this form. 
Of thofe things which require to be 
gently boiled, are only the Sloes and 
Barberries, becaufe without it their 
pulps are fo thin as not to afford a due 
confiftence with Sugar ; but much boit- 
ing is here to be avoided, for the rea- 
Sons before given concerning the acid 
Syrups. All the other Conferves re- 
quire nothing more than barely beat- 
ing them in @ mortar to a Sufficient 
Sineneft ; but the labour required to do 
this makes moft of them, at bef, fo 
coarfe, that they ought to be pulped be- 
Sore they are reduced into EleGuaries ; 
their aptnefs to candy likewife fubjeds 
them to the fame neceffity ; the fe 
liar method of doing which will come 
more properly to be foewn in the direc- 
tion about extemporaneous EleGuaries. 

There is a very confiderable over- 
Sight in the lift of Simples reducible 


into i as if is printed in the 
Pp 


or 4 Difpenfatory, both in relation -to 
the method in which they ftand, and 
the diftinEions of the things them/elves ; 
which it may be neceffary to take fome 
notice of bere, to prevent being led in- 
to miftakes thereby. The ehenaie? 
¢f Summitates, Flores, Folia, & 
Fructus, are not only intermixed, and 
confequently repeated oftener than a good 
method requires, tut alfo things are 
placed under thefe diftinfions which 
do not belong to them. Thus undér 
Summitates are Lavender and Lillies 
of the Valley, the fine picked Flowers 
only of which are ufed in Conferve. 


Under the Folia likewife are Violets, 
‘which are ufed only in Flower, and 


Elder, the Leaves of which were never 
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yet made into Conferve: The Sloes and 
Barberries which ftand here, belorg to 
the diftindtion of Fruits, and foculd be 
placed with the Hips. There are other 
inadvertencies Bit of much confequence; 
and which every reatler can eafily rec- 
etfy. i y 

Pe forin of médicine is contriv’d 
to .preferve the Flowers, Herbs; 
Roots, Peels, or Fruits of feveral 
Simples, as near as poflible to what 
they are when frefh gather’d: but 
for this purpofe there is fo much Su- 
gar made ule of, that a dofe of the 
Simple, to anfwer any intention of 
moment, is rendet’d very inconveni- 
ent to take, All the things there- 
fore which come under this divifiort 
are to be regarded pretty much as 
Syrups ; more for the fake of mixin 
and rendering palatable other things 
of great efficacy, than to anfwer any 
intention of cure themf€lves. For what 
can be expected from a dofe of the 
moft efficacious Conferve thatis made 
in the fhops, (fuppofe 1 ounce, which 
is $ Sugar) when the Herb of which 
it is made, might be eat by handfuls, 
or as common Salletting, without any 
manifeft alteration ? In this form more 
or lefs Sugar is ufed; according to 
the texture and difpofition of the 
Simple concern’d, ‘Thus to herbs, 


and Flowets, there are put three parts 


of Sugar to one of the Simple ; for 
Roots, and {uch fubftances as will 
keep better, double the quantity of 
Sugar will do; and for {ome Fruits » 
and their Pulps, yet lefs will ferve. 
That part of this branch of Pharmaey 
taken away by a diitinét bufinefs; 
called Preferving, does not much, 
differ from this, but in thé manner of 
mixture : for the fame things are pres 
ferv’d by the Confeétioner only with 
Sugar, managed in a different way, 
than what the Apothecary. does by 
his Confeérves.. All under this deno- 
mination, as to their virtues, are to 
be known from their refpective Sim- 
ples ; and therefore we {hall only

as they are fhaved thin off the 
Orange, are put into an earthen pan 
for fome weeks, with a fufficient quan- 
tity of Sugar; they will mellow, or 
as it were fo rot together, that it 
will require much lef{s trouble to re- 
duce it into a good Conferve. 

Conferves of Hips, Sloes, and the 
like, are made with 3, paris of the 
Pulp of the fruit, and 5 parts Sugar. 
The former is brought to a Pulp by 
{tanding till mellow, and the latter 
by baking ; and then they are to be 
driven through a fieve made on pur- 
pofe for fuch ufe. When the Sugar 
is mix’d with the Pulp, fo much 
moifture is to be evaporated over a 
gentle heat, as is neceflary to bring 
the Conferve to a pretty ftiff confitt- 
ence ; great care being taken all the 
while, by continual’ fiizring, that it: 
does not burn into hard lumps. 
“The Conferves ‘of any medicinal 
Simple, that is not ufvally kept ready 
made, may be made at any time when 
required, according to fome of the 
foregoing methods, with a proportion 
of Sugar fuitable to its texture and 
difpofition of parts,  °

This alfo is now folely prepare 
by the Confectioners, and is very 
rarely prefcribed medicinally. 
Saccharum Rofatum Tabulatum, 
Lozxenge Sugar with Rofes. 
Take of red Rofe Leaves without 
the white Heels, and haftily dried in 
the fun, 1 ounce; of the whiteft Su- 
gar, 1 pound ; melt the Sugar over 
the fire in red Rofe-Water, and the 
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Juice of red Rofes, of each 2 ounces ; 
and after due evaporation, mix with 
it the Rofes in fine powder ; and pour 
it upon a marble fo as to make it in- 
to Lozenges, S§, 4. 

This is alfo now made by the con- 
fectioners, although very much ufed 
in medicinal intentions, as preferable

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TH E next officinal form for 
internal ufe, is that of an 
Elef&uary ; and it is much the moft 
extenfive of any, as it takes in almoft 
the whole Materia Medica, in one in- 
tention or other ; for though many Sim- 
ples have, from their Texture, a@ na- 
tural unfitnefs for fome forms, yet there 
are hardly any which are not reduci- 
ble, one way or other, into this ; and 
the whole feill of the compounder con- 
Sifts in knowing that particular man- 
agement which Simples of different 
Lextures require to incorporate them 
thus together. And this we foall have 
5 salsa of being exadly informed 
out, when we come to fome of the, 
greater compofitions, in the /bops com- 
monly called Capitals. 


Befides what is common, then, to, 


all compofitions, the chief confidera- 
tions in preferibing officinal Ele&u- 
aries, are, that fuch things only be 
put together, which will not by any 
oppofite qualities deftroy one another, 
or lofe their natural properties by Ly- 
ing long in this manner ;~ and like- 
wife that the whole be of a confiftence, 
that will hold ingredients of different 
gravities in equal mixture. Thus in 
all Ele&uaries, where the teftaceous 
powders are ordered, or any thing of 
an alkaline nature, na acids, or any 


thing that will turn acid, ought. to 
be mixed, becaufe they will ferment ; 
their weight likewife requires a@ 
thicker confiftence than can be well 
given by @ Syrup, to hold them in 
Jufpenfion ; and for offending in both 
thefe refpe&s, the College formerly 
expunged the Confectio de Hyacin- 
tho, which confifted chiefly of teftace- 
ous and heavy ingredients, and was 
made up with Syrup of Lemons. Things 
which are moft liable to grow wore in 
this form, chiefly affect the aftringent 
compofitions, because that roughne/s or 
afperity in which their aftringency 
confifis, by long hing in moifture, 
grows fofter, and confequently le/s ef- 
Jicacious in any fuch intentions. This 
change is very manifeft in comparing 
ald Rstcertasae or conferve of red 
Rofes, with new. 

In judging of the officinal compo- 
Sitions, as they occur in the Difpen- 
fatories, it may be convenient, as in the 
Soregoing forms, to examine thim un- 
der fome common denominations, of 
Cordials, Carminatives, Hyflerics, 
Alexipharmics, Detergents, Emol- 
lients, Aftringents, Narcotics, and 
Cathartics ; for fome or other of thefe 
general forms iake in all the offcinal 
Electuaries. 

Under 
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Under the firft of thefe comes the 
Confeétio Alcernies avhich former- 
ly had in it Pearls, fince jufily 
rejeGed, for the reasons before af- 
Signed againft fuch fubjtances enter- 
ing the thinner E eet But te 
confiftence fufficient to fufpend even the 
bes abet Lignum I ined will. 
fubjc&t it to candy: For in the making 
of Syrups, it appears, that no liquor 
eequires above double its quantity of Su- 
gar to continue it in that form; and 
if by the force of heat more is diffolved, 
or part of the liquor exhaled, the par- 
ticles of the Sugar lie fo near as to at- 
traci one another, and cryftallixe ; 
and the fame inconveniencies attend 
fuch Eleéiuaries as acquire a confift- 
‘ence from the boiling of a Syrup fuffi- 
ciently bigh to fufpend but a fmall 
quantity of fpecies. When therefore 
the Confectio Alkermes is boiled high 


enough to fufpend the Cinnamon and 


Aloes Wood, it will foon candy, or 
otherwife they will fall to the bottom, 
‘the daft of which inconveniencies is 
goft commonly difpenfed with ; and up- 
on examination thofe powders will gene- 
rally be found at the bottom ; fo that 
to form Ele&uaries from this founda- 
tion, which foall conveniently keep, it 
‘is, neceffary that there /bould be a good 
quantity of the dry ingredients, not 
only to caufe a confiffence fufficient to 
fufpend one another, but alfo to inter- 
‘pofe every where between the particles 
of Sugar, to prevent thzir attracting 
one another; and this is the cafe of 
fome of the greater compofitions, when 
giade up with the Syrapus de Meco- 
nio, whereby they will conveniently 
enough preferve their forms for a good 
avhile. As the Eletuarium é Saffa- 
fras is of kin to the ConfeQio Alker~ 
mes in intention, fo it has lik. wife the 
fame inconvenience with relation to 
the confiftence, though in Jomewhat a 
Lifs degree; becaufe the powders are in 
@ greater proportion, and therefore bet- 
ter preferve it from candying or fal- 
ling’ to the bottom. 
The HleCuarium & Baccis Lauri 7s 


much to be commended for the unifor- 
mity and efficacy of all its ingredients, 
either in the intentions of a carmiua- 
tive or hyfteric, which purpofes are 
advantaseoufly enough aim’d at by the 
Jame things in many inffances, as there 
is fomewhat in them peculiarly affifting 
ta each other. The gums, as in all 
compofitions of this make, are to be 
diffolwed in as little White-Wine as 
will firve to flrain them, and then 
they ave to be mixed with Honey juft 
avarm’d; after which the reft are ta 
be fifted in when powdered... This is 
wery conveniently prefcribed from half 
a dram to a dramina Bolus, for any 
extemporanesus occasion, and cannot - 
well be mended by any additions. 

The Confedio Archigenis which 
was in the laft edition of the Col- 
lege Difpenfatory, is a@ medicine much 
of the fame complexion with the fore- 
going, though more concife as to the 
number of its ingredicnts, and takes 
in Opium in fuch a quantity, that 
makes its repetition once in five or fix 
hours (which is often wanted from the — 
other ingredients) not praéticable, and 
therefore cannot be fo commonly ufeful 
as the EleCtuarium € Baccis Lauri. 
Fhe Galbanum, Storax and Opium are. 
here likewife to be frained, and well 
incorporated with Syrup, before the 
powders are firred in. But the Sy- 
rupus Artemifie zs now fo feldom, if 
ever made, that it is to be expected, 
when this medicine comes more into ufe 
(cwhich it is likely to do from the uni- 
formity and efficacy of its ingredients ) 
the foops will fubftitute fome other in 
its room; in doing which they cannot 
injure the medicine, fo that it be in 
conformity to the intention, as by the 
Syrupus de Paonia, or the like. 

Among/t the Alexipharmics, the 
Mithridate comes firft'im place. This, 
as well as the other greater compofi- 
tions, called Capitals, hath paffed the 
examination of fo many writers in 
Pharmacy, that there would be no end 
in taking notice of all they have faid 

° : upors 
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be efteemed fufficient to judge of this 
by thofe rules already laid down for 
compofition, without the fupport of any 


_Soreign authorities. That grand rule 


then, ta keep all ingredients out of a 
compofition that belong not to the main 


Sight the Agaric: All commentators in 
general have excepted againf? it; and 
Schroder, wo was none of the niceft 
in thefe refpecis, lets his indignation 


rife fa high as to call it Apottema & 
fcabies putrefcentis arboris: J¢ is in-. 


deed a very ftinking Fungus, aud 
gives a great naufeoufnefs to the flo- 
mach ; the Succi Hypociltidis and 
Acaciz, the Gum Arabic, red Rofes, 
and Gentian Root, difcover no proper- 
ties relating to this intention; fome 


others likewife might be excepted a- 


gainft, for not having their due pra- 
portions of efficacy, and confequently 
being clogs and hindrances to others of 
greater moment. The Trochifei Cy- 
pheos have nothing in them but what 


is in the grand compofition of the Mi- 


thridate, unlefs the Pulp of Raifins, 
Radix Cyperi rotunde, Baccez Juni- 
peri, and Lignum Aloes; fo that it 
is jufily remark’d by Saffenus, and 
many before him, that the quantities 
of thefe ingredients would be much 
better added to, and the others increaf- 
ed in the other prefcription, than to be. 
at the trouble of making this form for 
them feparately, fince they are never 
called for om other occafions, the vir- 
tues of thefe additions in that being 
merely trifling, efpectally the Pulp of 
Raifins. But thefe have the authority, 
of coming down to us in almoft all the 
antient Difpenfatories, and are origi- 
nally afcrib’d to one Damocrites, who 
took fo much pains in reforming the 
Mithridate, that Jome prefcribe it on 
extemporaneous occafions by the name 
of EleCtuariam Damocritis. 

. The 'Theriaca Andromachi takes in 
almoft all the ingredients of the fore- 
going, and crouds them with many 
ethers much inferior in efficacy and 
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upon it. It is hoped therefore it will 


; | 


intention, excludes from this at firft 
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propriety ; on which account mof? per- 
fons who have duiy confider’d thefe 
things prefer the Mithridate to it. 

It cannot chufe but give any on: an 
indifferent opinion of the antient 
Pharmacy, to read the lavifo commen- 
dations given by many of thofe writers 
to this compofition, who, among ft other 
extravagant honours paid to. it, have 
entitled it Regina Medicamentorum, 
and {peak of it as the laft refuge in all 
deplorable cafes. But impartially to — 
examine it, we foall find its very firft 
ingredient good for nothing ; for the 
'T rochifci de Schilla have little in them 
more than the Cicer Flower; which is 
an infipid thing, of no manner of ef- 
ficacy in any medicinal purpofe, unlefs 
as any other Flower, or Crumbs of 
Bread, externally in Cataplafms. 
Zwelfer and Saflenus join in their 
declamations againft this ingredient, 
as having nothing in it of virtue; af- 
firming that Squills, Onions, and o- 
ther things of like texture, will fo lofe 
in drying, as to leave bebind only an 
infipid film or fein ;’ but were any of 
the known properties of the Squills 
abiding in thefe Troches, they would 
only ferve to make the medicine naufe- 
ous, for they are manifeftly emetic 5 
and the ancient conceit of a latent 
quality in them to refift poifons, hath 
been long exploded. Both thefe wri- 
ters take the fame freedom with the 
Troches, of Vipers, affirming nothing. 
valuable in the Viper to remain in 
them were they made by decoction ; but 
the latter fufpecis them not to be 
genuine, nor to bane any thing of the 
Viper’s flelo in them; not fparing at 
the clofe of his refle@ions to thank God 
that corn was not fo fcarce in his coun- 
try as to put them upon buying dry 
Bread from Italian Apothecaries ; but 
if any fraud of this kind be committed, 
or if there be nothing of the Viper in 
the Troches, as thefe, perfons, with 
many others, affirm, the certainty 
cannot be come at any other way that 
I know of, but by trying whether, like 
the dried flelo, they afford a renee 
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Salt ; but this experiment is too expen- 

Sevato make it worth any body's while ; 
and therefore to end the controverfy 
about it, the cufiom hath now obtained 
20 put into this compofition a quantity 
of dried Vipers, as near to the propor- 
tion aim’d at in the Troches as can 
be well’dgnefs'd. The Trochifci He- 
dychrot are liable to the fame objec- 
tions as the Cypheos ix the Mithri- 
date, all the ingredients being already 
directed in the grand compofition, which 
therefore ave better increafed in the 
quantities proportionable, and put into 
the medicine together, which not only 
faves a necdlefs trouble in making the 
Troches, but fecures the ingredients in 
them from that wafte they are liable to 
undergo whilft in that form. There 
as no occafion to fay any thing of the 
Agaric Troches, after fo much hath 
been obferved of the thing itfelf. All 
the other materials in this grand com- 
pofition, which are not to the main in- 
tention, or are in any other refpec un- 
Suitable, Ihave taken the liberty to re- 
mark upon in my own Dilpenfatory, 
and therefore think it unneceffary ta 
repeat them here, 

Tbe Theriaca Londinenfis is the 
aext confiderable compofition of the 
fame intention, and it hath bad fo 
much care taken about it in Sormer 
revifals of the College, that it ts not 
naw chargeable with any one ingre- 
tient that doth not contribute its feare 
to the main end, befides fome added o 
greater efficacy than it took in before ; 
Jo that now it is much better calcu. 
lated for inward ufes, whereas before 
» was chicfly wfed by Surgeons as a 
warm Cataplajm. The 'Theriaca Dia- 
teflaran is likewife of this rank, but 
it is too naufeous for taking, upon ac- 
count of the quantities and bitternefs 
of the Gentian and Myrrh ; Jo that it 
is only kept in the fpecies in Jeops, and 
fed chiefly for Cattle, under the title’ 
of Horfe-fpice. The addition of the 
Luory Shavings can be of no fe, and 
therefore is newer added. . 

- The Eleuariom Diafpermatan and 


Peétorale, are the only tavo of this in- 
tention to promote urine or expeTora- 
tion s but both thofe intentions are fo 
much better anfwer'd by extemporane- 
ous preferiptions, that I never knew 
either of them made; and therefore it 
#5 not worth the trouble to examine the 
Sitnefs of their particular ingredients. 

The Diafcordium is the chief com- 
pofition that takes in any quantity of 
Aftringents. Its author is well known, 
Srom whom it takes the title of Con- 
feétio Fracaftorii 3 but notwithftand- 
ing his great authority, there is con- 
fiderable room for emendations. The 
Caffia and Gum Arabic, though pro- 
per agglutinants, foon make this medi- 
cine Jo flimy, as to lofe the eed of 
all its rougher and more aftringent 
parts ; the Gentian likewife gives ita 
needle/s bitternefs, and with the Gal- 
bLanum oppofe the main intention, for 
they are both detergent and purga- 
tive ; whereas the medicine is moftly 
preferibed in Diarrbeas, and in re- 
Sard to that the Honey is now Supplied 
by the Syrupus de Meconio. Litt/e 
Sikewife can be faid for the Semina 
Acetofe, for if they have no oppofite 
qualities te a warm Aftringent, which 
7s much to be fufpeGed, yet they have . 
nothing to contribute to it. The Dia- 
corallion and Confe&io de Santalis 
are both tolerably uniform Sor the fame 
intention, but are rarely met with in 
prefcription or heard of in the Joaps. 
And the Diacydonium hath long been 
rejected the fbops, unlefs among fi. Con- 
Jeéioners, 

Te Philonium Romanum i an 
opiate join’d with many warm Spices, 
and pretty much in wife; but fome of 
tts ingredients, as the Caffia, and all 
the Seeds, though carminative, feem 
ta be rather fuperfluous than neceffary. 

Lb is dificult to tell in what cla/s 
the ConfeGio Raleichana cught tobe ° 
placed, becaufe it abounds with mate- 
rials wery different in intention, tho’ 
moft of them Jeem to be cordial and 
alexipharmic 3 bowser the trouble of 
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its compofition in the manner here di- 


_ ve&led is not likely ever to make it va- 
— bued enough to be brought into ufe. 


The purging Elefiuaries are moft of 
them lenitive, confifting chicfly of De- 
coftions from Sena, Rhubarb, and the 
milder Cathartics, boiled up to a con- 
Siftence with Sugar, and the Pulps of 
Prunes, Caffia, Tamarinds, and the 
hike; but moft or all of thefe take in 
Jo many unneceffary things, either un- 
der the notion of correétors, or to ex- 
tend their operation to more gencral 
intentions, that their dofe rifes to a 
bulk too large for any to care for ; 
even the Caryocoftinum, which takes 
in the moft powerful Cathartic, Scam- 
mony, yet joins with it fuch a multi- 
tude of Spices, and is fo loaded with 
Honey, that an ordinary dofe is half an 
ounce, which is now thought an un- 
reafonable quantity in a Bolus x and to 


diffelve theje things in a draught even - 


of four ounces, makes it naufcoufly thick. 
This clafs of medicines is fuitable e- 
nough in emollient clyfters, and are alfa 
ufeful as coolers, to be taken at any 
time in fmall dofes, as common elefu- 
aries in ila habits, aud are alfo 
good vehicles enough for Rhubarb, and 
Some of the terebinthinous Balfams in 
many cafes where the urinary paffages 
are difordered. - 7 


The two firft compofitions of this — 


tlafs are fo entirely in difufe as not: 
to be worth any remarks ; and the five 
following are fo much like the Leni- 
tive Eleciuary, that they are aloft en- 
tirely neglected for the fake of it ; and 
in examination of that, we fall like- 
wife fufficiently find wherein they are 
to blame, in any re/pe&, with relation 
to the ingredients they take in, or the 
ganner tn which they are compounded. 
- The EleCtuarium ex Helleboro is 
but the fame as the Mel Heilebora- 
tum, which he had occafion to take no- 
tice of before, where it was much more 


properly placed, it being by no means to 
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be called an Ele@uary, but only a thick 
‘Hr ~_ € Caraway-feed,and common 
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The Lenitive Elefuary comes next, 
which is almoft the only one of this cla/s 
that is in ufe; but even wherein this 
direé?s any needlefs trouble in the man- 
ner of its compofition, as it does in 
many inflances, I have taken the Ii- - 
berty to remark upon it in my Difpen- 
fatory, and dire@ it in a much more 
concife way, and after which manner, 
1 have been informed, many at this 
time make it: And though Coriander 
Seeds are now ordered in the raom of 
the Anifeeds, which will much better 
powder, yet they are not fo much with- 
in the intention, being hotter and dryer. 
But the greateft care to be here taken 
is, that it be boiled high enough to 
keep, without burning, which things 
of this kind are very apt to do. 

The three following compofitions are- 
never made, and the reafon, with re- 
gard to the two latter, is plain, from 
their naufeous bitterne[s, which makes 
their ufe intolerable any other way than 
in clyfters. The Confettio Hamech 
which was in the Appendix of the 
laft Edition, is chargeable with the 
Jame fault. Though the Caryocotti- 
num is @ good warm Cathartic, and 
much in efteem amongft people of ro- 
buft conftitutions, yet the largenefs 
of its dofe feldom allows it in com- 
mon prefcription to perfons of nice 
palates. | 

The fubjects of this form may be 
mott of thofe medicinal Simples which 
are proper to give in fub{tance ; and 
therefore it makes a great part of the 
officinal compofitions. ‘This form in 
the fhops is a thicker confiftence 
than that which is ufed in extempo- 
raneous practice, for the conveniency 
ofkeeping; otherwifethe EleCtuaries 
are apt to ferment and fpoil.

In its influence__,

aftringent nature. Of the {pecies 
may be given for a dofe from 5 grains 
to 1 {cruple. 
Mithridatium, Mithridate. 

Take of Arabian Myrrh, Saffron, 
Agaric, Ginger, Cinnamon, Spike- 
nard, Frankincenfe, and Seeds of 
Treacle-Muftard, of each 10 drams ; 
of the Seeds of Hartwort, Opobal- 
famum, or in its ftead, exprefied Oil 
of Nutmegs, Sweet-rufh, Ayabian 
Stoechas, the true Coftus, Galbanum, 
Cyprefs Turpentine, Long Pepper, 
Cattor, Juice. of Hypociftis, Storax, 
Opopanax, and Indian Leaf, or in 
its ftead Mace, of each r ounce ; of 
Caflia Bark, Polymountain, White. 
Pepper, Scordium, Seeds of Wild 
Carrot, Carpobalfam, or Cubebs, 
Troches. of Cypheos and Bdellium, 
of each 7 drams; of Celtic Nard 
cleanfed, Gum Arabic, Macedonian 
Parfley Seed, Opium, the lefler Car- 
damoms, Fennel Seeds, Gentian 
Root, Red -Rofe Flowers, and Dit- 
tany of Crete, of each 5 drams ; of 
Anifeeds, Afarum, Acorus, or Cala- 
mus Aromaticus, Orrice, the greater 
Valerian, and Sagapenum, of each 
3 drams ; of Meum Root, Acacia, 
Skinks, and the Tops of St. John’s- 
wort, of each 2 drams and a half; 
of the be5 Canary, enough to dif- 
-folve the Gums and Juices, which 


will take up about 26 ounces; of 


clarified Honey as much as the weight 
of all the ingredients, except the wine; 
and make them into an Ele¢tuary, 
S. 4. It may likewife be prepared 
with Diacodium inftead of Honey. 
This is reckoned one of the offici- 
nal capitals. 
its reputed author Mithridates, king 
of Pontus and Bithynia; tho’ fome 
will have it, that this compofition 
greatly varies from the royal prefcri- 
ber’s genuine receipt ; in having re- 
ceived vaft additions of ingredients 
from the tranfcribers, as it hath come 
handed down to thefe times. As far 
back however as we can trace it in 
authors of the beft note, it ftands as 
here given. Zwelfer, in his notes 
upon the dugujfan Di/penfatory, 
blames fome of the ingredients, 
with his ufual freedom on fuch oc- 
cafions, either as ufelefs, or out of 
the principal intention of the whole ; 
but he feems to have taken much 
more pains than was needfal, in diftri- 
buting the feveral ingredients into 
clafles for powdering ; becaufe all, 
except the Gums, are as well fo or- 
dered together, and every ordinary 
operator knows how to diffolve the 
Gums and Juices, that will not pow- 
der, in the Wine. This is greatly 
ufed as a cordial, an opiate, and a 
fudorific ; all which intentions it is 
fitted for from the feveral Simples, in 
its compofition, of thofe virtues. « Its 
dofe is from 1 fcruple to 2 drams ; 
and in moft cafes, both as a cordial 
and an alexipharmic, it is a much 
better medicinethan the Venice-Trea- 
cle. But this, as all other antient 
officinals, has many ingredients 
which might have been as well or 
better left out; becaufe they bear no 
affinity to the main defign of the 
whole. Thus the Agaric is not only 
ufelefs but hurtful, by making the me- 
dicine more naufeous: the Saccus Hy- 
pocifiidis anfwers no end at all; the 
Caffia Bark fhould be rejected for the 
fame reafon as was given under the 
Diafcordium ; 


It takes its name from. 


i 
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Diafcordium ; the Polymountain, 


Daucus Seeds, Gum Arabic, red 
Rofes, Dittany of Crete, Gentian 


Root, and Acacia, have neither of 


them virtues of any refemblance to 
what is aim’d at by this compofition ; 


and confequently are more a clog than 
- an help to the whole. 


therefore make a much better medi- 
cine if the other ingredients of the 
right intention were proportionably 
increafed in their quantities, fo as to 
make the Opium, to which particu- 
lar regard is to be had, ftill bear the 
fame proportion in the whole. In 
our former editions there was an effay 
towards an emendation of this medi- 
cine ; which, in regard to the Co/- 
Zege authority, fhould have here been 
omitted, but that fome have been ac- 
cuilomed to make it after that pre- 
fcription for their private ufe. ‘Take 
Myrrh, Saffron, Cinnamon, Spike- 
nard, of each 2 ounces and a half ; 
Storax, 2 ounces; Ginger, Treacle- 
Muftard, Frankincenfe, Celtic Nard 
pick’d, and Garden Valerian Root, 
of each 1o drams; Seeds of Hart- 
wort, Opobalfam, Camel’s Hay, 
Steechas, Coftus, Galbanum, Cy- 
pras Turpentine, long Pepper, Caf- 
tor, Opopanax, and Mace, of each 
1 ounce; white Pepper, Scordium, 
Carpobal‘amum, or Cubebs, Cy- 
pheos Troches, and Bdellium, of 
each 7 drams; Parily-feed, Opium, 
leffer Cardamoms, Fennel-feed, Ani- 
feed, Afarabacca-roots, Calamus Aro- 
maticus, Orrice, Sagapenum, of each 
3 drams; Meum-root, Skinks, and 
tops of St, John’s-wort, of each 2 
drams and a half; Canary, 1 pound 
and a half; and Honey, 3 times the 
quantity. This makes a more ele- 
gant medicine than the other; and 
is more efficacious to all the inten- 
tions it is defign’d for. ‘The greateft 
beauty of this to the eye, is the 
fmoothnefs ;_ (which much depends 
upon the finenefs of the {pecies) and 


the colour: which it ftrikes upon 


‘sehite Paper, being of a delicate yel-

low. To this. purpofe it is an ad-) 
vantage to mix the Saffron in fine 
Powder by itfelf in the Canary; and 
fhake them together 2 or 3 times a 
day for a week, before all things are 
in readinefs to mix: for by this 
means the Tinéture will be \better 
drawn out from the Saffron, than 
if it be powdered and mixed with the 
other ingredients ; and ftrike a much 
better colour in the medicine. For 
{moothnefs too and due mixture, the 
Gums, and any diffolvable fubftan-” 
ces, are to be melted feparately, and — 
{trained into the Honey, and inti- 
mately mixed with it before the fpe- 
cies are fifted in, which mutt be well 
ftirred. There is 1 grain of Opium 
in every 4 drams 2 icruples, — 
Philonium Romanum, 
Roman Philonium, — 

Take of white Pepper, and white 
Fienbane Seeds, of each 5 drams; of 
Opium, 2 drams and a half; of 
Caffia Bark, 1 dram and half; Smal- 
lage-feed, 1 dram; of the Seeds of 
Macedonian Parfley, Fennel, and 
Cretic Daucus, of each 2 fcruples 5 
grains; of Saffron, 1 fcruple and.a 
half ; of Spikenard, Pellitory of Spain, 
and Zedoary, of each 15 grains; of 
Cinnamon, 1 dram and a half; of - 
Myrrh and Caftor, of each 1 dram; 
Syrup of white Poppies a fufficient 
quantity, to make the whole into ar 
Rleétuary. , 

There are feveral other compofi- 
tions of this denomination, taken by 
the Di/penfatory writers from Me/ue, 
Galen, and others; but they all a- 
gree in the main. Zwe/fer however 
prefers the Confectio Archigenis to 
them all; as a warm opiate; which 
is their main intention. The for- 
mer prefcriptions of this were all with 
Honey, in 3 times the quantity of- 
the other ingredients; but the Syru- 
pus de Meconio, as here ordered, is 
vaftly preferable; as agreeing fo much 
better with’ the jntention of the 
whole. | It isa powerful opiate ; and

This hath continued the fame in 


almoft all the Di/penfatories it hath 


yet paffed through ; and is not only 
the capital Alexipharmic of our fhops, 
but of all Zxrope. It has a great deal 
more wrote about it, than could be 
contain’d in the largeft volume.. We 
fhall therefore content ourfelves with 
as fhort remarks upon this grand me- 


dicine, as is confiltent with that ac-. 


quaintance every one in the practice 
of phyfic ought to have with. it. 
This claims for its author the perfon 
whofe name it bears; and who was 
Phyfician to Nero the tyrant. "That 
we frequently call it Venice-Treacle 


is from the great quantities made at 


Venice, and thence tranfported, ta 
moft parts of the world. — As this has 
pafs’d through many ages, and the 


hands of many, in their own opinions ‘ 


able to alter it for-the better, there 
are abundance of different recipe’s 
extant in Difpenfatory-writers, Dje- 


merbroeck, a late writer, greatly ex-: 


tols the multiplicity of ingredients in 
this compofition ; and has odd notions 
of the united efficacies of fuch ingre- 
dients arifing to a much higher de- 
gree, and exalting the virtues of each 


other, much beyond what they were - 


poffeft of when feparate. Monfieur 
\Charles, a French author, has wrote 
a whole treatife upon the Therzaca ; 
and is very -particular upon each in- 
gredient ; but fays nothing worth no- 
tice here. Zavelfer, in his animad- 
verfions upon the 4ygufan Di/pen- 
fatary, {ays moft to our purpofe; in 
which he has follow’d Quercetan. 
Many ingredients ase by them juitly 
found fault with, as not at all agree- 
ing with the intention of the whole ; 
fuch as Maric, Rhubarb, Calcan- 
thum, &c, The Troches of Squills 
are likewife rejeted, with thole of 
the Viper becaufe the manner of 
making them into fuch forms, de- 
firoys the virtues which they are in- 
tended to retain. If therefore fuch 
are omitted, and others :proportion- 


ably 
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ably increas’d, fo that the Opium 
might ftill have the {ame proportion’ 
to the whole, the medicine would be 
much better. As before therefore in 
Mithridate, we fubmit the following 
alteration to every one’s liberty. 

Take Opium, long Pepper, Scor- 
dium pick’d from the ftalks, Opo- 
balfam, Cinnamon, Myrrh, Saffron, 
Spikenard, Schcenanth, Calamint, 
Indian Leaf, Cardamoms, Marum 
Syriacum, tops of Marjoram, and 
Calamus Aromaticus, of each 3 oun- 
ces; Zedoary, white and black Pep- 
per, Stoechas, “Cyprus Turpentine, / 
Ginger, Celtic Nard, of each 6 
drams ; Ground-Pine, Storax; Meum, 
tops of Germander, Cubebs, Ani- 
feeds, Fennel-feeds, and Seeds of 
Treacle-Muftard, Sagapenum, Caf- 
tor, Opopanax and Galbanum, of 
each 4 drams, Wine and Honey as 
in the other. Hg <P, 

That the Vipers and Squills may 
not be loft in this, let a dozen Vipers 
be put alive into half as much Wine 
as is here required; and after fome 
weeks ftanding very clofely ftopt, let 
all be’drawn over by a retort to dry- 
nefs ; and what comes into the re- 
ceiver be put into the medicine: and 
in the other part’of the Wine, infufe 
6 ounces of green Squills, for fome 
time ; which prefs out hard, and re- 
ferve this to. diffolve fome of the 
Gums in. By this management all 
the virtuesof thefe two ingredients 
will be much better fecured than as _ 
order’d.in Troches. rs 4 

In the difpenfation of this. medi- 
cine, Zwelfer divides the ingredients’ 
into feveral claffes, according to their 
fimilitude-of textures ; thofe of each 
clafs to be diffolv’d, as the Gums, and”. 
the others powder’d feparately ; and: 
aftewards mixed: bur fuch a trouble 
feems altogerher needlefs 5 for fome 
of the more tough and moift ingre- 
dients will beat well enough, with 
fuch: as caresdryer and more«brittle, | 
and pafs the fieve together; and’ 
fome even powder the Opium itlelf, 
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which is as good a way as any, if it 
has been already cleanfed of its feces. * 
All the herbs ought to be clear’d of 
their ftalks ; and to be as frefh'as pof- 
fible; as alfo the roots, from every 
thing that is unfound or decaying. 
The Saffron, if its colour be infifted . 
on, may be powder’d feparately, and 
put into the Wire, drawn from the 


_ Vipers, as-directed in the Mithridate: 


The Galbanum, Turpentine, Sc, 
muft be firft ftrain’d and mix’d with 
the Honey : and then the fpecies fift- 
ed in leifurely ; another ftirring it all 
the time, that it may be well mix’d ; 
and laft of all the Wine is to be put 
in. If this be made according to the 
alteration here given, it makes a noble 
medicine, and cannot be exceeded by 
any compofition as an alexipharmic, 
and a cephalic; for there is fcarce 
any particular view, which any fymp- 
tom can give, in either of thefe in- 
tentions, for which there are not 
many ingredients herein of great effi- 
cacy provided. There is 1 grain of 
Opiam in each 4 feruples; and there- 
fore it may be given from 1 fcruple 
to 2 drams, asthe firength and cir- — 
cumftances of the patient require. 
Many here have a prejudice, that this 
medicine madé in Exgland is not fa 
good as what comes from Venice ; as 
if the name,. which by mere accident 
it has obtain’d,- confin’d it to be made 
good only in that place: and their 
Vipers, they fay, are much better’ 
than any other. But there is no foun- 
dation in this ; for though their coun- 
try is hotter, and fo may the more 
rarify the Viperine Juices, in which 
their efficacy confifts ; yet the manner 
of their making them into Troches 
lofes fo much.of their volatility, that 
the way we have here directed ta 
manage them, carries much more of 
their virtues into the medicine. Be- 
fides, this is but a naked fuppofition ; 
and'in which there does not feem to 
be any weight: for if we may judge 
by their poifonous’ properties, the 
: 2P4 Bites 
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bites of our Vipers, at the proper 
time of the year, which is the hottef, 
are as efficacious and deadly as theirs, 
But tod end all controverfy on. this 
head, ifa propostionable quantity of 
the volatile Salt drawn from thefe 
creatures, he put into this medicine, 
inftead of any other preparation, the 
virtues will then be exactly the fame : 
for the Salt which is produced from 
one, though it does not rife in fuch 

lenty, is however of equal virtues 
with that which comes from another, 
But if any other country has the ad- 
vantage over us in this ingredient, 
ours has it much more in another of 
2s great, if not greater moment; and 
that is, inthe Saffron: for that which 
our own country produces is of four 
times more ftrength and goodnefs up- 
On every account, than any which 
comes from abroad. This foolifh opi- 
nion of the foreign Theriaca being 
better than what is made here, has 
occafion’d the common people to be 
cheated, as they too much deferve, 
with the worft of medicines for right 
Venice-Treacle, For they imagining 
that tobe the proper place of its manu- 
faCture, and that it can come from 
thence genuine at cheaper rates than 
it 1s here fold at in our fhops, pleafe 
themfelves much with buying a tin 
pot at a low price. of a dirty failor, 
who pretends to have imported it, 
Wrapt up with printed dire€tions in 
the Jtalion tongue ; whereas fome of 
our Druggifts and unworthy whole- 
fale dealers in Pharmacy, make this 
wretched ftuff of little elfe than the 
{weepings of their fhops ; have the 
very bills printed in London; and put 
it off in this difguife upon fuch fim- 
ple people. In reality, - no country 
ca) make this cheaper than ourfelyes ; 
and not eafily fo-cheap ;  becaufe 
many of the ingredients are furnifh’d 
us from both the Jadies.. And no.one 
here, . buying every thing to the bett 
advantage, can make it for fo little as. 
3 thillings ger pound out of pocket 3 
éhd thercioré any one may judge what 


that muft be, which is fold for lefs; 
as it is by thefe pretended importers. - 
They who have any fufpicion that 
this 1s an injuttice upon, thefe Venice- 
Treacle merchants, may be fatisfied . 
at almoft, any Printer’s, who print 
and keep by them fuch Jta/ian direc. 
tions; unlefs they can perfuade them- 
felves, that an Apothecary at Venice, 
is forced to fend to London to have 
his bills printed, 

This one remar!: more the prefent 
practice will not fuffer us to omit ; 
which is making this medicine into | 
an Electuary with Syrupus de Meconio 
inftead of Honey ; as was before ob- 
ferv’d of the Diafcordium ; but {uch 
who think there is equal reafon for 
fo doing, proceed upon a great mif- 
take. The Diafcordium is calculated 
for an aftringent, to which intention 
Honey is oppofite, becaufe it attenu- 
ates and deterges; and. therefore, 
with great reafon, was the Syrugus de 
Meconio {ubftituted in its room ; but 
in an alexipharmic compofition, as 
the Venice-Treacle is, to reje& 
Honey, which is of the fame inten. - 
tion, and very powerfully fo: too, 
and fubftitute what is contrary, un- 
lefs by accident, feems to be owing 
more to whimfy, or, the: vanity of 
leading an example, than any good 
reafon, Opiates indeed contribute 
fomewhat, which we fay by. accident 


forwards the intention of an alexi- — 


pharmic ; as may be feen explain'd 
under the divifion of Narcotics, in 
Part 2. Se. 10. but inthe Theriaca ; 
there feems to be a full proportion of 
Opiumalready ; fo that by the addi-. 
tion of the Diacodium, inftead of pro- 
curing that eafy relaxation which fa- 
vours the operation of an alexiphar- 


‘mic; -there is induced fuch an infenfi- 


bility, that the fecretions. will rather 
be diminifhed than enlarged ; that is, 


inftead of warming the patient into a» 


{weat, he will be dozed into aftagna- 
tion ;. and fo have a common fever, 
which might have been foon thrown 


Usiet muta of, 
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off, changed into one of a putrid ma- 
lignant kind. — And initances of this 
nature I have more than once’ met 
with, “from the common. Venicé= 
Treacle, when imprudently taken, 
or inanover dofe ; and therefore fuch 
accidents are much more'to be fear’d, 
when this alteration comes more to 
take place. The greateft reafon which 
can be alledged for this practice, is 
the Honey difagreeing with fome par- 
ticular conftitutions ; but one inftance 
_ of this does not happen to an hundred 
of the contrary: and if this is fuffici- 
ent, it pleads for the fame alteration 
in moft of the officinal EleCtuaries ; 
becaufe there are few of them without 
_ it. If this medicine be made accord- 
ing to the recipe we have offer’d, the 
- operator will find all the principal in- 
gredients of the Trochifci Hedychroi 
contriv’d therein ; and therefore need 


not take it for an omiffion that they: 


are left out.

Take of the beit Caftor, of long 
and black Pepper, Storax, Spike- 
nard, Coftus, Galbanum, and Opi- 
um, of each half an ounce; of Saf- 
fron, 2 drams; of Syrup of Mug- 
wort a fufficient quantity to make the 
whole into a confection. = 

_ This is originally a prefcription of 
Mefue,’ De Tuff Humida, and is in 
‘Page 30, of the Venice edition in 

1549. It isfrom thence inferted in- 

_ to the Anguftan Difpenfatory exaly 
,as it ftands here, unlefs in the fubfti- 
tution of Syrup of Mugwort for Ho- 
ney, and is there recommended for 
diflempers of the breaft ; as alfo'in 
nervous diforders; and thofe ‘inten- 
tions it feems very well accommo- 
dated to.

one of the moft efficacious we have in 
the fhops of that clafs added, which is 
the Contrayerva ;\ but as this hath 
hitherto been moftly ufed by the Sur- 
geons, where warm Cataplafms are 
required, how far it is improv’d for 
{uch purpofes, and efpecially by the 
exchange of Honey for Syrupus de 
Meconio, I will not pretend to be a’ 
judge.

This hath not been in any Di/pen- 
fatory, that I know of, before; ‘ex- 
cept in that of Bates. It hath ob- 
- tain’d a great name and efteem a- 
mongft fome perfons ;. which ieems 


to have been the reafon why the 


College made it an offiginal medicine. 
‘The whole procefs is long and trou- 
blefome ; but the greateit care incum- 
bent upon the compounder is, that 
the extract be at firft left thin enough

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to receive the Powders, which are © 
afterwards to be mix’d with it; fo — 
that the whole may be of a due con- 
fittence; However this medicine may 
itand in the opinion of many, it hath 


now much more honour done it than ~

They who make it this 
way, may firft powder the due quan- 
tity-of Sena; which, as it cannot be 
well-done without fome watte, the 
fibrous and ‘ftalky parts, which will 
not-break and go through the fieve, 
may be referved for the decoétion ;

Few boil this medicine up high 
enough ; which makesit fret and fer- 
ment, and four in hot weather ; and 
then it gripes and operates much 
rougher than is intended ; ‘it ought 
therefore to be of fuch-~a confitt- 
ence as will not ftir by the greateft 
heat, but keep its form. This gent: 
ly relaxes the belly ; and in coftive 
habits, where fuch things are often 
wanted, it may rather be taken, at

to 1 ounce. A due confiftence gives 
about 1 dram of Sena in powder to 
every 6 drams of the medicine.

and is therefore found of great fervice 
in rheumatifms and arthritic com- 
plaints. Its warmth alfo, and fitnefs 
to carry off watry cold humours, 
makes it very good in dropfies ; and 
grofs habits. In apoplettic and para- 
lytic cafes likewife, where the fibres 
want to be ftimulated and fhook witti 
brifknefs, this is a proper medicine,

Difpenfatory. writers prodigioufly 
abound with medicines of this form 5 
but .all .which.the prefent, practice 
takes any notice of, and which are to 
be had in the fhops, we, have defcrib- 
ed, with a few others, worth advanc- 
ing to.the fame rank ; having omitted 
the reft ;. by which means we have 
much fhortned whatmany havedrawn - 
outinto|a very unprofitable length. 
What of this form are in Bates, and 
fome others in. prefent efteem, will 
mof properly come into our laft part 
of extemporaneous prefcriptions; be- 
caufe they are not calculated for offi- 
cinal medicines ; not being fitted for 
keeping ; and eafy to be made atany 
feafon,...as,occafions require. Thefe 
medicines vary as much, if not more, 
than any’. other forms ; if therefore 
the reader would fee what the laf 
ages prefcribed in this manner, he 
may. fatisfy. himfelf from the collec- 
tions of Schroder, Zwelfer, and Es- 
muller. . .

N E-of thefe forms is much lefs 

ufed in modern pra&ice than 
anciently ; for the eld Di/pen/atories 
abound with Troches; whezeas ‘of 
thofe few that the College retain, half 
are not now in ufe, or ever made. 
The main defign of this form feems 
to have been to preferve in readinefs 
for prefent ufe, fubftances, which 

_ ftood in need of fome preparation ; 
and took up time to reduce into Pow- 


der ; and which by lying in a dry 

Powder, would likewife be fubject 
to decay fooner than in this form. 
Many of thefe alfo are contriv’d for 
the fake of taking them ;. which is 
by gradually diffolving in thé mouth ; 
as moft of the balfamic and peétoral 
kind ; and few elfe are now in ufe, 
befides. thofe commonly called Zo- 
RENLES, © 


[The 
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[The reduEion of a great part of the 
medicinal Simples by triture, is only in 
order to their better entering into other 
Sorms, of which the next to a Powder 
ts that of Troches, though in the ufual 
method of the Difpenfatories zt ‘zs not 
fo placed. This form isin all refpedts 
Llamed by fome commentators on the 
pri Difpenfatories, particularly 
y Salfenus, who wonders bow it came 
to be contrived at all :' But there are 
_ certainly fome good reafons for it 3 as 
tt either better preferves thofe things 
againf? their time of ule; which weuld 
decay in Powder, or affifts in a parti- 
cular manner of taking them; by gra- 
dually diffilving in the mouth. But 
although the prefent Difpenfatory of 
the College have greatly abridged the 
number of compofitions under this form, 
yet they have ftill retained many which 
are never ufed,, and which therefore 
we foal take no farther notice of, than 
jufi to fay they are the Trochifei de 
Agarico, Alipte Mofchate, Alke- 
kengi, de ‘Carabe, ‘Gordonii, de 
Ligno Aloés, de Plumbo, ‘de Rha- 
barbaro, de Terra Lemnid, de Thure, 
and € Violis folutivi. The Trochifci 
Alexiterii might likewife be placed a- 
mong ft thefe, which are little or never 
ufed, but that it is a much more uni- 
form compofition than the others, and 
deferves to be better efteemed. 

Amongfi thofé more in ufe, and 

swhich-are chiefly defigned as a means to 
preferve the materials againft a time 
of need, are fuch as are ufed either 
internally or externally ; of the former 
kind are the Trochifci. Cyphegs pro 
Mithridatio, Hedychroi ad Theria- 
cam, Hyfterici, .de Myrsrha de.Scil- 
Ia ad Theriacam, de Terra Japonica, 
and de Vipera ad Theriacam: Of the 
fatter are only the Yrochifci albi 
Rhafis. 

Lt would take up too much time and 
pains, to anfwer all the objections 
which. Zwelfer, Saffenus, and other 
writers in Pharmacy raife againft all 
the Troches that enter the Mithridate 
and Venice Treacle ; but what concerns 
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us more particularly to know about 
thefe things, will more conveniently 
come under the examination of  thofe 
grand compofitions, 

The Trochifci Hyfterici'are an uni- 
form and efficacious compofition, but 
fill Jeem to give place to thofe de 


Myrrha, which are of the Jame inten- 


tion, and Jomething preferable in tavo 
refpects: For, every ingredient in them 
Sully coincides with the main end, and 
they are more ready in this form for ex- 
temporaneous occafions, than the fame’ 
things could be in any other, or in 
their natural produétions. The 'Tro- 
chifci de Terra Japonica are’ not yer 
come much into acquaintance, but are 
Jo eafily made, and fo much pleafanter 
to take than any other of this form in 
the like intention, that they are much 
to be preferred to the Trochifci Gor- 
donii, and ‘de Terra Lemnia. The 
Trochifei’ Bechici albi & nigri are 
both calculated likewi/e to diffolve gra- 
dually in the mouth, and for the fame 
intention; the former are by much 
more grateful, but the latter more ef- 
Sicacious.. The 'Trochifci  Alhandal 
might be mentioned among thofe for in- 
ward ufe, but they are fo much in neg- 
let, unlefs in a few officinal prefcrip- 
tions, that it is hardly worth enquiry, 
whether the reduGtion of the Colocynth 
from fix ounces to fix drams, in the 
laft alteration of the College, be a 
miftake or not. The Trochifci albi 
Rhafis are purpofely contrived for cool- 
ing lotions, and are chirfly ufed in fo- 
lution with Plantain or Rofe-Water, 
again? inflammations and hot defluc- 
tions upon the eyes; the ufual quan- 
tity is about half a dram to tabo oun- 
ces of Water, which, when diffalved, 
looks white as Milk. The Trochifei 
de Plumbo are’ defigned sfor the fame 
purpofes 3 but are a much coarfer me- 
dicine, and therefore hardly ever pre- 
Scribed. a 
There are many things which might 
be contrived into this form. far extem- 
porancous ufes, in the mauner of the 


Trochifci 
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Trochifci Bechici, and feveral medi- 
tines are reduced under the title of 
Lozenges 3 but as the fame intentions 
are anfwerable by things in other 
forms, with more certainty, and few. 
caring ta be troubled with them, they 
are hardly ever met with in regular 
prefeription. Though for the preferva- 
tion of fome things for prefent ufe, “it 
ts a very serviceable form, as hath 
been already obferved concerning the 
Troches of Myrrh, and fome other offi- 
cinal compofitions of the like nature. 

The next form contrived to preferve 
fome parts of the Materia Medica ix 
compofition, is that of pills; and this 
ts chiefly defioned for fuch things as 
are too naufeous to be taken any other 
way, or are moft readily fitted by their 
natural texture to thit kind of manage- 
ment: Of the firft kind are the Aloes, 
Colocynth, and the like, which are 
thus beft concealed from the taffe ; and 
of the latter are moft Gums, which 
with very little trouble are reduced in- 
to pills. 

But this form being. generally the 
moj? troublefome to take, as few things 
Joould be conirived into it as poffible, 
that is, fuch only as. by their irkfome- 
nefs in going down any other way, 
make it neceffary to conceal them by 
this means. But this reafon ought to 
extend only to thofe things, which are 
of fufficient efficacy, not to make above 
Sour or five Jmall pills for a dofe: thus 

the Bark in Powder, and all the 
lighter Species, which are given in 
the quantity of half a dram, or up- 
wards for a dofe ; if, to avoid the irk- 
Somenefs of other forms, recourfe foould 


be had to this, a neceffary quantity of | 


moifiure to reduce them into it, would 
make one dofe into ten, twelve, or fif- 
teen ordinary pills; which are more 
than any one can be imagined well to 
get down ; for half a dram in the ma/s 
makes five middle-fized pills, and half 
@ dram of dry Powder will take up a- 
bove double its quantity of Syrup to 
bring it into a mafs of due confiftence. 
The gummy fubftances indesd are thus 
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reducible hy liquor, which will but [it- 
tle increafe their tulks 3 and for this 

reason alfa they bave a peculiar fitnefs 

Sor this form. | 

But there are some things abfolutely 
unfit for pills, by reason of their na- 
tural texture and properties, except in 

Jiall quantities 3 and thefe are all the 
volatile Salts, and moft of the fixed 
ones. The firft beave and ferment them 
tnto unreasonable bulbs, and the laft 
render a majs fo brittle and crumbly, 
as make it almoft.impoffible to be work- 
ed into pills ; though both thefe incon- 
ventencies may in fome meafure be a- 
voided, by contriving to mix with e- 
ther of thefe Salts, other things which 
are very tenacious, as fome of the ex- 
tradis and Gums; and this makes the 
Pilulas Ecphratticee, now direfed in: 
the Difpenfatory, at frf? of a tolerable 
con/fiftence. | 

One very material thing likewife to 
be confidered in this form, whether 
of.cinal or extemporaneous, is, that 
the liquor or moifture wanted to ive @ 
confiftence, have the mof? convenient fit- 
nefs to the thing requiring it. Thus 
dry light Powders will not make up 
with any thing thinner than §. ywrup, and 

Some of the heavy ones, as Cinnabar, 
and moft of the Mercurials, will hard- 
ly do with any moiflure of a lower con- 
Siftence than Honey or Conferve: But 
the gummy fubftances, efpecially thofe 
which maf? approach to an oily or refi 
nous texture, as Galbanum, Opopa- 
nax, Myrrh, and the like, will not fo 
well make up with Syrups or Conferves, 
not only on account of increafing their 
bulks too much, but becaufe they will 
not fo well incorporate with them, as 
with fpirituous and more penetrating 
liquors. As this form, therefore, muft 
have fomewhat in.it adbefive and tena- 
cious, where it is not in the dry fub- 
frances, it muft be fought for in a pro- 
per moifture to hold them together ; and 
ewhere it is fufficiently already in thofe 
futflances, as inthe Gums, the thinner 
liquors are beft to give them a confift-

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- ence, or fuch as are better: fuited to in- 
» corporate with them than aqueous moif- 
tures, as the terebinthinous Balfams 5 
for fome fut fubfances will refufe a 
‘Syrup, at the fame time that they will 
readily take in Turpentine, or any thing 
Of like di/pofition. e 
Among)? the officinal pills there are 
but few that do not take in fomething 
purging, and thofe are as fallow. The 
Pilule Gummofe were never in. the 
London Difpenfatory before, though 
long ago in fome others 5» fo that it 
may not, perbaps, be yet much brought 
into the foops; but it is avery uniform 
‘compofition, only the Mithridate will 
not fo readily incorporate with fuch 
materials as Spirit of Caflor, or any 
terchinthinous fubftances. Such things 
are likewi/e ey brought into a mafs 
avith a mortar a little warmed. The 
Storax Pill hath ftood long approved 
fir an excellent compofition, by’ the 
frequent prefcription of it tm catarrbs 
‘and fuch Like defiuxtons; ‘but the tex - 
ture of its materials, though «maf? of 
them eumny, partage jo tittle of an 
vily principle, that they readily make 


up with a Syrup intoa very good con- 


fipesice. The Pilule. de Cynoglofio” 


are calculated for the fame intentions, 
aud hardly to be known from this in 
the mafs, the ingredients being nearly 
the Jame in both, but the Storax Piil 
‘is generally preferred as a foorter and 
more uniform compofition. The Lau- 
 danum is apt to grow brittle, and 
“fometimes a little monldy at the top, 
both which are prevented by keeping 
it clofe from the air. The quantity 
of Opiim is much better afcertained in 
this; than-in any liquid forms; and 
avith a little trouble, this may be dif- 
folved into draughts for extemporane- 
cus ufes, though it:is the moft ready 
“for a Bolus or Pills. 
re AmonF ft thofe aphich take in Ca- 
thai tics, foie do it fo fparingly, that. 
“ghey ought rather to be deemed alte- 
rants than purgers; uch as the Alee- 
“phangine, Poetide, and Stomachicx 
cum Gumimi,_all which fo abound 


with ingredients of other intentions, 
that the purging ones are almof loft in 
them. Saflenus finds great fault with 
the firft of thefe,, but itis Jo very 


bittleufed now, that it 4s hardly 


avorth a critical examination here; 
and efpecial’y as the Tinttura Sacra 
is a medicine. much better contrived 
for the fame intentions, on all, ac- 


counts, both for taking and efficacy. 


The Pilule Foetide cannot be juftified 


Sora very uniform compofition, but in 
the main it takes in fo many things 
which are efficacious. in hypocondria- 
cal, hyfterical, and other nervous at/- 
orders, that it is generally ufed with 
fuccefs 3 but if fo much of the juice of 
Leeks be applied in. afjolving the 
Gums, that it wants but. little of the 
Syiup ta bring it. to a confifience, it 
will be very apt to grow mouldy with 
keeping. In this, and all compofitions 
which take in ingredients fo different 
in textures, all..that will powder 
ought to be»fo reduced together, and 
ewhen the Gums are firained, after 
diffilwving them with a moderate heat 
inthe liquor directed, they are put to- 


gether in a mortar, and beat into a 


due confiftence with a proper quantity 
of Syrup. The Oil of Amber, or any 


thing elfe of like nature, isceft rubbed 
prft into the dry Powders. ‘The Pilulee 


Stomachice cum Gummi continue to 


be femetimes ordered, but they are not 


by much fo well efeemed as hereto- 
fore; the Tin&tura Sacra alfa taking 


«place of it to better advantage. There 


are likewwife. fomecother cathartics of 
aweak efficacy, from their mixture 
with other things which are fo lit- 
tle ufed, that. they deferwe, not much 
examination; as the Pilule de Aga- 
rico, de Aleé iota, de Ammoniaco 
magiltrales, Cochiz majores, Diam- 
bre, and Mechoacanne; all which 
are hardly ever made or prefcribed. 
The Pilule Ecphracticez, for the rea- 
fons already given about Salts con-. 
tain’d in Pills, are of fo brittle a con- 
fifience, that they likewife are feldom

This procefs is the fame, very near- 
ly, as is dire€ted in the 4uguftan, and 
firft London Difpenfatory : tts firftcon- 
trivance is afcribed to Galen; who 
defcribes it, de Antidotis, and in the 
Theriaca, ad Pifonem ; for which it 
was originally defigned : but Zzwelfer 
finds great fault with it, on many ac- 
counts, with relation to the virtues 
of Squills ; but let ‘that be as it will, 
he faysin the T'roches there is fo little 
as to avail hardly any thing, reckon- 
ing that not above g ounces at moft of 
the Troches can be made out of this 
quantity $ whereas it is certain that 
8 ounces is owing to the Cicer-flower. 
[The College of Phyficians at Edin- 
burgh, declare, at the end of their Re- 
ceipt for thefe Troches, That the Pulp 
of the Squill is jufily preferred thereto. | 

Trochifci de ‘erra Japonica, 
Troches of Fapan-earth. 

Take of Japan Earth, 2 ounces ; 
of white Sugar, 16 ounces ; of the 
Mucilage of Gum-Tragacanth made 
in Plantain-water, a fufficient quan- 
tity to make them into Troches, §.

Take of Vipers flefh, after the tkin 
is {tripped off, the fat and entrails be- 
ing taken out, and without the head 
and tail,8 ounces ; of the fineft wheaten 
Bread, or rather Bifket, powdered 
and fifted, z ounces.

, al hire has been a great deal wrote 
by many authors about the choice of

Zawvelfer particularly abounds in 
his animadverfions hereupon ; and 
gives abundance of formule under va-_ 
rious titles, wherein the Viper is the | 
chief ingredient: But as thefe are 

chiefly made for the Theriaca, being 

little ufed otherwife, thefe only have 

the College thought fit to take notice 

of. They are frequently brought to 

us from feveral parts of Jta/y, and par- 

ticularly from Venice; but they who’ 
lay moftftrefs upon them, chufe much 

rather to be the preparers themfelves 

with our own Vipers here ; which at 

the proper time of the year are fullas 

good ; andthe Troches are much the 

better for being frefh ; which they 

cannot fo well be when they come 

from abroad. [The College of Edin-_ 
burgh prefer the dried Viper-flefb to 
the Troches thereof.)

‘I. The rules before given for 
powders, are to be exactly obferv’d 
in making Pills. 

The Gums, and concreted 
Juices, are to be firlt foftened with 
the fluid prefcribed ; then the pow- 
ders are to be gradually added, and 
the whole perfectly mixed by beat- 
ing with a pettle. 
HIT. All the maffes of Pills fhould 
be kept in bladders, oiled or moitft- 
ned with the fluid ufed in making 
the mafs, 
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From the former London Difpenfatory, 
Paftilli Cathartici, 
Purging Sugar-Plumbs. 

Take Rofin of Scammony, 2 
drams ; fine Loaf Sugar, 1 pound. 
Mix them together after the Rofinis 
rubb’d into a very fine Powder ; and 
with a very little Mucilage, make a 
pafte, which work up into fmall Pills.

Thofe 
which are fo frequently in publick 
advertifements, are no other ; what-- 
foever their vendefs may pretend to. 

Pills are aform into which little is 
reduced, unlefs cathartics, in officinal 
compofition ; the quantity of thefe 
generally aflign’d for a dofe not ad- 


_ Mitting of alteratives, becaufe thefe 


ordinarily take up more room : where- 
as the force of a cathartic lying for 
the moft part in a fmall compats, is 
conveniently included herein ; half a 
dram, which makes 4, 5, or 6 Pills, 
being commonly {ufficient fora dofe : 
whereas a due dofe of moft alteratives 
would amount to 15 or 20 Pills. - 
Mott things likewife in this form are 
fo very bitter and diftafteful, that, 
they could not be endured in any 
other; which this is capable of co- 
vering, fo as not to be difcern’d. But 
nothing ought to be made up in this 
form, that is folvable by the air, as 
many Salts are ; becaufe they will 
run, and deftroy the form :.and no- 
thing ought to be thus mixed, that 
will ferment, for the fame reafon : 
And upon this account all volatile 
Salts are to be excluded ; becaufe 
they puff Pills up into fix times their 
bulk ; and make them not poffible to 
be taken ; as has already been hinted 
in another place.

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This compofition is as old as 
Mefue, who was its original author. 
The firft Difpenfatory of the College 
and the Augujian have received it 
alike. Zewelfer hereupon orders the 
Myrrh, as likewife allGums that are 
brought into this form, to be dif- 
folved ina proper quantity of Wine, 
or any convenient liquor : as being 
thus much better reducible to a due 
confiftence in the whole, than if

But the compoier herein is left to his 
difcretion ;. who, if he be an artift, 
will always be governed by the-tex- 
ture and body of any Gum fo order- 
ed ; which will fometimes better 
fuit one management than another.

intention the Co/lege feem now to 
have had a particular regard, by the 
addition of Affafoetida, which was 
never in it before: But the mafs is 


fomewhat difficult to keep without 
moulding ; which feems owing to, the 
Juice of Leeks ufed for diffolving the 
Gums, and not giving body enough 
to keep it from drying: The beft 
Way is to confine it in an oily bladder, 
and aleaden pot. This isa wellcon- 
trived purge of all kinds of humours, 
which lay a load upon the nerves, and 
the principal fprings of the animal — 
machine, for it is full of hot and pe- 

netrating parts ; and as the Scam- | 
mony acts as a cathartic in the more © 
open paffages, others carry the fame 
quality into the remoteit receffes, and 
clear away watry and pituitous hu- 
mours from all the glands and eapilla- 
ries, but particularly thofe mucous | 
foulneffes which frequently diforder — 
the womb. For thefe reafons this is 
anotable purge in all diftempers of the 
head, as apoplexies, epilepfies, pal- 
fies, and the like ; for hypocondriacal 
and {plenetic affections, and promotes 
the uterine cleanfings, fo as to affift 
in the cure of moft complaints from 
that quarter. It-is calculated for — 
rheumatifms, fcrophula’s, and the 
gout; and the moft extreme parts 
will be drained of their fuperfluities 
by it. But for thefe extraordinary

26. but with a 
difference from either of them, as 
they; put an equal quantity of Gum 
Ammoniacum with the Aloes and no 
Saffron, , The ingredients are much 
the beft reduced into powder feparate- 
ly ; becaufe they are fo. different in 
texture from one another, that they 
will not do in a mortar fo well toge- 
ther. This medicine was defigned. 
by its firft prefcribers to be diffolved 
for potions ; but its extreme bitterne{s 
making that intolerable, the moderns 
have very juitly retained it in Pills for 
their extemporaneous practice. Fe- 
tix Platerus hath a prefcription under © 
the title of Pilule peftilentiales, which 
hath all the ingredients of this, but 
joined with many others, which feem 
rather to clog than improveit. Schro- 
der alfo gives one by the name of Pi- 
lula peftilentiales compofite, not dif.’ 
fering but in the addition. of, things, 
that rather fpoil than ‘mend it. This 
is accounted a good ftomach purge, 
and with good reafonje-for, it greatly 
warms and firengthens it, and but 
very gently purges. It is peculiarly 
good in cold conititutions. and indi- 
geftions ; and will many times, with- 
out any other help, cure a green fick- 
nefs; in which cafe it greatly pro- 
motes the menftrual difcharges, and 
opens uterine obftructions. It may 


_be given from 15 grains to a dram ; 


‘but this is not fo fit for a cathartic as

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an alterative, and therefore ought ra- 
ther to be given in moderate dofes, 
and be long continued.

This differs from the prefcription 
received into the firft Di/penfatory of 
the College, in fubftituting a few ve- 
ry good Aromatics in the room of a 
perplexed compofition that is now 
quite expunged the fhops; the ma- 
nagement alfo of its preparation dif- 
fers fomewhat from that, tho’ in no- 
thing of confequence. Zwelfer or- 
ders the fame procedure here as in 
the Pilule Aloiphangine. The Scam- 
mony fhould be powdered by itfelf, 
and the Aloes fhould not be added till 
the tin@ure is ftrained from the other 
ingredients ; and whenthat is diffolv- 
ed, and it is near high enough, the 
Scammony fhould be fifted and ftir- 
red in, ‘The fuperfluous fpirit is at 
Jait drawn off by a retort, becaufe it 
may then be faved again for the fame 
ufe another time, whereas evapora- 


tion in an open veffel would lofe it;- 


but it can hardly be drawn that way 
to a full confiftence, becaufe it re- 
quires frequent trial when near e- 
nough ; and therefore “tis beit to be 
taken out, and put into an open vef- 
fel to finifh it. This ftri€tly belongs 
to the clafs of extraéts, and is more 
generally entitled fo in the fhops, and 
in extemporaneous prefcription 5, it is 
fometimes prefcribed under the title 
of Extra&ium Euftachii, the other 
part of the name of its author Eu/fa- 
chius Rudius. ‘There are many pre- 
{criptions in the ancient praétical wri- 
ters and difpenfatories, and particular~ 
ly in the collections of Schoder and 
Zawelfer, woder the titles of Panchy- 
magoga, which come very near to this, 
except in being more crowded with 
ingredients; and lefs elegantly com- 
pounded. Some fhops, efpecially 
thofe of wholefale dealers, who make 


-vaft quantities at 2 time, put in, with- 


out order, Salt of Tartar, to pre- 
ferve this extract moift, which other- 
wife grows hard, and requires a little- 
freth fpirit to foften it, If this grows: 
likewife too brittle, moiften it with 
frefh fpirit. It may be given from15 
grains to 2 fcruples ; and is effectual 
to all the purpofes the Alozphangina 
ftands recommended for. It is much 
more in prefcription than that, be- 
caufe it anfwers the common inten- 
tion of a cathartic much better, being 
ftronger and brifker in operation ; 
which, altho’ it moft pleafes common 


people, yet the greateit feats are to be 


done by medicines of flower opera- 
tion, unlefs the humours wanting e- 
vacution are only in the firft paflages, 


which is rarely the cafe of fuch as take 


purges. ‘This at prefent is in great 
efteem in the fhops for an head pur- 
ger; and it is indeed the chief pill in 
ufe in moft cafes where cathartics are 
prefcribed in this form, -

Of Troches and Pills, 
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Thefe are in the Auguftan Difpen- 
fatory by the name of Pilule de Ni- 
tro, but the compofition has Alexan- 
der Trailianus for its author, who 
gives it under the title it bears here, 
de Hemicrania, lib. 1. cap. 12. where 
he pronounces it effectual in purging 
off vifcid, cold, pituitous humours 
from the extreme parts, and to be 
good to reftore the vigour of the 
nerves, as well as to remove their 
impediments. Monardus, Lib. 13; 
Epi/t.6. prodigioully commends them 
in the Epilepfy, and affirms that they 
excel the Hiera, in fortifying the 
ftomach, and removing ifchiadic 
pains. The Gum Arabic feems in- 
tended for a corrector of the Eu, 
phorbium, as it may entangle its vio- 
lent active parts, and suki its ope- 
ration more tolerable; but.it is to be 
fear’d that ingredient is here in too 
large a proportion, notwithftanding 
fuch precaution. The dofe of this 


_ is from 15 grains to half a dram ; and 


in robuft conftitutions there is hardly 
any cathartic of equal efficacy to 
cleanfe away the moft obftinate hu-

[ H Aving gone through thofe offici- 
~~ nal forms wherein the virtues 
of Simples are drawn out by liquors, 
or the things themfelwves preferved with 
Sugar 3 the nextédivifion gives us com- 
pofttions of them in fubfiance, with no 
other alteration made by art, than re- 
_ ducing them to powder ; a procedure fo 
_wery fimple in itflf, that it requires 
na other frill, than having thofe things 
which come under its management 
Jufficiently dry, in order ta be fo aé- 
wided. | 

In judging then of the fitnefs of 
materials for this treatment, . only 
thefe two confiderations neceffarily re- 
quire our attention. 1 he-firft is, whe- 
ther the things themfilves are thus re- 

_ ducible, without any previous manage- 
ment that may hurt their medicinal 
wirtues 2 And next, whether their 

_wirtues are conveniently preserved ‘in 

_ phis form when reduced into it ? 

Under the firft of thefe it naturally 
occurs, that vifcid and oily Jubfiances 
cannot be thus managed without firft 

reducing them to fome brittleness, 
avhich cannot be done without drying. 
Lf fuch things therefore cannat be fuf- 
ficiently dried for triture, without ex- 
baling their better parts, or defiroy- 

_ing that particular quality for which 
the fimple is valued in medicine, as 
it happens with many Seeds and Gums, 
they are much fitter for fome other 
forms than for this; tho’ thefe incon- 
weniencies may be avoided where fuch 
things bear fo finall a proportion to 
thofe which are very dry and brittle,’ 
that they are fo lofi, and as it were 
abjor bed by them in triture, that all 


pals the fieve well enough together, 
But this however foould make the pre- 
feriber wary of crouding into any com- 
pofition under this form too many Gums 
or Seeds, and the preparer careful in 
giving them a requifite brittlenefs. by 
drying ; which latter may in fome 


measure be known by the compofition’s 


preferving the fcent or particular qua- 
Lities of the ingredients /ufpected. 

The other requifite in this form, 
relating to the prefervation of things 
reduced into it, diredis us not to pre- 


feribe materials therein which are vo- 


latile, or will any other way change 
in the open air; thus the pner are- 


omatics will decay, and every thing 


very volatile, as the Radix Ari, fer 


_which reason it is now ordered to be 


mixed at the time of taking. <All 
the alkalous Salts likewt/e are not to 
come into this form, becaufe they will 
diffolve in air; on which account the 
Sal Abfinthii is az improper ingredt- 
ent in the Pulvis Radicum Ari com- 
pofitus. Thefe latter: inconveniencies 
may indeed be in fome meafure avoid- 
ed, ty keeping fych compofitions as 


have in them thefe exceptionable in- 


gredients, in veffels ficpped clofe from 
the air, but the neceffity of frequently 
opening them in the foops for common 
occaftons will fubject them more to 
Juch decay than is confifient with kicp- 
ing them any long time good. 

Having a view of thefe two requi- 
fites, we are better able to judge bath 
of ofncinal and etemporaneous pre- 
Jeviptions in this form; and for our 
bitter enquiry into the former, it may 
be alfo of ufe, as is alicady done in 


forse 
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vfome other forms, to range them under 
Juch general intentions as they feem 
contrived by their jirft inventors ta 
anfwer. | 

The Species Diambre, Pulvis Dia- 
cinnamomi, Species Dianthis, and 
Pulvis LeetificansGaleni, fcem by 
moft of their ingredients to be intend- 
ved for cephalics and cordials, as they 


confit of the warmer Spices, and Sim-: 


ples of fimilar properties ; but in the 
‘Pulvis Diacinnamomi the Caffa is

“powerful detergent, and quite out of 
the intention. The Sugar likewtje oc- 
cafions an unneceffary bulk in a doje 
ewhen given in powder, in an electuary, 
pr a bolus, and therefore would be bet- 
ter omitted. Iu the Species Dian- 
thas the Liquorice is blameable on the. 
fame account'as the Radix Heleniiin 
the foregoing 5 and in the Pulvis Lex- 
- tificans Galeni the Rafure Eboris, E- 
pithymum, Os é Corde Cervi, and 
-Margarite, are chargeable with con- 
tributing nothing to the main intention 
of a cordial, tho the Leaf Silver and 
-Gold are very beautiful decorations if 
rubbed but coarfly in at lafi, that they 
may be feen to advantage ; but the Cam- 
_phire it is to be feared will render it 
_not fo fragrant while it lajls, though 
even very cloje keeping will not long rec 
tain its volatility. . 

‘Some others near opproaching to this 
intention take in fimples that give :bem

Kermes compofitus, and Pulvis Car- 
diacus magiftralis 3; mone of which are 
chargeable with an ufele/s or unfuitable 
ingredient, unlefs the Bexoar bereckon- 
ed fo ia the latter ; however, itis pretty 

certain that its virtue does not compen- 
fate for its coft ; and indeed not. much 
can be faid for the Saunders and Alces- 
auood,, byt that the cufiem of mixing 
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them ‘with thefe things bas long pre-—

The Pulvis Diacalaminthes fimplex, 
thus entitled in d:flinfiion from a@ 
much larger compofition given in for- 
mer difpenfatorics, and the Species, 
Diatrion. Piperean, feem chiefly in- 
tended for Carminatives ; though the 
former bath fomething in it aimed alo - 
againft byficrical affedions,\ and is - 
pretty much ufed in both these intentions 
with fuccefs. The Pulvis de Guttera 
was heretofore a tompofition confifing 
chiefly of fuch things as were fuppofed 


todo great feats in fome nervous cafes 


by their. fpecific and fecret virtues, as 
the Vifcus Quercis, the Ungula Al- 
cis, and. Cranium humanum;. but 
there.are now added many things of ve- 
ry manifef? properties, as the Radix 
Valerianz, ‘Contrayervae, and Ser- 
pentarie ; Lut whether the calcin’d 
Hart/born, Coral, Hyacinth and Be- 
zoars will yet allows this to be duly re- 
formed, and an uniform compofition, is 
much to be doubted » for if they can, 
with the fpecific.before mentioned, be 
fuppofed to contribute any thing to the 
main end, yet it muft be allowed to be 
fo little, that they have not their fhare, . 
but are a clog upon the efficacies of fome. 
others, which by this means cannot fo 
conveniently be given in their due quan- 
tities. By long experience it hath like- 
ewife been found that. Mufk doth harm 
in many nervous cafes; where therefore’ 
there is reafon to judye it. proper, it is 
very eafily ordered at the time of extem~ 
poraneous prefcription. The Leaf-gold, 
as was before obferved of another com- 
pofition of this form, is an agreeable 
ornament, and can dono harm. The 
Pulvis Cephalicus és defigned only for a

The next clafs of alterant fpecie 
may be reduced under the title of Alexi- 
pharmics, at the head of which it may 
be thought injuflice not to put the Pul- 
vis ¢ Chelis Cancrorum compofitus. :

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but the Lapis Contrayerve /eems to 
come under the fame rank much more 
properly, which the prefent prafice 
acknowledges, -by taking notice. of it 
wiuch oftner than the. other ; tho’ the 
Zreateft dependance upon this is from 
the Contrayerva Root, which both in 
ats fmell and tafe manifeftly difcovers 
the quality of an Alexipharmic, which 
chiefly confifis in awolatile pungency. 
‘Ye Pulvis Radicum Ari compofi- 
tus, zs the only compofition in this form 
that aims at being an antifcorbutic 3 
but its chief ingredients, as has been al- 
ready obferved, will not keep long in 
this form, and when mixed with boles 
or éleftuaries, the Oculi Cancrorum 
and Sal Abfinthii Joon makes it ferment 
and four. 
. Some of this form are given for emal- 
dients and diuretics, as the Species 
Diatragacanthi frigide, Pulvis Haly, 
Pulvis Saxifragie compofitus, and 
Pulvis Dialthez ; but the chief ingre- 
dients of thefe, efpecially of the former 
three, which are the cold Seeds, thofe 
of Poppies and the like, are not only dif- 
ficult to powder, but when fo reduced 
will foon grow rancid.

Pulvis Arthriticus Turneri, of qwbich

Jeems to be a good abridgment, as tak- 
ing in fome of the chief ingredients, 
and leaving out many ufelefs ones, with 
which that was crowded. The Palvis 
Cornachini, and Pulvis Comitifte 
Warvicentis, are exadily the fame, ex- 
cept in the proportions of ingredients, 
in which refped? likewife they differ 
but little.

Sicinal prefcriptions of this form, foould : 


alfo be equally attended to in extempo~ 
rancous practice, that is, not to dire 

any thing in a powder which will wafe 
by its volatility, or which is not redu- 
cible into it, without fuch previous 
management as will burt its medicinal 
virtues. All volatile falts.in parti- 
cular ought to be avoided in thefe pre- 
Scriptions, as that of Hartfoorn, Sal 
Armoniac, and the like; tho in the 
Sal Succini there is fomewhat fo fixed 
that it will remain a confiderable time 
in this form without any difcernable 
lofs. Some regard alfo in common prat- 
tice is to be had. to the wvebicle, with 
which fome things have and others 
have not a peculiar fitne/s for mixture.

"The effect of the whole then is obfor 
bent ; which is common to it with 
all the teftaceousipowders. This ren- 
ders them of good ufe in many cafes, 
efpecially in diftempers incident to 
children ; for in whatever fhapes their 
maladies appear, and whatever difor- 
ders they induce in thofe delicate and 
tender bodies, their principal fource 
3s generally a peccant acid in the pré- 
me vice of thofe young ones ; whofe 
acrimony is readily overcome by fuch 
medicines as this. Nor can it have 
any diaphoretic effect, unlefs-by acci- 
dent ; that is, the indolence and tran- 
guility produced in the animal ceco- 
nomy, on its being freed from the 
troublefome irritations of the acid, 
Jodged in the firlt paflages by means 
of thefe abforbents, is for the moft 
fucceedéed by gentle breathings. Such 
perions therefore are greatly miftaken, 
who by perufing the bills of phyfi- 
cians, and finding this and fuch like 
medicines frequently to occur, ima- 
gine themfelves able to cure all acute 
aiftempers,- by almoft their help 
alone. ‘Tchere are indeed many in. 
flances where the moft prudent mutt 


wait the efforts of nature, and fee 
which way the principal relief from’ 
medicines is to be given ; and in the 
mean while’ muft do fomething td 
an{wer the expeétations of a patient, 
and give a little prefent eafe : But to 
lay the fole dependence upon fuch’ 
languid helps, when fomething of ef- 


ficacy is indicated, is certainly impru- 


dent. We fhall only here further ob- 
ferve, that the dearnefs of the Bezoar' 
has prompted many to find out its’ 
counterfeits to colour this medi- 
cine 5 which is valued for receiving 
it from the Bezoar. What this is 


done with, we cannot fo well af- . 


firm, ‘as know when it is fo, from 
its deviation upon fome trials, which 


the Bezoar only will ftand the teff 


of; and that is, ftriking its colour 
diftinét upon white chalf'd papers 
whilit the counterfeits do frequently 
change lighter or darker with keép- 
ing ; and fome have been known to 
turn quite black. Every juice of 
tincture that’ changes green with an 
Alkali, will help in this projeét ; 
as was before taken notice of about 
the infufion of Violets: and fuch a 
green, with a due . proportion of 
yellow, may be eafily brought to 
the true Bezoatcolour. It would 


-be inexcufeable to propagate the 


counterfeit of any thing of real va- 
luce: but the Bezoar in this is of 
no extraordinary virtue ; and con- 
fequently the medicine not much 
the worfe for want of it. The 
dofe is from 6 grains to. half a 
dram. [Jt is very remarkable, that 
this celebrated and dear powder bas 
been wery exactly counterfeited by 
«vo extremely cheap and common in- 
gredients ; viz. Tobacco Pipes and 
Animal Gall, artificially - preparéd 
and mixed together: And doubtlefs 
this kind will be found in thofe foop,

for a cardiac ; and praifes, it alfo in 
defluxions, and many weaknefles 
of the conftitution from indigetti- 
on. It is certainly a very good 
compofition for all nervous inten- 
tions ; and does not give fuch difor- 
ders, as fometimes thofe with the 
{weets do. It is a great ftrengthener 
of the brain, and a good preferva- 
tive againft thofe diftempers which 
age is apt to bring upon it; as apo- 
plexies, epilepfies, palfies, lofs of 
memory, and the like. It greatly 
warms the ftomach and bowels ; 


and invigorates the whole mafs of - _ 


humours, Medicines of this kind 
are of great fervice in cold cacheéti- 
cal habits, where the load of hu. 
mours has been forced away by 
ftrong detergents and cathartics ; 
and the fibres are left weak, fo as 
to be continually liable to relapfe ; 
becaufe they ftrengthen the folids, 
fill them with due {pirits, and pro- 
cure fuch a vigorous vibration and 
circulation, that afterwards a pro- 
per digeftion and feparation is made 
and all fupply cut off which might 
occafion a return. Things of this 
nature are therefore indifpenfably 
neceflary after purging in dropfies, 
or to be given in the intervals of 
purging ; and for want of this know- 
‘ledge, many, whofe utmoft acquain- 
tance in phyfic goes no further than 
a few violent purges, undertake fuch 
cures, and make fhort ones, by car- 
rying off the prefent load, but can- 
not prevent a return of the difeafe.

‘the tharpnefs of the humours threat- 
€ns excoriations and exulcerations. 
Upon this account too it comes to 
be ufeful in many diftempers of the 
breaft, becaufe it will foften and 
thicken fharp defluxions, and eafe 
the coughs which proceed therefrom ; 
and thus ftranguries, heat of urine, 
and the pungency of venereal gleets, 
are hereby relieved, both by fheath- 
ing the acrimony of the fluids, and 
defending the veffels from. their. ir- 
‘Fitations. For thefe purpofes this is 
4 good compofition; but the quan- 
tity of the flowers of water lillies 
is merely ridiculous, it bearing no 
manner of proportion to its virtues, 
ten times the quantity that is in the 
medicine not being more than a per- 
fon would give at one dofe, had he 
any intention of moment to anfwer 
_ by it. The dofe of the whole is 
from half a dram to 2 drams, and 
frequently to be repeated. This is 
much the beft when frefh made, ‘be- 
caufe the feeds with keeping grow 
Zancid, as in the pulvis haly.

This is one of 
the beft purges for gro{s-bodied 
children, that are aptto breed worms ; 


and have large bellies ; for tho’ the

It wonderfully clears the: bowels of 
flime,.and fetches out thofe vifcid 
' kumours which obftruét the mefen- 
teriac glands, and in a great mea- 
fure the la¢teals themfelves ; which 
is often the cafe in children, and is 
attended with a hard belly,  ftink- 
ing breath, freguent fevers, and a 
decay of ftrength in the lower parts; 
Thofe flight intermittents which 
fuch are fubject.to, .will mach fooner 
be cured by fuch.a purge than by 
the bark ; for, the purge aétually 
reaches and wears, away the caufe, 
- but the bark pens it up; and, by cu- 
ring only. while {uch, reftrition con- 
tinues, gives room for a return with 
much greater, aggravation. .This 
cathartic is likewife very proper for 
rheumatic and gouty perfons, | for 
whom it is. beft.made into pills, to 
be taken over night, or fome. hours 


before rifing,. that they may. fleep- 


upon them, ‘They. greatly, diffolve 
the vifcid lentor. of the juices, and 
-prevent their fettling upon the joints 
“to do farther -mifchief. It may be 
given to. children from.6 to 15

kalies may make.a tertium quid to 
this purpofe, will not at all appear 
ftrange to one who confiders the fen- | 
fible qualities of fuch a mixture, and

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not only how they differ fromm what 
appeared before in «wher feparately, 
but with what a peculiar pungency 
the mixed parts affect the tongue: 
But Jet the rationale of this ftand 
how it will, this is vaftly a better 
compolition than that of the Ga/- 
ccien’s powder for the purpofe of a 
diaphoretic ; this will in reality pro- 
mote iweating, and drive out pow- 
erfully by the fkin, which makes it 
a very good medicine in all fevers 
whatloever, as they are always afit- 
ec by fuch difcharges. In the meafles 
and imall-pox there is nothing pre- 
feraoie, and it is a good cordial at 
the fame time, whereby a perfon is 
enabled the better to bear with the 
walte it occafions. ‘I‘hey who would 
in caret fet a value on a medicine 
for its real worth, will eafily be 
brought into the interef of» this ;

and prepoffefions of their patients 
more than their cure, will, norwith- 
ftanding all that can be faid, never 
leave that fure road of practice, 
which at once fecures them both 
profit and credit. The ufual dofe 
is from half a feruple to half a dram 
in any convenient vehicle, 


Pulvis febrifugus certus, 

The fure febrifuge Powder. 
Take Virginiaf{nake-root 2 drams ; 
. €ontrayerva, gentian, zedoary, car- 
duus and citron-feeds, occidental 
bezoar, of each a dram ; Peruvian 
bark 4 ounces; make all together 
into a fine powder, S. 4, 

In fome cafes where the bark 
wants fuch warm affiftants, — this 
makes a good medicine, though the 
three laft ingredients may be as well 
deft out ; and this is certain, that the 
more per{piration is promoted in the 
courfe of acure, the lefs liable by 
much will the patient be to relapfe ; 
for the reafon why the fit returns 
after fuch a certain time, when put 


away by the bark only, is becaufe,

Ie has 
Paracelfus for its author, tho’ Crof- 
ius hath inferted “it without fach 
acknowledgment. The calcined 
bones, being thofe of a man, have 
no greater matter in them ‘for that, 
becavfe the fire brings them to the 
fame condition and’ properties as 
thofe of any other animal, and there- 
fore the common’ burnt hart’s-horn 
may do.as well. This powder is 
indeed fomewhat milder than that 
above-mentioned, and may be given. 
to a dram in the fame cafes. 


Pulvis Martialis compofitus, 
Compound Powder of Steel. 

Take fteel prepared 6 drams ; 
aloes-wood, nutmegs, of each half 
an ounce ; cloves and mace, of each 
2drams; fugar 2 ounces; powder 
and mix, §. 7. 

This ftands greatly commended 
for a good medicine in all cachexies 
both in men and women, but par- 
ticularly in thofe from uterine dif- 
orders. It cleanfes the womb, pro- 
motes the menfes, warms the blood, 
and wonderfully reftores decayed 
and diftempered conftitutions ; to be 
taken every morning in a glafs of 
white-wine from 1 to 2drams. If 
a little faffron be added, it makes it 

better, 
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better, and efpecially for girls from 
fix years of age to the firft eruption 
of the menfes ; who are pale, and 
have all the marks of what is called 
the green-ficknefs ; for fo young 
does it many times appear. | 


Pulvis purpureus, The purple Powder. 

‘Take burnt hartfhorn, white am- 
ber, red coral, pearl, of each an 
ounce ; crabs eyes and claws, of 
each 2 ounces; faffron half a feru- 
ple ; cochineal 2 feruples ; make 
all into a pafte, after they are finely 
levigated, with jelly of hartfhorn ;

This is a pretty medicine for fe- 
vers in children, the meafles and 
fmall-pox, efpecially if the alkaline 
fubftances were to be levigated with 
juice of lemons, as in the pulvis 
Cantianus ; but otherwife it is much 
better than the Gafcoign’s powder, 
and fome have the courage to pre- 
fcribe it in its ftead. The dofe is 
from 10 grains to a feruple in chil- 
dren ; but to grown: perfons, for 
whom alfo it is very good in fevers, 
it may be given from a fcruple to a 
dram. 


Pulvis Sternutatorius, 
Sneezing Powder, 

Take marjoram, rofemary-flow- 
ers, betony, and flowers of lillies 
of the valley, of each 3 drams ; 
nutmegs 2 drams ; volatile falt ar- 
moniac a dram ; powder, and keep

This is recommended in the head- 
ach, giddinefs, deafnefs, and many 
other diforders, as palfies, lethar- 
gies, and the like; and is alfo faid 
to do fervice even in the gout, and 
diftempers of the remote parts, 
which have their origin from fome 
fault in the nervous fluids. It may 
be taken at any time at pleafure, but

The oils drawn by expreffion are 

from nuts and feeds; and thofe for in- 


ternal ufe are to be drawn cold, be- 


cauje the fire, or any warmth, which 
ie «facilitates

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facilitates the oily parts to flow out in 
greater quantities, is fuppofed to com- 
_ municate fomewihat to fuch oils that 
damages their virtues, confidered as 
Softeners, and likewife forces out fome- 
what that gives them much fouler 
Seents than «when drawm cold; tho’ it 
(ts probable that there may be pur- 
pofes for which fome of thcfe oils are 
prefcribed, which might be better an- 
Jrvered by the common way of expref- 
fron with warmth ; as where the oles 
um lini is given for a detergent, 
which it often is, the property making 
tt fo, is certainly more increafed by be- 
ing drawn by heat; and all the 
objection in this cafe is, that it is not 
fh cleanly «pon the palate. 
Lhe common wey of preferibing thefe 
oils for internal ufes hath been alone, 
or in lindiujes; but a much neater 
sway is in emulfion, as hath been al- 
ready freexn under that clafs of extem- 
porancous medicines. But altho’ the 
College dirc& thefe to be drawn from 
many materials, set they ave none of 
them in ujé, befides that of feet al- 
monds and linfeeds internally, and the 
oleum macis, laurinum, and palne ex- 
ternally ; tho” the laft ts not taken no- 
tice of in Difpenfatories, but brought 
much into practice by thofe travellers 
who have learned its ufe in the coun- 
tries where it is made. 
The next clafs of oils are fuch as are 
made by infufion or decodion, where-~ 
in fome herb or flower hath its virtues 
drawn out by the oil. Of thofe in ufé 
are the oleum rofaceum, chamemeli- 
num, hyperici lilliorum, and fambu- 
_ cinum; and thefe require fomewhctr 
different in their making, upon the 
Score of fame different qualities in the 
things themfelves ; as the scented flow- 
ers, particularly the rofes, do better 
| by long infolation, only in fuch a 
warmth as the fun will give, becaufe 
much boiling would exhale their more 
Sragrant parts ; but cils impregnated 
avith green herbs, as camomile and 


elder, require long boiling before they 
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receive that green colour which is de- 
fired in them. And it is to be obfer- 
ved concerning thefe mee which re- 
quire boiling, that no oils ewill bear 
Juch management without turning 
black, any longer than there remains 
Jome aqueous humidity, which is here- 
in fupplied from the juice of the herbs ; 
when therefore they grow crifp, for 
want of farther moiflure, the proce/s 
is finifbed. . Nit 
There are likewife directed in the 
Difpenfatory many compound oils, to be 
made after the fame manner by infu 
fon or decoction; and the like rules are 
to be obferwed in them as in the fimple 
oncs. But fo few of thefe are made 
or preferibed, that there is hardly any 
thing in this divifion worth our notice 
but the Lucatellus’s balfam, with fome 
others under the fame title, which 
happen to be placed among ft them.} 


There is not much in either of 
thefe forms for internal ufe, but the 
greateft part is for external applica- 
tion, under the intention of fuppu- 
ratives or detergents. A balfam, or 
what is ufually called fo, is fome- 
what thicker than a common oil; 
and fometimes the name is alfo ap- 
plied to fuch fubftances as are of the 
confiftence of an unguent, as Lucatel- 
lus’s balfam. ‘The oils under this di- 
vifion are fuch as are impregnated 
with fome medicinal fimples, gene- 
rally with the leaves or flowers of 
vegetables, by boiling or infolation, 
Thofe which are made from flowers 
are beft managed by plain infolation, 
that is, fteeping the ingredients in 
oil, in fuch a warmth as the fun 
will give, and then ftraing off the 
oil for ufe, becaufe boiling is apt to 
difipate and lofe the better part of 
the flowers, and give an empyreu- 
ma; whereas infolation alone will 
beft draw out and communicate their 
efficacies to the oil, and preferve 
their natural {cent therem. But oils, 
which have frequently the green 

leaves 
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leaves of plants committed to them 
to draw the virtues therefrom, ftand 
in need of boiling, the ufual ftand- 
ard of which is, until the ingredients 
grow crifpy ; and here an empyreu- 
ma is. carefully to be avoided, .and 
alfo care to be taken that. the whole 
aqueous part of the herbs be evapo- 
rated, for till then the oil will not 
come up to its true‘colour, but be 
dingy, or have a yellowith hue., The 
beft way therefore to procure a fine 
green colour to medicines of this 
kind, and raife them to their greatett 
height, and at the fame time to avoid 
-an.empyreuma, which, befides the 
fink, would alfo turn it black, is to 
ftrain out the oil,. and, afterwards 
pouring. it into a clean pan, let it 
ftand over agentle fire, until, by fre- 
quen trials. upon a white tile, it ar- 
rives to.a high unmixed green ;. for 
this way the colour will very much 
heighten, beyond what it: was when 
firt flramed from. the ingredients. 
This management alfo quite driving 
away all, aqueous particles, it will 
keep. much the longer, ., without 
change of colour or growing rancid,

‘Balfamum Polychreftum, - 
A Balfam of many Virtues. 

Take 2 pounds and a half of fpi- 
rit of wine; infufe-in it with a gentle 
heat and often ftirring 12 ounces of 
gum guaiacum; and laftly, add a 
fpoonful of Peruvian balfam, fo that 
the whole may mix together into a 
balfam. ; 

‘This is an efficacious medicine for 
many good purpofes, but particular- 
ly to warm and‘ defend ‘the nerves, 
from thofe defluxions which pee 
vate ice 
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dice their motions, and when they 
prove of a faline tartarous kind, make 
the gout in the joints ; to preferve 
againit this laft diftemper there is not 
a better medicine, confidering the 
- €onveniencies of making and taking 
it. It will likewife antwer all the 
_ ends that are aimed at by the wood 
diet-drinks ;_ it dries up or diflipates, 
by infenfible tranfpiration, all fuper- 
fluous moiftures, is good in all ve- 
nereal and fcrophulous cafes, and 
very certainly wears off an old gleet, 
where the virulence has been previ- 
oufly removed. It will change an 
aqueous vehicle milky, but may 
conveniently enough be given in any 
liquor ; and it is ufually taken from 
20 to 30 drops two or three times in 
‘aday. It is fomewhat ftrange that 
this medicine is almoft neglected in 
regular practice, and yet made a 
great deal of, both as to profit and 
reputation, by empirics, with fome 
of whom it has been pretended a fa- 
mily fecret, as the elixir falutis, i. e. 
Dafy’s elixir, and fome others 
which are firft ftole from fome phy- 
fical writers, 


Balfamum Terebinthine, 

_ . Ballam of Turpentine. 

Take of the beft rofin and fand, 
of each equal quantities; mix them 
_ together, fo that they may be di- 

flilled in a flow fand-heat ; firft the 
phlegm, then the oil; and laftly, up- 
on raifing the fire and changing the 
receiver, the balfam will come over.

This is much like a prefcription 
of Horfiius, which he gives by the 
name of Balfamum Antipodagricum. 
It is a moft excellent medicine, not 
only for procuring eafe in the mott 
racking extremities of pain, but for 
affifting likewife in the difcharge of 
fuch humours as occafian thofe pains. 
In nervous cholics it is of great fer- 
vice ; and it cleanfes all the vifcera 
and glandular parts. It is good e- 
ven in the jaundice, and {uch diftem- 
pers of the urinary paflages as pro- 
ceed from the obitruction of gravel, 
or flimy humours. But its greateft 
excellency is in allaying the tortures 
-of the gout, promoting the tran{pi-

in any perfon foever, but he may 
hence meet with great relief, if not 
a thorough riddance from it. In-

dipped in it, and laid thereon, 


Balfamum Apoplecicum, 
Apople&ic Balfam. 

Take the diftilled oil of cinna- 
mon, Cloves, lavender, lemons, mar- 
joram, mint, rue, rofemary, fage, 
rhodium, and wormwood, of each 
12 drops; of amber, 6 drops ; bitu- 
men judaicum, 2 drams; oil of nut- 
megs by expreffion, 1 ounce ; bal- 
fam of Peru, as much as is fufficient 
to make all together into a {mooth 
balfam. ‘ 

This warms and enlivens the 
nerves, being either fmelled to or 
rabbed upon the temples, or any o- 
ther ‘convenient part; it does much 
good alfo to paralytic limbs, by 
rubbing them well with it. It has

Balfamum Magiftrale, 

The Masgifterial Balfam.. 
-\ Take Venice turpentine 8 ounces ; 
liquid ftorax 4. ounces ; oil of olives 
a pound and half; of St. John’s-wort 
an ounce and half; of bays, of fpike, 
and of petre, of each an ounce ; gum 
caranna in powder and red faunders, 
of each an ounce ; benjamin and dra- 
gon’s blood, of each half an ounce ;

E next clafs of external me- 
dicines is under the title of Un- 
guenta, avhich are fubdivided into 
Simpliciora and Magis compofita ;

ple ointments, and others very little 
compounded. | He 
ln this divifion of medicines, as 
alfo in the following one of the pla- 
fers, it frequently occurs that tur- 
pentine, cerife, lard, and fome other 
things, are ordered to be wajbed in 
rofe-water, or the juice af fome 
herbs 3 but this isa circumffance 
that avails fo little to any purpofe of 
moment, that I never knew it com- 
plied with ; fo that a continuation of 
fuch direétions feems chiefly to be in 
compliment to the old prefcriptions, 
which abound in fuch minute exad- 
ntfs. It may here likerife be obfer- 
wed in general, that, ewhere oil is di- 
recied in an ungyent or plafter, the 
wholefale is a ie Oo, their 
profit, generally fubpiitute lard; and 
| where cerufe, minium, or litharge are 
concerned, they.are generally ufed in over 
proportions, becaufe they make fuch a

This we are told by the firft com- 
pilers- of the College Difpenfatory, 
was the contrivance of ‘Fobn Arden, 
an experienced furgeon at Newark 
in Nottinghamfbire, who lived in the 
reign of Edward Ill. After infer-

tion of this, which they had from 
an antient manufcript, they particu- 
larly direét to repeat the procefs 
with frefh juice, till the lard looks 
of a deep green ; and that is made 
the-meafure of the repititions necef- 
fary. ‘The powers, and honey of 
mullen, were from the fame au- — 
thor; and almoft three hundred 
years ago in great efteem amongit. 
the furgeons of our own country 5 
tho’ they have now been long in 
difufe. .

. General Remark. 
The number of compofitions un- 
. der this form in the fhops, as well

as that of oils, is prodigioufly a- 
bridged to what has been antiently 
ufed, becaufe their practice turned 


very much, upon exercife, friction, 


bathing and anointing ; fo that there 
was hardly any one intention which 


had not fomething under this form 


affiting thereto. But as_ thofe 
practices are much loft amongf. us, 
this is alfo funk with them ; and in- 
deed, fo far as any dependence in 
cafes of moment was had upon the 
virtues of an,unguent, it has been 


rejected with very good reafon ; ‘for 


there is a great deal of difference be- 
tween ufing them as they did here- 
tofore, fer affiiting fome intentions, 
in bathing, fri€tion, and the like, 
and laying .ftrefs upon them when 
fuch practices are difufed. We have 


here given all that are ever heard of 


in the fhops, tho’ they are but a 
very few of the number that ftand 
ihn the works of Difpenfatory writers ; 
and even of them, if a revifal and 
alteration of this work fhould here-  — 
after be called for, as the frequent | 
changes in prattice may perhaps 
make neceffary, it is hoped that 
many may be expunged. We indeed 
frequently meet with fuch forms in 
extemporaneous prefcriptions, but 
then they are feldom confined’ to any 
of the officinal oils and unguents; and 
therefore, in the following part, we 
fhall give choice of fuch formule 
under all thofe intentions of cure as * 
{uch medicines are likely to fall*in -

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and the other as a moderate detergent ; 
but they are jo readily made, that they 
are hardly any where kept : the firft 
is much preferable to the unguentum 
album camphoratum. 
The next and laft divifion.of topical 
medicines in officinal pharmacy is that 
of plafters, which abounds with fo 
many things not in ufe, that it is only 
worth our while to take notice of fuch 
as are frequently met with in pets 
and to obferve in general, that cven 
the beft way of giving toa plafter a 
good confiftence is a prejudice to many 
ietentions, and that is done with 1i- 
tharge, or minium, and oil ; for when 
thefe are boiled fo as ‘to incorporate, 
. they make a body very fuitable for this 
Sorm ;. but then they are oppofite in 
wirtues to the warmer guns, which 
are frequently mixed with them. The 
other ways therefore of giving a con- 
Jiftence to this form, either with wax, 
vofin, or pitch, may be preferable as 
"Lo intention and efficacy 3 but thefe al- 
fo have their inconveniencies in- other 
refpedts ; Sor thofe plafters which take 
in much wax are difficult to /pread, 
becaufe, when warm, they are very 
apt to run through what they are laid 
upon, and are not glutinous enough to 
SJeick well. Rofin likewife is trouble- 
Jome to fpread, and where it abvunds 
fiicks too much 5 and pitch of any kind, 

— efpecially uiben joined swith turpen- 
tine, tho’ made into an hard confiflence, 
yet will not hold its form in rolls, but 
run flat, as is commonly obferwed in 
the emplaftrum cephalicum and adbe- 
fivum 3 for which reafon they are 
Srequently confined in bladders.’ . 
. The moft in ufe of all the plafers, 
and which is made the bafis of many 


~ others, is the diachylon fimplex ; but 


the great demand for this makes the 
wholefale fhops not to be at the trouble 
of making the mucilage ; they alfo fub- 
 , fitute lard for oil, and fometimes add 
to it cerufe, both to increafe its white- 
_ nefi, and make it fill the cheaper. 
But this, in fame meafure, may be dif- 


covered by the rolls, of like weight, 
being fmaller than of that which js 
made genuine. In boiling up plafters 
of this kind to a confiftence (for either 
litharge or the calxes of lead require a 
good deal of boiling to incorporate 
them) water is necefjary to keep them 
Siom burning, and turning black. But 
if that happens to be wafted before a. 
due confifience is obtained, which wafte 
is known by the bubbles fubfiding, 
care mij? be taken that it be fupplied 
with nore that is boiling hot : for if 
any be put in cold, its fudden rari- 
Saction will fell a vifeid matter out 
of the veffel, and fometimes throw it 
about with force enough to doa great 
deal of mifchief: The vreguifite con- 
Jiftence is known by keeping a@ little al- 
cuays cooling upex a tile, or dropping 
it into water 3 for when it is boiled 
enough it ceases to flick to the fingers, 
if they be wet. 4 
Lhe diachylon magnum I never yet 
knew made, tho the diachylon mag- 
nuin cum gumme is pretty much in uje,. 
being made by the addition of the gums 
to. the diachylon fimplex. - Ail the 
plafters, which after this manner take 
in guins, firft receivé their confiftence 
by due. boiling, or melting the avax, 
pitch, rofin, or any thing of that kind ; 
aud then the gums are added ready 
Jirained, as in the elefuarics; and 
where dry fubftances are alfo. direéed, 
thofe are laft of all fifted into the .a- 
thers, in powder. The emplaftrum 
fiicticum is of this kind and intention,

Jelves to any particular prefcription 
Sor thefe things; and. many only put 
‘the flies upon any common plafter, as 
many as will flick upon it, which ne- 
wer fails to anfwer, the edges only be- 
ing fecured by an adbefive plafter. The 
srelilot plafter is hardly of any other 
ufe than for drefing of blifters till 
they are evell ; tho’ experience hath 
taught, that, in the making, the rofin

This hath Fernelius for its author ;

changing colour, before a due con-* 


fiftence is obtained, that no freth li- 
quor be put in cold; becaufe the in-

Take oil of poppies 2 pounds :

feeds in fine powder 4 ounces ; mix- 
all thefe into an emplafter, S. 4.

Of extemporancous Compofitions. 


NDER this divifion we fhall 

collect all thofe parts of me- 
~-dicine - which are to be met 
with in the extemporaneous pre- 
{criptions of phyficians, and diftri- 
bute them as conveniently as pof- 
fible under the heads fuited to their 


‘intentions of cure, whereby the’ 


young prefcriber may have, at one 
view, all that under any particular 
form in ufually diretted, and kept in 
readinefs in the fhops, for any inten- 
tion whatfoever ; by which .means 
much of the trouble will be faved, 
that a great many writings of this 
kind make neceflary, of turning 
from an index of difeafes to a new 
place for every recipe fuited thereto ; 
for as in our fecond part a prefcriber 
may meet with all the fimples of the 
fame intention together, fo in. this 


he will find all of the fame form 


diftributed under like heads. Thus 
in juleps, for inftance, according ‘to 
the method of.the fecond part, all 
fitted for the intention of a cephalic, 
carminative, hyiteric, and fo on, will 
be found together under fuch refpec- 
tive divifions. So that under each 
form all poffible regard is had to 
place every individual in fuch a

manner, that by turning to that dix 
vifion under the intention in view, 
all of that form fuited thereto will 
be found together; but that fome- 
what under every form fhall be met 
with for every intention, is not to 
be expected, .becaufe the- nature. of 
the fimples proper for thofe inten- 
tions may not fuit every one equally, 
or are perhaps for fome very impro- 
per. ‘Thus a cephalic is not tobe 
looked for amongft linétufles, be- 
caufe the very form which paffes in 
extemporaneous pra€tice under that 
appellation, is entirely unfit for the 
compofition of any ithing fubtile or 
volatile. And thus no one.wallex- 
pect a balfamic.among fpirits, be- 
caufe thofe properties in a medicinal 
fimple which intitle it to that rank 
are not reducible under fuch a form. - 
But as this matter-is of the greateft 
moment to a prefcriber, and has not 
yet in the leaft..been hinted ‘at~ in 
any work of .this kind, we hall 
here give fuch a‘fhort {cheme of the 
feveral intentions of cure as the fim- 


ples were ranged under in the fe- 


cond part, with the forms mott 
corivenient for-thofe-intentions. *.

his eye this way ; but where the 
diforder of a conftitution is: gradu-

medicines in other forms is very 
difagreeable, as this looks like what 
moft delight to be decoyed with, 
which they call kitchen phyfic.

It is beft to be 
taken over night, in fuch fmall 
dofes as will not work off before 
morning; becaufe all of this inten- 
tion ought to pafs into the blood, 
and .exert themfelves much beyond 
the firft paffages, elfe they can do

Of ' Decoétions, Infufions, and Emulfons. 


_¥ YNDER the fir of thefe is 
. included.all that part of ex- 
‘temporaneous - pharmacy. which is 
employed in drawing out.the medi- 
cinal virtues of fimples by boiling, 
and thefe in common prefcriptions 
are alfo frequently called apozems. 
The next is.different in this only, 
that the ingredients are fteep’d in 
hot liquors, in the manner that. tea 
is commonly made. And the latter 
is drawing out the oily or milky part 
of feeds or kernels by contufion 
with proper liquors. ‘Thefe three 
forms are not very different from 
one another, and are chiefly fit to 
draw out the groffer ‘and {moother 
parts of fimples, whence moft things 
concerned herein are balfamics, de- 
tergents, and cathartics; for de- 
coction is not fo proper for ceplia- 


lics, ce. becaufe it exhales the more’ 
volatile parts, in which the: virtues 
of all of thofe ingredients confift. 
The harder bodies, as‘woods, dried 
roots, (7c. require moft boiling; but 
herbs and feeds need only be {cald- 
ed, and may be fpoiled with much: 
boiling ; which makes it neceflary, 
that in. many compofitions of this 
kind fome of the ingredients fhould 
not be. put in till the other have’ 
boiled fome time, fooner or later,’ 
according to their texture; which’ 
mutt always be direéted by the judg- 
ment of the compounder. All thofe: 


decoétions which are reftringent, 


and moft. of the cathartics, may, for’ 
greater elegance and ‘pleafantnefs ‘to’ 
take, be clarified ; but all fuch ‘as 
are emollient, and» concerned’ in 
joining: with the -foft .mucilaginous 

“Yy parts 
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pay of fimples, are by no means to 
e fo managed, for reafons already 
at large given, Part 1. Se@. 12. E- 
mulfions, if carefully made, are a 
very neat form; but a very fmall 
part of the Materia Medica is redu- 
cible thereinto, or only thofe feeds 
which yield a foft milky juice ; and 
therefore the only intention which 
this form can properly be prefcribed 
for, is that of .an emollient ; tho’ 
indeed we have given fome few for 
other purpofes, but they are not fo 
fuitable. Oils likewife may, by the 
help of an egg, anda little of any 
of the turpentine balfams, be redu- 
ced under this head ; and well ma- 
naged, will make an elegant medi- 
Cine, as we fhall find in fome fol- 


lowing inftances. | 
Cephalics. 


Decoctum Chamepityos, 
Decoétion of Ground-Pine. 

Take ground-pine dried 2 hand- 
fuls ; flowers of ftcechas 2 drams ; 
male piony-roots an ounce.: boil in 
3 pounds to 2 pounds; ftrain, and 
adc ipirit of fcurvy-grafs and laven- 
der, of each an ounce ; mix. 

‘L his is recommended to be drank 
conftantly for fome time, vx. a 
quarter of a pint three times a day, 
with 20 drops of fpirit: of fal armo- 
niac, to prevent the gout, and dif- 
tempers of the uead and joints. 


Emulfio Pzoniata, Piony-Emulfion. 

‘Take piony - feeds’ hufk’d an 
ounce ; diftilled waters of rue, black 
cherries, and. compound piony-wa- 
ter, of each 6 ounces; and with 
pearl-fugar an ounce and half, make 
anemulfion, §. 4. 


In all emulfions the feeds are to 


be hufk’d or blanch’d, and beat in 
the mortar toa pafte; then the li- 
quors ordered are; to be put in by a 
little at a time at firft, and beat with 


the maf, fo that the whole pulp.

may be wafhed out, and nothing but 
a little like chaff be left behind ; 
this is always to be done in a marble 
mortar, and with a wooden peftle. 
This prefcription ftands -in ‘Bates 
marked for one of thofe much ufed 
in his own practice ; and a phyfician 
of great note, lately dead, hardly 
ever omitted it as an auxiliary in all 
nervous cafes, and fuch as affected 
the head with apoplexies, . epilep- 
fies, and the like; but it is not a- 
lone to be trufted ; it may be drank 
at pleafure. ss 


Emulfio Cordialis, 4 Cordial 
Emulfion. 

Take plague and compound pio- 
ny water, of each 4 ounces; citron 
feeds half an ounce; to which, 
when made into an emulfion and 
ftrained, add pearl-fugar 3 drams ; 
and_oil of nutmeg a drop. 

This is given by Dr. Fuller, who 
commends it in fevers, to take two 
or three fpoonfuls twice or thrice a 
day ; but with due fubmiffion to 
that worthy perfon, who has gene- 
roufly given to the world a valuable 
collection of Recipes, the mixture of 
chemical oils, 7. ¢. fuch as are di- 
ftilled, with medicines of this form, 
or any other that’ are more liquid, 
is very inelegant, and difguits a me- 
dicine both to the fight and tafte, - 
becaufe it makes them foul, and ge- 
nerally unpleafant: where therefore 
the virtues of ‘fuch are defired and. 
depended upon, they are much bet-~ 
ter ordered in boles and electuaries ; 
and this is defired tobe retained as, 
a certain rule in extemporaneous 
prefcription, tho’ it is’ ‘obfervable 
only to’fuch who have well acquaint- 
ed themfelves with compofition 5 
however they. are beft  dilguis’d’ in 
emuliions, of any ‘liquid form. ° 


Emulfio Pzoniata Fulleri, 
Dr. Faller’s Piony-Emulfon. 
Take piony’ and’ white Poppy 
ecds, 
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_ feeds, and blanch’d almonds, of each 
half an ounce ; fine loaf-fagar an 
ounce ; oil of nutmegs 2 drops ; 
beat them well together, and’ with 
2 pounds of black-cherry-water

Difference of conftitutions and 
circumftances may make fome little 
“variations in all thefe prefcriptions 
neceflary ; but thefe are fufficient to 
form others by.

- greatly reftore the tone of the fto- 
mach and blood, after decays from 
intemperance, or acute difeafes. In 
women alfo they much conduce to 
regulate the menftrual difcharges, 
by giving a brikker motion to the 
blood.

- An Afimatic Emulfion, 

Take millepedes alive, N°. 120; 
bruife them in a marble mortar, 
pouring on them, by little and little, 
pennyroyal-water, 6 ounces ; and 
in the liquor ftrongly expreffed, dif- 
folve gum ammoniac, 3 drams ; and 
ftrain it. : 

This is more diuretic than the 
plain lac ammoniacum before given ; 
and therefore, where there is a cor- 
pulent habit, and a faburra humo- 
rum, this isa better medicine ; be- 

-caufe it direéts to a proper outlet 
what it attenuates and brcich for 
evacuation. The dofe is a fpoon- 
ful, in a draught of pectoral decoc- 
tion, or any other convenient ve- 
hicle, two or three times in a day. 


Emulfio Diuretica, 
A Diuretic Emulfion. 
. Take frefh-gathered nettle roots, 
A ounces ; boil them in fpring-wa- 
ter, 3 pounds to 2 pounds and a half. 
To the ftrain’d liquor add the feeds 
of nettles, half an ounce ; of parfly 
1 ounce ; anife and muftard, of each 
2drams. Infufe hot for four hours, 
and ftrain without fqueezing ; with 
28 ounces of it, and {weet almonds, 
melon, gromwel, and white poppy 
feeds, of each half an ounce; white 
fugar as much as is fufficient ; make 
-an emulfion, §. 4. to which add 
comp. horfe-radifh water, 4 ounces ; 
and-egg-fhells finely levigated, half 
an ounce. Mix all together for 
ufe. 

This isa good diuretic, both for 
forcing the current, and lubricating 
the paflages at the fame time. Its 
dofe is 4 ounces, three .or four times 
» aday. 


Infufio Diuretica, 

& A Diuretic Infufion. 
"Take fharp-pointed dock root, 2 
ounces; of dandelion, 1 ounce ; 


flowers of elder, 1 handful ; tops 
of fir, garden fcurvy-grafs, brook- 
lime, water-crefles, of each half a 
handful ; horfe-radith root, 2 drams ; 
muftard feed, 1 dram. Infufe all 
in white wine, 2 pounds, warm and 
clofe ftopp’d for four hours ; then 
{train for ufe. 

This was a celebrated detergent 
and diuretic with Dr. Lower ; and, 
with fome fmall variations, occur- 
red frequently in his practice. ‘The 
dofe is a wine-glafs full, two or 


- three times a day. 


Succi ad Hydropem, 
 Fuices againft a Dropfy. 

Take green plantain leaves, 4 
handfuls; liver-wort and brook- 
lime, of each 2 handfuls. After 
bruifing them in a mortar, add, 
compound horfe-radifh water half a 
pound; and prefs. it out hard thro’ 
aflannel bag. 

This was a common prefcription 
with Dr. Willis; and is much re- 
commended for a good drainer of 
watery humours ; whereby perfons 
are not only cured, but fecured from 
dropfies. Half a pound of it may 
be drank every morning fafting for 
amonth, <1'0 wines a 


Succi Anti-Seorbutici, 

Anti-Scorbutic Fuices. 
Take juice of plantain, brook- 
lime, water-crefles and dandelion, 
of each 1 pound ; of forrel, lemons, 
and white wine, of each half a 
pound. Let all ftand together, till 
they fettle by fubfidence ; then de- 
cant what is clear, and put to it 
horfe-radifh water comp. and ma- 
gifterial wormwood. water, of each 
4 ounces; fpirit of fcurvy-grafs, 1 

ounce ; and keep for ufe. 
Thefe mightily cool the blood, 
and cleanfe the feveral ftrainers of 
the body ; efpecially the kidneys 
and urinary paflages. They are 
moft proper to be ufed in the {pring ; 
and fhould be drank about half a 
pound 
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pound -every-morning, for five or 
fix weeks. : 


Alexipharmics. 


; Decoétum Sacrum, 
The Holy or Sacred Decoétion: 


_ Take Virginia {nake root in pow- 
der, 6 drams; boil it.in water, 1 
pound to half a pound ; {train and 
referve the liquor by itfelf ; boil the 
remainder in 1 pound more of frefh 
water half away as before, adding 
at the latter end cochineal, 10 
grains, Strain it, and having mix- 
ed the liquors together, diffolve 
- therein. Venice treacle, half an 
ounce ; honey, 1 ounce ; and then 
ftrain for ufe. 

+ Dr. Fuller commends this much 
for an alexipharmic; and makes a 
very juft diftin€tion between ixflam- 
matory and depreffing fevers ; in the 
Jatter of which only fuch warm 
things are proper. . In fuch fevers 
as doétor calls depreffing, that 
is, where the complexion is pale, 
and there is a low ticking pulfe, and 
fometimes a clammy fkin, this is a 
moft ufeful medicine, and may be 
given two or three fpoonfuls every 
hour, or feldomer, as the prefent 
ftate of the fever requires. 


7 Deco&um Febrifugum,, 
A Febrifuge Decodtion. 


Take dried camomile flowers, 2 
ounces ; cochineal, 1 fcruple ; boil 
them in water, 3 pounds toz. In 
the ftrain’d liquor diffolve falt of 
wormwood, 2 drams. 

In a vifcid ftate of blood, and 
when the bark has been repeated 
‘often, without putting away inter- 
mitters for longer than about 14 
days, this fometimes will anfwer, 
if ufed plentifully ; and with the 
. addition of volatiles, 4 ounces three 
or four times a day, s 


Decoétum Febrifugum Magitteriale, 
The Magifterial Febrifuge Decoion, 
Take cortex in powder, 2 oun- 
ces; boil in 2 pounds of water to 
IZ ounces. Strain, and to the mafs 
remaining having. poured a quart 
more of water, boil again to 14 
ounces ; adding, about the middle of 
the fecond boiling, balfam of To/z, 
3 drams; cochineal, 1 f{cruple. 
When ’tis cold, \ftrain; and having 
mixed both the ftrained liquors to- 
gether, add fyrup of gillyflowers,. 
4 ounces, and mix for ufe. af iy 
The bark is of fuch a clofe and 
hard texture, that it requires a great 
deal of boiling : and Dr. Fuller tells 
us, that, even with the eighth repe- 
tition, he has drawn fomewhat re- 
markable bitter from it. The com- 
mon practice therefore much errs, 
in contenting itfelf with what’ can 
be obtained from it at once.  In- 
deed, the utmoft pains cannot make 
it fo effectual in deco&ion, as in 
fubftance ; but for fuch whofe fto- 
machs will.not fo bear it, this me- 
thod is neceffary to be taken: and 
in fome circumftances certain very 
ufeful helps may be given it in this 
form ; which others do not fo well 
admit of. There is likewife no pof- 
fibility of having this in a tranfpa-~ 
rent tincture ; for it will look whey- 
ifh and thick, as foon as cold:; and 
therefore they who go about to cla. 
rify it, quite fpoil it. How far this 
difcovers a refin in its texture, we 
will not take time to difpute here. 
Altho’ this ftands’ for a fpecific in 
intermittents, yet thofe who have 
any rational notions about ‘its man- 
ner of operation, can appropriate it 
to divers other intentions ; and in 
thofe feveral views affiit it with other 
ingredients: which therefore we 
fhall give fome farther forms of ; 
obferving that this feems calculated 
for a weakly heic conftitution ; 
becaufe balfamics help to fweeten 
Vise. Sia tase and 
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and. envelop thofe fharp /rheums 
with which fuch abound, at the 
fame time that they labour with in- 
termittent heats and fweats. Four 
ounces of this, three or four times 
a day, is ufually ordered, but is not 
to be meddled with in the paroxy{m,

Decottum Corticis Balfamicum, 

A Balfamic Decoéion of the Bark. 
Take Peruvian bark, 2 ounces, 
in powder ; make three or four boil- 
ings in a fufficient quantity of wa- 
ter that all together may make 1 
pound, To the laft, which fhould 
boil but little, add ftorax and ben- 
jamin of each 1 dram and a half ; 
and the rougheft red wine, 4 oun- 


ces. Putall together, ftrained, for

laft of all the claret. This is fittett 
for heétic perfons, and fuch as are 
troubled with night {weats

- Decoétum Corticis cum Acidis, 

A Decodtion of the Bark with Acids, 
Take powder of the bark 2 oun- 

ces; fpirit of fulphur by. the bell, 

40 drops ; boil in 3 pounds to 20 

ounces, dividing the water, and 

making two or three boilings as be- 


fore ; and to the laft put tormentil 
root, half an ounce; and galangal, 


2 drams. © 

_ This is the moft effectual, where 
nothing elfe is in view but removing 
the fits, in conftitutions otherwile 
well; and falls but very little fhort 
of the bark in fubftance. The tor- 
mentil prevents its going off by ftool,

In a chlorofis, where the men- 
ftrual difcharges have been defective, 
efpecially in, conftitutions languid, 
cold, and leucophlegmatic, this is 
the beft preparation ; to be given as 
the other; obferving to defit, if the 
menfes flow, till they are over. 


Déco&um Corticis cum Helleboro, 
A Decodion of the Bark’ with ~ 
Hellebore. A 

Take the bark in powder, 1 ounce 
and a half; Boiling as before to 1 
pound ; with. black hellebore, r 
ounce, in the laft decoétion ;’ and 4 
ounces of white wine. — 
Divide and give this as-the for- 
mer, where a perfon naturally fan- 
guine, from a fadden diminution of 
perfpiratioh, OF, as °tis commonly 
called, catching cold, . falls into an 
intermittent, joined with an ob- 
ftrnétion of the ménfes: for this 
will infallibly remove both the ails 
at once. But, to prevent the helle- 
bore carrying it away by fleol, a 
proper quantity of liquid laudanum 
is to be added, as before diredted. 
It is impoffible, in the room allow- 
ed us here, to give particular in- 
{lances how this wonderful drug is 
to be managed to feveral purpotes, 
and in different circumftances ; it 
being capable, by a fkilftl hand, to’ 
be 
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be fitted to more intentions in medi- 
cine, than any other thing. befides. 
What Sy/vius ufed to fay: of opium, 
deferves as well to be faid of this, 
That without it, Phyfic would not be 
worth pradifing ; for fach as him, 
therefore, thefe hints may be {fufii- 
cient, and volumes could not teach 
others either to cure, or prevent their 
doing mifchief with it. 


Emulfio Variolofa, 
An Emulfion for the Small Pox. 


Take {weet almonds blanch’d, 
feeds of melons, cucumber, white 
poppy, of each 2 drams; double- 
refined fugar; half an ounce. When 
all are fufficiently beat in a marble 
mortar, pouron, by degrees, jelly 
of hartfhorn and ivory (made with- 
Out juice of lemons) 4 ounces ; alexi- 
terial milk-water,:12 ounces ; ftrain 
and prefs out ; then add epidemic 
water, and that of cinnamon, of each 
& ounce ; -diaphoretic antimony 
newly and well made, 2. drams. 
Mix for ufe. | 

This is recommended to be drank 
of frequently in: the meafles -and 
{mall pox,’ according to the itrength 
of the patient. . 


' Emulfio Alexipharmica, 
An Alexipharmic Emulfion. 


. Take {weet almonds blanch’d, 1 
ounce ; cucumber feeds, and of 
white» poppies, of each 6 drams ; 
barley-water, (in which has been 
boiled 2 ounces: of {corzonera: root) 
4 pound. and a half;  alexiterial 
milk-water' and plague-water, of 
each 4 ounces ;' fyrup of lemons, 3 
ounces. Make an emulfion, S. 4. 
This is a very pleafant drink in 
fevers, and affifts to dilute and pro- 
mote a diaphorefis, and cool the u- 


rine, efpecially where bliflers are- 


raifed.

Infufio Hifpanica, The Spanifh - 
Luis vip ft. odhefulton. . 

Take fpring-water, 3 pounds : 
falt of tartar, half an ounce; faf. 
fron, . half a dram 3. liquorice root,, 
2 ounces. Digeft clofe and warm 
eight or ten hours, and ftrain for 
ufe. 4 

This is a good drink, where from 
a cold the blood fuddenly runs into 
fize, and produces fevers with a pe- 
ripneumony, and {uch like diforders 
of the breaft ; for it greatly incideg 
and expectorates, and alfo helps by 
urine: for which purpofe the pa-+ 
tient ought to keep warm, and fip 
it frequently hot. ‘Some order this 
with juice of Spani/h liquorice, but 
that of our: own growth is muth 
better in the root. 


Infufio Zedoarie,” An Infufion °° 
of Zedoary. 

Take roots of zedoary, and aro- 
matic reed, of each half an ounce ; 


‘feeds of caraway, fweet fennel, of 


each 2 drams ; nutmeg, cardamoms, 
and faffron, of each 1 dram; cloves, 
and grains of paradife, of each half 


adram ; alexiterial milk-water, 1 


pound ; of mint-water half apound»; 
of cinnamon, 4 ounces ; of gentian 
and. wormwood comp. of each 2 


‘ounces; macerate clofe, and mode- 
rately warm, for twelve hours: then 


firain, and add fpirit of lavender, 
comp. and fpirit of. fal armoniac, of 
each z drams; and mix for ufe. 


. ‘This is recommended. in the gout 


and rheumatic pains attended with 
a fever; to fip a little of often hot ; 
for it helps a-diaphorefis, and keeps 
the gouty matter in the extreme 
parts. 
Tnfufio Alexipharmica, 4a /exi= 
 pharmic Infufion. “e , 
Take fcordium dried and pick'd, 
2:drams ;. Venice treacle, 3 drams ; 
plague-water, 4 ounces ; mulk-wa- 
ZZ 4 ’ ter 
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ter alex. 12 ounces ; a whole lemon 
fliced. Steep all together clofe for 
three or four hours ; then ftrain and 
{weeten, if defired, for ufe. 

This is much more efficacious 
than any alexipharmic julep ; and 
divers of this kind may be contrived, 
where the patient will not, or can- 
not fubmit to more forms at once, 
as the different fymptoms require 
them to be varied. This drank three 
or four fpoonfuls at a time, and re- 
peated every hour or two, with pro- 

er warmth and diluters, cannot 
ail of raifing a fweat, and being of 
fervice in moft fevers. 


Cathartics. 


Decog&tum Polychreftum, 4 De- 
coGtion of many virtues. 
Take roots of polypody of the 
oak, 3 ounces ; fuccory 2 ounces ; 
monk’s rhubarb, 6. ounces; fena, 
2 ounces ; {weet fennel-feed, liquo- 
rice, of each 1 ounce; raifins of 
the fun ftoned, 4 ounces ; boil in a 
fufficient quantity of f{pring-water 
to {train to 2 pounds and a half. 
To the liquor put juice of fea f{cur- 
vy-grafs, 8 ounces; manna, 2 oun- 
ces; and clarify with the whites of 
eggs. 
This is an ufual fpring purge with 
{mall variations, as circumftances 
may differ. Its dofe is from 2 oun- 
ces to 5 ounces. ‘There muft not 
be much more water put in, than is 
required in the ftrained liquor ;_ be- 
eaufe the ingredients need but juift 
boil. 


Infufio Cathartica, A Purging In- 
fu fion. 

Take fena, 1 ounce, white tar: 
tar powder’d, half an ounce ; elder 
flower water and white wine, of 
each half a pound; infufe warm 
and clofe for 12 hours; take 12 
ounces of the liquor clear flrain’d ; 
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add to it fyrup of fuccory with rhu- 
barb, 4 ounces. Mix for ule. 

- The dofe of this to. grown per- 
fons is ordered from 3 ounces to 5 
ounces ; and proportioned accord- 
ingly to children. This makes a 
good purge enough for the firit paf- 
fages. — . a 


Infufio Rhabarbari,. 42 Infufion of 
Rhubarb. . 

Take rhubarb thin fliced,. z 
drams ;_ yellow mirobolans, 1 dram ; 
falt of wormwood, 16 grains ; plan- 
tain and cinnamon-water, of each z 
ounces ; infufe, clofe and warm all 
night ;. ftrain off, and add ‘fyrup of 
rofes, half an ounce, or 6 drams ; 
drink the whole the next morning at 
one dofe. they a Thin TG 

This is good in an over-abundance © 
of bile, and when perfons pukeror 
belch bitter and four in a morning, 
and are fubje& to diarrhoeas. Thofe : 
who are apt to be griped-with it, 
may have it prepared with’z ounces - 
of aqua rairabileey inftead of plan-« 
tain-water ; which latter, by: the 
way, is no better than that from the » 
pump. Salt of tartar will do as 
well as that of wormwood ; and. 
much helps to draw out the virtues - 
of the rhubarb. ae #4 


Infufio cathartica communis, 

The common Purging Infufion. 
Take fena, 3 drams; rhubarb, 
half a dram ; coriander feed, liquo- 
rice, of each 1 fcruple; falt of tar- 
tar, 10 grains ; infufe in a fufficient 
quantity of water, to firain off, 3 
ounces ; to. which put elixir falutis, 
2 drams; fyrup of damask rofes, 
half an ounce; take it at one dofe. 


Altera, Another. - 
Take fena and rhubarb, of each 
2 drams; liquorice and coriander 
feeds, of each half a dram ; Epfom 
falt, or rather the falt of Glauber, 
2 drams 3 
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2 drams; infufe in water enough 
for 3 ounces; and add fyrup of 
buckthorn, 3 drams. Mix for one 
dofe. 

This is ftronger than the former, 
and will infallibly operate with the 
moft robuft contftitutions. In the 
fame manner rging draughts may 
be prepared by infufion, with fuch 


+ Variations as different conttitutions 


and circumftances require, of any 
ftrength and quantity. For the firft 
paffages only, thefe already given 
are very proper ; and if they be re- 
quired more of the draftic kind, ja- 
lap root may be added, and any of 


|. thofe fimples, to be found under 


that divifion in the Second Part ; but 
as they are refinous, and come out 
of fubftances very hard, they require 
longer infufion, and a more {piritu- 


ous menftruum than common water. 


And -if more lenitive ones are re- 


- quired than thefe, caffia fiftularis, 


violet leaves, and fuch {mooth 
things may be prefcribed. But in 
all falt-of tartar is requifite ; becaufe 
it ftrikes a much better tinéture, by

Coolers-and Narcotics. 


. Decoétum Pacificum, 
|. Lhe Pacific Decofion. 

Take falt of tartar made with 
nitre, 3. ounces ; flowers of poppies, 
juniper berries, and roots of black 
hellebore, of each 8 ounces; lime 
water, 13 pounds. Boil, with a 
gentle fire, for twenty-four hours, 
and when cool, ftrain through a 
thick flannel. 

This may be ufed to many good 
purpofes, for it greatly breaks vif- 
cid and fizy humours, and deterges 
thofe pafflepes where they are moft 


apt to be obftruéted ; and it dif: 
charges them both by urine and 
tran{piration ; fo that it is a good 
medicine in fcorbutic rheumatifms, 
and will procure eafe where the 
pains are violent. ‘And to this laft 
purpofe fome add 2 or 3 drams of 
opium ; which make yet a greater 
fudorific, of fervice in the tortures 
of the gout. The dofe is to be pro- 
portioned according to the ftrength 
and exigency of the patient ; and 
to be given chiefly every night go- 
ing to bed. ie, 

Deco&tum refrigerans, 

A Cooling Deco&ion. 

Take fpring-water, 26° ounces ; 
make it boil, and then put in juice 
of lemons and fine fugar, of each z 
ounces ; cochineal, 1 fcruple ; let 
it continue boiling’ till the fcum be 
taken off ; and put to it of damafk 
rofe-water, 4 ounces: pop 

This is a moft pleafant drink in 
parching fevers, and may be fipped 
off at pleafure. It greatly cools the 
ftomach, and keeps moift, and in 
motion, thofe fibres which other- 
wife would grow crifpy and ufelefs ; 
and helps to wafh off by urine. 


Decoétum refrigerans alterum, ” 
Another Cooling Decoéion. 
Take forrel roots and raifins of 
the fun cut fmall, of each 2 ounces ; 
liquorice and pearl-barley, of each’ 
half an ounce. Boil in fpring-water 
from 3 pounds to 2; and {weeten 
with fyrup of lemons, 2 ounces. 
This has much the fame qualities 
as the former, but is not quite fo 
grateful either to fight or tafte. It 
may be drank at pleafure. , 


Decoétum Scorzonerz, © ~ 

A Deco&ion of Scorzonera. 
Take pearl-barley, half an ounce ; 
roots of {corzonera, 2 ounces ; roots 
of forrel, 1 ounce ; leaves of wood 
forrel, 1 handful; parings of pip- 


pins, 
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pins, N°. 2... Boil in water, 3 
Bounds to 28 ounces; ftrain and 
Weeten with fyrup of lemons and 
ra{pberries, of each z ounces ; and 
mix for ufe. 

This may be drank at difcretion 
in fevers as a diluter; and fome 
imagine the fcorzonera gives it an 
alexipharmuc quality, and makes it 
promote {weat. 


Emulfio Pacifica, 
4A Pacific Emulfion. 

Take white poppy feeds, 2 oun- 
ces ; fweet almonds blanched, half 
an ounce ; red:poppy-water, 1 pound 

“and a half. Make an emulfion, 8, 
4, which {weeten with. diacodium, 
3 ounces. 

It greatly fooths a delirium, and 
fteals the patient into fleep much 
better than the warm opiates. Ie 
may be given 3 or 4 ounces at a 
time, till it anfwers the end. Ie 
may be of great fervice in the {mall- 
pox and will keep the perfon much 
efs fenfible of forenefs, and more 
eafy. Inthe Appendix to Bates we 
have another of this kind ; and ma- 
ny more may be contrived of like 
hature, with fuch variations as have 
due regard to particular fymptoms 
and circumitances. _ atl 


Succus Attemperans, 
The Cooling Fuice. 

Take as. much tS it as you 
pleafe ; put it into a glaz’d pipkin 
with a cover, which ftop clofe with 
palte, fet it in an oven after the 
bread is drawn ; and let it ftand fix 
hours, then pour the liquorthro’ 
aes fieve, without fqueezing, for 
ule. 

Dr. Fuller approves this way of 
obtaining the juices from herbs, be- 
eaufe they agree better with the tto- 
mach than thofe which are expref- 
fed raw... This fimple medicine, he 
fays, dilutes the blood and humours, 
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corrects their acrid falt ; and is a 
principal thing in a hot feurvy, and 
cutaneous affections. He has known 
where it has done good, even in a 
Lepra Gracorum, {0 far as to keep 


it from itching, heating, and fpread- 


ing, and make it tolerable, tho’ it 
could not cure it: 4 ounces of it are 
to be drank thrice a day. 


There might be here fubjoined 
tinctures, fpirits and elixirs ;. their 
manner of preparation bearing a 
near refemblance hereto: but fuch 
as are made from hard fubftances, 
and with {pirituous menftraums, are 
not proper for occafional prefcrip- 
tion; becaufe they require time; _ 
and becaufe they will keep well, and’ 
are beft made in quantities much 
larger than is required for any fingle 
cafe, we have inferted them amongtt 
the officinal compofitions ; and left 
no occafion for them here. Such 
things being taken in drops, and 1 
ounce going a great way in any’ one 
cafe, it is very troublefome to order. 
their making as wanted; becaufe a 
quart or two is as eafy done: 
Therefore, altho’ Bates and Fuller 
put many of thefe amongft extem- 
poraneous forms ; yet for the rea- 
fons mentioned we judged moft fuit- 
able to place them amongft thofe of 
the fhops ; from whence. the pre- 
{criber may be furnifhed for all the 
intentions, wherein fuch forms are’ 
proper. Many that others give un- 
der the title of tin@iures, for conve- 
niency of method, we have here 
placed as infufions ; being more pro- 
perly fo called, becaufe made with 
aqueous menftruums, ‘and without 
any elaborate digeftion. Under the 
divifion of juleps likewife, we fhall 
have occafion to mention all thofe 
extemporaneous formule, called fpi- 
rits or drops, that are met with ia 
the common practice. 
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. HE firft of thefe forms is fo 
n much altered in the prefent 
practice, that the lateft Difpenfatory 
Writers cannot be of any fervice to 
us herein. Under this title ufed to 
be included a great deal made by 
infufion, and received from the ex- 
preffed juices of herbs, fruits, &¥c. 
and Dr. Fuller, the lateft of all, has 
{carce a julep in his whole book, 
which would not be thought a very 
odd prefcription now in any apo- 


thecary’s fhop ; for he often adds 


owders and chemical oils, which 
eform this kind of medicine ; and 


are much more conveniently exhibit- 


ed in boles, powders, or electua- 
The prefent practice is not 
only extraordinary in the neatnefs 
and elegance of extemporaneous 
medicines, by which it has rejected 
Out of juleps all but tranfparent li- 
quors, unlefs in pearl juleps ; but 
alfo regards-them only as diluters ; 
and therefore orders what the main 
dependance is upon, in fome other 
form. And even the quantities here- 
in are fo exactly kept up to, from 


8 ounces to about 10 ounces for the 


Jargeft juleps, that the fhops are only 
furnifhed with phials of thofe fizes 


to contain-them. The fame altera- 


tion likewife is made in draughts ; 
they being now little elfe than a’ lefs 
proportion of the fame things as are 
ordered in juleps, for one dofe, to 


’ wath down or dilate a bole, or a me- 


dicine in a more folid form. In no 
intention, therefore, are they trufted 
‘to, unlefsas narcotics and cathartics ; 
many of thofe medicines being con- 
veniently enough exhibited in a 
draught for one dofe: anda potion 
feems to differ from this no other- 
wife, than as it is more a medicinal 


_ term; and therefore generally ap-

plied to cathartics. A mixture is 
properly a julep with folid ingredi- 
ents diffolved in it ; or when oils 
are added to. draughts without in- 
corporation ; (for by incorporation 
they become lin&ufes or emulfions.} 
The former is out of practice, being 
deemed an unfightly and flovenly 
way of compofition ; and the latter 
never occurs. but amongft emolli- 
ents ; and therefore of thefe we 
fhall meet with but few. As the 
prefent practice then is to be almoft 
our only guide in thefe forms, we- 
fhall give a few examples of each, 
under all thofe intentions they are 
beft fitted for, in the method which 
was taken in the diftribution of the 
medicinal fimples in the fecond part, 
As thefe likewife were ufed to be 
{weetened with as much as is fuffi- 
cient, of fome appropriate fyrup, 
they are now generally dulcified on- 
ly with plain fugar: but as this al- 
teration can be of no great import- 
ance, it may be eligible to retain, 
in fome meafure at leaft, the old 
way ; becaufe a patient’s expecta- 
tion, which is no trifling regard, is 
much more raifed with a well-co- 
loured cordial, than by what is 
clear : for they are apt to flight the 
latter as no better than fimple wa- 
ters; which they have no_ opini- 
on of. alll

And with little variation, as they 
are defired.to be ftronger or {maller, 
to be fitted for nervous diftempers, 
or to be purely cordial, and as the 
fweets agree or not, may a thou- 
fand more be contrived ; but all of 
them of no great moment, farther 
than to dilute and wafh down other 
dry forms: to be taken five or fix 
fpoonfuls at a time. In fome flight 


cafes indeed they may be'ttufted to; © 
Jaudanum liquidum might be added 


with the help of fome drops of fal 
‘volatile oleofum, which, coloured

In high inflam- 
matory fevers, the more juleps are 
acidulated, the better, provided 
fome warm alexipharmics are join- 
ed with them ; but in flow malig- 
nant fevers, where the complexion 
‘Is pale, the forehead cool, and fome- 
times clammy, and the pulfe low 
and ticking, they ought well to be 
fated with the urinous_ volatiles, 
fuch as fal armoniac, and the like ; 
but obferve always to fweeten fuch 
with fugar, or fome brown fyrup, 
becaufe all that are red thus turn 
green, which is very unfightly. A 
little alkermes confeétion or leaf 
gold may be put into any of this 


fort, except thofe which have pearl, —

But becaufe fyrups in fuch large 
quantities are loathfome to many in 
taking, the general prattice is to pre- 
{cribe extemporaneous draughts by 
infufion, many of which may be 
made from fuch a portion of fome 
cathartic before given under that 
form as is allotted for a dofe: but 
becaufe this is not fo much ufed, 
we fhall here fubjoin a few examples 


of potions thus made.

 Reafons have already been given 
why thefe ought not to be trufted 
in any forms but fuch as are moft 
proper for one dofe, and therefore 
juleps are hence excluded, and no- 
thing elfe. but draughts are proper

pers, which have fome other indi- 
cations befides that of giving fleep, 
the vehicle muft be chofe out of 
fuch as are moft proper to the in- 
tention pointed at, whether alex- 


ipharmic, carminative, reftringent, 


or any other. There is a hazard in 
afcertaining the dofe of liquid lauda- 
num from the number of drops, 


which few are apprized of ; and that . 


is, the fhape of the bottle from 
whence it is dropt will make the 
quantity more. or. lefs, becaufe the 
drops will form larger or. fmaller, 
according to the fafhion of the phial, 


as may be demonftrated from -expe- _ 


riment, by weighing fuch a number 
of. drops from phials of different 
forms and magnitudes; for this rea- 
fon many phyficians now chufe the 
folid laudanum, which may be af- 
certain’d by weight; and if it be 


well diflolved, its {mall quantity is 


hardly difcernible, fo as to make a 
draught thick or foul. But altho’ 
opiates are beft prefcribed in fingle 
dofes to grown people, yet to chil- 
dren, where they are neceffary, be- 
caufe the quantity of one dofe is fo 
{mall as not eafily,to. be computed 
by weight or meafure, the beft way 


is to give them in mixtures for ma- |

“ELE ancient practice greatly 
‘ abounded with perfpirations 
in thefe forms, which the prefcriber 


, at pleafure intitles either Lingufes, 


Lambatives, Lohochs or Syrups ; but 
they are much neglected by the 
prefent, nothing being well teduci- 
ble ‘into thefe forms but petorals, 
and what is grateful to the tafte: 
for their confiftence and manner: of 
taking make’ any thing bitter, or 
otherwife “naufeous, herein  intole- 
rable ; ad ‘nothing but emollients 
and detergents, fuch as oils, open- 
ing fyrups, ‘and fubftances , proper 
to unite with them, and agreeable 
to their: qualities, being convenient 


to be reduced thereinto. The 
{weetnefs and adhefion likewife of 
thefe medicines make them not 
only tirefome in taking, but clog- 
ing,and injurious to fome ftomachs ; 
a that while by them it is endea- 
voured to deterge the lungs of 
hlegm, the digeftion is fo much 
Piadered, that a greater fupply is made 
which renders iuch efforts in vain, 
if not worfe for the patient... In 
fhort, there are very few of thefe 
of any other fervice, than to pro- 
mote and eafe thofe coughs in old 
age, which are neceflary to keep 
open the. breaft, and break away 
fuch infarétions, as are occafione

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by a diminution of tranfpiration, 
(i. e. what is commonly called tak- 
‘ing of cold) or a weaken’d con- 
“co¢tion, that give rife to pleurthes, 
‘afthmas, coughs, and the like. It 
-is not unfrequent to meet with many 
“under this denomination, intended 
to reflringe and agglutinate ; but 
they are juftly, rejected, . becaufe 
fugars are oppofite to all fuch de- 
‘figns ; as has been already fuflict- 
ently urged in many places.

NTO this form, there are fome 

B things reducible almoft for all 
intentions ; and as they convey mot 
medicinal fimples in fybftance, they 
are generally to be depended on in 
cafes of importance and difficulty, 
The only things not convenient to 
be managed hereby, are {uch as are 
extremely bitter and naufeous, or of 
fuch efficacy, that their dofes can- 
not be exaétly enough adjufted : 
thefe being’ affignéd generally ‘by 
guefs, in the quantity of a nutmeg, 
or the like ;. and for this reafon will 
be found, ‘under this divifion, none 
of the bitter ftomachics, nor of the 
‘firong cathartics, or narcotics, ‘the 
firft, becaufe they< cannot well be 
got down in this form; and the 
two latter, becaufe their dofes ought 
to be weighed with the utmoft ex- 
‘ecinefs, and are therefore proper on- 
ly for boles. Fhe © quantities “of 
dry and liquid ‘ingredients are here 
- to be proportioned fo as to make 
the confiftence fomewhat thinner 
than that of the officinal electua- 
ries; and where there are much 
powders, they ought to be mixed 
very thin ; becaufe they quickly 
ftiffen with a few hours ftanding ; 
as when made with the powder ‘of 
the Peruvian bark, and fuch - like 
dry fubftances. Regard ought to 
be had, that fuch things be not 


herein put together as will ferment, 
or not fie quiet’ in the compofi- 
tions; for volatiles, fach as falt ar- 
moniac, hartfhorn, and the like, 
will always be yarifying the mafs | 
until they efcape. Teftaceous pow- 
ders, with fyraps of conferves of . 
any manner of acidity, will ferment. 
and {poil the whole: as likewife 
will all the preparations of fteel, 
the falt excepted ; that lying quiet 
in moft mixtures. For want >of: 
attention to this in prefcription,- 
many things are ordered together, 
which, by that time they come to 
the patient, cannot be contained in 
their veffels, and give a great deal 
of diflike, upon fufpicion of a fault 
in the materials, or the apothecary, 
whereas it is really in the prefcriber, 
But with the utmoft care many fy- 
rups and conferves, in hot weather, 
will be apt to ferment; and there. . 
fore thefe ought to be calculated in 
fuch quantities, as may be taken 
within two or three days ; for when 
they ferment, they fpoil, and ought

all fo with a fafficient quantity of 
fyrup of marfhmallows, that they 
may be pulp’d through a fieve ; 
then add of the fpecies diatragacan- 
thi frigid. half an ounce ; and with 
enough of the fame fyrup’ make all 
into a fmooth eleftuary. 

Thefe are all emollient, and will 
foften and lubricate all the paffages, 
and {mooth acrimonious humours, 
whereby they may. circulate with 
lefs mifchief ; and hence thefe are 
of great fervice in all catarrhs and 
defluxions of fharp rheums from the 
head and glands of the throat, and 
will give relief in obftinate hoarfe- 
neffes ; they are likewife very friend~ 
ly to the kidneys, and defend thofe 
paflages from the irritations of fandy 
matter that often wafhes through 


them ; they cool the heat of urine, 


heal gonorrheeas, and allay alt 
pains from ftimuli: but ¢are mutt: 
be had, while all thefe laudable in- 
tentions are in view, that they do 
not relax and pall the ftomach too 
much, which they are too apt to do; 
for which reafons they -are fome- 
times acidulated with’ fpirit of ful- 
tied or fuch things which help to 
eep the membranes of the ftomach 
in their due tenfions. ‘Thefe are to 
be given 2 or 3 times a-day, or 
oftener, if fymptoms are urgent, to 
the quantity of a chefnut for a dofe, 
fome foftening broths or emulfions © 
being drank afterwards.

This is from the prefcription of a 
phyfician now in great note, for a 
very obftinate hereditary ill habit 
which was continually knotting the 
glands, and fhifting ugly {wellings 
from one past to another, and which 
would fometimes ulcerate, and be 
very troublefome, and. with the help 
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of the bath it procured a very tole- 
rable conftitution ; it was ordered 
the quantity of a nutmeg twice a- 
day, and was continued near three 
months, but for want of a little con- 
ferve, which would only require the 
dofe to be but a little larger, the 
weight of the heavy powders carry 
them to the bottom, and will not 
Jet them continue equally mixed.

Sternutatories. 


There have been many compofi- 
tions of medicines’ under this form, 
for purging the head by fneezing, 
but they now all give place to the 
powder of afarum leaves, or what 
at the phyfical ftalls the women call 
affarabacea ; which is an admirable 
medicine for this purpofe:. and. 
therefore it is not worth the pains of . 
inferting any thing elfe here for this 
ufe. ‘Vhe common tobacco {nuffs 
are fufficiently in fafhion, and want 
no recommendation to bring them, 
into ufe, but rather the contrary ; 
many taking them to great excefs.. 
For an ordinary and pleafant cepha-. 
lic fhuff likewife in fome particular 
diforders of the head,  efpecially ; 
thofe attended with vertigoes and 
faintnefs, the ordinary fal yolatile,,

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diluted {mall enough to take up the 
mofe, excels every thing; and has 
not thofe inconveniencies of drying 


and ftuffing the

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T HE firkt of thefe was formerly 
called in to anfwer many in- 
tentions which the prefent practice 
has no. recourfe to, as having con- 


fom means .of cure ; and they are 
now feldom ufed but to make a fud- 
den difcharge, whereby. relief may 
be fooner had than from the courfe 
of an ordinary cathartic; as in cho- 
lics, wherein purging glyfters are 
commonly prefcribed ; or where the 
nature of a difeafe will not admit of

then emollient glyfters are ordered 
to relax the bowels, and juft keep 
the body open; and in fluxes and 
over weaknefs. of the inteftines 
they are now fometimes. ordered 
with cordial reftringents, becaufe

_than a little, how high in the in- 


teftines glyfters . may. extend their 
influence, and by all it is agreed,

cafes it fo manifeftly is, that glyfters 
-have been thrown up by vomit; buat 
if it be fuppofed that they reach no 
farther than the rectum, it may ea- 
fily be conceived how they help to 
fetch down the contents of the whole 
inteftinal tube, by irritating and: pul- 
ling the fibres of the re€tum fo for- 
cibly, that they are fhook quite to 
“the remoteft part; and thefe ftrong 
‘ones lait’ defcribed are fuppofed to 
aft in’ apoplexies, and other great 
diforders of the head, not fo much 
by the immediate ‘difcharge they 
make, as by pulling and fhaking 
the whole nervous fyftem, which 
‘promotes their natural vibrations, 
“and throws off-a great‘deal of ad- 
“hefive fuperfluous hamours, as wa- 
ter may be fhook off a fheet ; in

Oils, and; flippery. things. are, all 
improper for glyfters of this kind, 
becaufe, they make. the, parts too lax 
to. retain, them long enough. to, be of 
any..confiderable, fervice ;. in fome, 
long. obitinate, diarrhoras. thefe, may, 
be continued every night for fome 
weeks together, and if a, fuitable 
diet and way of living be conform’d.

be given, which may attringe the, 
ftomach, promote a better digeftion, 
and cut. off. a» fupply, of fuch hu- 
mours, as irritate the, bowels, and 
follicit their evacuation oftener. than, 
nature requires. : 
_.There is, another. purpofe, for, 
which glyiters are given, viz. when 
the bark. is abfolutely neceflary, and, 
a patient through prejudice or, ob- 
ftinacy, cannot, take it any other 
way, which .is often, the cafe; in 
young, children; for we have many 
inftances of its fuccefs in glyfters ;

_ Injections are a form of medicine 
ufed for a more immediate convey- 
ance to the affected part, than by 
the common courfe of circulation 
it could be fuppofed to artive, as in- 
to the ears, penis, or uterus; aid 
this is done by a fyringe or glyfter- 
pipe, as they beft fuit the part to be 
injected ; for thofe into the’ uterus, 
the fyringes made to give glyiters 


with are the moft convenient; or. 


where the patients are their own 
operators, a common glyfter-pipe.

Whatfoever 
cafes therefore may be judged re- 
lievable by fuch means, a bath may 
be eafily contrived after any of 
thefe examples; by proportioning 
the ingredients to'as much as is fuf- 
ficient of liquor ;) and fuiting them 
as conveniently as can be te the in- 
tention in view.

of the refolution not. in the re- 
laxed part itfelf, but in the brain, 
or fome member at a diftance, 
whence the part, which is found 
enough of itfelf, and rightly con- 
formed, fuffers by way of e- 
clipfe, , being deprived of the 
rays of the {fpirits ; for in that 
cafe, if fuch heating and drying 
things be adminiftered as are im- 
moderate, and beyond what the 
temper of the part can bear, then 
they fcorch, dry, and fhrink up 
the fibre motrices, diffipate their 
indwelling {pirits,, and oceafion 
an incurable contraction ; for 
thefe fibre motrices are not. fit to 
perform the function of motion 
unlefs they remain foft, flexible, 
moift and flippery.’

Ifthe weapon by which a 
wound is made be dreffed with it, it 
is faid to cure as much as any ap- 
plication immediately to the part it- 
felf ; but for fuch knowledge the 
reader may turn to Sir Kenelm Dig- 
éy’s treatife of the fympathetic pow- 
er, and meet with a philofophy as 
rediculous as the facts are falfe upon 
which it is founded; but fo eafy is 


delufion to fome minds, that they -

A Liniment againf? Tetters. 
Take quick-lime and  auripig- 
ment of each a dram; tartar, bay 
falt, common fope of each 2 drams ; 


“oil of elder enough to make them

This is not fo fafe a medicine, 
becaufe of the auripigment, as it is 
eficacious ; therefore the following 
is preferable.

or cannot or will not take inwardly 
what is neceffary to deitroy and di{- 
lodge them ; this may be properly 
ufed after bathing, with the fomen- 
tation given in the preceeding fection 
for the fame purpofe ; which fee. 


Linimentum Laterale, 
A. Linitent for the Side. 

Take ointment of marfhmallows 
6 drams; oil of lillies and- bricks, 
of each 3 drams; camphire half a 
dram; melt them together into a 
liniment. 

The perfon from whom we are 
furnifhed with many materials for 
this part, and has been frequently 
taken notice of before for his pecu- 
liar way of explaining the operation

This is of admirable ufe after the 
{mall pox, and makes the {cabs fall 
off eafily, and preferves the fkin 
{mooth ; it muft begin to be ufed as

den, being juft touched upon them 
with a feather, fo as to keep them 
always moift with it. 


Linimentum Cofmeticumt, 
4 Cofmetic Liniment. 

Take oil of fweet almonds 2 
ounces ; {perma ceti 3 drams ; ma- 
giftery of bifmuth a dram ; oil of 
rhodium 6 drops. Make them into 
a liniment. 

This is a pleafant and grateful 
beautifier, and keeps the fkin not 
only free from, freckles and fpecks, 
but foft and {mooth. 


Linimentum Podagricum,; 
A Liniment for the Gout in the Feet. 
Take black fope z ounces ; ho- 
ney and Barbadoes tar; of each an 
ounce and half; and with the white 
of an egg well beaten up, make in- 
to a liniment. Or, 
Take black fope 2 ounces ;_cam- 
phire and opium; of eacha dram ;

Take powder of cloves and nut- 
megs, of each 2 drams; Guinea 
pepper, half an ounce ; muftard, 6 
drams; four leaven, 3 ounces ;

and an half ;- or as much as is fuffi- 


cient; and make all into a fmooth 
poultefs for the head.

plied to the head; frefh fhaved, in

Cataplafma Paralyticum, 
A Poultefs again the Palfy. 
Take the pulp of turnips baked,

muftard-feed, 2 ounces; oil of am- 
ber, 2 drams ; nerve ointment, as: 
much as is fufficient, or 2 ounces. 
This is to cover over a paralytic 
member, and to be repeated when 
grown dry; if it be required more 
{timulating, it may be fprinkled 
with powder of euphorbium. 


Cataplafma Podagricum, 
A Poultefs againft the Gout. 
Take black fope, 4 ounces ; yolk 
of eggs, N°. 2. faffron, 1 dram 5° 
oil of {pike, 1 ounce. Mix them 


together, fo as to make a.fmooth 


poultefs. Or, 
Take honey and black fope, of 
each 2 ounces; muftard-feed, half 


- an ounce ; opium, 2 drams; cam- 
~phire, 1 dram ; the foldier’s oint- 


ment, as much as is fvfficient, or 1 
ounce and an half. Or, 
Take 
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Take black fope, 2 ounces ; ho- 
ney, and falt of tartar, of each half 
an ounce ; opium, 3 drams; cam- 
“phire and faffron, of each 2 drams 5 
nerve ointment, as much as is fuffi- 
cient, or 1 ounce and a half. 

Either of thefe is a very effectual 
penetrating medicine, and they will 
carry their influence much beyond 
any plafter or liniment; becaufe 
they lie warm upon the part if thick 
fpread. ‘They will not only give 
eafe where the pain is exquifite and 
intolerable ; but in great meafure al- 
fo breathe out the offending humour 
by tranfpiration. There can no- 
thing poffibly be contrived more ef- 
Se€tual to this purpofe, tho’ there are 
innumerable pretenfions made to it. 
by quacks and impoftors. 


~ Cataplafma Auriculare, 

4 Cataplafin for the Ears. 
‘Take onions roafted and pulped 
~ Y ounce and an half; faffron, 1 
fcruple ; oil of amber, 15 drops ; 
powder of cummin-feed and oint- 
ment’ of marfhmallows, of each 3 
drams. 

This is to be applied to the ears, 
‘when there are apprehenfions of 
impofthumation in the head ; and, if 
attended with great pain, fome por- 
tion of opium may be added with 
fuccefs ; and there will be no dan- 
ger; and if the patient can bear 
fneezing, provokers thereunto are 
very proper at the fame time to 
fhake the cyftis, and break way for 
the matter as foon as ripe. 


Cataplefma Febrifugum, 
A Febrifuge Poulte/s. - 
~ Take Venice treacle, 2 ounces ; 
muitard-feed, and grains of paradife, 
of each 1 dram and an half; bay- 
falt, 1 ounce ;. black fope, 2 oun- 
ces ; oil of fpike, 1 ounce ; vinegar, 
as much as is fufficient. Or, 

Take freth briony-root, 2 oun- 


ces ; black fope, 3 ounces ; pickled 
herrings or anchovies, 4 ounces ; 
bay-falt, 1 ounce ; vinegar, 
much as is fufficient. Or, 

Take horfe-radifh root, and 
{quills, of each 2 ounces ; green 
rue, muftard feed, falt, of each 1 
ounce; black fope, 2 ounces; vi- 
negar, as much as fufficient. Or, 

‘Take frefh rue, 2 ounces; frefh 
gather’d briony-root, 4 ounces ; 
four leaven, bay-falt, black fope, 
of each 1 ounce and an half; mu- 
ftard-feed 2 ounces ; vinegar, as 
much as is fufficient.’

Thefe applied to the wrifts, and 
repeated once a-day, will frequent-

Take frefh cow dung, 1 pound ; 
White briony root frefh gathered, 
half a pound ; bay berries powder- 
ed, 4 ounces; cummin feed and 
flower of brimftone, of each 2 oun- 
ces ; hog’s lard, 3 ounces. Make 
all into a poultefs, with as much as 
is fufficient of ftrong lees. 
_ This is good to foak out the wa- 
ter in the legs, by wrapping them 
up in it warm, and fhifting it often ; 
to which purpofe fcarifying is fre- 
quently neceflary. It may alfo be 
Jaid to the belly in a tympany ; but

Cataplafma Diureticum, 
A Diyretic Poultefs. 
Take juice of onions, parfley, 
{mallage, fennel, of each 2 ounces;

This is to be applied to the low- 
er part of the belly, in obftructions 
of urine; and will do the more fer- 
vice, if an emollient fomentation be 
ufed before it, and the perineum be 
rubbed over with oil. 


Cataplafma Synanchicum, 
A Poulte/s againft Quinfeys. 
Take album grecum, 1 ounce ; 
pulp of the conferve of rofes, z 
ounces ; fyrup of white poppies, as 
much as is fufficient. | 
This is to be fpread very thick, 
and applied to the throat, from ear 
to ear, and renewed every 6 or 7 
hours, or oftener, if dry. 


Cataplafma Stomachicum, 

A Cataplafm for the Stomach. 

Take Venice treacle, 6 drams ; 
powder of cinnamon and cloves, of 
each 1 dram; oil of mint, 6 drops ; 
oil of wormwood, 2 drops; vine- 
gar, as much as is fufficient. Or, 

Take mithridate, 1 ounce ; pow- 
der of mint, 2 drams; cinnamon, 
1 dram ; oil of cinnamon and mint, 
of each 3 drops; oil of mace by 
expreffion, half a dram ; {pirit of 
lavender, 2 drams ; vinegar as much 
as is fufficient. Or, 

Take pulp of quinces boiled in 
vinegar, 2 ounces ; powder of cin-

In a great debility of the fto- 
mach, when it cannot retain the 
food, thefe will greatly ftrengthen 
the fibres, and affift internal means.

Cata- 
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Cataplafma Laterale, 

A Cataplafm againft the Pleurify. 

‘Take meal of linfeed, 6 ounces ; 
of the meal of foenugreek and cum- 
min, of each 1 ounce and an half ; 
honey, 2 ounces ; linfeed oil, e- 
nough to bring them into a confift- 
ence. 

This laid hot to the fide upon the 
affected part, will wonderfully difcufs 
the obftruéted humours, relax the 
corrugated fibres, and promote tran- 
fpiration and expectoration. Some 
authors of geod credit affirm, that 
butter and cummin feed applied’ to 
the breaft will be tafted in’ the 
-mouth ; and this feems not fo ftrange 
to thofe who are acquainted with 
animal tranfpiration ; which is 
fhewn by a multitude of infltances, 
of the truth whereof we have too 
many proofs to call them in que- 
flion. For many of this clafs, and 
particularly onions, from outward 
application, will fo perietrate into 
the fkin, and be taken up by the 


blood, -as to prove diuretic, and’ 


make the urine fmell in the fame 
manner as when they are eaten. 


Cataplafma Emolliens, 

An Emollient Cataplafm. 
Take pulp of caflia, 1 ounce ; 
elder ointment, 2 ounces; {perma 
ceti, half an ounce ; powder of a- 
garic and album grecum, of each 
half an ounce. Make them into a 


cataplafm, 
This is a better medicine than the 
cataplafma «fynanchicum above, 


which is from Bate’s Pharmaco- 
poeia, for the quinfey, or any in- 
flammatory {wellings of the ‘throat ; 
but it is fo unétuous, that the heat 
will make it apt to get through a 
cloth, unlefs it be many times 
doubled. ) 


Cataplafma Sambucinym, 
A Cataplafm of Elder. 
"Fake green leaves of elder, 4 


ounces ; cut and boil them in mill 


till foft; flrain away the milk, and _ 


to the mafh add foft fope, 1 ounce ; 


fpread it upon a double cloth ; 


firew it over with cerufe, and ap- 
ply it warm. . 

_ This feems but an odd mixture ; 
for the fope is very fretting and pe- 
netrating, and the cerufe is much 
the contrary ; for which the com- 
mon excufe is, that they qualify oie 
another: but it is more commend- 


able to have a compofition as near ~ 


of a piece as conveniently can be : 
in the room of this therefore tak

Cataplafma Another, 
Take green leaves of elder, 4 
ounces ; boil them in milk till very

ment of poplar buds, 1 ounce ; 
camphire in fine powder, 1 dram, 
Make all into a poultefs. 

In all inflammatory fwellings, 
fuch as are called the St. Anthonys 
Fire, this is -an admirable medicine ; 
and it will, to a wonder, cool, eafe, 
and relax the part ; fo that the hu- 
mours may either tran{pire or return 
by the refluent blood into the com- 
mon mats, thence to be rejeéted by 
fome convenient outlet. But unlefs 
a cafe be very flight, outward ap- 
plications are by no means to be 
trufted alone ; for fometimes both 
bleeding, purging, and _bliftering, 
are alfo neceflary, and generally 
fome of them. 


Cataplafma Hemorrhoidale, 
A Poulte/s for the Piles. 

Take yolks of eggs boilded hard; 
N°. 43; oil’ of amber, 2 fcruples ; 
linfeed oil, as much as is fufficient. 

This is to cool the piles ‘when in- 
flamed and-ang1y ; and it is foftes 
much than’ many more reftringent 
things generally ufed in fuch cafes,

This comes recommended in the 
works. of a phyfician who was the 
patron of acids. Schroder has the 
fame, with the adeps humanus : 
however, it is not worth contending 
about ; for it is fo fharp as to ex- 
coriate the place it is rubbed .upon ; 
and ‘is .as likely to fix aud bind up 
the offending humours in the parts, 
or repel them, as to fit them for 
tranfpiration, As foon, almoft, as 
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thefe are mixed, they work into.a 
tiff reddifh balfam, that will cut 
like butter, or the Lucate/lus bal- 
fam. 


Balfamum Nephiticum, _ 
A Nephritic Balfam. 

Take oil of fweet almonds new- 
ly drawn, 4 ounces ; oil of white 
poppy feed and linfeed, ofeach z 
ounces; oil of nutmeg by expref- 


‘fion, half an ounce ; oil of petre, 


5 drams ;_ balfam capivi, 6 drams.; 
balfam of Peru, 2 drams ; oil of 
juniper, 4 fcruples; oil of anifeed, 
1 fcruple ; oil of vitriol, 1. ounce ; 
camphire, 2 fcruples. Mix them 
together, 

"This is vaftly preferable to the 
former, becaufe the penetrating aro- 
matic oils not only help to diflodge 
and diffipate the peccant humours, 
but alfo to warm and ftrengthen the ~ 
fibres: and in the gout and rheu- 
matifm, where they fix with great 
pain, this balfam will do good fer- 
vice. It is likewife proper to rub 

paralyti¢ 
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paralytic limbs with, becaufe it fti- 
mulates and fpurs the parts to mo- 
tion, whereby the nervous fluid is 
better difpenfed to give new fenfe 
and life. | ‘ 
‘Jufculum ad Tabem, «- 
Broth for a Confumption. 

‘Take a capon pick’d, drawn, and 

cut into pieces; fheeps trotters and 
calves feet, of each N°. 43 fha- 
vings of harfhorn and ivory, of each 
half an ounce; yellow faunders, 3 
drams ;_ dates, N°. 40; saifins 
fliced and ftoned, 4 ounces ; pearl 
barley, 1 ounce ; boil thefe in fpring- 
water, I cong. to 4 pounds; ad- 
ding, when it is almoft jboiled e- 
nough, ox-eye flowers dried, leaves 
of colts-foot, maiden-hair, fage, of 
each 1 handful; mace, halfadram; 
one nutmeg, and of Malaga fack, 
1 pound; then firain out the liquor 
for ufe. Or, 
_ Take conferve of red rofes, 4 
ounces ; comfrey-root, 2 ounces ; 
fhavings of hartfhorn, 1 ounce; 
maiden-hair, 1 ‘handful; fage, 2 
bandfuls ; plantain, half an ounce ; 
raifins of the {un, 2 ounces; dates, 
N°.45 boil thefe together, with a 
chicken, and the fcrag-end of a 
neck of mutton chopp’d to pieces, 
and 3 ounces of bread, in as much 
as is fufficient of fpring-water : when 
it is cold take off the fat.

Take craw-fifh, N°. 100; bruife 
them to pieces alive in a mortar ;

Any of thefe may, as particular 
circumftances of the appetite direc, 
be made ufe of to reitore perfons, 
recovering from long wafting diftem- 
pers, and wherever a confumption 
is threatned ; for where the itto- 
mach is weak, it cannot digeft folid 
and grofs food, and there‘ore a diet 
of rich nourifhment is required, 


’ that needs but little trouble to afi- 


milate and diftribute it to the feve. 
ral parts of the body, to recruit 
what has been worn away. In hec- 
tic habits thefe are of great fervice, 
becaufe they help to give a confift- 
ence and foftnefs to the humours, 
whereby they neither run fo faft.in 
the canals, nor wafh away with 
them the fubftance of the parts, but, 
on the contrary, leave good nou- 
rifhment behind. The  craw-fith 
particularly, as indeed moft fhell- 
fifh, are greatly nourifhing, and have 
a peculiar quality of fmoothing and 
fweetening acid and fharp humours ; ~ 
as is even apparent in their deaden- 
ing almoft the acidity of vinegar in 
mixture, by covering its points with 
a foft oily fubftance. And for this 
reafon thefe are of eminent advan- 
tage in fcorbutic conftitutions, and 
come next to the viper, whofe ex- 
cellencies for thefe purpofes, fee 
Part I. N°. 369, and amongft the 
preparations at the latter end of that 
part: and with that they likewife 
agree in invigorating, after a pecu- 
liar manner, the organs of genera- 
tion, and diftending them with fuch 
a femen, as not only more frequent- 
ly prompts to venery, but makes 
thofe intercourfes more prolific, and 
fuftained with lefs wafte of ftrength. 
For all fuch parpofes thefe are to be 
chofe and ufed at difcretion. — 


Epithema cum Calce viva, 
An Epithem with Duick-Lime. 
Take quick-lime, z ounces; ho- 
ney, as much as is fuilicient to make 
ig 
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it into a fit confiftence to be fpread 
upon leather. 

. This term is indeed fit for any 
form externally to be applied, and 
is therefore common in lotions or 
cataplafms, or any other topics. If 
this is not carefully mixed, . it will 
not be fmocth and eafy upon the 
part, becaufe of the lumps which it 
is apt to run into : it is intended a- 
gainft gouty and rheumatic pains : 
and if fope, camphire, and opium 
were added to it, in due quantities, 
it would make an admirable com- 
pofition for fuch purpofes ; for it 
penetrates prodigioufly, and rarifies 
the. part fo much, that it will give 
vent to the offending humours by 
perfpiration, without a poflibility of 
repelling them ; wherein is the 
greateft danger in fuch cafes, efpeci- 
ally in the beginning of a paroxy{m. 
For the expulfion, or rather attrac- 
tion of fuch tormentors therefore, 
the following may be made ufe of. 


Epithema Saponaceum, 

_ An Epithem with Sope. 

Take fpirit of wine re&tified 4 
ounces ; {pirit of fcurvy-grafs, z 
_ drams; fpirit or fal armoniac, 6 

feruples ; Venice fope fcraped thin, 
1 Ounce and an half ;. camphire, 6 
rams ; opium, 1 dram ; faffron, 
half a dram; digeft them 3 or 4 
days, and decant the liquor for 
ufe. Or, 

Take of the foregoing with quick- 
lime, and add to it black fope, 1 
ounce; opium and camphire, of 
‘each 2 drams; faffron and oil of 
fpike, of each 1 dram. 

Either of thefe, rubbed in upon 
‘the part, will infallibly anfwer the 
-expectation of fuch as know how, 
-and when, to direct them; but 
things of this efficacy are not in the 
‘talent of every one who undertakes 
fuch cafes. | ; 
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Epithema cum Saccharo Saturni, 

_ An Epithem with Sugar of Lead. 

Take fugar of lead, 1 ounce; 
the beft white wine vinegar, half 
a pound ; digeft together till all the 
fugar is diffolved. 

This is recommended to ftop any 
flux of blood, if it be applied to the 
region of the heart by a linnen cloth 
dipped into it; but at firft its ex- 
treme coldnefs gives a perfon a 
quaking like the horror of an ague 
fit ; and as foon as it grows warm, 
i ‘a to be let cool, and dipped a- 
refh. 


Epithema Cephalicum, 
_ A Cephalic Epithem,. 

Take of Hungary water, 6 drams ;

1 to 8, “is fuch as 
from experience is found to agree 
with moft conftitutions ; as neither 
producing a too great coftivenefs 
or loofenefs; but where, as it 
fometimes may, it fhall happen 
otherwife, the refpettive proporti- 
on of the one to the other is to be 
varied. If a coftivenefs enfues, 
the quantity of lime is to be lef- 
fened; if a loofenefs, the fope is 
to be diminifhed ; and what lofs 
the medicine may fuffer in’ quan- 
tity from the diminifhed propor- 
tion of the one ingredient, may be 
made up by an equivalent enlarge- 
ment of the other: and the me- 
dicine by means of the oppofition 
in the qualities of the two kinds 
of ingredients may thus be ac- 
commodated to every ftate of the 
inteftines. But if any difficulty 
fhould occur in this, aftringent or . 
laxative medicines in decoétions or 
other convenient forms may be cal- 
led in aid, and this common pro- 
portion preferved. If notwith- 
ftanding the ufe of aftringents 
and an increafed proportion of 
lime, by thofe in whom that dif- 
pofition is found, a. continued 
 loofenefs fhould ftill prevail, the

“ highly extolled by Hoffman; on 


ufe of. the:.medicine,.,have, been | 
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* whofe authority it -had been re- 
* ceived into practice here by fome 
: Pant perfons ; but very con- 
‘ ‘finedly, till the knowledge of it, 
‘‘and its fuppofed excellence, was 
* made general by the author of a 
* medicinal pamphlet, called, Az 
* fay upon nurfing, and the manage- 
* ment of children, &c. -who therein 
‘ gives it extraordinary praifes; and, 
* having in moft inftances fhewn great 
* judgment and knowledge of the 
* fubjeé&t he treated of, has occafi-

I have 
taken it myfelf, and given it to 
others for the heart-burn, and

fetual remedy for that complaint. 
It may be given to children from 
one to two drams a day, a little

* This is the account given of it

ed. That it has not a general 
purgative quality, even in refpec 
of children, is evident from ex- 
perience ; nor has it fuch perhaps 
in any cafe, except where, meet- 
ing with a fufficient quantity of 
acid in .the inteftines, it is again 
‘converted thereby into a faline 
ftate : for ’tis the obvious property 
of earths, while in their fimple ftate, 
rather to induce a coitivenefs than 
promote a. catharfis, as he him- 
felf above acknowledges: and 
that this fubftance is no other 
than that earth which is~ the 
common bafis of animal and* 
vegerable fubftances, mixt with a 
{mall portion of fome falt, is 
demonftrable. both from the man- 
ner of its production and experi- 
ments. Nitre in its original pro- 
duétion is formed -from an acid in 
the air, colle&ted moft generally 
by the earths of vegetables and
